However,  let  them  receive  the 
consequences. 

I  am  now  about  to  address 
you  upon  the  subject  of  thd 
QiUen's  ptate;  but,  by  way  of 
preface,  let  me  talk  to  you  a  lit* 
tie  about  the  state,  to  which 
you  and  your  colleagues  and  pre- 
decessors hfive  brought  this  for- 
merly flotinsTiing,  happy,  and 
(tee  country. '  The  ^ueen*^  at- 
rifal  has  produced  a  great  d^al 
6f  agitation  tmd  6f  turmoil ;  but 
it  has  operated,  al^/as  a  grand 
diversion,  in  tfvour  of  yoh  ud 
yotir  eolle^ttes  i  and  though 
your  othe^  troubles  will  retiif%.

Ma- 
jesty, the  tables  of  parliament 
y^efe  loaded  with  the  bitter 
Qomplain  ts  of  fa^'in^^ry^inerchfuits, 
manufacturers  and  every  class  of 
people,  save  and  except  thoap 
who  live  and  thrive  on  taxation. 
Projects  were  on  foot  and  open- 
ly avowed  for  dividing  the  real 
property  of  the  country  between 
the  present  ownetra  and  the 
fond-holders.  The  distress  was 
so  great  in  many  parts  as  to  be 
approaching  to  starvation.  Ca- 
pital was,  as  it  still  iSj^  removing 
from  the  <^>untry,  in  all  direc- 
tions. AH  was,  misery  and 
.wretchedness;  and  ^11  .is  still 
inisery  and  wretchedness.

You  and  your  colleagiles  iiave 
said  much  about  the  bi^  advice, 
which  the  Qxieen  has  received, 
and  of  this  I  will  8|>eak  more 
fully  by  and  bye ;  but  what  sort 
of  advice  is  it  that  has  brought 
the  nation  into  this  state  I  You 
are  not  to  tell  us,  that  you  did 
not  wish  it,  that  you  did  not  in- 
tend it,  and  the  like..  These 
excuses  avail  men  nothing  when 
they  are  arraigned  for  what  are 
called  radical  oflbDees.  We  are 
in  such  cases  told,  that  we  are 
to  judge  of  the  intention  torn 
the  aoi.  And  we  are  to  judge 
yo^  in  the  same  way  to  (>e  sure. 
9i^t,  at  any  rate,  such  b  the  state 
into  which  you  have  brought 
this  nation ;  and,  it  seems  to  me, 
that,  under  such  circumstances, 
yojU  ought  to  be  cautious  how 
you  threw  out  jeers  and  taunts 
on  the  advisers  of  the  Queen, .

This  h  ia  .pr<$ltv  specimen  of 
your  *  ability  ;^p*  support  "th^ ,  di^- 
aity  of  4b6  Crown  ana  to  pro- 
mote'the  interests  of  theFopcm- 
try !  %i^\s  is  a  fio^  specimen  of 
your  '*.  s^^tUe^mat^like "  w^- 
dom !  It  makes  one  siok  to  thiiik 
of  such  a  man  peing  in  any  J^ub^ 
lie  ofBc^  at  M  ;.  n^uch  m6re  .^f 
bis  l^eing  the  principal  adviser 
of  a  king:,  that  king:  being  tHe 
sovereign  of  a  great  country.. 

But,  look  at  the  whole  oTvthe 
pickle  that  yoa  aie  gotrinlo. 
Look  ti  the  foot  of  fifty  thoo- 
sand'poands  a^yeeor,  a  yachJt;  dr 
a •hit^ofiitar  txy goabroad  with, 
an  offioiel  intrqditetion  asQsaan 
of,  England  tb  a  foreign  co«ri, 
air  offered  to*  a  person,  'who  i& 
now  t>nibl«knod  to  the  fwwtd 
bf  yoiL  and  ^one  bolleagiie»;«s 
a  lieentiooa^ woman  soodaitadot- 
teress,>tho<k^'Qn)y  <ife\^  dajia 
I>i9f6ri  ^'  depHiiatMiii  v^»  t^ 
UbnouUiAle  Ifooiefaadkiieetod 
down  ft^re  her;  mn^ind  Wsh 
graciously  pemiiked  tftriass  h^ 
royadbaiKl!  Look^M  tbis(  aM 
team  mod^aiy  iriien  >y0tf  «re 
talking  Of  the 'want  of  tvisdBom 
in  the  adri^ers  ftxf  the  Qif^. 
Yoa  diaiy,  for  a  ttttte  wMler««r- 
idfurov  «ta  brafe  ttie  tumt 
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out;  but  there  must  come  a  day, 
iMid  that  day  may  not  be  di^ 
,  taat,  when  ypu  will  be  callc^d 
upon  to  g^ve  an  account  of  hav* 
ing*  advised  the  opening-  of  the 
^oen  Bags  after  3^u  had  Voted, 
that  to  opien  them  must  be  de- 
rogatory from  the  dignity  of  the 
Crown  and  injurious  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  otHintry. 

You  are  a  pi^ty  pecson  in* 
deed  to  affect  thp  StcUesman  ; 
to  put  on  the  airs  of  acktiow^ 
lodged  superiority  of  judgment ; 
to  flout  at  the  u^erstaoding  of 
the  Queen's  advisers,  and  to 
hold  forth  the  notion  that  you 
are  the  Prince  of  wisdom,  pm- 
.dettoe,  and  correctaess ;  you, 
who  flounder  and  blunder  at 
overy  step ;  and  who,  in  your 
struggles  to  make  yourself  un- 
dmiood,  only  expose  your  plen- 
tiful lack  of  every  thing,  t<^  the 
possession  of  which  ybU  put  for- 
ward such  pretensions. 

As  to  Dr.  Lushingtoo^  he  is 
as  mich  your  soperior  in  point 
oi  understanding  and  talent  as 
he  is  in  another  requisite,  whteh 
I  shall  not,  because  i  need  not, 
mmtion.  The  public,  of  which 
vovL  speak,  and  long  have  sno- 
ken»  in  a  sort  of  language,  that 
that  public  pays  yovl  bmsk  with 
IntereBt,  weB  know  what  value 
to  set  upon  the  assertions  made 
ase  of,  with  regani  to  the  plate, 
given  by  the  |ale  kii^  Ibr  the 
iMeofherM^iesty,  Bot,  inthe 
tra  place,  wfaat.nght  had  you 
^  complain  ol  the  oonduct  of 
Pr.  Loshisigtiin  iJi  bringing  this 
matter  of  the  plate  forward, 
whea  you  were  pot  in  the 
House?  Just  as  if  yoti  were  any 
more  than  a  member  of  Parlia- 
ineni!   fn^i  as  if  no  mei^bor 


were  to  open  Bis  lips  upon  ady 
subject;  or,  at  leasts  just  as  if 
he  were  to  make  no  motion, 
without  previously  informii^ 
the  ministers  of  it !  This  woura 
be  reducing  membersrof  Pariii- 
B>ei^,  to  a  pretty  situation  in- 
deed. If  gout  or.any  thing  else 
kee^  you  away  from  your  seat, 
what  is  that^  to  other  membeftf? 
It  is  quite  shocking  to  see^h0w 
regularly  they  wait  for  your  ar- 
rival, and  to  those  who  are  not 
up  to  the  helghth  of  the  dr- 
oumstances^  the^  thing  appears 
wholly  unaccountable.  DnLosh- 
ington  brought  the  matter  for* 
ward  as  he  bugiit  to  bring  it  for- 
ward. It  was  nothing  to  him 
where  you  were  $  and  to  all  the 
other  indignities  olfered  to  the 
Queen,  he  did  not  suffl^r  her  to 
endure  ^hat  of  making  «  coili- 
platni  Of  her  Mi^esty  wait  upon 
your,  good  pleasure. 

As  to  the  merits  of  the  case, 
what  does  your  defence  ihnount 
to?  Why  this;  that  the  plate 
wa^  not  gtrai  by  the  late  King, 
but  lent ;  that  it  was  not  the 
King^s  property  to  give;  and 
that  it  had  ^  not  been  delivered 
to  the  'Queen  now  merelv  be- 
cause the  King  had  not  oraered 
it  to  be  delivered  to  her.  How 
does  tins  mend  the  matter? 
We  loiow  vory  well  that,  if  it 
had  been  a  pure  gpift^  it  coul^l 
not  be  the  Princess's  property, 
becauiia,  bein^  a  married  wo- 
mpn,  that  whioh  was  given  to 
her  wa$»  in  law,,  given  to  her 
husband,  We,  therefore,  knew 
very  well,  and  nobody  knew 
it  better  ihftn  Pr.  tushiogton^ 
that,  in  point  otlaw,  the  pro- 
perty was  the  King's,  in  case  it 
was  a  pr^setti  frohi  the    lata 
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King',  and  id  cAse  H  was  some- 
thin^^  that  he  had  a  right  to  give 
away.  But^  the  situation  of  her 
Majesty,  by  her  becomingr  Quetfi, 
is  very  dfifTereDt  from"  that  of 
other  married  wonen,  in  respect 
of  the  posMSsioD  of  property ; 
for  a  Queen,  though  married, 
can  poa«eM  ftroperiu  ofhtr  own 

married  Queen>  her  Majetty,  for 
iostanoe,  can  purchase  and  hold 
lands;  convey  them  jiway ;  and> 
in  short,  do  all  manner  of  things, 
with  regard  to  property,  that 
any  other  woman,  unmarried, 
can  do.  And,  here,  1  fancy,  we 
are  to  find  tbe.true  oausa  of  the 
plate  not  being  given  up  to  her ! 
For,  if  ^ven  up  to  her  mnp,  ex- 
cept with  written  conditions,  it 
is  her  omn !  And  why  should  it 
not  be  her  own  I  Why  should 
she  not  have  plate  given  her  by 
the  pnblicl  You  say  that  it  did 
not  beioag  to  the  King,  because 
it  was  b(Hight.  out  of  the  Civil 
List  money.  But  how  many 
hondredsf  of  thousands  upon 
hnndfeds  of  thousands  of  pounds 
have  been  given  »away  in 
plate  and  other  things,  out  pf 
the  CSvil  List  money  1  And  why 
is  this  ^ft  to  the  Queen,  and 
this  gift  alone,  to  be  called  in 
qvastion  ?  You^ar^  become  ex- 
tremely econemijcal  apd  careful 
aR  of  a  sudden.  If  the  plate 
was  not  the  property  of  the  last 
Kii^,  it  is  not  the  property  of  this 
Kinr.  If  it  be  the  property  of 
neitier,  it  v  the  prof^rty  of  the 
Mtipn ;  and  does  ^e  ni^on  wish 
that  it  should  be<  kept  locked 
up,  or  used  by  8omebo<i^  else, 
father  than  that  the  Queen 
shatMbiivejt? 


In  short,  your  explanation 
only  tended  to  make  the  matter 
worse.  •  It  only  shewed  th^ 
you  were  ready  to  seize  hold  ot 
every  little  occasion  of  doings  > 
those  things  which  Dr.  Lush- 
mgton  so  justly  described^  and 
in  describing  which,  be  spokn 
precisely  what  every  body«  ex- 
cept the  tax-eaters,  think.  His 
brii^ging  the  aiatter  forwaid  han  * 
done  a  great  deal  of  good  ;  for 
it  has  shewn  to  wl^t  extent' 
things  are  intended  to  be  eac-" 
ried  \  and  it  has  given  a  new 
and  strong  motive  to  the  peo<* 
pie,  to  be  upon  the  watoh. 

However^  there  was  one  rea-' 
son  which  you  gave  for  not  giv-< 
ing  the  plate^  which  I  mint  par-^ 
tieulariy  notice.  I  shall  tato 
the  passage  entire ;  and  I  sbalL 
take  it  from  the  CoURixn,  who 
points  it  out|  as  worthy  of  par- 
ticular attention,  He  calls  it 
Lord  Castkreagb's  manlf,  e$ur^ 
getic,  and  unaneweraUe  apjmi 
to  the  couptry.  Here  it  is  then! 
^'  I  am  stire  the  f4^1ing  and 
g^od  sense  of  the  country  will 
'<  bear  me  out,  when  I  say,  Uiat 
IF  her  Miyesty  had  conducted 
herself  with  that  feeling  which, 
became  her  sex.  and  that  dig'* 
nity  which  belonged  to  her. 
station,  his  Mqjeetty's  mini* 
"  aters  wouM  be  moet  anscii^UM 
"  to  afford  every  consolation,. 
"  which  a  Queen,  under  such. 
**,  circumstancesi  can  expect^f 
"  But  when  her  Mijesty  conde^^ 
'*  sceniis  to  listen  to  the  meanest 
"  o^rwer^^  when  she  ««^er<Aer«* 
"  self  to  become  an  instrument 
"  in  the  hands  of  the  basest 
*'  populace  of  the  country ^  who 
^'  have  presumed  to  insult  4h0 
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"  paiaee  of  her  Sovereign  and 
**  her  husband^  as  1  had  person- 
"  all/  aD  opportunity  of-witness- 
"  ing,  I  have  no  hesitation  to 
"'^leclare,  in  defiance  of  every 
"  taunt  t^at  the  honourable  and 
''  leiirned  gentleman  may  throw 
'''<mthi  this  House;  that  1  should 
"  abandon  theduty  which  I  owe 
*'  to*  the  dig^ty  and  honour  of 
"  the'Crowri,  were  I  to  advise 
"'ti^e  Sovereign  le  kecan^  the 
*'^d%f&of  8wSh  eHrtifiee$.  H  her' 
'"Mkjddty'a  present  residence  in 
•'^o^^iaf  not  suitable,  1  am  pei^ 
*'■  tfilttded  thkt  no  diffUfuH^  vhU 
'*  be  throktn  in  the  it?ay  ef  €m 
"-UfrOngefnent  by  Which  her 
""IVmesty  may  find  hersetf  a 
""iuiteWe  residence.'* 

T¥k\B  w  hii-iinansfMrable  ap^ 
petti  to  the  country,  is  it?  This 
is  yotif  "way  i  your  "  ^taientnmn 
**  tike*'  v/tiy  of  appealitt^  to  the 
cbuniry.  'i^his  is  ydur  'Mg;nijied 
inaiiiier  of  speaving  of  yoiir  8o- 
yiftreign's  wife,  anti  of  that  in- 
dustrious and  laborio%:«  people 
thdt'  cheerfuHy  .maintaK)  the 
spWfidoiitofthat  Sovereign !  The 
RonvaiT  tyrant  made  a  distinc* 
tloii  betv^nefen  the  people  and  the 
populdce ;  but  even  he  made  no 
artte^pt  to  describe  a  set  of 
creAt(hieaf  as  being  ten  vnftriot 
fftirt  tf  populace.  This  was 
sbmetliingr  left  to  be  dohe  by 
him  who  is  well  known  t6  the 
dalion  under  the  nfime  of  tcts* 
tlerengh!  "'The  basest  popu- 
*;-lac6  ofthe  country  r  ^6,  then, 
ac<56Mii)g'  to  tBs  di^eriptkm;  all 
the^  •  jjopulace ;  -that  is  to.  say, 
t^oi^  whose  labour  feed  the 
'IVea^ttry,  and  whose  arms  de- 
fbnd'the  country;  the  whole  of 
th^d  ari^  base,  but  those  w^b 
cheer  her  Majesty  throug'b  the 


streets,  are  the  basest  of  this 
populace ! 

This  is  very  pretty  language  to 
be  made  use  of  by  a  minister  6f  tii^ 
Kin^,  and  at  a  time,  too,  when 
he  is  saying  that  he  is  urged  tb 
speak  in  ord^r  to  support  thO' 
dignity  of  the  crown !  What  do ' 
you  moan  by  populace  ?  Yow 
must  nieafi  the  Mouringektmejs^ 
you  mwi  mean  these ;  for  of 
what  else  are  numerous  asseiti- 
blies  composed  1  You  most  meaa 
these ;  and  then-  lett  us  see  wbat 
they  do;  In  the  -firstt  -pHct,  out 
of  the  fruit^f  their  labour  cornea, 
five  parts  oat  of  six  of  the  whole  ^ 
of  the  revenue  of  the  country.: 
I  mean  to  say,  that  the  htboQr- 
ing  classes,  atetually  pa^  dve 
parts  out  of  sice  of  tkewkcU  of 
the  tCkte^.  Tiiia  is  one  Biode  of 
upholding  a  state:  another mlode 
is  the  boarkig  of  arms,  aildfthe 
fightings  if  necessary,  in  diifoice 
of  the  state.  And  v^bo  dO(  we 
find  hens  again,  wha  Iwre 
fought  the  battles  by  s^  itod- 
by  land  ?  CerCainly  aoHriigst 
those  who  won  the  battles,  of 
Trafalgar  end  Wnterloo;  thow 
iv^C^re  some  few  men,  that  did  not 
beioi^  1^  those  vrhoni  you  ttLil' 
the  pop>Jaee  ;  but  isit  notiio<- 
tofious  that /?««ft>^*  and:  SoWtw*- 
do,  neeessarii^i  come  frvmi 
amongst  those  wliOm  yo^  »*>#r-' 
matise  by  l^estovHng  on  ihek 
this  d^adii^g  appellaitlAn  ?  Who 
is  it  tliaf  ^  the  raitlfii  of  ttie» 
mift/ta,  the  toctU^nltl^ftct?  Whof 
is  it  thaf  is  ^ewifMed'io  fill  theses 
rariki?  Why,  forttie  ft(f|it«rt#r 
pari,  those  who  gWn  theit  ditty'

too;  or  else,  your  deBnitioaof 
baseatpopulaeeis  purely  a  false 
assertion  -and  an  unwammtable 
insult.

.Tlf^may  be  true  or  falte,  rigbt

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fkes.  The  tmtb  it,  that,  in 
your  rottud-abottt  haimogaet,  the

ning of  it.  It  18  a  parcel  of 
wordathatwe  have  before  us, 
out  of  which  we  are  to  piok  a 
meaniiig^  if  we  ean ;  i>ttt  voor 
speechea,  if  they  do  nothiag 
etee»  tend  to  give  the  world 
a  high  opimon  of  the  patience, 
the  complaLsance  and  the 
quiescent  disposition  of  the 
renow^ied  assembly  in  which 
they  a#e  delivered,  and  which, 
even  without  a  division,  reject

JiffMiy  is  sometiiing  more  than 
oould  have  been  expected  even 
from  yoM/    The  fact  is,  how- 
ever,  that  her  Mijesty  bas  <^n- 
ducted  herself  with  tbat  feeh«g 


and  with  that  dignity  whkh  be- 
come her  sex  and  station.  She 
has  shewn  as  much  semibihty,  , 
judgment,  and  courage,  as  ever 
marked  the  character  of  wo-* 
man:  a  great  deal  more  than 
Queen  Sisabeth  ever  had  an 
opportunity  of  evincing;'  and. 
indeed,  the  best  oommentaiy 
on  your  accusation,  and  the  best 
answer  to  it,  are,  the  love  and  ad- 
miratmi  of  this  whole  people, 
with  the  exception,  aolely,  of 
those  who  have  an  interest  in 
the  carrying  on  of  measures 
hostile  to  the  peace  and  happi- 
ness of  the  country.

beneath  her,  that  I  wonder  her 
Mi^ty  has  net  disdained  it« 
long  enough  ago.  This  is  the 
on^  error  that  the  Queen  has 
committed ;  and,  when  her  Ma-* 
jesty  perceives,  as  she  very  soo» 
will,  that  she  wiU  get  aething 
by  such  humiliating  meanff,  I 
am  persuaded,  that  she  wiU  los* 
not  a  moment  in  abandomng  the 
error..  She  is  no  Queen  of 
grace  and  fcmetur.  She  is  a 
Queen  in  law ;  and,  what  is  a 
p^reatdeal  more,  she  is  a  WIFE^ 
m  whieh  word  is  oombioed  every . 
thing  that  her  Mi^jesty  stands  in 
need  of  to  seeare  her  all  tlie 
means  of  upholding  the  digoily 
and  q>leiulour  belon§^g  to  Ikh*. 
rank.  Against  this  word  you 
have  no  power.  You  foil  nerve* 
less  before  it  You  are  unmanned 
in  a  moment  All  yoiur  talk 
about  law,  and  grace,  and  Ur 
vQur;  all  ^or  quibbles  vanish 
in  a  twinkling.  That  all  power- 
ful name  pla^  her  in  tbesaoM 
palace  vvith  the  King,  at  spy 
moment  when  Stbe  pleiises ;  apd 
being  once  there,  she  quits  it, 
if  she  quit  it  at  all,  on  the  terms' 
that  her  own  good  pleai^i^  shall 
dictate* 

Thus,  you  see,  there  are  those 
who  think  very  differently  from 
you  about  this  matter ;  and  wha 
understand  it,  too,  rather  betteir 
than  you  and  your  colleagues* 
It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  her 
Majesty  will  wait  for  np  trial, 
as  it  is  called,  before  she  assert 
her  rights  as  wife.  Tp,  forbear 
from  that  assertion,  is  tartly,  to 
admit  a  dpi^bt  of  acquittal ;  and 
to  admit  such  a  doubt  to  eifiaH 
in  her  mind  is  what  I  .fu^.^UKe  ' 
her  Majesty  does  not  ,mean. .  I 
must  repeat,  howcYor^  that  thft 
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public  are  all  atiT^  as  to  this 
point    They  are  indignant  at 
seeing*  her  not  in  a  palace.  There 
IS  no  need  of  a  trial  to  convince 
them  that  she  is  a  wife ;  or  to 
remind  theih  of  the  great  dcwer 
that  the  bravghi  t6  hthr  husband. 
It  was  not  to  pay  the  debts  of 
her  Majesty   the   Queen,    that 
nearly  seven  hundred  thousand 
pounds  were  paid  by  the  people 
of  this  country,     To  pay  that 
snm^  how  many  of  those  whom 
you  denominate  the  "  basepo- 
"  pidae^*  had  to  part  with  a 
portion  of  their  comforts !  yet, 
they  parted  with  it  cheerfully ; 
but  FOR  WHAT?    Why,  be- 
cause   his    late   Majesty  asked 
for  it,  as  being  necessary  to  the 
happy  establishmerU  of  his  then 
RoyA^ighness  andhis  Spouse! 
It  was  dpdn  this  ground  that  the 
money  was  asked  for,  and  cheer* 
fully  given.    And  is  this  wife, 
the    wifb   who    brought    this 
dower,  to  be  treated  by  the  ser- 
vants of  her  husband  as  a  sort 
of  beggar,  to  be  relieved,  if  r^ 
lieved  at  all,  fh>m  motives  of 
compassion,  grace,  wtid  favour ! 
Away  witb  all  your  pretences 
about  feeling  for  the  Queen ; 
about  ddicaey:  about  wishing 
not  to  distress  her !  Such  pro* 
fessions  are  an  insult,  ft  cool  and 
cutting  insult,  to  her  Majesty ; 
and  as  snch  they  are  received  by 
the  public. 

Before  I  cpbclude,  I  cannot 
help  observing  on  the  tone 
which  has  been  taken  by  some 
of  those,  wht>  hate,  much  more 
than  they  hate  the  devil,  the 
bare  possibility  of  there  bcfing 
in  this  countrv,  any  single  soiU 
<>f  the  Royal  Family  popular. 


These  men  know  very  well  what 
the  effect  with  rijgard  to  them, 
of   such   popularity    must    be. 
There- is  nothing  in  tbis  world 
which  they  so  much  dread.    To 
make  the  Royal  Family  suspeti 
the  people,  and  to  make  the  peo* 
pie  entertain  towards  the  Royal 
Family  feelings,  which  I  will  not 
describe,  is  the  ruling  principle 
of  the  policy  of  this  base,  cruel, 
and  cowardly  set  of  men ;  one 
of  Ufhom  has  lately  observed, 
that  her  Mijesty  took  measures 
as  it  were  for  the  purpose  of  tn- 
flaming  the  country.  If  vou  had 
called  this  a  mean  and  base  ad- 
viser, your  words  would  hnre 
been  appropriate  enough.  What 
has  h^r  Majestj  done  to  inflame 
any  body  f  She  has,  as  I  have 
just  shewn,  greatly  erred  on  the 
side  of  condescenrion  and  humi- 
lity ;  and  if  she  had  not,  sfao^ 
we  have  heard  Arom  the  lips  of 
the  silky  gentleman,  who  has 
risen  fh>m  the  very  lowest  staHe 
since  the  marriage  of  her  Ma- 
jesty, and  whose  wifb  as  well  as 
hinttelf  are  fastened  upon  us  as 
pensioners  for  life :  if  the  Queen 
had  not  condescended  too  fkt, 
if  she  had  asserted  her  unques- 
tionable rights,  m  the  mann^ 
that  I  have  described,  and  in  the 
manner  that  1  now  most  stre- 
nuously recommend,  and  which 
in  so  recommending,  I  onl^  joib 
in  the  universal  voice ;   if  har 
Majesty  had  asserted  her  rights 
in  this  manner,  she  never  woukl 
have  been  insulted  by  the  pert 
observations  of  this  subtle  and 
siiky  alave,  who  is  not  even 
now  fit  for  any  thing  highar 
than  that  of  handing:  her  plate 
at  table.

Nothing  that  ever  fell  from 
the  pen  of  man  ;  and,  what  is 
a  great  deal  better,  notiiingthat 
ever  proceeded  from  the  heart 
of  woman,  was  more  proper 
than  this.  Her  Majesty  does  not 
at  all  over-state  the  matter  when 
she  says  that  we  are  all  inter- 
ested, equally  with  herself,  in 
the  preservation  of  her  nghts. 
That  which  is  her  lot  to  day, 
may  be  the  lot  of  any  of  us  to- 
morrow. If  her  rights  ean  be 
taken  away,  by  a  process,  no 
matter  what,  our  rights  can  be 
taken  away  by  that  same  pro- 
cess. Indeed,  if  this  were  not 
the  case,  the  injustice  of  proeeed- 
ingp  against  her  in  this  ntaniler 
would  be  loo  horr^le  to  be 
thought  of.  It  woufci  then  be 
a  thing  imrented  for  her  alone. 
Well,  then,  every  one  of  us  is 
liable  to  suoh  a  mode  of  pro- 
ceeding. Any  man  may  be 
taken  out  of  the  ordinary  tri- 
bunab,  and  tried  and  condemned 
,  by  bill.   What  then  becomes  of 


our  security !  What  becomes  of 
the  security  of  any  man  who  is 
hated  by  the  ministers  of  Ule 
day?  Can  any  man  ho|M  to 
plead  suedtofnlly  against  thu 
species  of  jurisdiction,  to  whidt 
the  Wife  of  the  King  has  becin 
compelled  to  submit ! 

The  case  of  her  Majesty,  UieYi, 
is  the  case  of  us  all ;  and  theffe 
natursilly  and  necessarily  arises 
a  fdlow  fseUng ;  a  community 
of  sentiment  and  of  interest  be- 
tween her  Majesty  and  the  peo- 
ple ;  and  especially  any  part  of 
the  people  that  may  have  bci^n 
marked  out  as  objects  ^  f  op- 
pression. And  who  has  been 
the  cause  of  this  community  of 
sentiment  and  of  interest  %  Why, 
those  persons  who  have  placed  ~ 
her  Majesty  in  her  presenti  sl- 
tnatron,  and^  with  regard  16 
whom,  her  Majesty  must  fe^l 
precisely  as  others  feel,  who 
hsrve  been  persecuted  by  the 
same  men  ;  and|  lor  the  greater 
part,  by  precisely  similar  mean^. 

Therefore,  the  mean  and  base 
man,  to  whose  words  I  have  al- 
luded above,  may,  as  they  say  hi 
Yorkshire,  keep  his  breath  to 
cool  his  porridge.  TheQuei^i 
can  aoy  nothing  to  defend  her- 
self; she  can  say  nothing  in  fe- 
probation  of  her  persecutors ; 
she  can  make  no  complflinti  no 
remonstrance ;  she  caa  mate  no 
movement  in  ofder  to  parry  the 
blow  that  is  ahbed  at  her:  she 
must  close  up  her  lips,  and  go 
like  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter ;  6r 
she  must  make  common  cause 
with  the  people:  to  which  I 
have  only  to  add,  that,  if  this 
be  a  subject  of  lamentation  ^th 
you,  you^have  the  coittolation  Co 
4aiow  that  it  is  altbgelkev  o( 
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yopr  otm  ^oAmg  and  you;t>owdd 
tsreatUngv 

One  .woid  at  parting-  upon 
the  «cibie«i  oC  the -inteoited  trial, 
the  passttig^  of-  the  Alim  BM, 
J^otwUfaataodin^  tlie  petatip^ 
afifainst  it;  the  pa$sing^  of,  the 
Aben  Bill,  giving'  yeu,  aad  yoqr 
eoUeagaes,4M]cli  fearful  powers; 
placing  alt  the  Queea'a  witness- 
es so  completely  at  your  merey ; 
the  paating  of  this  bill/ without 
any  elaose  to  protect  th(ise  wit- 
nesses from  being  seqt  out  of  the 
country  by  yoo^or  by  Sidmonth ;

Tlfe  refusing  the  Queen  ihe 
namea  of  the  witnesses  to  bo 
brought  against  her,  is  another 
thing  to  be-  i^lded  to  the  cat^- 
Ibgue.  It  is,,  observed  upon 
what  ground  this  refusal  was 
made ;  and  tne  public  has  stood 
in^  need  o^  no  cominentary  to 
lead,  them  .to  a  just  conclusion. 
But,  it  having  been  thrown  out, 
in  the  House  of  Coinmons  by 
Mr.  Deoman,  that  it  might  be 
thought  proper  to  advise  her 
Majesty  td  dedins^  to  defmd 
ket*self  in  the  H&tsse  6f  Lords, 
en  aeeountof  sutk  Ust  of  H€tmes 
ifeing  refused;  I  must  express 
my  optnioii',  that  sueh  a  st«p 
w^ndd  be  grealh/^  injurious  to 
her  Mqje^'s  cause.

hand,  6r  eansed  to  be  disWibiit<7 
ed;  la^  sums  of  money  to  tb#' 
poor.  At  Tunis  she  obtained 
the  liberty  of  several  slaves^ 
among  whom  were  two  lemaler 
— ^ne  the  daughter  of  the  Oo"' 
vemor  of  St  Pierrey  the  other 
a  Genoese  lady/  ,  tliis  was  be-' 
fore  the  irrival  of  Lotd-Exmouth. 
Several  Roman  slaves  i^re  also, 
released  on  the  appBcaition  of 
her  Roval  Highness,  fthe  mve^ 
to  the  New  Academy  ai  Athens 
600  pieces  (eohmnats)^  atod  an* 
thoraed  the  governors  to  draw 
annually  on  the  banker'  Seara^' 
BNtnza,  at  Oonstaiitinoi^e,  for 
900  more.  She  also  rekased  aH 
the  prisoners  foi^  debt  at  Athei»> 
and  deposited  in  the  hands  of 
the  govemer  7(t0  ]pieees,  to  bo 
applied  to  a  similAr  purpose 
after  her  d(epartiirei#  iTo  a  poor 
Roman  Catbotie  ftttiily,  wimm 
she  found  in  tiie  same  place,  shei 
gave  SOO  pieces.  At  Oonstaar^ 
^nople  hsT  benel^ctioni  Irere 
stiH  more  numerous.  To  tbai 
eoBventioal  Ikthers  atieitisaleni 
she  gave  MO  pieces :  in  Aet^  ai 
every  place  where  sue  stopped 
her  benevolence  was  on  tho 
alert  to  seedc  and  relieve  Hyh 
(Ustress  of  her  fellow  ensatnre&r 
Her  Migesty,^  on  her  return  to 
£nropey  took  up  ber  reskleneo 
at  an  agreeable  villa,  on  tbo 
shore  of  Lake  Como,  at  a  amidl 
distMiee  from  that  town.  Tho 
situation  of  this  house,  which 
she  purchased  of  the  Countesir 
Pino,  was  particularly  beautiM, 
sittiDunded  on  aH  stdes  by  the 
most  enchanting  aad  romaa^ 
scenery.  Her  Majes^  hmm 
sought  amusement  rather  ii|  tho 
lesoumt  of  her  own  mind,  ai^ 
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utmang  ^  iiNilttfd  number  of 
Inenik/tluiDfrom  an  indiscrimi-^ 
mciAe  intereourse  with  the  inba- 
bilamiA  of  *€oiiio ;  'but  still  she 
was  always  hos^^ilable  as  well 
as  tffftible  to  those  by  whom  she 
was  visited.

atrocious  description.  These 
stories  reached  England  in  a  still 
mooe  exaggerated  shape,  and  in 
the^nd  Lord  Cbarles-d^tewart 
was  sent  to  Milan  to  inquire  into 
their  truth.  At  Milan  Lord 
Stewart  became  intimate  with 
Baron  d'Ompteda,  Knight  of 
Hanover.^  and  formerly  arabassa? 
dor  of  Jerome  Buonapaj:ti^,Ki^g 
of  \yestphalia,  tothe  Court  of 
Vienna,  and  engaged  him  to  be- 
come a  watch  on  the  conduct  of 
her  Majesty.  This  was  in  Sep- 
tember, 1815,  and  the  Baron 
exerted  all  his  ingennityio  pro- 
mote the  object  of  bis  employ- 
ers, and  to  enlist  persons' in  a 
more  hiunble  sil'natiou  in  his  dis- 
graceful commission. 

When  her  Majesty  returned 
to  Milan,  in  1816,  sire  received 
mtiihatfon  tbat^  she  -was  sur- 
robnded  ^by  spies  in  h^  own 
IwHise.  •  EndeaTowrs  had  been 
mfidedni^g  her  absence  to-cor- 
rupt her  servants,  and  to  engage' 
them  in  l^ots  destnicttve  of  thtf 
honour  and  reputation  of  their 
mffstress. 

Boverjd  of  her  Majesty's- Ita- 
lian domestics  resisted  the!. temp^ 
tations  which  were  held  out  to 
estrange  them  firom  their  duty. 
One  man,  however,  a  German, 
of  the  name  of  Maurice  Credi, 
was  not  equidly  *virtuous.  He 
suffered  himself  to  bo  seduced, 
and,  for  weighty  consideratiofis, 
agreed  to  introduce  the  Baron 
d^Ompteda  to  the  apartments  of 
hor Majesty*byftilie  toys.  *  For- 
tunately this  h^^f^y  tohtinvance

frieod  of  her  Majesty,  ahd  Pre- 
fect of  Como,  and  was  in  tbe

Her  Majesty,  tipon  the  coiri- 
munication  of  this  dethiration, 
of  course,  felt  extremely  in^ig* 
naat,  and  her  private  secretary, 
Lieut.  Hapmrn,  seivt  a  penonial 
eballeng^  tQ  ith^  Baron.    The 
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Baron,  however,  with  a  base 
ness  but  too  much  in  acoordaooe 
with  the  character  he  had  as- 
suined,  declined  the  combat, 
«nd' rendered  himself  still  more 
contemptible  by.  attempting  to 
treat  the  serious^  call  which  had 
been  made  upon  him,  as  a  man 
of  honour,  with  ridicule— some- 
times proposing  to  meet  his 
brave  antagonist  in  Africa,  at 
other  tiBies  in  Asia,  and  again 
in  America.  He  was  at  length 
removed  from  the  seat  of  his 
t>wii  degradation  by  Uie  Oover- 
iior,  CmiBt  Saaran^  to  whom 
her  Mi^jestv  communieated  the 
discovery  she  had  made. 

Other  persons,  equally  well 
qualified  with  the  Baron  d'Omp- 
teda,  were  found  to  succeed 
him,  and  it  was  pretty  well  un- 
denrtood  that  every  motion  of 
her  Majesty  was  narrowly 
Wi^ohed,  and  reported  with 
such  colouring  as  best  suited 
the  interests  of  the  persons 
who  were  employed.  The 
agents  of  this  system  of  espio- 
nage cared  not  from  what  class 
th^  selected  their  evidence, 
aAd  thus  thev  took  the  deposi- 
ikms  of,  had  retained  in  their 
employment,  the  very  dregs  of 
society;  Boatmen,  lacqueys, 
meehaaics,  and  ik»  humblest 
domestics,  vrere  all  received 
with  fiivour,  and  .handsomely 
rewarded  for  every  story  they 
had  impudence  or-  ingenuity 
enough  to  invent 

The  ground-work  for  inquiry 
having  beei^  thus  laid,  and  the 
reputation  of  her  Majesty  hav- 
ing been  by  such  means  as- 
sailed, the  Milan  commission, 
to  which  such  frequent  refe- 
rence has  been  made,  was  de- 


termined upon,  and  Mr.  Cook 
and  Mr.  Powell  set  out  on  their 
important  investigation,  which 
was  not  confined  to  occurrences 
in  Milan  alone,  but  was  ex-* 
tended  to  every  place  where 
her  Msjesty  had  resided,  and 
in  which  subordinate  instru^ 
ments  bad  previously  been  at 
work.

"  The  Princess  of  Wales  re- 
quests Lord  Liverpool  to  lay  be- 
fore the  Prince  Regent  the  con- 
tents of  this  letter. 

''  Actuated  by  the  most  ur- 
gent  motive—that  of  restoring 
tranquillity  to  the  Prince  Re«> 
gent,  as  well  as  to  secure  the 
peace  of  mind  of  which  she  haa 
been  for  so  many  years  deprived 
<-^the  Princess  of  Waks,  after 
mature  reflection,  has  resolved 
taretum  to  the  Continent  Thie 
resolution  ought  not  to  suiprise 
the  ministers  of  the  Prince  Re« 
gent,  considering  the  trooble 
and  disagreeable  experience  of 
the  Princess  for  so  long  a  time  ; 
and  still  more  after  ue  indig* 
nity  and  mortification  to  which 
she  has  been  exposed  by  being 
withheld  from  receiving  h^ 
nearest  relations,  and  the  most 
intimate  friends  of  the  late  Duke 
of  Brunswidky  her  illustrious  Ur 
ther. 

''  The  Princess  is  extremely 
anxieua  that  the  Prince  Regent 
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sboold  be  infornaed  of  the  mo- 
tives, and  clearly  comprehend 
her  [Mist  conduct  as  politically 
exlnbited.  In  exacting  a  justi- 
ficati<>a  from  this  noble  nation, 
her  sole  protection  since  the  un- 
fortunate indisposition  of  the 
King-,. she  is  to  be  understood 
as  solidtoufi  only  to  maintain  her 
rights  and  her  honour,  which 
are  dearer  to  her  than  life  it- 
selL 

*'The  Princess  of  Wales  would 
have  undertaken  her  projected 
tour  long  before,  if  she  had  not 
been  prevented  by  the  breaking 
off  tl^  projected  marriafi^  of 
the  Prinoess  Charlotte  wiui  the 
Prince  of  Orange.  She  could 
not  resolve  to  leave  her 
daughter  without  protection, 
at  a  period  so  critical.  The 
Prince  Regent  having  planned 
to  establish  the  new-married 
couple  at  the  Hague,  the  Prin- 
cess Charlotte,  on  that  account 
prindpaUy,  declined  the  match. 
Unwilling  to  prove  any  obstacle 
tp  fiititre  arrangement  &vour- 
able  to  the  happiness  of  her 
daughter,  the  Princess  of  Wales 
has  at  len^  resolved  to  return 
to  Brunswick,  her  native  coun- 
try. She  may  afterwards  tra- 
v^l into  Itidy  and  Greece,  where 
she  may  probably  be  able  to  se- 
lect an  agreeable  abode,  and 
live  %  it  ibr  some  yean.  The 
Princess  latters  herself  that  the 
Friftce.  Regent  will  have  no  oh- 
j^etion  to  this  design. 

"  The  Princess  of  Wales  re- 
quests Lord  Livtfpool  to  repre- 
sent to  the  Prince  Regent  that 
she  reagns  Montague-house, 
and  the  title  of  the  Riuager  of 
Qreenwieh  Park,  in  favour  of 
h§it  daughter,  as  also  the  house 


bequeathed  to  her  by  hiar  mo- 
ther.  The  Princess  of  Wales 
hopes  the  Prince  Regent  will 
grant  this  fisivour — ^the  last  she 
will  solicit 

"  The  Princess  embraces  thi» 
opportunity  to  explain  the  mo^ 
tives  which  have  induced  her  t9 
decline  the  grant  of  50,000(. 
voted  to  her  by  the  nation  iir 
Parliament.  She  expresses  her 
most  lively  acknowledgment  to 
this  liberal  and  generous  nation 
for  its  willingness  to  grant  her 
such  a  pension  during  life  f  but} 
she  has  only  taken  S/^^OMK.  be-*- 
cause,  as  the  gift  waa  intended 
to  support  her  in  her  proper 
rank,  and  to  enable  her  to  hold 
a  court  as  became  the  wife  of 
the  Prince  Regent,  the  receipt 
of  it  would  interfere  with  her 
views  of  travelling,  and  her  pur- 
pose to  quit  En^and  for  a  sea- 
son.

LETTER  PftOlC  THE  PRIVCESS  OF  WALES 
TO    MR.    WtllTBRBAD    AND     -RQ.  HW ' 
FRIENDS,  DATED  S^TH  JULV^  1814. 

''  The  Princess  of  Wales  has 
the  pleasure  to  inform,  and 
frankly  to  avow  tQ  Mr.  Whit 
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bread  tteit  ihe  u  about  to  take 
the  most  important  step  Id  her 
life.  6he  has  embraced  the  re- 
solution of  quittiog'  this  coun- 
try ior  a  time  ;  and  has  written 
to  Lord  Liverpool  to  immedi- 
ately inform  the  Prince  of  her 
intention.  The  Princess  indoses 
a  copy  of  this  letter  to  Mr.  Whit- 
bread  to  inform  himself  and 
friends  of  the  plan  of  conduct 
which  she  has  adopted. 

The  Princess  is  so  persuaded 
of  the  welUknown  int^rity'  of 
Mr.  Whitbread  and  Mr.  Brougrh- 
am>  that  she  cannot  doubt  that 
they  would  have  proposed  snek 

^  a.  step^  if  motives  of  delicacy 
had  not  prevented  th6m.    The 

^  !^rinoes8  is  deeply  penetrated 
with  gratitude  ibr  the  attentions 
wb^h  they  have  shewn  her  at 
a]{  timesr  and  on  all  occasions. 
This  kindhito  on  their  part  has 
withheld  her  from  "asking  their 

\  advice  on  the  present  occasion: 
in  ^^ry  other  in^nce  she  as- 
sures them  1^  has  always  fol- 
lowed the  sug^stions  of  her 
advisers  and  friends,  and  con- 
formed to  their  superior  intel- 
li^vnce. 

''  Her  conscienee  tellft  her 
that  her  conduct  is  worthy  of 
her  character  avid  of  her  sekiti- 
nt^nts,  and  will  alwa^^  'temain 
so*  She  has  had  sufficit^ht  lei- 
sure to  reflect  maturely  before 
she  adopted  h^  present  resolu- 
tion.

too  long  for  explanation,  biMr# 
prevented  her.  No  person  pas^- 
sessed  of  prkle  and  (eeling  cpuld 
endure  to  be  degraded  below 
her  rank  in  this  kingdom^  as- 
Princess  of  Wales,  or  even,  as  a 
simple  indivkliial,  bear  to  be  so 
hated  by  the  Sovereign  as  to  b» 
debarred  from  his  presence  both 
in  public  and  in  private^  llie 
Princess  of  Wales  knows  not 
how  to  support  so  much  debase- 
ment and  mortification.  She 
cannot  allow  herself  to  be  treat- 
ed asaculprit  by  the  Prime  and 
his  family,  when  her  innocence 
has  been  acknowledged  by  mi- 
nisters and  by  Parliament,  after 
an  investigation  which  has  done 
away  the  accusations  of  tfaitors  , 
and  enemies. 

"  The  Pdncess,  having  ob- 
tained this  paUic  satnteictien, 
cannot  in  consdeikce  remain  a 
burden  to  her  (Hends  any  longer.

Tlje  Priii*- 
cess  Charlotte  will  the  less  feei 
tho  privation  of  lier  mother^s 
society,  as  she  has  been  die^ 
prived  of  it  for  the  last  two 
yeare.  During-  that  time  Hve  ot 
six  months  in  succession  have 
passed  away  without  the  mother 
being  allowed  to  see  her  daugh* 
ter.  She  has  even  been  re- 
vised the  consolation  of  receiT«- 
ing  any  of  her  letters,  and  thus 
her  regret  at  leaving  her  is  les^ 
sened;  for;  although  living  in 
the  tome  capital,  they  were  not 
alfowed  to  speak,  even  when 
they  met  in  their  airings.

''  Lord  Liverpool  has  had  the 
honour  to  receive  the  letter  of 
her  Royal  Highness.  Having 
communicated  it  to  the  Prince 
Regent,  he  has  ordered  him  to 
inform  her  Royal  Highness  that 
he  can  have  no  objection  to  the 
hitentions  of  her  Royal  High- 
ness to  effect  the  dib^gn  which 
she  announces  to  the  Prince  Ror 
gent,  of  returning  to  her  native 
country,  to  visit  her  brother,  the 
Duke  of  Brunswick,  assuring  fau^r 
that  the  Prince  Regent  wiU 
never  throw  any  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  her  present  or  Aiture  iur 
tentions  as  to  the  place  where 
she  may  vrish  to  reside. 

*'The  Prince  Regent  leaves 
her  Royal  Highness  at  liberty  te 
exercise  her  own  discretion  as 
to  her  abode  in  this  country  or 
on  the  continent,  as  it  may  be 
convenient  to  her. 

'<  Lord  Liverpool  is  also  com- 
manded, on  the  part  of  th^ 
Prince  Reeent,  to  inform  her 
Royal  Highness,  that  he  wiU 
not  throw  any  obstacles  in  <tfae 
way  of  the  arrangements  of  her 
Royal  Highness,  whatever  thqy 
may  be,  respectio^  the  .-Housf

to  the  late  Duchess  of  Brunswick^ 
or  the  rest  of  the  private  pro 
perty  of  her  Royal  Highness ; 
bat  that,  for  reasons  rather  too

Lord  Liverpool  has  also  been 
enjoined,  on  the  part  of  the 
Prince  Regent,  before  he  closes 
the  letter  whioh  he  has  the  ho 
Bov  to  send  to  her  Royal  High- 
ness, to  tell  her,  in  relation  to 
the  two  articles  which  her  Royal 
Highness  has  put  in  her  letter 
concerning  the  rapture  of  the 
marriage  of  the  Princess  Char- 
lotte with  the  hereditary  Prince 
of  Orange,  as  well  as  to  the 
reason  for  which  the  allied  Sove- 
reigns did  not,  previoqslv  to 
their  departure  from  Bnffland, 
pay  their  Tint  to  her  Rojral 
Highness,  that,  as  to  the  first 
article.  Lord  Liverpool  is  com- 
manded by  the  Prince  Regent 
to  inform  her  Royal  Highness, 
that  ihe  Prince  Kegent  is  not 
persuaded  that  the  private  con- 
flderations  of  the  circumstances 
in  which  the  Princess  is  placed 
can  have  been  an  obstacle  to 
the  marriage  of  the  Princess 
Charlotte.

*i  thought  and  said  of  hhn,  I 
*'  went  out  myself  in  the  6ven- 
"  ings,  and  mixed  in  conversa- 
♦'  tion  with  the  people..  When 
'*  they  talked  about  the  govern- 
*'  ment,  I  listened  with  great 
''  attention ;  and  when  I  heard 
•'  any  thing  worthy  of  being  re- 
'^  |>eated  to  his  Excellence,  I 
-'*  took  care  to  let  him  know  it 
''  But,  it  must  be  observed,  thai 
"  /  neber  rep&rted  any  thing 
"  that  wa$  not  faviyufrahle  to 
"  Win." 

This  is  the  grand  secret  of 
rising  hi  court!  There  needs 
nothing  more.  No  knowledge  : 
no  talent:  no  industry:  sim- 
ply to  flatter,  and  to  flatter^ 
in  Uis  particular  manner,  is 
all.  that  is  required.  And,  in 
past  ages,  k\ngs  and  ministers 
went  on  yery  well  with  this..

In  addressing  your  Majesty^ 
upon  the  present  occasion,  1 
may  appeal  to  past  addresses 
with  some  degree  of  tonfldence. 
In  1812,  I  took  great  pains  to 
dissuade  you  from  suflenng  your 
ministers  (though  supported  by 
both  ftictions)  to  plunge  us  iifto 
a  War  with  the  American  States. 
I  theii,  before  the  war  began, 
clearly  pointed  out  the  impossi- 
bility of  its  succeeding  ;  and  i 
as  clearly  showed,  that  the  war 
must  be  attended  with  enormous 
pecuniary  loss,  and  with  deep 
disgrace  to  our  fleets  and  arfnies. 
That  war  was,  however,  begun 
and  per^vered  in.  It  cost  this 
nation  seventy  millions  of  mo- 
ney ;  and,  in  its  result  as  well 
as  in  its  progress,  it  affixed  such 
disgrace  upon  our  arms,  by  sea 
as  well  as  by  land,  as  those 
arms  had  never  before  sustained ; 
besides  absolutely  crediting  a 
navy  to  brave  us  upoii  the , 
ocean^  in  every  part  of  thp 
world.  Nevertheless,  all  those 
of  us,  who  were  not  content  to 
live  and  die  slaves,  were  com- 
pelled to  pray  for  such  a  result ! 
For,  if  that  war  had  succeeded  : 
if  that  last  resort  of  freedom 
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iiod' been  destroyed,  \vhathop« 
coukthave^remaiiied  to  the  then 
oppressed  millioas  of  EUirppe ! 
it  wa3  truly  md,  at  that  tinie^ 
by  Q^  advocates  of  that  war^ 
that,  while  the  example  of  Aftie^ 
riea  remained,  there  was  no 
sa/et^^  Tor  what  Castlereagh 
called  the.  Socui.  System.  It 
does  remain^  The  glorious 
example  lives.  Ajid  there  is 
no  sctfety  for  Cast|eresi^h's  Sys^ 
tern. 

Id  other  letters,  addressed  to 
your  IVI^csty  soou  afterwards^  I 
peioted  out  the  delusiveness  of 
those  hopest  which  had  beea 
founded  oa  ihe/alt  of  Napoleon  ; 
and,  when  your  grand  Nego- 
ciator,^  Castle^eagh, camehonie 
from  the  Cotttinent>  flushed  with 
success^.  1  observed,  thai  he  and 
hU  ass(^ciates  ofAHi&tria  and 
Prussia  and  Russia  had  really 
**  over-reached  thcptselve^ :  that 
"  their  policy,  even  according* 
"  to  their  own  viewsj  and  wislios, 
"  was  the  fooUskest  that  couW 
"  be  ipagined  ;  that,  having  a 
•*^  desire  to  put  a  fipal  stop  to 
"  revolutroDs,  they  ought,  by 
"  all  means,  to  have  left  N^po- 
"  leon  on  the  throne  of  France : 
"  that  he  was  a  pi^otecior  of 
^  ki»^^ :  that  he  was  beloved 
'*:  and  admired  by  the  most 
^  powerful  natiot)  on  the  Con- 


'Minent:  that  his  vanity  and 
'*  ambition  were  a  safe  gijaran- 
tee  against  his  over  attempt- 
ing any  thing,  for  the  freedom 
";  of  mankind  :  that  his  lame j 
"  that  his  personal'  character 
"  and  his  deeds,  threw  a  splen- 
".  dour  round  his  throne, '  aiid 
"  made  his  people  in  love  willi,

"  France  .  and  in  Naples  aijd

"  boroughmongers  wit^hi  curse, 
"  they  might,  like  Shimef,  . 
"  *  eurae  on  ,-'  -for,  that  they 
*'  would  be  able  to  do  notlwng 
'*  to  prevent  the  second  seitcs^ 
**  of  revolutions  from  being 
**  crowned  witlh  success."

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TUi  waif  Sir,  addressed  to 
yoiv  not  very  dUtant  from  the 
Ay,  when  the  grand  Negocia* 
;  tor,  that  "  MtaiesmanMke"  Cas* 
'  tlereagh,  was  received  in  the 
House  of  Commons  with  olap- 
ping  of  hands !  I  have  not  for-* 
gotten  the  empty  boasts;  the 
'  At  onee  empty  and  malignant 
language  of  that  day.  I  had  a 
reliance  on  the />e6^;  and>  that 
alone  woold  now  be  sufficient ; 
but,  the  new  series  is  begun 
.from  without ;  all  the  schemes 
of  the  Holy  Alliance  are  blown 
into  air,  or,  at  least,  they  shortly 
will  be ;  Ihe  time  and  manner  of 
the  dose  being  a  matter  of  en- 
riosity  rather  than  of  interest, 
The  Boroughmongers  do  curse, 
I  warrant  them.  But,  they  con* 
fine  their  curses  vnihin  their 
ieelhlhistime.  Oh!  that  Burke 
were  still  alive !  I  dare  say  he 
would  still  bellow  away.  Bat

give  accounts  of  men  taken  up 
and  commttt^  Xo  jail,  on  a 
charge  of  Radicalism  ^  ofothera 
being  apprehended  on  suspicion, 
of  Radicalism ;  of  others  being 
shot  or  scabred  as  Radicals ! 

Who  would  not  imagine, 
then,  that  Radical  and  Traitor 
meaiit  the  same  thing!  The 
fact  is,  however,  that  the  Radi- 
cals ask  fof  nothing  that  is  not 
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strictly  according*  to  the  laws 
Mid  constitution  of  their  coun- 
try* They  are  injured  and  op- 
pressed men^  who  ^  for  iegcd 
redress.  The  laws  of  England 
say,  that  no  man  shall  he  Uu^ed 
without  his  oum  consent';  that 
no  man  shall  be  bound  by  lawa, 
io  whidk  he,  bj/  hisrepresentch 
Itue,  does  not  give  his  assent. 
It  is  notoiious,  that  oompara- 
ti?ely  rery  few  of  as  have  li^ 
berty  to  Tote  for  representa- 
tives ;  and  we  wish  to  have  that 
liberty.  The  law  strictly  forbids 
peers  to  interfere  in  elections. 
The  law  strictly  fbrbids  the  ^d- 
Ung  of  seats.  We  wiah  the  law 
to  be  strictly  observed.  An^l, 
are  we  traitors  for  this?-  Shall 
Ve  beOttt-lawed  for  this  wish  ? 
Shall  wd  bo  killed,  or  banish^« 
beeflMe  we  wish  for  such  a  Re- 
forM  as  would  insure  the  dme 
sxeaUiof^  of  the  tawst 

A  Radical  is  a  man  wJio 
dnnks,  that  1^  ought  not  to  be 
taxed  without  bis  own  consent ; 
who  thidin  that  he  ought  to  be 
amannbVt  to  no  law  to  which 
he  has  net^  by  himself  or  his 
iepi^0enti^ti  v;ergwen  ^is  assent 
wh(^  k<Mn?7%  that  he  ^ves  a  largie 
pari  of  Im  tamings  in  taxes, 
that  he  ia  HiMe  to  ^  forced  to^ 
take  op  arsM  and  venture  bis 


and  who  thinks,  therefore,  that 
he  is  entitle  to  a  vote  in  the 
choosing  of  those  who  make  . 
the  laws ;  who  thinks  that  the 
Duko  of  Richmond's  Bill,  giving . 
a  vote  to  every  man,  including 
soldiers  wdA  sailors,  was  a  just 
and  wise  proposition;  who 
wishes  for  a  Reform  upon  tb^ 
principles  of  that  Bill ;  and  who 
has  never  proposed  to  trench 
upon  any  on^  of  the  privilegea 
of  the  peers  or  prerogaljives  of. 
the  king.  This  id  a  Radical! 
And  yet,  this  man  is  spoken  of. 
as  a  monster!  And  we  arp 
ooolly  told;  that  such  and  such 
have  been  sent  to  jail  on  a 
charge  of  Radicalism  ! 

Your  Mi^ty  may  be  assuiedr 
that  these  things;  that  what  wof 
have  been  beholding  and  feeling 
for  three  years  tuid  a  bftlf  last 
past;  that  the  Dungeon  Bill, 
Sidmouth's  Circular,  thelmpri-^ 
sonments  under  the  Dvngeoii' 
Bill,  the  Manchester'  aAdr^  the 
Oldham  Inquest^  the  Six  Acts/ 
and  nufnercrus  other  things,  will 
nev^  be  rooted  out  of  oui^ 
mindi.  And,  if  your  Majesty^ 
bad  wise  ministei^^  they  would^ 
with  aU  possible  dispatch,  ad- 
vise you  to  adopt  such  measures? 
of  conciliation  as  Would  tend  to^ 
I  remove  the  stings  of  recollect

cannot,  know  wliJit'  is  pnssing 
in'the  mmds  oT  your  people.  If 
you  knew  only  a  fiftieth  part  of 
it,  tt  must  produce  a  change ; 
liot  of  your  ministers'  for  the 
selfish  and  stupid  old  Wlii^s ; 
that  is  not  what  I  mean ;  but- 
a  change  fai  the  mode  of  treat- 
ing" the  great  mass  of  the  peo- 
ple ;  and,  above  all  things, 
a  chanj^e  in  the  mode  of  choos- 
ijrtg:  the  Members  of  the  House 
OFf'Commons. 
'  This  is  the  -grand  and  ev^^ 
present  object.  All  other  objects 
are  inddentah  To  be  sure  the 
ca«ex)f  her  Majesty,  the  Queen, 
kgrdatinitself.  It  *takes  fast 
hold  of  every  heart.  When  we 
trace  her  Majesty  throug^h  her 
unparalleled  persecntions,  we/for 
a  moment,  forget  our  own  suf- 
ferings and  wrings.  But,  still, 
th^  Men  in  Dungeons  return 
sooHs  to  our  recollection ;  nor  do 
we  ovenrlOok  th^  dreadfHd  cfre- 
paratums  n<yw  going -on.  When 
1  look  al  these  things,  1  really 
am  wonder-stricken,  that  there 
can  be  found  men,  who  appear 


of  danger  as  to  the  cries  of 
humanity !  - 

In  order  to  avoid  coming  too 
close,  IS  there  any  one,  4n  bis 
senses,  who  thinks,  that  France 
can  remain  for  a  year  without  la 
Second  Revolvtionl  Such  a 
thing  is  the  most  likely  in  the 
world.  It  is  a  thing  that  ap- 
pears in£vitable^  Th^  effect  of 
that  revolution  I  dafe  not  de- 
scribe. But  its  bare  probahiliiy 
is  enough  to  suggest  measures 
in  the  w^  of  preparc^on.  A 
man,  in  whose  brea&t  r-evenge  is 
boiling,  must  *- wish'  for  no  such 
measures.  He  must  wish  to  se* 
the  elements  of  destruction  go 
on  '  collecting  themselves  to- 
»*ether;  augmenting  theirtnuM ;. 
and  remaining  undiminished  to 
the  day  of  explosion. 

The  state  of  your  Jfajesty's 
dominions  is  such  as  to  inMire 
a  great  jchange  of  some  sort  or 
other.  Things  cannot  go  on  in 
the  present  way.  To  produce 
a  change  there  needfr^nd  itnct- 
dent  The  regular  undbViating 
progress    is    towards  %  gt«at 


to  suppose,  that  all  this  Ij^,  at  vchange,  and  that  ohang*  tiiust 
last,  to  blow  over  like  a  summer  Joclude  a  ^efipam  of  the  Horu^ 
cloud !  who  appear  to  suppose,  of  Cofi%n(on$. '  ^  then;4%n  pro^ 
tiiat  human  passions  as  well  as^gress'be  acoelei^^ -by^  ihei^ 
hunsan  reason  are  ^  yieM  to.dintat  evetitsy^wbetheicwiiboat 
their  initerest  and  humour !  And  'of  within,  vliat  MadD6|^  is  it 
iHio  f^e  as  d?af  to  tl)e  warnings  not  to  an^pate  events,  and  ta 
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prevent,  by  tfanely  c9nciliation, 
the  effects  of  the  triumpl^  of  the 
iDJored ! 

Kmongsi  these  incidental 
evenis  is  that  which  now  agi- 
tates the  country,  and  .which 
has  been  rendered  formidablp  by 
predispoidog*  caUses.  Her  Ma 
jesty,  the  Queen,  baa  been  ac- 
cused of  making  common  eau^e 
"with  the  Radicals,  than  which 
nothing'  can  in  itself  be  more 
ridiculous.  For,  amongst  tlie 
imputed  sins  of  the  Radicals,  that 
of  wishing  to  degrade  Royalty 
has  always  been  one.  U  is  lu- 
dicrous enough,  therefore,  now 
to  accuse  them  of  the  crime  of 
thinking,  that  the  Queen  ought 
not  to  be  degraded.  Biit,  the 
&ct  is,  that  the  Queen's  cause. 
naturally  allies  itself  with  that 
of  the  Radicals.  They  are 
tomplainantSf  and  so  is  the 
Queen.  They  have  had  and 
have  their  jdnngeonings ;  and 
the  Queen  has  her  prosecution. 
They  are  threatened,  and  her 
Majesty  has  been  threatened. 
They  have  had  their  petitions 
rejected,  so  has  the  Queen  hcr's. 
The  Queen  has  demanded  open 
trial,  so  did  they  wlien  3cnt  to 
dungeons  by  Sidmouth.  They 
have -had  spies  set  upon  them, 
and  the  Queen  lias  ^had  spies 
set  upon  her.    Green  Bags  and 


Secret  Committees  were  their 
lot,  these,  too,  ha^e  been  tho 
lot  of  her  Majesty.  Corruption's  > 
press  applauds  the  chopping  of 
them  down  by  the  swords  of 
Yeomanry,  and  the  same  press 
calls  ibr  the  Queen  being  made 
a  martyr  even  if  she  be  no 
criminal.  That  press  represents 
the  Radicals  as  beings  to  be 
kicked  and  thumped,  and  it  ex* 
hibils  the  Queen  as  worthy  of 
Bridewell  and  the  whip  I 
*  Besides  ;all  these  circum&tan- 
«£es  of  similarity,  those  who  ap- 
pear as  the  prosecutors  of  the 
Queen,  have  also  been  the  pro-, 
secutors  of  the  Radicals ;  and, 
which  i9  the  great  thing  of  all, 
it  is  as  clear  as  day-light,  that 
the  Boroughniongers  to  a  man,, 
are  fnemies  of  the  Queen.  Their 
motives  for  enmity  to  her  aro 
plain  enough.  Canning  ex- 
plaii^ed  that  matter,  when  ha 
described  her  Miyesty's  gra* 
cious,  affable,  unaffected  and 
vnnmng  manners  and  deport^ 
mint!  The  Borougbmongers 
know  wen  what  are  the  feel- 
ings which  their  haughtiness^ 
insolence  and  cruelty  have 
created.  They  know,  that  they 
are,  and  always  will  be,  detest- 
ed and  abhorred ;  or,  at  least,  . 
that^  if  the  detestation  and  ab- 
horrence cease,  contempt  must 
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supply  the  place  of  them.  These 
things  they  know  well;  and, 
therefore,  they  cannot  endure 
the  thought  of  seeing  popular 
Royalty.  Canning  says,  th6t 
he  advised  the  Queen  to  quit  the 
country,  because  he  saw,  that 
'^faction  had  marked  her  09  its 
'*oum"!  That  is  to  say,  he 
saw,  that  the  cities  of  London 
and  Westminster,  upon  the  de- 
velopement  of  the  persecutions 
against  her,  and,  upon  the  pub- 
lication of  proofs  of  her  tnno- 
cenee,  had  presented  affection^ 
ate  addresses  to  herl  Was 
there  ever  before  such  a  reason 
given  for  advising  a  person  to 
quH  a  country !  What  a  dis- 
position must  this  man  have 
had?  '/Paction"!  What  does 
he  meata  by  facliont  Faction 
is  a  combination  of  men,  whose 
object  it  is  to  thwart,  for  their 
own  selfish  jpurpose,'the  regular 
powers  of  the  state.  What 
/action,  then,  had  the  Queen 
any  thing  to  do  with  ? 

But,  what  he  really  meant, 
was,  that  he  saw,  that  the 
Queen  was  calculated  to  become 
popular  f  and,  that  was  then 
sden'hy  the  Eoroughmmgers, 
and  it  is  also  aeen  by  them  now. 
Accordingly  they  have  taken 
oodf  care  not  to  go  near  her 
Mqjesty;   and    also  to  forbid 


their  understrappers  to  gi  near 
her.  They  thought,  that,  by 
thus  acting,  ^hey  should  disgust 
the  Queen  %vith  the  country; 
that  they  should  terrify  her' 
also ;  that  they  should  frown 
her  away ;  and  that  they  should 
thus  get  rici  ctf  this  cause  of 
fear.  But,  her  Majesty  has,  this 
time,  got  into  society  with  truth' 
and  honesty  and  real  wisdom- 
She  has  appe^W  to  the  hearts 
of  the  people ;  and  she  h%» 
found  safety.  The  Borough- 
mongers  are  ready  to  gnaw 
their  hands  off.  Their  lawyer 
has  been  counteracted  by  her 
Majesty's  discernment  and  re- 
solution. All  the  budget  of 
tricks  have  failed.  All  the  sar- 
casms cast,  upon  the  '^  absolute 
wisdom**  that  brought  her  Ma- 
jesty to  London  by  day-light, 
have  beed  turned  into  jests  oi\ 
the  wise  men  who  put  forth 
those  sarcasms. 

The  Queen,  may  it  please 
your  Majesty,  has  now  had  an  ^ 
opportunity  of  knowing  what 
the  people  really  are.  I  would 
to  God,  that  your  Majesty  eould 
be  as  well  and  truly  and  ho- 
nestly advised,  in  this  case,  as 
your  Royal  Consort  bias  been  f 
What  might  we  not  then  ex- 
pect from  your  excellent  under- 
standing and  your  naturally  mild 
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<iKi  geilercms  disposition!  Her 
Majesty  liow  knows  what  Bo- 
roQghmongers  r^{y  eire.  What 
interestar  they  have  ;  VfhAi  it  is 
that  mitkes  them  hate  all  popu- 
lar Royalty;  tvhy  they  hate 
her;  axid  why  they  want  her 
fairhf  out  q^  the  country,  and 
with  all  conteniem  speed  I  Her 
Majesty  knows  by  this  time  what 
is  meailt  by  the  Word  Radical ; 
why  the  Boronghmongers  hate 
the  Radicals;  lyhy  ^orongh- 
mongers  love  to  be  Borobgh- 
Aiongers ;  and,  knowing  all 
these  things,  her  Majesty  has, 
I  dare  say,  been  able  to  trace 
out,  with  great  accuracy,  all  the 
motives  of  the.  Honourable  and 
Learned  Member  for  Wiiukd- 
fea,  of  which  WiiiekeUea  and 
all  its  Independent  electors  her 
Majesty  has,  I  dare  say,  become 
acquainted  with  the  real  liis- 
lory. 

This  is  truly  useful  knOw- 
tedge!  It  is  "  under  the  dr- 
"  cumstances  of  her  Majesty's 
"  position,''  to  use  a  Protocol- 
phrase,  worth  all  other  kinds  of 
knowledge  put  together.  It 
efiahles  her  Majesty  to  know 
mho  is  who  ;  to  know  how  far 
she  ean  place  reliance ;  to  know 
what  are  the  motives  of  men ; 
to  know  What  she  has  to  expect 
from  them;  to  see  the  springs 


^faction;  to  see  how  men  are 
held,  houtid,  turned,  twisted, 
and  ittanaged.  It  will  enable' 
her  Majesty  to  acc6unt,  in  a- 
most  satisfieictory  manner,  for 
many  things  that  must  otherwise 
appear  tvholly  mysterious.  It 
will  serve  fae^  Majesty  itt  a  sort 
of  secand'sight.  It  will  give 
h^r  a  view  of  the  strings,  pegs, 
wires,  and  ftpringes;  and  will 
enable  her,  at  last,  to  escape 
being  caught. 

There  is  one  thing,  which  has 
shocked  the  whole  nation  ;  and 
I  am  sure,  that  your  Majesty  has 
participated  in  the  filling;  name- 
ly, that  neither  House  of  Paclia^ 
ment  should  have  produced,  or, 
rather,  brought  forward,  one 
single  man  to  volunteer  his  ta- 
lents in  defence  of  the  Queen  f 
Doctor  Lushington's  conduct 
has  beeti  manly  and  able ;  Ge- 
neral Ferguson,  Mr .  Creevey, 
and  Sir  Francis  Burdett,  have 
spoken  boldly:  but,  surely,  it' 
was  a  case  to  call  forth  some 
one  gallant  man  .to  go  to  her 
Majesty,  to  offer  his  services  to 
her,  to  assist  her  with  his  coun- 
sels, and  to  devote  his  whole 
time  and  all  his  talents  and 
energy  to  her  cause.  But; 
really,  Sir,  in  this  huckstering, 
stock^jobbing  age,  the  love  of 
fame  seems  to  have  been  obli- 
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tenit^d  Crom  f he  human  heart ! 
I'here  are  youTigj  men ;  officers 

'  of  the  army;  officers  of  the 
n^t^y ,'  a»d  not  one,  even  of 
the^e,  has  stepped  forward  !  In 
sjich  meo^  aad  in  such  a  case,^ 
even  indiscretion  and^  temerity 
are  rig^ht,  and  the  wrant  of  t^m 
almost  a  crime.  Miserable  in- 
deed is  that  state  of  society 
\t'hen,  in  such  a  case,  men  are  un- 
der the  sway  of  cold  calculation ! 
If  this  appeared  shocking  to 
the  people,  it  has,  doubtless,  not 

•  been  overlooked  by  her  Majes- 
ty ;  and,  when  turnin«:  her  eyes 
towards  the  people,  she  has  seen 
such  ardent  zeal  and  such  disin- 
terested exertions  in  her  cause ; 
so  much  warmth  of  affection  to- 
wards herself,  and  so  much  in- 
dignatron  against  her  enemies : 
when  her  Majesty  has  had  this 

"  compani^on  pressed  upon  her ; 
and  has  seep,  withal,  so  much 

'  and  such  superiority  of  talent 
range  itself  voluntarily  on  her 
.  side  "  out  of  doors,**  is  it  any 
wonder  that  her  Majesty,  with 
.  that  frankne^,  sincerity'  and 
courage  that  bclopgs  io  her 
character,  should  have  openly 
avowed  her  reliance  upon  the 
people  ? 

Let  those,  therefore,  whocom- 
plain,  that  her  Majesty  relieg  on 
the  people,  ask  themselves  the 


cau$e ;  and,  if  they  find  that 
cause  in. their  own  conduct,  lat 
tbem  no  longer  complain  bfiiny 
body  bat  themselvea.  Tbfit 
coi^duct,  however,,  will,  at  la$(» 
have  been  found  to  be  fortunate 
for  her  Majesty..  For,  if  a  yacht 
had  been  sent  to  meet  her  at 
Calais ;  if  a  Palace  had  been 
provided  for  her  reception;  if 
she  had  been  received  with  mili- 
tary honours ;  and  if  a  suitable 
proportion  of  Boroughmongera 
had  visited  her:  if  this  had  been 
the  plan  adopted,  her  Majesty's 
security  would  not  have  been 
what  it  is  at  this  moment  It 
was  impossible  for  the  nation 
to  behold  the  treatment  of  the 
Queen  without  feeling  for  her  ; 
and,  when  it  found,  that  rank 
and  wealth  keep  aloof,  it  invo* 
luntarily  stepped  forward.  Some 
of  the  first  reports  gave  her 
Countess  Fitswilliam  for  a  visi- 
tor;  and,  it  was  observed,  that 
Countess  Fitzwilliam,  or  some 
one  for  her,  contradicted  this  ,• 
than  which  a  grosser  insult 
never  was  offered  to  any  human 
being.  These  circumstances, 
trifling  as  they  were  in  them- 
selves, went  very  far  in  deciding 
the  nation :  and,  when  it  saw» 
that  the  sole  object  was  to  drive 
her  ^iqjesty  from  England,  its  ' 
mind  became  unalterably  fixed. 
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'  It  is  for  tbd  interest  of  your 
Afajesty  and  of  us  all,  thai  this 
matter  should  be  terminated 
jfcstiy  and  tmnquilly;  and  my 
opinion  is,  that,  even  now,  the 
saiiestand  best  cmirse  to  pursue 
would  be  to  pnt  her  Majesty  in 
foil  and  entire  and  quiet  posses- 
sion of  all  her  rights.  My  rea- 
sons for  bejiie\ing:  this  are  found- 
ed on  '  that  state'  of  the  public 
mind  and  the  state  of  the  conn- 
try'.  And  I  do  most  sincerely 
l!!elieve,  that  jf  your  Majesty 
were  truly  informed  of  what  is 
thouo^ht,  what  is  said,  and  what 
U  expected,  we  should  soon  be 
relieved  from  all  further  agita- 
tion on  this  melancholy  sul^ect. 
There  is,  in  the  biire  facta  of 
her  Majesty's  history,  enough 
deeply  to  interest  a  peofile  of 
much  less  sensibility  tlian  the 
people  o€  this  kingdom  are  well 
known  to  be.  A  deficiency  in 
politeness  has,  and  with  sotne 
shew  of  justice,  been  ascribed 
to  us.  We  have  been  called 
rude  and  firrogant ;  but  what- 
ever 6tt)er  faults  we  may  have, 
a  want  of  humanity,  a  wttnt  of 
kindness,  a  yrant  of  the  warm 
est  afTection,  certainly  do  ^  not 
belong  t<i  the  inhabitants  of  this 
island,  or  of  any  part  of  the 
kingdom;  and,  of  all  the  people 
in  the  whole  world,  none  so  de- 


cidedly and  so  instantaneously 
take  part  with  the  weak  against 
the  strong,  with  the  oppressed  . 
against  the  oppressor. .  The/aar« 
of  the  funding  and  borough  qrs* 
terns  have  gone  far  in  hardening 
the  hearts  of  tho^e  who  depend 
thereon,  and  have  induced  thenn 
to  give  their  tacit  coesent,  fit 
least,  to  acts,  which,  formerly, 
would  have  excited  universal 
horror ;  but,  in  a  case  lik^  that  ' 
of  her  Majesty,  where  these 
fears  have  no  weight,  the  native 
character  breaks  forth  in  all  its  i 
hunoanity  and  aH  its  justice : — ^ 
and,  therefor^^  tbose  were  but 
poor  philosophers,  who  thought 
that,  because  Green  Bags  had 
been  so  successful  against  the 
Uadicals,  they  must  also  be  suc- 
cessful against  the  Queen. 

Her  Majesty  became  an  ob« 
ject  of  compassion  with  the 
people  almost  from  the  moment 
^f  her  marriage.  A  great  sacri- 
fice had  been  made,  and  cheer- 
fully made,  to  render  her  mar- 
riage happy.  ,When,  therefore* 
she,  with  her  infant  daughter, 
had  to  quit  her  home,  and  that, 
too,  without  any  misconduct  on 
her  part,  without  even  any  o/- 
ledg^  misconduct,  tlie  nation 
felt  most  deeply  for  her  as  for  an 
inured  wife,  and  it  also  com- 
plained, on  its  own  part,  that 
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its  veasonaUe  expectations  had 
been  diiappointed.         ' 

The  people  well  knew  the 
caosefe  of  the  separation ;  and, 
in  whatever  way  they  viewed 
the  ^tt^,  the  Queen  was  still 
the  injured  party.  It  wai  clear 
that  she  was  treated  in  a  way» 
that  even  the  law  did  iiot  allow 
.of;  and^  while  sach  pains  were 
taken  to  inculcate  amongst  the 
people  the  obligations  of  the 
marriage  tie,  it  shocked  every 
one,  that  so  little  was  thought 
about  example.  ISurely  inclinor 
Hon  ought  not  to  have  been  too 
etrong  for  all  other  considera- 
tions in  a  case  like  this!  But, 
without  impuUng  blame  .  any 
where,  it  is  certain,  that  the  na- 
tion, firom  this  time  forward  re- 
garded her  Majesty  as  an  tn- 
Jured  wife,  who  had  a  well 
known  legal  right  to  live  toiih 
her  husband. 

There  is  nothing  surer  than 
injury  to  beget  friends*  in  a  case 
like  this.  Mankind  have  the 
justice  to  bear  in  mind  what 
enormous  sacrifices  every  wo- 
man makes  in  giving  herself  up 
to  ti  husband,  an^  how  littieshe 
receives  in  return.  Indeed,  it  is 
agreed  by  common  consent,  that 
she  is  to  enjoy  by  influence 
something  to  balance  against 
the  hUSband'«r  authnrity ;  knd, 


if  this  Were  tiot  really  to  take 
place,  the  lot  of  a  wife  would 
be  worse  than  that  of  a  negro 
slave.  The  law  is  all  on  the 
side  of  the  husband ;  and  this  is 
one  reason,  and'  a  very  good 
reason  too,  that  every  body  is, 
in  all  disputes  between  man  and 
wife*  on  the  side  of  the  latter, 
until  it  be  elearljf  proved  that 
she  is  in  the  wrong, 
'  Women,  though  almost  slaves , 
by  law,  have,  in  this  country « 
(and,  thank  God,  they  have)  a 
great  deal  of  influence.  Not 
corrupt  influence,  but  legiti- 
mate, wholesome,  enlivening, 
and  enobling  influence.  They 
are,  too,  a  M^/er&ood.  They  re- 
sent every  afllront  offered  to 
them  as  a  ekx.  Hen  are  so* 
many  detadied  individualSr  But. 
women  are  a  body  corporate. 
Touch  one  and  you  touch  the 
whole.  Coquettes,  iirtio  hate 
each  other  aa  rrvals,  will  defend 
each  other  as  women.  Every 
husband  should  bear  this  in 
mind,  it  is  one  of  the  indiveet 
checks  upon  his  husbandish  au^ 
thority;  and  woe  be  to  thu 
man  that  sets  it  at  defiance.— « 
The  whole  weight  of  this  cor- 
poration was  thrown  into  the 
Queen's  scale,  tiie  misment  she 
quitted  Carleton  House  without 
any^  offence     even     alledg^ 
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against  b^.'  And,  the  whok  of 
tins  immeDte  weight  sl^  has 
had  on  her  iiAe  from  thfU  dajf 

to  0^9. 

This  feci,  of  such  vast  im- 
portance in  the  eue,  yonr  Ma- 
jesty'4  nuBiaterSy  who  are,  I  be- 
lieve,  all  married  men,  ooght 
to  have  well  considered,  before 
they  filled  their  Green  Bag^s.  If, 
upon  this  occasion,  their  ii^ipe^ 
bad  been  eonsoked,  the  raea- 
sares  wonld,  I  imagine,  have 
been  very  diilerent  fiom  what 
thej  have  been.  Had  I  been  a 
rainister,  I  shonlcl  hsive  made  a 
hasty  retreat,  the  moment  it 
was  detemnned  on  to  leave 
the  Queen^s  name  out  of  the  Li- 
ttt^gjf*  I  should  have  been  sure 
that  all  the  women  Woi^ld  be 
displeased;  that  they  would 
make  tlM  cause  Aeir  oum  ;  and 
that,  in  Uie  end,  they  would, 
by  one  means  or  another,  make 
me  repent  of  iny  sliare  of  the 
measure.  If  your  Majesty,  could 
have  seen,  as  1  did,,  a  group  of 
women,  the  other  day,  standing 
at  the  comet  of  Westminster 
Bridge,'  with  one,  as  spokes- 
woman, saying  to  the  rest: — 
"  Why^ui  it  not  onx  oumQueen  ; 
"  and,  shall  we  net  have  her 
"  crowned  f"  If  yoor  Majesty 
could  have  ^en  this  group,  and 


nhfirrvfd  ths  df tf rauttf>t<  itfprrt  purmf  mine^es^hadbeen  thel 


<»f  the  parties,  I  am  inclined  to 
think,  that  we  should  hear  no 
more  of  die  cause  of  agitation. 

The  strong  feeling  fslvourable 
toward8tfaeQueen,which  existed 
from  tbe  moment  of  the  si^para- 
tion,  was  never  weakened  by 
the  tales  of  1806  and  1807;  The 
K^omenyWholiadal  ways  supposed 
that  she  had  been  calumniated 
previous  to  the  separation,  either 
regarded  tbe  tales .  as  arising 
from  new  eafaimnies^  or,  wokst 
come  to  worst,  apologined  for 
her  beforehand,  upon  the  ground 
of  her  being  neglected,  ill-used, 
and  Abandoned;  biit,wbidiwas 
her  great  protection,  the  late 
king  showed  hetlUs  eounknance. 
all  the  while«  And,  when  the 
real  /ncto  came  fully  out  in 
1813,  they  were  filled  with  in- 
dignation. They  had  supp>o£ed, 
that  lies  enough  had  been  in- 
vented ;  but,  when  they  found, 
that  the  wife  of  the  heir  ap- 
parent, and  the  mother  of  her 
whom  all  the  young  people 
hoped  to  see  Queen  of  England ; 
when  they  found  this  wife  and 
moUier  had  been  accused,  on 
oath,  of  having  been  pnegnant, 
of  having  had  a  8on,  and  of 
hMing  ruckled  him  f  whentbey 
found,  that  all  this  mtks  fake  ; 
and,  moreover,  that   the  pet- 
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tertd  froth  puntf Affitn/ ;  wben 
tfaey  found  this^  their  feeling  In 
favoor  of  the  iojufed  and  ioaiilted 
Princess  met  with  an  equal  in 
their  detestation  of  her  base 
and  execrab^e^  accosers,  whom 
they  hare  never  4brgpotte»  or 
fbrgiTen  to  the  present  hour. 
But,  ''  there  iwi#  a  ekild,'^ 
satd^'the  vile  caliinHmtors,  loath 
to  let  loose  their  hold.  ''  There 
was  a  Aild ;  and^  it  vraS  very 
strange,  thiit  the  "  Princess 
should  take  the  chtid  of  a  poor 
jnan,  and  breed  it  up."  This 
argraes  great  p^rverseness ;  most 
malignant  widcedness  ^  or  pro- 
found ignorant  of  the  charao- 
tcrs  of  womeni  There  are  some 
women,  whose  very  nature  im- 
pels them  to  fondness  fbv  babies; 
who  actually  aire  miserable,  till 
they  arriA'e  at  a  certain  age^uniess 
'  they  have  little  children  about 
them,  and  even  to  be  nursing 
and  dandling.  Every-man  knows 
tills ;  but,  the  proof  of  it  ^ay 
be  fbund  ia  the  records  of  the 
F6undlipg  Hospital,  where  liUle 
babies  "are  put  out 'to  be  kept 
for  a  time  by  poor  men's  wives, 
and  where  it  will  be  found,  that 
hundreds  of  the  children  have 
been  kept  and  brought  up  by 
the  p<K>r  people  as  tkeir  own 
chil(trcn  mdaf  fheir  i)wn  ex- 
f€nc€,  rftther  t^fi  let  them  be 


takeurfrofn  them.  I.  myself  have 
known  three  instanoes  of  this 
kmd.  And, indeed,  it  is.notori- 
oua,  that  there^are  many,  wom^n 
80  fond  of  little  duldren*  .that 
nothing^ean  rtstraift  tl^ir  d^ire 
to  Tiave:  them  in  th^ir  arms  oi; 
about  their  persons^  la.  tfajd 
course  of  a  day  we  see  s^res 
ef  women  in  thepublip  walks 
qtiitting  their  companions  to  go 
-up  to-  a  baby  ia^  vn»»,  thou^ 
never  seen  before>.t<^-GhiTrup  to 
it  and  caresa  it.  Nothing  isr  a 
greater  treat  io  a  company  pf 
women  than^  to^  ^^i  ,  rooncL  » 
baby  and  talk  about  it,  and  ta 
ii,  though  it  be  not  a  month  okl. 
The  fondnesft .  of  women  ff>T 
young  -children  is  perfectly. a 
passion ;  it  makes,  a  part,  of 
their  nature ;  and  :a  very  ami^ 
ahU  part  of  it  too.  In  proper-* 
tion,  a(so,  as  this  passion  exists 
in  them,  they  are  kind-hearted^ 
ardent  in  all  their  feeliags, 
generous  Idid  brave.  /. Unfortu- 
nate is  tlie  man,  who  doea  not 
knowhowto  prize  this  endearing- 
propensity  jn  woman ;  wid#  of 
all  the  amiable  and  excellent 
things  that  I  have  he^d  of  Jier 
Miyesty,  the  Qu^eo, .  notiiin^ 
does,  in  my^eyes,  do  her  more 
honour  ^bau  this,  very  tiifit^ 
w)iich  her  enemies  have  made 
use  of  for  the  purposes  of  caiutn-- 
nioHs.iasiiiiiation. 
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The  pccoKarity  of  her  Majes- 
ty's then  sHaatiod  rendered  the 
tddng'  of   tUsliftle  boy    the 
nMre  nattiraT.  She  was  a  yonn; 
woinah  ;  a  young  wife  without 
a  husband.    Her  only  child  was 
upon  the'  point  of  being*  taken 
from  her,  if  hot  then  actually 
^ne.       "What  more    Vational, 
what  more  benevolent  occupa- 
tion, than  to  take  a  poor  man's 
child,   to    bestow     oo   him    a 
mother's  cares,  and  to  rear  him 
up  to  manhood  !  Wl|iat  more  in* 
offensive  and  what  more '  con- 
soling, in  her.  situation,  than  ^he 
hope  that  she  was  raising  up 
one  being,  at  least,  that  would 
be  gfrateHil  to  her  through  life  ? 
Greatly  to  her  honour,  the  taunts 
of  the  wretched  villains,  who 
have  been  hired  to  catumniate 
'ke^  Majesty,  ha\e  not  iioduced 
her  to  abandon  this  child,  now 
become  a  nrian  ;  and  all  that  we 
have  td  hope  is,  that  he  may, 
both  in   cohdnct    and   endow* 
menti,  be  worthy  of  the  care 
and  kindness  that  have  been  be- 
stowed npon  hini;  and,  above 
aB  things,  that  he  may  be  a  con- 
sohttion  to,  and^  if  necessary, 
be  ready  to  lay  dbwh  his  life 
for  ber  to  Whom  he  has,  though 
innocently,  been  the  cause  of  so 
mueh  persecution.  , 
The  s«bse<)ueiiC  tcoatment  qf 


her  Majesty^  in  her  exclusionr 
from  Court  atidln  a  ptohibition    . 
to  vbit  or  to  see  her  daughter, 
was  extremely  well  calculated 
to  add  to  the  public  feeling  in 
her   favour.    All   the    circum- 
stances considered,  there  would 
have  beep  sufficient  apology  for 
attachments,  which  are  not  al- 
lowable  under   other    circum- 
stances.  There  were  many  per- 
sons who  thought,  that,  if  the 
charges  against  her  hi^d  been- 
trn(B,  she  rendered  he»elf  Hable 
to  no  very  great  degree  of  cen- 
sure.   An  injured  wife  niaV  be 
permitted   to  do   many  thinjgrs 
not  to  be  tolerated  in  a  wife 
that  has    received    no    Injury,, 
For  her  Majesty  to  have  piped 
away  her  time  ;  for  her  to  haVe 
sitten  moping  like  a  forlorn  crea- 
ture worthy  of  rejection,  would, 
in  my  opinion, have  greatly  low- 
ered her  in  claim  to  public  re- 
gard.    Like  a  woman  of  spirit 
and  of  merit,  she  sn)itained  her 
chcerfiilncss  and  gaiety ;  and,  if 
she  had  gone  a  step  further  the 
opinion   of.   the    world    would 
have  beeny  that  she  had  still  a 
title  to  be  judged  of  with  the 
greatest  indulgence.    Speaking 
for  myself,  upon  this  subject,  i 
can  see  no  reason  why  a  woman 
of  thirty ^is  to  lockup  her  heart, 
to  know  nothing  mere  of  tho:»e 
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,  fe^Qgs  which  are  a  oonpensa- 

tioa  /or  the  numerous  ills  of  life ; 

to  become  a  piece  of  wocfd  or  of 

.marble*  merely  because  ahus- 

,  band's  capricious  inclination  has 
rejected' her.    The   wife  pro- 

-  mises  fidielity  ;.  but  the  husband 
promises  all  sorts  of  goodness 

.  towvds  her ;  i^  the  common 
sense  of  mimkind  rejects,  with 
scorn,  the  idea,  that  the  cour 
tract  is  to  be  binding  on  one 

^de  only.  Those  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, on  a  charge  of  having 
spoken  irreverently  of  which, 
so  m^y  Englishmen  are  now 
wasting  away  their  bodies  in 
dungeons;  those  Holy  Scrip- 
tures tell  us,  that  we  are  not  to 
put  away  our  wives  for  any 
cause,  safl)e  that  of  adultery  ; 

,  and  they  add,  that  he  who  put- 
teth  away  hb  wife  without  this 
provocation,  coic^e^  her  to  com^ 
mit  fornication.  So  that,  if  her 
Majesty  really  had  had  a  son,  as 
was  alleged,  the  fault,  according 
to  these  Holy  Scriptures,  would. 
Hot  have  been  that  of  her  Ma- 
jesty. Hard,  indeed,  would  be 
the  lot  of  woman,  if  to  all  the 
other  hardships  and  privations 
which  the  law  compels  her  to 
submit  to,' if  the  husband  chuse 
to  ejcercise  them,  they  were  also 
to  be  bound  to  abandon  their 
very  nature  as  Scales,  the  mO' 


ment  the  hnsb^uMjl  chose  to  de- 
cline an  intercourse  with  them. 
For  jpy  part,  I  ca^inot  ciqnoeive 
how  such.a  thought  eyeir  foymd 
its  way  into  the  mind  of  m^ ; 
and,  thank  God,  there  are  vetry. 
few  men,  injto  whose  minds  the 
thought  ever  did  find  its  ifray. 

Ninety-nine  hirndtedths  of  the 
nation,  and,  indeed,  of  the  whple 
of  mankind,  entertain  fi  sim^r 
way  of  thinking  upon  this  sub- 
ject ;  and/  therefore,  if  her  Bf  a- 
jesty  .really  bad  been  justly 
charged,  m  1806,  no  very  ba^sh 
sentence  would  have  been  pass- 
ed upon  her  by  the  fhh^ic ;  and 
though  they  might  have  been 
silent  upon  the  .subject  of  her 
exclusion  from  court  i^nd  fr^m 
intercourse,  with  her  only  child,' 
they  would  have  thought  such 
treatment  a  great  deal  too  |e» 
vere,  and  especicdiy  when  they 
recollected,  and  had  so  fully  in 
their  minds  the  causes  which 
had  produced  her  calamity. 
What  then  mu^t  they  necessi- 
ty haye  thought,  when  the 
charges  were  proved  to  have 
been  groundlese  ;  when  the  in- 
formers were  opeidy,  aoViH>>w- 
ledged  to  have  beenpe^ur^d^ 
and  when  the  circumstances, 
out  of  which  the  allegations  l^ad 
arisen  were  shewn  tp  ^.  si^ch 
as  to  do  her  the  greatest  l^qnour  * 
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When  ber  Alajesty  l^ft  Eng- 
land %o  travel  on  tb«  Cdntinent^ 
Bhe  left  behind  her  the  compas- 
sion and  the  warmest  good 
wishes  of  the  nation.  She  left 
behind  her  also  very  different 
flings  towards  those  who  had 
been  the  advisers  of  the  treat- 
•nent  which  she  had  ex|>erienced. 
The  death  of  her  child  during 
ber  absence  ;  the  circumstances 
of  that  death ;  every  thing 
tended  to  keep  alive  the  feelings 
which  existed  at  her  Majesty's 
^partuFe/  JNo  wonder,  then^ 
that  the,people  in  London;  while 
the  heralds  were  proclaiming 
year  Majesty  King ;  no  won- 
der that  their  voices  drowned 
the  noise  of  the  trumpets  with 
^e  cry  of  "  God  bless  the 
^*  Queen  V  No  wonder,  that, 
^t  that  very  moment  they 
crowded  robnd  Mr.  Aldebj^an 
Wood,  And  besought  him,  ,with 
an  earnestness  not  to  be  describ- 
-ed,  to  promise  to  protect  the 
Queen  !  No  wonder  that,  when 
they  heard  of  her  heroic  conduct 
at  St  Omers,  and  when  they 
saw  her  throw  herself  upon 
their  protection,  they  iihould 
feel  a  resolution  tb  defend  her 
by  all  the  lawful  means  in  their 
power  i  While  her  Majesty  was 
entering  London,  with  her  de- 
plorable an4  dust-covered  equi- 


pi^;  at  that  very  moment 
Oastlercagu  Jia4  laid  the 
•Green  Bags  tipon  the  Table,  and 
was  cool(y  pro^eediqg  to  |wpo- 
pose  a  vote  of  thaaks  to  ypur 
Majesty ;  and  at  that  very  mo- 
menty  a  about  from  the  t6p  of 
Westminster  Bridge ;  a  shout  of 
"  God^saveihe  Quefi^^told  the 
assembly  what  the  iiatioa 
thought -^tU>  contents  ofthosa 
Ba«^J 

Every  eccurrence  from  that- 
day  to  thi^  W  teAded  to. 
strengthen  and  confirm  what 
the  nation  then  thought.  Evi- 
dence conveyed  in  sealed  bags. 
Secret  Committees  to  examine 
that  evidence  and  report  upqa 
it,  while  the  Queeqa  prayed  foi; 
open  trial.  A  refusal  tafurnish 
ber  with  the  names  of.  the  wit-» 
nesses  to  be  brought  against 
her.  A  refusal  to  give  her  the 
names  of  the  places  where  tfae{ 
alleged  acts  had  he^a  commit* 
ted;  and,  a  suspension  of  the 
opening  ef  the  trial  for  &vi^  , 
weeks,  while  a  document  duutg* 
ing  her  with  the  foulest  offences 
was  promulgated  throughout 
the  world.  Treated  in  eveiy. 
respect  as  criminal,  and  not  per- 
mitted to  take  any  one  step  ta 
prote  her  innocence.  All  thes^ 
things  the  people  have  well  ob- 
served;  ftnd,  above  all  thingi|^

tion  1      If  we    complain .  thai 
peAsron3-  have  been  settled  on 
forei^rners,  in  direct  breach  of 
that  very   law   which  placed 
your  Majest);'s  family   on  thfr 
Throng,  we  ar^^silenoed  by  being 
told  that  w^e  want  a  reyolutionj 
In  short,  we  'can  complain  of 
nothing;  we  can  pray  for  no- 
thing; we  must  subscribe   to 
every  thing ;  we  inust  be  as  si* 
lent  as  the  grave,  or  we  most 
crawl  like  spaniels,  or,  we  are 
chained  with  wanting  a  revo?. 
lution!  ' 

If,  however,  there  are  dan- 
gers of  revolution^  whom  has 
your  Majes^  to  thank  but  tbra 
very    Castlereach    and    his 
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'coll^ignes  ?  Those  men  who 
have  plttnged  the  country  in  ir- 
mie^niable  debt ;  who  have 
teh((ere^  the  coutitry  the  most 
^ItsttesSed  that  eVer  was  kiiown 
in  the  wotld :  who  have  strip t 
it  of  all  its  &ir  and  legitimate 
means  of  maintaining  its  honour 
among  nations;  who  have  di- 
vided its  people,  shalfen  aU  cen- 
iL^ence,  and  destroyed  the  very 
hope  of  gradual  and  peaceable 
return  to  prosperity.  If  revo- 
lution be  dreaded,  tvho  has 
jour  Majesty  to  blame  bat  the 
men  iivho,  to  all  the  other  causes 
of  danger  that  they  had  brought 
upon  us,  have  now  added  this 
Hew  object  of  agitation,  of 
alarm,  and  of  peril  ? 

Let  thiem,  therefore,  hold 
their  peace  about  xevolutions  ; 
and  not  seek  to  throw  the  bur- 
den of  responsibility  from  their 
own  shoulders  to  those  of  men 
who  have  always  deprecated 
and  protested  ag-ainst  the  mea- 
'5ure3  that  have  brought  them 
ihto  their  present  situation. 
"Who,  but  themselves,  kept  the 
Queen's  name  from  the  Liturgy? 
Who,  but  themselves,  caused 
the  Qu^eh  to  be  insulted  at  St. 
Omers  ?  It  was  they  who  sent 
a  deputation  to  kiss  her  hand 
one  day,  and  who  brought  in  a 
Bill    of  Pains    and    Penalties 


against  her  the  next,  tt  is  they, 
and  their  supporters  and  abet*- 
tors,  who,  even  now,  carry 
on  that  which  is  agitating  the 
country ;  and,  therefore,  if  they 
see  danger  of  revolution,  let 
them  take  the  merit  of  it  exclu- 
sively to  themselves. 

However,  let  wTiat  will  be- 
come of  them,  your  Majesty  a^nd 
your  people  ought  to  love  One 
another.  This  is  what  ouglit  to 
be,  and  this  is  what  would  be^ 
at  all  times,  were  it  not  for  the 
advice  of  wicked  and  iirtereste<i 
men,  wlio  are  constantly  endea- 
vouring to  make  the  King  be- 
lieve that  'hatred  of  them  ut 
haired  of  htm ;  and  this  is  what 
I  had  the  honour  of  fuHy  ex- 
plaining to  your  Majesty,  dur- 
ing the  *MSi  year.  The  contrary 
of  this  is  so  true  and  so  evideht, 
that  one  wonders  how  any  Sove- 
reign can  be  imposed  upon  by 
such  an  artifice.  But,  if  proof 
had  been  wanted  that'  hatred  of 
ministers,  even  to  the  highest 
degree,  can  exist  without  any 
hatred  to  the  King,  what  strik- 
ing proof  has  been  furnished 
within  the  last  three  months;

It  is 
also  hoped  that  maltiplied  ex- 
amples will  be  displayed  of  jus- 
tice, beneficence,  and  genero- 
sity— virtoes  which  always  dis- 
tingfiishecl  Spaniards— wliich  the 
Constitution  recommends,  and 
which,  having  been  religiously 
'  ob§erved    during  the  efferves- 
^ceAce  among  the  people,  oi^ht 
to  be  still  more  strictlv  practised 
in  the  Ck>ngress  of  their  repre- 
sentatives, invested  with  the  cirr 
comipect  and   tranquil  charac- 
ter of  legislators. 

"  It  is  now  time  to  undertake 
the  exansination  of  the  state  of 
the  nation;  and  to  cpmmence 
those  labours  indispensable  for 
the  application  of  remedies  suit- 
able to  the  evils  produced  by 
andent  causes,  and  augmented 
both  by  the  invasien  of  the 
enemy,  atlid  by  the  erroneous 
fystem  of  tHesucc^ding  period. 
'*  The  aci^oiiiit  of  the  public 
revenue,  which /t^  Secretary  of 
State  to  whom  that  d^piMrtmcht 
bl^ngs  will  present,  will  shew 
Its  diminution  and  embarrass- 


ment, und  will  excite  the  zeal  of 
the  iCortes  to  sftek  and  select, 
among  the  resources  still  pos-' 
seasedby  the  nation;  those  best 
suited  for  meeting  the  engage- 
ments and  indis^nsable  cmurges 
of  the  state.  This  inquii^  will 
serve  more  apd  more  to  confirm 
the  .0|ttnion,  that  it  is  esswtiai 
and  urgent  jto  establish  piibli<^ 
credit  on  the  immutable  bases 
of  justice  »nd  good  faith,  and 
the  scrupulous  observance  ali^ 
fulfilmeint  of  all  engagements 
which  give  satisfaction  and  tran- 
quillity to  creditors  apd  capi- 
talists, native  and  foreign,  amol 
relief  to  the  treasury,  i  fulfil 
one  of  the  most  sacred  duties 
which  the  royal  dignity  and  the 
love  of  my  people  impose  pn 
me  in  earnestly  recommending 
this  important  object  to  the  se- 
rious consideration  of  the  Cortes. 

"  The  fidministration  of  lus- 
tlce,  without  which  no  society 
can  exist,  has  hitherto  depended 
almost  exclusively  on  the  honour 
and  probity  of  the  judges ;  but, 
now  made  subject  to  knowA 
and  established  principles,,  i^  af- 
fottls  to  the  tkWzeni  new  and 
stronger  groitnds  of  tecority;

The  cerenionics  of  this'ai^sl 
splcmnity  being  ended,  tTieir

The  presence  of  their 
Majesties  and  the  lulantas — the 
splendour  of  the  retimie— t/io 
brilliancy  of  the  equipages — the 
taste  displayed  hi  the  tapestry 
(which  ornamented  the  bal- 
conies of  the  windows) — tho 
numerous  concourse  of  people, 
which  almost  impeded  the  cour&e 
of  the  procession— the  repeated 
applause  of  all  classes  of  per- 
sons, enthusiastically  exclaiming 
Vtva  kH^eyjTHya  tfr  CoiiMtitv- 
Mon !  vita  cl  fiey  comtitucionai. 
Sec.'— <ind, 'above  all,  the  rccol- 
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tedion  of  tlMi4>lir)eei  of  the  fomg^ 
nifcetti  ooroBKMij,-— 1^1  ooncnr* 
Ted  to  render  this  day  most  glo- 
riqits  lo  the  Spanish  nation^  and 
to  present  a  spectacle  which 
will  be  the  eternal  admhration 
of  future  ages. 

The  tranquiUtty  and  order 
which  prevailed  in  the  hall  of 
the  Cortes,  as  well  as  tJ^ng'h- 
Ofit4he  sliwts,  served  to  confirm 
more  thAn  ever  the  food  opinion 
that  is  entertained  of  the  cha- 
racter of  the  inhabitants  of  thi6 
capital,  who,  on  the  great  day 
4/  Spain,  cfave  tha  BM>st  con- 
vinciBf  proofe  of  their  noble 
aontiineiits^   their   loyally   and

'"  For  thb  loyal  and  affeo 
tionate  Address,  1  feel  deeply 
indebted  to  the  Mayor,  Bailiffs, 
and  Burgeea^  of  the  Borough 
of  Berwick-ttpon*TWeed.  The 
ravage  which, death  has  made 
amongst  my  nearest  and  most 
beldved  rolatives,  since  1  left 
England,  has  furnished  many 
arduous  trials  for  my  resignation 
and  myfbnHulte.  It  is  my  doty 
tosQbmit,  without  fretfufaieaB  or 
inifwtionce,  to  tbead  and  to 
heavier  ikfflictions,  if  1  have  still 
hefivier  to  endure. 

"  My  many  sorrows  have  been 
mingled  witn  an  ipfuslon  of  joy 
by  the  enthusiastic  delight  with 
which  the  people  hailed  my  ar- 
rival Crom  thd  Coniineni.  Ihad 
been  so  long  absent  from  Eng- 
land* and  so  artful^  reviled  m 
my  absence,  that  it  was  suppos- 
ed I  should  never  reUm.-  My 
return  operated  like  a  H^sh  of 
yghtnipg  upon  the  public  mi^^d. 
Those  whom  the  accumulated 
slanders  of  my  enemies  had 
caused  to  hesitate  about  my  reo- 
iitude,  were  instantly  struck 
with  a  ctevtction  of  my  integri* 
ty.  Bui  wfaOe  my  fneada  ex- 
ulted with  joy ^my  enemies  tuoi- 
ed  p«kle  with  apprehension.  The 
consciousness  of -their  own  guilt 
was  aggravated  by  the  irresisti- 
ble feeling  of  my  innocence. 
They  exhibited  a  singular  pic- 
ture of  ni^ico  rendered  impo- 
tent^ and  of  rage  becoming  des- 
perate.

This  Was  the  general  siaie  of 
the  BAtien  at  IheHime  6t  your 
Mufeatj's  arrival:  'In  this  state' 
of  the  naiion'  ttiet^e  was  quite 
ODoagft  to  niidce  uis  doubt  of  the 
wisdcAh  Of  tM  nien  by  whom 
it's  affairs  had  been  conducted ; 
and  ifAte  ^nobgh  to  make  us 
lojoiioeiaihe  thought,  that,  since 
yo«r  Mijesty  watf  doon^ed  to 
have  OBemies,  your  enemies 
ahoHld'be  found  amongst  men 
of  that  deseriptioti.  Bnt,  not 
obl^  of  the  nation^s  Suflbrings  of 
the  deaeription  above  given,  is 
it  iieoebtaiy  that  yoar  Majesty 
•boaM  be  informed/  the  dimi*^ 
litttson  of  lis  liber^;  flie  Id*- 
terations  that  havV  been  made 
in  its^  laws,  and  tfab  caOseft  o 
thiadinHDiition  and  of  these  al- 
teratiolia ;  these  are  things 
worthy  of  the  attfeniion  of  your 
Bfi^eaty»  and  some  aceoont  of 
which  i  wiH  endeavour  to  fay 
bMbre  you. 

Yo«rMi^)e«ty  must  have  heard 


something  of  the  ,many  .|cts^ 
which  i  shall  not  attempt  to  de^ 
scribe,  committed  against  the 
pe<^le,  under  the  name  of  rocft- 
cah.  Your  Majesty  must  tave 
«e0n,/that  they  are  spoken  "of 
as  Worthless,  base,  turbulent, 
and  rebellious  wretches.  Before 
l'clos^;iny  account  of  the'pro- 
'ce^fng^just'anuded't'o^  1*  shall 
explidtf  to  yo"Ur  Majesty, the 
meunng  of  this  word  radical ; 
ifor,  as  your  Majesty  will  clearly 
perceive,  you  are  as  deeply  iii- 
ter^ted  m  this  matter  as  the 
peopfe  themselves. 

'  For  more '  than  fifty  years ' 
there  has  been  a  struggle  going 
on  on  the  part  of  the  people  to' 
obtain  a  reform  in  the  House  of 
Commons:  The  Constitution  of 
this  coantrjr  is,  that  ^e  power 
of  marking  laws  shall  exist  in  a 
King,  a  House  of  Peers,  and  a 
Hobse  of  Commons,  the  latter 
of  which  shall  consbt  of  persons* 
llreely  chosen  by  the  peaple,%od  in 
siieh  a  way  too,  that  the  Peers  an<t ' 
the  Kin^  shall  not  at  all  inttr- 
f  fkrein,  or  attempt  to  influence, 
the  election  of  the  members  of 
the  House  of  Commons.  But, 
various'drcumstances  have  given 
risb  to  shell  a  th6de  of  election 
as  has,  in  fact,  very  muc)i  chang- 
ed the  effect  of  these' provisions. 
The  real  state  of  the  Rouse  of 
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CommQns  I  shalt  not  attemj^i  to 
describe.    But,  it^'ay  be  neces- 
sary io^^iate,  that  a  peii^ioi^^ 
laid  bi^fore  the  House  p,f  Com- 
molis  itself  i)a  llW^hy  i6e  pre- 
sent Wrd  Grey>  a!h4  sipped  bv 
the  present  I>ake  of  Bedford  aild 
Ban;  others/ averred  that  a  ma- 
jority of  that  house  was  return- 
ed t^  It  by  Peers,  by  a  ifey  other 
optttent  then,  and  by  tb^  King's 
WSAaty. ".  I'he  petitioners*  ten-. 
d^rM  prdbf  of  the  facts  at  the 
barbf  thehoiise/'  The  petition 
was  reoeiv^  It  is  now  amongst 
IhiBil^rd^  of  parliament,    But 
BO  pr6ceeding  ever  took  pldce 
Q|ionft ;  and  the  House  ofCom- 
monis  hifis  remained  linreformed. 
The  tdemiyets  of  the  House  of 
Cdm^6ns  aire  called /the  r«^er 
MaUmh^y/thefteople.   'The

H^  had  been, 
on  all  occasioDi^,  mof  t  %appy  t^ 
meet  his  brother  freeholaeri  5^ 
the  county  of  Middlesex,  When 
they  thought  pfojier  to  cMer^ 
the  discussion  oifanv  gt^t  sub^ 
ject  connected  with  public  af« 
fairs.  He  attended  for  thkt  piuN 
pose  on  the  pr^s'ent  oecasion. 
Some  gentlemen,  who  meant  to 
have  taken  a  prominent  part  iti 
the  proceedinfi^,  having  been 
accidentally  delayed  on  the  rdid, 
he  wa^alled  on  to  introduce 
the  subject  to  the  meeting,  and 
he  would  fulfil  the  task  which 
had  devolved  on  him  to  the  best 
of  his  ability.  They  w'ere,  he 
conceived,  muelv  indebted  io 
their  patriotic  Sheriff-— and  it 
was  not  often  they  m0t  a  patrio- 
tic Sheriff;  Mayor,  or  Magistrate, 
who  would  call  thetn  together 
for  the  purpose  of  consulting  on 
the  safety  of  the  constitution-^ 
to  him  they  were  much  indebt- 
ed on  this  and  on  many  other 
occasions,  for  his  readihe^  ih 
acceding  to  the  popidar  v6ice.

He  had,  howev^,  been  asiced  to 
move  one  of  the  resolutions 
and  as  it  was  one  we{}  calcu- 
lated to  obtain  and  secure  the- 
approbation  of  the  people,  he 
thought  it  right  to  say  a  few 
words  regarding  it.  It  was  to 
propose  a  petition  to  the  Lords, 
founded  on  the  resolutior.s  which 
had  been  just  read  to  them ;  and 
that  petition — whatever  might 
be  the  fate  of  the  petition  pro- 
posed to  be  presented  to  the 
King,  was  fhlly  within  the  scope 
of  the  requisition.  •• 

The  Petition  was  read,  and 
carried,  with  only  one  dissentient 
voice.  The  reason  of  that  dis- 
sent was  afterwards  stated  to 
be,  that  the  gentleman  who  ex- 
pressed it  did  'not  think  the 
Lords  to  be  worth  petitioning, 
and  that  no  good  -eoatd  be  ef- 
fected by  it. 

Sir  Francis  BtjanfitT,  being 
loudly  called  on  by  the  meetiny*. 
came  forward,  and  was  gteetcd 
with  general  cheers.  'He  sbid 
be  bad  arrived  In  town  late  \fk^X 
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nigh^i^  bad  timi,  fin*  ii^  Mmt 
time,  heard  thai  the  pre^nt 
me^tiiig'  wid  oonTeiied.  *He  was, 
4t>fi]^l»  catber  nQwiUiog  to  art- 
lead, 'becauae^oD  Bucfa  o^casieDs, 
be^eQceived  there  (H^t  to  be 
m  ^aoend  aadaponDUirieooa  bunt 
of  feelings,  and  that  those  who 
attended  at  .one  place  ahould 
appear  and  take  the  lead  at 
iplbenk  BiU  he  tfaoucrht,  at  the 
same  time,  he  should  not  pay 

,  proper  reelect  to  the  iodepen- 

iideiit  freeholders  of  the^  coanty 
of  AUddlenex,  if,  being  in  town, 
he  did  not  attend  a. meeting  so 
«OBveaed.  He  had  boped>  as 
the  bnsaneis  bad  that  day  been 
disco:»ed .  with  so  mnch  ability 

,  by^  many  individuails,.  that  be 
wonld  not  have  been  called  on  to 

.  address  the  meeting ;  but  as  an 

.  bon.  genHeman  ffdr.  Waith- 
man)  had  expressed  a  wish  that 

-be  should  deliver  his  sentiments 
on  this  eixhaosted  tofNc,  he 
wonld  state  "tbeae  observations 
that  oeenrred  to  him  at  the  mo* 
ment  The~  worthy  alderman 
who  called  him  forward  teoder<r 

.  ed  the  task  imposed  on  faun 
somewhat  difficult,  he  having 
himself  discussed  the  question 
with  great  force  and  eloquence. 
To  iMldress  any  assembly  of 
Englishmen  on  this  occasion,  on 
a  i^itical  subject,  he  felt  to  be 

.  more  incumbent  on  him  than  he 
bad  ever  felt  it  to  be  before,. be* 
cause  it  wyss  a  duty  that  oould 
not  be  perfoimed  without  sonie 

^  risk  and  d^uager.  The  goyeriv- 
ment  under  which   they  now 

'  lived,  whatever  its  ipcapa^itiee 
might  be,  certainly  possessed 
this  capacity — that  it  well  knew 
when  to  owe  and  when  to^pay 

.  i^Pfh^e  /)  ^  and  th§    pi9nigb- 


asenta  which  bad  reeently  fieen 
InAii^ed  on^  individuals  looked* 
rather  like  tbe^  paying  off  of  eld 
scores  than  .tisitatiofns  for  pre- 
sent offences.    In  such  a  stale 
of  tinnlifa  kmocenoe    was  no 
protectioD,  caution  was  no  secu- 
rity«    No  sagacity  that  any  man  > 
nugfat  possess  oould  induce  him 
eonidently  to  say,  '*  }  wAI  per- 
form my  duties  to  the  people  .of 
England,  becanse  1  am  secttce^ 
under  the  laws  of  m^  eoontry." 
(Apfkruse.^    For  hw  own  part, 
he  was  in  the  situation  of  tho^e 
persons  who  had  proceeded  ^o 
suob  a  lengthy  that  '*  to  feturn 
was  as  tedious  aa  to  go  tm."^^ 
(Undoubtedly  no  faommr  cotild  ' 
bo  gained  by  retreating,  what- 
ever danger  migbt  he  incurred  by 
proceeding  farther.    The  phn- 
ciplea  he  had  adapted  were  well  ' 
known  to  the  country,  and  be 
hoped  he  shoidd  always  faaye 
the  fortitude  to  maintain  tbeta 
with  firmnes6»  {Apfdmu$.y'  He 
considered  this  snbject  in  pfp* 
cisely^  tb^  same  light  as  the  bp- 
npunibie  member  for  Cove^tfy ; 
he  did  not  look  on  jit  so  miiclx  ^a 
account  of  any  particular  indi* 
vidnal,'  however  elevated   t^ 
rank  of  that  individual  nsi^l 
be;  he  did  not  view  it  with 
such  deep    anxiety    becamse  st 
Queen  of  England   was    ^li-  ' 
mately    connected    with    -tbe 
pending  ^oceedings,  allhong'li 
that  was'a  cause  sufficient  to  S^ 
terest  every  ami^  mind.  Tbeae 
circumstances  were  undoubted y 
of  moment ;  but  they  were  in* 
signi4cant  wbencompaited  y^ith 
the  great  canae  of  public. jus- 
tice,   it  was  not  diMcult  to  ,^- 
dress  one's  self  to  an  assc^iDbly 
^na  topic  like  this,  l^caus^al 
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.state  lier   innoconce     to    the 
public,  and  pay  to  her  that  re- 
apect  which  was  due  to    her 
li^  rank.    Fortunately  for  her 
Migesty  her  cause   had    been 
taken  up  by  the  great  body  of 
the  people  at  large^  and  had 
been  s^pported  with  great  force 
and  ability  by  the    uncorrupt 
and   honourable   part   of    the 
pcess«    Before  ministers  pushed 
this  measure  Airther,  let  them 
look  at  the  gulf  that  was  yawn- 
ing at  their  feet,    if  they  were 
not  as  blind  as  moles — and  their 
work    was    equally    dark   and 
dkrly — they  wouid  see  that  the 
same  pit  that  buried  the  crown 
of  the  Queen  might  also  swallow 
op    the    erown  of  the    King. 
When   precedents    were    new 
iormed,^r  arbitrary  axid  oppres- 
si?e  purposes^  there  was  no  se^ 
carity  for  the  length  to  which 
they  mig'ht  be  carried.    It  was 
alleged  by  Ministers  that  this 
was  a   national  question,    and 
tlnU  the  state  was  interested  in 
the  investigation    which  they 
had  been  pleased  to  institute. 
But  bow  could  any  act  commit- 
ted by  ber  Majesty  on  the  banks 
of  Cbmo  be  said  to  be  a  national 
question  I  And  was  it  to  be  en- 
dored  that  this  construction  was 
to  be  ^ven  under  the  cant  of  re- 
]%ioa  and  moraUty?  Could  mo- 
imlity  and  religion  say,  that  the 
nation    were    to    be     shock- 
ed at  tbe  knowledge  of  ber  Ma- 
jesty's conduct  in  Italy,  which 
^kaowledg-e  was  only  commnni- 
caled  to  the  country  through  the 
iqpiesetttaUTes  of  that  rdigion 
and  tbat  morality?  If  such  dr- 
eumstanced   were  calculated  to 
diock  the    feelings  of  a  nation, 


4eprivi9g  a  sovereigii  of  tank . 
and  4>ower,  none  but  a   samt 
could  sit  with  safety  on  a  throne. 
But,  admitting  the  nralidity  of 
the  argument  attempted  to  be 
founded  on  moralitv,  was  ax*^. 
apiple  on  the  part  or  the  Queen . 
only  of  importance  to  the  na- 
tion! Surely  the  conduct  of  the 
King  was  in    this    respect  at 
least  an  object  of  equal  eon* 
sideration  f  Whether  ministers^ . 
in  the  dangerous  path  which, 
they  were   now     pursuing— a. 
path  beset  with  dangers  both, 
to  the  Cfown  and  to  the  country 
—would  attend  to  tbe  warning » 
voice  of  the.  public,  was  not  the 
question  to  be  considered  at  pre* . 
sent    It  was  the  duty  of  tboT 
people  to  express  their  opinions 
fearlessly  and  openly,  whether . 
they  were  attended  to  or  neg- 
lected. (^Applau^e.)  After  some 
further   observations,    in    the 
course  of  whidi  he  condemned ' 
the  punishments  that  had  re- 
cently been  inflicted  on  indivi- 
duals   who    had    been    found 
guilty  of  exerting  themselves  in 
the  cause  of  refe>rm,  particularly 
instancing  the  sentence  of  Mr. 
Hunt,  which  he  described  to  be  ^ 
cruel  and  undeserved,  the  hon.  / 
Baronet  concluded  by  declaring, . 
that  he  was  happy  to  lend  his 
assistance  on  this  occasion  to 
oppose  a  sYstem  of  government 
under  which   no   man    co«dd 
possibly  be  safe. 

Mr.  HoBHO  V  sE  was  then  loudly 
called  for,  and  came  forwMd 
amidst  general  cheers.  He  be^« 
ged  leave  to  assure  then;  iq 
conjunction  with  his  ho^ourabla 
and  worthy  colleague.  Sir.  F, 
iBurdett,  that  his  being  present 


wd  to  beeoine  the  grounds  dfltitthe  meeting  was  purely  acci« 
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denttl^aad  t^at  oir^Dteruig.the 
reoih  he  had  no  inteniioa  of 
troiibliag^  them  with,  his  sentl- 
meots  on  the  momentoos  qaes^ 
tkm  whiehhad  called  thenr  to- 
gether. If  H  had  been  thought 
^MtaHhytbme  who  had  pre- 
etodtdU^  to  secure  the  attention 
of  the  audience,  he  must   feel 


only  the*  eonviction  of  gOTern*- 
menl— he  meant  his  Majestys^ 
ministers — ^that  they  had  th^- 
power  to  da  so,  whieh  embeid- 
encd  them  to  make  tiie  attempt. 
But  they  had  the  satisfaction^  to 
know  Shalt  even^  ali  the  preseol 
anniaters  of  the  crown  did  not 
approve  of  the  measures  which' 


thatdifficidty  in  a  still  greater  bad  been  pursued  towards  her 
degree;   but,  connected  as^  he J Majesty;  one  of  them  had,  ioi 


wa»  with  a  larg'e  portion  of  the 
inhabitants  of  tne  metro poUtan 
city,  it  was  his  duty  to  obey  the 
call  whieh  had  been  made  on  him, 
and  to  sp^ftk  his  mind  freely, 
without  looking  to  any  personal 
consequences.  H  waa  impossi- 
ble at  the  present  juncture  for  a 
man  to  know  whether  he  was 
committing  a  crime  or  not ;  and 
perhaps  he  was  at  that  moment 
subjecting  himself  to  such  pu- 
nishment as  his  Majesty ^s  At- 
tomey-GeneraT  might  be  pleased 
toinmet.  Be  was  convinced  that 
those  individuals  who  were  now 
saffbfing  in  the  cause  of  reform, 
and  whose  names  had  been  men- 
tioned by  the  hem.  baronet,  had 
be^en  no  more  conscious  that 
they  were  committing  a  crime 
upon  the  hustings  at  Manchester, 
or  at  Birmingham,  than  he  was 
of  violating  the  laws  in  address- 
ing them  at  present  But,  were 
be  even  sore  of  the  same  punish- 
ment that  had  been  hiHicted  oti 
those  persons,  he  should  not  re- 
frain from  expressing  his  senti- 
ments, and  discharging  his  duty 
to  Ha  country  (applause).  The 
present  attack  on  the  Queen  of 
England  was  no  more  than  had 
been  seen  on  other  occasions: 
it  was  only  one  additional  in- 
^ttfnce  of  open  injustice,  perpe- 
trated by  open    force.    It  was 


his  place  in  parliament,  express^ 
ed  his  reluctance  to  jpia  in  the* 
prosecution,  and  had  stated  his- 
opinion  that  her  Majesty  was  as 
deserving  as  ever  of  affectionate- 
regard  (applause).    And  were 
not  the  people  of  England  to 
believe  so  till  the  contrary  were^ 
proved!  Were  they  to   be  de- 
terred from  doing  justice  because 
the    ministers    deprecated  and 
cried  out  against  popular  cla- 
mour?   That  which  was  now 
called  clamour  was  the    same* 
voice  that  had  been  raised  from, 
one  end  of  the  country  to  theetlier 
when  innocent  persons  had  beem 
sabred  aiid  trampled  to  death 
while  le^Uv  and  peaceably  as* 
sembled  m  the  exercise  of  their 
undoubted  rights.     The   sara« 
arguments  bad  been  used  on  this* 
occasion  to  prevent  public  meet- 
ings as   had  been   urged  after 
the  Mancliester  massacre:   re- 
qiiisitionists  had  been  told   by 
certain  sherifTs^and  other  official 
persons,  that  they  were  not  for 
prejudging  the  question.    But;, 
in  the  case  oT  the  Manchester 
affair,  when  meetings  were  re* 
fused,   had  inquiry  beea   ulti- 
mately institute  in  pailiamisnt^ 
and  had  redress  been  obtained 
for  the  injured  ?    No  \.  the  an- 
swers of  ministers  in  parliaQient 
bad  been,  that  the  conduct  of 
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the  Ma^strat^  and  Yeomanry  > 
would  beeome    the  subject  of 
JUMirfgaliuiinia  ceuct  of  law, , 
iiid  U»t  therelbte  the  qnestton 
would  be  prejodg^ed  by  a  par- 
la««otapy  inquiry;  but   when 
tba  trial  of  fchMe  acented  by  Hie 
^vfiYunent  came  on  at  Yofk, 
■0  evidence  could  be  admittad 
respecting:  the  conduct  eS  tbeae 
who  had  eommitted  the  mar- 
^rs.     la    the    same    mannef^ 
when  the  bill  at  present  pend- 
»»  in  parliament  a^'ainsl  her 
Majesty  sbonki  be  passed,  the 
people  wmld  be  toid  that  it  was 
as  absurd  to  express  theiropinion 
on  the  sabjcct  sifter  the  bill  was 
passed,  as  it .  was  iraprDper  to 
prejudge  it  before  {apphm^e}. 
The  prosecutors  of  her  Majesty^ 
in  producing  precedeats  for  the 
coarse  of  proceeding  which  th^y 
kad  adopted^  said   they  would 
not  go  farther   back  than  the 
Jevolotion.   He  would  wish  the 
peo^rfe  to  ^a  no  farther  back 
than  the  penod  of  the  revolution 
(flppfav«e).  Ifmioistersthought 
they   could    find,  in    the  pro- 
ceedings  of  that  period,  eertein 
roles  by   which  tbffir   condiiot 
was  to  be  regulated  on  the  pie* 
•ent  occasion,  the  people  might 
•botfiinkthat  tliey  could  find 
MNDething  which  their   ances- 
tors had  done   with  gloiy  to 
themselves,  and  with  benefit  to 
the  nation,  and  the  example  of 
which  they  might  do  well   to 
imitate  (applauae).'

ing* from  that  union,  and  who 
liad  hailed  it  wifh  such  affec- 
tionate and  rapturous  joy. 

But,  alas!  even  tranquillity 
and  comfort  were  too  much  for 
me  to  enjoy.  From  the  very 
threshold  ofyourMiyesty's  man- 
sion the  motfier  of  your  child 
was  pursued  by  spies,  conspira- 
Jors,  and  traitors,  employed, en- 
cmiTBgedp  and  rewarded  to  lay 
snares  for  tJie  feet,  and  to  plot 
ii|faii]£t  the  reputation  and  life, 
of  her  whom  your  Majesty  had 
fto  recently  and  so  solemnly  vow- 
ed to  lionour,  to  love,  and  to 
cherish. 

In  withdrawing-  from  the  em- 
braces of  my  parenlfj,  in  i^ivingr 
my  hand  to  the  son  of  Geoff^ife 
the  Third  and  the  heir-apparent 
to  the  Briti?^h  throde,  notliing 
leas  tl»an  ft  voice  from  Heaven 
would  have  made  me  fear  injus^ 
lice  or  wrong  of  any  kind — 
Whfet^  iheUp  was  my  aslonish- 
ment  at  findmi^r  that  treasons 
against  me  had  been  carried  on 
and  matured,  perjuries  a^uiust 
me  had  been  niethodized  and 
embodied,  a  fiecrel  tribinial  Ijad 
been  Iield,  a  trial  of  my  nclions 
bad  taken  place,  and  a  decision 
had  been  made  4ipon  those  ac- 
tions, without  my  having*  been 
iirformed  of  the  .natpre  of  the 
charge,  of  of  the  names  of  the 
\vitnesses  ?.  And  what  Svords  can 
express  the  feelino^  excited  by 
the  fact,  that  this  proceeding* 
was  founded  on  a  reqjoest  made, 
and  on  evidence  Rirnished,   by 


order  of  the  &ther  of  my.diM, 
and  my  naioral  aa  well  m  }^^§^ 
guardian  and  protector  I  ^ 

Notwithstanding,  tfchjvever^ 
the  unprecedented  eonduci  of 
that  tribunal ;  conduct  whicH 
has  since  Undergone^  even  io 
Parliament,,  severe  and  unan- 
swered finimadversions,  and 
which  baa  been  also  cendurea  in 
the  minutes  of  the  Privy  Council  ; 
notwithstanding  tlie  secrecy  of 
the .  proceedings  of  tbia  ^ibtw 
nal;  notwithstanduig  the  strong; 
temptation  to  the  giving  of  false 
evidence  against  n^  l^fore  it ; 
notwithstanding  that  there  was 
no  opportunity  afforded  mo  oT 
rebutting  that  evidence  ;  not- 
withstanding all  these  cireum- 
stances,  so  decidedly  favoiuabie 
to  my  enemies,  even  this  secret 
tribunal  acquitted  meofap^crimor 
and  thereby  pronounced  my  prin- 
cipal accusers  to  have  been  sniliy 
of  the  grossest  perjury.  But.  it 
was  now  (after  the  trial  was 
over^  discovered,  that  (he  nature 
of  trie  tribunal  was  snch  as  to 
tender  false  swearing  before  it 
not  legally  criminal  T  And  tbnsy 
at  the  suggestion  and  request  of 
your  Majesty,  had  been  created,, 
to  take  cognizance  of  and  try  my 
Conduct,  a  tribunal  competent  to 
administer  oaths,  competent  to 
examuie  witnesses  oo  oath,  com« 
petent  to  try,  competent'to  ac- 
quit or  condeipn,  and  competent, 
moreover,  to  screen  those  who 
had  sworn  falsely  against  mo 
from  skiflDering  the  pains  and  pe- 
nalties which  the  law  awaids  to 
wilful  snd  corrupt  perjury.  Great 
as  my  indignation  naturallv  must  ' 
have  been  at  this  shameful  eva- 
sion of  law  and  justice,,  that  in- 
dignation was  lost  in  pity  for  him 
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who  cofitdk  lover  bis  priticdji 
fHiimes  to  tfie  diu$t  by  giring^  bis^ 
countenance  and  favconr  to  the; 
most'  eonspiouous  of  thoc*e  ahan* 
doned  and  notorious  perjurers; 
Still  there  was  one  whoaie 
upright  miBd  nothing  could 
warp,  in  whose  breast  lofa^tice 
BOYet  found  a  place,  whose 
band  was  always  ready  to  raise 
the  onfortanate,  and  to  rescue 
the  oppressed*  While  that  g'ood 
and  gracious  father  and  Sove- 
reign remained  in  the  exercise 
of  his  royal  (Unctions,  bis  nn- 
oH^nding*  daug^hter-in-taw  had 
nothing  to  fear.  As  long-  as  the 
j^tectingc  band  of  your  late 
ever-beloved  and  ever-lamented 
ftither  was  held  over  me,  1  was 
safe.  But^  the  melancholy  cveii4 
which  deprived  the  nation  of 
the  active  exertions  oC  it^  vir- 
ttioua  King,  bereft  me  of  friend 
and  prolector,  and  of  all  hope 
•f  Mure  tranquillity  and  safety. 
To  calumniate  your  innocent 
ymio  was  now  the  shortest  road 
lo  royal  (kvoiu*;  and  to  betrays 
lierwa^to  lay  the  sore  fbun- 
Ration  of  boundless  riches  and 
titles  of  luHiour.  Dd^re  dai  ms 
Kke  these,  talent,  virtue,  long 
aervicet,  your  own  personal 
friendships,  your  royal  engage- 
neats,  fMromises,  and  pledges, 
written  as  well  as  verbal,  tint- 
ed into  air.  Your  cabinet  wa5 
foanded  on  this  basisv  You  took 
to  your  councils  men,  of  whose 
|ienons,  as  well  as.  whose  prin- 
ciples, ^-on  had  invariablv  ex- 
pressed the  strongest  df&ltke. 
"llie  interest  of  the  nation,  add 
even  your  own  feeHngs,  in  all 
other  respects,  were  sacrificed 
to  the  gratification  of  your  dc- 
sice  to  aggravate  my  sttfTecing^, 


and  to  etisnn^  my  humiliatiotir. 
You  took  to-  your  coonciUr  tmA 
voMr  bosoiti  men*  whom  yon 
Katecf,  whose  abandonment  of, 
and  whose  readiness  to  sacriico 
me  were  their  only  merits,  an4 
whose  power  has  been  cxer^ 
cised  in  a  nianner,  and  lias  beeit 
attended  with  consequences;  < 
worthy  of  Its  offgfft.  From  this 
nnprinciplied  and  nim^tuml  umott 
have  sprang  the  manilbid'  etiW 
which  this  nation  has  now  to 
endure,  and  which  present  a 
mass*  of  misery  and  of  degrada-^ 
tion,  accompanied  with  acts  of 
tyranny  and  crudty,  father  than 
have  seen  which  inflicted  on* 
his  ifuiastrions,'  ^HhM,  and* 
brave- people,  yotu^royaf  (ktber 
would^  have  perisheq  at  tho 
head  of  that  people. 

WHen  to  cahimniate,  nrf'\\t, 
and  betrav  me,  became  the  sure* 
path  to  honour  and  rtcbes,  it 
would  hiive  been  strange  indeed 
if  calumniators,  revilers,  and 
traitors  had  nor  abounded.  Your 
Court  became  much  less  a  sceAo 
of  polished  manner^  and  refined' 
ioteroourse  than  of  low  intri^e' 
arid  scurrility.  Spies,  Baccha- 
nalian tale-bearers^,  md  fouf 
conspirators,  swarmed  in  those 
palaces  which  had  before  been: 
the  reeort  of  sobriety,  virtue, 
and  honour.  To  enumerate- all 
the  various  privalkms  a«id  mor- 
tifications which  I  l*d  to. en- 
dure,'all  the  inanlta  thnt  were 
wantonly  heaped  upon  me,  Utem 
the  day  of  your  deration  to  the* 
Regency  to  that  of  my  departure 
for  the  Continent,  vvould  be  to 
describe  every  species  of  per- 
sonal offence  that  can  bo  offered 
to,  and  evefy  pain  5«hort  of 
boditv  violence  that  can  "bt  \k- 
o2 
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dieted  on,  ar»y  hiimio  beuig,  B%- 
reft  of  parent,  brother,  and  fatht^* 
|^"law,  and  having  my  liusband 
for  my  dfladlie^t  foe;  s€ei(ig 
those  who  have  promised  f^ 
iupport  bought  by  riiwards 
io  be  amon^^t  my  ^neml^^  ;  ra- 
Sti^ained  from  accusing'  my  foas 
10  the  face  of  tho  world,  out  pf 
it'ga^d  for  the  cbaiacter  of  the 
father  of  my  child,  aod  from  f^ 
deiire  to  prevent  her  happifie39 
from  being  disturbed  ;  shun  nod 
from  motives  of  isellishne^  by 
tthose  who  were  my  natural  as- 
lociates;  living  in  obscurity, 
white  1  onght  to  have  been  tlie 
eontre  of  atl  that  was  &plendi4; 
thu£  hutnbiedi  I  had  one  conso- 
lation left ;  the  love  of  my  dear 
^nd  oijly  child*  To  pcrrnii  me 
to  enjoy  this  was  too  great  axi 
mdulgence.  To  see  my  daugh- 
ter \  to  fold  her  in  my  arms  ;  U> 
mingle  my  tears  with  hers  ^  \q 
neceive  her  cheering'  caresge^ 
and  to  bear  from  hei  lip&  a^sur* 
ancef  of  nev^r-ce^^iPig  )oye; 
thpa  .to  b,e  comforted,  Qo^soJied, 
ifpheld^  ^fiji .  bleased,.  was  too. 
iBUch  to.  be  fiUow<^(l  ^^*  f^von 
on  the  flaTo  aiart  the  ccips  of 
'<  O^  !  my  mother,  tnj  mother ! 
Oh  t  my  child,  my  child  1"  h^ve. 
prevented'  a  separatioa  ef  the 
victima  of  avarice*  But  your, 
advi^rs,  more  inhuu^an  thaa 
the  slaTe^deaier^^jrepnoc^^leasly 
tore  the  mothfr  from  the  ohild. 

Xhua  bereft  of  the  sooiety  of 
nff  €t\\ds  or  reduced  to  tbe.pe- 
eeaaity  of  imbitleriog'  her  life  by 
struggles  to  preserve  that  socie- 
ty«  I  resolved  OB  temporary]  ab- 
sence,'in  the  hope  that:. time 
night  restore  me  to  her  in  hap- 
pier days.  Those  days,  alas  I 
wete.  never  to  comn.    To  mo- 


ttiers^  and  theto  moteis  wiie 
have  been  suddenly  bereft  of 
the  bei^t.and  most  affectionate 
and  oi^y  danghtars,  it  belong 
to  estimate  my  sufferings  and 
my  wrongs.  $u^h  mothers  w  ill 
judge  of  my  eQiction  upon  heart- 
ing of  the  death  of  my  child^ 
and  upon  my  calling  to  recol- 
lection the  Jast  look,  the  last 
words,  and  #M  the  affecting  cir^ 
cumstaoces  of  our  separation. 
Such  ntothers  will  see  the  depth 
of  my  s^^TYows.  Every  being 
with  a  heart  of  hliniaBity  in  it& 
bosom  will  drop  a  tear  of  sym-« 
pathy  with  me.  And  will  bo| 
the  world,  then,  learn  with  in-i^ 
digqatioi},  that  this  event,  caU 
cuWtqd  to  soften  the  hardest 
heart,  wa^  the  signal  for  new 
eon^piracies,  and  indefatigable 
efforts  fo?  the  destruction  of  this 
afflicted  mother  1  Your  M^ieaty 
had  torn  my  child  from  me  ;  you 
had  deprived  me  of  the  power 
of  being  at  hand  to  succour  her ; 
you  badtaiten  from  me  the  pos* 
sibility  pf  bearing  of  her  last 
prayers  Vor  her  mother ;  you 
saw  me  bereft^  forlorn,  and 
broKen-hearted ;  and  this,  waa 
the  moment  yeu  chose  for  re* 
(doubling  your  persecutions. 

Let  the:  world  pass  its  judg- 
ment oil  the  constitttUng  of  a 
commission,  in  a  foieign  coun- 
try, consisting  of  inquisitors, 
spies,  and  informers,  to  discover,- 
collect,  and  arrange  matters  of 
accMsatien  against  your  wile, 
without  any  .complaint  havilig^ 
been  communicated  to  her :  let^ 
the  world  judge  of  the  eiiploy- 
ment  lOf  ambassadors  in  suoh  a 
business,  and  of  the  enlisting  of 
foreign  courts  m  the  enterprise : 
but  on  tho  measures  wh^fa  bftve 
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4o  these  |lrelimiiiarj  prooeoed- 
in^  it  is  for  itie  lb  ^peak-;  it  is 
(or  me  to  remonstrate  with  ^ou^ 
Majesty  ;  it  is  for  me  to  protest ; 
it  is  for  me  to  apprize  yon'  of 
my  determination. 

I  have  always  demfandod  A 
fair  Prial.  This  is  what  I  now 
demand,  and  thiii  is  refused  tne. 
instead  of  a  fkir  triaf,  1  am  to 
be  siil»jected  to  a  sentences  by 
4he  Parliament,  passed  in  the 
shape  Of  a  law.  A^inst  this  I 
fMTOtest,  and  upon  the  fdllowing' 
g^unds: — 

Theitijustice  of  reftisirtg-ine  a 
eleiftr  and  distinct  charge,  of  rc- 
fosing-me  the  names  of  the  wit- 
nesses, of  refesing  me  the  names 
of  the  places  where  the  illegul 
acts  haye  been  committed ;  these 
ore  snfii<^eBtiy  flagrant  and  Ve 
volting* ;  but  it  is  af  ainst  tfcer  eon 
9^fd&n  of  the  Court  it^etfihtiii 
1  parfienlftrly  object,  and  against 
that  I  most  solemnly  protest. 

Wfiatever  may  be  the  prece 
ijenlft  as  to  Bills  of  Pains  and 
I^enalties,  non6  of  theito;  except 
those  relisting  to  the"  Queen  of 
Henry  the-  Eighth,  'dan  ^ppiy 
here;  fffr  here  yoiit  Majeity  is 
Hie  ffcrinltf.  Here  it^ls  in- 
tended by  the  QilP  to  do  wliat 
yoi^de^fn  gead  to  jroit,  and  to 
M  me  grvat  harm.  Yoti  are, 
therefore,  a  party,  *aM  the  only 
complaining  party.  ^  * 

You^haTe  made  yotfr*  com- 
print to  <he  House  oT  Lord^. 
You  have  conveyed  tb  this 
House  written  doinnments'sesiled 
tip.  A  secret  committed  of  the 
Hbitoe  have  ^aifrirredtheie  db- 
enmetit^.  Tliey  have  refpprted 
that  there  ai^  grttoldi  of  prd- 
eeeding;  AB^theDH  Hie  Hou$fe, 


tfietelyupon  i\At  teifati,  hlH^ 
brought  forward  a  BIH  contain*    - 
ing  the  most  outrageons  slander^ 
on  me,  and  sentencing'  me  id 
divorce  and  degradation. 

The  injustice  of  putting  fortfk 
this  Bill'  to  thi6  wpiW  fcr  8& 
weeks  befbre  it  is  ^ven  proposed 
to  ufford  me  ait  bf^portunity  of 
contfadic^iig'  its  allegations  il 
too  manifest  not  tb  hlive  shocked 
the  nation ;  and,  indeed,  th'^ 
pro6et^ings  evert  thus  far  ftii^ 
such  ts  to  conviti<ie  eveiy  on^ 
that  no  justice  is  intended  mei 
But  if'none  of  these  proceedings, 
if  none  of  these  clear  ii:rdications 
of  a  detefmitiation  to  do  mi 
wrong'  had  taken  place,  I  should 
^e',  in  the  constitution  of  thfe 
Hbuse  of  Lo^s  itself,  a  certainty 
that  i  could  expect  no  justice  at 
its  hands. 

^'  Your  Majesty's  mmislers  have 
adriHcd  this  prosecutfon ;  they 
ire  responsible  for  the  advice 
they  give ;  they  are  liable  to  fu- 
nishmfmt  if  they  fail  to  make  • 
good  their  charges;  and  not  only 
are  they  part  of  my  judges ^  but 
\i  is  they  who  have  brought  in 
Uie  Dill ;  and  it  is  too  notorious 
l!iat  tfjey  have  always  a  incga- 
fit^  in  the  House;  so  that, 
without  any  other,  here  is  ample 
^roof  that  the  House  will  decide 
in  favottr  of  the  Bill,  and^  of 
course,  ri^atmt  ni^. 
'  But,  ftirther,  there  are  rea- 
sons for  3fonr  ministeTS  ha\in|:  a 
majoHty  in  this  Cfise,  and  which 
TCDiions  do  not  ^pply  to  common 
pases.  Your  Majesty  is  the 
)[jlainriff:  to  you  it  belonj's  to 
appoint  and  to  elevate  Peer^, 
Many  <^f  the  preECiit  Peers  lia%'e 
been  raised  to  that  dignity  by 
"your^eir,  and  alniost  the  whole 
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9^Q  .be,  at,  ycHir  will  ^ndplea* 
sure,  fUrliier  elevated.    The  far 

frieater  number  of  the  Peers 
old,  hy  tlieni^rhcs  and  i\w}T  ?h' 
mlWf^,  oRiccs,  pensions,  and 
«thercmoliimtj*tii,  sok-lyat  the 
will  and  pleasure  of  ^'Our  Ala- 
jesty,  and  the^Cj  of  course,  your 
Af^ei^ty  can  take  awny  vvhon- 
B ver  y 0 u  ^It^as^e .  Th e re  are  m ore 
thmi  fuar-Ji/thf  of  the  Peets  in 
this  situaliof),  liiid  tlierti  sire 
nifiny  of  ihetn  who  niig'ht  thus 
be  depruTii  of  \ha  far  better 
part  of  their  incomes. 

If,  contrary  to  all  expectntkin, 
there  should  be  fotuid,  in  some 
pt^tjf^,  Ukc;Iy  to  amount  to  a  lua- 

i'ority ,  a  di^po^Ll'.on  to  w}vci  the 
111  J,  some  of  thesie  peer^  may 
hj&  ordered  away  to  their  ^hipa, 
j-eg-imentj,  governments,  and 
other  diuic^s ;  and,  \v>ijch  is 
AD  equally  alarming  power,  new 
peers  may  be  created  for  the 
purpose,  and  ^he  their  vote  in 
the  decbion.  That  your  Ma- 
jesty s  minbtens  would  advise 
lhe«e  nieasures,  if  found  necei- 
aafy  to  render  their  prosecution 
iiiccej»sful«  there  cmi  be  yery 
little  doubt;  seeiii;^  that  they 
tiavo  hitherto  *»topped  at  no- 
thifig,  however  unjusit  or  odious. 
To  reg^urd  sikU  a  body  as  a 
Coprt  iif  JuistKe  would  be  to 
caliuuniate  Ihut  aacred  name; 
and  for  ino  to  snpprei.^  an  ex- 
pres^ioti  of  my  opinion  on  the 
ikubjoct  would  be  tacitly  to  lend 
in}^elf  to  my  own  destruction, 
as  well  as  to  an  import  ti on  upon 
the  nation  and  the  world.

In  bothjlouaies;  and  your  Ma- 


jesty is  well  acquainted  with  the 
fact,  that  a  majoiily  of  this 
House  i$  composed  .of  perkona 
placed  in  it  by  the  Peers  and  by 
your  Majesty's  Treasury. 

It  really  gives  me  pain  to 
state  these  things  to  your  Ma- 
jesty ;  and,  if  it  gives  your  Ma- 
jesty pain,  1  beg  that  it  may  be 
observed,  and  remembered,  tltat 
the  statement  has  been  forced 
from  me.  1  must  eilber  pro- 
test against  this  mode  of  trial, 
or,  by  tacitly  consenting  to  it, 
suffer  my  honour  to  be  sacrificed. 
No  innocence  can  secure  the 
accused  if  the  Judges  and  Jurors 
be  chosen  by  the  accuser;  and 
if  i  were  tacitly  to  submit  to  a 
tribunal  of  this  description,  1 
should  be  instrumental  in  my 
own  dishonour. 

On  these  grounds  i  protest 
against  this  species  of  trial.  I 
demand  a  trial  in  a  Court  where 
the  Jurors  are  taken  impartially 
from  amongst  the  people,  and 
where  tl)e  proceedings  are  open 
and  fair.  Such  a  trial  1  court, 
and  to  no  other  will  I  v^-iliingly 
submit.  If  your  Majesty  per- 
severe in  the  present  proceed- 
ing,! shall,«venin  the  Houses  of 
Parliament,  face  my  accusers; 
but  I  shall  reg^ard  any  decision 
they  may  make  against  me  as 
not  in  the  smallest  degree  ro- 
decting  on  my  honour;  and  I 
will  not,  except  compelled  by 
actuat  force,  submit  to  any  sen- 
tence which  shall  not  be  pro- 
nounced by  a  Court  of  Justice* 

I  have  now  frankly  laid  be- 
fore your  Majesty  a  statement 
of  my  wrongs,  and  a  declara- 
tion of  my  views  and  intentions. 
You  have  castuponmeeveryslur 
to  SifbJLch  the  fomale  character  is 
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liable.  lostcad  of  loving,  ho- 
nouring, and  cherishing  me, 
agreeably  to  ^our  solemn  vow, 
yoa  have  pursued  me  tvith  hatred 
and  scorn,  and  with  all  the 
means  of  destruction.  You 
wrested  from  me  my  chHd,  and 
with  her  my  only  comfort  and 
consolation.  Yon  sent  me  sor- 
rowing' throug'h  the  world,  and 
even  in  my  sorrows  pursued  me 
with  nnrelentingf  persecution. 
Hann^  left  me  nothing*  bi^t  my 
Innocenco,  you  would  now,  by  a 
mockery  of  justice,  deprive  me 
even  of  the  reputation  of  pos- 
sessing* thM*  The  poisone^ 
bowl  and  the  poniard  are  means 
more  manly  than  perjured  wit- 
nesses apd partial  tribunals;  and 
they  arii  less  cruel,  inasn^tich  as' 
lile  is  less  vtduable  than  hoiioun 
If  my.  lifs  would  have  satisfied 
your  Majesty ^ you  should  have 
had  it  on  the  ko\e  condition  of 
giving  me  a  place  in  the  same 
tomb  with  my  child:  but,  since 
you  would  send  me  dishonoured 
to  the  grave,  I  will,  resist  the 
attempt  with  all  the  means  that 
it  shall  please  God  t6  give  me. '

a  veil.  They  have  r^ninded 
me  of  those  p^t  days  when  I 
lived  among  them,  vi^hen  I  visit- 
ed their  lK»uses  and  traversed 
their  fields ;  when  I  partook  of 
their  soeial  festivities,  and  wnb 
.united  in  their  saered  litoa^: 
wh(^n  1  wa^  rendered.hai^  by 
nunisteriiiif   lo    the  w^tr  of 
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soDte,  and  by  adding'  to  the 
eomforts  of  others ;  and,  abdre 
ail,  when  my  heart  wM  lifted 
la  God  in  gratitude  beeanse  my 
ears  were  efaeered  with  the  be- 
nedictions of  the  poor.  This  i^ 
liiat  period  which  the  kind 
hearted  inhabitanta  of  Green- 
wich so  powedblly  recall  to 
my  recollection ;  nor  can  1  ever 
be  nmnindfal  that  it  was  a  period 
in  which  1  conld  behold  that 
coonteoance  which  I  ndver  be- 
held withoat  vivid  delight,  and 
to  hear  that  voice  which  to  my 
food  ears  was  like  mtlsie  breath- 
ing over  violets.  Can  I  forget  ? 
Dffo ;  my  sonl  will  never  safler 
me  to  fM^t  that,  when  the  cold 
remains  of  this  beloved  object 
were  depeeited  in  the  temb,  the 
msiSce  of  my  persecntofis  vsnould 
not  soffer  even  the  name  of  the 
mother  to  be  inscribed  upon  the 
coffin  of  her  child.  Of  all  the 
imfiginties  which  I  have  experi- 
ence, this  is  one  Which,  minute 
as  it  may  seem,  lias  affbcted  me 
as  alQch  as  att  the  r^st.  Bot  if 
i(  were  minute,  it  was  not  to 
ny  agtmismg' sensibility.  It  was 
a'da^^  dhrected  by  nnrelent- 
iog  nate>  not  to  the  snrftice,  bat 
to  the  very  centre  of  a  tndthef'i^ 
heart  If  little  dreumstances 
marie  diameter,  Xhm  Which  ? 
have  mentioned  wllf  4aot  fail  to 
fix  a  note  of  indelible  idfemy 
opontbat  Ibredbos  petsecqtldn 
which  has  trouble  my  peace 
and  imbittered  my  days.^'

The  Queen  is  not,  eve^ 
accused  o{  adv/Licryi^  aijd 'yet  it 
ia  p^>posed, .  lb  ptfl-  her  (iivait. 
Now,  yott  know  well,,  that  Jtj* 
•us  Christ  (>osilivety  fbi;bidii  the 
pjtttting  away  of  a  wife  <?n.  any 
account  oiher  ttian  that  of  her 
having  Cbmnnttcd  adultery.  If 
we  are  to  disregard  his  wof«t  in 
this  case,  whjvt  \i  to  indifee  iis 
to  attend  to  tbeQi  ii^  any  other 
case?  It'  the  Queen  be  p7it 
away,  or*  attempted  to  be  put 
away,  upon  any  other  than  this 
one  ground,  and  if  jon  <:ontinue 
silent  on  the  snbject,  wchat  are 
we  to  think  of  the  matter?  We 
have  seen  you  active  enough  on 
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•Iher  occ^ions :  wp  have  heard 
your  pulpits  resound  with  de- 
nuncia^iona  af  ainst  the  French 
and  against  the  Reformers,  nei- 
ther of  whom  pretended  to  at- 
tempt the  violation  of  any  pre- 
cept df  the  Gospel ;  and,  there- 
fore, if  you  continue  silent  now, 
what  is  the  conclusion  that  we 
ought  to  draw?  Your  parishioners 
are,  in  every  quarter, ^express- 
ing their  attachment  to  the  per- 
'iecutf  ci  Queen,  and  their  abhor- 
rence of  the  conduct  of  the  per- 
secutors ;  but  never  has  one  of 
you  been  seen  at  the  head,  nor 
even  at  the  heels,  of  any  body 
of  the  people,  engaged  in  so 
truly  a  relig[iou8  work..

'  Not  aU  of  you,  however,  for 
one  has  dared  openly  to  assail 
lier  Majesty,  and  that,  too,  with 
a  degree  of  malignity  worthy  a 
Dominican  Monk*  The  Queen 
has  been  assailed  by  the  editors 
pr  the  Morning  Post,  the  Cou-* 
,  rier,  and  by  other  hacks,  noto- 
riously the  tools  of  corruption. 
But  it  was  reserved  for  the 
^  Church  to  send  (^rth  a  champion 
of  corruption  in  the  shape  of  a 
pamphlet;  and  the  county  of

They  endeavoar  to  protect  the 
Queen,  white  they  lutter  hot  a 
word  *  a^pQinst  the  Exng,  Their 
enemies  o^toc^  the  Queen.  This, 
at  >nee,  shows  who«ve  the  loyal 
and  who  the  disloyal.  This 
must  be  very:  provoking'  to<  our 
levikffs ;  and  it  te  as  pleasing^  to 
us.  Those  revilers  halve  been 
no^v  driven  into  a  strange  dilem- 
ma-; they  must  side  with  i&  and 
tUeQnecto  against  herperscbu- 
tor^y-or  they  must  side  with 
those  persecu toes, 'and  bear  a 
portkwioC  ihe  iiatrdd,  whicli  the 
beaHof  man  allots  them.  They 
hateidioten  the  lattery  but,  then, 
their  yalfi  is  strewed  with 
thorus.    To    miaintain,   that   a 


Queeri  may  be  t«t  amde  for  tW 
sake  of  the  morale  of  the  peo- 
ple^ is  to  open  a  fic^d  of  danger, 
to  the  cause  of  Royalty.  For, : 
if  a  Queen  can  be  deprived  of 
het  rights ;  if  she  can  be  divest- 
ed of  the  protection  which  ihe 
law  gives  her  beyond  other  wo- 
men, upon  the  ground,  that  the 
measure  is  required  by  the  na- 
tional moro/ir,  what  security  is^ 
there  fbr  a  King .'  He.  may  be 
an  immorf.l  man;  or  may  be 
falsely  accused  of  it,  and.  there 
can  seldom  be  a  pretence  want- 
ing (or  setting  him  aside.  Now, 
no  Radical  has  ever  broached  a 
doctrine  like  this ;  and,  the  pre- 
tended loyal  men  have  the. ex«r 
elusive  honour  jof  the  invention. 

Blackst^ne,  in  speaking  of  the. 
Revolution,  says,  that  it  wa^ 
tig^tt  but,  that  it  is  impossibly 
to  conceive  the  existence  of  ano* 
Our  case  when  it  would  be  right. 
Thorough-paced  lawyer^  a^  he 
was,  he  did  not  say,  that  it 
might  never  be  possible  to  £nd 
out  a  justification  for  a  revolu- 
tion again ;  hot,  if  he  h^  livod 
'till  now,  be  would  have  beei^ 
told,  that  to  preserve  the  na«^ 
/iond{  morals  might,  at  a^y  time, 
be  just  cause  for  doing  what  he 
(bund  it  so  very  hampering  ta 
recondle  with  law. 

If  it  be  necessary  to  unqueei^ 
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i  qu^ed  for  the  preservation  of 
morals,  why  not  unking  a  kin^ 
ymih  the  same  object  in  view,  if 
it  should  ever  happen,  that  the 
kingj^9  example  was  calculatejl 
to  injmne  the  morals  of  the  peo- 
ple I  So,  really,  this  new  doc^ 
trine  is  a  complete  oversetter  of 
all  oar  notions  of  hereditary 
right  and  of  the  sqeredness  of 
the  king's  person.  1  deny  th€i 
iiocf rioe :  I  say  its  false :  1  say, 
that  the  king's  right  to  reign  is 
Bot  to  be  taken  away  upon  a 
charge  of  immorality :  1  say, 
that  Tet  a  king  be,  in  morals, 
what  he  may ;  if  we  should  Qver 
have  a  king,  who  was  not  only 
a  bad  add  ^savage  husband  and 
father ;  not  only  debauched  and 
abandoned  as  to  women  ;  ^  not 
only  a  contemner  of  the  mar- 
riage-vow, a  seducer  of' other 
men^s  wives,  the  reputed  father 
of  a  whole  litter  of  bastards, 
and,  in  short,  who  pursued  his 
debaucheries  till  he  became  the 
sport  of  his  mistresses  .and  their 
favourite  paramours,  till  his  em- 
braces became  disgusting,  en^ 
dared  only  fbr  the  pecuniary 
^vantage  to  be  derived  from 
them,  and  till  all  the  nation  was 
shocked  with  the  odiousness  and 
miteousness  of  his  filthy  and 
ludicrous  amours;  who  was  not 
only  all  (his^  but  who  was  be- 


sides, empty,  •  vwWf  oonceited,^ 
dnibkcn,  faithless,  eruel,-  iand 
cowardly,  and  all  these  in  th6 
extreme ;  even  if  we  were  ever 
to  have  a  kihg  of  tWsitorrid  de«- 
scription,  in  whom  shotild  be 
met  all  the  vices  without  one 
^single  virtue ;  if  there  were  to 
meet  in  him  passion  without 
tenderness,  vindictiveness  with 
out  gratitQde,greedine8$.  without 
economy  ;  and,  in  short,' suppose 
what  you  will,  if  you  can  sup^ 
pose  any  thing  worse  than  this, 
suppose  ail  the  fooleries  and 
faults  of  all  the  silliest  of  women 
joined  to  all  the  sins  of  all  the 
wickedest  of  men  <;  suppose  all 
this,  and  even  then,  I  say^  tl;tft 
it  would  be  high  trea^ofi  to- pro- 
pose to  unking  even  such  a  king 
as  this,  upon  the  ground  tliat  his 
example  would  be  injorio^w.  t<^ 
the  mora/« of  thepeople*  This 
is  an  extreme  case,  to  be  sure. 
It  will  be  said,  that  I  have  5«ip^ 
posed  a  monster  jm that  .than  a 
man,  and  that  I  have,  only  te^ 
clap  a  tail  to^  him  to  maka  Jiiw  a 
devil;  but  devil  as.. he  might 
be,  still  I  si^,.that  to  propose  t«» 
set  him  aside  for  the  sake  oC 
the  morals  pi  the  natkxn  would 
be  high  treason.  Wbiit  woald: 
be  to  be  done,  then  ?.  Why,  he 
must  remain,  to  be  sure,  and 
the  ^people  must  taLe^cans  af 
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'  iheir  0^pn  morals.    But,  if  tbiu 
be  the  case  vritb  regard  to  a 
king,  what groUndcan  the  par- 
con  have  for  eDcbavour^  to 
persuade  ys,  ibat  the  natmial 
tmnrdiM  ought  .to  be  put  forward 
as  aausa  Tor  setting  asideaqoeen  ? 
Are  a    qaeen's   morais   every 
thing;  and  those  of  a  king  no- 
tlung  ?   Is  her  example  of  such 
yast  ooDsequenoe,  and  his  ex< 
ample  of  no  consequence  at  all  I 
is  the  example  of  the  sovereign 
himself  of  no  knporlanee  to  as 
'  wUle  the  example  of  his  con 
sort  is  of  such  tremendous  im- 
portance f    There  is  great  de- 
light exhibited  by  those,  who 
talk  of  the  Queen  ar  a  mdte  ^ub- 
,;eel.  The  debauched  crew  seem 
to  enjoy  themselves  in  pullkig 
her  Majesty  down  to  the  state 
oif  M  meresuiifect.  She  is  some- 
thing more.    It  is  high  treamn 
to  conspire  against  her  li^^  and^ 
be8ides>  she  is  one  of  the  contin- 
gent daioHknto  to  the  throne  it- 
self. *^Bttt,  if  she   be  nothing 
more  than  a  mere  s^eei^  why 
m  sueh  a  fum  made  about  the 
moral  evils  of  her  suj^M>sed  eiy-^ 
mnpUf    Falsehood  should  al- 
ways   have  a  good    memoiy; 
but,  the  truth  is,  lalscdiood  can* 
not  long  remain  consistent:  iC 
must  conine  itself  to  one  point, 
or  it  is  ««re  to  betray  it>  nature. '  9i  adultery* 


For  the  purpose  of  making  her 
supposed  example  of  impart* 
anoe^  the  Qu^n  is  a  great  jaer^ 
nonage  J  but,  lor  the  purpose  of 
preparing  the  way  for  her  de^ 
gradation,  she  is  a.  mere  «ui- 
Jectl  Such  tricks  oi^ly  serv^.  U{ 
show  the  badness  of  the  cavv9e^ 
in  which  they  are  employed.  > 
Suffer  I9e  now,  reverend  Sirs, 
to  remind  you,  that  theS<yiptum, 
says,  that  *'  it  is  not  lawful  for 
*'  a  man  to  put  away  his  wifo« 
*'  ^ve  only  for  adultery,''  Now^ 
then, .  thQ  Bill  of  P^ii^  and  Pe*? 
nalties  proposes  to  put  the 
Queen  away ;  and,  if  it  be  noi 
proved,  as  1  am  sure  it  will  aoI> 
that  she  has  been  guilty  of  adtfl* 
tery,  will  yoo  approve  of  thia 
Bill ;  and  will  you  not  peHiV^aa 
agosnat  it  ?  But,  indeed,  the  Bill 
does  not  accuse  her  of  aduller^k 
And  yet  the  reverend  calumnia- 
tor of  Itfanchesteir  higbfy  «|h 
proves  of  the  Bill,  and  he  bit- 
terly reproaches  the  pseople  ben 
cause  they  do  not  approve  of  ii 
too.  He  calls  upon  the  6oble» 
the  rich,  and  the  strong  '*  10 
"  put  on  the  whole  armour  cy( 
"  the  Lord  of  Hosts,''  and  ta 
Jight  those  who  are  opposiod  4o 
this  Bill !  Apd  yet  this  BilLpco- 
poses  to  put  away  th^  Unci's 
wife  withotit  even  accufiing  ter. 
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"  Thqt^  wbmr  GtodlKtii  joift- 
ed  bg^ih^ftr,  let  not  man  put 
asunder/'  ,  aays  the  parson's 
fraftT'ioQk;  bat,  the  parson 
IS  of  a  contrary  optanon.  Th^ 
j>ar8on  is  for  potting'  aw^y  the 
Qnaen  by  tUe  hands  of  n^n, 
tlKm^  he  has  miuiy  time6  taken 
bis  fee  after  forbidding'  such  an 
act  in  a  voice  the  most  solemn, 
la  short,  the  attempt  of  this 
piirson  is  a  most  furious  blow  at 
derical  sincerity.    , 

It  bu  been  a  subject  of  as- 
tonishtnent  with  many,  though 
not  with  tm,  that .  the  clergy 
fihooM  have  discovered  such  a 
feeKngf,  or,  rather,  such  a  warit 
of  feeling-,  in  the  cause  of  the 
Queen.  But,  men  in  general 
take  things  for  what  they  ap- 
pear to  be.  There  is  a  great 
deal  in  habit  too.  We  are  ac- 
customed to  cobfound  religion 
with  those  who  profess  to  teach 
it;  and  we  naturally  wonder, 
that  parsons  should  not  be 
ftiendly  'towards  the  Queen, 
seeing  that  such  friendship  is 
eiUed  for  by  every  principle  of 
refigfimi:  Hie  same  may  be  said 
as  to  the  question  of  reform. — 
We  know,  that  a  reform,  though 
great  in  its  poUHcal  effects, 
woilia  be  stfll  greater  in  its 
wof«rf  effects.  We  know,  that 
it  woald  iaAniiely  lessen    the 


i}Qanl»ty  ^  bribery,  ^petjiiry, 
lying,  drunkenness,  and,  by  re- 
moving much  of  tlie  .  poverty,' 
greatly,  lessen)  tM  quantity  of 
thievery,  robbery,  murder,  and 
suicide.  And,  as  ajl  these  things 
are  directly  in  the  teeth  of  reli- 
gion^ vire  are  quite  MrpH^^^ 
that  the  clergyare  amongst  the 
most  bitter  enemiea,  instead  of 
bc^g  the  warnesi  frIeiKU,  of 
Reform. 

The  mystery  in  both  cases 
admits  of  the  same  soluAiotn.  In 
our  Hotk)H8  of  clergymen,  w^ 
sublimate  and  refine  too  much. 
We  forget,   th^  they  eat  and 

drink  like  other  men.  We,  in 
short,  forget  their  ten^ooralitieg, 
and  this  is  a  part  of  their  con- ' 
cems  which  we  ought  ne vet- 
to  foi^t.  They  have  most  com*- 
fortable^  livings.  They  do  little, 
and  have  good  cheer.  It  is  na- 
tural, therefore,  that  they  should 
have^p^eat  hatred  against  any 
body,  whose  efforts  tend  to  the. 
dmtwbing  of  this  state  of  things. 
It  is  very  certain,  that  sonre 
men  'must  Undergo  bodily  la- 
bour. Without  this  the  woi^ld 
could  not  go  on.  But,  there  is  a 
desire  in  every  man  to  live  wfth- 
oulthis  bodfly  labour;  to  livB 
at  ease,  while  others  labour, 
and,  of  course,  to  live  on  that 
labour.  So  that  the  parsons 
are  by  no  means  singular  in 
their  taat0.  They  eii^oy  a  large 
pottion  of  the  good  things  of 
this  world :  perhaps  the  choicest  , 
poVtion  of  an.  It  is,  therefore, 
very  natural,  ihkt  they  stieuld 
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Uislike  any  thipg.that  migiit, 
evoD  by  possibility,  expose- tiiem 
^  to  the  danger  of  loosing  these* 
*good  things.  They  ate  bom 
with  hearts  tHofe  other  mtn ;  but 
.  habit  givea^  their  hearts  qualities 
different  from  the  general  mass. 
They  do  pot  apj)rove  ^of  the 
bribery,  perjury,  drunkenness, 
and  lyinl:  at  elections^;  or,  at 
least,  many  of  taem  do  not. 
But,  i^hen  they  consider,  that, 
without  these,  that  System  which 
insures  to  them  ease  a$%d  plenty, 
could  not  exist,  and  that  they, 
might  not  find  the  same  security 
under  a  better  sj'stem,  they  are 
very  apt  to  console  themselves 
with  the  observation,  that  **no- 
thing  is  perfect  under  tfie  sun;" 
and  that  We  must  wait  witli 
pafience  fot  perfaetibility  in 
another  \porUl.  In.  the  mean 
while,  when  times  become  cri- 
tical, they  become .  alarmad; 
and,rtheydo  from  a  feeling"  of 
fear  tihat  which  they  wpuld  not 
do  from  a  less  ppwetful  motive. 
In  the  reformers  they  imagine 
they  see  the.  besiegers  of  their 
tei^iporaUtijBS :  they  get  f^ight- 
eited,  next  angry;  &ey appeal 
to  the  sword  ^stead  ef  ihe 
word:  they  fear  ,tlie  loss  of 
If^lUes,  and  they  ^y  *ou^  blaS' 

This  is  the  whole  of  th^  inys- 
tery.  It  is  nonsense  to  talk  about 
danger  to  moro^  from  the .  pre- 
sence of  the  Queen:  but  you, 
reverend  Sirs,  imagine,  that  her 
presence,  and  particularly  her 
/rttifM/^, .  would  make  a  great 
siir,  and  you  wish  to  keep  all 
MiU  and  quiet  as  ihe,  ^rave. 
You  know,  that  she  would  bo 
popular,  because  it  is  impossible 
that  one  oppressed  person  should 


not  excite  a  felfow  feeling*  \n 
those  wh<>1iave  been  oppressed 
by  the  same  hand.    Being  po- 
pular^ she  would  be,  of  course, 
a  rallying^  pohit  This  was  what 
Canning  confessed  he  feared  in 
181 4.    He  described  her  as  af- 
fable, frank,  gracious,  and  &s- 
cinating ;  and  therefore  it  wa^, 
as  he  confessed,  thkt  /le  unshed 
her  out  of  the,  coujitry.     Her 
sin,  and  her  only  sin,  then,  is 
her  being  here.    This  is  evident 
from  the  endeavours  made  i»se 
of.  to .  get  rid  of  her.     If  she* 
would   have  gone  away,  even 
after  the  Green.  Bags  had  been 
laid  upon  the  iahle,    asid  after 
Castlereaglr  and  Liverpool'  had 
described  their  contents:  if  she 
would   have    gone    away,  she 
might  have  had^  a  princely  in- 
come,- a  Royal  Yacht  to  sail  irn^ 
aiuimi^ht  have  beeii  announc^ 
as  Queen  of  England   at  a  fo- 
reign court.    There  she  might 
have  lived  with  fd)  the  imp||to4 
crimes  on  her  tiead,  and  in  tli^ 
enjoyment  of   theni  stiU,    and 
might  (laye  enjoved  them  too  at 
our  eoppefi/ce^    l\o  fear,  on  .the 
score  of  t7}(»ra(»  was  apprebea^- 
ed  in  this  case.    Tde  ^rhole'  <^ 
the  Queen's  sin,  therefore,  dear- 
ly is.  her  being  in  the  countr^^  : 
1   have  now^  reverend  Shrs^ 
pointed  out  wjiatypur  conduct 
towards  the   Queen  has  been, 
and  have   explained  'the    true, 
cause  of  it.  This  is  a  time  wbea 
men's  conduct  sh.ould  be  welt 
observed,  and  their  motives  as- 
certained. You  were,  just  now, 
lying  snugly  out    of  <ighU     I 
have  brought  you  forth  to  th^- 
light,     ^  \

.  at  Milan,  when  sK^  set  off  ibr 
Naples  by  tlie  way  of  Rome ; 
and  arrived  at  Haples  on  the 
8th  of  Noteaiber  Whk  Bbo 
riemaloed  at  Naples  from  No- 
vember till  March,  ^vhen  she 
<|uitied  it,  and  went  siiccessivefy 
iG  Ronie>  L^ir^ioni,  Genoa  and 
Mibn,  where  she  remained  un- 
til ihc  middle  of  May  1810.  She 
then  feet  out  for  Venico,  and  re- 
turned to  Milrm  iii  August  1815^ 
9he now  traieU^d  on  the  rnonn- 
iains  and  about  the  takes  of  that 
j>art  of  Italy,  and  settled/ fpr  a' 
fehort  tinio,  at  h'Este,  near 
Como.  In  November  1815, she 
embarked  on  board  the  Levia^ 
lh(m,  Capt.  Brigg^f  and,  after 
\isltin|^  E I bn,  reached  Palermo 
hi  Sm\y,  Mvheref  ibe  remained 
tin  JafiiWy  1810.  She  then 
embarked  on  board  the  CZd- 
rm<fc  fri|rate,Calvi,  pBchell,  and 
went  to  S^rofu^Ct  from  which 
she  rclunied  to  Sidh » s^'oing-  first 
to  Cufanifis  and  then  to  Augus" 
Id.  From  8icily  the  wkit'to 
TMniM,  in  Afrka ;  from  Tunis 
to  VticM,  in  a  small  vessel  which 
frhe  purchased  :  and  returned  io 
TunU  in  Afril  \%\^.     In  the 


same  month  she  went  from  Tu- 
nis to  Athefis :  from  Athens  she 
went  to  Eph€9tts,  thence  to  Jc 
rtt^aiemi^  thence  i6  Jaffa,  where 
she  embarked  for  Italy,  and  ar- 
rived in  September  IB  16,  taking' 
up  hej  residence  iii  the  palaee 
D'Este  on  the  Lake  of  Como. 
In  February  1817,  she  made  a 
tour  into  Gerniaiiy,  and  ipturn^ 
to  D'Este^  in  the  Spi;in^  ;  after 
which  she  went  to  Trieste ,  and 
retnrnAd  inAug^^l8I7. 

This,a$(kr'as  relates  to  times 
and  places,  is  the  account  of 
the  Attorney-General ;  and,  on 
tlits  you  wRi  please  to  observe, 
and  to  bear  the  fact  in  ipind^ 
that  the  Queen  was  almost  con- 
tiiMiaUy  tf&vollinffy  or  preparing^ 
for,  or  resting  aOer,  u'avelling. 
This  is  an  ot^ervation  of  great 
importance  t6  bear  in,  i|iind,  as 
we  shall,  by  and  by,  see.  She 
was  settle  no  whend^r  anpr 
teiigth  of  time.  Her  object  evi- 
dei^fy  was  to  see  as  nrocb  of 
the  world  as  she  oonld.  Later 
than  AttgHSt  1817,  the  Altoro'ey- 
General  gives  us  no  ^c^comnt  of 
her  mo\'X3ments,  or  of  any  oC  her 
conduct:  except  that  hi'j^ays^ 
in  one  p^rtof  his  speech,  that 
her  conduct  towards  Ber^mi 
was  the  same  tven  «nftZ  tkt  dag 
ofkerJinaliyjfkriingfiHWi  k^m- : 
which  16  an  assertion  tbat  we 
ought  to  bear  in  mind';  for  it 
wfll  be  fbund  to  bo,  of  great 
importance  as  to  the  infenetidss 
to  be  drawn. 

The  object  is  to  make  nsb^ 
Iteve,  that  the  (^leenis  an  adilV- 
teress,  and  the  man  fixed  mp^ 
is  the  BUfim  Berganni,  whom 
the  Attorney  Oaneral  endestTonta 
to  exhibit  as,  at  once/  tbeindst 
beloved  and  most  u&wortliy  of 
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ineo.  He  relates  more  wonders 
of  tiiis  man  and  the  Queea  t^an 
romance  eirer  f^oniained  befof^  i 
am),  we  sbaB  find,  very  aoon, 
that>  if  trbat  be  9ays  anduv^at 
his  witnesses  -wiU/   dotlbtlosS;.

Maliifnityt  however,  -  some- 
iimcA  vvoik^  n^aiust  itself;  and 
Ihnl  has  been  the  ease  here ;  for^ 
oJ'  all  the  persons  oi  the  drama^ 
thi:j  Ifttlo  squating^  lady,  of  pi^y 
thrc^  ye^''^  old/M^rves  the  cause 
of  pi^r?i£iciilioii  thL»  least.  The 
Attorney-Gijuenil  tells  us,  that 
Ber^'-nmi  h'^u^hl  this  his  child 
to  the  Queen.  What^iah  is  not 
ready  enoiigrli  to  s^ftew  his  pretty 
chlldrL^n,  nad  what  man  does 
and  think  hh  own  the  pt^ttiest 
in  the  world?  BusTdes,  he  might 
naiundly  boi>e,  that  the  Qi^eoh 
would  da  &otiLcihinr  in  the  way 
c^prutndtiLg  fur  ike  child,  espe^ 
einlly  as  be  mu?it  have'  known 
her  Ibndne^s  for  Qhitdron,  bc- 
,  c^HiiQ  it  h  impQj^Hiblie,  that  he 

,  should  not  have  found  out  the 
history  of  Utfte  Adsim,    Thus, 

.  theii/as  fi  father,  h\S  conduct 
was  perfectly  natural;  it  be- 
spoke a  mani  of  sense,  and  one 
anxious  to  get  a  good  provi- 
sion- for  his  family.  .But,  as  a 
l(wcr,  ,as  a  parftm<n/r,  his  con- 
duct was  the  moiit  unnatural 
.  tliat  ever  was  heard  of.  Could 
thjs  mun,  this  kj»en  and  clever 
maA>/ possibly  oelieve  that  he 
should  gain  in  the  aflections  of 


iiis  mistpo^s  by  ptUtiog*  into,  her 
arms  a  child  that  be  had  had 
bj^  another  woman?  Childrcta 
are  called  the  ptedge$o/ldre; 
but  was  it  ever  before  heard  of 
in  this  world,  that  a' lOver  made 
bis  court  by  bVinging  to  his  rtkis* 
tress  a  child  that  iie  had  bad  by 
another  w^onian  I  '      " 

Nevertheless,  the  Queen  is, 
in  order  to  keep  up  the  exhi- 
Vition,  said,*  by.  the  Attorney- 
General,  to  have  been  very  fond 
of, this  child;  exce$ftit>dy  fo)id 
of  it;  that  she  called  it  pHn-> 
c€8%,  and  that  the  child  not  only 
called  her  ftiama,  but  cried  after 
her  when  she  left  it,  preferring- 
the  Queen,  to  W  nurse.  All 
this  1  can  easily  helicve,  thon^ 
€oming  from  the  lips  of  the  At- 
torney-General.. It  shews  bow 
fond  the  Que^n  is  of  children, 
which,,  indeed^  was  well  known 
before.  Every  father  and  mo* 
ther  knows  how  punning  the 
little  creatures  are.  Theydiar 
tihguisli,  even  at  six  mdhtlis  old* 
persons  Ibnd  of  children  from 
sifch  as  are  not.  Their  sagaci- 
ty in  this  respect  is  quite  aur- 
prizing.  I  have  observed  it,, 
and  remarked  upon  it,  a  tlion« 
sand  times.  The  Queen  is  one 
of  the  persons  who  are  exoe6-» 
sively  fond  of  little  ehlldfen ; 
and,  let  me  ask,  what,  in  wo- 
man or  than,  can  be.  a  mocB 
amiable  trait  ?  % 

Thus,  upon  the  suppositioa^ 
thait  the  Qu6en  had  no  improiper 
feelings  towards  Berganii,  She 
conduct  of  both  was  natural  aod 
consistent;  but,  if  the  Attor* 
ney-Generars  assertions  were 
true ;  then  the  conduct  of  both 
vVas  a"  monster  in  human  i^a- 
ture.'    There  i^  scarcely  one  of 
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iw.  eacoept,  perhapa,the  Altor- 
fioy-GenoraU  who  has  not,  first 
j(>ria^U  ^eu  m  love;  and,  did 
jit.e>'er.Qnter  iaiootir  hearts  or 
7  9^ud&  Xo  be  dpating^ly  .fond  of  a 
vpersoo,  and,  attiie  same  time, 
,  excessively  fond  of  a  child  that 
thatpersoQi^d  liadby  another? 
ViKLDiNG  says,  that»  wlien  a 
,>\YipmaQ  is  fond  of  a  man,  and 
especially  when  she  has  had  the 
possession  of  him,  '*  §he  will  fo 
-aboi^  half  way  to  hell,  to  pre- 
vent another  from  particlpatiog- 
wUH  her.*'  Nothing'  can  be* 
truer  thaq.  this;  and  will  she, 
then,' do. any  thing  to  keep  her 
•constantly  in  mind,  that  another 
woman  has  participated  with 
her?  Tliis  Government-Iii^aw- 
>'er,  this  Ex -officio  Geutieman, 
jepi^sents  the  Queen  as  fonder 
x)f  Berg-^mi.  tlNin  ever,  woman 
before  was  fond  of  man ;  so  ex- 
•cessively  doating'  that  she  lost 
all  seiiae  of  every  other  consi- 
4lerakion4  and  he.  wishes  us  to 
beliere,  tbat  this^doating  wo* 
luan^  while  shd  was  te^y  to 
Jki^f  t^  ground  that  this  man 
waited,  i^pon,  was  almost  equal-- 
i§  fand'  of  the  fledge  of  hUf 
^annexion  ^ith  anotliev  woman ! 
This  is  too  monstrous  to  be 
believed.  It  is  a  thing,  which 
cannot  be  true.  It  is  against  na^ 
ture.^  To  believe  it  is  to  give 
human  nature  the  lie.  And  are 
we  ig  give  human  nature  the 
Jje  rather  than  reject  the  asser- 
tions of  the  Ex-officio  advocate 
and  tbe  swearings  of  his  Italian 
witnesses?  This  great  fondness 
for  the .  child  was^  wholly  incom-> 
patible  with  the  asserted  fond*^ 
.ness  for  the  father ;  and,  if  we 
were,  for  one  moment^  to  sup* 
pose,  that  the  taking  and  the 


adopting  of,  the  child  were 
proofs  of  Rergamt's  p\)u:er  otcr 
the  Queen,  why  should  we  liot 
ascribe  a  fit  mi  tar  power  to  the 
father  of  liltle  Aunimf  which 
fiUher  is,  I  believe,  a  ptnatoner 
at  Greeuwieh! 

--  But  the  Queen  gave  the  Ber- 
gamis  tt/i  eatate.  Why  not? 
She  did  not  place  them  on  onr 
pen^iion-liitt ;  sKe  gave  what  she 
gave  out  of  her  own  savings. 
And,  what  more  proper  Jind 
just  th%ia  to  make  the  future  life 
ea^y  of  a  man  and  his  family;  to 
whom,  probably,  in  that  cut-* 
throat  country,  besot  as  she  was 
by  spies  and  rufiians,  she  oiced' 
her  veri/  life?  We  are  told,  .t^iat 
Bergami's  bed-room  was  always 
near  hers ;  and,  we  shall  fttiid,  - 
that  there  wasr  a  very  siiftick4il 
reason  for  this ;  far,  \i  ilhotit  a 
gvxird,  she  wotild  Imve  bei*n 
dead  and  buried  long  and  lotig 
ago.  When  a  man/ci»  u fiver 
in  our  pay,  cotild  get  Into  her 
house,  and  break  open  her 
•drawers,  who  will  bclii^ve*  that 
a  nightly  giiard  of  her  person 
was  not  nece^:ary?  Hhe  felt 
gratitude' to  the  man,  who  hud  . 
so  long  and  faithfull  v  served  her ; 
and  she  gave  an  esfate;  that  U 
to  say,  a  sort  of  fcrrm  t  Our 
government  h^  given  Welling*^ 
ioH  a  fhrm  that  has  cost  u^, 
seven  hundred  thousand  pounds, 
besides  pensions  of  more -than 
twelve  thousand  po^md^  a-year* 
The  services  of  Wellington  to 
us  are  not  to  be  coDnpared  to 
those  of  Betganii  to  the  Qoeea. 
Tbe  services  of  the  f^mer  are 
doubted  by  thousands,  while 
il^ose  of  the  latti^r  were  real  and 
nndoubted.  That  famous,  man, 
Sidmouth,  has  an  estate  too.  He

Observe,  a^ain,  that  the  At- 
torney-General tetli  OS  that  this' 
power  of  BcfgfHrai  o^'er  the 
Queen,  and  (M>nsefiUenfty  the  li- 
centious and  foul  iufei^ourse  bc^- 
tween  them,  continued  ftp  to 
the  time  of  her  Majesty's  dopar- 
ture  from  .^t.  Omefs  for  Erig*- 
land.  Now  then,  behold  a  wo^ 
mail  sunk  in  sensuality,  lost  to 
every  feeling  of  honoui'  and  of 
shame,  doatin^  upon  a  man, 
clingingr  round  him  every  nigfht 
and  lolloping  Upon  him  evety 
day  I  caring"  for  nothing  rn  the 
whole  world  but  {ot  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  person  of  this  man  : 
behold  this  woman  thus  sunk, 
thus  posscs^sed,  uport  the  hard 
reading  of  an  English  news- 
paper, by  which  she  finds  that 
the  king  is  dead  and  that  het 
name  is  left  out  of  the  Liturgy, 
writes  instantly  to  the  prime  mi- 
nister, rembustraies  With  him 
upon  the  injuslice  of  such  omis- 
sion, and  requests  thai  her  name 
may  be  instantly  pat  into  trhe 
,  mouths  of  the  English  peof>te  ill 
tijeir  prayer.  This  we  know  ft* 
ht*  a  fart ;  a^id  this  simple  fact 
gives  the  lie  direct  to  »11  the 
diiigusting  representation  cff  ft- 
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'ceiitiousnc^s,  and  lo  all  tfae  base 
^tttjiipld  to  riiake  us  believe  that 
Berganii  ^o^tso^ed  an  absohite 
|>ovvcr  over  her.  If  he  had  pos- 
sessed ihal  alisblute  pov/er;  if 
she  had  been  the  niehder  of  his 
clathe^s  »nd  wor^c  than  his  spa- 
niel dog-,  would  she  eVer  have 
wrilten  thai  letter  f  Thfe  Attor- 
ney'-Generti  I  sjiys  that  she  saw 
with  none  bat  his  eyes.  '\VonId 
he.  a  Homari  Catholic,  huvd  suf- 
fered iitf  to  write  that  letter? 
"^oiiid  he  have  cared  a  straw 
iibout  the  Liturgy,  the  Church, 
Iho  Crown*  or  about  England 
iUeir?  Would  he  have  cared 
«ibout  ttnx  ihiug  but  the  money  ? 
and  comd  any  thing-  in  the 
world  have  be^  so  contrary  Jo 
liii  natural  wishes  as  for  the 
Queen  to  do  or  to  say  any 'tlinig; 
tending*  in  tfa^  mostclistaot  de- 
Ijrree  to  the  removal  of  h^r  for* 
t(iine  ont  of  his  cfutches  ?  '^o 
believe  that  the  Queen  and  that 
Ker^mi  could  Imve  thus  acted 
with  r^g^rd  to  the  Liturgy  lit 
the  same  fime  that  they  were 
living  in  tite  ^late  which  the 
Attorney-General  has  described. 
Is  imposiible  ;  and  yet  we  ninst 
shallow  this  impossibility,  or 
tho  Attorney-General  Is  the  vi- 
lest of  Wanderers. 

We  know,  too,  that  the  mo- 
mehi  her  Majesty  heard  of  the 
Kingr's  death,  she  resolved  on 
'her  return  to  England,  This  is 
a  fact  well  known.  We  have 
the  word  of  Mr.  Alderman 
Wood  for  it;  for  to  him  she 
wrote  to  sehd  her  a  vcsse)  to 
Leghorn  to  brin<>'  her  home 
Fronf  thiis  time  forwards,  all  was 
impatience  on  her  part  to  return 
t*)  England.  These  are  well- 
k^wn  facts:    These   i^cr^t  not 


upon  the  assertions  of  an  Attor*- 
ney  General  nor  upon  the  swear- 
ings of  Italian  witnesses,  brought 
fonvard  by  the  Solicitor,  of  the 
Treasury.  >'otv,  then,  look  bnc* 
more ;  aisgustirtg  as  the  pfetiine^- 
Is,  look  once-mdre,  at  the  sl4W-' 
dcrous  and  widced  description' 
given  of  th^  QUe^n  by  the  At* 
tomey  General.  There  she  was,  • 
living  in  all  the  luxurious  enjoy- 
ments of  tlebauchej^y.  She  was* 
iU'  the  arms  of  a  Yhan  that'  she* 
doated  tipon.  She  was  lost, 
totally  sQnk  and'  gone,  as  to- 
tvery  thing  but  this  man.  Vtbhr 
this  man  she  mhst  sepiirate  if  lihe^ 
came  to  England  ;  and  yet;  ahe 
istc^sfng  her  frrend^  to  death  to' 
get  her  back  to  that  very  Erig-i^ 
land.  And  at  last,  her  impa- 
tience becomes  so  great,  that 
amidst  a  host 'of  dillieuHres  and 
dangers,  she  encounters  a  jour* 
ney  enotr^h  to  half  IriM  a  stou^ 
man  in  ordt?r  to  do  that  wD!ck 
must  necessarily  separate*  •tiijr 
from  heir,  parataonr.-^  As  "IT  ihis 
were  not  enough  for  u«  to  lie- 
lie  ve,  we  must  further  bel?i*vcy 
tnat  this  all-powerfiil  paramour,., 
who  was  very  fond  of  enriching 
his  family,  not  only  gave  liia 
consent  to  her  departure,  but 
still  served  Tier  as  one  of  the  per* 
sons  necessary  to  the  success  of 
the  expedition,  and  became  him- 
self instrumental,  inseriding  away 
from  himself  the  sntn  of  at  16ast 
thirty-fivB 'thousand  pounds  a 
year!  This  is  all  true:  ^very 
word  of  it  is  tr^e ;  or,  thfe  slate* 
ment  of  the  Attorney  General  is 
an  im[^ndent  and  atrocious  heap 
of  felselioods.

and  fft^r  having*  looked  at  ft 
folly  aii4  f^dy  can  deny  that 
tbp\  statement  of  the  Attorney 
General  is  a  fttbehood,  such  man 
nra^l  be  a  patignaiit  and  blaek- 
bearted  villain.  Before,  she  ar- 
rived at  St  Om^rs,  there  mi^ht 
possibly.e^t  doubts,  in  her  micd , 
or  rather  in  the  mind  of  Berga- 
mi,  for,  you  will  observe  she  saw 
only  wUh  bts  eye« :  there  might, 
1  say^.  pqsftibly  exist  doubts, 
previous  to  this  time,  as  to  whe- 
ther the  same  sum  of  money 
¥KNild  bo  (urmshiMUher  atniMially 
if  she  did  not  return  to  England. 
This  is  almost  impossible  ;  but 
it  is  possible.  However,  when 
Am  arrived  at  St  Oniers,.  and 
^cffgaipi  with  her ;  not  only  was 
all  doubt  of  this  sort  remove, 
hut  they  found  that  they  could 
noi(f  have  the  security  of  fcceiv- 
lag  ifty  tbouffiuid  pounds  a  vear 
instead  of  the  thijty-five  .thou-

received  before.  They  found, 
on  the  other  hand,  that  if  the 
Queen  persisted  in  coming  to 
England,  she  was  to  be  pro- 
secuted by  this  tremendous  Qo- 
vemm'ent,  and,  if  found  guilty, 
deprived  of  all  maintenance  for 
the  future,  and  probably  of  life. 

Yet  in  the  face  of  all  this ;  with 
consciousness  of  guilt,  the  Queen 
instantly  resolves  to  come  and 
face  her  enemies ;  while,  with  a 
certainty  of  losing  fifty  thou- 
sand pounds  a  year,  the  interest- 
ed and  all-powerful  paramour 
suffers  her  to  hasten  to  the  Eng- 
lish shore  1  Any  thing  so  mon- 
strous as  this  was  never  before 
tendered  for  the  belief  of  man ;

'*  say  nip  more :  we  are  satisHed ; 
"  the    Qaeen  is  innocent   and 
*'  her  accusers  the  baisest  of  ek* 
"Inmniato^." 

Let  tfjose  acetisers  n^w  woHt 
their  way.  They  think  thaf  by* 
sending  forth  dafty  p^tfoi^s  of 
swearings  from  the  •foi'tress, 
they  shall,  by  Uttto  und  Jittle, 
wear  away  the  honert  indigr^ 
nation  of  the  public.  They  aro 
deceived.  Tliey  have  this  time 
over-reached  themselves;  and 
they  will  find  to  their  cost,  that 
though  they  have  been  able  to 
gag  the  mouths  and  crafnp  the 
fingers  of  Englishn#^ji,  they 
haye'Qot  made  one  nngle  step 
towards  blunting  their  fveling^, 
towards  enfeebling  their  minds  ' 
or  corrupting  their  hearts.

cies ;  and  tiitK,io  mk  that'#aft- 
ty  which  the  huhiblei^ess  of  oar 
station  secures  to  us ;  io  use  that 
safety  in  dtg^ting,    for   year 
Maj^y's    gracious    cdnsid^- 
tion,   such  iniormation  as  we 
think  likely  ta  be  useful,  and, 
in ,  the     true    spirit   ef    ob(« 
dient  and  fejtbiul  suifa^ts^  to 
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tender  to  your  Majesty  such  ad* 
T^  as  we  tliink  likely  to  be 
eondacive  to  the  good  of  your 
Ml^j^ty,  and  to  the  safety^  ho- 
Dour,  ^  and  dig^nity  of  that 
throne^  of  which  your  Majesty 
is  so  well  calculated  to  be,  at 
once,  the  support  and  the  or- 
nament. 

It  is  one  of  the  great  advan- 
tages of  the  press,  that  it  en- 
ables those]  who  never  could 
hope  to  approach  their  Sove« 
reign  in  person,  to  approach 
Jiim  in  a  manner  little  less  ef- 
fectual. The  press  in  this 
country  has  been  greatly 
shackled,  but  still  it  lives ; 
and  to  destroy  its  effects,  the 
thing  itself  must  be  totally 
destroyed.  The  press  brings 
every  man  capable  of  making 
use  of  it,  at  once  into  the  pre- 
sence of  the  person  who  is  ad- 
dressed through  this  channel.  In 
this  w^  I  have  the  honour  now 
to  stand  before  your  Mi^jesty ; 
and,  with  all  humility  and  sin- 
cerity, with  unobtrusive  zeal 
and  with  a  mind  free  from  every 
interested  bias,  I  tender  to  your 
Majesty  the  result  of  much  re- 
flection upon  matters  in  which 
ypu  are  deeply  interested. 

First,  it  becomes  me  to  notice 
the  impression,  which  the  pro- 
ceedings in  the  House  of  Lords 


have  produced  upon  the  public 
mind.    1  was  very  early  in  proN 
mulgating  my  conviction,  thai 
it  was  principally  upon  the  peo^ 
pie  that  your  Majesty  had   to 
rest    for    protection.      I    was. 
amongst  those  who  did  them- 
selves the  honour  to  meet  their 
heroic  and  persecuted  Queen  on 
the  top  of  Shooter's  Hill.   I,  at 
that  moment,  waved  a  bough 
of  laurel  as  your  Majesty  mount- 
ed the  top  of  the  hill,  and  at  a 
distance  of  not  many  feet  from 
your  carriage.    I  had  long  been 
acquainted,  and  well  acquaint* 
ed,  not  only  with  the  persecu* 
iions  that  you  had  endured,  but 
with  the  real  causes  of  those 
persecutions.   My  feelings  wero 
very  strong  at  the  moment  to 
which  I  have  alluded;  but  I 
observed   attentively    the    im- 
mense multitudes  whom  I  saw 
that  day ;  I  discovered  that  all 
felt  alike ;  I  knew  that  what  I 
saw  was  a  sample  of  the  whole 
mass  of  the  community  ;  and  I 
concluded,  that  that  whole  com- 
munity would  step  forward,  if 
necessary,  in  support  of  your 
Miyesty.    Public  opinion,  not- 
withstanding all  the  laws  that 
have  been  passed  against  Liber-^ 
ty  of  the  Press  and  Liberty  of 
Speech ;  public  opinion  is  stilt 
|>owerfuI    in    England;    and» 
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Vlialever  hopes  may  be  entet- 
tained  to  the  contrary,  nothing 
great  in  point  of  importance; 
nothing  permanent  in  point  of 
duration,  can  pessibly  be  eflect- 
ed  in  opposition  to-  public  opi- 
nion. Tyrannfcal  acts  may  be 
perpetrated  for  a  while ;  foolish 
or  wic&ed  measured  may  be 
adopted ;  bat,  at  last,  these 
will  be  swept  away  and,  public 
opinion  will  prevail. 

That  opinion,  as  to  the  na- 
ture ef  the  proceedings  com- 
menced against  your  Majesty, 
bas  been  loudly  and  decidedly 
expressed.  Great  ability  and 
great  zeal  has  been  discovered 
by  j'ourMajesty's  eminent  coun- 
sel; but  even  his  astonishing 
powers,  though  quite  sufficient 
to  make  his  opponents  and 
yoQr  enemies  hang  their  heads, 
would  have  been  of  no  avail 
without  the  cheering  echo  of 
public  opinion.  He  has  cheered 
the  public  and  the  public  have 
cheered  him  ;  and,  as  far  as  the 
case  has  hitherto  gone,  a  case 
more  triumphant  never  present- 
ed itself  to  the  world. 
Your  Majesty's  own  conduct 
i  has,  however,  been  the  great 
I  p^  in  this  tempestuous  sea. 
Your  integrity,  your  firmness, 
I  your  promptitude, your  undaunt- 
elcourfige;  these  have  inspired 


us  all  with  confidence,  have? 
kept  ourzeaf  and  activity  alive. 
At  every  stage  your  conduct  bos 
been  marked  with  wisdom.  Pnr 
tracing  you  from  St.  Omers^ 
where  the  crawling  courtier 
first  presented  yo\Jt  with  a  dou' 
eeur  and  next  tried  the  power 
of  a  threat;  in  tracing  your 
Majesty  from  tKat  spot  which 
will  become  renowned  by  j'our 
heroic  conduct ;  in  tracing  you 
from'  that  spot  dowa  to  the 
House  of  Lords  to  face  your  ac- 
cusers in  person,  we  see,  in  every 
act  of  your  Majesty,  some  new 
proof  that  you  deserve  our  love 
and  admiration^ 

As  to  the  proceedings  them- 
selves, taken  as  a  whole,  they 
have  disappointed  us  only  in 
this,  that,  so  many  crafty  men, 
employed  for  so  long  a  time,  and 
having  sueh  powerful  motives 
to  urge  them  on,  should  nothave 
made  oulfa  socbething  clad  in  a 
little  more  of  probability.  Up- 
on any  particular  part  of  the  evi- 
dence produced  it  i»  not  my 
business  to  remark,  nor  -would 
it  be  becoming  to  remark  on  it 
in  a  letter  addressed  to  your 
Majesty.  By  the  choice  of  your 
judges  it  has  gone  forth  to  the 
world ;  and  the  world  has  al- 
ready passed  its  decision  upon  it, 

without  waiting  to    bear    one 
X  % 
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liitgle  word  of  what  your  Coan- 
sel  have  to  urge  in  its  ,  refuta- 
tion. The  public,  like  aOraDd 
Jury,  'as  already  thrown  out 
the  Bill,  even  upon  the  ex-parte 
statement  of  your  accusers. 

Still,  th«re  are  a  few  points 
in  the  Attomey-GeneraVs  charg^c 
against  you,  with  regard  to  which 
it  is  right  that  your  Majesty 
should  be  correctly  informed  of 
the  public  opinion.  We  have 
observed  that  he  began  his 
eharge  on  a  Saturday ;  that  he 
finished  it  on  the  succeeding 
Monday ;  and  that,  one  single 
witness  (a  discarded  servant  of 
your  Majesty),  was  enabled  to 
occupy  the  rest  of  Monday,  and 
great  part  of  the  Tuesday. — 
Here  were  three  whole  days  for 
the  Attorney^General's  slander 
to  sink  graduaHy  into  the  pub- 
lic mind,  without  a  possibility 
of  even  a  cross-examination  to 
come  forth  to  arrest  the  progress 
of  this  deadly  poison !  I  beseech 
your  Majesty  to  note  this  cir- 
cumstance well.  It  is  a  circum- 
stance of  great  importance.^- 
It  was,  UfK>n  the  effect  of 
this  poison  that  your  base  ene- 
mies and  calumniators  count- 
ed for  that  redaction,  which 
they  had  taken  such  uncommon 
pains  to  make  the  public  be- 
lieve would  be  produced^  From 


the  time  of  your  Majesty's  landr 
ing  up  to  the  day  of  the  trial, 
these  enemies  had  been    pro* 
mising  themselves  a  re-ac/teo ; 
and  the  speech  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  together  with  the  evi- 
dence of  the  first  witness,  both 
of  them  drawled  out   to   unpa- 
ralleled length,  were  intended  to 
produce    this  ronaction.    They 
failed  of  producing  it.  They  did, 
indeed,  produce  a  stagnaiing 
effect  upon  the  public  for  three 
days;  which,  by  the  by > proved 
the  honesty  and  sincerity  of  thai, 
public;  but,  at  the  end  of  the 
three  days,  the  ti^e  turned,  and 
your  enemies  were  overwhelm- 
ed with  public   indignation. — 
Never  more  \^ll  those  enemies 
see  a  glimpse  of  hope.  ^  Their 
conduct  now  shows  that  Hhey 
have  no  hope ;  and  all  that  tbey 
expect  is,   that  they  shall    be 
able  to  draw  themselves  off  with 
impunity;  which,  if  they  effect 
it  will  be  owing  to  that  only 
fault  of  your  Majesty,  too  great 
a  disposition  to   forgive;    but 
which  fault,  you  have  now  been 
taught  that  it  would   be   ex- 
tremely dangerous  to  indulge  in 
for  the  future. 

The  Attorney-General  is  not 
only  a  lawyer  ef  great  ex-

juADj  other  lawyers  abler  than 
himseif  to  advise  with  and  to 
prepare  his  eharg^  for  him ; 
therefore^  we  are,  at  first  sight, 
surprised,  that  he  should  have

^wn  witnesses.  But  when  we 
consider,  that  re-^icHon  was  the 
ol^ect  of  the  charge ;  when  we 
eonsider  that  the  charge  was  in- 
tended to  turn  the  tide  of  pub- 
lic of»nion  and  to  lay  reason 
itfleep ;  then  our  surprise  ceases 
and  we  can  account  for  the  mon- 
stioQS  fttlsehoods  stated  in  that 
chargeu  Of  these  monstrous 
ItUseboodfi,  however,  I  shall  par- 
tieulariy  mention  but  one,  and 
jUiat  one  is  of  so  beastly  a  nature 
that  I  dare  not  speak  of  it  in  the 
loniis  whieh  he  made  use  ot 

I  aUude  h^re  to  that  part  of  his 
'  charge,  wherein  he  speaks  of  the 
exhibitions  of  .  Leone.  After 
deploring  the  painful  situation 
in  which  he  was  placed:  and 
the  great  difficidty  with  which 
he  could  bring  himself,  even  in 
Ihe  discharge  of  his  imperious 
duty,  to  name  the  horrid  thing 
that  he  was  ^  about  to  name ; 
alter«  in  short,  using  every  ex- 
pression <^ttlated  to  produce 
a  belief  that  it  gave  him  pai^  in* 
fijqiMr^sible  to  enter  Qpoa  «kt 
^i^^escsiKtioji;  aftur  ^iMs. 


he  brought  out  the  .  beastly 
charge  expressed  in  words  the 
most  beastly  that  ever  flowed 
from  a  pair  of  beastly  lips.  He 
described  the  act  performed  be- 
fore ^our  Majesty.  He  did  not 
flinch;  but  brought  fully  out 
the  filthy  words;  and,  taking 
the  whole  of  what  he  said 
together,  it  was  next  to  im* 
possible  for  the  public  not  to 
believe,  that  ^e  must  have  had 
evidence  to  support  the  beastly 
description.  Yeft,  after  all,  when 
he  brought  his  evidence,  even 
that  evidence  attested-  to  no 
such  a  thing;  a^id^lat  horrid 
act  which  he  h^dfScribed  so 
minutely;  that'- nasty,  iM^astly 
act,  his  witnesses^  called  A' 
BUFFOONERY !  In  short,  this 
act,  the  like  of  which  never 
^as  described  before,  even  by 
two  persons  in  private  con- 
versation, dwindled,  at  last^ 
down  into  an  exhibition  as  com- 
mon in  tbe  streets  of  Genoa, 
Rome,  Naples,  and  even  in  Gib- 
raltar, as  are  the  oxhi|^itions  of 
dandng  dogs  and  dancing  bears 
in  the  streets  of  London.  Up^n 
inquiry,  vce  find,  that  thia 
species  of  bu0»oiierj  is  so  ee«sr 
laoD  in  baly  as  to  lorm  pari  of 
the  puUiediversioyl;  and>Ja-

eooDtry ;  and  wo  know,  besides, 
that  this  very  species  of  balToon- 
ery  has  often  been  exhibited, 
not  only  in  the  travelling 
Theatres  at  fairs  in  England, 
but  even  in  the  Theatres  in  the 
Metropolis ! 

From  one  instance  of  this  kind, 
we  draw  Inferences  applicable 
to  the  whole  series  of  charges ; 
and  our  conclusion  is,  and  must 
be,  tbat  if  your  enemies  could 
hatch  a  charge  like  this,  Ihey 
would  stopat  nothing. 
•  'We  have  observed  very  -care^ 
fblly  upon  aH  the  previous  ttr- 
rangements  as  to  this  trial .^— 
Every  circumstance  that  has 
arisen  during  the  trial,  ha^ served 
to  elucidate  the  motives  for  those 
previous  arrangements.  In  this 
Itoode  of  pr6ceedmg  against  your 
Majesty,  we  have  observed  -aH 
the  principles  ef  law,  all  'the 
precautions  necessary  to  the  se- 
curity of  tlie  accused  laid  pros- 
trate ;'and  we  now  see  the  rea- 
sons why  thoy  were  laid  pros- 
trafe.  Your  Majesty's  heroic 
detemiination,  as  expressed  in 
]^onr  letter  to  'the  King,  gave 
Katibfa^^lioti  at*  the  time  when  it 
fine  tMi  theptiMlc  eye ;  but  it 
inb^  g}^%  inflniiely  giieaiter  sa- 
tilfacCibli.  YOllr  booties thoufiit 
4iMa^%  t^  ^^  timeV  They 
MbulUlAltii^lh^r  gf9»  poiw^ 


ers  of  ilelusion ;  but  time  lias 
performed  its  usual  task  ;  that  is 
to  say,  tt  has  given  a  death-blow 
to  falsehood. 

Your  Majesty  ongbt  to  bo  in- 
formed, that  every  day  adds  to 
that  love  and  admiration  which 
the  people  felt  towards  you^  Me* 
jesty  upon  your  first  arrival ;  and 
that  it  also  adds  to  that  unxious 
desire  that  has  al  wa^'s  been  enter- 
tained, that  yourMajesty  will  sub- 
mi  t  to  no  compromise,  let  the  ap- 
parent dangers  be  wbatthey  way; 
that  you  will  do  no  act  w  hich  shaU 
seem  to  say  that  you  decline  the 
contest  whatever  may  be  tbe 
shape  that  it  may  assome ;  bat 
thirt  you  will  make  a  stand  for 
the  full  possession  and  enjoyment 
of '  rft  tmd  ^very  one  of  your 
rights  as  Queen  of  this  kingdom, 
not  bating,  in  the  tmaUest  par« 
ticular,  of  any  one  bf  those 
rights. 

Numerous  are  the  clainw 
which  yeur  Majesty  bas  to  onr 
duty  as  well  as  to  our 'admira- 
tion and  confidence.  We  are 
not  a  foolish  people.  We  <le 
not  shut  onr  ears  to  the  things 
sworn  against  your  Majesty ;  %ut, 
when  we  recollect  the  swearings 
of  ld06;  when  We  rocoilect  that 
there  wore  oa9h$  in  abondanM 
to  sQita^B  the  fklse  al&d  infismoos 
chatfe  of  pr$gnanojf,  Miury 
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»nd  giving*  «Mdk;  when  we  re* 
collect  that  there  couldTbe  foand 
wretches  of  Eng>lish  birth  bask) 
enough  thtts  to  perjure  them- 
selves in  order  to  insure  your 
destruction ;  when  wo  recollect 
*  this ;  and  that  your  great  pro- 
tector and  ^our  child  were  then 
-  alive ;  when  we  recollect  these 
things,  we  irhould  be  the  most 
unjust  and  most  cruel  of  human 
land  if  we  could  affect  to  rely 
^ipon  any  swearings  against  you 
1b  ilie  present  case.    We  clearly 
see  that  this  evidence  has  been 
gfot  together  for  the  purpose  of 
Iceeping  you  out  of  the  country 
or  driving  you  from  it.  ^  We  see 
^he  proof  of  what  your  Majesty 
stated  in  your  tetter  to  the  King ; 
that  his  «WB  Ministers  at  Foreign 
Courts,  and   that  the  Foreign 
Courts   themselves,    had    been 
made  agents  in  this  horrid  en- 
terprize ;  and  can  we  possibly 
believe  ihat   such    uncommon 
puna  would  have  been  taken 
)f  there  had  not  been  some  un- 
commonly great  object  at  sti^e  ? 
By  your  Majesty's  persecu- 
tions wc  have  been  made  at- 
<|uamted  with  your  re^  charac- 
ter.   Before  this  time,  we  re- 
g^arded  you  as  persecuted,    as 
vnjustly  treated,  as  cruelly  hunt- 
^  dowB.    But,  Antil  now,  we 
liid  ttol  know  that  iv«  bad  the 


honour  to  have  for  our  Queen, 
a  woman  who  had  spent  her 
money  and  her  time  in  a  pursuit 
after  knowledge:  we  did  not 
know  that  which  we  now  do 
know,  that  your  Majesty  had 
travelled  over  a  considerable 
part  of  Europe,  part  of  Asia  and 
part  of  Africa;  that  you  had 
travelled  by  land,  more  than 
ten  thousand  miles;  that  you 
had  voyaged,  by  sea,  more  than 
firteen  thousand  miles ;  that  you 
had  sailed  from,  and  entered, 
nearly  ope  hundred  sea-ports; 
that  you  had  visited  more  than 
two  hundred  renowAed  cities 
and  famous  places  of  antiquity  ; 
that  you  had  witnessed  and  ob- 
served upon  the  religions,  Uwt, 
customs,  manners,  arts,  sciences ' 
and  products  of  more  than  forty 
distinct  peoples;  that  you  liad 
been  upon  the  land  where  tho 
Israelites  were  held  in  bondage ; 
that  you  had  traversed  part  of 
the  wilderness  which  they  tM- 
Torsed  under  the  guidance  of 
Moaes ;  that  you  had  been  to 
Jerusalem  and  visited  tbe  tomb 
of  Christ ;  that  yon  had  visk«d 
every  Island,  and  place  wbecb 
the  Apostles  prcac|ied ; .  tbal, 
during  tfaeee  travels  aad  voy- 
ages, you  had  voluntarily  en- 
dured hardriiips,  and  encoimte*- 
eJ  dangisfs  irach   as  ao    man 
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without  oompuUion  ever  before 
extdured  and  encountered  ;  thai, 
i»  times  of  the  greatest  peril, 
when  even  the  boldest  sailors  felt 
alarm,  yoor  Majesty  never  dis- 
covered  fear;  and,  in  additton 
to  all  these,  we  now  know,  that 
when  your  Majesty  was  in  the 
Barbary  States,  you,  to  your 
immortal  honour,  employed  your 
money  as  well  as  your  powers 
of  persuasion  to  obtain  the 
liberty  of  numerous  Christian 
slaves,  and  to  send  them  home 
to  their  native  country  and  their 
disconsolate  friends.  Your  Ma- 
jesty's uniform  kindness,  bene- 
volence and  generosity  were 
weQ  known  to  us  before.  But, 
it  remained  for  your  enemies  to 
'  make  us  acquainted  with  Uiese 
sitrikifig'  proofii  of  your  greatness 
of  taind.  In  our  laturgy,  that 
Liturgy  from  which  the  name 
of  your  Majesty  has  been  with- 
held, we  particularly  pray  for 
the  deliverance  of  captives,  and. 
the  prayer  was  instituted,  too, 
fbr  that  particalar  dMcription  of 
captiTet,  whom  your  Majesty 
t^nad  ill  the  bands  of  the  Bar- 
barians oC  Africa.  How  well 
cBd*  yon  perform  yoor  duty ) 
How  truly  did  you  shew  that 
you  were  a  zealous  Christian  in 
deeds,  toad  not  in  words !  When 
.  faose  who  advised  yoor  name  to 


be  left  out  of  the  Liturgy,  reflect 
on  this  act  of  your  Majesty,  can 
they  look  back  to  their  advioe 
without  feelings  of  shanvd !  The 
captives  whom  you  delivered; 
the  parents,  the  wives,  the  chil- 
dren, the  brethren  of  those  cap- 
tives, vnll  bless  your  name,  and 
will  hand  it  down  with  bless* 
ings  to  their  posterity.  And 
shall  we.  Englishmen  and  Eng- 
lishwomen, bo  insensible  to  your 
great  and  glorious  acts,  while 
those- acts  live  in  the  heartfelt 
gratitude  of  foreigners ! 

Not  to  hold  your  Majesty  in 
admiration  would  bespeak  us  to 
be  a  nation  of  the  '*  basest  popu* 
"  lace,"  aa  Lord  Castlereaoh 
described  us  to  be.  We  are  not 
guilty  of  this  shameful  want  of 
judgement  and  want  of  feelingp. 
We  are  proud  to  be  able  to 
boast  of  owing  duty  to  such  a 
Queen,  who  is  an  honour  to  us 
as  well  as  to  her  sex.  All  na- 
tions think  they  have  a  right  to 
claim  a  share  in  the  merits  of 
their  Sovereigns.  We  reflect 
with  some  degree  of  self-im- 
portance, that  it  was  by  the  firuit 
of  our  labour  that  your  Miyesty 
was  enabled  to  perform  your 
wonderful  traveb  and  voyages. 
We  take  to  ourselves  some  de- 
gree of  merit  for  having  earned 
that  money  by  the  sw^iit  of  oar 
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brow^  which  enabled  your  Ma- 
jesty lo  acquire  so  large  a  stock 
of  knowledge ;  to  do  good  to  so 
luaDj  human  beings;  to  raise 
the  humble  and  needy,  and  to 
s€t  the  captive  free.  Your  Ma.- 
Jesty  thus  becomes  closely  iden- 
tified with  ourselves ;  and  yon 
are  naturally  dearer  to  us,  taking 
us  as  a  whole  people,  than  any 
other  human  being  possibly  can 
be. 

Then,  when  we  reflect  upon 
the  smallness  of  the  sum*  with 
which  your  Majesty  performed 
these  great  things,  and  compare 
it  with  the  largeness  of  those 
soms,  which  others  spend  in  lux- 
ury, frivolity,  and  in  all  sorts  of 
debasing  amusements  and  pur- 
suits, it  is  iuipossibie  that  the 
contrast  should  not  strike  upon 
onr  minds  with  irresistable  force. 
The  whole  sum  allowed  ie 
your  Majesty  annually  was  not 
the  half  of  what  is  spent  in  se^ 
eretservicis  ;  it  was  little  more 
than  a  half  of  what  is  still  given 
to  French  and  other  Emigrants; 
anfl  it  was  little  more  than  a 
liaid  of  what  is  annually  given 
.to  the  poor  clergy  of  the  enor- 
mously rich  church  of  England. 
Q»e  single  sinecure  office,  which 
iias  only  recently  been  (fimiinish- 
J^d^  amounted  to  nearly  as  much 
Annually  as  your  >Ii^ty  had  to 


expend  in  all  your  praise-worthy 
and  magnificent  objects  and  pur- 
suits; and  there  will  be  ex- 
pended in  an  attempt  to  do» 
grade  your  Majesty,  more  of  our 
money  than  you  expended  in  the. 
six  years  in  the  maintaining  of 
your  state,  in  the  performing.of 
your  travels  and  your  voyages, 
in  the  acquiring  of  all  that 
knowledge  with  which  your 
mind  must  be  enriched,  in  duly 
preparing  3'ourself,  and  render-^ 
ing  yourself  worthy  of  the  ex- 
alted station  which  you  were 
destined  to  fill ;  and  in  relieving 
distress  wherever  you  found  it^ 
and  taking  the  captives  from  the 
hands  of  barbarian^. 

This  comparison  is  made,  at 
once,  by  us  without  reflectioD. 
It  strikes  us  without  being 
sought  for.  It  forces  itself  upon 
our  minds;  and,  along  with  it 
comes  the  conviction  of  your 
Majesty's  innocence.  None  but 
a  great  mind  could  have  been 
engaged  in  such  pursuits.  None 
but  a  generous  heart  could  have 
felt  delight  in  the  liberation  of 
the  captive,  who  had  never 
been  seen  before  by  the  bene- 
factressy  and  never  Was  to  be 
aeen  by  her  again.  Here  we. 
see  true  greatness  .of  mind;  true 
nobleness  of  spirit ;  here  we  se^ 
something  vrortby. of  being  caU- 
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td  Royal.  How  many  names 
have  found  their  way  into  the 
calendar  of  Saints  for  deeds  less 
tnrty  meritorious  than  those  of 
your  MajeJ^ty  I        • 

And>  how  then  are  we  to  be- 
lieve the  vile  accusations  put 
forth  against  you  ?  How  are  we 
to  believe  that  all  this  greatness 
of  mind,  all  this  nobleness  of 
sentiment,  were  found  in  a  per- 
son devoted  to  the  most  de- 
grading- of  pleasures  I  Without 
more  ado,  we  dismiss  the  vile 
charg'e ;  wo  say  it  is  a  base  ca- 
lumny  ;  we  gather  ourselves 
round  yonr  Majesty  and  think 
oarselYos  dishonoured  for  ever 
if  we  but  for  one  single  mo- 
ment suffer  ourselves  to  be  sus- 
pected of  want  of  devotion  to 
year  cause.  We  are  prepared 
for  eVery  extremity:  we  look 
not  at  little  points  of  difficulty 
or  of  dangler :  our  determina- 
tion is  founded  upon  a  greneral 
\ievr  of  the  matter :  our  hearts 
tell  us  tlrnt  your  Mjyesty  will 
not  be  sacrificed,  because  we 
can  see  nothing  to  produce  evil 
to  yoii  which  must  not  necessa- 
rily produce  evil  to  ourselves. 

According"  to  present  appear- 
ances, your  enemies  have  two 
dilKeuUies  before  them  of  equal 
magnitude.  In  the  opinion  of 
$ome  persons,  it  would  be  less 
dangerous  to  those  enemies  that 
yoiir  Majesty  should  T^o  convict- 
ed Ihau  that  you  should  be  ac^ 
quitted.  For  my  own  part,  I  do 
not  know  on  which  side  the 
danger  to  them  h  greatest.  Bikt 
(of  one  thing  I  am  very  certaio ; 
and  that  is,  that  nothihg  will 
shake  your  Majesty  in  the  love 
and  adfhh^tion  of  the  people, 
ineluding,  in  the  wo^l  people  | 


I  the  whol^  of  the  efficient  part 
I  of  the  community.  If  the  pro- 
secution fail>  new  intrigues  will 
be  attempted  ;  new  endeavours 
to  remove  yom*  Majesty  from 
these  protecting  shores;  eveti 
new  calumnies  will  be  invent- 
ed ;  unless  your  Majesty  reject 
every  proposition  of  coropra- 
nise,  and  resolve,  at  onoe,  to 
enter  upon  the  fbll  and  complete 
enjoyment  of  all  your  rights. 

It  is  necessary  that  I  speak 
plain  here  in  print,  having  no 
other  means  of  communicating* 
my  thoughts  to  your  Majesty. 
/  like  very  mvcn  the  greater 
part  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Meeting  in  MaryAe-bonne, — 
The  noblemen  and  gentlemeo 
assembled  there  have  done  them- 
selves great  honour,  and  all  their 
Intentions  are  unquestionably 
good.  But,  there  is  one  part 
of  the  proceedings,  which  I 
view  with  great  suspicion  ;  not 
as  to  the  motive ;  but  as  to  the 
effect.  To  raise  a  fiind  to  b^ 
presented  to  your  Miyesty, 
would,  in  my  opinion,  if  the 
money  were  received,  have  a 
very  injurious  effect.  It  would 
seem  to  say,  that  your  Majesty 
had  a  reliance  other  than  that^ 
which  you  ought  to  have  on  the 
justice  of  the  whole  nation.  It 
would  place  your  Miyesty  upon 
a  footing  with  some  oppressed 
private  individual,  who  has  not 
the  power  to  carry  on  a  contest 
with  the  Ministry.  It  would 
seem  to  be  an  abandonment  of 
your  oivn  rights  ;  which  righte 
are  clear  and  definite,  aod  witb^ 
out  the  enjcH^ment  of  whieh 
rights,  your  ftiajesty  must  bo  in 
a  state  of  degradation,  wfaen^ 
eVet  yotl  cease  to  cu^'y  on  'n 
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atraffgrle  for  them.  To  accept 
*0f  support,  deled  out  hj9L9€tof 
Trustees  y  however  respectable 
•in  themselves  and  however  wor- 
thy their  motive,  would  be  a 
^reat  humiliation  of  your  Ma- 
jesty and  a  source  of  great  ^rief 
to  the  people.  You  are  the 
rightful  Queen  of  the  Kingdom  ; 
that  immen!>e  sum,  the  Civil 
List,  is  granted,  in  great  part, 
lor  you.  All  its  provisions  and 
eatahlishments  contemplate  a 
^leen  as  well  as  a  King.  To 
\you  they  belong  as  much  as 
they  belonged  to  the  late  Queen, 
and,  therefore,  neither  directly 
flof  indirectly,  ought  any  part 
^f  them  to  be  abandoned. 

It  is  an  old  maxim  of  poli- 
ticians that  power  is  to  be  main- 
tained by  the  same  means  by 
which    it    has    been '  acquired. 
Your  Majesty  has  gained  your 
•  jM>wer  over  public  opinion  by 
-your  firmness  and  resolution ; 
by  the  loftiness  of  your  eharao- 
ter  and  your  language.    These 
have  given  a  tone  to  the  minds 
'Of  the  people,  who  feel  as  you 
f&el ;  and  therefore,  to  preserve 
that  tone,   your  Majesty  must 
-act  as  you  have  acted.     It  is  not 
-fiioney ;  it  is  not  houses,  furni- 
ture, horses,  carriages,  liveries 
and  other  outward  and  visible 
signs  of   grandeur,    that  have 
made  so  many  milKcyns  of  hearts 
devoted  to  your  Majesty.    It  is 
your  own  conduct;  it  is  the  con- 
fidence inspired  in  that  conduct, 
andbyyoorianguage.  You  have 
poured  your  own  soul  into  the 
breasts  of  the  people.  Creatures 
that  never  felt  before  have  been 
inspired  and  worked  into  feeling 
by  your  MaJMty.    And,  there- 
4i>re,  lo  maintain  tbo  apirit  w^idi 


will  carry  you  Miccessfuliy 
through  ever  danger,  and  cause 
you  to  triumph  over  every  ene- 
my, there  must  be  no  abatement 
in'  that  high,  dignified  and 
lofty  attitnde  which  your  Ma^ 
jesty  has  assumed. 

To  accept  of  pecuniary  sup-  • 
port  at  the  hands  of  Truste#s^ 
whoever  those  Trustees  might 
be,  would  be  as  degrading  to 
your  Majesty  as  a  similar  act  on 
the  part  of  the  King  would  be 
degrading  to  him.  It  belongSLio 
the  ncUioUr  and  that,  too,  through 
the  hands  o(  its  regular  consti- 
tuted authorities,  and  in  the  re- 
gular and  constitutional  mode, 
to  provide  for  the  maintenance 
of  your  Majesty's  dignity  and 
splendour.  By*  the  side  of  the 
King  is  your  Majesty's  place. 
I'o  hold  your  station  and  your 
courts,  as  Queen,  is  your  right; 
and  for  this  rigtit,  your  Miyesty 
must  contend  to  the  last.  Soma 
of  the  slippery  sycophants; 
some  of  the  filthy  knaves,  who 
have  been  at  the  bottom  of  the 
machinations  against  your  Mar 
jesty,  are  beginning  to  say,  that 
**  though  the  proof  of  some  parts 
**  of  the  charges  against  you  may 
*f  fail,  still  there  will  be  enough 
''proved  to  cause  the  Bill  of 
"Pains  and  Penalties  to  be 
"  passed  in  a  mitigated  form,  so 
"  as  to  render  it  improper,  for 
**  such  a  person  to  hold  a  Oourt*' 

I  beseech  your  Majesty  to  pay 
particular  attention  to  this. .  It 
is  thought  by  these  knaves; 
these  cunning  and  precious 
knaves;  that,  l^ thus  blaiekening 
your  Mfljesty  without  proceeds- 
ing  to  any  very  violent  act 
against  you,  and  by  making  yott 
what,  they  call  a  /ui7^et»e  pe* 
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^  «UBiary  allowttioe,  the  feelings 
of  tbe  people  will  be  blunted ; 
and  that  your  Majesty,  finding: 
yourself  of  no  public  import- 
ance hefe  in  this  g^reat  country, 
will  very  soon  remove  to  some 
other,  carrying  with  you  the 
•dirt  that  has  been  flung  upon 
you,  and  leaving  the  field  clear 
to  your  enemies. 

These  knaves  deceive  them-> 
selves  in  this,  their  calculation  ; 
but  I  am  uncommonly  anxious 
lo  guard  your  Majesty  against 
doing  any  thing  that  shall  cause 
one  single  person  in  the  country 
to  believe,    that  any  decision, 
however  mitigated^  would  in- 
duce you  to  give  up,   for  one 
single  hour,  the  assertion  and 
.  the   pursuit  of  your   rights. — 
Every  word  you  utter,  ought  to 
strengthen   the  people   in   the 
conviction    that  you  will  fulfil 
the  solemn  pledge  given  at  the 
.dose  of  your  letter  to  the  King, 
which  letter,  ypur  Majesty  ougSt 
to  be  informed,  has  sorpsssed,  in 
^nt  of  circulation,  and  probably 
ten   tiiousand   times   surpassed, 
any  thing  that  ever  before  found 
its  wajF  to  the  press.    Your  Ma- 
jesty should   be   informed  that 
it  Ins  been  eirealated  through 
every  avenue  in  this  kingdom, 
from  one  end  of  it  to  the  other ; 
that  it  has  been  re<-pubHshed  in 
-ail  the  joitmals  of  Franoe,  Spain, 
Holland,  Germany  and  Italy; 
and  that,  in  short,  tbe  whole 
dvilized  vi^rld  are  in  possession 
of  your  Majesty's  just  complaints, 
your  noble  views  and  intentions. 
This  country^  is  the  centre  of  the 
<^viiized  world.    All  man  and 
womaih-kind    have    their    eyes 
Jiipon  your  Miyesty.    They  have 
seen  your  pledge  and  they  wait 


for  the  resulti.  VourMi^ty  is, 
IB  shorty  destined  to  be  the 
greatest  personage  that  tl» 
world  ever  yet  produced,  oalesSy 
what  is  not  to  be  believed,  yoa 
were  now,  when  complete  vic- 
tory is  within  your  reach,  to  stop 
suddenly  short  in  your  career  in 
support  of  your  rights^  which 
are,  in  fact,  also  tire  rights  of  the 
nation. 

Your  Majesty's  glory  will  be 
of  the  true  and  sterling  stamp  ; 
it  will  not  have  been  acquiml 
by  bad  means ;  but  by  means 
the  most  honourable,  the  most 
praise-worthy  that  the  human 
mind  can  conceive.  You  have 
not  sought  for  it  It  has  been 
brought  to  you  by  the  hand  of 
persecution.  There  has  been 
/lothing  ostentatious  in  your  coa- 
duct.  Your  whole  life  appears 
to  have  been  marked  by  an  anxi- 
ous desire  and  a  never-ceasii^ 
activity  to  relieve  the  distresses 
and  to  promote  the  haf^i^ess  of 
others.  The  charge  of  going  to 
your  chamberlain's  bed  to  in- 
quire how  he  was  when  he  was 
ill,  brings  out  the  fact  even  froai 
the  mouths  of  your  base  aocosers, 
that  you  went,  also,  to  the  bed- 
side of  your  man-cook  to  inquifa 
how  he  was  when  he  was  ill ! 
And  this  brings  out  the  fact, 
that  it  WBs  your  uniform  prac- 
tice to  visit,  in  your  own  person, 
every  creature  belonging  to  yoor 
lunily  that  was  in  a  state  of  in- 
dis^sition.  That  it  was  your 
uniform  practice  to  inquire  with 
your  own  lips  .from  the  sufferers 
themselves  what  was  tl^  cause 
and  state  of  their  ailments.  That 
it  was  your  uniforin  practice  to 
see  with  your  own  eyes- that 
they  had  proper  attendanse  and 
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niilabl«  ftccomoiodatioo.  These 
<ietail6d  proo&  of  your  rare  hu- 
manity, of  your  unparalleled 
condcAoension  and  benevolenoe, 
of  your  matchless  goodness  and 
tenderness  of  heart :  these  have 
been  produced  to  us  by  your 
calamniators.  Had  you  never 
been  aoeused  of  crimes  the  most 
foul,  your  bright  virtues  would 
never  have  come  to  light. 

The  whole  of  your  life  has 
been  by  your  enemies  proved 
to  have  been  a  life  of  real  cha- 
.  rity,  and  of  tenderness  towards 
persons  in  distress,  such  as  ne- 
ver was  befofe  found  in  human 
being*  In  no  one  single  in- 
stance do  we  discover  a  desire 
to  make  known  to  the  world 
any  of  your  good  and  gracious 
acts.  Your  Majeertyhas  a  menu* 
ment  of  fame,  raised  by  the 
hands  of  your  enemies.  Little 
dkl  those  enemies  imagine  what 
tiiey  were  doing.  They,  calcu- 
lating upon  what  is  commonly 
seen  in  life,  that  great  tender- 
ness is  rarely  united  with  stem 
•and  inflexil^e  resolution ;  that 
the  tender  bosom  generally  re- 
coils at  dangers,  and  desists 
from  the  pursuit  even  of  well 
-known  right,  i(^  in  that  par- 
4oit,  perik)us  consequences  be 
involved;  your  ene'mies  calcu- 
Uting  in  this  way  were  unable 
to  estimate  the  character  of 
yourMi^esty.  They  should  have 
perceived  that  your  extraordi- 
nary benevolence  and .  tender- 
ness of  disposition  was  accom- 
panied with  zeal,  activity,  and 
courage,  equally  extraordinary ; 
they  should  have  considered 
that,  to  tet  the  captive  froe ;  to 
•end  him  hone  to  restore  hap- 
piness to  his  disconsolate  pa- 


rents and  childrett  ;  tt  had  been 
necessary  for  your  Miyesty  to 
encounter  hardships  and  perils 
yourself;  and  hence  they  should 
have  drawn  the  conclusion,  ' 
that,  it  was  unnatural  to  sup-, 
pose  that  your  breast  would  be 
wholly  devoid  of  resentment  of 
injuries  so  outrageous  as  those 
they  were  prepared  to  heap 
upon  you ;  and  still  more  un<* 
natural  to  suppose  that  you 
would  not  feel  a  desire  to  incur 
some  risk,  to  encounter  some 
hxirdship  and  some  peril,  for  the 
sake  of  a  people  who  had 
shown  so  much  attachment  to 
your  Majesty  as  that  shown  by 
the  English  people  from  the 
hour  of  your  landing.  Your 
enemies  have  calculated  wrong- 
ly, and  those  calculate  wrong- 
ly, now,  who  imagine  that  your 
Majesty  is  to  be  degraded  and 
shoved  out  of  the  country  by 
any  thing  that  they  can  say  or 
do. 

•  Standing  as  your  Majesty 
does,  openly  opposed  to  a 
faction  which,  has  involved  this 
once  happy  country  in  every 
species  of  ruin  and  misery ;  a 
faction^  well  known  to  the 
whole  civilized  world  ;  a  faction 
upon  whom  the  Spaniards,  the 
Neapolitans,  the  sound  part  of 
the  French,  every  roan  in  the 
world  that  possesses  or  sights 
for,  freedom,  has  his  eye ;  stand- 
ing as  your  Majesty  does  oppos- 
ed to  .this,  faction,  all  the  world 
has  its  eyes  upon  you  ;  and  thus, 
by  your  enemies,  you  have  been 
placed  upon  a  pinnacle  more 
conspicuous,  than  that  oe- 
cupied  by  any  other  human 
beii>g.  Ill  such  a  state,  every 
act  and  e^wery  word  is  of  con^ 
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sequence.  It  requires  more  than 
human  wisdom  and  foresight  to 
do  or  to  say  much  in  your  Ma- 
jesty's situation,  and  to  do  or  say 
nothing-  wrong",  but  there  is 
one  rule  never  to  be  departed 
from ;  and  that  is^  to  do,  or  say, 

nothing-,  from  which  any  human 
being  can  collect  that  your  Ma- 
jesty can,  by  any  means,  be 
brought  to  flinek  from  your 
noble  rdsolution,  expressed  in 
your  letter  to  the  King.  That 
letter  is  our  Polar- Star.  To 
that  we  look ;  and  on  the  spirit, 
wliich  that  letter  breathes,  we 
rely  for  your  Majesty's  restora- 
tion to  rights  and  dignities,  so 
clearly  your  own,  and  so  essen- 
tial to  the  nation'/  honour  and 
tranquillity. 

We  are  now,  may  it  please 
youc  Majesty,  in  no  sort  of 
anxiety  or  uncertanity  as  to 
your  Majesty's  innocence  of  the 
foul  charges  brought  against 
yon.  We  know  that  you  are  as 
innocent  as  you  were  in  1806. 
The  testimony  now  giving 
against  you  is  more  a  subject  of 
cmriositfj  than  of  interest  with 
the  people.  But.  we  look  >vith 
great  interest  to  the  consequen- 
ces ;  and,  relying  firmly  on  your 
Majesty's  wisdom  and  resolu- 
tion, we  are  full  of  hope,  that 
those  consequences  will  prove 
pcrroftnently  beneGcial  to  the 
people  as  well  as  to  the  throne.

It  is  curious  to  observe  what 
a  hubbub  this  UtU«  work  has 
made  in>  the  political  world.  It 
used  to  be  thought,  "that  a 
**  cat  might  hok  at  a  Eingy*^ 
and  yet,  ^  would  seem,  that, 
now-a-days,  poor  '  Englishmen 
must  not  venture  even  to  peep 
at  a  peer!  The  Authors,  or, 
rather,  the  Conrpilers  of  this 
useful  little  work  have  sent  me 
the  following  letter  in  their  de** 
fence.  I  should  insert  it  as  a 
measure  of  justice ;  but,  I  have 
the  further  motive  of  gratitude ;

have  exhibited  it  to  every 
eye.  Nobody  can  fail  to  un- 
derstand ii  that  understands 
the  Numeration  Table.  These 
gentlemen  have  explained  the 
*'admircUum  of  the  world,'* 
by  founds,  shillijig4  and  pence. 
For  this  I  again  thank  them  ; 
though  I  must  confess,  that  1 
feel  a  little  ashamed,  that  they 
have  tanght  the  public  more  in 
one  single  week,  than  I  have 
been  able  to  teach  in  twenty 
l(mg  years  !  I  nov?  insert  their 
letter,  which  I  think  highly 
worthy  oT  attention.

We  beg  permission  to  trouble 
you  with  a  line  or  two  on  the 
very  rude  attacks  which  have 
been  made  upon  our  little  com- 
pilation, called  "  A  Peep  at  the 
Peers:'  The  Lord  Chancellor 
has  described  it  as  being/tiH  of 
lies ;  but,  his  Lordrship  con* 
scieniiously  declined  pointing 
out  any  one  of  those  •'  lies." 
It  would  not  be  to  behave  like 
gentlemen  for  us  to  retort  upon 
his  Lordship;  and,  therefore,  we 
shall  only  say,  that  our  work  is. 
true  (mere  errors  exceptes^l), 
and  that,  while  our  consciences 
are  clear,  we  do  not  envy  him 
that  conscience,  to  >vhich  lie 
is  everlastingly  appealing. 

Lord  Laudehdale  com- 
plains, that  36,600Z  a-VQar  are 
put  down  to  him,  while  he  does 
not  receive  a  farthing  of  the 
public  money.  Now,  Sir,  is  this 
fair  f  We  put  down  2,300i.  to 
-him,  "  as  the  usual  allowance 
"  to  retired  ambassadors.'\  He 
is  one ;  but,  if  he  do  not  re- 
ceive the  usual  allowance,  it 
may  be,  that  he  was  not  abroad 
long  enough.  We  had  no  list 
to  refer  to ;  and,  if  it  were  an 
error,  the  foult  was  not  ours. 
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.  The  refit  of  iiie  «uin,  .namely, 
84>300l.  a-year,  is  put  down  to 
his  family f  all  but  6001.  which 
ha  receives  in  trust  for  six  /e- 
males  of  the  name  of  HAY.— 
Does  not^Ae  reoeive  this  money  ? 
And,  of  what  consequence  is  it 
to  the  public,  whether  he  keep 
it,  or  pay  it  over  to  somebody 
else  ?  But,  it  is  rather  curious, 
that  this  complaint  of  his  lord- 
ship should  have  led  to  a  disco- 
very, which  ('after  taking  off  his 
own  supposed  pension)  will,  we 
believe,  augment  the  sum  total 
against  his  name,  as  will  appear 
in  our  second  edition.  A  chap- 
ter on  rider^  might  be  usef61 ! 
.  The  Marchioness  of  Staf- 
ford (or  some  one  for  her)  has 
complained,  that  we  have  put 
down  to  her  a  pension  of  800^. 
a-year;  and,  those  who  accuse 
us  of  this  falsehood,  assert,  that 
she  has  nl>t  now,  and  never  had, 
a  pension,  In  answer  to  this, 
we  say,  that,  in  a  report,  laid 
before  the  House  of  Commons, 
and  printed  on  the  29th  of  June, 
180^,  are  the  following  words :

,  Is  it  that  states  falsehoods  ? 
Ypu  will  do  us  the  justice  to 
observe,  Sir,  that  we  kave  dis- 
tinctly stated  in  our  preface, 
that  we  have  no  authentic  pen- 
sion-list of  a  later  date  than 
1808.

In  their  peculiar  si- 
tuation, not  of  their  own  seek- 
ing, but  of  th^lr  Lordships'' 
making,  some  advantages  were' 
to  be'  allowed  them  to  In^^t  the 
peculiarity  of  difficulties  which' 
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their  l/)fdshtps  ia  their  wisdom 
had  deviseiL  They  conceived 
that  to  meet  the  peculiar  di^ 
culty,  another  peculiarity  waa 
ordained  by  their  Lordships  as 
an  advanlaipe  that  mig^ht  com* 
pciDfiatet  iQ  some  measiKe  the  dis- 
adTaatag^.  They  (ittle  thought 
that  when  >  this  advantage 
came  to'  be  sifted,  it  would  be 
found  simply  the  common  ad- 
vant^e  which  every  defend- 
ant enjoyed  &s  a  clear^  abso- 
lute, indisputable  right,  which 
every  party,  as^  well  as  eivery 
defendant,  was  invariably  al- 
lowed. They  little  thought 
that  when  they  had  reco-. 
vered  from  the  two  refusals 
which  he  had  mentioned^  and 
from  which  they  had  recovered 
only  by  that  whi,ch  alone  had 
induced  them,  to  make  them 
selves  parties  to  this  proceed- 
ings they  little  thought  ^hat  all 
was  to  be  taken  away  again, 
and  that  they  were  tp  hear 
their  Lordships  say  to  them, 
"  You  Have  no  advantage ; 
true  it  is  that  your  situation- is 
peculiar  in  .ppint-pf  hardsliip, 
but  f^r,  that  very  rofison  jou 
shall  bstir^  no  pt^oliio*  fdvan* 
tage.  The  misc'hlefis  new,  ex- 
traqrdibfiry,  ai^d  unparalleled. 
The  mote  innocent  your  client 
is,  the  less  c^ble^ust  she  be  to 
make  a  defence.  But  nopovel 
advantage  Tnust  be  given  ^eu 
to  resist  the  extraordjpHry  pres- 
sure. Whenever  you  claim  an 
extraordinary  reqnedy,  then  we 
tie  Ourselves  down  by/  formsr^ 
then  we  refer  to  the  prbceed- 
iDgs  in  courts  of  law — then  we 
qu<rte  the  'pr9etic^  ,at  msi,priu8 
and  in  the  pldBf41ey,  aiid  vi^e 
give  you  noi  what  is  the  right 


of  every  defendant  in  every'  ac" 
tton  and  in  every  prosecution." 
Their  Lordship»liiul  created  tlier 
peculiar  difficulty,  and  they 
were  therefore  bound  to  aflbrd^ 
a  peculiar  remedy.  If  the  Bill 
was  unparalle}ed>  if  the  ptor 
ceeding  against  the  tUustrious^ 
Defendant  was  without  paral* 
lei  with  respect  to  the  facts,  or 
details,  x>r  principle,  in  ai)y  one 
judical  proceeding'  in  the  world, 
then  was  it  equally  unparalleled 
to  deny  the  relief  required  by  . 
the  extraordinary  B&tiire.  of  the 
mischief,  which  in  their  minda 
was  up  to  the  present  hour  un- 
paralleled. In  the  case  of  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  the  noble  de- 
fendant (the  Duchess)  had  eve- 
ry advantage  given  to  her  by 
their  Lords&ps  which  she  could 
desire.  It  wad  not  true  thai 
she  had  only  a  list  of  the  Wil^ 
nesses ;  it  was  not  true  that  she 
had  only  the  places  and  times 
specified.  She  had  objected  to 
the  vagueness  x>f  charges  em- 
bracing seven  parishes  acid  five 
monjths,  and  asked  to  have  the  ' 
months  applied  to  the  pariishes  ^ 
and  their  Lordships  had '  at-' 
lowed  that^  and  ordered  the 
month  and  the  place  of  every  - 
act  of  adultery  to  be  specified, 
and  a  second  amended  particu- 
lar to  be  given  in  for  this  pur- 
pose. Thus  it  was  in  August  at 
Windsor,  in  Septbm1>er  at  St. 
Margaret's,  in  October  at  some 
other  p^sh,  &c  Four  days  . 
had  been  allowed  afterwards 
to  prepare  for  meeting  those 
charges,  so  that  she  could  ^o 
to  Windsor,  and  to  the  ^her 
places,  in  order  to  obtain  levi- 
detice.  This  was  not  all  f  it 
was  not  true  that  this  was  all 
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she  bad  beeh  allowed.  He 
should  rest  -fiis  er^fbeiit  hpon* 
the  case  of  the  Dnke  of  Norfolk 
ip  1691.  He  could  refer  to  that 
case  for  a  sanction,  to  all  he 
claimed  0«  Sataiday.  The 
Duchess's  proctor  attended  on 
their  Lordships :  they  iwrere  a- 
ware  that  the  proctor  was  a 
solicitor  in  Doctors'  Commons. 
He  would  mention,  as  it  was 
material  to  the  undetrstanding 
of  this  point,  the  order,  of  pro- 
ceeding*, as  he  found  it  m  their 
journals.  X)n  the  14th  day  oC 
January,  1691,  the  order  was 
made  for  the  particulars.  On 
the  16th  the  specification  was 
ordered.  On  the  19th  the  ob- 
jection was  made  to  the  gene- 
rality. On  the  23d  the  witnesses 
for  the  Dnke  were  brought  to 
their  bar,  and  two  whole  pages 
of  their  journals  contained  no 
other  matter  but.  this  examina- 
tion in  initialibtiSf  to  use  a  civil 
law  expression.  The  examina- 
tion extended  to  names,  mar- 
riage, abode,  &c  The  proctor 
stood  in  the  v^ry  «tuation  ia 
which  he  (Mr.  Brougham)  had 
stood  last  Saturday,  and  he  was 
alloared  to  examine  in  the  pre- 
cise terms  in  which  he  had  pro- 
posed to  examine  on  Saturday. 
He  cross-examined  thus;  **  Did 
you  serve  any  other  master  be- 
fore your  present  master  ?  When 
did  you  leave  him  ?*'  HeAvould 
implore  their  Lordships'  atten- 
tion to  what  had  been  theit* 
practice  in  the  case  to  which  he 
alluded.  On  the  1 9th  a  further 
and  more  minute  specification 
was  called  for,  and*also  allowed. 
On  the  23d  .witnesses  were  pro- 
duood  at  the'  bar  by  the  then 
Duke  of  Norfolk.    The  whole 


of  these  proceedings  would  bo 
found  upon  their  Lordships' jour-  * 
nals,  two  pages  of  whi<;h  were 
actually  filled  up  hy  the  specifi- 
cations allowed  to  the  solidta- 
tion  of  the  ac6«Ved.  All  these 
procieedings  were,  he  repeated , 
allowed  in  imtialibtis,  as  "*vas 
the  expression  in  civil  law.  All 
these  minute'  partrcnlarizati^ns 
their  Lordships,  upon  t^eir  jour- 
nals, i^oold  b^  foun4  to  have 
allowed  in  the  case  to  which  he 
alluded:  and  yet,  notwithstand- 
ing the  most  extraordinary  de* 
tail  of  apparently  guilty  facts — 
three  or  four  witnesses  indeed 
spoke,  in  their  examination-in- 
chief,  to  the  fact  of  finding  the 
Dachess  actually  in  bed  With 
her  paramour,  and  another  spoke 
of  what  had  occurred  in  terms 
too  revolting  to  delicacy  for  him 
to  repeat ;  yet,  notwithstanding* 
fill  these  proofs*  and  circum- 
stances, a  few  questions  in  ctosb^ 
examination,  had  had  such  an 
effect  as  to  induce  their  Lord- 
ships to  throw  out  the  bill.  The 
case  to  which  he  alluded,  was' 
one,  where  proof  to  ocular  de- 
monstration was  tendered  and 
taken,  add  yet  the  bill  was  ren- 
dered a  nullity  by  the  cross- 
examination  of  the  witnesses* 
So  much  for  the  cois^  of  the 
Duchess  of  Norfolk,  in  1691.  He 
did  not  mean  to  aialicipate  any 
thing  in  the  way  of  reply  to'tho 
arguments  used  "by  the  learned 
Counsel  on  the  opposite  side. 
On  the  present  occasion  such 
a  line  of  argument  would  be 
qnite  premature ;  indeed,'  it 
would  be'  more — it  would  be. 
quite  irregular,  unjust,  nay,  in- 
decent. Ifjt  were  possible  that 
the  example  had  been  set  up  of 
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preuutMft  eommettt'  upon  nxiy

Did  ibey,  he  asfced,    with  an 

earnestness  that  he  trusted  be-i* 

spoke  his  anxiods  suspense  tot 

a  repfy,  mean  now  to  retract 

whaijwas  termed  ''  the  extraor* 

diaary  advaatage'^  which  from 

the  outset  they  were  disposed  to

the  progress  of  the  case  ?    Was 

this  promised  advantage  (to  use 

the  term  apjriied  to  it)  to  be  no  w 

withdrawn  J  Knd  were  the  conn- 

sei  ibr  the  Queen  to   be  now 

PUm^  in  one  part  of  the  conduct 

of  this  cause,  as   parties  were 

pUeed  iid  the  ordinary  course  of 

prooeedings   in   courts  of  law, 

while  in^  another  part  of  the  pro- 


ceedingis  they  tfere  to'bc  placed 
in  quite  a.  difl&rent  sftuation  fVorn 
that  in  winch  such  parties  were 
placed  in  the  courts  beloW? — 
Was  this  advantage,  then,  to  be 
taken  fhMn  them^  in  one  part, 
end  wef^  they  in  another  16  cb^ 
counter  disadvantages  in  which 
no  party  was  ever  placed  in  any 
court  under  either  ordinary  or 
extraordinary  circumstances  ?  In 
anyway  inyvhieh  their  lordships 
cckild  plaee  ^him,  he.  hard'  SU- 
advantages  to  encounter  on  the 
pert  of  his  client,  whfch  no  per- 
son could  have  imposed  upon 
him  before  the  ordinary  tribtinals 
of  the  land.  These  disadvan- 
tages arose  out  ef  the  very  na- 
ture of  tb^  anomalous  mode  of 
proi^eediilg  which  had  been  in- 
stttitted.  *'  O  my  Lordy,  (ex- 
daimed  Mr.  Brougham)  hion- 
slrous^  indeed  will  be  flie  dis*> 
advantage  to  v^ieh  we  shall 
here  beejcposed,  in  comparison 
with  the  situation'  in  which  the 
eoort$  of  common  law  would 
place  us,  if  your  lordships  will 
now  tell  US' that  the  course  of 
yoiK  proceeding,  and  the  only 
course  wiU  be,-  first  to  hear  the 
examination-in-ehief,  then  the 
cros^examinaiion,  thenth^re^ 
e^mination,  and  after  that  no- 
thing ^nt  what  shall  be  previ- 
ously submitted  to  the  opinion 
of  your  lordships :  no  qneiJtion 
to  be  asked  a  witness  except 
tJirottgh  your  lordships ;  no  sc- 
ries of  uninterrupted  questions  to 
be  allowed  iis  in  the  situatron  in" 
which  we  are  placed.  If  this 
shall  be  your  lordships*  final 
and  irrevocable  decision,  then, 
1  repeat,  monstrous  will  be  I  he  . 
disadvantages  which  must  en- 
viron us  in  the  performauire  of 
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nur  duty ;  and  &till  more  moih- 
fitroas  iii'jt  to  tell  me,  that  this 
is  done  in  conformity  with  the 
ordinary  rnles  of  law/'     He  im^ 
plored  their   lordsIji|'s  tOipaitte 
befort^,  they  placed  him  in  such 
an  cmbarra^^iiTg'  i»itii£ition>  and 
befom  they  suffered  it  to  be  pre- 
tended that  it  was  justified  by 
any  analogy  with  the  practice  of 
the  ordinary  tribtinals*    The  ac- 
cused in  the  courts  below  had, 
upon  the  very  form  of  the  pro- 
ceeding against  htm,  the  place 
where  th^  crime   was   ^d   te 
have  been  committed  ;  ia  a  cri- 
minal ca&e»  indeed,  the  law  gave 
him  this  information.      U  was 
idte,    thereford,  to  tallc  of  i^nj 
aiiJilogy  betwfeea  ttiis  course ^ 
proceeang  and  that^  in  any  of 
the  courts  below,  when  the  very 
essence,  as  well  as  the  form  pre* 
posed  to  be  set,  showed  not  an 
analogy  but  a  contrast.     And 
yet  tins  was  the  fair,-  the  foil, 
the    candid   mtener   in  whidi 
bracttce  of  .the  cebrts    below 
had  been  quoted  before  th^ir 
lordships.  ^ ,  All,  he  wanted  was, 
ihat  ihey  should  abide  by  the 
Practice  of  the  Courts  sbelow  v 
he  desired  no  more ';  that  was 
aU  he  asked  at  the  beginning, 
and  he  now  asked  nothing  more) 
when,  as  he  believed,  their  pro- 
ceedings  were  about  to  come 
to  a  cl^e.     All  he  coloured  of 
their  .lordships  was,  that  they 
would' take  these  rules  as   a 
^  whole,  and  not  frighter  theita 
away  partially;  net  to  adhere 
to  them  rigidly  where  they  fet- 
tered the  Queen,  and  depart 
jfroih  them  to  benefit  the  Kin^. 
He  again  repeated,  that -all  his 
illustrious  Client   desired  was 
cvenhandcd  justice  i  with  it  she

He  prayed 
theii;  lordships  lo  see  the  abso- 
luttMllity  tliey  Wf  aid  make  ef 
bift  Cdross-examinatioB,  if  they 
.coniDed  it  to  the  "  extraorcUnary 
advantage/'  as  it  was  called,  of 
aliawifmr  sf^al  oaase  for  putting 
aadb  questioB,  and  then  putting 
it  thfongh  their  lordships.  To 
»yatl  himself  of  this  extraordi^ 
naijr  id.vantage,  he  was  in  the 
first  ptace  teft  without  materials. 
How.T^lie  to  pursue  the  cross^ 
exaonBatioB  of  a  witness,  whose 
face  be  never  saw  vptil  he  was 
prpdueed  to  give  his^evfdeiice  I 
Snob  was^ite  case  of  the  female 
vritnesa .whose  examination  was 
aospMled :  she  spoke  of  4>ecuc- 
reanes  at  iC^udsrfaue,  and  that 
wm  tto  ifst  Ume  he  had  ever 
heard  of.  SBch  a  place  sis  having 
%»f,  calation  to  this  ca».  To 
caU  H|)On  him,  therefore,  now  to 
CEtfsrewmine  tins  wttiuiss^,  was, 
in  ^^  to  extract  from  him  a 
eonfianion  of- his  ignorance  *ol 
iMiy  thug,  upoa  which  ie  could 
erOflSrexamiBe  her.  Such  was 
the  state  to  which  he  was  re^ 
4Boed  by  the  ignorance  of  names, 
of  dates,  of  time  and  place,  in 
wfaioh  it  faadi^eased  their  lord^ 
ahipt  to  keep  his  Illustrious' 
C?lieBt.'Tiie  consequence  of  the 
step  already  taken  h^  their 
lorddiips .  became  m^re  intricate 
Cor  ha»,  from  the  drcumstanoe 
of  the  geeat  distance  ai  which 
this  investigatiim  was  carried  i^v 
firofli  the  places  through  which 
her  M|kjesty  had  Journeyed  dur- 
io^  the  long  period  of  six  years  ; 


over  -this  space  and^  a^dng  thai  . 
jcMimey  he  had  to  cast  his  ^, 
yrithout  mark  or  guide  to  fii<  it 
on  any  spot  wU^  it  nngfat  he 
advisable  to  measure  for  the 
purposes  of  Iter  Mi^esty's  de<> 
fen(Se^  Their  lordships,  with  .a 
view  to  obviate  tbs.dMcaltyL 
had  promifled  to  afford  a  deiiuf 
of. two  ni6nths,  to  seek;  the  ne* 
cessary  ]Bfi>nBation,  fronrvfaicli*  [' 
was  to  be  drawii  the  materials 
for  her  Majesl^s  defence*.  Much 
better  would  it  baVe  be^n,  had 
their  lordships  afioided  that'iB*^ 
formation  which  would  have 
rendered  any  delay  unnecessary; 
It  wa^  very  easy  fqr  noblo  lonU 
to  say  that  they'  ought  to  regu- 
late their  Doutte  by  tfaepvasticja. 
of  the  Courts  bek>w ;  b«t  4id 
they  not  recoU^ot,  that  in  all 
judicial  tribunals,  an^  debufyso' 
m  from  ^ing  considered  ad-* 
vantageons/to'fibc  aoeuled,  waa 
felt  to  be  directly  the  reveiae  f 
With  that  feeling  it  wak'ahrays 
eonsider^d  prcgSdictal  to  the 
party  on  trials  if  even  a  single 
day  intervene  between  the 
opleiiing  of  the  case  and  the  de<* 
fence  df^he  accused.  The  pce- 
jndiceof  this  deUy  was  avoided 
by  the  very  nature  of  the  forms 
of  judicial,  proceedings  in  tfattf 
country.  If  the  oase  were  of» 
dtil  nature,  the  declaration ^eod- 
taised  a  full  spedfication  of  the 
charge;  if.of  a  criminal  nature, 
the  same  information  was  eoai^ 
municated  either  hy  the  indict- 
ment or  by  thiB  ^  information. 
Such  were  the  .whoDSsbnie  pro- 
visions of  the  English' law:  the 
descendants  of  the  Cramers  of  it 
may  have  become  >viser  than 
their  ancestors,  and  may  lay 
down  new  ru%  for  Oi^  own 
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cottduet.  tJotlU  however,  this 
win  done,  be  agreed  tjutt  ihe 
estsblMied  Pfttw  and  practice 
oi  the  oamttM  bek>w  ought,  to  re* 
fpA^Ltetbmr  todshlpt -prooeed^ 
%Bf($  ^  1^  nHhc  colored  or  de* 
iin»d  wuy  that  h^  should.^oii  the 
part  of  his  lUiistrioos  Clieat, 
liav0'ttie  benefit  of  these  forjiu 
and  of  I  that  practiee.  Did  their 
'lordships  believe  that  there  was 
so  binoh  magic  in  the  dress  of  a 
eoanaei  at  thei^  bar^  or  sueh  a 
tharm  ia  his  education  and  legal 
aocj^Oif^ments^  as  that  he  coold 
at  sight  of  a  witness  whom  he 
naversaw/nor  eter  heard  of  be*^ 
tomr  strike  npon  all  those  points 
of  ebaracler  and  conduct  which 
it  weie  necessary  to  nft  to  ascer* 
ttim  asoral  credibiUtjr,  and  at 
once  to  enter  upon  a  cross-exa^ 
mini^tion  with  as  little  prepara- 
tion MB  he  could  read  ftsom  his 
bdef  f  He  would  fof  a  ntoanent 
suppose. a  case  which 'would 
fthdw  the  difficulty  in  which 
tiieir  lordshi|p&'  rule  of  proceed- 
ing wo«1d,  if  rigidly,  adopted, 
place  >  him.  Sijqpipose.  that  in 
three  or  four  weeks  hence  be 
discovered  any  thing  which  webt 
to  destroy  the  testimony  already 
given  by  any  vritpess.  Suppose 
l(iat  a  witness,  A«  B;|  had  receiv- 
ed a  sum  of  mon^  on  condition^ 
of  bis  swearing  against  the 
Qneen-^-^nay,  further,  that. the 
passing  of  this  Bili  of.  Pains  and 
Penalties  was  to  be  a  condition 
antecedent  to  the  payment  of 
the  moneys  All  the  noble  and 
learned  lofds  v^ho  heard  him 
at  least,  and  he  trusted  all  their 
lordships  .  generally,  would  be 
struck  with  the  powerful  iDlfect 
which  thi9  disclosuDe,  if  aubstan^- 
tiated  by  proof,  must  have  upon 


the  nature  of  tbe  evtdenOo  ptb^ 
viously  gfiven ;  and  yet,  how- 
ever important  suditiBstimony 
might  be,  if  the  proposed  rale 
were  adopted^  he  should  be  on* 
able  in  the  face  of  th^t  ride  to 
tender  such  evidence.  How 
could  he  produce  the  evidence, 
unless  he  Were  perinittM  to  oall 
back,  suppose,  the  last  wttness> 
and  ask  her,  was  such  and  such 
the  fact  I  If  she. admitted  it  t<y 
be  true,  tben^she  dtsqualiHed 
herself  from  being  a  witness  i  If 
she  denied  it,  then  be  shovld 
have  to  offer  proof  of  the  IkM^ 
out  of  the  mouths  of  other  wit-* 
nesses.^Fheir  jordsbips  knew 
that  counter-declarations  form* 
ed  a  large  part  of  the  materials 
for  cros8^exam]nati<m.  He  would 
appetil  to  those  of  thek  lofd^ 
abips  who  bad  had  expemacef 
in  Courts  of  Layir,  how  often  m 
knowledge  of  such  counter* 
declarations  had  been  elk^eii 
by  a  sifting  ^nd  p^^vering- ' 
cross-examination.

First  of  all  there  is  (he  press. 
Our  enemies  thoug^ht  that  they 
had  stifled  it,  when  they  passed 
their  5»t-r  Adts  in  November  last. 
They  thought   that   they  had 
then  got  something^  as  gdod  as  a 
Bourbon  Censorship,  especial- 
ly as   they  therein  sanctioned 
Sidmouth^s  Circular  and    Par- 
son Hay's    laM^   of  holding  to 
bail.    Nevertheless,  ^hey  have 
f  in   fact   done    nothing.      The 
Queen,    to    destroy   whom    is 
their  great  object   at  present, 
praises  the  press ;  extols  the  li- 
berty of  the  press ;  says  that  it 
is  to   the  press  that  she  in  a 
great  measure  ovres  her  safety. 
In  this  case  we  have  a  ptdoT  of 
her  Majesty's  good  sense,  dis- 
cernment, sound  judgment,  and 
gratitude ;   for,  never  did  hu- 
man being  owe  more  to  the 
press   than  her  Majesty  owes. 
It  has  been  a  volunteer  in  her 
service  too.  .  Not  such  a  volun- 
teer as  we  shall  by  and  bye  find 
the  yeomanry  cavalry  gentle- 
men to  be ;  but  a  real  volun- 
teer,   who  has  laboured   with 
great  effect  and  zeal,  and  with- 
out the'posailHKty  of  receiving 
pay  or  reward  of  any  sort.    But

Judge  Parke  on  tbeNorthe^n 
Circuit  made  a  long  ser^Rion  to 
a  Grand  Jury  about  the  mischiefs 
produced  by  the  Press  ;  ilnd  in 
the  <:ourse  of  the  sermon  be  said^ 
that  it  was  very  wicked  as  well .

weU  written.     This  was  very  ^ 
true  ;  for,  a  man  may  put  very 
good  writing  into  a  work,  the 
object  oi  which  is  to  justify  or 
excuse  a  Despot,  -who  is  at  the 
same  time  a  debauchee,  a  drunk-* 
ard,  a  spendthrift,  a  companion 
of  cheats,  liars,  cowards,  blaek* 
legs,  contented  cuckoUs,  9oA 
who  is,  himself,  a  cruel  husband 
and  a  bad  son;  inshort,awretcl» 
whose  consciousness  of  bmving' 
not  one  single  claim  to  retpect^ 
and  every  possible  claim  to  nni* 
versal  detestation,  would  make 
him  shun  the  sight  of  man  as 
bats  and  owls  shun  the  light  of 
day.    In  justification /Or  excuse 
of  such  a  besotted  and  cowardly 
Despot,  a  base  wretch  hired  for 
the  purpose/  might  put  forth 
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some  very  good  writingp.  In 
JusiificatioD  or  excuse  of  seat- 
'sellin^  tools  of  Corruption ;  of 
venal  and  prostituted  Judges; 
6f  base  and  perjured  Jurors  ;  of

mere   trash ;   only   two-penny 
trash;. only  stuff  to  delude  the 
ignorard.

proved  by  the  shackl^  imposed 
upon  the  Press,  that  we  pos- 
sessed talents  superior  to  those, 
possessed  by  a  thousand  legis- 
lators, two  thousand  Magis- 
trates, i^nd  twenty  thousand 
Bishbps,  Deans  and  Paribus,  all.

Now, 
though  I  see  no  imm^ediatis  cause 
ibr  these  observations,  especially 
as  there  are  about  twenty  or 
thirty  thousand  Parsons,  regular 
and'  sectarian,  constantly  on 
doty,  or  at  least  in' constant  pay ; 
yet  I  am  far  from  disapproving* 
of  the  Judge's  sermon,  and  only 
object  tQ  it's  brevity.  In  speak- 
ing of  our  morals,  he  might 
have  inveighed  with  just  bitter- 
ness against  thos^  who  pour 
out  upon  th6  public  and  worm 
into  every  cottage  in  the  king- 
dom the  grossest  and  most  loath- 
some obscenjty;  and  thereby 
make  the  common  talk  of  the 
people  such  as  has  hitherto  been 
confined  to  the  circles  of  the  de- 
bauched, the  degenerate  and 
beastly  crews  that  distinguish 
the  west  end  of  the  Metropolis. 
He  might  have  extended  his  re- 
probation to  the  double  distilled 
adulterers  that  are  so  notorious ; 
to  the  men  who  have  two  wo- 
men living  at  one  time,  both  of 
whom  have  been  their  wives, 
to  the  infamous' women  who 
flaunt  about  and  unconcernedly 


meet  their  two  husbands  at  a 
ball ;  and  he  might,  as  he  was. 
in  the  moral  humour^  have  dwelt 
upon  the  duties  of  a  husband ; 
he  might  have  rejirobated  the

He,  how- 
ever, seems  to  have  thought  that 
God  was  most  likely  to  be  of- 
fended with  things  about  which 
Gpd  has  not  thought  proper  to 
give  us  any  copnmands  at  all,  it 
being  no  where  said  in  Holy

forgptten,  fliny  more  tbw?  ,Sid- 
qcM^th's  letter.of  thapl^  to  the 
Y^manry  employed  .upon.,tbait 
qto^l^o.    What  arev  j^c    real 


objects  of  embodying, and  keep* 
ing  lip  this  species,  of  troops,  I 
need  not  lell  you;  you  know 
very  well  what  they  i^re  raise^ 
and  kept  up  'for.  Yon  kno^ 
very,  vvell  who  they  are  and 
what  they  are  ;  but  it  is  possi^ 
ble  that  you  may  not  knPw  that 
your  labour  helps  to  PA-Y  these 
gay  and  gallant  and  disinterest- 
ed gentlemen.  It  in  my  duty, 
therefore,  to  Inform  you,  that 
these  volunteer  corps,  or  yeo^ 
manry  cavalry, ,  stand  with  ^ 
sum  against  Jhem,  in  the  army 
estimates  ofthepre^sen't  year,  of 
169,500  pounds  13  shillings  an^ 
10  pence  !  A  pretty  round  sum  j 
Now  mark,  17,^9  0I4  soldiers, 
pensioners,  do  not  ^ceiyd  «q 
trnich  as  thi^  by  abo^tten  thou* 
sand  pounds.  So  you  seCj,  the^p 
volunteer  gentlemen  actually 
cost  us  n^ore  money  than  }}4^ 
€:reat  number  of  old  soldierf,  pX] 
of  good  character/  mind,  w:ho 
have  faithfhlly  served  in  th^^ 
army  I  which  has  fought  so  mi^Qi; 
bloody  battles.  Take  anothet 
view  of  the  m.atter«..%The  ypjiole 
body  of  our  artitlerji,  Mchicb  U 
by  fi^r  the  best  cor(»»  of  .^bf 
kind  that  any  nation  has  ev^t 
seen ;  this  whole  body,  men^  .0^ 
ficer^  and  all,  this  coq)8  of  ^u^ 
fine  inen^  so  full  of  skill,  of  gfj 
nius,  of  abiiity  of  all  sorti^  thi% 
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<orps  that  has  the  care,  of  so 
inany  garrisons,  and  that  has 
liad  so  innch  to ''do  in  tlie  de- 
Tending:  the  country  and  it's  co- 
vloni^,  and  in  the  deciding:  of 
lilniost  every   battle  by  iat)d; 
this  eoips,  cootaihlng  such  nn 
Immense   mass  of  merif^   this 
M'hole  <iorpfi,  men,  officers,  and 
everything,,  receives  but  Kttle 
/above  oiieihirB  more  than  these 
volunteer  Veomaniry  ^Cavalryl 
The  whole  of  the  Ibot  guards, 
fiitie  effective  bh6alion9  of  the' 
best  soldiers   that   ever    were 
l>roughtinto  afield,iind  almost 
every  man  of  whom  has  heen 
^e^th<^r  wounded,  or  wears  a  nie- 
'  dal,  on  aiiicouiit  of  some  memo- 
irfible    service:    The  Whole  of 
:*these  battaKons,  -all  the  officers, 
Wl  the  men,  M^ihe  cloathtng, 
iftvery'  thing  belonging  to  this 
.matchless    IHile   army :-    stout 
ftnen ;   picked  ;ni6n  ;  .choice  sol 
<ctiers;^ail  th^se    battafions  of 
Guards,  cost  m  sAly  ffty-fdur 
fiowumd  pounds  -  fi-year  more 
than'    the    ¥edmanry    Cavalry 
trodps,of  ^vh^^p  you  saw  a  spe- 
cimen oh  ^thc  imh  of  August, 
fSf^;    AH  the Hbrse  S^tdiow 
vfn  the  urm^;  that  k  to  say,  two 
reginients  of  Utb  Guards ;  one 
iegiment  of  Horse  Guards ;  se- 
ven   te^pmiaots'    of    Dragon 
finimfc ;  t>Yo  re^hnetits  df  Dra- 


goons ;  twelve  regiments  of 
Light  Dragoons  ;  making  in  tl.^ 
whole,  twenty-four  regiments 
of  Horse  Soldier,  including 
horses,  arms,  furniture,  cloath- 
ing,  pay  of  officers,  pay  of  men  ; 
every  thing  taken  together,  do 
not  cost  three  times  as  much  as 
these  bands  of  volunteer  Yeo- 
manry Cavalry !  These  are  (kcta 
for  you ;  and  let  the  flippant 
petit'  maitre,  Lord  Palmerston, 
eontradict  me  it  he  can.  The 
cost  of  these  gentry,  therefore, 
is  no  ladghing  matter ;  but,  the 
ckeafmess  of  them  ;  their  disin- 
terestedness is  a  thlh^  which 
we  may  amuse  oursetves  with. 
Recollect,  too,  that  these  Yeo- 
manry gentlemen  are  Reused 
from  the  horse  iiuty:  That  yoa 
will  perceive  ttf  wortt  to  Ihem 
ekch  about  jis  mi^ch  money  every 
yearas  would  pay  afoot  gui^'- 
man  for  about  J^yVtay^,  aK&d 
.1  Mnagine  that  forty  dftys  is  a  Kt- 
tle  more  than  any  of  these  pi^^ 
pie  spend  i A  milHaVy  servFcfe 
You  will  noWknow  ^omethti^ 
more  ^bout  these  corp^  than  ybu 
knewbfefore;  We  ar^  iklft  tota» 
nor  ne^  we  csife,  lA  what  hian- ' 
ner^^  moi&ey  is  g^ivetf  tot^ 
YecMB^nry.  W0  knbW  'tfait'^H 
comes  out  of  our  labour.  "Vf^ 
kbow  that  if  it  were  not  ViM 
40Ut  upon*  them,  those  thWt  ^%f 
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the  taxe&  would  not  have  so 
mach  of  tax  to  pay ;  and  that 
is  all  that  we  need  kitow  about 
the  matter.  Whether  they  re- 
ceive it  ^  victuals,  drink,  laced- 
jaekets,  or  in  jintd  money,  I  care 
nbtaatraw.  Iknow  that  they 
have  it,  and  that  is  enoug-h  fop 
me.  For  my  part  I  confess,  that 
I  was  (bol  enougii  to  believe 
that  they  could  not  receive  any 
money  from  us;  and  yet  it 
seemiedslrafigfe  that  they  should 
sally  forth  without  receiving 
s^nethhig  in  some  shape  or 
other.  In  this  state  of  doubt 
I  resolved  to  look  into  the  mat- 
ter«  and  tKe  result  was  th%t 
which  1  have  stated  to  you :  so 
that  now.  when  you  see  any  of 
these  gallant  troops^  [^ray  con- 
sider them  aa  bein^  in  your 
fof ;  and  when  you  hear  them 
preteA<yng  to  be  public  spirited 
and  loyal  gentlemen  coming 
'  ibrth  purely  for  th^  public  goiMl^ 
take  the  liberty  to  laugh  as 
much  as  yon  please. 

U)CJIL  ADJUTA^iTS. 
Yoii  may  remember  that, 
some  yeais^o,  yeii  were  called 
forth  by  compulsion,  to  serve  in 
coips  called  Local  Militia.  Those 
florps  have  been  long*  since 
iiisband<Mk  We  have  almost 
jTorgolite^  them.  They  have 
Ba   fxislsnet    in  any    shape. 


There   is  •  no   taw '  for .  camng* 
them  out  and  renewing  them . 
What,  therefore,  wiH  be  yoor 
jMirprise  to  hear,  that  we  have 
90,4<^S^  pounds,  a*ycar  to  pay  to 
Adj^anfa   of  ^cal  Militial 
There  are,   it  seems,  no  le'&s 
than  two  hundred  aiid  eighty  of 
these  men,   amounting    to  «an 
average  of  seven  to  a  county, 
who  are  paid  out  of  the  public 
taxes,  at  the  rate  of  four  ehiK  ' 
lings  a-day  each,   or  seventy- 
three  pounds  sterling  a-year; 
so  that  they  swallow;  np  ver/v 
nearly  as    much   money  as  it 
takes  to  pay  the    pensions  of 
three  tk^uaand  of  our  old^  «oZ* 
diersJ    Many  pf  these  Adjn* 
tajits  have  never  seen  a  day's 
service  in  their  lives4  and  yet,  - 
jn  consequence  of  the  few  dftya   - 
that,  they  were  out  exercisn^, 
er  pretending  to  iaxerciae,  or' 
imitating  exercise,  nc^ver  going 
out  of  their  own  county ;  for  tins 
little  trifli^notlik^  ofa  aerylee,. 
tw<>  hundred  and  eighty  of  them^ 
are.  receiving  as  much  money 
out  of  the'  fcnits  of  the  people's 
labour,  as  thQ  whole  of  the  ^n^ 
;»ioolof  nearly  three  thousand  of 
oor  old  sokliers,  thegi^aterpart 
of  whom  have,  perhaps,  been 
wounded  Jn  i>attle  I   Think  of 
this  t    Thi^  fact  is  of  mom  iiki- 
portancethan  a  thousand  d^da- 
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niaiory  hantpgues.  Facts  like 
thi^s^ sikk  by  us;  and  it  has  been 
a  gjeat  part  pf  my  duty  <ta  com- 
i^upicate  such  facts  /a  you.  As 
^pvcommuiucating^hem  to  those 
yfho  had  the  power  of-brio^i^g^ 
them  .finrward, ,  apd  proposing 
eorrection  of  abuses^  that  I  long 
tried  in  .vain. ,  Only  think  9f 
thlBse  Adjutants  receiving  seven: 
ty-tbree  pounds  a-year  ea£h> 
lyith  liberty  to  go* where  they 
please,  aod  do  what  they  please; 
while  a  subaltern  officer  in  the 
army,  who  has  probably  e^ 
caped  from  death  in  twenty 
battles,  is  thrown  upon  half- 
pay  with  a  less  suih,  and  re- 
sirainedy  at  the  same  time^ 
from,  following  any  trade  where- 
by to  .assist  him  in  making  out 
^  Hv^ng!  Oniy  think  of  this 
seventy-three  pouqds  a*year  to 
each  of  these  m^n,  w^le  thou- 
sands upon  thousands^  of  Mid- 
t^pmen  in  the  Navy,  who-,  ibr 
years  ^ve  be^n  ex^gaged  in 
battles  and  all  sorts  of  dangers, 
and  have  led  lives  ^  harder  than 
tjiat  of  a  dog,  are  turned,  adrift, 
without  a  penny  of  compensa- 
tioi^  to  beg,  or  to  starve,,  their 
1^  being. such  as  to  render 
tl^fMu  extremely  inapt  to  take  to 
:i^  pursuit  discoiinected  with 
^  the  -sea  I ..  Is.  it  ^&<;^ion,  as  the 
reptiles  oaU   it;^i6^   ijt  foetjon 


that,  dictates  ^bservatkuis  like 
these;  or  ^  it  a  love  of  jus- 
tice and  of  humanity  I  These 
Local .  HiliFtia  Ac^taiOB ;  these 
favoured  pei^ooa  are,  you  see, 
distributed  about  in  the  couo^ 
ties.  It  would  'l>e  .curious  ta 
ascertain  what  they  were.bef6ise 
they  became  lAc^utants;  whe 
got  them  their  appointments  ^ 
who  they  are  rehUed  to:  in 
short,  it  is  the  duty  of  eve^ 
man,  in  every  part  of  the  ooun« 
try,  to  make  such  inquiries ;  te 
keep  these  facts  that  1  have 
stated  in  his  mind;  and  to  spread 
as  widely  as  he  can,  the  know^ 
ledge  .of  them,  amongst  his 
neighbours.  In  fiftot,  it  is  tiie 
duty  of  every  body^  who^sees  a 
person  with  regard  to  wfaone 
manner  of  getting  his  livings 
no  notoriety  exists  in  the  aeigb^ 
boufhood,  tomakeenquiries  how 
he  gels  his  living.  This  is  aeU 
ingup  to  the  spirit  of  the  law. 
The  law  i^qtriresr  that Justicies  oC 
the  peace  shiuild  bring- men  be- 
fore them  and;  wpmea  too,  who 
have  ju^  visible  means  of  getting 
their  livings  and  make  them 
give  an  Account  of  ^mselves. 
The  kw,  does  not  say  that  a 
poor  man  shall  be  sul]^t  to  t|iis 
law,  and  that  a  rich  mw'  sbUl 
not  It  extends  to  gfdlydressedL 
fellows,  as  well  %s.to  fellowft 
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doihed  in  tag's ;.  nor  do€^  the 
Giteiiiii6tmnc^  of  keepiiH?  ^  ^^' 
riage  and  servants  at  all  prohi^ 
bit  the  magistrate  from  making 
toeb  inquiries..  When,  in  1789, 
orOO,  BuaifiB  first  used  his  pro- 
iUtut^  pen,  in  defence  of  the 
^d  despotiam  of  Francev  and,  in 
ord^p  to  urgi&  England'  into  a 
trar.with  that  cofmtry^  David 
WiruAMi,  in  a  pamphlet  pub* 
lished  soon:  afteFwardft,  said, 
tbAt  if  he  were  a  justice  of  peace 
for  the  county  of  Berks,  he 
would  actually  have  him  taken 
dp,  and  make  him  give  an  ac- 
eonni  of  the  manner  in  which 
Ire  got  ftis  living.  Mr.  Williams 
'  "iras  perfectly  right ;  for  the  old 
Imck  had  no  tfmble  means  of 
Hving;  and,  in  a  few  years  after, 
he  wHsfastened  upon  the  public 
for  a  pension  of  three  thousand 
pomids  a-year  for  his  life,  with 
remainder  to  his  wife  for  fifteen 
btifidred'  a-yeiir,  if  sh^^  should 
ontlive*  him  ;  and,  at  the  same 
thne  he  gbt  ^  grani  of  £Afi60 
ifr-3fear  to  be  paid  to  his  exe- 
<!Qiorsr  for  five  lives ;  and  the 
fket  is;  that  tbis  burthened  na- 
tUm'has  already  paid  more  than 
seventy  tbonsand  pounds  to  this 
^n,  Ms  wife,  and  dxecutors, 
atod  we  aire  still  {laying  two 
tkotissnd  five  hundred  a-year  to 
time  cxectrtoTs;     If  Mr.  Wil- 


liams had  been  a  jastioe  of  peace 
of  the  eonnty  of  Berks,  and  bad 
had  the  old  apostate  4aken  np, 
bei  would  have  foand  him  desft'^ 
tute  of  the  means  of  honestly  ob-* 
tainioga  livelihood' ;  and  would 
havecommittedhim  asavagrant> 
of  course.  All  those  who  reside 
in  the  different  parts  of  the 
county,  whatever  fig'ure  they 
mty  cut,  ought  to  be  suspected 
of  living  by  impropfeir  means, 
unless  their  proper  meiins  are 
subject  of  notoriety.  The 
late  Gamier,  of  Wickliam, 
used  to  be  looked  upon  as 
a  gr^at  country  'squire,  until  I 
tdld  the  people'  who  he  was,. 
and  what  he  was,  and  how  he 
got  his  money.  This  is  the 
way  to  humble  them.  The 
'*  Peep  at  the  Peers"  has  done 
much  ;  but  much  more  remains 
to  be  done.  We  must  get  to- 
gether the  names  of  all  those 
who  live  upon  the  taxes,  if  pos* 
sible;  make  a  compile  alpha-^ 
betical  list  of  them;  then  find 
OQt  their  places  of  residence ; 
so  that  every  man,  in  his  own 
neighbourhood,  may  know  what 
part  of  his  showy  neighbours 
are  fed  by  his  labour.  In  the 
present  instance,  1  have  been 
able  to  get  at  only  the  cost  of 
the  Local  Militia  Aciyutants. 
Another  time,  I  will;  if  I  cai^. 
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H^et  at  their  naines>  so  that  we 
may  }iave  tliem  ported  /Up  and 
blroiifrhi  kpino  to  the  kfiowledfre 
f>f  those  who  pa^  th^in.  It 
»urely  is  not  too  much  for  i»  to 
know  who  those  ^re  that  live 
,upon  oitr  liBiboiuv 

WIDOWS*  PENSIONS. 
We  pay  114,88^  pounds  in 
pensions  to  the  widows  oC  of- 
licers  of  the  arm).  As  itre* 
qitires  that  .the  oiiicers  should 
be  killed  in  battle,  or  in  actual 
service  afiroad,  this  is  a  ^  sum 
towards  which  L  should  cheer- 
fiiUy  contribute.  >  But,  while  vve 
pay  pensions  to  the  widows  of 
con^missionod  officers,  is  it  jult 
that  the  widows  of  the  men 
'should  receive  no  pensions  at 
all  ?  Upon^wliat  ground,  I  should 
be  glad  to  know,  is  this  distinc- 
tion made?  The  soldier  loosest 
a  life  as  well  as  the  ofllcer.  His. 
widow  is  bereftofiierhusband'as 
well  as  the oflicer's  widow,.  Jl^r 
children  are  left  des>titute  as 
well  as  the ,  officer'sL  childrett. 
And  these  officers.'  wido.ws  re- 
ceive as  much,  in  pensions,  as 
about  thirtee^i  thqu^an^  ol4  sbl- 
dters  receife  in  pensions..  This 
is  a  very  curious  ,faot ;  and  Ayell 
worthy  of  being.borne  in  mind. 
There  appears  to  be  no- reason 
why  the  poor  man's  wifeund 


children  should  not  be*  takes 
care  of,  as  weU  as  the  rich'maik's. 
k  may  be  said  that  the  «b4cMer's 
widowaad  children  may  goto  the 
workhouse;  but  the  workhouse  ia 
a  different  thing  from  a  pension ; 
or,  if  it  be  not,  why  should  not 
the  officer's  widow  and  ehilc^^n' 
ga  to  'the  workboufie  ?  But,  aa 
we  shall  aU  along  find,  the  good 
things,  afe  kept  for  thoM!  whfk  . 
liave  already  enough.

If  we  had  a  member  of  Fstk 
liament;  if  we  had  one,  who 
would  pot  gabble  for  us,  but*, 
who  would  work  for  us,  tba- 
facts  1  am  now  about  (estate  i» 
you  would  'have  bejBo  ct^oulatojt 
iQug  enough  ago*  formciclyr 
the  English  Army,  Navy,  jkBd 
Artillery  were,  in  consUeffabl^. 
part,  supplied  with,  oomnus* 
sioned  ofilcers  from  the  eaoka, 
and. from  amongst  tbe>2^ble  sea* 
men*'  This  practice  was  politio», 
as  well  as  just  It  operated  a» 
a  great  encouragement  to.good 
behavioiir,  trust-worthiness, .  &* 
delity,  and  courage.  .  But,  qf 
late-yeara,  and  particularly  wiea 
the  Duke  of  York  lias  been  Com* 
mandor-in-Chief,  and /since  the 
elder  Melville  was  put  into  tlie 
Admiralty,  a  new,  and  widely 
diS^rei^  system  bas.prevailedr  • 
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Aoademiea  and  Colleges  have 
been  estobliihed  for  the  purpose 
of  breeding  ap»  and  edacating, 
a  pack  of  boys  for  iKe  express 
purpose ;  of  making  them  com- 
missioned officers  in;  the  /Army 
and  Navy. and  Artillery.     An 
immense  pile  of  buildings  one  of 
the  moat  grand  and  splendid  in 
the  .kingdom,  has  beea  erected 
at  aplace  called^andburst,  i)e- 
tWjeen  Bagshot  and  Basingstoke, 
in  the  county  of  Surrey  or  of 
Berks,  and  at  about  38  miles 
iron  London.     The  spot  was 
a  barren  heath ;  it;  has  been  in- 
ek>sed,  elegantly  laid  out  with 
]:daatatioiis»  splendid  coach  roadiT 
and  otherdecorations,  extensive 
kitchen  i^ardeas,  porters'  lodges 
and, all  the  Other  concomitants 
^  of  grandeur.  •  ^  In  addHion,  there 
is  a  long  row  of  elegant  mansion 
bouses*  fit  a  distance '  from  this 
magnifleevl'  btiildiag.       Each 
house  has  its  separate  commo- 
dious gaeden.  The  houses  stand 
at  forty  4>r  fifty  paces,  from  each 
other.,    Tbene  is  a  terrace,  in 
front,  *and.  other  ttocaraboms 
common  to  themv  ^U ;  and  the 
w^leareaUloelosed  by.a  fences 
t^  v^ilo«tk  of  Which  convinces 
yoo.thi^  jtfee  architect  eared  bo* 
tlang.  abwt  ibt  expeoce.    The 
fMt,  aMofether,  of  this  plae^, 
^$  probably  been,  a  millien  of 


money.  It  was  erected  under 
every  possible  disadvantage,  aa 
to  ^pence.  A  pond  of  watc^ 
has  been  made  by  excavation ; 
and  a  redoubt  erected,  that  the 
"  yotmg  gentler^en "  n»ay  play 
iSX  soldiers.  In  this,.place,  there 
are,  it  seems,  kept  between  ttyo 
and  three  hundred  "  gentlemen 
Cadets."  They  have  aGoi^mor, 
a  Lieutenant-Qo^-ernor,  a&fiyor, 
fonr  Captains  of  Companies,  with 
Quarter-!Vfaster,Pay-Master,Ad- 
jutant.  Chaplain,  l^ergeants,  a 
band  of  njHisic,  Drummers,  Pi^ 
fers,.  and  a  whole  chovt  d  of  pro- 
fessors and  masters,  with  twenty- 
three  men  servants,  four  yromen 
servants,acook  and  three  kitchen 
maids,  two  house-keepers,  and 
a  p<ircel  of  nurses,  whether  wet 
or  dcyj  is  not  stated.  Tlas.is 
a  goodly  femily  for  the  nation 
toke^t  The  Secretary  at  War 
gives  us  an  account  even  of 
th^ir  washing, .  dowif  to  their 
very  sheets,  aikl  of  the  repairing 
of  thetr  shoes.  It  is,  in  some 
respects,  as  much  like  the  ac- 
count of  our  rhasterbf  the  work- 
house, at  Bishop's  Waltham»  as 
any  thing  ihat  I  oversaw.  ^Thls, 
you  will  observe,  h  the  see^-bed 
for  rear^g  young  o(R6ers  to 
command  those  of  the  (Others, 
aon^,  unctes  end,  btothers  of  us  , 
radioab  who  happen  to  bcfcome 
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^oMier^;  andpbs^rveitoo,  that, 
if  ihecoromU&ioned  officers  be 
^k«p.  frpm  tbi&  ieed  bed,  there 
cufk,  ,pf  cpqrse,    lio  officers  be 
lakep    from    the   rank^i    The 
ijkbove  estabUsbment    is   called 
theRovAL  Military  Acadebwt  . 
Thpre  is  another  Royal  Military 
A^cademy  at  Woolwifjb;'  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  the  Artil- 
lery .  with  gentlemen   officers. 
JJ^^e  is  another  for  instructing 
tb0  youogr  offiie^rs  of  Engineers. 
And,  at  P<Ktsn><>uth,   there  is 
a  Royal  Naval  Ck)llegie  for  the 
supplying  of  the  iaavy  !     ,      ^ 
.   Now,  JMackstone  says,  that, 
HiSogland;  thajt>  in  this  country 
pf,  jFreedom,  there,  can  be.  no 
llMgec  from  ^  standing  army ;

*  baes  raised  upon  the  peopksi  at 
)arg9  this  sum  of  aioney  for 
ieacfaing,  feeding,  cloathiiig', 
lodging^,  and  nursing*,  the  sons 
of  the  nobility,  parsons,  and 
others  of  the  "  higher  orders," 
in  order  duly  to  qualify  these 
'g'entry  to  take  command  of 
those  of  the  *'  louier  orders'* 
that  may  become  soldiers  and 
sailocs.  If  this  be  fair  play  the 
devil  IB  in  it.  t  believe  it  to  be 
tlie  fitst  instance  of  the  kind  in 
tlie  world.  We  know  very 
well  that,  by  payings  placemen, 
pensioners,  sinecurists,grantees, 
and  taxing*  people  ;  we  know 
very  welt  that  by  paying  tliem 
immense  suins  of  money,  we  do 
enable  them  to  cloath,  feed, 
lodg^,  wash,  mend,  and  teach 
their  children ;  but  this  is  the 
first  instance  that  I  ever  heard 
df,    of   a  direet  chiri^e    being- 


made  upon  the'  labouring  cias^ 
ses,  who  are  stigfroatieed  by  the-

If  wo  had  a  Member  of  Par* 
liament !  Oh,  if  we  had  but  sn 
Member  of  Parliament,  how- 
dear  aU  these  matters  would 
soon  be  made,  in  stating  the; 
soma  as  above,  you  witi  -observe- 
that  there  is  the  interest  of  the- 
mone}  which alllhese buUding* 
have  cost.  They  have  not  cost 
so  little  as  a  million  efmoney^ 
The  interest  of  that  nji/hf  ihoti^ 
sand  pounds  a  year.  Theses 
bofldings  decay.  Twenty  years  I 
purchase  for  a  house  is  a  goock 
priee.

more  iKtn  of  a  drill  serjeant 
Only  thiok  of  rattling'  such  poor 
litUe  creatures  up  in  the  nH>rD- 
iug,  by  the  sound  of  the  drum  ! 
Duly    think  ,  of  making*    them 
march  about  in  ranks  anil  iles 
and  columus, .  with  their  poor 
little  bands  down  by  the  side  of 
tbbir  thighs,  their  he^s  poked 
mp  and  thei^  little ieet  flung*  ont 
before  thein  ;  ^ith  a  great  big 
Serjeant  in  the  front   bawling 
•-eyes  right!"  and  "eyes  lea!" 
''  halt,   wheel,   halt,  march!" 
and  God  knows  what  besides, 
wbife  a  cootagioQs   belly-ache 
runs/through  the  ranks  of  ihe 
infantine  army !.    Some  of  them 
4iif  of  course ;  for  I  see  that 
they  have  doctors ;  and  Gil  Bias 
says.-tliat  when  his  master  was 
ill,  the  6ervants>  who  were  very 
fond  of  their  master,  upon  see- 
ing three  physicians  co^e  into 
the  bouse,  feH  violently  to  weep- 
ing and  gave  him  up  for  dead. 
Now,  our  Ciesars  go  to  the  aca- 
demy, 1  t)elieve,  at  the  sge  of 
eight  or  ten  years..  They  can- 
not very  well  be  fit  foir  com- 
manders before  they  get  into 
their    teens.      Suppose,    how- 
ever, that  they  reach  eighteen, 
upon  an  average,  belbre  they 
get  commandei^s  of  meii.    They 
cost  us   about  ^iOOl.  a  year   a 
piece ;  so  thai,  they  ought  to  be 


pretty  valuable  ;  since  they  must 
cost,  uix>n  an' average,  about 
sixteen  iiundred  pountie  per 
head ;  that  is  to  say,  if,  with 
good  doctoring  and  good  nurs-^ 
iiig,  they  reach  their  eighteenth 
year.  But,  there  must  be  some 
casumlties,  as  they  call  it  in  tt.e 
army.  No  de&erlioiiSr  of  course ; 
but  some  deaths;  and, in  every 
case  of  death,  there^s  all  our 
money  gone  I  All  our  cloatl)- 
ing,  all  our  food,  all  our  wash- 
ing, lodging  and  shoe-mend- 
ing,, nursing  and  all:  all  is  a 
sheer  loss.  So  that,  we.  may 
fairly  calculate,  I  think,  that  for 
every  gentleman  cadet  that  wa 
bring  to  maturity,  we  pay,  first 
and  last,  rather  more  than  two 
thousand  pounds ! ,  These  little 
gentlemen  have  masters  of  all 
sorts.  Masters  of  French,  mas- 
ters of  German,  nuuiters  of  land- 
scape drawing ;  and^  what  i^ 
truly  curious,  the  naval  cadets 
have^  dancing  masters  foiind 
jthem,  at  Qur  expence,  which  the 
military  cadets  do  not  appear  to 
have.  So  that^  we  shall  have# 
please  God  they  live  and  do 
well,  plenty  of  dancing  Post- 
Captains  and  Admirals.  Is  not 
this  a  pretty  w^y  of  spending 
our  money  ?  And  do  we  not  real- 
ly live  Underagoyeniment,  that 
is  th^  *'  envy  of  surrounding  na-i 
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/'  lions  aod  the-  admiraiion  <tf 

You  have-  bteen  ftOfprized,  I 
daore  say,  as  i  'myself  was,  to  see 
that  ODiy  .  four  or  five  wokneo 
bslong'  to  «be  Sandhurst  estab«- 
tishnenl,  while  there  are  twenty* 
three  met^  servants*:  But  I  be- 
liev^  thait  the  establisbmeoi  in 
the  Academy  itself  is  purely 
male.  The  womt^n,  I  ihinlc, 
Uvein  a  detached  department  at 
a  considerable  distance,  Except 
the  ma^%e,  perhaps,  or  in  cases 
where  the  gentlemen  cadets  are 
very  yoong*  Under  so  moral  a 
govecnmetit,  ca^e  is  taken,  of 
course,  to  suffer  no  females  to 
approach  that  are  not  of  vei^ 
considerable  age.  Indeed,  when 
we  reflect  that  tlris  establish^ 
ment  is  under  the  controul  of 
the  Duke  of  York,  we  naturally 
anticipate  the  adoption  of  every 
precatiton  calculated  to  insure 
the  banishment  qf  every  thing 
hostile  to  morals.  The  situation 
or  the  Academy  is  such  as  to 
preclude  the  possibility  of  the 
approach  of  any  persons  not 
expressly  admitted.

Finner- 
ty>  in  the  najtnp  and  on  tl^e  behalf 
of  his  iiyuf/ed  country,  accused 
Cafi.Uer|sagti^  and  for  accpsiog 
hiqn  of  lyhich^Mr.  Finn^l^  w,^ 
shut  up  in  jail  for  eigbteeix 
months,  lo^ed  ^ith,  the  curses . 
o^  the  bad  and  ^  blessingii  of 
the  good,  'the  peopl<^_of*  this 
country  will  never  forget  the 
n^entorious  conduct  of  Mr.  jfin- 
nerly  iipon  that  occasion-  X^e.* 
s^nten^Efe  of  imprisonment^  did 
not  remave  the  charges  h^  had 
vufd^.  A  Parson  niajf  not 
think  it  cruelty  tq  treit  a  man 
as  Mr,  Finner^  was  treated  in 
the  jail  of  Lincoln.  A  Parson 
may  think  it  by  no  meatus  cruel 
to  shut  the  people  of  Irelapd  up 
in  their  houses  (rom  suip-set  to 
sun-rise ;  to  punish  them  with 
transportation  for  disobedience; 
and  to  transport  them  too  wiih*^^ 
out  trial  hjf  j^ry.  4  Parspn 
ipfiy.  not  think  \i  cruelty  to  seize 
on  gre^t  numbers  of  men;  to 
dr^  th^m  out  of  thejr  beds  by 
uifiTl^t )  to  load  them  with  irons ; 
to  hurry  the|ti  away  to  distant 
jails ;  to  pu^  feloqs  dresses  upon 
thou);  toctit^bem  off  from  aU 
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communication  ^ith  friends,  ra- 
lations,  wives  and  children ;  to 
open  all  the.  letters  Ui  them  and 
from  them;  to  suffer, them  to 
speak  to  no  one,  except  in  the 
presence  of  a  jailor,  and  through 
ttDO  grAtings  at  manp  feet  from 
each  other;  to  keep  them  in 
this  horrid  state  for  nearly 
twelve  months;  and  then  to 
turn  them  out  with  broken  con- 
stitutions, without  a  penny  in 
their  pockets,  to  find  their  vray 
home  to  their  beggared  and 
starving  feimilie? ;  and,  all  thb 
fer  no  crhne  at  all,  and  without 
beipg-atr^gned  or  being  suffer*- 
ei  to  know  what  crime  was 
laid  to  their  charge  or  who  had 
be^n  theit  accusers:  even  in 
this  series  of  acts,  a  Parson  may 
be  able  to  discover  nothing  par- 
taking of  cruelty.  Riley,  ons 
of  these  memorable  victims,  un- 
able to  indure  with  patience 
liis  separation  from  bis  family, 
and  all  the  other  suflbrings  be- 
longing to  his  situation,  put  .an 
end  to  hia  existence  in  bis  dun- 
geon ;  )k  thing  at  which  you,  I 
dare  say,  would  chuckle,  or,  at 
least,  would  be  ready  to  sweat 
that  the  catastrophe  was  not 
produced  by  cruelty!  Mr.  Og- 
DBN,  a  Very  old  and  very  wor- 
thy man,  was  amongst  these 
victims.  Dragging  from  bis  home^ 


loading  with  irons,  tossing  and 
buffetting  about,  produced  a  rup-^ 
ture  in  the  body  of  a  man  who 
had  been  sound  to  the  a^  of 
three-score.    Upon  this  being 
related  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons>  Canning  made  it  a  sub- 
ject of  jesting,  aDd,intbeeou«Be 
of  his  answer  to"*  the  charge, 
called  the  sufferer  "  the  f^ertd 
**  and  ruptured    Ogdmf*    at 
which   the   House   hur^  in$o 
laughter!  A  Person  will  doubt- 
less applaud  this  brilliant  s^lly^ 
and  wiU  think  that  it  was;sbi^w-^ ' 
i^g  gr^at  mercy  to  Mr.  O^n  - 
not  to  trample  aU  the  bcmtBrls 
out  of  hi^  body.    A  Fanotitatsy 
think,  and  will  doubtlessly, 
that  there  has  been  no  cnid^jt. 
committed   bn    the  exceUeot^ 
public-spirited,  and  enligliteDeit- 
people  of  Cheshire,  Lancasliire»' 
Yorkshire,  Faisley  and  Ola^w* 
The  employmoot  of  ODver,  tbe . 
attempt  made  through  tbe  1tt-<- 
strmnenUdity  of  Castles,  a  Partoa^ 
may  think  by  ilo  meaiis  cmal^ 
Theaixteenih  of  AugkH  exbc^' 
bited  no  cruelties  to  the  eyes  oC 
a  Parson.    In  a  Parson's  eyes 
the    Oktham    Inquest    would, 
doubtless,  iq;>pear  a  most  hit* 
mane    and    just     pfoCBiMuier* 
Equally  visible  wonU  tk^  ha-. 
manity  of  the  Ministers  aftwi^^ 
to  a  Parson  fal  tbe  appUiMe 
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given  by  Sidmouth  to  the  Ma- 
gistrates and  Yeoinapry  of  Maa-< 
chestex,  and  in.  the.  rewarding  of 
faison.HAY,  one  of  those  Ma-i 
i^strates,  by  ffiving  hitfi  the 
Uvipg  of  Kochdale,  worth  tweu- 
tyrfive  hundred  pounds  fi-year ;' 
and  which  gift  is  the  more  strik-* 
ing-y  ajs  it  must  have  proceeded 
immediately  from  the  wish  or 
cbncarrence  of  the  Archbishop 
i\f  Canterbury  hitfiself,  the  liv- 
ing being  in  that  Archbishop's! 
gift !  It  is  curious  enough,  that 
|n  this  most  signal  manner,  the 
chuKTcb  ^ve  its  sanction  to  those 
taiemorable  proceedings !  X 
Bi^son  will  say  that  it  was  sin-^ 
.  ^ttfarly  humane  in  the  Minfstersi 
while  they  were  applauding 
the  Magistrates  and  the  Yeo-r 
manry,  to  refuse  all  inquiry  into 
their  cond\ict ;  and  at  the  same 
lime  to  prosecute  a  considerable 
'  ilumber  of  the  injured  parties 
^withaU  the  ^weight  of  Crown 
"law  and  before  special  juries: 
The  sequel  a  Parson  will  think 
more  huhiane  than  all  the  rest  c 
namely,  the  imprisonment  of 
Mr.  Johnston*  and  iWr.  Bam- 
FORD,  for  twelve  months,  at 
more  than  a  hundred  miles  from 
their  hbmes  ;  and  a  Parson  will 
swear  that  there  was  not  the 
smalle^  degree  of  cruelty,  in 
shlitting  up  Mr.  VLvsj  for  two 


years  and  a  half ,  fot  having* 
presided  at  a  meeting^  the  ob- 
ject of  which  was  te  agr^e^  o^ 
the  m^ans  oT  promoting  a  (lar- 
liamentary  reform;  at  vvhiqh 
meeting  neither  riot  nbr  breach 
of  peace  was  committed  by  the 
people,  the  like  of  which  meet- 
ing had  been  held  without  in- 
terrjupiion  in  an  infinite  number 
of  places  for  ages  past',  and,^ 
was  nev^r^  until  the  sixteenth 
of  August,  pretended  by  any 
human  being  to  be  ah  unlawful, 
meeting!  Two  years  an^'  a 
half,  a  Parson  will  say.  were  Sin- 
gularly, lenient,  andlie  will  turn 
towards  Cheshire  and  congra- 
tulate that  county. upon  having 
Seen  a  po^r  man  ;!eD,t  to  jail  - 
from  the  Quarter  Sessions;  to 
remain  in  jail  four  yjears'anda^ 
half  for  two  or  three,  ofrences 
charged  all  at  once,  of  selling 
cheap  publications !

Wbti^B- 
LEY,  for  suffering  jbst  indi^n^^-- 
tion  to  boil  over ;  as  to  the  ^tri- 
ple sentence  on  Mr.  Hxrrison, 
pronounced  by  Warden  'and 
by'  Bailey,  amotnting,'  I-  (re- 
lieve, to  three  years  and  a  half 
y)i;.  four  years  impri^bnmeift^fti 
jail,  these  a  I^arson  will  thlhk 
criminally  lenieiit ;  hni'  1^  do 
think  that  the  transportation  of 
Mr.  BrvciS,  ex^n  after  he'^wa^

maceBt  of  the  crime  of  whi^h  he

Or  does 
it  mean  that  they  are  seated  op- 
posite each  other  in  the  House  ? 
Howeyer,  the  befft^ay'  to  settle 
this  point  is,  and  to  show  how 
•felse  and  treacherous  your  re- 
presentation is,  whp  are  these  - 
politically  opposed  Lords  I     1 
will  tell    you.  Parson :    Lans- 
down,    Buckingham,    EllenlJo- 
rough,  and,  (keep  a  serious  face. 
Parson)  Lauderdale  !  These  are 
%e  Lords,  are  they,  who  are  po- 
litically opposed  to  the  nrinfii- 
tersl    Did  you  eter  r^ad  '  the 
Peep  at  the  Peers,  Parton  ?  "But, 
the  less  one  says  upon  sirch  a 
matter,  the  greater  is  one's  pru- 
dence.   The  public  know  very 
well  how  to  estimate  the  politi- 
cal opposition  bf  these  Lords ; 
and  so  do  you',  too;  but,  you 
"jttonght  that  the  public  did  not 
know  how  to  make  the  cs^mate  : 
you  thought  that  the  little  dis- 
gi^ise  that  you  were  drawing* 
over  the  matter  would  assist  in 
effecthig  your    malignant  -tfnd. 
selfish  purpose.    Your   words, 
like  the  jesuiV^  creed,  adiiiH  cf  a 
coBStmction  that  wouh)  m&e 
their  meaning  true ;  but,  if  wre 
take  in  tbe  context  you  are  here 
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i^gain.gruiR;  of  an  iat^tional 
falsehood.  Your  object  is  to 
<^aii8e  H  to  be  believed  that 
the  oonnnittee  was  promucu* 
ou^ly  takeo,  and  oompoaed  Y>f 
men,  amongst  whom  opposition 
existed  as  to  other  mi^tters;  bat, 
if  truth  bad  been  your  object,  if 
justice  and  not  iiyustice  had 
been  what  you  trere  seekii^, 
you  would  have  said,  that^ 
though  ;this  committee  was  not 
whplly  and  entirely  composed 
of  the  ministers,  it  was  composed 
of  men,  every  joae  of  whom  had 
been  nominated,  selected,  cho-

ters !  And,  therefore,  the  repre- 
sentation which  you  give  was 
faUe.

Par- 
son %  There  has  been  no  trial  of 
them  yet  for  perjury  ;  they  may 
never  be  tried  for  perjury ;  if 
tried  for  perjury,  it  might  be  im-' 
possible  to  convict  them,  and 
yet,  we  may,  the  moment  they 
have  done  swearing,  .safely  say 
that  we  will  not  believe  a  word 
that  they  have  said.  According 
to  your  doctrine.  Parson,  a  jury 
must  always  believe  what  a  wit- 
ness swears ;  must  act  upon  it ; 
must  continue  to  believe  it,  uh« 
til  that  witness  be  convicied  of 
perjury :  they^  must  hang  the 
inhocent  man  first  and  leave  the 
witness  to  suffer  for  perjury 
afterwards !  How  you  would 
sweep  us  off.  Parson !  Accorc* 
ing  to  your  doctrine,  we  aire  to 
believe  e.vety  thing  that  is  sworn 
by  any  villain  upon  earthy  until 
the  said  villain  be  actually  con- 
victed of  perjury..  According  to 
yen,  Castleu  ought  to^have 
been  believed;  for,  not  only, 
was  he  not  convicied  of  perjury, 
but  he  was  never  ^ried  for  per- 
jury. And  s^et  he  was  not  be- 
lieved. His  swearing  |>assed  for 
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nothing:,  though  it  WftS  fK^I  as 
positive'  as  that  of  'Bj^rbara 
Krantz,  or  of  nti^  other  of  the 
tenants  of  Cotton  Garden. — 
Thereforo^  this  is  a  mere  shufBe 
Dfi  your  part;  a  mere  evasion; 
but  it  airas  at  the  prOducihg'bf 
a  falie  invpresfiion  in  the  minds 
of  your  readers ;  it's  intention 
is  lo  decuiv^e  and  mislead,  ail[<T 
this,  too^  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
ducing an  injurious  effect  .with 
regard  to  her  Majesty,  the 
Queen;  and  this,  according  to 
all  the  principles  laid  dowA  by 
moral  philosophers,  and  by  di- 
vines, too,  is,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  a  lie. 

Your  seventh,  eighth,  and 
ninth  paragraphs  cpntaip  empty 
flippancy,  unworthy  of  serious 
notice..  Yet,  there  is  one  sen- 
tence in  them  upon  which  I 
shall  make  a  remark  or  two.  I 
allude  to  the  part  wherd  you  de- 
scribe the  persons  met  to  ad- 
dress the  Queen  as  being-  in  ge- 
neral unable  to  read  and  write ; 
and  where  you  (vrittily,  as  you 
imagine)  Observe  that  they 
"  shrink  from  all  such  arislo^ 
"  cratical  distinctions  ; "  as 
much  as  to'  say  th^t  literary 
learning  belongs  peculiarly  to 
the  privileged  orders,  to  the 
high  blooded  raee^  to  the  Peers, 
'  their  families,  an({  the  Parsons. 


I  might'  suffer  this  to  \m%  With 
merely  observmg,  tliat  it  la;  at 
once,  ibsolent  andr  firke  ;  but  I 
will  not.  in  the  first  plkte,  I 
insist  on  it,  that,'iakeli  ar  a 
mass,  the  Pri^ilegedOrdenfar^ 
the  hiost  ignorant'  part  of  tbia 
community,  not  excepting  evMi 
the  country  labourers  them- 
selves. I  Kiext  insist,  that,  as  to 
literary  leHrtmig,  the  penwns 
chosen  from  amongst^he  i^st  of 
the  privileged  classes  to  ebn- 
duct  the  affairs  of  the  country, 
are,  amongst  men  having  any 
pretensions  to  literature,  the 
most  illiterate  in  the  couniry. 
Ten  thousand  proofs  of  the  tfhth 
of  this  might  be  prodneed,  ftnd 
thrusted  up  against  your'  iio«e  if 
Ihe  thing  was  worthy  of  ihe 
trouble*  Never  b^ve  I  teeka 
document  come  out  of  tileir 
hands,  not  exhibiting ^idfe  both 
in  Grammar  and  in  Logic.-  iWae' 
&cts,  we expe€t,of  course;'  it^ 
it  is  sheer  want  of  literary  know^ 
ledge  that  produces  false  rea'^ 
soning  and  .false 'grammar.  In 
my  Grammar  of  tbe-^jylisli 
language,  for  the  usebf  abldiers  - 
and  sailors,  apprentices  and 
plough  boy§,  1  .have  giren  a

'*  The  light  of  Ul>erty  was  » 
long  preserved  in  the  ark  of  the 
Briysh  constitution,  when  it  wus 
extinguished,  or  almost  extinct, 
in  every  other  part  of  the  world. 
It  is  from  this  light  that  tile 
people  of  other  countries  have 
originally  derived  a  large  part 
of  their  present  political  illumi- 
nation. Here  the  spirit  of^li- 
berty  was  first  kindled :  Imd 
hence  its  sacred  heat  was  im- 
parted to  the  bosoms  of  the 
wise,  the  generous,  ami  the 
brave,  in  other  branches  of  the 
great  European  family;  Hni, 
while  other  nations  have  been 
indebted  to  us  fer  a  portion  of 
this  heavenly  fire,  we  have  our-  > 
selves  suffered  the  fiame  to  be« 
come  languid  and  weak  iu  that 
temple  of  constitutional  freedom 
which  it  once  so  splendidly  ilUw 
minated.

terrible  enemies  of  your  client 
were  again  to  bo  arrayed  against 
her;  when  such  indisposition 
eottld  produce  such  efTeets,  it  is 
pretty  dear,  I  think,  that  you 
must  both  of  yon  have  lost  sight 
of  those  all-powerftil  duties,  of 
which  we  shall  by  and  by  find 
yon  giving  so  ranthig  a  desorip- 
lion* 

On  these  grounds  I  had  formed 
an  opinion  not  at  all  favourable 
to  exertions,  from  which  so 
much  was  ^neraily  expected  ; 
an  expectation  founded  on  the 
bold  and  resolute  tone  which 
yon  took,  upon  some  occasions, 
towards  the  dose  of  the  Case  of 
theQneen^s  enemies;  but  which 
ttcpectation  ought  to  have  been 
gteatlpr  damp^,  by  the  very 
wdecided,  and,  indeed,  the 
very  equivocal  part  which  you 
acted  on  the  last  day  of  the  sit- 
ting, at  the  time  when  the  ad- 
journment took  place. 

1  am  not  about  to  enter  ui|o 
an  examination  of  your  mode  bf 
attacking  the  evidence  of  the 
enemy.  That  was  a  matter 
irendy  cot  «kI  diy,  prepared  by 
-men  not  afflicted  by  indisposi- 
tion at  so  critical  a  moment. 
What.  I  have  to  Sod  feult  with 
is  yowgr  neglect  to  lay  before 
yoor  hearers,  before  the  nation 


at  large  and  before  the  whole 
world,  a  fell  and  powerful  state- 
ment of  the  Queen's  just  grounds 
of  complaint;  of  all  her  suffer- 
ings ;  of  all  her  agonising  tor- 
ments; of  all  the  injuries  and 
insults  wantonly  inflicted  upon 
her,  and  tho  bare  recital  of 
which,  without  any  of  your 
bombastical  and  hyperbolical 
decorations,  is  enough  to  cUll 
the  blood,  to  make  the  hair 
move  on  the  head,  and  to  fill 
the  breast  with  an  indescribable 
mixture  of  hope  and  despair,  of 
pity  and  indignation.  You  talk,  ^ 
in  the  course  of  your  speech,  of 
perjured  vritnesses  brought  a* 
pi'ainst  your  client.  You  talk 
mddentally  aboiit  a  conspiracy ; 
and  did  you  want  the  judgment 
to  perceive  that  it  was  necessary 
to  pave  the  way  ta  these  de^ 
velopements  and  conclusions! 
Did  3rou  want  the  judgment  to 
perceive  that  these  discoveries 
of  peijnries  and  conspiracies 
must  have  little  weight,  unless 
traced  back  to,  and  connected 
with,  a  natural  and  efficient ' 
cause  ?  No ;  you  did  not  want 
judgment  to  perceive  this  ;  but 
you  wanted  the  will,  boUHv  to 
go  into  the  detail,  by  wtiich 
that  cause  would  have  been 
made  evident  to  all  eyes,  and 
by  which  your  defence  woidd 
have  formed  a  complete  whole, 
implanting  perfect  conviction  io 
every  impartial  tnind.  All  that 
was  material  to  your  client's 
case  yon  thus  omitted;  and,  ip^. 
stead  of  it,  made  the  greater 
part  of  yoor  exordium  to  con- 
sist of  a  fulsome  and  nanaeona 
eulogium  on  those  who  wei^ 
sitting  as  the  Judges  of  your 
Royal  Mistress,  uid  thereby  de^- 
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priving'  her,  by  possibility  at 
leaiit,  as  far  as  you  were  able  to 
deprive  her,  o(  all  ground  of 
complaint  as  to  any  judg-men* 
that  they  might  pass  upon  her. 

Carrying  in  our  mii^ds  these 
preliminary  observatioiis,  let  us 
now  come  to  a  somewhat  closer 
examination  of  your  speech.  You 
sot  out  with  disclaiming, /or  the 
present  at  least,  all  intention  to 
go  into. recrmina/ory  matter. 
Your  words,  as  given  in  the  re- 
port, were  as  follow : 

''  In  this  situation,  with  all

**  illustrious  client^  then  Caroline

"  was  the  niece  of  the  Sovereign, 
"  and  the  intended  consort  of  the 
"  heir-apparent,  and  was  herself 
"  not  far  removed  from  the  suc-

*'  now  went  back  to  that  period 
"  solely  for  the  purpose  of  pass^ 


*  ing  ovm*  all  that  had  elapsed

*  joiced  that  the  most  faithfkl

all   these  are  wholly  nnktaown ' 
in  that  assembly,  and  in   the 
families    of  that   assembly,  to  ^ 
whom   you     were    addressirig 
yourself.

Committee  Lords;   that  tholse 
who  brought  in  the  Bill  of  Pains 
and  Penalties;  that  those  wk6 
have  repeatedly  voted  m  favouir 
of  carrying  on  that  BiU ;  thtft 
those  who  reftised  your  Royat 
Mistress  a   list,  of  witnesses^, 
^t  those  who  refosed  bef  a 
list  of  places ;  that  those  •  who  '' 
have  shut  the  witneases  up  in  a  . 
fortress ;    that  those  who  hate  * 
barticadoed    the    streets,    and'* 
surroanded     tli»msef^es^^   With  ' 
ho\fee>  polToe   as   well  a«  With 
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regular    soldiers;    that     those 
ahioDgst  whom  are    the    men 
that  em()loyed  Cooke,  Powell, 
Brown,  and  the  rest  of   the 
hunters  after    evidence;     that 
those  amongst  whom  are  great 
numbers  of  persons  (including 
two  own  brothers  of  the  King) 
holding  lucrative  offices,  during 
pleasure :  I  might  have  been  as 
thorono^hly    convinced    as  you 
that  this  was  the  most  proper 
tribunal    in   the    world;     that 
these  were  the   fittest  persons 
that  could    be  found  on     the 
face    of   ttie    earth    to  judge 
between  the  King  and  f^ueen : 
I  might  have  been  quite  sure 
that  this  was  the  case  ;  but  if  I 
had  carried   down   protests  to 
them  as  you  have  done,  in  the 
name    of   my   Royal   Mistress, 
against  their  jurisdiction  i  and 
if  I  had  had  as  you  have  lying 
beforeyou,  the  declarations  of  my 
Royal  Mistress,  as  to  the  cha- 
racter of  this  House  of  Peers, 
I  would  have  suffered  my  tongue 
to  have    been   torn   from    my 
throat  rather  than  have  called 
them  and  their  families  "  the 
''ornament  of  the  country,  and 
"  the  first  society  in  the.  world/' 
One  would  havei  thought  the 
thing    impossible;    but   when 
once  a  real  talker  gets  a  gait, 
as  the  Yorkshire-me.n  call  it,  he 
never  knows   where   to    stop. 
On  he  goes  through  thick  and 
tUn.  One  would  have  thought  k|^ 
impossible  that  you  should  make 
shift  to  ^ing  the  praises  ofPitt  and 
of  Perceval,  upon  this  occasion; 
but  you  did    it;  and  we  shall 
now  see  how:  "How  wretched 
"  Yths  not  the  lot  of  this  lady 
"as  displayed  in  all  the  events 
"  jof  her  chequered  life  I    It  was» 
"  always  her  sad  &te  to  Ipse  her 
"*fcfe§rstay,  her  strongest  and 


"  surest  proteetor,  when  danfer 
"  threatened    her ;    and,  by   a 
"  coincidence  most  mim^loiisia 
"  her  eventful  history,  not  one  of 
"  her  in  trepid  defenders  was  ever 
"  withdrawn  ftt>m  her,  without, 
"  that  loss  being  the  immediale' 
"  signal  lor  the  renewal  of  mo- 
"  mentous  attadcs  upon  ber  ho- 
"  nour  and  her  life.    Jf  r^  PiU, 
"  who  hekl  hen  her  eanstemt 
"  friend  and  proteetor,  -died  4n 
"  1 806.    A  few  weeks  after  that : 
"  event  took  plaoe  the  ifst  at* 
"  tack  was  levelled  at  her^  Jih* 
"  Pitt  left  her  as  a  Ugaeg  to  Mr« 
"  Perceval,  who  beoame    her. 
"  bent,  her  mo4ft  wMiau^^ed  imd ' 
"  Jirmeet   protector.      But . .  bo  > 
*'  sooner  had  the  hand   ot>  m  '. 
"  assassin  laid    prostrate    thai ) 
"  Minister,  than  her  Royal  HigJi-  < 
"  uess  felt  the  force  o|  the  \Aaw 
"  by  the  commencement  of  a  i^- 
"  newed    attack,    though,  she 
had    but  just     been    boeao ; 
through  the  last  by  Mr.  Per-* 
cevd's  skilful   and  powerful 
defence  of  her  character.   Mr.  . 
Whitbread    then    undertook 
her  protection,  but  soon  that  ^ 
melancholy  catastrophe  hap<- . 
pened  which  all  good  men  of 
every  political  party   in  the 
state,  he  believed,  sincerely 
and  universally  lamentjed :  then 
caihe   with  Mr.  Whitbread's   , 
dreadful  loss  the  murmuring  of^ 
that  storm  which  was  so  sooa. 
/'  to  burst  with  all  its  tempos-* 
"  tuousfury  upon   her  hapless 
"  and  devoted  head." 

If,  instead  of  poor  Whitbiiead, 
whose  name  a  real  friend  would 
refrain  from  mentioning^  the  df- 
vil  had  occurred  to  your  mind,,. 
you  certainly  w.ould  nave  prais-  , 
ed  him ;  for  how  could  you  have 
declined  it  after  having  .pmi^c^  , 
those  /two  execcable;  .and.  ix^t^, 
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ecsrMd  Mfiili/lef$,PiTTandPKR- 
mcTAX  f  Peot>ki  maly  abdse  the 
dlMl  M  lon^  ftA  they  pleuie; 
bttf  I  ate  iatimed  he  never  did 
tamfidmndi  hann  to' mankind  : 
dtfhig'  th^  M^ii^e  space  of  time 
ImtM.  They  wei^  the  ^eoorge 
ofDngfaM',  andrby  the  means 
of  Bing^atid'B  resoofoes,  they 
wbre  the  scour^  of  the  world. 

Neteif  Wh8\a  more  true  word 
MM.  ho'w^ver,  than  thai  Pitt 
IMt  thtf  PriiMai  aii  a  LEGACY 
t<H  P^rteval.  The  little  sharp 
tefvier  of  a  lawyer  seemed  to 
regard  her  Rc^al  Hig^hnessin 
tlitr  Wgkt ;  and  he  turned  his 
le^iiey  to  ni6st  exoelleBt  ao- 
oMnt  The  legacy  put  him 
iillA  place  and  put  his  enemies 
oviof  place;  and  the  same  le- 
gacy kept  him  in  place  when  he 
^^6iikl  have  be^n  tamed  out, 
had'it  D6t  been  for  the  legacy. 
HUr  conduct  towards  her  Royal 
Hl^bn^ssf;  or,  rather,  her  Royal 
H^imessfaaving' listened  to  his 
adVicd,  was  the  source-,  and  the 
only  source,  of  tfll  her  fbture  ca- 
laii^ies.  When  the  commls- 
giM  *t)f  1806  had  ended  its  in- 
qairi«s  J  when  th*  perjury  had 
bel^n  det^ed ;  when  the  scan- 
dMotas'consptrac^  bad  been  dis- 
eoi^r^  ;  that  tods  the  time  for 
€ii!p&9itre  f  That  wiis  the  time 
fqt  'crmtMtig'  the  enemies  of  the 
P^eew.  If  that  had  been  don^ 
thite,  ah*  wduW  havb  held  heV 
oourti  wAen  the  Prince  became 
R^tll^  she  never  would  have 
been  separated  from  her  child ; 
sb^  never  woMd  hav^  bedn 
wMMl^  out  of  the  country; 
ftiiA,^heir^name^6tild  hare  been 
in*^^^  Litiit^  'now,  and  sh^ 
wiW^  brtr#h  ^p6n  k^et  head;*

cess  is  quite  clear ;  for,  he  had 
not  only  collected  all  the  mate- 
rials to^~elher ;  not  only  had  be 
arranged  all  the  documents ; 
but  he  had  had  them  printed  in. 
a  book  which  was  to  have  been 
published  on  a  certain,  day!. 
But,  only  two  days  before  that , 
day  arrived,  the  little' lawyer 
and  aU  his  trU>e  became  Minis- 
ters. We  remember  the  pre- 
tence for  that  chang^e  of  minis- 
try. The  pretence  was  a  blse  ] 
one  on  the  part  of  the  comings ' 
in  ministry.  The  ousted  fellows 
might  possibly  be  gulled;  but 
this  was  the  true  cause  of  the  [ 
change  of  the  ministry.  And' 
that  it  was  the  true  cause  is 
proved  as  clear  as  day-light,,  bv 
the  fact,  that  Perceval,  instead 
of  publishing  the  book  accord- 
ing to  advertisement,  went  to 
the  printer's,  took  the  whole  edi- 
tion, carried  them'  home  and^ 
burnt  them.  Three  copies'had' 
escaped,  two  of  which  wer9 
bought  up  at  an  enormous  ex- 
pense. The  thiM  was  reserved 
for  a  higher  destiny.  '  ^  . 
And,  yet,  you.  hav^e  the  ef- 
frontery to  declare  that  Perce- 
val was  your'  Royal  Mistress's 
best  and  firmest  supporter  jand 
constant  frfeod  !  She  was  '  an 
excellent  Icg^^cy  lo  him  indeed. 
Itwas  she  kept  him  m  place  when 
the  Princo  became  Regent.  To 
her  he  owed  the  immense  sums 
virhtch  he  himself  received  ;  an^ 
to  her  his  f on  and  widow  owe 
the  tmknertse  sums  wbich  they 
now  receive.  This  was  a  sub- 
ject ivhich,  if  I  had  been  under 
your  patticalar  circumstaDceSp  I 
would  bave  avoided  as  m^ 
avoid,  UQder  certain  efrcuoii- 
statotes;  talking- ofbalters.

your    exlraordinary  backw^ajrd- 
u 63^ in  CO m ni u u i call ng*  w  1  th  |ier 
majesty  after  the*  late    ivQg^s 
death ;  the   strange  ^tory  you 
told  in  answer  to  Caouin^  on 
the  Tth  of  June  last;  the  pro- 
mise that  yoa  then  made  of  ex- 
plaioln^     tbe    matter    aiiot)ior 
time,  and  your  never  having  ex- 
plained It  from  that  day  to  this  ; 
tho   confesmon   that  came  from. 
youxself,  that  you  bad  buen  en- 
g'Q^ed  with  theKin^  la  a  liego- 
da^Ion  in  lt^l9,  or^  at  least,  that 
yon  had    voliuiturily    carried   a 
meSsag^e  from  the  Kiu^  to  Lord 
Liv^erpool  oo  the  subject;  your 
conduct  in  tbe  case  of  the  Pro- 
tocols ;  your  conduct  with   re- 
gard to  tite  resolutions  $ent  to 
the  Queen   by  depntuiion  ;  the 
answers  to  the  addresses  from 
Preston  and  from  JS^ottlngh^m  ; 
your    sneers  and   scojis  at  Mr. 
Alderman     Wood :    all     these 
things,  and  a  §^reat  many  othe^, 
not  forge  I  ii  n  g  you  r  defence  of 
theSpy-syslera.'whilcyoii  ko^w 
yonr  Royal  Mistress    vyas  beset 
with   &pies:    all    tbe^e  things, 
notte  of  which  wonld  eV^r  ha.ve 
been  n^entloned  by  me  any  iQOfie^ 
but  which  are  all  rememl^red, 
ou^bt  to  have  made  you  shnft 
an   eulogium   on  little  Iftwy.ej^ 
Perceval  All  these  things  ought 
to  have  made  yon,  when  a  tpfne 
like  thi§  wa§  afloat,  sj lent  and 
a^demore  ascertain  females.arjs 
siiidtQ  be  at  a  ,cbnslening.    it 
is  clear  tbat  y^u.  wanted  toi  talk 
aboat  apy.  tliing  Wt  the  real 
tfttf^J;    but    yovi  .wbulcl  bave 
done  petter'  by  Intrpducing  your

in  ibe  attempt.  You  might  have 
told  the  ornament  of  the  nation 
that  two  hundred  flags  were 
waving  upon  her  lawn,  and  that 
when  she  made  her  appearance 
on  her  balcony,  every  eye  was 
moistened  by  the  reflection  that 
she  had  suffered  so  long,  such 
nralignttnt,  such  hellisli  persecu- 
tion.

She  has  given 
rise,  .  in    the   space    of    three, 
months,  to  as  much,  discussion  ^ 
as    naturally  belonged    to  ten; 
years*      Her    cause     naturally  ^ 
and  necessarily  allied  itself  to . 
that  of  the  people.     The  dis- 
cussion    has    commenced    and  , 
gone  on ;  and  all  that  seems  to  ] 
be  wanted  at  present,  is,  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Bald  BuUy,  who  . 
ridiculed    the    "  retoered   and 
ruptured  Ogden/'   to  witness  , 
the  effect. 

You  win  huff  yourself  iii  the- 
thought  that  the  circulation  of  . 
our  sentiments  is  narrowed,  by 
the  Six  Acts ;  but>   be  not  so 
sure.     The  Six  Acts  have  in  ' 
great  part  defeated  themselves ; 
no  thanks    to  those  who   ob-  . 
tained  us  the  farvour  of  banish- 
ment.   Truth  has  found  its  way, 
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In  spite  of  every  obstacle ;  and, 
while  her  Majesty,  with  that 
g^rateful  and  endearing  conde- 
scension, which  has  characte- 
rised all  the  actions  of  her  at 
once  perilous  and  glorious  ca- 
reer;  while  her  Majesty  so 
feelingly  makes  her  acknow- 
ledgments to  the  Press,  from 
the  Press  is  due  the  most  pro- 
found gratitude  towards  her 
Majesty.  By  a  thousand  ties 
are  we  bound  to  this  gallant 
and  glorious  Queen  ;  but  by 
none  more  than  by  her  open, 
bold  and  undaunted  declara- 
tions in  favour  of  the  rights  and 
liberties  of  the  people. 

There  is  one  gracious  act  of 
her  Majesty,  which,  though 
the  ''  ornament  of  the  nation'' 
may  smile  at  it,  is  well  worthy  of 
their  serious  attention.  I  allude 
to  her  Majesty's  honouring  the 
eldest  friend  of  Reform,  with  a 
seat  at  her  own  table  ;  notwith- 
standing all  the  slanders  which 
the  Selfish  Faction  have 
heaped  upon  him  ;  and  notwith- 
standing^ he  stands  convicted  of 
what  they  term  sedition.  No- 
thing could  be  better  judg-cd 
than  this  ;  for,  it  is  a  pledge  to 
the  country  that  her  Majesty  is 
a  decided  and  ardent  friend  of 
that  measure,  without  the  adop- 
tion of  which  ^his  country  ne- 
ver can  know  another  hour  of 
prosperity  or  of  peace. 

1  shall  not,  like  jrou.  Sir, 
conbltide  with  prostratmg  "  my- 
''  $elf  before  my  Maker  at  the 
"  Throne  of  Mercy/'  but  with 
assuring  you  that  I  should  h&ve 
been  much  better  pleased 
to  find  it  consistent  with 
my  duty  to  praise  than  to  cen- 
sure upon  this  occasion.  I  have, 
and  1  can  have,  no  perscfnal 
animosity  towards    you.     You 


are  a  person^ ©(.great  talent; 
and' I  should,  hate  my$o)f  if  J 
grudged  you  the- possession  .qC 
It  out  the  Queen  must  oo^ 
again  be  sacrificed.  Her  Ma^ 
jesty  is  under  the  guardianship^ 
of  the  people  in  general,  and  of' 
the  Press  in  particular.  Shot 
was  sentenced ;  she  was  doomed 
to  banishment  for  life  from  ttus^ 
land,  where  alone  there  was  a^ 
heart  to  beat  for  her.  She  waa 
entangled  amongst  lawyacs^c 
creeping  deputations,  dark  oe^ 
gociators  and  intriguers  .of  all 
descriptions.  The  Press  darted- 
forward  and  extricated  her 
from  the  trammels.  The  Press  - 
called  aloud  to  the  people^  and 
the  people  saved  her.  There*^ 
fore,  the  press  has  its  pequliar 
rights  in  this  instance;  of  tboao 
rights  I  possess  a  share ;  and 
that  share  I  have  now  employed « 
in  the  manner  that  I  think  best

to  the  interests  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants,  than  if  1  had  been  a 
total  stranger  to  the  locality. 

As  the  people  of  Paddington 
have  once  been  my  neighbours, 
I  still  oonsider  myself  as  united 
with  them  by  the  charities  of 
neighbourhood.  The  ties  of 
fViendship,  when  once  formed, 
ou^ht  if  possible  to  be  indisso- 
luble ;  and  even  those  relations, 
which  arise  merely  out  of  local 
contiguity,  are  apt  to  spread  the 
fine  net'^work  of  a  thousand 
nameless  associations  over  the 
ihemory ;  and  thus  in  a  variety 
of  ways  to  become  intertwined 
with  the  affections.  Life  has 
naturally  so  many  dark  inter- 
vals, that  it  is  our  duty  not  to 
overlook  any  associated  circum- 
stances, or  to  reject  any  pos- 
sible auxiliaries,  that  can  assist 
in  adding  to  the  number  of  its 
sunny  hoi^. 

The  sympathy  which  the  in- 
habitants   of  Paddington    ex- 


press for  the^  sad  variety  of  my 
domestic  afflictions,  is  very  ae-

Principles  are  indestructible ; 
and  tlie»fore  I  Mi  a  vivid  as- 
siraoee,  that  while  I  contend 
fersQch  prineiples,  rather  tbaii 
for  any  transient  interest,  I  shall 
ultimately  triumph  over  my  ene- 
aries.  '  The  principles  which  are 
iMst  sacred  to  my  conscience, 
iod  dearest  to  my  heart,  are 
those  of  troth,  of  jnstice,  and  of 
liberty.  Tb^  principles  are 
hatter  calculated  than  any  other 
to  promote  the  general  happi- 


ness of. mankind;  and  while  I 
maintain  them  with  unshaken 
constancy,  not  more  for  my  owi^ 
fl^od  than  for  that  of  the  nation, 
I  am  convinced  that  in  the  ge- 
neroQs  support  of  all  classes  of 
the  community  I  shall  be  able 
to  oppose  ah  invulnerable  shield 
to  the  violence,  the  ferocity,  and 
the  malice  of  my  enemies. 

In  this  age,  when  knowledge 
is  generalized  and  in<j[uiry  un- 
restrained, the  power  of  public 
opinion  is  become  so  C'reat  that 
every  other  must  finally  bend  to 
Its  decrees.  A  temporary  re- 
sistunca  may  be  made  to  the 
measures  it  su^ests,  or  the  con- 
duct it  prescribes ;  but  as  long 
as  the  press  preserves  only  a 
moderate  degree  of  liberty,  pub- 
lic opinion  must  be  ultimately 
omnipotent ;  and  it  is  as  vain  to 
oppose  its  commands  as  it  would 
be  to  order  the  earth  not  to  re- 
volve upon  its  axis. 

When  God  gave  the  power  of 
thought  to  man,  he  evidently 
designed  it  to  be  firee.  Tyranny 
may  fetter  the  legs,  or  handcuff 
the  arms,  but  it  cannot  impose 
chains  on  the  interior  operations 
of  the  mind.  It  may  restrain*  the 
freedom  of  intellectual  agency, 
through  the  medium  of  the  press ; 
but,  in  the  present  condition  of 
man,  no  restraint  of  this  kind 
can  well  be  efficacious.  And 
my  heart  vibrates  with  joy  when 
I  reflect  that  tyranny  itself  is  on 
the  point  of  expiring,  in  almost 
every  part  of  the  European 
world.  The  holy  alliance,  though 
made  for  the  purpose,  can  hardly 
keep  it  alive.

an  he  must  have  expected  her 
to  lose,  if  the  alled^ed  inter- 
course had  existed,  of  which 
existence  he  must  have  been 
well  assnred  ;  and  assured,  too, 
that  there  were  witnesses  to 
prove,  it. 

The  evidence,  and  your  fail- 
,  lire  to  prove,  even  by  your  own 
witne5»es,  many  things  that  you 
proiiniaed  to  prove,  calls  on  me 
lor  another  genehil  observation 
pr  two,  before  i  enter  on  the 
particular  fsilsehoods  contained 
in  your  opening  Speech. 

The  adulterous  intercourse 
was,  you  said,  continued  from 
November  1814  to  the  time  that 
Jferg€uni  quitted  the  service  of 
the  Queen.  Now,  we  Vnow, 
that  be  quitted  it  in  June^  ISiiO, 
at  St.  Omers.  None  of  your 
evidence  comes  down  later  than 
1817  !  Your  own  evidence  will 
bring  you  down  no  lower.  Then 
it  was  false  to  say  that  Jrou 
would  show  the  six  years*  con- 
tinuation. Why  you  did  not  is 
clear  enough.  There  were  to 
be  found  no  turned-off  servants, 
who  had  lived  With  the  Queen 
after  1817 !  The  Majocchis, 
Demonts  and.  Sacchinis  had 
been  packed  off;  andthePola* 
cre-men  had  been  discharged 
before  this  period !    You  could 


find,  or,  rather  Cook,  PotrelL 
Brown  and  the  rest  of  the  band 
could  find  nobody  that  the 
Queen  had  turned  off,  or  that 
Bergami  had  quarrelled  with, 
after  that  period ! 

To  account  for  this,  Street,  of 
the  Courier  ( and  to  name 
Street  is  quite  enough),  has 
told  U6,  in  a  demi-official-  form, 
that  we  are  not  to  believe, 4hi^t 
the  adulterous  intercourse  had 
had  00  existence  because  it 
ceased ;  for,  that  **  it  b  a  long 
"  lane  that  has  no  turn.*'  You 
said  that  you  would  prove  the 
continuation  throughout  the 
six  years.  But,  no  matter.  The 
Queen  was  forty-six  years  bid, 
when  the  intercourse  ascribed 
to  her  commenced;  and  she  was 
forty-nine  when  it  ended!  To 
helieve  this,  what  sort  of  a  man 
must  you  be  ?  To  believe  that 
a  woman,  who  had  been  so  fond 
of  a  comparatively  young  roan  ' 
for  three  whole  years ;  who  had 
been  toying  with  him  aU  day, 
and  sleeping  with  him  every 
ntght;  should  cease  her  fondness 
all  at  once,  and  become  chaste 
as  a  nun  at  forty-nine ;  to  be- 
lieve  this,  what  .sort  of  a  man 
must  you  be !  But,  there  is,  in 
this  case,  something  more  for 
you  to  believe  than  even  this. 
I  do  not  know  what  sort  of  a 
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man  you  may  be:  I  have  never 
ifieeii  yoUfUnd  I  hope  and  Irtist  I' 
never  shall.    You  may  be  made 
bf  common  Besh  ^d  blood  ;  yon 
may  hav^  the  duiWard  appear- 
ance   and  inward   feelings   of 
other    mortals;    or,  yoii    may 
like  the  old  Woman  and  maid, 
describejd  by  the  Copper  Cap 
tun,  be  ^'  covered  with  a  husk, 
**  or  shell;  iknd    rattle  like  a 
*'  dried  chesnut ;"  but,  if  you  be 
made  of  flesh   and  blood  and 
bpnes  and  bdwels,  what  a  stout 
believer  must  you  be,  io  believe, 
that  the  Queen^  having-,  whe- 
ther (rbm  satiety  or  from  repent- 
ance, discontinued    her  enjoy- 
ments, would    atiU    hace  kept 
Bergami  in  her   service   and 
labcfut  Iter  person  f     Can    iiny 
man,  not  absolutely  made  up  of 
dry  stuff,  or  surrounded  with  a 
bosk  or  shell,  possibly  believe 
this? 

What  thejudges  of  the  Queen 
may  be  made  of  I  shall  not  pre- 
sume even  to  guess.  Their 
blood,  which  is  generally  called 
high,  may  bear  some  resem- 
blance tb  that  of  the  Angels,  as 
described  by  Milton,  but,  this  I 
know,  that  to  common  mortals 
ibe  sig^ht,even  the  hare  si^ht,  of 
a  once-enjoyed  and  now-indif- 
ferent and  no-longer-loved  or 
di\ioyed  object,  is  never  endured 


but  from  hard  andl  irreskiibld 
necessity ;  and,  wd  well  knOw^ 
that,  in  this  cate,  it  was  endured 
by  choice,  if  your  allegation^  b4 
true.  Any  thing  so  ebrtlpleleljf 
against  nature  n^ver  wail  heard 
of  beforiB  in  the  world. 

On  the  other  hand,  siipposd 
the  intercourse  to  have  oonti-^ 
nued  till    Bergami  quitted  thd 
<(iue^n,  and  that  it  Was  mere  ac^ 
cident,  lUcky  accident,  that  pfo* 
served  her  Majesty  a^aidst  thd 
ferretings  df  Cook,  Powell,  and 
Brown,  as  to  periods  after  Isit  t 
supposing    J-ou    to    taVe    thiil 
ground.  What  a  mhn  you  hiust 
be    to   believe,   thdt    Bei^gami 
Would  hate  b^eii  brought  to  SL 
Omera,  to  take  his  laet  leave  t9i  / 
the  presence  of  Mr.  Alderfnamk  % 
Wood,  Lady  Antie  Hamilton^ 
and  many  others!    Here  vvaa  ik  > 
woman  otjlfty-two,  doatingp  tip-< 
on  a  comparatively  young  maii^ 
sunk  into  a  life  of  indulgence 
with  him,  constant  to  him  as  the 
dove  to  her  mate,  saying  "  kit 
for  love;    or,  thd  la^orld  Well 
lost,"  drawing  towards  the  tno* 
ment   of  tearing   herself  froni 
him»and(oh, monstrous !)  choos^ 
ing  to  bid  him  ixri  everid^tirig 
adieu  in  the  presence  of  a  SCori 
of  people !    To  be  cd,vered  with 
a  husk  ot'  shell  is  absolutely  ne-' 
cessary  to  your  belie viiig  df  thls; 
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IJot  only  w«^  tbe;p«rtiqgr  whol-  0videDop  9pttW  poftslHy  ?^  of-

ftKXKn  th^  evidence,  VM  ^  P©»- 
jioq  of  great  merit ;  that  he  was 
^t\  aM^,  active,  vigilant,  apd 
brav^  man;  that,  ip  aU  proba- 
bility, the  Queen  owed  her  per- 
sapal  safety,  in  a  great  degree, 
tQ  hi(n;  fMu|  that  to  promote 
f^cb  a  man,  to  confide  in  him, 
tQ  give  hioi  authority  and  to  de- 
cori^te  h^m  v^ith  honours,  was  a 
vmtkt  of  .wisdpm  as.  well  as  of 
^i^stice  in  her  M^esty. 

Put»  why  all  this  fuss  about 
the  ^ouf  (a^  it  is  call^)  origin 
pf  Bergam\  ?  The  0I5I  b?iughty 
ppurbons  haye  nxade  shift  to 
swallow  the  pill  of  acknowledg- 
\t\s  ^8  CounU,  and  Duke^,  and 
Pxil}Ces,  as  Pe^9  of  France,  men 
who  Wf  re  private  soWera  only 
^  i^vf  year?  before  they  became 
pukes,  Counts,  and  Princes.  The 
t)\rice  treble-distilled  hanghti- 
p^  of  the  House  of  Austria 
(th^  prim^  protectress  ot  Social 
Ofrfer  J^cqul^  come  down  to  give 
Ita  ft^ir^^  Qr  f  Mest  da^ght^r, 


to  the  "  Cqrsican  Auventt^er,'* 
Nay,  the  King  of  Sweden  him- 
self, our  King's  brother-king  an(i 
his  high  ally,  was,  only  a  fev 
years  before  he  became  King, 
a  privctt^  soldier.  Why  6nch  fi 
fbss,  then,  about  the  Baron'^ 
low  origin  f  Why  such  efforts 
to  make  out,  that  his  office  in 
the  army  was  no^.A»g4«r  than 
that  of  a  Serjeant  f  Those  who 
hav^  made  such  efforts  -do  not 
seem  to  know  much  of  what  iai 
passing  in  the  world;  if  they 
did,  they  would  perceive  that 
the  low  (as  itis  called)  origin  of 
the  Baron  is,  with  the  public,  9, 
strong  circumstance  in  his  fan 
voar.  They  would  perceive 
tha,tiho  people,  in  spite  of  the 
Dungeon  Bill  and  the  Si^ 
A6ts^  have  been  peeping,  and 
prying  a  good  deal  into  things ; 
and  that  they  now  know  per- 
fectly well  how  to  set  a  jtist 
value  on  what  is  Nofnlity,  or 
high-blood.  In  short  .they  would 
perceive  that,  as  her  Majesty 
has  well  observed,  tbe  age  of 
darkness,  delusioi^,  and  blind 
submission  is  gone^  nevfr  ta 
return. 

However,  I  am  disposed  to 
^Uqw  that  the  Queen  migiit,  lu 
her  promotion  qf  Bergami,  be 
in/luence4  by  some  motives  b^« 
sides  thpse  aris^n^  put  0/  hia^ 
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aeiiml  servtceM  to  ber.  She 
might  eoDtract  a  great  liking 
towards  him.  I  can  see  no  sin 
in  her  liking  his  manners  and 
his  person,  and'  in  her  being 
pleased  with  his  conversation 
and  his  company.  Nay  (and 
how  1  shall  make  your  hask,  if 
you  have  one,  rattle),-!  can  see 
nostn  in  her  loving  him  I  What ! 
has  it  never  occurred  to  a  wo- 
n*an  to  become,  by  degrees, 
very  fond  of  a  man,  with  whom 
she  never  even  thought  of 
an  adulterous  intercourse  ?  If 
this  be  «tn,  God  have  mercy  on 
the  sex  !  Bat,  the  Baron  had 
awife^  Is  it  a  sin,  then,  for  a 
woman  to  be  pleased  with  an- 
other woman's  husband  !  Is  it 
a  sin  for  her  to  wish  that  he  was 
not  married  ?  Is  it  a  sin  for 
her  to  Wur  him  more  than  any 
other  man,  and  to  bestow  on 
htm  money  or  honours?.  Is 
this  a  proof  ot  guilt  t  Is  this  a 
proof  of  her  having  a  carnal  in- 
tercourse with  him  ?  But,  the 
Queen  bad  a  husband.  That, 
to  be  sore,  was  a  thumping 
consideration  !  Take,  then,  dic^ 
bolis  regis,  and  make  the  most 
of  it  ]  Bawl  away,  as  long  as 
you  Kke,  on  the  eluty  aad  ex- 
diisive  afeetion  that  the  Queen 
owed  to  her  kind,  tender,  con- 
fiatit  and  loving  husband. 


There  might  be  something 
very  pleasing  in  the  manners  of 
Bergami ;  and,  indeed,  Sir  Wil- 
liam Qell  repeatedly  saVb,  that 
he  was  remarkably  attentive 
and  obliging.  He  has  this  re- 
markable expression;:  that  his 
manners  were  like  those  of  an 
English  gentleman,  only  he  was 
more  cUtentive  /"  It  is  not  likely 
that  he  would  -be  less  attentive 
to  the  Queen  than  to  other  per- 
sons She  who  had  been  used, 
for  so  long  a  time,  to  harsh, 
coarse,  and  even  brutal  treat- 
ment, committed  no  sin  ia  being, 
pleased  with  this  attention. 
Her  own  amiable,  kind,  bene- 
volent, and  affable  manners, 
whfch  have  endeared  every  one 
to  her,  who  has  had  the  happi- , 
ness  to  serve  under  her;  and 
who  has  not  been  a  monster  of 
ingratitude;  these  manners  were 
well  calculated  to  inspire  such 
a  man  as  Bergami  with  zeal  in 
her  service,  and  to  draw  from 
him,  in  the  various  perilous  si- 
tuations in  which  the  Queen 
was  placed,  numerous  proofe  of 
sincere  and  ardent  feeling  for 
her,  and  of  devotion,  to  her. 
And,  was  she  to  be  insensible  to 
all  this?  Was  she  to  lock  up  her 
heart,  and  have  no  feeling,  ex- 
cept forhe!^  dear' spouse  iti  Pall- 
Mall?    Was  she  to  baiuish,  for 
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his  Alike,  eyen  gratj^u^e  from 
ber  botoni  ?  Was  ^he  to  9pur|i 
at  attempts  to  please  her?  Was 
the  to  repay  ainoerQ  attiu)hineni 
with  scorn,  and  reserve  all  her 
smiles  and  ber  money  to  be  be- 
stowed on  those  AoiigMy  and 
greedy  creatures,  who  slandered 
and  trea^d  her  with  ooniempt, 
whil^  they  were  eyer  ready  to 
pocket  her  money  ? 

Lord  QuxLOFOHD  sajrs,  inr 
deed,  that  A«  saw  notfavig  par- 
ticularly, indicative  q£  good- 
breeding  about  Bergpamk  Bui, 
different  people  see  wiM^  diffe- 
rent c^«.  Woflsea  are  very 
sharp-sig^hted  in  dlsoov^riag  ane- 
rit>  or  demerit,  i)a  m^n.  The 
Qaeen  wae  a  m^eh  beilpr  jiadg» 
in  cfaoe^uof  a  C&amborlaiii  tbao 
^oxdOtuldfojMl  could  be,  thonf  b 
that  noble  Fser  has,  e.¥e&  Anhh 
a  boy,  been  a  Chomfteriom  Ati»- 
^el(i  and  thonylf,  as  a.  Chsns* 
berlain  oC  0^  JBtKhBfuer,,  he 
has  actually  reoeired  aboni  #•- 
venty  tkou0a9ul  jfimndm  </  pulf^ 
lie  money.

But,  to  come  more  dosely  to 
the  point,  cKd  the  late  Qrveen, 
eyen  after  the^  cenfinemeikt  of 
the  Xing',  take  the  wifte^  of  her 
Chamberlains,  Masters  of  Ho^, 
Gefitfomeii  Usher*,  and  Use  Mfce, 
into  her  hmtsef  Did  sh^ 
have  thesiB  gentlemen's  m^e^ 
there  to  int^M^m^cMfe  icrtlbdii- 
ties  of  thb  hfti^bamfc,  and  in 
some  sort  t^  partie}|[^ate  in-  h^ 
owti  authority?  B!d  she  har^  , 
b^  ChambetWUs  wives*  tb  tge- 
m  tinder  her  i^of?  Did'  she; 
mortef  thait  the  dear  'doveir  of 
tfpouses^  ni^^  never  be  apmti^ 
ea^mber  hevseirwitfarth^  raeket 
oCattcouehetJits,  mtJt^M,  andidl 
the  babble  of  tile  nar^ry  I  Yow 
know,  and-all  the  work!  knovra, 
^e  never  did,  aM  Hbni  she 
would  have  beern  a  monstmsa 
fool  if  she  bad;  bat  vriiy,^  tfabn, 
hnputa  to  Queen  Catolinv  aa 
pteef  ol  an  adulitW)as  iaiter-» 
eoarso,  a*  praotiet^  ini^ably 
i&NvwaiA   b3F  tnv  paededaaaos. 
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whom  the  accusers  of  her  pre- 
sent Majesty  represent  as  a  pa 
ragon  of  purity  fOid  cliastity  ! 

Here,  then,  is  an  answer,  and 
more  than  an  answer,  to  all  the 
insinuations  relative  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  wife ;  and  more 
than  a  refutation  of  all  the  base 
condusions  attempted  to  be 
drawn  from  that  circumstance. 
Her  Majesty  had*  had,  besides, 
some  experience  as  to  that  do- 
mestic curse,  a  husband  and 
wife  for  inmates.  She  had  had 
Sir  John  Do%iglas  and  his  vnfe ! 
She  had  knOwn  what  it  was  to 
have  this  joint  authority  in  her 
boose.  She  had,  at  last,  found 
herself  compelled  to  gei  them 
out  of  her  house,  or  to  run  away 
from  it  lierself.  The  result  was, 
that  they,  who  had  made  her 
lite  miserable  with  their  ever- 
lastings wrangling^  and  sulkings 
with  one  another,  joined  most 
lovingly  in  a  plot  to  destroy  her. 
Surely  this  was  enough,  if  plain 
reason  and  the  pjactice  of  the 
world  had  not  been  enough,  to 
deter  her  from  having  another 
man  and  wife  in  the  manage- 
ment of  her  household. 

You,  asaerted,  over  and  over 
again,  that  Bergami's  sister,  the 
Countess  CHdi,  was  '*  a  person 
without  education,  and  of  the 
most  boo  and  vutjgar  manners." 


On  this  assumed  isct  you  found 
the  assertion,  that  the  Qaeea 
having  made  this  lady  her  com* 
panton,  was  a  circomstance  tend- 
ing to  prove  the  existence  of  as 
adulterous  intercourse  with  the 
brother. 

The  assertion  as  to  want  of 
education  and  as  to  vulgarity  of 
manners  having  been  proved  to 
be  false  by  the  concurrent  testi- 
mony of  Mr.  Crmten,  Sir  W 
Gell,  Mr.  Mills,  and  even  by 
the  Noble  Ch.\mberlain  of 
our  ExoaBQDER,  it  is  not  ne- 
cessary to  say  a  word  as  to  the 
calumnious  conclusion  which  yoo 
drew  from  the  assertion;  but, 
we  have  here  an  excellent  op- 
portunity of  showing  the  sort  of 
trifles  that  have  been  caught  at, 
and  the  indescribable  anxiety  to 
establish  even  those  trifles.  The 
matter  was  pushed,  at  last,  even 
to  the  accent  of  the  Countess 
Oldi !

"not  guilty,''  on  the  trial  of 
the  lale  JUeMUe  /    I  Teoemn 
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ber  this  insoleiit  old  haridan, 
wbose  aocent  was  no  mor^  J5ng- 
U^h  thn/k  it  was  French,  But, 
indeed,  what  hiive  we  to  do  but 
to  listen  to  any  one  debate,  in 
l^ither  house  of  parliament,  to 
be  convinced  of  the  impudence, 
the  basene^,  and  the  beasUi* 
KkeBs,  of  inferring  want  of  educa- 
tion from  provincicU  accent? 
According  tathi^,  nobody  can, 
in  ^his  kipgdom^  be  well  edur 
pated,  unless  bred  i\p  within 
$fty  mile&  of  London.  I  will 
not  mention  the  cramp  of  the 
Scotch  and  the  bLuA-bfiUf  of  ^he 
Irish,  for  there  isLoiu>  Gr£N- 
TiLLjc,  whp  cpnld  not  say  whole 
if  his  life  depended  upon  it. 
He  invariably  says  huU,  the 
.^*  hull  of  the  subject,"  with  bis 
mouth  .open  and  his  tongue 
decked  up  against  the  inside 
of  his  upp^r  teeth,  and  not 
.*', whole,"  with  his  lips  pushed 
forward  and  his  mouth  nearly 
^osed.  But,  what  is  this  a 
proof  of  ?  Not  of  tpa^t  of  edu- 
^itm  ;  but  of  having  beei^  borp 
.^nd  t^rought  up  in  ^uck'mgbam- 
.  shire.  There  is  the  Lord  Cban- 
f^lor,  who  ha:>  been  from  his 
parental  coal-merchant's  fire- 
side tor  fifty  years ;  who  has 
been  a  tutor  at  Oxfprd,  and  who 
has  made,  perhaps,  a  million  of 
money  by  talking,  but,  who  still 


has  the  burr  in  his  throat,  and 
whose  accent  is  not  «ven  yet 
half  so  good  as  that  of  an  ap- 
prentice-boy, born  fmd  brought 
up,  in  Kent,  or  Surrey. 

What  a  foolish  thing  is  it, 
what  a  catching  at  straws  is  it, 
to  attempt  to  draw  from  any 
provincial  accent  of  the  Countess 
Oldi,  an  inference  unfavourable 
to  the  innocence  of  the  Queen  ! 
It  was  asked,whether  the  Coun- 
tess spoke  Italian  gramnutti- 
calhy.  An  illustration  w&s 
wanted  here ;  and,  if  I  had  been 
Counsel  for  the  Queen,  I  would 
have  read  an  extract  from  the 
King's  last  Speech,  then  an  ex- 
tract from  the  Answer  to  it 
given  by  the  House  of  Com* 
mons ;  and  then  1  would  have 
asked  the  witness,  whether  the 
language  of  the  Countess  Oldi 
were  more  or  less  grammatical 
than  those  compositions  i  How- 
ever, since,  grammar  is  to  hay^ 
something  to  do  in  the  decision^ 
I  will  insert  these  two  extractSt 
here : 

Last  sentence  of  King's  • 
Speeph.  t—  "  I  tru^t  that  an 
'*  awakened  sense  of  tlje  danr 
"  gers  which  they  have  incur-' 
'*  red,  and  of  the  arts  which

"^  curred,  and  of  the  arts  which 
«*  tiat«  been  employed  to  sedtice 
'<  them,  WILL  bring  back  the 
"  far  greater  proportion  of  those 
"  who  have  been  unhappily  led 
"  astray,  and  WILL  revive  m 
•'»tliem  that  spirit  of  loyalty,

In  dismissing  this  at  Onto 
childikh^  tfnd  SpHefAT  thfsueof  hi^ 
sintkafions  boitt  on  th^assertiotis 
Abovrtlow^birth  and  Vulgarity,  f, 
if  I  had  be^n  Comisel  for  the 
Qtieeri,  wonld  hfr/e  asked  the 
witnesses,  whether  any  Of  the 
rinales  of  Aie  ftHfhily  of  B«tg:aifli 
were  "  unne-tagtertf,  hioMtri, 
"  tide-ttaiters,  enthtrs,  itkctrf- 
"  itigers,  ganger^,  or  poc^ 
"  «r*;"  imd  whether  Any  of  the 
ladles  of  the  femily  were 
^'  defk9,  M^her^,  d«t<ot»f*Aoftoe- 
"  keepers  or  4wtepet9  ofMtAW* 
Any  man  wftb  Ahusk,  or  shelF, 
about  him,  might  have  rttstled  At 
this,  AM  I  AHight  hate  set  higb- 
blood  into  a  strong  fermenta- 
tion ;  bitt,  if  f  had  been  Coutf- 
^\  fbr  the  Queen,  the  Oevil  Uke 
me,if  twotild  not  have  put  the 
qnestionf;  for,  whethet  the 
witnesses  had  anr^i^ered  in  iHe 
dffirmathre  or  in  tbe  iiegafiye,  I 
should,  in  my  summing  up,  hAve 
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l^^yru^i^llhow  Ukwj^e  pre- 
cioiis  use  ef  this  part  of  their 
evidence.  Ti^e  pUD  pf  the 
Quciep'^  Lawjer«  seepis  to  be 
purely  d^&n»iv.e :  ber  Maj^fity^ 
happily  for  herself  and  the  ooun- 
try,  has  pursued  a  plan.  uAolly 
diferefU. 

'Having*  now  swept  away  all 
the  contemptible  vnibbisii  ^bout 
low-birth  ^d  vulgarity ;  having 
shown  that  the  Queen's  oond^et 
with  regard  to  Bergami  and  his 
UjokiXy  was  perfectly  consistent 
with  innocence  in  h^r.  Majesty's 
demeanour  and  intentions;  hav 
kig  shown,  how  hollow  that 
cause  must  be  thai  could  seek 
for  aid  ifi  such  pitlfoK  pretences^ 
Inaw  eometo  yo^r  more  direet 
grounds  of  ehavge,  beginning, 
at  you  began,  wit)i  the  dis- 
tribsiiion  of  the  sleeping  rooms 
at  Na^s,  in  Netvember,  1817. 

The  passage  of  your  speech 
rek^iiig  to  this  matter  is  as  fol- 
low«  :r-

*'jesty's  arrival  at  Naples,  this 
*'lad  (Wm.  Austin)  was  the

"  should  sleep  in  hor  apartment; 
"  and  a  separate  room  was  pre- 
*^  pared  for  his  use.     He  had  al* 
**  ready   stated   that,  from  the 
"  situation  assigned  to  Bergami, 
"  a  free   communication    was 
"  open  between  fcir  chamber  and 
"  that  of  her  Majesty  ;  and  (he 
"  believed^  he  should  be  able  to 
"  satisfy  their  lordships  that  on 
'*  the  evening-  Of  the  9th  of  No- 
"  vember      that      intercouirse, 
"  which  is  charged  between  her 
"  Majesty  and  Bergami  by  the 
"  present  bill,  commenced,  and 
"  that  H    was  continued  from 
"that  time  tiU  he  quitted  her 
*'  service.    Upon  the  evening  of 
*'  the  9th  of  November  her  Ma- 
**  jesty  went  to   the  Opera  at 
"  Naples,  but  it  was  observed 
"  thcU  she  returned  home  at  a 
/'  very  early  hour.    The  person 
"  who  waited  upon  her,  on  her 
'*  return,  was  the  maid  servant 
"  whose  duly  it  was  particularly 
•'  to  attend  to  her  bed-room.  She 
"  was  struck  with  the  manner 
**  of  the  Princess,  and  with  the 
*'  agitoHon  which  she  manifest- 
"ed.      She    hastened    (o    her 
*'  apartment,    and   gave   strict 
**  orders     that     Wm.     Austin 
*'  should  not  be  admitted  to  her 
"  room  that  evening.    She  was 
**  then  observed  to  go  from  her 
"  own  room   towards   that  as 
*'  signed  to  Bergami.    She  very 
*'  soon  dismissed  her  female  at- 
"  tendant,  telling  her  that  she 
'*  had   no   further  occasion   for 
"  het  services.    The  female  ser- 
«'  vant  retired ;  but  not  without 
**  those    suspicions    which    the 
•'  circumstances  he  had  mention- 
**  ed  were  calculated  to  excite 
^in  the  mind  of  any  individual. 


''  She  knew,  at  the  time,  thai 
*'  Bergami  uhis  in  his  bed^oom^ 
"  for  this  Was  the  first  night  of 
"  his  having  taken  advantcige 
"  of  the  arrangement  which  Had 
"  Seen  previously  made.'* 

Now, here  is  the  oute«f  ;  here 
is  the  foundation ;  here  is  the 
laying  of  the  ground  for  all 
that  follows.  Every  word  of 
this  passage  is  of  importance. 
Here,  as  described  by  yon,  is  a 
regular  plan  begun  to  be  put 
into  execution.  All  the  circum- 
stances, which  are  numerous,  are 
mude  nicely  to  fit  with  each 
other.  It  is  a  contrivance  as 
complete  as  ever  proceeded 
from  the  mind  of  man.  Now^ 
then,  if,  in  every  part  of  it,  this 
statement  of  yours,  is  proved  td 
be  false,  who  is  to  believe  any 
thing  that  you  asserted,  and  that 
your  witnesses  have  sworn  t 
Let  us  see,  then,  how  the  mat-* 
ter  stands. 

First,  yon  state  the  age  of 
Mr.  Austin  falsely,  "  a  boy  only 
"  six  or  seven  years  old.*'  He 
was  born  in  1802^  and  was, 
therefore,  about  twelve  years 
old.  This,  thei'efore,  was  a  di- 
rect falsefiood,  and  intended  to 
answer  a  malignant  purpose.  If 
he  w^ere  only  six  or  seven,  the 
removal  of  him  from  the  Queen's 
room  could  not  be  for  the  sakcf 
of  delicacy,  and  might  well  be 
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for  the  sake'  of  concealment. 
But,  if  he  were  tipelve  years  old, 
the  motive  of  delicacy  would 
naturally  enougph  exist  There- 
fore, you  represent  him  as  six  or 
seven  years  old  instead  of  twelve, 
in  order  to  produce  a  belief, 
that  the  removal  must  have  been 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  conceal- 
ment! You  said,  that  you  re- 
ceived your  instructions  from 
the  Home-Office,  You  have  fre- 
quently said,  during^  the  trial, 
that  you  appear  before  the 
Lords  by  their  command.  Now, 
pray,  who  was  it  that  instructed 
01  commanded  you  to  represent 
Mr.  Austin  as  being  '^  a  boy 
"  only  sice  or  seven  years  old  V* 
If  you  do  not  answer  me,  I  trust 
that  you  will  answer  this  ques- 
tion before  this  matter  is  ended. 
You  say^  that  this  boy  was  in 
the  habit  of  sleeping  in  the  same 
room  with  the  Queen  before  this 
iUght ;  this  guilty  night.  It  is 
BOW  proved,  over  and  over 
again,  that  he  had  frequently 
9lept  in  another  room  than  the 
Queen's  before  this  time;  and, 
tt  is  also  proved,  that,  before 
this  time,  she  had  settled  on  his 
qaiitiog' her  room  for  good.  But, 
from  your  representation  we  are 
to  infer,  that  she  now,  for  the 
first  iimSf  thought  of  putting 
him  into   another  room ;   apd. 


being,  as  you  asserted,  "^nly 
"  six  or.  sjnen  years  old,"  you 
left  all  the  world  to  conclude, 
that  she  now  put  him  out  of  her 
room  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
concealing  the  adulterous  inter- 
course on  which  she  ^as  about 
to  enter. 

,Next  comes  the  contrivance, 
the  deep-laid  contrivance,  to 
get  access  to  Bergami  by  night. 
And  this  is  your  statement : 
first,  that,  on  the  arrival  at  Na- 
ples, "  the  Queen's  sleeping 
''  room  was  at  an  opposite  side 
"  of  the  house  to  that  of  the 
"  menial  domestics,  amongst 
*'  whom  was  Bergami ;  that  he 
"  slept  there  the  first  night,  hut 
**  that  the  next  day,  to  the  sur* 
'*  prize  of  the  servants  of  the 
"  establishment,  they  found, 
"  that  Bergami  was  no  longer 
**  to  sleep  in  that  part  of  the 
"  house,  but  that  it«  was  her  Ma^ 
"  jesty*s  pleasure,  that  he  should 
"  sleep  in  a  room,  from  which 
"  there  was  a  free  communiea^ 
"  tion  with  that  of  her  Mc^esty 
*'  by  means  of  a  passage."  Let 
me  stop  here ;  for  the  vile  mis- 
representations will  accumulate 
so  fast,  that  they  will  defy  all 
power  of  exposure* 

It  is  proved  by  SroAUD,  and 
we  shall  by-and-by  see,  this  is 
a    witness'  that     nothing  "can 
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tilM  lie.  He  %ay»^  timt  ihe 
hoiwe  lit  ^4pWi3  WAS  fotmd  in- 
eoDvoiueiit ;  i^iul  4h»t  after  the 
tot  oi^bt^  mMTCtl  alUrationB 
QM  ^  b^d^Qom0  tABT^  tnocfe.  He 
1^8,  t<^  3ergviii>  who  had 
'  slept  the  first  nighty  in  a  room 
over  LfMJy  E.  Forbes,  was 
l^agpht  apd  Icydged  in  a  small 
room  in  H0I  jmi  qf  the  kowc 
where  the  Qnem  slept ;  but,  he 
4q^  i^t,  Uke  y<xv^  say,  that  this 
at^tjQge  Mras  m  ^nseqaenca  of 
'*  U^  JH^de^'a^  plaaeure." 
No!  ^obrfrolQ  it,  be  says,  that 
It  w«B  he  made  the  change  of 
hi^  owft  head;  aad,  that  he 
/Jiiia4e  it,  too^Bot  only  without 
^  ^1^  <nr^s^\^i3oithout  consult- 
Uf4^  trifh  the  Q^een,  and  witho^t 
J^^  knoto^cdge  /  Alas  I  bow 
yaor  tjmie,  yeur  oe^y  woven 
web  of  (fjfehooda,  ,is  lom^  to 
lUoms  by  tbis  siogle  to«oh  of 

l^qiites  of  all  that  "  eitr* 
^  prisfe/*  w.i^h  you  aay  w#«  felt 
^  by  tbe  eervanis  of  the  eeta- 
hiifiifnefU^'^heiX^  tbay  found  that 
B^gami  WAB  .  to  ehan^  his 
qiHkjte^  ?  This  SftOAiu>  wfa 
of^  of  ^^o^ver^eermuUe ! 

But,  SioAia>  dojQs  not  atop 
I^Cfft.^  Jle.goes  further,  and 
stic^l^  i^iy  he  jQaAe  Jtba  ohange 
i9#b  |i«fid  to.BergaoM.    He 


says,  that,  near  the  Uttle  plaee 
uihere  Bsrgami  was  put  to  sleep, 
there  was  a  dosr  from  the  gar* 
deu ;  and,  that  it  was  though! 
necessary  by  hioi,  Siicard,  and 
^4so  by  another  servant,  Hnuto- 
NiMua,  that  some  one  skoiuU  be 
placed  to  sleep  there,  te  prevent 
robins  from  cnlertng  by  thmt 
doiyr.l  Now,  what  baseness  was 
it,  then,  to  assert,  or  to  instruct 
yov  to  assert,  that  Bergani  was 
l4aeed  here  expressly  by  dewre 
of  the  Queen,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose alleged  by  yoa ! 

Then,  as  to  the/r«e  eetiimicm- 
eolum.  between  Borgami^s  dosei 
and  the  chamber  of  the  Queen* 
Who  would   not  inni^ne,  that 
she  had  got  his  room  oe  near  1^ 
her's  as  possible,  and  that  there 
was    nobody   sleeping   in  any 
rooms  between  themt   Yet  this 
WjSS  wholly  (Use.    His  room  wma 
si  sixty  feet  from  her's  along 
the  main  pasiage;  there  wove 
three  sleeping  rooms  between 
them,  pli  occupied,  one  by  Mr. 
Austin,  one  by  Hieronimns,  and 
one  by  Doctor  Holland  f   Tlieee 
was  a  commnnidation  beti;v«een 
their  rooms  by  a  back  passage  ; 
but,  then,  iyi^  doora  openett  tale 
that  passage    from   tie     other 
and  there  were  two  dOora  to 
open  1^  gettaBergami^aroom 
T'OQi  the  room  of  the  Queen  I 
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Na^ver  vrero  more  fl;^rant  or 
ba&er  falsehoods  than  those  here 
exposed  by  Sic\rd. 

Next  we  come  to  William 
AuvtiD  ag^ain.  And,  i>6w  miiid, 
50a  si^y,  that  his  removal  took 
place  on  the  9th  of  November, 
the  second  nigfht  of  the  residence 
at  Naples.  Th6  Queen  then 
I  irave  -"  strict  orders,"  that  Aus- 

tin should  "  not  be  admitted 
'*  to  her  room  that  evening !" 
SiCARf)  says,  that  it  migcht  be 
about  a  week  after  the  arrival  at 
;Naplcs  that  the  removal  took 
.  place ! 
,  You  say,  that,  when  the 
Queen  went  to  bcdy  she  knew 
that'  Berg^mi  was  in  his  fo6m» 
v"  for  this  w  as  the  Jirst  ni^U  of 
/'  his  having  (tfAen  adi^antagfi  of 
"  that  arranj^emenL"  Advan- 
tage, indeed  I  Would  it  not  have 
beea  more  honest  for  you  to 
•ay,  that,  nigpht  being  ponie, 
,  bod-time  havin^jf  arrived,  ha  bad 
gone  to  the  room  appointed  for 
him  to  sleep  in  by  Sicard  ! 

How  infamous  is  all  this !  But, 
}0!ir  employers  did  not  know 
of  whfti  SiGAitD  has  now  told 
you.  WHY  DID  TIJEY  JMOT 
KNOW  IT  ?  Thi^  is  a  question 
that  your  employers  will  have 
put  hota6  to  them  tyy-and^y^ 
—WHY  Dip  THEY  NOT 
K^W.WtJAT  SICARD  HAS 


NOW  TOLD  THEM,  helm 
they  spent  three  hundred  thfrn^ 
Band  pounds  in  a  prosecution  of 
the  Queen?  Sicard  was  iii 
England.  He  ■■  has'  -  been  here 
these  Aree  of  four  years.  Dr. 
Holland  has. been  here  t)iese 
five  years.  And  yet,  they  liave 
never  beeh'  spoken  to  by  yodr 
(employers  I  .Nev6r  eyen  spoken 
to  I  Did  this  discover  ^  desire,  (o 
come  at  tnith  ;  or,  did  it  dis* 
cover  a  desire  to  have,  at  last, 
an  excuse  for  having  actdd  upon 
falsehood  ?

(he  Queen ;  they  knew',  that  he  ^ 
had  been,  in  fkct,  kindly  put  dn 
the  shelf:  bnt,  yet  fhey./e«r«rf 
to  hear  him!

This  conspiracy  is  a  very  pret- 
ty companion  piece  to  the  Cato-

sent.  I  am  of  a  different  opi- 
nion. The  man  that  could 
openly  defend  that  systeiii  was 
too  far  gone  in  political  Mricked- 
ness  ever  to  retrace  his  steps.

Con- 
spirators are  not  always  the 
wisest  men  in  the  world ;  and^ 
therefore,  we  aire  not  to  con- 
clude, that  the  checking  of  the 
conspiracy  ought  not  to  be  hail- 
ed by  themselves  as  a  most 
lucky  accident.  Their  prema* 
ture  movement  might  possibly 
have  been  a  very  unlucky  more- 
ment  for  them;  and,  tlie  taking 
of  the  Queen  to  the  Tower  i§,  I 
imagine,  a  thing  much  more 
easy  to  talk  about  than  to 
perform.

Then,  a  thing  never  to  be 
lost  sight  of,  the  preposterous 
idea  of  the  Queen  going  to  sea 
at  all'  for  the  purpose  of  indulg- 
ing  in  amorous- delights  ;  when 
eveiy  one  .that  has  been  at  sea 
knows,  that  the  rery  situation, 
besides  its  neoessary  exposures,

1.  It  is  notorious,  that  ^  foul 
conspiracy  was  instigated  a- 
gainst  her  Majesty  in  1806,  that, 
it  was  carried  on  by  perjury,, 
procured  by  subornation ;  and 
that  the  perjurors,  after  having 
been  detected,  were  suflTered  to 
escape  without  punishment,  and 
without  trial ;  and,  moreover, 
that  one  of  the  principal  per*, 
jurors  enjoyed  a  pension  during 
pleasure  to  the  end  of  his  life.-  .  ^ 

2.  It  is  notorious,  that  her 
Majesty,  th^  prosecuted  party, 
in  this  case,  did,  before  the  tri||l 
bega^i  solemnly  declare,  iii  % 
letter  written  by  herself,  bigned 
wit^  her  'own  name,  and  ad- 
di;f>ssed^jU)  hi&BIajesty,  iliatthe 
present  proceedings  hnd  fhvir 
otilj^in  _ju!i  .  a  foul  conspirofj^^ 
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catH^d  oh  by  ttie  meaaa  df  iob- 
omiitiori  suid  p^ijury. 

a.  tt  i»,  further,  n^oriovs, 
tfa&t,  thes6  factor  being  well 
ktk6Ytn,  it  was  ^ked  of  the  pro- 
feetitdrs,  before  the  trial  eotn- 
ipenced,  what  security  there 
wo^ld  be  fot  the  panishtnent  of 
ariy  witnesses,  who  might  per- 
jutt  themselves  upon  this  trial ; 
aiidl  that  the  Ministerl,  whb  had 
tiled  the  green  bags,  and  who 
hM  Assisted  In  maldng  the  R3- 
port  of  the  Secret  Committee, 
who  h&d  brought  in  the  Bill  of 
Pidi^s  and  Penalties,  and  who, 
to  an  these  functions,  were  now 
seen  amongst  the  judges  of  the 
Queen,  to  find  evidence  against 
whom,  they  had  established, 
and  sent  out,  an  Inquisitorial 
Commission;  it  was  now  de- 
fikred  by  those  Ministers,  that, 
Whitl6vef  witnesses  might  give 
evidence  against  the  Queen, 
ikei/shMdd  dtt  he  fonh-etming 
19  (OiMet  any  charge  iKat  mtghl 
he  hrdfOght  against  tk^. 

4.  It  is  a  fact,  equ&Uy  iioto- 
liotiswlth  thefbtmer,  th&t  al- 
most th^  whole  of  the  witnes^^ 
Ikgalnst  the  Quem  wete  shut  up 
in  ft  tmall  place^  cfttt^il  Cotton- 
garden  1  that  they  were  locked 
^to  that  place ;  tbiit  they  were 
guarded,  besides,  by  soldileniVi 
Itay  and  night ;  that  plroti&k>ns 


w^r^  chitM  in  to  theMV  that 
tbeywefe  commodioii8lyk>dged, 
fed,  and  eiitertnined,  with  ex- 
ceeding care  and  liberi^ty ;  atid 
that  it  was  physically  hnposstble 
for  auy  one  of  them  to  be  sub- 
tracted from  the  enclosure,  or 
fortress,  except  by  the  will  of 
the  person,  or  persons,  under 
whose  gUarcSanship  ttiey  were, 
or  without  the  disobedience  or 
treachery  of  the  keeper  of  the 
fortress. 

6.  But  lest,  by  any  accident, 
any  one  of  them  shbnld  escape 
through  such  a  series  of  precaa- 
tions,  am  Alien  Att  was  ttf  exist- 
ence ;  kept  in  existenee  In  op- 
position to  k  petPCion  presents 
to  the  two  Houses,  Wherein  the 
petitioners  stated,  that  ttletue 
might  be  made  of  it  with  te- 
gard  to  witnesses  for  or  against 
the  Qaeen,  and  whieh  petitioa 
was  rejected  upod  the  ground; 
that,  not  to  pass  the'Bill,  wooMl 
be  to  throw  on  the  Ikinisters 
a  suspicion  that  theg  ufere  ear 
pdhXe  of  using  it  for  ^ofout(mi 
infan^&ii^  a  fm^poie  ;  that  tbis 
Bin,  therefori^,  continni^d  to  he,* 
and  ^tm  Is.  1n  exi^t^euoe  ;  that 
this  Bift  ahs61titefy  eiiabtes  the 
Stini^t^rs  to  ptirbtlt  my  f^ 
reigiierfhom  quiUih^'Me  tOiiSi' 
try  uriOidUi  A  fM^f^  f^^^ 

ik€ms4v€^  i    th&t    tlxh    tftn, 
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tbererote»  ftilly  enabled  the  Mi- 
sisters  to  make  good  the  so- 
lemn pledge  which  they  had 
given,  of  keeping  in  the  coun- 
try every  witness  who  shoald 
depose  against  the  Queen,  in  or- 
der to  that  witness  being*  made 
answerable  for  any  perjury  of 
which  he  might  be  guilty  ;  and 
that,  thus,  the  solemn  .  pledge 
was  not  only  given,  but  the 
full  power  to  fulfil  that  pledge 
was  possessed  by  the  Minis 
ters. 

6.  The  next  fact  is,  that  there 
was  a  witness  against  the 
Queen,  named  RasUUi;  that 
this  witness  swore  to  several 
things  of  an  important  nature. 

7.  That,  after  many  days  had 
been  spent,  in  the  examination 
<X  witnesses  on  the  side  of  her 
Majesty,  there  came  two  most 
respectable  witnesses  from  Italy, 
6De  of  tbem  had  been  the  mas- 
ter tradesman  in  the  building 
nne,  and  the  employer  of  Ras 
iMi,  who  was  a  journeyman, 
or  labourer,  under  him;  that 
the  evidence  of  these  two  most 
credible  persons  proved  that 
ttnstMi  had  sworn  falsely,  and 
it  farther  proved,  that  he  bad 
been  engag^ed  at  Milan  in  col- 
lecting: witnesses  against  the 
<hieen  \  ta  asking  them  to 
tome  and  swear  against  her  \ 


in  griving  som^  of  them  mo- 
ney; in  offering  others  mo- 
ney and  other  rewards  which 
they  refused  to  take ;  and,  in 
short,  in  acting  in  the  capacity 
of  an  authorised  collector  and 
suborner  of  witnesses. 

8.  That  it  now  became  essen- 
tial to  justice  towards  the 
Queen,  to  recaU  Ra^leUi,  in  or- 
der that  he  might,  at  once,  be 
interrogated  as  to  these  alleged 
acts  of  subornation ;  and  that,  to 
the  utter  astonishment  and  in- 
dignation of  the  public,  it  was 
now  found,  that  HctsteUi  was' 
not  only  not  fprtheoming,  but 
that  he  haA  been  taken  out  of 
the  locked  up  fortress ;  thai  mo- 
ney had  been  furnished  him  to 
carry  him  to  Milan  ;  that  a  pass- 
port had  been  given  him,'  signed 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affairs  (Ca^Uereagh)  ^ 
and  that  thus  he  was  ^tme  nff 
completely  ovf  nf  the  eountrg  / 

.9.  The  Ministers^  wha  had 
f^ade  the  pledgee  for  forthcom- 
ing, had  the  witnesses  in  their 
charge  and  in  their  power  ;  the 
Ministers  were  the  accusers  and 
prosecutors;  the  Attorney -Gene- 
ral was  their  Advocate  ;  the  So- 
licitor to  the  Treasury  was  their 
Attorney,  and  to  his  charge 
and  responsibrlltv  io  the  Firs^ 
Lord    of   the  Treasury,    were 
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the«e  wilaesftes  all  committed. 
Thi&  man's  name  is  MaiUe;  this 
man  was  responsible  to  iAver- 
pool,  Liverpool ,  to  his  col- 
leagues, and  the  whole  Minis- 
try, to.  the  nation,  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  these  witnesses. 

10.  When  it  is  discovered  that 
RcutteUi  is  gone,  Maide  is  not 
called  upon  ;  the  Attorney-Ge- 
neral is  not  called  upon ;  Liver- 
pool  is  not  called  upon;  the 
Ministry  are  not  called  upon ; 
but  there  comes  up  to  .  the  bar 
a  man  of  the  name  of  Powell, 
an  obscure  attorney,  living 
somewhere  in  London,  of 
whom,  indeed,  the  public  have 
heard,  as  the  frequent  visitor  of 
the  chambermaid,  named  De 
Mont,  who  went  under  the 
name  of  a  Countess ;  of  whom, 
indeed,  the  public  have  heard, 
as  having  been  in  a  big  house  in 
Pall-Mall,  just  about  the  time 
of  the  King's  death,  along  with 
Mq^occhi,  at  liic  time  when 
Mqjficchi  came  out  of  that  house 
with  great  parcels  of  gold  in  his 
hands  \  but  of  whom  in  any 
public  capacity,  in  any  office 
under  government,  in  any  pub- 
lic employ  whatsoever,  neither 
the  nation,  the  House  of  Lords, 
nor  the  Ministers,  knew  any 
thing  at  all ;  therft  comes  this 
FowcU  to  the  bar  of  the  House 


of  Lords,  witliput,  being  sent , 
for,    without    pretending   any , 
right  to  be  there,  and  he   tells 
the  House  of  Lords,  that  he  it 
was  who  took  RasteUi  out  of 
the  fortress ;    that  he   it  was, 
who,  out  of  his  own  bead,  and 
without  instructions  or   autho-. 
rity  from  any  body,  had  taken 
Raslelli  forth  from  the  depot, 
had  got  him  a  passport  signed . 
by  Castlereagh,  had    sent  him 
off  out  of  the  country,  and  had. 
received  intelligence,  that,  since, 
his   arrival  at   MUan,    be  had 
been  blooded  and  lay  ill  of  a 
fever. 

11.  Beipg  asked  whom  the 
passport  was  signed  by,  he  said 
Castlereagh ;  and  afterwards 
Ca8llereagh*9  secretary  v\a& 
called,  and  this  man,  Planta, 
swore  that  the  passport  was  a 
blank  passport  that  Ckullereagh 
had  signed  before,  and  that  he, 
Piania,  it  was,  who  filled  up 
the  passport  with  RastellVt 
name,  and  thus  enabled  the  per- 
juror and  suborner  to  get  him- 
self out  of  the  reach  of  tlie 
laws. 

)2.  When  Powell  was  asked 
what  were  his  reasons  .for  seed- 
ing RastMi  away,  he  answere<i( 
thi^t  he  sent  him  away  to  con- 
vince the  r<$Iations  of  the  goo^ 
popple  in  the  fort^ q^,  Uiat  tbp^ 
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good  people  were  safe  and 
aooQd,  tho^e  good  people's  re- 
lations having'  he6n  alarmed  for 
tbtir  safety,  in  consequence  of 
what  he  called  the  riots  at  Do- 
ver, though  those'  good  people 
themselves,  after  the  riots  at  Do- 
ver, had  oi\ce  again  been  in  safe- 
ty upon  the  Continent ;  though 
they  might  have  written  fro|tl 
there  to  satisfy  their  relations  of 
their  safety ;  and  though  they 
might  all  again  have  written 
several  times  from  the  depot, 
or  fortress,  having  this  kmd 
and  tender-hearted  Government 
to  tend  off  their  letters  for  them, 
and  having  the  no-less-kind 
Colonel  Brown  to  dbtribute 
the  letters  amongst  those  affec- 
tionate  relatives ;  notwithstand- 
ing* all  these  circumstances, /fo^- 
telli  must  be  sent  away  to  in- 
form the  affectionate  people  of 
the  safety  of  their  friends,  of 
their  being  so  comfortably 
lodged,  and  so  amply  fed,  at 
the  expence  of  the  people  of 
England. 

lU.  When  the  House  of  Lords 
heard  this  story  from  the  mouths 
of  PaweU  and  PUmla ;  when 
PaweU  had  come  before  this 
House,  and  told  this  story. 
Lord  Liverpool  said  Rastelli  had 
been  sent  away  without  his 
knowledge ;'  but  pl^ed  him- 


self for  the  go«cI  motives  and 
good  character  of  Powdl ;  the 
Lord  Chai^ceUor  joined  in  this^ 
and  eulogised  the  character  of 
Cooke ;  and  Lord  Ble$sington  is- 
reported  to  have  said,  that 
Powell  was  a  most  worthy 
person,  and  that  he  had  the 
HONOUR  of  his  acquaintance  ! 
14.  There  is  only  to  be 
added,  that  the^  CANDOUR 
and  HIGH  CHARACTER 
of  Liverpool  were  extolled 
to  the  skies  by  those  who 
are  said  to  be  in  opposition  to 
him ;  and  that  the  Counsel  for 
the  Queen  did  not  scrape  their 
papers  up  together,  ram  them 
into  their  bags,  make  a  low  bow 
to  the  assembly,  and  leave  those 
who  had  begun  the  proceedings 
to  end  them  in  any  manner  they 


Upon  this  subject,  not  another 
word  need  be  said.  The  whole 
matter  explains  itself:  to  com^ 
ment  upon  it;  to  attempt  any 
thing  in  the  way  of  illustration^ 
or  of  enforcing,  would  be  to 
diminish  the  effect  which  the 
plain  narrative  must  make  upon 
every  mind. 

Conspiracy  against  the  Peo^ 
pU.r^This  matter  is  very  nearly 
as  plain  as  the  la&t,  and  net 
much  inferior  to  it  in  point  of 
imjportaiKe.    A  boy  i«  taken  up 
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for  distributing  handbills,  in  tbe 
name,  and  under  the  signatures 
of/certain  gentlemen  composing 
the  Queen's  Plate  Committee. 
These  placards,  or  handbills,  are 
iSuch  as  are  usually  denominated, 
in  the  cant  of  the  day,  seditious 
and  treasonable.  I  have  read 
several  of  them,  and  I  declare 
that  1  think  them  not  only  very 
welt  written,  but  that  I  greatly 
approve  of  tlieir  contents ;  and^ 
that  Mr.  Frmiklin,  or  Mr. 
0Hcher,  or  Mr.  O'Bryen,  or 
whofcvcT  else  may  have  been 
the  author  or  distributor  of 
them,  has,  for  this  act,  my  most 
unqualified  thanks. 

But,  the  merit  of  the  produc- 
tions has  nothing  to  do  with 
this  question,  which  relates, 
first,  to  the  object  of  issuing 
them  ;  and,  secondly,  to  the 
conduct  of  the  Ministrj-,  and  of 
Sidmouth,  in  particular,  with 
regard  to  the  Police  Magistrate, 
Baker,  and  with  re^rd  to  the 
not  making  of  efforts  to  secure 
Franklin,  who  had  been  prov,ed 
to  b®  a  publisher  of  the  hand- 
bills, or,  at  least,  had  bee» 
charged  on  oath,  before  the 
magistrate,  of  the  offence. 

A^  to  the  first  of  these,  con- 
^dering  the  source  whence  the 
%ills  canie>  there  cannot  be  the 
imaUest  dottbt  that  the  inten- 


tion was,  on  the  pa^t  otj^nmk" 
lin,  at  least,  and  those  imdeD 
whom  FranUm  acted,  to  cause 
it  to  be  believed,  that  the  Ha* 
dicals  were  actually  preparing 
for  a  general  violent  assault 
upon  that  upholder  of  Social 
Order,  called  the  Government. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
Placards,  that  recently  led  to 
the  shedding  of  blood  in  Scot- 
land, proceeded  from  the  sam^ 
source.  Upon  any  other  aup<» 
position,  ii  was  perlectly  mira- 
cnlous  how  the  country,  fn 
twelve  miles  round  Glasgow 
and  Paisley,  <^Uld  be  ^applied 
with  these  without  the  deteo* 
tion  of  any  printer  or  any  pub'* 
lisher.  'fhere  cannot  be  the 
smallest  doubt  in  the  mind  of 
any  man,  that  the  object  was  to 
produce  a  sudden  burst  here,  in 
London ;  to  cause  the  rich  and 
timid  to  be  alarmed;  to  get 
some  blood  to  b^  shed  ;  to  iden- 
tify the  Queen  with  the  ^>pa- 
rent  rebellion ;  to  frighten  peo- 
ple from  the  support  of  her  by 
this  means;  or,  at  the  very 
least,  to  terifly  the  mass  of  quM 
people  of  property ;  and  to  pre- 
pare the  way  9dt  ^  total  extinc- 
tion of  the  press  under  a  law 
of  censorship. 

These  were  so  manifestly  the 
Obfects  of  these    publicatioDf; 
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•oMidering  tbe  Bource  from 
wbieh  U  was  sworn  thai  they 
bid  proceeded,  that  none  but  a 
^Ois  fool  could  fail  to  perceive 
them,  and  none  but  a  hypocrite 
oould  pretend  not  to  perceive 
them.' 

Upon  Mr.  Hume's  bringing: 
this  matter  forward  in  the  House 
oiCommooa,CasUereagh  urged, 
what  he  called  the  seditious 
tendency  of  the  bills  as  a  proof 
that  the  Government  could  not 
have  authorised  them.  He  as- 
serte^^  as  a  fact,  that  tlie  Go- 
Teniment  did  not  authorize 
tbeoB'.  He  answered,  not  only 
tdf  himself,  but  for  tbo  r^t  of 
his  Qolle^^ves,  and  particqlarly 
lot  Ifae  ireAfle  Sidmcuth!  Mr. 
Benntit.  ebose  to  give  the  No- 
Me  Ltfrd  credit  fQt  strict  if erad- 
,  iff,  npmn  this  eocoti  cm  ;  for  the 
doljlg*  of  ^hieh  I  must  suppose 
Mr.  Bennt^t  to  have  had  very 
su0icieM  reasons,  though  he 
did  not  state  them.  Not  hav- 
\Bg  heem  made  Acquainted  with 
ibose  reasons,  1  shall  not  pre- 
folne  to  join  Mn  Bennett  in  this; 
reaped;  Skod  shall  leave  Castle- 
rtagh^s  assertion  to  pass  for  as 
nmeh  as  it  is  worth  with  the 
piiblie. 

Bttt^  as  to  CosCJ^eogA's  REA- 
SON why  ttie  Qjovemflriettt  could 
!M\  \my^  ^  tfaii^  to  do  with 


the  matter,  upon  tl\at^  I  have 
something  to  say.    Castlereoffi 
says,  in  the  first  place,  that  tb^ 
placards  were  of  a  seditious  teOf 
denoy,  as  he  calls,  it ;  and  whi^ 
were  the  movements  of  Oliver 
and  Edwards  ?    Y^t  I  believe 
that  there  are  few  people  in^- 
pudent  enough  to  pretend,  thi^ 
the   Government  had  nothing 
tQ  do  with  those  movements. 
An  iusurrectien.  might,   under 
the  present  cipcumstances,  not 
have  happened  to  terminate  in 
quite  so  favourable  a  manner  to 
the  Government,  as  did  the  ea- 
terprizes  of  Oliver    and   Ed^ 
wards:  therefore,  the  employ- 
ment of  conspirators  to  drcuiate 
these  hand-bills,  might,  in  lisct, 
have  been  labouring  for  the  Go- 
vernment's   own    destruction ; 
and  this  would  h^ave  been  very 
foolish;  but,  the  thing  being 
very  foolish,  so  far  from  being  a 
proof  of  ita  not  having  been 
done»  would,  in  tbe  opiaios  ef 
these  who  faavcf  been  atlentf?e 
observers  of  the  acts  of  tbk  Oo- 
vernnent^  be  a  strong  preeonip- 
tive  pro^f  of  the  fKWitrary ;  for, 
while  ii  is  notorious,,  that  great 
wickedness  is  perfectly  cempa- 
tiblewith  great  foolisfaMK,  jt 
is  eqnaUy  notorionst  that  this 
Government  .(always^Kcepting 
his  Majesty  and  his  two  Houses 
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of  Parliament)  i»,  carried  on  by 
the  most  foolish  set  of  men  that 
«ver  breathed  the  breath  of  life ; 
of  which  there  needs  no  other 
proof  than  PeeVs  Bill  and  the 
Bill  of  Pains  and  Penalties.  The 
former  was  quite  sure  to  pro- 
duce the  destruction  of  the  sys- 
tem ;  but,  lest  its  authors  en- 
tAtained  a  doubt  of  that,  they 
seem  to  have  been  resolved,  by 
introducing^  the  latter,  to  make 
-assurance  double  sure. 
'•    Therefore,  Castlereagh's  rea- 
son is  not  worth  a  straw  ;  and, 
as  I  do  not,  like  Mr.  Bennett, 
take  hts  assertions  fbr  granted, 
'I  J^MnFe  my  readers  to  draw  their 
own  conclusions  as  to  whether 
*thd    discovered      conspirators 
^were  or  were  not  employed  by 
'the  Government,  always  beg- 
^iiilg'  them  to  bear  in  mind  the 
open  avowal   of  the  employ- 
ment of  spies. 

As  to  the  second  point,  the 
'foreaDiog  of  Becker,  who  let 
FrankUn  go  without  taking*  bail, 
Mr.  CcUvert',^r  Robert  Wilson's 
brether  Shoy  Hoy,  declared  that 
.  he  knew  Baker  to  be  a  most  ho- 
iiourable  man.  He  had  doubt- 
less very  good  reasons  #CHr  this ; 
4)utte  as  good  as  Bennett  had  for 
placing  such  implicit  reliance 
upon  the  declaration  of  Castle^ 
r^gh ;  but,  as  I  am,  in  this 


also,  unacquainted  with  bis  rei* 
sons,  I  have  to  observe  that  a 
man,  taken  up  at  Woolwich  by 
a  Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  for  sticking^ 
up  a  placard,  merely  explaining 
the  nature  of  the  Bill  of  Pans 
and  Penalties,  was  slapt  off,  at 
once,  to  Maidstone,  the  Magis- 
trate having  insisted,  not  only 
upon  bail,,  but  upon  bail  afler 
forty-eight  hours'  notice ;  and 
the  man  was  packed  off  before 
the  eight  and  forty  hours  were 
expired.    When  brought  to  the 
Quarter  Sessions,  there  i  was  a 
friend  ready  with  the  means- of 
defence  for  the  man  ;  and  when 
that  was  found  to  be  the  case  the 
man  was  turned  ^ut  of  the  gaol 
to  go  about  his  busineaji,  no  hUl 
of  indictment  having  been  pre- 
sented against  him!     NoW)  I 
should  not  be  «t  all  surjmxeil  if 
there  were  plenty  of  ^Shoy^Hoys 
to  say  that  this  Or.  Watson  was 
a  mo#t  extraordinarily  honoura- 
pie  man ! 

However^  there  *w as  Frank- 
lin before  Berber;  there  was 
what  is  called  the  seditteos 
hand-bill ;  there  was  the  oath 
of  his  .being  the  publisher;  aAd 
Baker  lets  the  man  go  wltholit 
bail ;  the  man  finds  the  me<uui  to 
get  dean  off  out  of  the  cetintry ; 
and  the  House  ofComraOBs^be- 
sides  -contiining  e  member  to^be 
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responsible  for  the  honour  of 
Baker,  refuses  to  meddle  with 
the  matter,  and  the  gentle  Sid- 
mouth  refuses  also  to  take  any 
steps  for  the  apprehending'  of 
the  man,  though  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Home  Depart- 
ment had  so  often  taken  such 
steps  on  similar  occasions  be- 
fore. Mr.  Clive  and  Mr.  Beck-- 
ett  rise  up  to  justify  the  gentle 
Sidmouth  ;  but  the  whole 
House  seem  to  have  for- 
gotten the  Richmond  Park  Mi-^ 
Ulster's  Circular  Letter,  where- 
*in  he  told  the  Magistrates  that 
it  was  their  duty  to  be  vigilant, 
and  to  take  up,  send  to  prison, 
or  bold  to  bail,  any  one  whom 
(hey  found  guilty  of  publishing 
what  he  calls '  sedition  or  bias* 
pheihy !  Had  he  forgotten  his 
Circiilar  Letter,  whei)  the  con- 
duct of  Baker  was  complained 
of  to  him  ?  And  will  he  now 
keep  this  Baker  in  his  office ;  for, 
observe.  Baker  hold&  his  office 
*6f  Police  Magistrate  during  the 
'  gentle  Sidmouth^ 8  pleasure  ! 
'If,  therefore.  Baker  still  retain 
his  office,  what  are  the  ponclu- 
*  sions  tvhich  we  ought  to  draw  I 
'  I'  say,  that  the  pablidat{on$ 
imputed  to  Franktin ;  the  pubr 
Ucations,  fbf  the  publishirtg  of 
Vhidi  h6  was  apprehended,  or, 
at  least,  such  of  them  as  I  have 


read,  were  extremely  good 
things.  I  like  them.  I  am  sOrry 
his  career  was  stopped.  He 
made  use  of  such  language  as 
we  all  ought  to  be  permitted 
to  make  use  of  in  print,  and  as 
ninety-nine-hundredths  of  the 
people  do  make'  tise  of  in  con- 
versation. Franklin  was  doing 
a  great  deial  of  good ;  and  I  am 
sorry  he"  was  stbpped.  The  ex- 
posure of  thie  conspiracy  is  worth 
something,  to  be  sure ;  but  a 
good  supply  of  the  hand-bills, 
for  another  month  or  two,  would 
have  been  worth  a  great  deal 
more.  The  times  are  altered. 
Peel's  bill  and  the  arrival  of  the 
Queen,  co-operating  so  delight- 
fully as  they  do,  actually  pull  up 
people's  eye-lids,  and  m&ke 
them  see  whether  they  will  or 
not.  The  conspirators  are  actu- 
ally labouring  for  the  people;

abuse  of  the  handrhilU,  though 
I  reprobate  the  object  of  the 
conspirators.  But  this  is  no 
matter.  Those  bills  are  a  "vast

Bow-STRKET. — On  Tuesday 
morning,  as  soon  as  Mr.  Birnie 
had  taken  his  seat,  Mr.  Harmer 
and  Mr.  Haydon  appeared  in  the 
office^  attended  by  a,  bill-sticker, 
of  Che  name  of  John  Jones,  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  an  in- 
formattipn  against  Mr.  Denis 
O'Bryen,.  of  Craven-street,  in 
the  Strand,  for  publishing  an 
inflammatory  and  seditious  pla- 
card. The  magistrate  directed 
the  information  to  be  laid,  and 
the  bill-sticker  was  examined  in 
a  private  room.  The  deposition 
was  taken  upon  oath,  and  was 
to  the  following  eflect : 

John  Jones,  of  No.  1,  Gar- 
dener's-row,  Westminster,  bei  ng 
sworn,  on  his  oath,  says — that  on 
the  ni^ht  of  the  19th  of  July, 
1820,  ai;>out.l  1  o'clock,  a  gentle- 
man^ whom  deponent  has  been 
informed,  and  verily  believes,  to 
be  Mr.  Denis  O'Bryen,  came  to 
his  house,    in  Gardener's-row, 
and    pulled    out   a   bundle   of 
printed  bills,  and  requested  the 
deponent  to  post  them  on  the 
wails  from  Westminster  to  Smith- 
field.     Deponent  observed  that 
there  was  no  printer's  name  at- 
tached to  the  bills,  and  objected 
on  that  account  to  post  them, 
but  the  gentleman  told  him  not 
to  be  afraid,  for  he  would  meet 
him   at  Charing-^ross,   and  go 
througrh  with  him.     Deponent 
consented,    and  the  *  following 
nighty  about  11  o'clock,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  post  the  bills.    They 
vrere  in  number  about  200.  De- 
ponent posted  them  as  far  as 
Charing-cross,  where  he  waited 


come  there,  and  he  went  on 
posting  the  bills  till  he  came  to 
Smithfield.  The  gentleman  came 
to  him  some  time  after wards^ 
and  gave  him  2l.  for  the  job. 
— Deponent's  regular  charge 
would  have  been  about  1^, 
The  same  person  had  employed 
him  several  times  before  to  post 
bills  at  night.  Some  little  time 
ago  the  same  gentleman  came 
to  him,  and  requested  him  to 
post  some  smaller  bills,  but  de- 
ponent objected,  upon  which 
the  gentleman  laughed,  and 
said,  he  would  lend  him  a  g^eat 
coat  to  hide  his  paste-pot.  De- 
ponent, however,  refused,  and 
the  gentleman  laughed  and  said, 
he  need  not  be  afraid,  for  "  if 
he  was  taken  up,  it  would  be  all 
the  better  for  him."  The  bill 
now  produced,  headedi  "  To 
the  Non-represented,"  was  one 
of  those  he  had  so  posted.  It 
was  dated  July  12,  1819. .  This 
examination  having  be^n.  con- 
cluded, Mr.  Harmer  anil  Mr. 
Haydon  again  entered  the  office, 
and  laid  the  information  before 
Mr.  Birnie. 

Mr.  Birnie,  after  having  read 
it  over,  said,  "  Is  this,  all!" 
Mr.  Harmer  said  it  was. 
Mr.  Birnie. — I  cannot  issue 
a  warrant  upon  the  unsupported 
evidence  of  an  accomplice. 

Mr.  Harmer. — But  we  cannot. 
Sir,  at  this  moment,  procure  any 
other  evidence. 

Mr.  Birhie. — I  cannot  help 
that.  This^  ^u  is  equally  cul- 
pable with  his  employer,  and  if 
we  should  proceed  in. this  busi- 
ness I  should  think  it  ipy  duty 
to  commit  him  also. 

Mr.  Harmer. — I  think  thepub-

Mr.  Harmer.— Then  I  do  not 
see  bow  there  cotild  be  any  other 
evidence  at  present. 

Mr.  Birnie. — 1  do  not  know 
that. 

Mr.  Harmer. — But  while  we 
are  seeking  for  that  evidence 
Mr.  I>enis  O'Bryen  may  escape. 

Mr.  Birnie.— Aye,  it  is  very 
irreg-ular  to  proceed  in  this  way, 

Mr.  Harmer. — Sir,  if  you  will 
suffer  the  apprehension  to  take 
place,  I  pledge  myself  to  pro 
cure  other  evidence  when  the 
matter  is  brought  before  yon. 

Mr.  Birnie. — Let  me  see  the 
placard. 

Mr.  Harmer  here  produced 
a  very  large  placard,  dated  12th 
July;  1^19,  (at  the  period  of  the 
Smithfield  meeting.) 

Mr;  Birnie,  having  read  it, 
said,  "  Why,  this  is  the  one 
produced  last  week  ?" 

Mr.  Harmer.---- Yes,  but  no 
information  was  given  upon  it. 

Mr.  Birnie  read  the  placard 
very  attentively,  and  Mr.  Harmer 
pointed  out  some  treasonable 
passages  in  it.  Mr.  Birnie  said. 
It  certainly  was  seditipus. 

Mr.  Birnie  then,  took  the 
deposition  of  the  bill-sticker  and 
ifae  placard,  and  proceeded  into 
a,private  rooih,  accompanied  by 
Mr.,  Harmer,  Mr.  Haydon,  and 
Mr.  I^tafford.  They  remained 
"there  for  a  considerali)le  time. 
On  their  return  to  the  office. 
Mr.  Birnie  wrote  a  letter  to  Mr. 
Hobhonse,  Under-Secretary  for 
the  Hpme  Department,  enclosing 
the -deposition  of  the  bitl^cker 


and  the  {Placard.  It  was  given 
to  Mr.  Harmer  for  his  inspection, 
and  it  Was  afterwards  sealed  and 
dispatched  to  the  Home  De- 
partment. 

In  the  space  of  abbut  an  hour 
the  messenger  returned  with  an 
answer  from  Sir  B.  Hobhonse, 
the  purport  of  which  we  under- 
stood was  to  desire  the  ma- 
gistrate to  use  his  own  discre- 
tion respecting  the  issue  of  the 
warrant. 

Mr.  Birnie  immediately  signed 
the  warrant,  but  Mr.  Harmer 
was  not  then  present,  and  it  re- 
mained on  the  table  ready  to  be 
served  when  the  parties  apply- 
ing should  call  for  its  execution. 

Mr.  Birnie  subsequently  ejt- 
plained,  that  the  only  motive 
for  hesitation  on  his  part  in 
signing^  the  warrant  was,  that 
the  evidence'  onf  which  it  'was 
applied  for  was  that  of  an  ac* 
complice. 

The  warrant  was  to  the  fol- 
lowing efltect: —

We  understand  that  a  note 
was  immediately  written  to  Mr. 
Harmer^  acquainting  him  that 
the  warrant  had  been  issued, 
and  appointing-  a  time  for  him 
to  appear  at  the  office.  The 
hour  we  understood  to  be  8 
o'clock.  A  letter  was  also 
transmitted  to  Mr.  Denis 
O'Bryen  requiring  his  attend- 
ance at  the  same  hour.  Mr. 
Birnie  received  an  answer  from 
Mr.  OBryen  soon  afterwards, 
dated  frofu  his  own  house,  at 
21 ,  Craven-street,  informing  the 
worthy  Magistrate  that  he  was 
~  then  extremely  indisposed,  and 
that  Dr.  Maton,  who  attended 
him,  had  declared  that  his  life 
was  in  danger  if  be  stirred  out. 
Notwithstanding,  at  the  haauird 
of  his  life,  he  would  appear  at 
the  office  at  ^he  time  appointed. 

At  about  eight  o'clock  Mr. 
O'Bryen  appeared  in  the  office, 
and  was  apparently  considerably 
indisposed.  He  took  his  seat 
within  the  partition  of  the 
office  appropriated  to  the  Ma- 
gistrates. In  a  few  minutes  Mr. 
Birnie  and  Mr.  O'Bryen  retired 
into  a  private  room,  but  remain- 
ed there  only  a  few  seconds.  On 
his  return  Mr.  O'Bryen  resumed 
his  seat. 

Mr  Birnie,  looking  at  the 
clock,  said»  "You  have  been 
▼ery  punctual.  Sir.  There  is  no 
occasion  for  your  waiting  any 
kmger  here.'' 

Mr.  OfBryen  said  that  he  had 
come  here,  as  he  had  been  re- 
quested, he  hoped,  in  time. 

Mt.  Bimie^-^Yon   have   not 


been  hroaght  here;    you  have 
come  hereof  your  own  accord. 

Mr.  O'Bryen. — I  am  aware  of 
that,  but  here  1  am.  After  some 
pause  he  added,  I  know  all  this 
will  appear  to-morrow  in  the 
papers. 

Mr.  Birnie  repeated^  that  he 
need  not  ^  keep  Mr.  O'Bryen 
there,  and  asked  him  if  he  had 
come  in  a  coach;  Mr.  O'Bryen 
answered  in  the  negative,  and 
Mr.  Birnie  immediately  ordered 
a  coach  to  be  Xetched. 

Mr.  O'Bryen  then  rose,  and, 
in  an  agitated  manner,  said, 
''  Before  I  go  may  I  be  allowed 
to  say  one  word." 

Mr.  Qimie. — Certainly,  as 
many  as  you  choose. 

Mr.  O'Bryen,  then  putting 
his  hands  together  in  *an  ener- 
getic manner,  addressed  Mr. 
Birnie  thus :— "  If.  you,  Sir,  had 
been  accused  of  murder,  or  of 
parricide,  upon  my  honour,  and 
you  have  known  me  upwaids  of

When  the  tumultuous  agita- 
tion of  the  present  conflict  shall 
have  subsided,  and  men's  minds

While  the 
nation  has  been  making  mighty 
strides  in  political  science,  and 
acquiring  a  fitness  for  more  li'- 
beral  institutions,  they  have 
been  fixed,  as  if  by  the  spell  of 
enchantment,  in  the  narrow  cir- 
cle ol  ancient  prejudices,  or  have 
been  labouring  to  keep  others 
within  the  confines  of  ignorance 
and  superstition.  In  short,  they 
are  still  children,  while  the  lia- 
tion  has  grown  up  to  manhood. 
They  are  still  in  the  leading- 
strings  of  puerile  maxims,  while 
the  people  have  learned  to  walk 
erect  in  the  light  of  new  truths 
and  of  better  principles. 

My  heart  is  tenderly  touched 
with  a  sense  of  those  miseries 
which  the  inhabitants  of  Spital- 
fields  mention  a^  characterizing 
the  general  state  of  the  country 
at  the  present  period.  Had  1 
the  power  of  mitigating  those 
miseries,  my  griei  would  be 
less ;  but,  at  present,  I  lament 
evils  and  deplore  calamities  for 
which   1  ca^inot   furnish   a  re- 
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medy ;  and  I  grieve  the  more, 
because  1  ^ieve  in  vain.

The  sympathies  of  the  people 
with  my  wrongs  and  my  suffer- 
ings have  been  so  universally 
manifested,  as  to  make  my  ad- 
versaries*  pause  in  their  career 
of  oppression,  and  politically  to 
hesitate  when  they  do  not  mo- 
rally relent. 

1  have  experienced  adversity 
in.  many  of  its  most  distressing 
calamities,  and  in  some  of  its 
darkest  hours ;  but  I  have  al- 
ways found  that  it  never  has 
pajised  away  without  leaving 
some  moral  benefit  behind.  Ad- 
versity usually  compensates  its 
immediate  evils  by  its  subse- 
quent good,  and  its  uses  are^  in 
numerous  instances,  so  precious, 
that  it  may  often  be  regarded 
as  prosperity  '  under  another 
name. 

I  have  been  at  times  sunk 
in  the  depth  of  affliction ;  but 
from  those  depths  I  have  been 
raised  by  the  invisible  hand  of 
the  Allmerciful,  to  rejoice  in  the 
dawn  of  happier  days,  and  to 
contemplate  a  futurity  of  hone 
for  myself  and  for  mankind. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the 
will  of  Omnipotence  with  re- 
spect  to  my  destiny  in  time  pa8t> 
I  acknowledge  it  to  have  been 
both  wise  and  good  ;  and  I  trust 
that  my  safety  will  be  protected

But  yet  if  I  would 
have  stooped  so  low,  and  unre- 
sistingly have  become  an  ac- 
cessary to  my  own  inAuny,! 
mi^V  have  avoided  the  Bill  ef 
Pains  and  Penalties,  and  have 
had  my  enemies  bearing  testi- 
mony to  the  purity  of  my  con- 
duct and  the  patriotism  of  my 
principles. 

The  SELFISH    FACTION,  ^who 

have  become  my  accusers,  have 
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been  in  the  habit  of  truckllDg 
to  superior  power,  and  of  com- 
plying- with  all  its  fickle  incli-

thority, but  from  a  desire  not  to 
disturb  my  own .  internal  tran- 
quillity, 1  ought  not  to  suffer 
that  feeling  to  rankle  in  my 
heart 

The  sentiment  of  integrity, 
which  has  its  fixed  residence  in 
my  soul,  makes  me  despise  the 
accusations  of  my  enemies.  I 
know  that  the  malice  of  my  op-

The  victim  of  injustice 
is  usually  more)  happy  than  the 
perpetrator  of  the  deed.

Donbttesi,  the 
nation's  morals  wi|l  l^ye  been^ 
and  will  be  greatly  benefited  by 
the  book  of  evidence,  printed  b; 
order  of  the  Peers,  after  haying 
been  s^nt  all  over  the  cqnntry; 
in  sixpenny  parcels;  .  but,  ^iiy 
friends,  J  greatly  doubt^^bether. 
the  jfmrse  of  the  i^atioa  wil);  h% 
much  benefited  by  th|s  )^p^ 
'and  the  fillers  qi  it.  Upiweife^ 
thi^  is  a  matter,  for  future  ob^r'^ 
vatioo ;  and,  I  have  no  hesirl^- 
jtion  in  saying,  that  it  is  better 
tfor  us  to  have  our  -  money ,  be^ 
stowed  upon  the  inhabitao^  of 
Ck>tton  Garden^  than^  npon 
placemen^  pen^oners,  or  Aos;^ 
trian  soldiers.  The  thiqg.wiU 
cost  us  a  good  deal ;  but,,  in  this 
case,  we  shall  have  had  some- 
thing, for  our  inooey :  the  three

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We  have  talked  so  long  about 
this  Bill  of  Pains  and  Penalties, 
without  haying^  the  Bill  itself 
before  us,  that  we  almost  forget 
what  the  thing  really  is.  I  shall, 
therefore,  go  back,  to  the  origin 
of  the  proceeding,  which  will 
enable  me  the  more  clearly  io 
explain  the  situation  in  which 
the  parties  are  now  placed.  Let 
lid  bear  in  mind,  then,  that  on 
the  sixth  of  June  last,  the  King 
sent  a  message  to  the  Houses  of 
Parliament,  accompanying  it 
with  a  green  bag  to  each  House, 
informing  the  Houses  that  the 
papers  in  the  bag  contained 
matter  respecting  the  conduct 
of  the  Queen^  and  expressing 
Ms  confidence  that  the  Houses 
would  adopt  that  course  of  pro- 
ceeding, which  *^  the  justice  of 
''  the  case  and  the  honout  and 
^'  dignity  of  his  Miyesty'a  Croton 
^  may  require." 

Now,  it  18  material  to  ob- 
serve, that  the  King,  in  this 
message,  said  not  a  word  about 
the  morals  of  the  nation.  He 
had  only  in  view  the  honour 
and'dignitff  of  his  Croton.  On 
the  next  day,  in  the  Lords,  a 
notioti  was  made  to  refer  the 
Green  Bag  to  a  Secret  Commit- 
tee. Nothing  was  still  said 
about  the  morals  of  the  nation ; 
but  a  great  deal  was  i(aid  about 


affording  relief  to    the    King. 
The  Lord  Chancellor,  after  hav- 
ing pointed  out  the  difficulties 
of  obtaining  relief  for  the  King, 
by  impeachment,  by  civil  action, 
or  in  the  spiritual    courts,  ob- 
served that  no  one  would  say 
that  the  King  shoyld  have  no 
relief  at  aU.   Thus,  then,  at  the 
outset  of  the  business,  relief  to 
the  King,  and  the  support  of  the 
honour     and    dignity    of    the 
Crown,  seem  to  have  been  the 
only   things   thought  of.    The 
idea  of  preserving  the  morals 
of  the  nation,  by  the  instrumen- 
tality   of    De    Mont,   Powell, 
Brown,    and   Barbara  Krantz, 
seems,  at  this  time,  not  to  have 
been  engendered  ;  for  certainly 
it  did  not  make    it's   appear- 
ance. 

The  Secret  Committee,  when 
they  had  read  the  papers  of  the 
Green  Bag,  declared  that  the 
charges  contained  in  it  deeply 
affected  the  honour  of  the  ^een, 
the  dignity  of  the  Crown,  and' 
the  moral  feeling  and  honour  of 
the  country  t  But  this  declara- 
tion took  place  onthe  fourth  of 
July,  that  is  to  say,  nearly  a 
month  after  the  date  of  the 
King's  message  ;  and  after  there 
had  been,  in  Parliament  and  out 
of  Parliament,  a  great  deal  said 
upon  the  subject  of  his  Majesty's 
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being  entitled  to  relief,  in  a  case 
like  the  present  We  next  come 
to  the  Bill,  which  was  brought 
into  the  House  of  Lords  by 
Liverpool  on  the  fifth  of  July. 
The  Bill  consists  of  a  long  pre- 
amble stating*  the  offences  of  het 
Majesty,  which  preamble  con- 
cludes with  asserting  that  the 
Queen  "  has  violated  the  duty 
"  she  owed  to  bis  Majesty,  and 
"  has  rendered  herself  unworthy 
''  of  the  exalted  rank  and  sta- 
"  tion  of  Queen  Consort  of  this 
*'  realm." 

This  preamble  is  all  talk  ;'but 
there  follow  a  couple  of  stings 
ii^  the  tail  of  it,  in  these  words : 
''  L  That  the  Queen  Jt>e,  and  is 
"  hereby^  deprived  of  the  title 
"  of  Queen,  and  of  all  the  pre- 
"  rogatives,  pci^ileg^s  and  ex- 
"  emptions,  appectaining  to  her, 
"as  Queen  .  Consort  of  this 
''  Realm,  ttnd  be,  from  and  after 
"  the  passing  of  this  act,  for  ever 
"  disabled,  and  rendered  incapa- 
''  ble  of  using,  exercising  and  en- 
"  joying  the  same,  or  any  of 
"  them. — II.  That  the  marriage 
"  between  Jiis  Majesty  and  the 
"  said  Caroline  Amelia  E^liza- 
**  beth  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 

"  hy,  from  henceforth  for  ever, 
**  wholly  dissolved,  annulled, 
'*^and  made  void  to  all  inlentb. 


"  constructions    and .  purposes, 
'^whatsoever." 

We  have  now  something  like 
a  clear  view  of  the  matter.  We 
see  what  was  intended  at  the 
first,  and  also  the  grounds 
upon'  which  the  intention  pro- 
ceeded. In  a  short  time  after 
the  Bill  was  brought  in ;  or,  at 
least,  after  the  evidence  in  fa- 
vour of  it  began  to  be  produced, 
Liverpool  declared  that,  as  to 
the  divorce  clause,  that  was  the 
least  important  part  of  the  Bill. 
The  morals  of  the  nation  were 
now  put  forward  as  demandii^ 
preservation  through  the  means 
of  this  proceeding;  through  the 
means  of  the  description  of  be^, 
sheets,  and  bolsters,  given  by 
the  Countess  Colom bier,  Barba- 
ra Krantz,  and  the  rest  of  tl^e 
Holy  Catholic  community  of 
Cotton  Garden. 

But,  now,  at  last,  when  all 
these  strenuous  efforts  to  pre- 
serve our  morals  are  happily  in 
our  safe  possession,  there  re- 
main to  be  disposed  of  these  two 
enacting  clauses  of  this  Bill. 
The  divorce  clause,  that  is  to 
say,  the  second  clause,  is  to  be 
given  up  ;  or,  at  least,  an  intima- 
tion has  been  made  to  that  effect 
Well,  then,  observe  that  this 
will  be  a  pretty  sort  of  answer 
to  the  King's  Message,  in  which 
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Message,  he  called  for  a  some- 
thing' required  by  the  honour 
arid  dignity  of  his  Crown.  How 
will  the  honour  and  dig'nity  of 
his  Crown  be  preserved  by  the 
rejection  of  this  clause?  For, 
mind,  the  clause  must  be  reject" 
ed;  which  is  a  very  diflerenl 
thing"  indeed  from  ils  never  hav* 
Ing^  been  submitted  to  th^ 
House. 

The  next  thing*  to  be  consi^ 
der^d  is,  will  the  first  clause  pass 
the  House  ?  It  might  pass ;  and, 
thus,  the  Bill  would  be  a  com- 
plete Bill  without  the  divorce 
clause.  The  Bill,  in  this  shape, 
would  unqueen  the  Queen  ; 
would  leave  her  wholly  desti<- 
tute,not  only  ofprerogfatives  and 
privileges,  but  would  deprive 
her  of  alt  claim  to  maintenance 
of  any  kind  or  in  any  degree. 
It  would  actually  turn  her  out  to 
beg-  in  the  streets,  unless  main* 
tained  more  comfottably  by 
charity  of  another  sort.  It  would, 
ip  fact,  be  degradation  as  com- 
plete as  that  of  the  son  of  Louis 
the  Sixteenth, when  the  despot- 
ism had  been  abolished  and 
when  that  youth  had  been  bound 
apprentice  to  citizen  Simon,  the 
Cordwainer.  Degradation  more 
complete  it  is  impossible  to  con- 
ceive ;  and  if  the  Bill  pass  in  this 
shape,  it  will  serve   as  a  precc* 


dent  for  the  degradation  of  a 
Queen,  at  least. 

But,  in  this  case,  the  Bill  must 
go  to  the  House  of  Commons ; 
for,until  it  has  passed  that  House^ 
and  until  the  King  has  given 
his  assent,  also,  the  Bill  does 
not  become  a  law;  and,  of  course, 
it  is  only  a- parcel  6t  useless 
words,  and  the  Queen  is  not  de- 
graded. The  House  of  Com. 
mbns  will  finally  pass  the  Bill, 
in  my  opinion,  if  the  Lbrds  pass 
it;  and,  it  is  possible,  too,  that 
they  may  p^3  it  v?i(haut  any 
examination  of  witnesses.  And, 
indeed,  there  is  no  good  reason 
why  they  should  not,  supposing- 
it  to  be  a  Bill  proper  for  them  to 
pass.  The  House  of  Commons 
cannot  examine  witnesses  upoa 
oath.  They  cannot  come  at  the 
truth  in  the  saitie  way  that  the 
Lords  can  f  and,  if  the  testimony 
given  before  the  Lords  be  laid 
before  the  Commons  *;  there  can 
be  no '  reason  why  they  should 
go  over  the  evidence  again  ex- 
cept we  could  suppose  it  possi- 
ble that  the  members  could  take 
delight  in  seeing  the  lips  and 
hearing  the  sound  of  the  voices 
of  the  Countess  Colombier  and 
Barbara  Krantz. 

It  is  possible,  therefore,  that 
the  Bill  may  pass,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  divorce  clause ; 
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md  V  Mi  take  place,  the  Q«een

For  my  part,  therefore,  I  t$tk 
see  no  way  odt  of  the  dffli^tio* 
into  which  oar  pretty  genttem^ii 
have  phmged  thethselves ;  Iiiftb 
pIttngM  theraaelTes  of  ibc/hr 
own  good  ^11  and  pie  Asore» 
withoat  any  assbtanee  of-^mn, 
and  even  contrary  to  otii*  so{>- 
plications  and  priiyeirs  \  •  mA 
gretit  fools  we  were  for  oar 
pains  for  snppKcating  and  pray* 
ing  to  them,  only,  indeed,  wA 
were  pretty  certain,  and  1  ttiy- 
self  Was  ^uitecertliin,  that  f«4Klt* 
evfer  we  prayed  agaitiat  "they 
wele  sure  to  pursui  ^ith  H^ 
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doQbled  vigour  {  Their  caae  is 
iM>w  past  pntyiag  for.  They 
neiFor  eiui>  Jbring  thednselyes 
,  taak  to  where  Ibey  were  ^n  the 
5tfa  of  June  last  Pass  the  Bill 
or  not  pass  the  Bill,  makes  not 
a  s^raw  of  difference  to  us; 
and,  if  I  were  to  have  my 
eboke  at  this  moment,  I  should, 
all  the  oirQumstances  consideied, 
have  very  great  difficulty  in  say- 
ing which  I  thought  best  for 
the  nation. 

From  the  very  beginning,  it 
has  been  manifest  that  the  Mi- 
nisters,   their   supporters    and 
abettors,  wisfaed  to  keep  the 
Queen  out  of  the  country,  in  the 
Arst  plane,  and  afterwards  to  get 
ber  oat  of  the  country.    How 
arduously,  and  yet  how  foolish- 
\yi  they  laboured  to  efifect  this 
.object^  we  M  recollect.  It  must 
^.  confessed,    however,    that 
^i^  had  something  to  contend 
wit)»  ip,  their   pursuit  of  this 
gieat   object     If  they   ware 
Ijimy,  others    were    not    idle. 
Whei^  once  the  Queen  was  got 
kete,  it  was. not  so  easy  to  get 
her  away.  They  bad  the  cordial 
assistance  of  her  law  advisers ; 
^hey  had  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
Wilberforce   and  his   associate 
deputies;    they  had  an  abun- 
dance of  craft  and  cunning  to  aid 
them  ;  and,  at  the  time  of  that 


deputation  going  to  the  Queen, 
suooess  appears  to  have  becm  to 
nicely  balanced  ag«inftt  deftat, 
that  a  fitrav^  would  -faare  tofovd 
tb^  tbingrove  way^or  the  other. 
I  call  heaven- 4o  witness  Ute 
anxious  heura  that  I  passed\  be- 
tween the/makiag  ofiWiUier- 
force's  motion  and  the  rnjnriJMi 
of  the  advioe  oomlaiiiod  isi'  the 
resoHiti<»i^  of  tb^  Ho«se-^f 
Commons.'  I  namta&beb  a  pan- 
sage  in  Otbelltf^  I  tUnk  ibm:

I  called  this  passage  to 
mind  at  the  time;  and  cer- 
tainly Othello's  ravings  banl- 
ly  came  up  to  a  fdUdescriplion 
of  what  I  felt  No  ferlom  dog 
of  a  poacher,  who,  after  groping 
about  all  night  in  vain,  after 
fish,  ever  felt  move  iteiety 
whep  he,  att  la^t,  lUti  tim  tail 
o(  a  solitary  •  eel  -  atipt^ing 
thro^gbJ^s  fi9g»r8»,.tbai|.  I  hH 
while  Wilbecfipepce^  AneUaml, 
B^nksand  Woi^ey,  w^eg^oing 
up  m  dc^puta^ioA  4^  Poiteaa 
Street.  Whcsa  Itho  an«v«iarauae 
to  the  House .  of  Ck>jniwNM,*  I 
recovered  my  .seretiifya.  little  ; 
but  I  never  felt  perfectly  at 
ease  'till  the  Gneen  Bag  waa 
actually  open,,  and  thta. Report 
of  the-  Secret  CoMmitlee  aeai 
forth  to  the  world.     Then  1 
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Icftew  thai  all  would  follow 
which  has  fbllowed;  and  I  had 
a  right  to  hope  (br  as  niiieh 
more  ah  I  pleaited/seerog  that 
Sfdmonifa's '  Oircolar^  and  ^ven 
the  Silt  Aelb^  have  not  made  it 
erimiaal  to  hope,  espedally  if 
we  keep  oor  bopea  within  our 
teeth,  as  1  ha^^e  had  the  pru- 
dence to  do»    * 

Whea  onbe  the  Green  Bag* 
was  opened,  acUially  opened, 
it  could  not  be  closed  again. 
i  feared  no  Lawyers  from  that 
fhoment ;  Ibr  one  thing  or  the 
other  mtist  take  place,  either 
the  Queen  most  go  abroad  with 
the  vomitingif  of  the  Green 
Bag  upon  her,  or  she  mnststaj 
here  and  combat  her  enemies, 
who,  as  it  happeaed,  were  the 
^enemies  or  ^  also.  She  could 
not  do  theniVhahn  .wfihotit 
lioing  Hi  gboift;  and  the -feeling 
of  lUe  pi^llc  ^as*  8Mh  as  to 
maMeiisho^  fof  airessU  soefa  as 
I  Jnt^e  atwaylE  prayedtfior,  that 
is  to  slqrrc^i^*^^  greatly  bef»- 
Idal  to  the  throne,  as  well  as 
to  the  people. 

Noihkig  will  be  accomplished, 
at  last,  to  suit  the  views  aad  to 
quiet  the  alarms  of  our  pretty 
gentlemen,  unless,,  by  some 
means  or  other,  THE  QUEEN 
CAN  BE  GOT  OUT  OP  THE 
COUNTRY.    Mind,  my  friends, 


this  is' the  point.  This  is  the 
thing  which,  above  all  things 
in  the  world,  they  desire: 'in 
their  anxiety  as  tothis  mattet, 
they  forget,  fer  a  while,  PeeV^ 
Bill,  the  howKi^gs  of  the  Mer^- 
cbants  and  the  farmers,  an#'  all 
the  other  dfffidulties  that '  ^re 
tumbling  about  them  -like  hail. 
7\>  get  her  iiwdg ;  this  is  -thb 
thing  that  they  have  at  heart; 
and  yet,  pretty  genflemen,  faoW 
hard  have  they  been  working 
to  prevent  the  possibility  of 
getting  her  away !  Divorce  her 
and  degrade  her ;  nay,  even  fix 
on  her  the  stigma  of  a  vote ; 
and  how  is  she  to  go ;  where  is 
she  to  show  her  face-,  where  has 
she  a  friend  on  the  face  of '  the' 
earth,  but  in  Engkusdf  Ih 
England,  even  if  the  Bill  pass 
to  its  ML^extent,  she* will  6till 
have  milUMs'ofifKends.  If*iib 
Bili  be  passed,  add  merely' a 
vote  deolafatoi*y  of  the  opini&h 
of  Cbe'.Hoobe  that  his  Majesty 
ought  to  restrain  her  irom  the 
exercise  of  her/rights',  she  wM 
still  possess  those  rights,  and, 
while  her0,  will  be  able  to 
carry  on  a  contest  for  tfaerii;

It  mesk  now  be^evident  to  aH 
the  vrvNrld  What  irotdd  hsre 
been  the  resill,  if  the  ^ress  jM 
the  pbaple  had  not  itepped  "Vc^ 
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,  ward  in  her  defi^noe ;  and  it  madt 
abo  1>e  Dianifest  that  neither 
would  hftve  done  it  if  the  ad- 
vice of  those  law  adviaenhad 
been  Allowed,  But  I  am  now 
going  to  spjeak  upon  the  ncum- 
iier  of  cc^ducting  V^r.litajesty's 
defiance.  The  Ministerial  pa- 
.pers  say  that  the  defence-has 
broken  down ;  and,  as  far  as  ve.- 
lates  to  them^re  legal- proceed- 
iligs,  it  certainly,  'has  brelten 
,down^  even  without  waiting  to 
bear  one  wpfd  in  repl^  rfrom 
the  Attornc^y-QeneraL  N^er 
was  so  fine  an  opportunity  lor 
lawyers  to  ^disfdi^  talent  and 
zeal,  and  these  two  ^gentlemen 
have^  upon  this  occasion,  dis- 
played nei*ther.  The  openiiig 
^speech  of  Mr.  Bropgham  might 
have  been  made  to  work  up  a 
feeling  people  like  the  ^nglishi 
ftbuost  to  madness;  instead  of 
this,  it  i^assed  ovjer  all  the  topics 
jcalpiilated  to  excite  indignation, 
against  the  enemies  of  her  Ma- 
jesty, and  drawled  itself  alo^g 
leaving  the  filthy  slime  of  its 
praises  upon  the  judges  of  the 
Queeni  upon  Pitt,  whpse  very 
name  the  people  detested,  and 
upon  P&&CEVAL,  who,  to  his 
general  demerits,  added  that  of 
hayi^  deserted  the  (JiMeen  af- 
ter he  bad  made  her  the  ladder 
of  his  ambition.    There  required 


nothing  but  the  telling  of  the 
plain  story ;  there  re^quired  imh 
thing  but  a  simple  narralive  of 
tbe  pemeouiions^of  the  Queen, 
in  order  to  make  it  terrible  to 
contioue  those  perseeutiotts  «Mr 
one  :i|ppmem(  longer  ;'Wd  yet, 
the  apeeeh  of  Mr.  Broi^faam 
came  toadrivet^doseiwilh  a 
aupplicaAion  toher  jftdgeato  up- 
hold nobility,  the  ornament  of 
the  tcouiHry;  to  saiRo  the  Mo- 
narchy &om  the*,  olaws  of  the 
seditious,  and  i|o  protiftot  'the  al- 
tar .fcop  4be  unholy  ^tomlDh  of 
blMpbemers.  Ttbe  speeeh  was, 
in  DftQt,  .a  ^peecih /against  4he:iii* 
terest  of  the  iQueen.  It  mmed 
M epcalttng^ those  mhome^y^M 
knoiwD  to  be  hoilite  to  her,  and 
ad  degrading  thbse  ^ihoaie  w«M 
knoym  tob#hinr  frienls.  Tin 
BM  of  fains  and  Penaltiaft  cbwrg^ 
ed  hisr  with  hahring  d^gndbd 
heraelfby  ^associating  iMtfi  ia^ 
letiet  persbiis;  aM  Uiis  speech 
lock  occasion  to  admit  liial  ishe 
had  so  aasoois^edh^ridf;  MMl, 
of  coHflM^  thaishehad  lfa«B.beea 
goilfey  ofself-dcigradation^*  Was 
Ibis  ike  tone  for  all  adjrodRtailo 
assume,  and  for  ah  admoeaie, 
too,  who  had  so  strongly  de- 
scribed the  duties  of.' his  officp, 
which,  he  had  said,  imposed  yp* 
on  him  to  beoome  almost  a  tcai- 
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tor  to  the  King  rather  than  lose 
sight  of  ItiedefeTiee  of  liis  client. 
This  ^pc^ch  was  calculated 
to  proddce  the  worst  possible 
impression.  The  fhtiltertngs  of 
Ibiir  became  maniHe^t  within  six 
ientences^^  of  its  <6omniene^nient. 
At  a  time  when  nothing'  should 
•hftTedropped  from  his  lips  that 
fKd  not ,  breathe  defiance,  and 
anticipate  triamph,  all  was  hnm- 
lole,  all  was  submisslTO,  M  was 
reliance  upon  the  wisdom  tod 
jostice  of  the  jadges:  nothing 
was  heard,  bat  of  the  enormovs 
difficulties,  Boder  wMeh  the 
speaker  laboured;  the  dread fel 
.weight .  of.  responsibility  upon 
bis. shoulders';  the.  hardship  #f 
the  .unfortunate-  lady-  wliem.  k 
.was  hifr  doty  to*  defend;  aid 
jwC  a  word  about  her  cruel  per- 
•seontovs;  about. their  atroddus 
qMticeedlDga;  about  herundtflunt^ 
-ed  leaolution  to  repel  their  >at- 
taeka;  and  c^ut  his  reiolotion 
t6  be  amongst  these  who  should 
perish  by*  her  side  TWther  than 
«ee  aaoiher  aet  of  Injustice  in*- 
flieted  upon  her.  In  short,  the 
<teaoription  of  his  client  was  suf- 
ficiently doleful  to  ^u^ite  pity; 
and,  perhaps,  he  thought  that 
enough,  forgetting  that  pity  is 
the  most  short-lived  passion  that 
inhabits  the  human  breast,  and 
•that,  in  the  few  cases  where  it 


is  not  allied  to  contempt,  it 
never  leads  to  the  inspiring  of 
confidence  of  success  to  the  pi- 
tied object. 

In  the  conducting  of  llie  de- 
fence with  regard  to  evidence, 
though  a  hundred  objections 
could  be  made,  I  need  mention 
only  one  instance;  namely,  that 
of  neglecting  to  establish  clear- 
ly the  falsehood  of  the  charges 
with  regard  to  the  polacre.  It 
was  Tery  clear  to  every  one 
who  attended  to  the  subject, 
that,  if  the  facts  could  be  esta- 
blished, that  the  Queen  did  ac- 
tually sleep  under  a  tent  for  the 
space  of  five  weeks,  and  that 
her  Chamberlain  slept  under 
the  same  tent  for  that  fi  ve  weeks, 
and  that  no  other  person  slept 
there  during  that  time;' it  was 
very  clear  that,  If  these  facts 
Were  clearly  established;  and, 
that,'  if  nothing'  was  done  to 
prove  clearly  the  necessity  of  a 
man  constantly  sleeping  under 
that  tent';  it  was  clear  to  every 
one  that  if  these  naked  facts, 
without  any  ex|5lahation,  were 
established,  the  fair  and  honest 
inference  was,  that  an  adulter- 
ous intercourse  did  take  place. 

Now,  then,  the  master  and 
his  mate  had  sworn  to  these 
ficts.  This  was  the  only  part 
of   the    evidence    a^inst    the 
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Qqeen^  which  pre9ente4  any 
things  like  difflculty;  a»d  the 
difSculty .  arose  froqi .  the  bar$ 
fact  being  trui?;  aijd  from  tlje 
total  disacquaintance  of  people. 
in  general  with  those  -  circiim-i 
stances,  which,  if.prpperJy  ex- 
plahied,  would  destroy  the  in- 
ference naturally  resulting  from, 
the  fact.  Tell  any  family  of 
plain  honest  people,  who  have 
never  been  on  board  a  ship,  and 
who  can  have  little  more  know-* 
ledge  of  tl^e  state  of  things  there 
than  they  have  of  what  is, pars- 
ing in  the  moon;  tell^uc^  a  fa: 
mily  (and  of  such  famijies  tl?e, 
nation^  is .  composed) ;  ^te|l  swji 
a  family  that  the  mastjcr  a,nc^ 
mate  of  the  vessel  have  positive- 
ly sworn,  that  Bergami  and,  the. 
Queen  slept  both,  un^er  .the 
same  tent,  one  ppon  a  sofa,  and 
the-  other. upon  a  bed,  every 
night,  for  five  weeka,  nobody 
else  being  under  the  tent,  at  the 
same  time;  tell  such  a  family 
th^t  si|ch  a  fact  has  been  posi- 
tively sworn  to  in  evidence 
against  the  Queen;  then  tell 
them,  further,  that  this  evidence 
has^  been  confirmed  by  the 
Queen's  own  attendant,  and 
one,  qf  her  own  witnesses, 
and  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Navy^ 
too  ;  ^nd  further  tell  them  that 
this  acknowjedgiiient,  haa  beea 


drawn  frofH  thi^  li^tter  witneMa- 
by  cro^a^e^^minatioH:  toll  Miy 
hone&t  plain  English  family  thia, 
and,  in^pite  p£  all  their  str/^ng- 
feelings  in  favour  pfthe  Qiieeu, 
they  will  s^y  t|iat  the  fair  m^ 
ference  is,  thj^t  ther^  really  ww 
an  adnlterpus  intercourse  cur-^ 
ripd  on  between  the  parties.      , 

Here,.  tUeo,  there  wa^  soaip-r, 
tiling  to  defend  ,4he  Queen,  a- 
gainst.

Was  it  not,  then,  of  vital  im-  i 
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portenM  to  pro ve>  to  the  *Coiirt, 
ani  move  especially  to  the  peo« 
pie,  that  the  description  given 
of  this  aflkir  was  wholly  decep<*> 
live ;  that  it  wa»  made  to  appear 
before  the  public  as  being-  a 
tMng"  wholly  diflt^fent  from 
what  it  wa»;  that,  in  short,  the 
whole  story  was  a  lie  in  the 
words  of  troth  ;  that  it  was  a 
tent  by  name,  and  not  a  tent,  in 
(aei;  that  •  the  parties  -did  sleep 
iNMier  iti  aad  yet  that  it  wa»  tiot 
twO' people  sleeping  under  a 
tMt;  that  thouf^  the  Baron 
was  fuider  ihe  tent  with  the 
Qoeen  every  night,  H  was  abso- 
lotely  neeessary  §ot  him  to  be 
tbere,  of  fb»  some  man  to  be 
tbare,.  in  oftler  to  secvre  her

Was  thts  a  matter  to  be  left' 
to  tlie  common-place  dru<3[gery 
of  Mr;  Vizard;  was  the  Wav- 
ing of  this  matter  to  the  scram- 
bling of  an  attorney;  was  tttia' 
shewing  that  true  *'  chii)(drou^^ ' 
spirit^of  which  'Mr:   Denman- 
speaks  in  the  close  of  his  twb- 
days* iitette  of  feebleio^^  t  How-' 
nanr's  head  seems  to  hdve  beeit 
confused  enough.

It  Is  false  reasooiBg^  that  can 
l^ad  any  oae  to  the  oonelusion, 
that  the  natioiial  pre^judiee  a^ 
gainst  foreignets  wpold  have 
any  weight  with  the  people  in 
this  case«  That  prejudice  is  not 
a  priiludice  9Lg9iaBtm4imdumUfy 
nor,  indeed,  is  it  ever,  in  any 
case»  a  pr^^ioe  of  aAealii^  na* 
ture.  It  is  a  haughty,  domineer^: 
ing  sort  of  spirit,  that  makes 
this  nation  look  upon  all  other 
nations  with  a  species  of  disdain 
^nd  contempt ;  nor  can  h  though 
I  am  perfectly  impartial  in  my  I 
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judgmeot,  say,  when  I  look  at 
this  country,  and  ooaspaffe  it, 
'taking  it  all  together,  with  the 
countries  on  the  Continent,  that 
this  disdain^  and  contenipl  ia 
whoUy  unjust  But,  the  people 
of  thk  country  have  no  prejudice 
against  inditnduoU  oC  other 
countries;  and  it  would  be  a 
pretty,  thing,  indeed,  to  take  an 
ohjection  to  the  Queen's  con6^ 
nuing  to  employ  her  Chamber^ 
lain,  merely  because  he  is  a  /o- 
reigner,  while  the  King's  own 
regiment  of  eavahry  is  aetuidly 
eomannded  t^  a  foreigMr,  and 
that,  too,  direcOy  in  ike  ieeA^  af 
the  law ;  whereas  the  Queen's 
employment  of  the  Baioo  wouM 
vfofaUe  no  law  at  alL  This  Com- 
mander of  the  Kng^s  Regiment, 
as  another,  instance  of  sudden 
elevation  from  low  birth  and  sta- 
tion, was  a  ftii)€ie  soldier  only 
a  few  years,  ago.  He  rode  U> 
please  the  Prince.  He  becime 
a  riding  master  f  and  now  he 
is  the.first  Lieutenant  Cetottd 
of  the  lOtfa  Regim^t  of  Dia^ 
goons ;  and  in  that  station,  hc  is. 
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I  r«ptf^  U,  in  direct  opposition 
Id  th^  very  lettiei'  of  ibt  law. 
It  were  a  pveit^f  thing',  iiKleed, 
whMe^tiingB  Hke  this  exist  (an<) 
many  such  do  exist)  to  pretend 
a  pKjiidiee  ag^st  the  employ- 
ment  of  foreign^^  !    It  were  a 
pietty^  thing)  indeed,  to  talk  of 
iMs,  while  we  are  actually  pay- 
ings abottt  two  hundred  thcHi- 
siiid  pounds  a  year,  under  the 
name  of  half  fay  io  foreign  mi- 
li^ar^   o0icer9,  who    lire   and 
apend  the  mon^y   out  of  the 
ooanlry ;  and  is  there  Bitty  one  so 
diveeted'of  all  sense  of  shame  as 
to  ironp  up  an  objection  to  the 
Qoeion's  cetttinutng  to  employ 
her-Ctialnberlain,  because  he  is 
a  fbifeigner,  when  it    is  well 
known  that  we  have  been  taxed 
to  tlie  tone  of  millions    upon 
jRflHcMis  for  the  maintenanee  of 
foreign  tmigranU ;  and  While 
we,  even  to  this  4tour,  are  pay. 
ing   more  than,^/ly  tkausamd 
paufUh  a  ^or  for  the>aupport  of 
those   emigrants,    after  having 
buried  ourselves  in  debt  for  the 
purposeofresiorlngthe  g-overu- 
ments  of  these  emigrants ! 


Away,  then,  with  all  the  rub« 
bish  abo^  prejudice  against  fo- 
n%iiers.  it  is  a  paltry  pretence 
for  keepil^'fh>m    the  Queen, 
the  man  in  whom  she  has  so 
long,  and.so  naturally,  and,  in- 
deed, so  successfully  confided. 
I  would  have  had  him   at  the 
bar.     1  would*  have  had  him  to 
follow  the  Queen  to  the  Hous^ 
of  Lords.   1  would  have  suflfered 
nothing  to  wear  the  appearance 
of  shiftless  upon  this  score  ;  and 
I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  her 
Majesty's  betterjudgment  would 
have  avoided  all  such  appear* 
ancos.

suspicion;  to  iieinovo  tlie  pos-

sdontneiis  of  somothioiT  wrong* 
he  should  have  been  here  in  pre- 
ference to  every  other  foreign- 
'er. 

At  fgay  rate,  he  ou^ht  to  come 
ij^ow.  He  ought  to  be  seen  by 
the  people ;  ai\d  especially 
ou^ht  he  to  be  here  if  the  Bill,  or 
any.  part  of  the  Bill,  should  pass. 
The  Attorney  and  Solicitor  Qe^ 
neral  have  called,  and  they  will 
ci^^  most  lustily  for  the  Baron 
and  his  brother,  and,  if  I  were 
in  the  f^uf^en's  place,  please  God, 
thev  shou^H  not  call  in  vain !  I 
'Vj^oiflft  haye  them  here,  and  I 
Tifould  take  an  airing  occ^ipnal- 
1^  in  eyery.onie  of  the  ?arks,  hav- 
ing the  Bar<m  fo^  my  principal 
attendant  ''Lovq  me,  love  my 
*'  ipff/'  though  blunt  inwords^ 
is  a  maxim  dictated  by  ho- 
njsst  nature  and  sanctioned  by, 
thf  approbation  of  all  ages.  I 
w^qld- 8^  to  any  man,  if  you 
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wish  me  to-be  imgfaieM  as  tN 
prioe  of  yonr  attadunent  and 
support,  ketep  your  attachment 
and  fupport  for  your  o^sw  S09* 
vio^. 

But,  there  ia  aaotber  witwss* 
who  was  not  called,  and,  in* 
deed^  whose  name  never  ought 
to  have  mentioned  in  tb0  opeia« 
ipg  speeches  of  the  defence ; 
namely,  theater. of  Da  Afofil. 
I  was  astounded  when  Mr» 
Brougbatn  pledged  Umself  to 
call  this  person  a^  a  witjpi^^iSw 
Did  ever  a  thought  such  aa  this 
1>efore  ooipe  into  the  miod  of 
an  advocate?  Th^  si^ier  of  JM: 
Montf  the«isterofthoCounteM 
deColombier;  timm^ot  t)^ 
Shephordei^of^ith-stii^e^  th^ 
sister  of  thei  bi^nmamie  of  Wbil« 
comb ;  the  si4ec  of  het  whom. 
tbeQ^een  had  turned  frombei' 
Siffvio^  m  ap^emH  of  her  in- 
trigoes^  and  of  vrbi^i  toWMfl^ 
away  the  Bmod  hail  beeni  tha 
initnmieti{;  the  corraapondeot' 
pf  the  writer  of  double  enten' 
dres,  the  sister/ of  b^r  witji 
whom  Powell  was  piUT^  te:ba< 
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Krini^   in   tweet  and  uninter- 
npted  friendahfp.     Codl     Mr. 
BroQ^ham  believe    that  there 
"WM  a  wall  as  high  as  heaven 
between  Frith-street  and  Bran- 
denborgh  HonlBe,  or  oould  he 
believe  .  thi^t  an^  other  means 
which  God  or  man  could  invent 
would  keep  the  naif  Shepherd 
from  commteicatmg  with  the 
sfater  of  the  Countess?   €!ould 
he  beliere  that  there  ^as  iany 
mode   of  communication   that 
would  remain  untried !  Ootid 
be  believe  that  there  .wa»  n^ 
one  to  slide,  into  the  house  with 
a  let^r  ?  Hf d  be  taken  care,  to 
•surround  the  house  with  guards,, 
to  have  the  doorq  locked  and 
bolted,  as  safely  as  that  of  De- 
ment "  at   Naples  I       Had    he 
stopped  alt  the  key-holes  1  Had 
he  placed  an  inspector  of  mil- 
liners* ban-lSoxes,  and  of  match- 
sellers'    baskets     and    of    the 
patches  on  beggars'  eyes  ?  Had 
he, -in  short,  found  out  a  some 
thing  with  more  eyes  than  Ar^ 
gus  to  wateh  all  tlie  nunKroUs 
channels    between  Frith-street 


and  Brand  Jnburgh  House  ?  If  he 
had  not,  and  if  he  did  not  see 
a  wall  surrounding  Branden- 
burgh  House,  reaching  fironl 
the  ^bund  to  the  sky,  lo  call^ 
as  a  witii.ess  in  defetice  of  thd 
Queen,  this  sister  of  the  noble 
Countess,  the  sentimental  jour- 
nafisi  and  the  tete  ^^  tete  ac« 
quaintance  of  the  ^ofi  ofQuaeM;

HoweivOr,  te  dwell  further 
upeii  partidilaTS  1  haye  neitbet^ 
room  nor  tbne.  The  great  •ifitt' 
olihe  defeheeis^  the  negjigeikc^' 
with  regard,  to  the  sceA^^ofi- 
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bocrd  the  pplacce.  Upoji  tfiose 
•cenes ;  upon  the  evidence  with 
tegard  te  them,  the  result  will 
•xdnstvely  turn.  Take  "  ihe 
''  ttnt  I  "  take  this  thing,  nick- 
naoed  ^  tent,  out  of  the  case, 
and  you  take  away  the  possible 
lit;  ef  finding  any  tfiing  like  a 
plausible  pretence,  any  thing 
like  a  oolour  of  a  pretence,  for 
passing  any  pw t  of  this  Bill. 

I  have  jusl  got  a  glimpse  of 
the  apeech  of  Dr.  Luthington. 
In  that,  indeed,  there  is  some- 
tUng  to  the  purpose ;  there  are 
9ome  poiniMf  and  those  points 
weN  and  clearly  stiOed.    But,  it 
is  the  evidence  that  it  deficient. 
How  much  better  would  it  have 
been,   if  the  labours  which  I 
have  deecribed  above,  bad  been 
pvevious^  performed !  In  such 
a  case  as  this,  nothing  should 
have  been  left  doubtful,  and  es- 
pecially when  it  required  no- 
thing but  skill  and   labour  to 
make  every  thing  dear  and  sa- 
tM^etory.

ments of  the  pitching  and  the 
hedimg  of-  the  ship  ?   Could  1 
not  have  shown  the  point  for

Before  I  dismiss  this  subject, 
and  wait  for  the  reply  of  the 
Attorney  and  Solicitor-General, 
I  cannot  help  observing  on  two 
things:    first,  Mr.  Brougham's 
often  repeated,  and  never  ex- 
ecuted, threat  of  recriminntion^ 
This  threat  wtks,  he '  stated  in 
his  opening  speech  of  the  de- 
fence, to  be  resorted  to  only  in  |  ^  ^^^  *•»**  ^«r«  necessity,  of 
case  of  necesmtf.    Of  what  that  ^*"»«h  Mr.  Brougham  talked,  of 
necessity  was  to  consist,  or  by  «^»fir   w*o    the   recrimination, 
what  dicnmstances  or   symp-j^f^  it  seems  that  they  had  no 
toms  it  was  to  be  evinced,  he '  ^^^^  efktii  for  the  defence  bafe 
did  not  inform  us.    It  i»>  how*  -  been  begun,  continued  and  etid- 
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ever^  fair  to  oonclnde  j  and,  in- 
deed, such  is  the  necessary  con- 
clusion, that  he  meant  to  exer- 
cise the  threat  of  recrimination 
ynth  a  view  of  rendering  ser- 
vice to  the  cause  of  his  client. 
Ther^   might,   during  the.  de- 
fence, arise  circomstanees  which 
would  amount  to  ibis  necessity 
of  reerimination.    For  instance, 
the  sending  away  of  RastelH; 
the  compliments  paid  to  PoweN, 
who  had  sent  him  away;  Pow- 
ell's having  taken  him  out  of 
the  lodced-iip  and  guarded  de^ 
pot,  of  his  own  head,  of  his  own 
mere  motion;  and  having  ob- 
tained for  him  a  passport,  «tgn- 
ed  hjf  CasHertagh,  witkaut  Cae* 
tterengh'9  knowing  it]  the  re- 
fusal to  go  on  with  an  inquiry 
into  the  conspiracy  caiirted  on 
at  Milan  and  elsewhere.    These 
might  have  been  ciiNsttmstances 
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ed,  aod  iM>t  a  syllaUe  have  we 
•  board  about,  the  lecrimiDation ! 

Tbif  recrimiDation  appears  to 
be  a  good  Aing  that  Mr.  Broog- 
faam  is  trea$uru^  ttp  for  some 
importatit  purpose,  though  it  is 
very  difficult  for  us  plain  people 
to  perceive  bow  it  can  now  pos- 
sibly be  used  for  the  btnejit  of 
her  Mqfeetf^  while  it  is  not  quite 
impossible,  if  w#  were  to  set  our 
wits  t9  work,  for  us  to  form  a 
ooitjecture  as  to  the  use  of wfaiah 
it  may  possibly  be  made /or  tiu 
bm^t  qf  oihtre.  Whether  Mr 
JBrougham  wUlevermako  any  use 
of  it  ia  lus  life  time  ,or  whether  he 
will  leave  it  as  a  ''  le^gaey^"  as 
iie  told  us  Pitt  left  the  caose 
oX  the  Princess  to  PeuoEVAi. ; 
wJtieiher  be  look  upon  H  as  a 
^si^ession  of  bis  own  ;  or  whep 
iber  he  pn}y  partly  eiyoy  it,  as  a 
sort  of  corporator;  whether  it 
:be.  a  possession  in  fee;  or  wh^ 
tber  it  be  held  in  trust:  these 
are  questions  which  I  shall  Aot, 
,M  present,  take  npon  me  to  An- 
swer. Timcy  and,  probabfy,a 
short  timvj  will  elucidate  a  mat- 
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ter,  which  is  eertaioly  sow  to- 
volved  in  a  great  deal  of' flgw- 
tery. 

Leaving  this,  therefore,  for 
the  present,  to  engage  the  spe- 
culations of  my  readers,  I  shall 
conclude  this  long,  and,  I  fear, 
tiresome  letter,  by  observing, 
that  Mr.  Brougham ,  ought  to 
have  summed  up  the  case  &tm- 
self;  ahd  not  have  left  it  to  Mf. 
Mnmiaai  1  ^  awlire  that  ki- 
quilte  dlaimed  the  honour  Ayr 
this  'la(tter;  but,  aoaordUng '  to 
Mr.  BtTougham's  own  doctrine^ 
the  advocate  is  to  saqriftce  even 
himself  and  his  reputation  to  the 
safety  of  his  dient;  and  surelj, 
then,  there  might  have  been  a 
sacrifice  of  etiquette* '  I  have  no 
disposition  to  criticise  harshly 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  Denman.  Bat 
I  have  a  duty  to  discharge 
myself;  and  I  cannot  look  at 
this  two  days  of  talk;  of  poor, 
foeble,  disjointed,  drawled-out 
observation,. without  feeling  in- 
dignant at  Mr,  firoiigfaaiy.  for 
not  having  undertaken  the  task 
himself,     There  required.  Upon  . 
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ihb  oeeasioii^clearDess,  strength 
aod  fearleasness.  There  did  pot 
require  an  exordium  of  fulsome 
compliment  to  the  Judges  and 
the  adversaries  of  the  Queen  ; 
hni  there  required  a  reg%dar 
tmd  judicious  dass\fication  of 
the  charges.  That,  the  want 
of  which  was  complained  of  hy 
Mr.  Brougham,  with  rejgfard  to 
the  Bill  of  Pains  and  Penalties, 
ought  to  have  been  found  here. 
Here  ov^ht  to  have  been  found 
m  list  of  those  very  charges,  of 
which  no  list  would  be  fur- 
nished by  the  adversary.  These 
chargea  ought  to  have  been 
Stated  distinctly,  one  after  the 
othcfT';  Jb^si,  second,  thityi, 
fourth,  and  sp  on  to  the  end. 
Then  I  would  haVe  begun  with 
aU  thft  evidence  relating  to  the 
6rst  charge.  I  would  have 
stated  it  neatl},  clearly,  as 
briefly  at  possible.  I  would 
not,  like  Mr.  Denman,  have  be- 
gun my  sevtences  at  the  wrong 
end.  Ail  the  evidea^e  against 
me  should  have  come  <first. 
Tbtn    the    ^idence  for.   me.

Then  tlie  chairaeters  of  th^ 
witnesses,  and  their  probabLe 
or  proved  motives.  In  my  ana- 
lysis of  this  evidence,  I  wanM 
have  been  clear  and  strong, 
pointed,  and,  I  trust,  convinc- 
ing.

Was  not  this  the  mode  of 
proceeding,  which  even  com- 
mon sense  pointed  out  ?  Wb6 
is  to  carry  along  in  his  minci 
the  former  part  of  a  defence^ 
when  there  is  such  cho(^ingr 
about,  such  skipping  backwar^ii 
and  forwards ;  inch  repdtitioiis } 
such  a  mass  of  coafusiop? 
Speechifying;  quotation  of  evi- 
dence, analysis  of  evidence^ 
flights  of  fancy,  statements 
of  facts,  appeals  to  tlie  pas*^ 
sions,  all  mixed  up  together 
pell-mell !  Who,  amidst  such* 
a  mixty-maaity  of  maUer,  i«  t6 
arrive  at  a  rational  conclusion  I 
Th^  ditarges  should'  have  been 
kept  distinct ;  regularly  enumiB^ 
rated,  discussed  under  separate 
heads ;  each  brotight  to  a  close 
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before  the  speaker  had  proceed- 
ed to  another.  This  was  the 
%vay  to  produce  a  strong  and 
suitable  impression  upoo  the 
Judges;  and,  which  was  of 
lull  as  much  importance,  npon 
the  attentive  and  anxious  na- 
tion. 

When  this  had  been  dooe, 
very  little  remained  to  be  done 
in  the  way  of  appeal  to  the  jus- 
tice of  the  Judges.  Here,  bow- 
ever,  was  the  proper  occasion 
for  stating  the  case  of  her  Ma- 
jesty, including  Uie  conduct  of 
her*  husband  towards  Jier ;  for 
this  is  a  bill  of  divorce,  call  it 
what  else  they  will  r  and  here 
the  whol^  history  of  the  conduet 
of  the  husband  ought  to  have 
been  fully  and  boldly  stated ; 
and  the  only  argllm^nt  which 
ought  to  have  been  attempted, 
in  order  to  induce  the  Judges 
to  act  agreeably  to  what  had 
been  proved,  was,  that  they  were 
bouad  to,  act  by  their  duty  to- 
wards their  country,  as  well  as 
their  duty  towards  the  throne. 

Ipstead  of  this,  what  have  we 
by  way  of  conclusion,  from  this 
defender  of^the  Queen?  1  am 
almost  ashamed  to  cram  up  my 
pages  'with  any  part  of  this,  at 
once,  feeble  and^  awaggeriifg^ 
effort  of  Mr.  Denman ;  but,  that 
the  whole  of  the  press,  in  a 
lump,  may  not  be  accused  of 
participating  in  winking  at  this 
inatance  of  imbecile  loquacity, 
I  feel  myself  called  upon  to  in- 
sert the  dose  of  this  everlasting 
haran^e,  which  was  io  the- 
following  words.  *'  I  have 
^  beard  it  said,  thlit  a  spirit  of 
"  mischief  was  actually  at  work, 
*•  among  the  friends  of  her  Ma- 
''jesty^  but  the    same    person 


'  who  uttered  that  memorable 
'  expression,  in  a  few  weeks 
'  was  obliged  to  admit  that  it 
'  was  false,  because  the  truth 
'  could  not  be  concealed,  that 
'  the  whole  of  the  generous  popiP- 
'  lation  of  England  had  enlisted 
'  themselves  with  ardour  on  the 
'  side  of  the  innocent  add  the 
'  injured.  At  the  same  time, 
'  it  is  possible  that  hoik  may  bt 
'  true ;  the  %0¥^  and  middiiti^ 
'  classes  of  society  may  feel 
'  acutely  for  the  .  situatioD  of 
'  her  Majesty ;  and  there  may 
'  be,  also,  sonie  apostles  of  mis-* 
'chief  lurking  in  a  earner - 
'  meaitating  a  blow  at  the  Con- 
'  siitution,  and  ready  to  avail 
'  themselves  of  any  opportuni- 
'  ty  for  open  violence.  If  that 
'  be  so,  the  generous  syoipaiby 
'  to  which  I  have  alluded  would 
'  be  aggravated  by  a  verdict  of 
'  gnifty  'y  while  those^  misAiev^ 
'  ous  and  disaffected  men  would 
'  deprecate  '  nothing  hM  so^ 
^  much  as  to  see  your  lordships. 
'  in  the  face  of  the  power  of 
'  the  Crown,  ventimi^  to  pro* 
'  nounce  a  verdict  of  acquittal 
'  for  a  defendant  so  prosecuted. 
'  1  trust  your  LonMiips  will  not 
•  allow  the  idea  of  havingy^ar 
'  imputed  to  you  to  divert  ye» 
^  from  the  straight  course,  of 
'your  duty;  it  wonld  be  the 
'  worst  of  injustice  ^  to  the  ac-^ 
'  cused,  and  the  worst  of  cow- 
'  ardice  in  yourselves.  1  say, 
therefore,  if  your  own  minds, 
'  are  satisfied  that  all  that  has 
been  proved  has  been,  scantier* 
ed  '  like  dew-^rops  from  the 
*  lioH^s  mane,*  you  will  never 
hold.  yoMrselves  justified  in 
pronouncing  a  verdict  con- 
trary   to   the    evidence,   be- 
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''  eaHse  your  conduct  may  be 
"  inputed  to  the  dread  of  a 
'•^  mob ;  or,  to  use  the  jargon  of 
"  the  day,  which  I  detest,  the 
'^  appieheMioii  of  a  radical  at-» 
**  tack.  You  have  but  one 
"  course  to  pursue,  and  that 
'^.course  is  strughC  forward  ;  it 
"is  to  acquit    her   Majesty   at 

"oace  of  those  odious  charg^es. 
**  We  may  truly  say,  that  as 
"  there  never  was  sach  a  trial, 
''so  there  never  existed  such 
''means  of  accusation.  Before  I 
"  condttde,  i  must  be  permitted 
"  to  say,  that  during*  the  Whole 
"  of  this  proceeding  (though 
"  personally  I  have  every  rea- 
"  son  (a  thank  the  House  for  its 

-"  kindness  and  indulgence)  the 
"  highest  gratification  resulting 
"  to  my  mind  has  been,  that 
"  with  my  Learned  Friend  I 
"  have  been  joined  upon  this 
^'gfHU  oceetsian.  Wer  have 
*'ffmgki  the  battled  of  morality, 
"  Christianity,  and  civilized  so- 
"ciety  throughout  the  world; 
"  and,  in  the  language  of  the 
"  dytftg  wmrrior  I  may  say, 

'*  la  thip    glorious  snd  weU-fought^n 

field 
'  We  kept  together  in  (mr  ckhalr^.* 

"  WWle  he  was  achieving  the 
"  immortal  victory,  the  illustri- 
"ons  triumph,  and  protecting  in- 
"  nocence  and  truth,  by  the  ada- 
"  mantine  shield  of  his  prodigi^ 
"  <m&  eloquence,  it  has  been  my 
"lotto  discharge  only  a  few 
^'random  arrows  at  the  de- 
"  feated  champions  of  this  dis- 
"  graceful  cause.  The  House 
"  will  believe  me  when  1  say, 
"  that  I  witnessed  the  display  of 
"  his  Murprisinf;  faculties  with 
"  no  other  feeling,  than  a  sin- 
"cere    gratification     that  the 


"  triumph  was  complete;  and 
"  admiration  and  delight,  that 
"  the  victory  of  the  Queen  was 
"  accomplished.  This  is  an  in- 
"  quiry,  my  Lords,  unprece* 
"dented  in  the  history  of

'  It  j^pean  to  me,   if  I  judge 
from  cirenuMtanees  that  make 
ttoit.piibHe  appeatance,  that  for 
BoMe  time  past,  an  opinion  has 
been  entertained  at*  Branden- 
bnrgh-hoiiBe,  that  the  Bill  vronld 
not  pass ;  and  that  it  was  Tery 
desirable  not  to  do  any  thing 
that  Bhoold  lend  to  irritate  any 
of  ^those  on  whom  the  passing 
of  the  Bill  at   all  depended. 
Thjs  is  merely  a  conjecture  of 
Mdy.own,  foended  on  the  cir- 
cnmstanoes  which    I  will  now 
State  to  you.    In  the  first  place^ 
the-Q^een  has,   of  late,  been 
:iwiaood  to  slacken  her  fire  in 
Jigraniwer^  to  addresses.  Those 
antwteis  httve-  been  less .  per* 
sonal,  less  bo«,tile;  less^  pointed, 
.  and  rather  qf  %  coneiliatHig  catt. 
Sd  nrocb  has    not  -  been  saftcf 
about  a  «0(/f«A.jl^lfon,;aboQi 
cOnsphaqr,    subornatleb,    per* 
jury  and  tyranny.  The  Queen's 
cause  has  been  kept  more  dis- 
tinct from  thai  •  of  the  people ; 
abstract  propositions  have  sup- 
plied the  place  of  more  practi- 
cal'aiafter.    And^  partiddariy, 
-the  jodges  have  been  spared  ; 
4QAy,  a  part  of  them  have*  beeb 
positively  praised;  and,  which 


was  the  most  striking  syinptom 
of  adl,  her  Majesty's  lawyers 
hare  come  in  for  a  share  of  the 
afpplause,  which  has  fkst  come 
on  to  supplant  the  language  of 
reproach. 

In  the  next  place,  her  Ma- 
jesty appears  to  have  adopted, 
all  a^  once,  a  system  ^  of  seclu- 
sion. She  has  hot,  let  it  be  ob- 
served, even  left  her  dwelling- 
house,  as  far  as  the  public  have 
been  informed,  since  the  close 
of'  the  evidence  against  her, 
which  is  now  about  seven  weeks. 
This  was  a  singular  change  in 
her  manner  of  acting,  and,  as 
actions  hare  their  rise  in  the 
mihd,  it.  is  to  be  wilfully  1>I]nd 
not  to  suppose  that  there  must 
have  been  a  change  eqpally  im- 
portant'  in  her  way  of  think- 
ing; in  her  views  and  inten- 
tions. 

An  alteration  also  took  place 
ivitK  regard  to  the  times  of 
receiving  addresses.  From  an 
eVery-day^s  readiness  to  receive 
tHe  testimonials  of  the  people's 
atta<^hh)i6nt  and  zeal,  her  Ma- 
jesty teduced  the  times  of  re- 
ception to  once  in  the  week. 
There  appears  to  have  been 
no  motive  for  this,  other  than 
that  of  showing  that  heir  Majesty 
was  not  over  eaget*  to  avail  her- 
self of  the  people's  support. 
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Lastly^  comes  the  dry/ caus- 
tic, abrupt,  impolite,  uncivil, 
nay,  even  rude,  notification 
from  the  "  Vice  Chamberlains/' 
Mr.  Keppel  Craven  and  Sir  Wm. 
Gell,  v^hich  could  have  been 
put  upon  paper  by  nobody  but 
men  half  Italianised  as  to  taste 
and  manners,  and  which  a- 
mounted  to  neither  more  nor 
less  than  a  declaration,  that  the 
Queen  wished  to  make  it  known 
that  she  desired  to  have  no 
more  communication  with  the 
people.  This  was  conclusive 
with  me ;  and  there  was,  be- 
sides, in  it,  that  word  "  Vice,*' 
which  meant  a  great  deal  niore 
than  ihese  gentlemen  thought 
the  public  would  perceive ;  but 
which  has  itot  escaped  the 
pointed  elucidation  of  those 
two  sharp-eyed  and  sharp- 
tongued  gentlemen,  the  Attor- 
ney and  Solicitor-General. 

Now,  though  I  am  quite  sa- 
tisfied that  all  these  manoeuvres 
have  been  the  .work  of  other 
persons ;  though  I  am  quite  sa- 
tisfied that  the  real  friends  of 
her  Migesty,  those  who  went  to 
meet  her,  and  have  had  no  other 
object  in  view  than  that  of  se- 
curing to  her  the  enjoyment  of 
her  rights,  her  honour,  and  her 
happine3s;  though  I.  am  quite 
certain .  that  they  have  had  no 


hand  in  these  man^uvres  ;  and 
that  her  Mig[eaty's  own  unsos^ 
pecting  afcid  generous  nature 
has  induced  her  to  yield  to  the 
councils  ^f  bthera ;  though  I  act* 
quit  her  real  friends  and  her  of  all 
blame ;  still,  I  must  regard  al( 
these  concurrent  circumstances  as 
amounting  to  a  proof  of  an  opi- 
nion that  the  Bill  might  be  pre** 
vented  from  passing  by  these 
timely  acts  of  concession,  or, 
at  least,  of  conciliation. 

Little,  alas!  did  tthe  ,n/^ 
counsellors  of  Brandei^burgl>- 
house  know  ot  the  cb^caii^c 
of  the  enemies  that  her  Ma^ 
jesty  had  to  contend  with ! 
When  did  they  retraci?  ^.  When 
were  they  sofUned  by.atteiiH[>ts 
at  conciliation  ?  When  did 
they  draw  back,  except  frem 
an  enemy  with  a  bold  front  I 
The  Queen's  new  coonsellp^s 
should  have  looked  at  0p^ 
and  Portugal :  they  \YOuld  have 
there  seen  the  altitude  to  be  taken 
by  those  who  have  to  deal  with 
enemies  Uke  those  of  the  Queen^ 
But,  has  not  her  Majesty  her- 
self had.  experience  enougbtl 
Has  not  she  seen-  and  felt  too 
enough  of  the  effects  of .  atr 
tempts  to  ^nciliate  ?  iSuch'  at^ 
tempts  she  mad^;'tbrbearance 
she  trted  In  1807,  id  'ISI%  iti 
1813,  ip  1^14;  and   the.fniit, 
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tee  ripe  frtiM  of  'ill  lici*  iferies  of 
T6Vl^ettTatltys,  wifl  fic/4  "bfe*  a'ftill 
bf  ^dind  and  l^eifaltles  stuck 
tt^ii  WfcMT  thfe  remainder  bt 
hbt  life ;  atid  that,  io6,  you  will 
bbs6tVe,  only  throtigli  the  meaiw 
of  the  ftrrbearance  novf  prac- 
ttfited  by  her  lawyers,  and^  the 
fd^bearatice  which  ^he  has  now 
b^bti  adVifiHd  to  pat  in  practice 
he*B6lf.

I  am,  therefore,  of  o^Milien^ 
that  a  Bitt  will  pa^,  etiictin^ 
the  degradation  of  the  Queeb 
from  her  rank  aafiueen*  'But 
this  would  not  only  leave  a  deep 
stigitaa  Opon  the  King.  It  would 
not  only  be  saying,  she  is  fit  to 
Continue  to  be  your  wife,  though 
she  is  not  fit  to  be  at  the  liead 
of  the  women  of  England ;  jt 
W6uld  not  only  be  saying  ^his 
to  the  King,  but  it  .would  be  to 
leave  him  exposed  to  all  thi 
clainis  of  a  Mnfe,  on  the  part  of 
the  Queen.  For,  though. such 
an  act  would  un-Queen  her,  it 
Would jtotui^- Wife  her;  and  s^e 
Woi^  retain  the  right  of  eoXo- 
'hiiihg  with  her  huMhand  >  that 
is  to  say,  of  g6ing  to,  and  living 
in-,  any  palsice',  mansion^  hoosej 
or  b6ildi%,  fj£^  wAich  lie  was 
residing,  or  in  #Aich  he  oiiiiiUfly 
resided.

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t9  Ui8i>  after  baTing  been  kept 
in  duogeons  for  nearly  a  twelve- 
month.  This  is  the  man  that 
takes  the  lead  in  visiting  the 
Queeq,  at  the  moment  when  be 
sees  the  approaching  passing  of 
the  Bill. 

'  Why  did  he  visit  her  ?  Why: 
did  his  vriife  visit  her?  Why 
select  this  time  for  the  visit? 
The  Qaeen  has  been  in  England 
since  the  mo;ith  of  June  last ; 
since  the  Sixth  of  June  last 
Could  these  IrieiKis  find  no  crp* 
portuoity  between  that  day  and 
this  f  It  was  said  in  the  pub- 
lic papers  that  they  had  visited 
her,  upon  her  arrival.  The 
statement  was  false ;  and,  what 
is  more^  they,  themselves,  lost 
no^  time  in  eontradicUng  the 
statement  Why,  therefore,  visit 
ber  n0%a?  She  was  accused 
tbeujt  and  not  acquitted.  And 
is  sh^  Aeq^i^ted  now?  She 
was  then  under  trial,  as  it  i^as 
called ;  her  case  was  pending. 
And  is  she  not  now  under  trial ; 
is  not  her  case  now  pending  ? 
If  we  believe  that  this  alarmist 
Iiord  has  now  - vi^^ted  -  b^,  to^ 
gether  with  his  wife,  for  the 
purpose  of  assuaging  ber  re- 
sentment ;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  preveQt|fig  her  from:  putting 
her  threat  in  execution^  when 
tbe  hour  of  condfmnatipn  ar- 


rives. If  w^  believe  thai  the 
object  of  this  v«sit  is  to  neu- 
tralize her  feelings,  give  hev 
hopes,  of  aristocratical  pro- 
tection, and  keep  her  in  a  stat* 
of  separation  Irom  the  people; 
if  we  believe  this,  our  belief 
has  common  sense  for  its  Ibun* 
dation :  if  we  a^Mvibe  the  visit 
to  any  other  motive,  we  set 
reason,  experience,  and  com- 
mon sense  at  defiance. 

It  is  supposed,  by  some,  that 
a  part  of  the  Wbigs,  aa  ibey 
are  ludicrously  called,  will  open- 
ly espouse  the  cause  of  her 
Majesty,  and  by  that  meaas,. 
bring  the  people  to  their  backs, 
and  to  work  themselves  iiilo 
those  places,  for  which  tbey 
have  been  so  long  sighing  and 
praying.  I  believe  that  Uus 
is  their  hope  ;  but  I  also  believe 
that  in  this,  as  w^sU  as  io.  all 
their  past  tricks  ajpNlcantrivanees^ 
they  will,  ^1  of  thieir  object 
That  Reform  of  the  Parliament 
which  is  npw,  more  than  ever, 
obviously  necessaiy^  they  abhor,, 
full  as  much  as  their  opponents ; 
and,  without  espousing  that 
cause,  sincerely  and  ;&ealo9sly» 
they  will  soon  find,  that,  evei^ 
with  the  Queen  in  their  ranl^ 
their  opponents  may.  safely  faet 
them  at  defiant 

However,  these  are  intrigues 
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and  tfkks  of  a  coiiiinon-t)lace 
kind.    The  mala  things  for  U8  to 
keep  ooreye  apon,  at  present, 
18^  the  tricks  that  are  playing 
off,  aofl  wilt  be  played  off,  in 
order  to  keep  the  Qaeen^  quiet 
attd  sitept  under  the  passing  of 
the  Bilt.    It  has  always- been 
wUh    me    a  matter  of  doubt 
whi^  oar  enemies  would  pre« 
fer,  or  rather,  ought  to  prefer, 
the  passing  of  the  Bill,  or  the 
not  passing  of  the  BiU.    There 
were  dangers  to  the  THING, 
(for  •  I  really  do  hot  know  what 
to  call  it)  in  either  case.    That 
the  whole  mass  of  the  people 
were  on  the  side  of  the  Queen 
was  maaifest ;  and  there  was  a 
parfieqlar  doftoription  of  active 
otizess,  whose  pecuHar  pursuit 
in  life  rendered  tlieir  friendi^p 
or  hostility  of  a  very  decided 
character ;  sibd  this  description 
of  active-  citizens  also  were  no- 
torioualy  unanimous  en  the  side 
€€  the  <iQeen. 

Tiie  passing  of  a  Bill  of  Pains 
and  Pei^cilies,  whjch  had  some* 
thiiig  extremely  severe,  and 
even  cmid,  m  the  verf  sound  of 
it;  the  passing  of  such  a  Bill 
wfaito  snch  a  mass  of  powerftil 
frleiidftlBpB«l!ro«ndedtheQneen, 
was  manifestly  full  of  inmiiaent 
dttt^a/A  to  ^  Tl|iN(^  itself, 
and  ieaMd  to  be  pretty  Mire  to 


pr9duce  the  destruction  of  many 
of  those  that  were  attached  to 
it.  In  short,  to  pass  the' Bill, 
under  such  circumstances,  seem- 
ed tp  be  to  rush  upoa  self- 
destruction. 

'    On  the   other  hand,  not  to 
pass  it  was  as  fttill,  if  not  Afller, 
of  danger.    For,  in    the  first 
placcj  there    stood    the  Milan 
Commission;    there    stood   the 
Hanoverian  Ambassadors ;  there 
stood  the  Ministers ;  there  stood 
others  that  need  not  he  named, 
all  Self-convicted  pf  Ibul  conspi- 
racy   and    fahe    and    wicked 
charges  agafnst  the  Queen.    If 
any  of  these  have  been  coihpel- 
led  to  play  nt  bbo^peep,  dui^ing 
the  thing  called  a  trial;  if  any 
of  them  have  been  compelled  to' 
imitate  the  owls  and  bats,  and 
venture  themselves  out  of  doors  ' 
only  in  the  .  dark ;    if   any  of 
them  have  been  compelled  to 
ilit  from  place  to  place  witH 
such  velocity  and  srucfa  secrecy 
as  for  scarcely  anyliuman  being 
to  be  able  to  ascertain,  at  any 
given  time,  the  place  of  their 
abode;   ff  arfy  of   thefn'have 
been'  obliged  to  muffle  tfleiti- 
selves  up,  to  pat  patches  upon 
their  eyes,  change  the  colour  of 
theif  wigs,  and*  disguise  their 
pe^ons  to  such  a  degree  as  to 
be  unknown  .to  their  own  ser- 
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vmUi  a  My  of  th^m  ba^e  bem 
qompelled  to  do  the^  tbiags, 
eyen  d^ri^|p  tbo  thii^  ciUied  a 
tria),  what  ouist  th^y  have  re- 
sorted  to  if  the  trial  bad  ended 
without  a  pasting  of  the  BUI ! 
Ip  op  part  of  tbif  bland,  on  no 
part  of  its  oetasts^  could  thay 
have  found  a  hidiag  plare ;  aad 
to  httvu  iotured,  aafe  fijk^e  fron 
hootingB.  aqii  revilioga,  they 
muJit  hav&  crept  to  the  distance 
of  six  lieeti  under  ground. 

Then  would  have  come  such 
iUuminations,  such  bonSres, 
suoh' firings  of  cannon,  such  en- 
tbusinsm^  and  siich  triiunpli  a^ 
^ever  were  witnessed  before  in 
tbi^.  world.  Amidst  all  this; 
aoiidftt  addresses  and  processions 
everlastiog;;  aoiidst  these  never- 
ending  ebuhtions  of  popular  ex- 
ultation,  together  with  tb# 
Qu^n,  holdini;  a  Coufft»  and  all 
tbeincideots  Iherewiih  conoeet- 
ed;  in  tbein^stof  all  tb^,how 
could .  the  thing;  have  subs^ted 
ibrsixmoptbs? 

There  wece,  th^refilre,  great 
dangers  to  he ,  apprehended  in 
either  cas^«  But>.  (and  now 
mark.  lue  well!)  if  the  Qiueen 
could  be  npUrali^i'  if  sibe 
could  be. dfuwn  off  from  the 
people;  aod>  especiaUy,  if  she 
could  be  made,  to  offend  the 
pftople,  iqfore  tke.pquing  ofihe 


BiUf  then, t^daiig^^ waif b- 
viaM*  Then,  the  BiUQiNi14b« 
paaaed  wtt)io«t  any  di««er  av 
alL  jifbewouMbeMlwMKM

1^  to  supply..

But,  there  are  innamerable 
difficoltiefr  to  be  g'ot  over,  be- 
fore the  success  can  be  insured. 
Nothing*  is  done,  after  all,  un- 
less the  Queen  can  be  got  out 
of  the  country ;  and  how  b  she 
ta  be  got  out  of  the  country  af- 
ter the  passing*  of  the  Bill !  Sup- 
posing It  possible,  for  instance, 
that  her  Iffajest^  Would  consent 
WLghin  to  quit  England ;  a  thing 
which  I  do  not  suppose  possi- 
ble ;  but  the  possibility  of  which 
I  put  by  way  of  argament ;  and 
supposing  the  thing  possible, 
bow  is  she  who  refused  to  ^, 
thoug^h  the  House  of  Commons 
declared  that  she  might  go 
without  any  imputation  on  her 
character;  though  she  might 
have  had  a  gilded  yacht,  or  a 
man  of  war  to  go  in,  and  though 
she  might  have  been  introduced 
at  Queen  of  England  at  a  fo- 
reign Court;  she  that  would 
not  go,  under  all  these  circum* 
stances,  aeknowledging  her  in- 
nocence^ and  giving  her  the 
rank  of  a  Queen ;  how  is  she  to 
^'stripped  of  all  rank  and  titid, 
and  with  a  sentence  of  guilty 
upon  her  head!  The  belief  of 
such  a  thing  is  monstrous.    Ta

When  the  Bttl  has  passed,  Ve 
shall  $^e  what  will  take  pj^ce.., 
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We  shall  see  in  what  manner  it 
will  reach  the  House  of  Com- 
mont,  and  how  that  House  wiH 
deal  with  it.    But,  the  more  in- 
teresting things  is,  what  her  Ma- 
jesty will  do  upon  the  passing 
of  the  Bill.    Those  who  have 
advised  the  notification  of  the 
two  "  Vice  Chamberlains,"  will 
find  their  speculation  blown  up. 
They  will  find  themselves  in  a 
very   awkward  situation ;   for, 
they  will  have  to  encounter  the 
resentment  of  her  whom  they 
have  deceived  and  misled,  and 
in  whose  name  they  have  al- 
most insulted  the  people.  They 
will  find  their  scheme  defeated, 
or,  at  the  least,  will  see  that  it 
cannot  be  accomplished  without 
entailing    everlasting    disgrace 
npon    the  Queen.    As   in  the 
*case  of  the  answers  to  the  Not- 
tingham and  Preston  addresses, 
they   may  find,' that  they  are 
again  got  to  the  lengCh  of  their 
tether,  and   that,  other  advice 
must  be  listened  to;  in  other 
words,  that  they  must  give  place 
to   more    honest    advisers.    In 
submissive  sittnce  the   Queen 
never  can  sntTer  the  Bill  to  pass. 
Every,  diop  of  blood  in  her  will 
boil  at  the  idea  of  remaining 
si),enty  under  such  an  intolevf- 
ble  indignity.    Therefore,    out 
it     must     bring   '  something ; 


and  that  something  most  be  x>f 
a  nature  interesting  to  «#.  We 
need  not  care  a  straw  what  it 
is.  Itmustbeof  anatme  to4o 
mischief  to  oar,  enenies ;  axicl, 
therefore,  of  a  natnve  to  dk>  as 
more  or  less  good. 

Let  not  the  lawyers,  therefore, 
exult  too  soon.    The  whole  oC 
these   lawyers,  on  both  tides^ 
withodt  one  aiogle  exception, 
have  had  their  eat  at  the  Radi- 
cals.   Whether  they  have  as- 
serted   the   innocence   of  the 
Queen  or  the  guilt  of  the  Q^een; 
whether  they  have  prayed  the 
Lords  to  acquit. her  or  to  find 
her  guilty ;  everyone  of  them  hti 
taken  occasion  to  give  a  brutal 
Jack-ass-like  kick  at  those  when 
he    has  designated    the   mis- 
chievotLS,  the  disaffected, the  foe- 
tious,  the  disleyal  /  in  short,  the 
Radical  Reformers.  From  the  Teiy 
moment*  that  the  Qu^en  arrived, 
I  took  occasion  to  tell  the  Radif 
eals,  that  the  whole  thing  woald 
be  ascribed  to  as.  .  During  the 
very   first  discussion  in  Parlia- 
ment, Mr.  Brougham  charged  ns 
with  eagerness  to  get  at  an  ex- 
posure of  the  parties,    and   to 
make  the  Queen;  the  means  of 
tearing  to  pieces  a  thing  which 
was.  the  "  enny  of  summnding 
"  nation^  and  the  cuimiralion 
"  of  the  world  '" 
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N0W9  teany^  my  friernds  of 
Middteton,  this  is  a  little  too 
much.  What  have  we  had  to  do 
with  this  matter!  We  were  not 
the  husband  of  her  Majesty;  it 
was  not  from  oar  hoose  that  she 
went  with  her  baby  in  her  arms; 
we  neither  married  her  nor  sent 
jier  forth  to  the  wide  world ;  we 
did  not  listen  to  the  Douglases; 
We  did  not  rake  togiether  accusa- 
tions against  iier  in  1806.  We 
tasked  lor  no  secret  tribunal 
then,  to  set  upon  her  actions ; 
we  never  recommended  the 
King  to  caotion  her  against  fo- 
tnre  levities ;  we  never  wrote  a 
lK>ok  in  her  defence ;  then  sup- 
pressed the  publication  of  that 
book,  and  got  oucselves  into 
i6ftce  by  the  suppresMon;  we 
inever  aligned  a  minute  of  Coun^ 
cU,  dectaiiiog  her  perfectly  in- 
nocent, recordings  the  perjury 
hA  the  witnesses  against  her, 
and,  then^  gave  those  perjurers 
'pensions  in  place  of  the  pillory! 
i[t  was  not  we  who  tore  her  from 
her  chitd  or  her  child  from  her. 
It  was  Hot  wc  who  drove  her 
*lh)m  the  late  Quoen's  Court.  In 
1914,  it  Wafc  not  we  who  advised 
lier  to  leave  the  country;  l)ut 
that  'ball-pated  blackguard 
^Ay,  who  could  make  a  jest  of 
^he  **  retfered  and  ruptured  Og- 
»£».••    Was  it  we  Who  sent 


out  the  ferrets  to  Milan,  who 
employed  Brown,  Powell  anci 
Cooke  f   Was  it  we  who  sent 
Ompteda   to   betray   her    and 
dandestinely  to  correspond  with  ' 
her  menial  servants?  It  was  not 
we  who  did  these  things.    We 
never  sent  a  Protestant  Ambas- 
sador to  the  Pope,  for  the  mani- 
fest purpose  of  carrying  on  in- 
trigues against   her.     Had  we 
any  thing  to  do  with  leaving 
her  name  out  of  the  Liturgy  f 
Was  it  a  Radical  that  went  to 
St.  Omers  with  a  bonus  i«  on6 
band  and  a  threat  in  the  other, 
and,  that  afterwards  very  quiet- 
ly took  his  seat  amongst  her 
jud^ea  ?    Were  those    Radicals 
who  filled,  the  green  higs  f  \Vas 
it  a    Radical    that   questioned 
Barbara  Krantz  as  to  the  spots  in 
her  Majesty'sshcels,  theirpoloiir 
and  their  degree  of  huniidity"? 
Was  it  a  Raaical,or  was  it  Pawetl 
that  subtracted  Rastclli  from  the 
depot;  that  got  a  passport  (or 
him,   signed    hy     Casllereagu 
without  Casilereagli'e  ttnowing 
it!  Were  those   Radicals  who 
vouched  for*  the    goodness    of 
Po weirs  n^btives  a[nd  character ; 
and,  was  thai  a  llddical,  who 
boasted     of     the     honour     of 
Powell's   acquaintance?'  Wera 
those  Radicals  who  dieered  tha 
evidence    against    the  '  Queen, 
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and  ^;ho  congpratalated  Demont  \  to  NERO,  the  debaticbed  and 


"with  shakes  of  the  hand  ?        v 

Is  it  not  a  little  too  much, 
then,  for  these  impudent  law- 
yers to  bring  the  Radicals  into 
the  filthy  discussion ;  to  ascribe 
blame  to  tbem ;  and  to  endea- 
vour to  turn  upon  their  heads 
that  indigpnation^  abhorrence, 
and  contempt^  due  to  the^roalig- 
nity,  cruelty,  and  folly  of  those 
lawyers,  their  employers,  aiders 
and  abettors  ?  Impudent  and  in- 
splent  varlets !  One  set  of  them 
give  to  the  Queen  every  appella- 
tion and  quality  appertaining-  to 
a  strumpet ;  not  only  charg'ing* 
ber  with  manners  the  roost  de- 
l)auched,  a  life  the  most  lewd 
and  profligate ;  not  only  as 
^abandoned  to  an  adulterous  in- 
tercourse, but  carrying  it  on  in 
a  manner  the  most  disgustin|;> 
and  loathsome^  the  most  filthy 
and  most  beastly.  One  of  these 
m<^n  called*  her  a  meretricious 
woman,  and  the  other  assert- 
"(ed  that  she  had  actually  wit- 
nessed a  representation  of  the 
sexual  intercourse^'  and  that 
she  had  done  this,  too,  in 
the  presence  of  teveral  men. 
The  other  set  laid  upon  the 
.  King  every  species  of  abuse 
that  (heir  slanderous  imagina- 
tions could  invent;  and  one 
went  so fariyi  to  compare  him 


bloody  tyrant  of  Rome !  Thb  is 
the  way  the  two  SQts  h»ve  acted 
towards  the  Queen  and  the 
King;  and,  having  done  this 
having  done  their  utmost  to 
degrade  and  vilify  the  King  and* 
his  wife,  both  sets  cordially 
join,  in  abusing  the  Radicals, 
and  accusing  them  of  designs 
to  undermine  royalty,  and  to 
destroy  this  glorious  fabric,  the 
"  envy  of  surrounding  n(Hion^ 
"  and  the  admiration  of  the 
*'  tvorld  y*  If  we  believe  what 
has  been  said  by  these  two  sets 
of  lawyers,  our  minds  must  be 
Oiled  by  detestation  and  loath- 
ing at  hearing  the  very  name  of 
Queen  or  of  King.  We  most 
be  ashamed  of  ourselves  wjiea 
we  reflect  that  we  suffer  such  a 
thing  as  Royalty  to  exist  in 
the  country.  We  most  re- 
gard Royalty  as  a  thing  which 
it  is  our  duty  instantly  to  extir- 
pate, root  and  branchy  and  to 
cast  forth  from  amongst  us,  as 
the  Israelites  did  the  accursed 
thing  from  their  camp.  These 
must  be  our  thoughts  and  feeU 
ings,  as  to  Royalty,  if  we  were 
to  believe  these  two  sets  of 
lawyers :  and  yet  these  two  sets 
of  lawyers  chime  in  most  harmo- 
niously in  accusing  the  people^ 
that  is  tp  say,  in  accusing  their 
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hewers  ;  id  accusing^  the  nation, 
to  whom  tbey  address  them- 
selves, and  nore  especially  the 
Keformers,  who  have  never 
meddled  with  this  matter,  with 
a  desigfQ   to    deg^rade  Royalty

and  to  subvert  the  Throne !  Pro-  they  know  very  well  th^t  thest 
vcrbially  impudent  and  insolent  things,  and  some  others  which 


as  lawyers  are,  to  this  point  of 
impudence  and  insolence  tho^ 
never  before  proceeded. 

Let  mc  stop  here  a  mon^ent  to 
point  out  to  you  the  reason  w*hy 
the  varlets  of  the  bar  detest  the 
fieformers.  The  law^  at  this 
time,  swallows  up  of  the  earn- 
ings of  the  people,  very  nearly 
as  much  as  would  pi^y  the 
amount  of  all  the  poor-rates^ 
There  are,  in  the  wholei  about 
two  thousand  lawyers  constant- 
ly employed  by  the  government 
in  various  ways.  These  men  are 
wise- in  their  generation.  They 
know  full  well  that  a  Parlia- 
ment^ composed  in  part  of  a 
House  of  Commons  chosen  by 
the  people  at  large«  would  ne- 
ver suffer  thb  enormous  evil  to 
exist  They  know  very  well 
that  an  abolition  of  the  Excise, 
.a  great  reduction  and  simplifi- 
cation of  the  Customs,  a  well- 
.arranged  and  cheap  mode  of  col- 
lecting the  necessary  taxes,anef- 
^fectual  stop  put  to  vexatious  pa* 
rochial  proce^es^a  simplilication 


would  speedily  be  done;,  by  a 
reformed  House  of  Copimons^ 
^would  go  a  great  way  to^^ds 
stripping  that  hungry  and  rapa- 
cious race  called  lawyers  of  that 
which  they  now  feed  on.  Law- 
suifs  would  no  longer  be  found 
to  last  for  ten,  tw^Hjly,  or 
thirty  years,  in  defiancj^  of  both 
plaintiff  and  defendant.  To  re;" 
cover  a  debt  of  ten  or  twenty 
pounds  would  no^  longer  coat 
thirty  or  forty  pounds  in  law. 
These  things  are  well  known  lo 
lawyers.  They  know  that  a 
reformed  Parliament  would  ope- 
rate upon  them  as  tlie  fashion ' 
of  shoe-strings  operated  upon 
the  buckle-makers;  or,  as  the 
cropped  hair  fashion  operate^ 
upon  the  dressers  up  of  toupeeti 
and  pig-tails.  Tl^eiefore  it  is, 
that  they  are,  ,the  whole  of 
them,  to  a  single  man^  enemies 
of  Parliamentary  Reform ;  and 
they  detest  the  Radical  Reform- 
ers fiiU  as  much  as  those  Re^ 
formers  are  detested  by  the  Bor 
roughmongers  themselve«. 
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•  Their  grettefal  hostility^  there- 
fore) we  have  to  expect ;  but 
Min  We  must  be  astonished  4t 
ibeir  aiidacity  upon  the  present 
i>ccasiott;  when>  by  no  possi- 
bifily  in  the  world,  can  they  so 
Iwisl  words  as  to  make  it  out  that 
the  Kadicals  have  had  any  thing: 
to  do  in  kny  part  of  that  series 
t>f  acta  ni'hich  began  in  a  few 
wclbks  after  the  marriage  of  her 
|^r#8ent  Majesty,  and  which  ter- 
minated, for  the  present,  at  least, 
with  that  speech  in  which  the 
Solldtor  General  took  occasion 
to  pour  forth  his  false  and  ma* 
Irgnant  charges  against  us.  We 
have  had  nothing  to  do  in  re- 
gulating the  Queen's  life  or  con- 
duet.  She  did  not  go  abroad 
accompanied  by  Radicals:  if 
lihehad,  very  different,  indeed, 
%ould  have  been  her  present 
situation.  The  bally,  who  made

Brougham  :  this  bully  it  was 
that  advjtod  the  Queen  te^'|^ 
to  theContineiit  Andwho  weflC 
with  her  1  Who  were  her  com- 
panions and  her  oodnsellors? 
Every  one  of  them  were  of  tba 
aristocratical  order.  Lords,  td» 
dies,  honourables  and  Sirs,  pfot 
a  Radical  was*  found  in  her  suite. 
Accordingly,  we  find  them  not 
acting  a  very  Radical  part.  Olie 
fails  sick  almost  directly.  Ano* 
ther  stays  with  his  Mamma.  A. 
third  gets  the  gout,  and  can^t 
travel.  ^A  fourth  wants  a  ram- 
ble for  himselt  The  ladiies  go 
:ofr,  ¥^  know  not  how.  One  is 
brought  as  a  witness  for  tbio 
Queen  ;  and  she  acknowledges, 
that,  though  she  saw  nothing" 
amiss  herself,  she  did  hear  ru» 
moun ;  and  she  will  not  swmr 
that  she  never  did  say  or  write 
any  thing  about  those  rumours. 
We  have  two  or  three  Peefs 
besides  who  were  visitoi^,  anji 
the  story  they  tell  us  is  not  at 
a  character  extremely  decidea. 
Not  a  single  Radical  was  there 
ever  of  the  party.  If  there  hMl 
been  two  or  three  sensible,  ac- 
tive, z6alous  and  faithful  yonn^ 
men,  and  as  many  young  w<i- 
men,  taken  (Tom  amongst  tte 
Radicals  in  England,  her  Ma- 
jesty might  not  have  found  It 
necessary  to  resort  to  Italians 
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for   aaB(»iiAes  and   protectors^ 
No  wpQder  that  she  sought  the 
society  of  a  sensible  and  gallant 
man  like  Bergami,    when   she 
took  nothing  with  Jier  but  such 
as  those  that  I  have  mbove  do* 
scribed,  and  two  of  wliom  have 
nowput  forthher  disavowal  of  the 
people^  or,  at  least,  that  which 
amounts  to  a  rejection  of  their 
proffered    friendship  and   snp 
port,  and  wUcfa  two  men,  let  it 
be  observed,  have  the  ineannes^ 
to  sign  themselves  "  Vice  Cham 
berlains,"  thereby  ackncwiedg* 
ing  themselves  the  inferiors  of 
Bergami.     If  the  Queen  bad 
been  attended  from  England  by 
Radicals,  she  woald  have  had 
Radicals  in  her  suite,  and  would 
not  have  been  compelled,   in 
order  to  find  something  rational 
and  manly  to  pass  her  time  with, 
to  retort  to  the  soldiers  of  the 
army  of  Napoleon.     Call  Vas- 
saU  and  Bergami  ^  call  them 
quarter  masters,  call  them  ser- 
geants, or  call  them  what  j^ou 
will,  still  they  were  preferable 
to  those  persons  that  the  Queen 
took  out  in   her  suite.

The    deepest   recesses  of  the 
American  wildernesses  will  w- 
sofuid  with  th0  nasty,  tbe  loalb* 
some,  the  execrably  filthy  pagea 
published  by  the  authority  of 
the  English   House  of  Lords. 
Here  win  be  a  pretty  lesion  to 
nmnkifid !  Here  wiU  bean  ever 
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living,  tuikf^m:  on.  Afislocmy 
and  Royal tj  !~  But  16t  not  the 
base  lawyers  ^  dare  Kgaia  to  as- 
ser^  t^t  ih%j>eoidf  of]Et\g\hfid ; 
and:  e8{>ecial}y,  tbe  Radicals  of 
lin^Iitnd,  haye  had  any  hand  in 
brining  upon  those  orders  this 
indelible  disgrace. 

T(0,  spy  the  truth|  these  pro- 
co^dings  bare  brought  forth  de 
monstrations  from  the  people, 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  every 
ju^t  and  discrimipating  man,  must 
db  us  very  great  hodour.  '  We 
saw  a  woman  deeply  injured 
and  fi;Tiev9U3ly  oppressed.,  We 
s§^:  ecaft  aQd  pawer  united 
agidnst  ber.  We  saw  her  quite 
tiuable  to  stand  against  these 
wi^l^out  our  support  W^gener- 
cp|ljr^  fl^bked  round  hH,  and 
gave  her  that  snppc/rt.  From 
that  support,  h6r  lawyers,  united 
probably  with  otKer  new  ad- 
vifprp^  now  seem  to  , be  ei)<|0fL- 
^vcraring  to  induce  her  te  with- 
draw herself..  If  they  succeed, 
sl^e  is  doomed  .to  degradation 
tcf  life  j  b^t,  of ,  th^t  jdeigrada- 
lian,  rvfre  skalV  not.havei  beeoi 
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tlie. cause ;  and  the  blow  which 
koyalty  will  have  received  will 
be^.  in  no  respect,  ascribable  to 
u^  ^We,had  not  the  maiyige- 
ment  of  her  defence.  We  were 
not  lier  accusers.  We  have  not 
betrayed  her.  We  have  done 
notMngt  in  short,  but  that  which ! 
was  ca^ed  for  by  tbo  best  and 
most  amiable  feelings  in  the  na- 
ture of  man. 

Her  Mfjesty,  when. she,  as 
appearances  s^m  to  iadicale 
will  be  the  case,  shall  -bave  to 
pass  under  some  other  name 
than  that  of  Queen^  will  baye 
lebure  to  refl0c(  on  tbo,.past, 
and  to  distinguish,  when  if^will 
be  too  late,  her  friends  from  her 
foes  ;  shp  never  cai^  at .  any 
rate,  say,  ^t  she  has  bcien 
abandoned  by  thl»  people:-  She 
never  can  impute  fickleness, 
want  of  feeling  or  want  of  ge- 
nerosity to  the  people  of  Eng- 
land. Her  nature  must  be 
changed,  and  ingratitude  mark 
her  for  its  o:wn,  or  she  never 
can  ascribe  any  portion  of  her 
mi9fprtHnes    U>.  thetpcfople.of 
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England ;  and  more  espedally 
to  that  part  of  them  on  whom 
Eer  negligent  and  impudent  law- 
yers have  thought  proper  to  heap 
their  (bul-mou^'ed  abuse. 

If  those  lawyers  had  been  as 
faithful  to  her  as  the  Radicals 
have  been^  would  the  proceed- 
ings have  ever  gone  to  their 
present  length  ?

Let  these  lawyers,  and  espe* 
cially  the  two  lawyers  that  her 
Majesty  had  honoured  and  be* 
nefltted  hy  putting  silk  gowns 
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upon  their  backs, 'and  placing 
thena  before  the  bar ;  let  these  • 
lawyers  answer  this;  let  them 
answer  this  charge,  which  I  di- 
rectly and  exijlidtly  prefer 
against  them  ;  let  them  do  this 
before  they  impudently  and  In- 
solently renew  their  attacks 
upon  the  Radicals. 

However,  there  they  ate,  de- 
feated in  a  cause  which  tender- 
ed them  three  several  oecanons 
for  insuring  complete  victory. 
The  Queen  had  still  left,  and  I 
tru^,  she  still  has  left,  the  peo- 
ple at  her  back.  J^  now,  when 
this  is  her  only  propr,4ninMS  and 
sappers  are  at  work  to  deprive 
her  even  of  4iis.  Thero  are 
many  difficulties  to  be  overcome 
before  the  Queen  >can  be  com- 
pletely ruined  \  and  I  have  great 
hopes  that  those  difficnlties  wil| 
prove  insurmountable.  If,  how- 
ever, they  should  not  If  she 
be,  at  last,  to  be  made  a  sacrilke 
to  the  greediness  of  her  pfeiead- 
ed  friends,  we,  the  Radicals,  at 

any  rate,  shall  stand  dear  of  aB 
imputation  of  blame.  Hfditool 
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been  Sot  os,  the  wobIU  have 
been  sacrificed  at  once,  upon 
her  arrival. ,  We  have  preserved 
her  thus  far  in  spite  of  enemies 
secret  as  well  as  open.  If  she 
now  fall  a  sacrifice,  not  only 
shall  we  have  no  blatne  to  take 
to  purselves  for  the  past  or  the 
present;  but  we  shall  remain 
firmly  attached  to  her  for  the 
future.  We  shall  not  ascribe 
any  of  her  recent  steps  to  her 
own  unbiassed  mind,;  but  to 
that  sinister  and  base  influence, 
which  has  so  often,  heretofore, 
been  a  source  of  calamity  to  her. 
Her  situation  is  one  of  peculiar 
difficulty.  She  has  been  so 
often  betrayed,  that  she  can 
scarcely  know  where  to  place 
reliance.  All  the  faculties  of  her 
mind  must  be  bjswildered  by  the 
everlasting  suggestions  of  pre- 
tended anxiety  for  her  safety! 
Before  one  can  censure  any  step 
that  she  may  take  under  such 
circumstances,  justice  demands  a 
ftdl  knowledge  of  allher  embaiw 
rassments.  She  must  naturally 
be  extremely  desirous  for  the 


Bill  not  to  pibs.  This  mu&t  ne-^ 
cessarily  be  the  wish  nearest  ber 
heart.  In  balancing  as  to  the 
steps  to  be  takei),  in  order  to 
ensure  that  great  object ;  with 
her  mind  in  this  state,  it  was 
easy  for  some  artful  knave  ta 
turn  the  scale,  and  to  induce 
her  to  pursue  the  course  which 
she  has  recently  pursued. 

When  she  find  that  the  Bill 
has  passed,  she  may  discover  the 
perfidy  of  such  adviser ;  but,  let 
what  will  take  place,  I  shaH 
never  ascribe  a  base  or  bad 
motive  to  her  Majesty.  Perfi- 
dious advisers  may  pour  into 
her  ear  in  a  moment  of  disap' 
pointment  and  chagrin,  even 
the  desperate  course  of  quitting 
these  shores.  Even  .then,  her 
Majesty  will  carry  with  her  my 
attachment  and  gratitude.  I 
shall  say  that  she  has  been  ^- 
trayed;  I  may  be  persuaded  that 
she  has,  at  last,  found  herself 
in  an  hour  of  debility  and  de* 
spondency,  induced  (o  consent 
to  her  own  irretrievable  ruin^ 
but  I  shall  always  say  that  she 
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is  intitled  to  the  lasting^  gP^^i- 
tacle  of  this  nation.  She  has 
dqne  us  more  good  than  we 
eoald  have  done  for  ourselves  in 
igiage.  She  has  stripped  our 
base  enemies  of  their  disguise. 
She  has  exposed  them  naked  to 
our  view ;  their  turpitude  is  now 
so  clearly  seen  that  the  way- 
faring man,  though  a  fool,  can- 
not err  respecting  it.  Those 
who  run  may  now'  read  it, 
fts  they  run.  She  has  cut  the 
viper  asunder :,  the  parts  may 
linger  in  life  for  a  while ;  but  all 
the  powers  OB  earth  never  can 
reunite  them  and  give  to  them 
the  poiffonous  powers  which  they 
before  possessed.  Therefore, 
let  what  Mrill  happen  to  her  Ma* 
jesfy;  whether  present  or  ab- 
sent, d,upD^  life  she  will  havQ 
our  blessings  upon  her'  head, 
am|  after  death  she  will  live  for 
ever  in  our  grateftil  recoUec 
tjons. 

Thus,  my  friends,  have  I  offer- 
ed you  my  remarks  upon  thes6 
matters.  I  have  done  this  in  a 
fetter  addressed   to  you,  as  a 


mark  that  I  feel  sensibly  the 
hoiK>ur  you  did  me  in  appoint- 
ing me  to  be  one  of  the  persons 
to  present  your  Address  to  the 
Queen.  What  the  contents  of 
llarboard's  letter  to  you  may 
have  b^n,  I  know  not ;  but  I. 
should,  I  must  confess,  if  you  see 
no  impropriety  in  it,  like  to  see 
tfte  whole  of  the  leUer.

F«nf#ur    (Captain   Maitland's

It  appears  that  Beresford, 
open  his  arrival,  was  preparing 
to  dieembark,  having  with  him 
n  «ew  commission,  constituting 
him,  in  fact,  a  sort  of  Viceroy 
^  the  kingdom   of  Portugal. 
The  New  Government  would 
aol>  it  seems,  iuflPer  him  even 
to  land;  though   he    was   ex- 
Hemely  anxious  so  to  do.  Upon

"  acknowledge  him.    If  it  docs 
"  acknowledge  him,  it  oughtlo

"  whole    of  Europe  will  feel 
**  this  offence,  but  'more  espe- 
'*  cially  England,  4nd  insist  on 
"  the  observance  of  her  treaties, 
*'  as  sin^re  as  they  are  ancient, 
f"  On  b^Atdthe  Vengeur>iic*' 
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"The  Supreme  GavernmenX 
"  of  the  Kingdom,  id  acknow- 
**  ledglug  bis  Most  Faithful 
"  Majesty  as  the  head  and  chief 
"  of  the  nation,  declares  to 
"  Beresford,  that  the  nation  has 
"  at  present  re*assumed  all  the 
"  xighis  belonging  to  it,  in  order 
"  to  recover  its  happiness,-^ 
'*  Lisbon,  Palace,  of  Govem- 
'*  ment,  beJ' 

Now,  if  I  call  this  man  Be-, 
resford,  it  really  is  becau^  1  do 
not  know  what  else  to  call  him* 
He  calls  himself  *'  Marquis  De 
"  Carapo  Major,  Marshal  in 
"  Chief  of  the  Armies  of  the 
'<  United  Kingdoms  of  Portugal, 
"  Brazil,  and,  Algarves,  near 
"  the  King's  person."  New 
thli  is  too  long,  and,  besides, 
some  of  these  titles,  at  any  rate, 
cannot  now  be  in  exbtence 
without  our  refusing  to  acknpw-* 
ledge  the  New  Government  in 
Portugal,  which  I  am  by  no 
means  disposed  to  do^  .  He  is, 
besides  this,  a  Lord,  how, 
therefore,  am  I  to  know  what 
to  call  him  ?  The  Spaniards  and 
Portuguese    have    generally   a

ing  up  to  an  English  inn,  in  the 
night,  and  asking  for  lodgii)S&» 
The  landlord  asked  who  was 
there ;  and,  upon  the  Spaniarcji 
answering,  and  mentioning  all 
his  names,  the  landlord,'i;p  shut- 
ting the .  window,  said  "  You 
"  must  go  on  to  a  larger  house 
"  then^  for  mine  will  not  hold 
''  you  All !"  High  blood  is  apt  to 
break  out  into  numerous  name»* 
as  high  living  is  apt  to  bring 
clumfte  of  noses  upon  the  (ace ; 
and,  be  it  known,  to  tho9e  who 
are  not  already  acquainted  witb 
the  liitct,  that  Richard,  Plan" 
lagenet,  Grenville,  Nugent, 
Chandos,  Temple,  is  the  name, 
or,  rather,  are  the  names,  of 
one    single  Member  pf  which 

the    English    House    of  Com- 
mons can  boast. 

Formidable,  however,  as  were 

the    names  of  Beresford,   the 

New  Gr^vernment  of  Portugal 

knew    very  well  how  to  deal 

with  him.    They  resolved  that 

he  should  not  land ;   and   the 
"fentleman  seems  to  have  been 


great  many  namb ;   and  they  ( in  a  very  great  rage.    It  will  be 
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perceived  that  he  threatens  the 
Pertogaese  that,  if  they  do  Bot 
admowledgfe  him^  the  whole  of 
SuropeiffiW  fee!  the  offence,  and 
more  especially  England,  and 
irisist  on  the  observance  of  her 

.    treaties. 

What !  was  this  man  mad !  Is 
there  any  treaty  with  England 
tonstitnting  this  Beresfbrd^  a  fo- 
rergner  to  the  Portugnese !  is 
.  there  anfy  treaty  with  England 
constitnting  him  the  master  of 
Portogal  ?  l%e  man  had  te  long 
been  used  to  ddfkiineer^  that  he 

'  forgot  himself.  There  is  a 
treaty,  perhaps,  of  peace  and 
cimity  between  England  and 
Portugal.  This  treaty  stipulates 
or  hnpNes  the  unrestrained  com- 
mercial intercourse  of  the  two 
nations ;  that  is  to  say,  the  free 
ingress  and  egress  of  British 
subjects  in  the  States  of  Portu- 
gal ;  and  the  sanie  with  respect 
to  Portuguese  in  England.  But, 
will  the  man  of  many  names 
contend  thai  Portugal  must,  in 
virtue  of  this  treaty,  be  free  to 
the  English  ;^  while  it  is  per- 
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fectly  notorious,  that  England  is 
not  free  to  Portuguese ;  but 
that  Portuguese  cannot  enter

What  right, 
then,  had  Beresford  to  land  in 
Portugal  without  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Obvernment;  and 
had  not  that  government  as  good 
a  nght  to  forbid  ^m  to  land  as 
our  Government  had  to  seize  on 
General  Gourgaud,  and  force  him 
out  of  England  by  the  agency 
of  Police  ofiftcers,  or  to  drive

Ion  with  her  sick  baby  in  her 
arms,  to  be  insulted  on  the  hos- 
tile shores  on  the  other  side  of

It  j^  very  pl^asisg  to  see  with 
whfjt  dig#My  and  ftrmiie6s  the 
Foftii|gu^9^  fiVMrernment  has  act- 
ed. Tbe  nation  felt  itself  and 
nin9t  have  felt  itself  indignant, 
at  ^v«ag  beflo  awaggered  over 
80  long,  by  this  foreigner.  What 
rig{it  t^  he  th^re ;  what  right 
had  tiM  Kiag  pf  FdHngal  to  put 
him  over  his  people.  The  hav- 
ing done  this  before,,  was  just 
gKHvail^  for  procoQcJiBg,  at  omccj, 
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to  a  total  Revolution.     In  my 
last  Register  but  ^m,  1  a^tid^ 
pated  just  what  baa  «iow  takM 
place.

And  there  stand*  oar  pretty 
^ntlemeo,  staringp  like  the 
clown  in  the  play  when  some- 
body has  suddenly  oatched  away 
his  dinner.  1  defy  the  world  to 
produce  ^  an  instance  of  aTlis- 
appoihtment  equal'  to  that  of 
this  man  of  many  names.  He 
gt>es  to  the  Brazils  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  getting  the 
authority  to  act  as  King  in  Por 
tugal ;  and  when  he  comes 
back,  his  Kingdom  is  gone ! 
We  have  often  seen  fools  that 
have  suffered  kingdoms  to  slip 
through  their  fingers ;  but  here 
is  one  that  goes  away  acrpss  the 
seas  to  get  the  medns  of  making 
his  kingdom  safe;  he  has  al- 
<  neady  firm  footing  in  it ;  he  is, 
in  fsct,  the  master  of  it ;  but  he 
wants  his  title  to  be  made 
clearer  vsA  strobg^r ;  be  wants 
to  make  "surer^  that  which  ap- 
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peared  to  be  already  sure ;  and 
when  he.  comes  back  he  is  not 
allowed^  even  to  set  his  foot  hi 
that  kingdom  \    Go  thy  ways. 
Marquis  del  Campo  lilajor,  Mar- 
shal   in  Chief  of    the   Unrted 
Kingdoms  of  Portugal,  Brazil, 
and  Algarves,  near  tlie  King's 
person ;  go  thy  ways,  if  thou 
hast  not  got  enough  of  Portu- 
gal ;  if  the  rap  on  thy  knuckles 
be  not  sufficient  to  make  thee 
more  modest  for  the  ftiture,  thou 
hast  a  front  of  brass  exceeding 
even  that  of  'the  Beresford^. 

That  the  reader  may  see  what 
were  the  powers  whidi  his  most

I  Don  John  ,by  thegfaoeof 
God,  make  known,  by  these  pre-

Finally,  I 
ordain  that,  in  whatever  part  of 
myUnited  Kingdom  thesaidMar- 
shal  GejQetal  attached  to  my  royal 
person,  shall  be,  beyond  the  dis* 
trict  of  my  immediate  jurisdic- 
tion, the  Covemors  and  Gene- 
rals must  afford  'whatever  he 
may  require  for  the  knowledge 
of  the  state,  discipline,  and  eco- 
nomy of  the  corps,  or  of  the 
state  of  the  fortifications  exist- 
ing, or  necessary  to  be  corrected 
or  increased.  And  I  command 
all  the  authorities,  both  civil  and 
mHitary,  and  aU  my  subjects^  of 
all  daseee,  as  far  it  lies  in  their 
power,  to  obey  and  to  assist 
the  aforesaid  Marshal-General 
attached  to  my  Royal  Person, 
in  the  discharge  of  the  obliga- 
tions and  authorities,  whi9h,  by 
these  letters  patent,  I  impose 
upom  him,  or  with  which  I 
invest  him.*'

''  We  have  given,  in  o«r  pre* 
oeding^  page>  intelligence  from 
Lisbon,  which  was  brought  by 
the  last  mail.  In  addition,  we 
now  lay  before  our  readers  the 
following  private  l^tter^  which 
is  extremely  interesting!  as  dis* 
'  closing  the ,  real  motives  by 
which  the  Portuguese  Revolu^ 
tionists  are  animated.  We  un- 
derstand that  in  the  answer 
which  the  Lisbon  Juuta  return- 
ed to  the  letter  of  Lord  Beres- 
ford  (which  will  be  found  in 
thai  part  of  our  paper  already 
referred  to)^  they  simply  desig- 
nated him  by .  the  republican  ti- 
tle of  "  Beresford,"  not  deign- 
ing to  give  him  his  British  title 
of  Lord^  nor  his  Portuguese  one 
of  Marquis^  The  answer  ran 
thus:-*-'  The  Supreme  Govern- 
ment of  the  Kingdom,  acknow- 
ledg^ing.  his.  Most  Faithful  Ma- 
jesty as  the  head  of  the  nation, 
declare  to  Beresford/  &e.  It 
is  added,  that  Lord  Beresford 
felt  justly  indignant  at  this  piece 
of  democratic  insolence.

IMarshal  Beresford  arrived  here 
from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  in  the 
Veng^ur;  Gapl.  the  Hon.  F: 
Maitland,  on  the  10th  insiant. 
As  soon  as  his   Lordship  was 


made'a^uainted  with  the  state 
of  things  111  tMs'capitali  he  sent 
to  inform  the  existing  Authori- 
ties that*  he  should  land  as  a 
simple  mdtvtdtAi;  for  the  pur- 
pose of  settling'  his  private 
affiiifs  in  this  county,  previons 
to  hts  depatttire.  A  hasty  and 
peremptory  order  was^sent  down 
in  answer  direeting  him  to  re- 
main OB  board;  and'ott  hisre- 
presenting  that  his  health,  the 
length  of  the  voyage,  and  ne- 
cessity of  the  Vengeur'8  pro- 
ceeding on  a  fresh*  service, 
would  render  this  very  disagr^- 
able  and  inexpedient,  a  verbal 
message  was  sent  in  reply,  de- 
siring him  to  depsrrt  eitiier  in  the 
Falmouth'  packet,  or  in  the 
Vefigenr,  within  24'  hours.  A* 
similar  Intimation  Was  convey- 
ed in  writing  to  Capl.  MaHfand^ 
both  isommuttications^omtoding 
with  a  threat  to  resort  to  vio» 
lent  measures,  in  case  conpli' 
ance  with  these  orders  were 
reftised^ 

"  As,  however,  the  packet 
was  not  intended  to  be  dis- 
patched till  the  arrival  of  its 
suocessor,'  and  a»  the-  Vengeur 
was  takings  in  -  two  months' 
stores,  compliance  was  impracti- 
cable. A  grfiki  of  prudence, 
however,  or  of  somelhhig  else, 
prevented  the*  Pdrtogwse  from 
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reftortiog  ta  llosjlilitie&^  aodtbe. 
arrival  olih^.  Prince  &^e$i 
packat»  <»U9\Qg  thft  depariure  of 
the>  ArabeWn,  in.  whicU  Lord 
Becastbcd  Aakasj  bis.  i^assKge^ 
will  set  tbo.  matter  at.rest. 

"The  TWrty  Kingp  have 
trembled  in  their  beds  whilst  he 
has  lain  ir\. the  Tagu^rratcODce, 
violeatand  pusillanimous,  their 
weak  and.  furious  conduct  has 
shewn  the  nation  what  their 
owa  jopinion  is  of  the  solidity  of 
the  basis  oa  ;Which  is  fponded 
their  pawer. 

"All  attempts  at  commnnica- 
tion.  with  the  Marshal,  were 
studiously,  rendered  difficult. 
His  servants,  who  had  gone 
from  his  house  to  welcome  his 
arrival,  were  arrested  as  soon 
as  they  set  foot  on  shore,  at  their 
return.  The  British  Packet 
Agent,  who  went  on  board  to 
pay  his  respects  to  his  Lordship, 
was  also  taken  into  custody  as 
aoon  as  he  landed.

to  go  abroad  in  *,  offered  to  in« 
troduee  her  as  Queen  at  some 
foreign  court,  and  to  leave  her 
rights  untouched,  if  she  would 
but  go  abroad.  Nay,  even  when 
this  had  failed,  the  House  of 
Commons,  by  tbe  hands  of  a 
deputation  (upon  whom  it  is  la- 
mentable to  remember'  that  tho

On  the  Mth,  «th,  and  Mtli 
the  Attorney  and  Solicitor^Cfe* 
neral  made  their  reply.  Still 
the  new  Councillors  of  Branden* 
burgh  House  seemed  A6  have 
scouted  the  idea  of  the  BilPs 
passtng.  On  Saturday,  the  ^8tH; 
the  very  next  day  (matfk  it 
well  I)  Scupe  Cobourg  inaited  the 
Queen.  On  Smiiday,  the  %9th; 
Lord  and  Lady  Fttswiliiam  and 
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the  Puke  of  Sussex  yUited  her 
Miyesty ;  and  on  the  next  day, 
out  comes  a  letter  in  the  news- 
papers from  Lord  Fit^vrilliam^s 
son,,  liord  Milton^  conyeyifig  a 
subeoription  to  the  Queen's 
Plate  Committee^  expressing 
bis  oonvictioo  of  the  Queen's 
inlkoGence.  Now,  ohserre  this 
mass  of  greatness  begins  to 
gather  round  the  Queen  simul- 
taneously with  the  issuing  of 
the  repulsive  notification  of  the 
two  Vice  Chamberlains. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
at  this  time  the  full  expecta- 
tion at  Brandenburgh  House 
was,  that  the  Bill  would  not 
pass.  It  was  manifestly  intend* 
ed  to  receive  the  last  batch  of 
addresses  on  Monday,  the  dOth 
of  October ;  and,  aftei^  that  time 
to  receive  no  more  in  person. 
But,  when  the  House  of  Lords 
had  gone  through  the  debate  of 
the  first  day  upon  the  Bill,  a  lit- 
tle light  seems  to  have  broken 
in  upon  the  minds  of  the  new 
Councillors.  During  the  Tues- 
day and  Wednesday,  the  31st 
of  Oct9ber  and  1st  of  November, 
they  appear  to  have  colleoted 
enough  of  information  to  con- 
vince them  that  there  was  some 
reason  to  fear  that  the  Bill 
would  pass.  It  vfns,  therefore, 
positively  stated  in,  the  MoriMng 


Chronicle  and  other  papers  of 
the  Thursday,  that  h^  Mi^e »fy 
was  going  to  tb^  Hobs^  of 
Ldrds  that  day  with  a  protests 
Her  Mijesty  did  not  go,  how- 
ever ;  but  the  Traveller  new- 
paper,  of  the  Thursday  evenings 
published  a  second  edition,  to 
say  that  the  Queen  would  go 
to  the  House  With  her  protect 
at  two  o'clock  the  next  day, 
Friday,  the  3d  of  NovCfmber. 
But,  behold!  when  Friday  mora- 
ing  came,  the  Times  newspaper 
announced,  that  the  Qu^en  kept 
herself  confined  to  her  boose  en 
at^fdunt  of  the  approaching  (O^ 
ni^eroary  of  Ae  deoA  of  her 
doughty,  which  anniViers^  wss 
the  6th  of  November.  Shodc- 
ingly  disgusting  as  this  pretence 
was  upon  the  very  fiuse  of  it.  It 
was  rendered  still  more  dii^^l- 
ing  by  her  Mi^esty^s  actually 
going  to  the  Hoqse  on  the  very 
next  day  after  the  Thnes  hadin- 
serted  this  pretence,  and  two 
days  be/ore  the  arrival  of  lAe 
ahndversary  of  the  Primeese^o 
death! 

Thus,  we  bring  down  the  pro- 
gress of  these  manoeuvres  to  Sor 
turday  the  4th  November.  Oa 
which  day  appeared  the  second, 
or  amended,  or  contradicting 
notification  of  Messrs.  Craven 
andGeU.    1  should  obsenerfo 
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j^Q  that  on  the  8rd  November, 
that  id^to  say,  on  the  second  day 
of  the  debate  on  the  QUI,  the 
man  who  did  not  see  that  it 
would  pass  the  second  reading* 
nnst  have  been  neaHy  an  ideot 
l^ierefbre,  on  the  evening^  of 
that  day  the  amended  notifica- 
tion, inviting;'  the  people  still  to 
coitus  with  addresses,  was  writr 
ten  and  sent  to  the  press. 

Sottday,  the  5tli  November, 
was  by  no  means  an  idle  day 
amongst  the  politfcians  in  Lon- 
don. Some  still  thought  that 
the  second  reading  woqM  not 
pass;  but  to  say  the  truth,  no 
man  could  think  this  that  looked 
at  the  matter  with  .rational 
egres.  On  Monday,  the  6th,  it 
was  agabi  aotifled  that  her  Ma- 
jesty would  go  to  the  House 
with  her  {protest  on  the  next 
day.  On  ^is  Monday  the 
Hoose  agreed  to  the  second 
reading  of  the  Bill.  And  on 
this  sane  Monday  came  out  ano- 
ther notification  byanthovity, 
staling  thai  the  next  Monday 
(ISth  inst)  was  appointed  for 
reeetviag  of  addresses  at  Bran«> 
denbmgh  Hou^. 

Thas,then,  the  Bill  did  psss  to 
a  second  reading,  aotwithstaod-» 
jng  aQ  the  ipecalations  of  the 
new  Osmieinors ;  nolwiihstand- 
•ing  their  having  repulsed  the 


people,  and  thrown  opei^  the 
fokiiog  doors  to  the  tardy  aobi^- 
lity.  Those  Councillors  must 
have  been  quite  diseonee)rted  at 
finding  the  Bill  to  pass  thus 
glibly  through  it's  most  difilctitt 
stage.  The  Times  newspiq^ 
of  the  8th  November,  says,  tlMit  ' 
the  Queen  received  the  neiws 
with  a  ''  lookafttnld  oftoiusA-  ' 
*'  mmt  r  It  says  that  she  was 
''  almost  dovbtful  of  her  oum 
"  senses  r  Whether  this  be 
stated-on  authority  or  not  I  «ail^ 
not  say ;  but,  I  should  not  b(^  at 
all  surprised  if  it  were'  really 
tniej  for.whocan.lnii^ne  thitjt 
she  could  have  expected  soeh  a 
resull^  after  all  the  hopes  that 
had  been  manifestly  excited  by 
her n4w  councillors;  or,  rather, 
perhaps,  1  should  say  by  her 
legal  adviseru;  for  these,  ^^ 
wonld  deady  appear,  have  m- 
cently  got  the  ncendaney-; 
which  is  a  thing,  though  very 
surpriskig,  yet  very  common; 
and  nothing  n  mons  commbn 
than  to  see  persons  who  We

Some  of  the  writers  of  tlje 
day  have  taken  upon  tnem  to 
make  diatinctions  upon  this  oc- 
casion/ They  have  vaulted  t^e 
high  honour,  the  excessive  pii- 
rity,  and  even  the  ^reat  pro- 
perty^ of  the  Lords  oh  one  side ; 
and  they  have,  in  "a  style  al- 
most Jacobinical  or  radicaj, 
talked  of  the  Noble  persons  on 
the  other  side.  I  shall  pre-  ' 
sume  to  iaice  ilo  such  iVherties ; 
for,  if  I  make  at  most  about  fire 
exceptions,  I  do  (so  help  mp 
God!)^  thinkthe  whole  lotto bp 
perfectly  equal,  one  to  iiie  other, 
in  every  quality  with  wjbich  we, 
the  people,  have  any  thing  t^ 
do.  I  believe  them  to  l)e  all 
equally  independent*,  equally 
honest;  equally  pure;  equally 
Just  and  equally  hUmano^ 
What  right  have  I  to  dare  to 
trumpet  forth  the  praises  of  out 
30. 
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side  any  more  thah  those  of  the 
other  sid^^  whe^  I  field  plenty  on 
both  sides,'  wlio  oefdially  united 
in  passing  the  Acts 'of  Mai'ch 
1817  and  those  of  December 
1819?  Poh!  Away  with  all  this 
•tttff !  A.way  with  all  this  im* 
pudent  and  senseless  balder-'- 
daih,  about  the  motives  of  this 
Lord,  the  qualities  of  that  Lord, 
the  heart  of  this,  and  the  head 
of  tKat.  I  am  as  able  to  form 
i^n  estimate  of  them  as  any  maii 
that  I  know ;  and  1  solemnly 
declare  that,  with  the  trifling 
exceptions  before  mentioned,  I 
think  their  Lordships  to  be  up« 
on  a  perfect  equality  in  point  of 
goodness. 

The  Times  Newspaper,  which 
declares  its  determined  enmity 
to  every  thing  of  a  radical  cast : 
'i'his  supporter  of  the  Throne, 
and  the  Aristocracy,  says, 
'*'  That  the  earth  never  con- 
*  *^  tained  female  purity,  against 
.  '^  which  a  greater  majority  of 
"  this  House  might  not  have 
*"  been  obtained  by  the  same 
*'  arts  J*  It  says,  that  "  there 
*'  are  families  of  those  who  have 
'^*  voted  against  the  Queen,  that 
"  absorb  immense  quantities  of 
*^  the  puJAic  mtmey  ;*'  and  it 
further  says,  that  it  knows  not 
whether  it  ought  to  congratu- 
late or    to  condole   with   the^ 


Queen  on  this  decision  of  the 
House  of  Lords !  This  4$  the 
lang^uage  of  the  upholders  of 
aristocracy  ;  this  ii  the  language 
of  a  professed  eaemy  of  the  Ra- 
dicals. For  my  part,  wto  an^ 
a  Radical,  I  neither  use  nor 
adopt  such  language  }  and  I  di^ 
know  whether  I  ought  to  coa^^ 
gratulate  or  condole  with  the 
Queen  upon  this  decision.  I 
know  that-  it  would  not  have 
been  a  subject  of  condolence, 
but  of  congratulation,  if  the  pro- 
per course  had  been  pursued ;  if 
a  proper  answer  had  been  giv#n 
to  the  St.  George's  address, 
and  if  the  notiflcaUon  of  Cravea 
andGell  had  fiever  been  issued; 
but  as  things  now  stand,  ntt 
to  condole  with  her  Majesty,  is 
to  discover  complete  folly,  or  a 
total  want  of  feeling.       ^ 

The  Bill  having  gone  to  » 
second  reading  on  the  6th  of 
November,  the  House  went  into 
a  committee  upon  it  on  the  7th' 
Some  little  alterations  were 
made  in  the  preamble ;  and  on 
the  8ih  of  November,  the  House 
decided  upon  what  has  been 
called  the  Divorce  clause;  that 
is  to  say,  the  clause  dissolving' 
the  marriage  between  the  Queen 
and  the  King.  'Here  a  very 
curious  scene  took  place.  The 
Ministers  who  had  brough  tin 
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the  Bill,  found  that  they  could 
not  carry  it  with  this  divorce 
clause  in  it  They  said  that 
they  had  discovered  that  many 
good  people  objected  to  that 
clause  on  a  reUgiou^  score. 
Several  Peers  had  said  that  they 
should  vote  for  the  second  read- 
ing* of  the  Bill,  only  upon  an 
understanding',  that  the  divorce 
clause  should  be  got  rid  of  in 
the  committee.  Upon  this  un- 
derstanding they  have  voted  for 
the  second  readings;  and  H  is 
possible  that  this  might  have  full 
as  much  weight  with  the  Minis- 
ters as  the  opinions  of  those  re- 
ligious people  to  whom  they 
had  been  listening  with  such 
obliging  attention.  Then,  if  the 
divorce  clause  passed,  our  gra- 
cious Sovereign  might  possibly 
take  a  second  wife ;  and  that 
second  wife  might  have  a  child 
or  children.  This^must  neces- 
aarily  operate  to  the  exclusion 

•  of  the  Duke  of  York  from  the 

•  Throne.  The  Duke  is  now  a 
.widower,  too.  He  may  marry 
'again  ;  and  the  next  marriage 

mi^  possibly  be  more  fruitful 
than  the  last.  So  that,  this  Bill, 
-with  thie  divorce  clause  in  it, 
•must  be  considered  as  a  Bill  in- 
jurious, by  possibility,  at  least, 
to  this  illustrious  Duke,  who  is 
acMroely-  less  dear  to  the  nation 


than  our  most  ^teligious  and  ^tf- 
cious  King  hinf^self. 

Here  was  matldr'  tor  deefy' 
cogitation  with  the  Miiatsters. 
Then  as  to  the  religion  of  the 
thing,  it  appears  to  have  been  a 
very  doubtful  raatter,the  Bishops 
being  equally  divided  upon  the 
subject,  and  Scripture  being 
quoted  in  support  of  the  opinions 
on  both  sides.  The  Times 
newspaper  has,  indeed,  asserted 
that  there  is  not  a  single  man 
of  learning  amongst  the  Bishops, 
and  that  they  are  weaker  thUn 
so  mOTty  women.  But,  thought 
this  paper  be  such  a  staunch 
enemy  of  the  radicals  and  so 
stout  and  able  a  supporter  of  the 
hierarchy;  and  such  a  terribte 
champion  against  blasphemy; 
we  must  not  believe  impltcHly 
all  that  it  says  about  the  igno- 
rance and  feebleness  of  the 
Bishops,  whoi  whether  teamed 
or  unlearned,  whether  feeble  dr 
strong  minded)  have  votes  ;  and 
those  votes  it  was  desirable,  if 
possible,  for  the  ministenrs  to 
setrire  on  their^side. 

The  Ministers  having  resolved, 
in  their  minds,  to  throw  out  the 
divorce  clause,  it  appeared  evi- 
dent, one  would  have  thought, 
that  they  had  tlie  power  to  do  it, 
seeing  that  they  would,  in  thut 
case,  .naturally  be  joined.by  all 
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jthose  wfap  had  ^ppe&ed  tbo  BUI 
•Itog^ether,  on  the  qaestipn  of  the 
4Sccond  reading;  that  is. to  «ay, 
.t^y^rd  Grey, ian4.  those  who

>  Perhaps  the  world  never  wit 
neased  anxiety  so  great  as  that 
which,  prevailed  in  thb  immense 
metropolis  at  the  hour  of  which 
I  am  speaking.  It  could  scarce* 
ly  have  been  greater  if  every 
one  of  Uiis  more  than  a  million 
of  individaals  had  had  the  life  of 
soipe.  ftiend  hanging  upon  the 
verdict  Qf  a  jury  who  had  re- 
tired to  their  room.  The  House 
of  Peers,  notwithstanding  all  its 
guards  of  Horse  and  Foot  Sol- 
diers and  of  mounted  PoUee ; 
Hotwithatapding  the  double  bar- 
ridkdoe^  acioss  the  streets  lead- 
t|ig  to  it;  notwithstanding  all 
jyumner  of  preeautioi^.and  all 
.i^anaer  of  n^eups  tQ.Jceep  the 


People  at  a  dislioee,  hsbd 
thousands  upon  thoiHmds  of 
men  (and,  it  being  the  middle  cf 
the  day,  when  the  labouring 
classes  were  at  work,  the  as>- 
sembly  consisted  ehieCy  of  the 

higher  partof  themiddledassesX 
waiting  for  the  result  with  a  de- 
gree of  eagerness,  and  in  a  so- 
lemnity of  :  silence  ^^ch  it  is 
impossible  to  describe. 

At  this  time  the  Queen  her- 
self was  in  one  of  the  private 
rooms  ac^oining  the  chamber 
where  the  Peers  sit.  Her  carriage 
and  that  of  Mr.  Alderman  Wood 
were  waiting  on  the  outside. 
Her  Majesty,  firm  and  resolved 
to  the  last,  bad  sent  in  a  dodara- 
tkm  of  her  resolution  to  act  ia 
conformity  to  the  detarminatioii 
expressed  in  the  close  of  her 
letter  to  the  King.  This  de- 
claration had  been  committed  to 
Lord  Daorb;  and  hia  lordship, 
holding  it  up  in  hb  hand,  an- 
nounced the  receipt  of  it  to  the 
House ;  but,  he  was  instancy 
interrupted  by  Lord  Liverpool; 
who  rose  and  made  his  motioii 
for  the  destruction  of  the  Bill  I 
This  is  a  very  material  dfcbm- 
stance.  Perhapp  it  was .  thia  very 
notification  from  Lord  Ihxste, 
which,  after  all« .prevented  the 
Bill  fnpim  passing;  Md  thi^, 
thus,  the  .coiii^fhtti  lleenpi»» 
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served  frdm  eonftnion  by  the 
gallant  condoct  of  her  Majesty 
berself. 

Tbe  words  ''THIS  DAY 
''«IX  MONTHS'^  were  no 
sooner  pronoanced  by  Lord 
liiTerpool  tban  the  gentlemen 
connected  with  the  press,  and 
others  below  the  bar,  involunta- 
rily uttered  a  shout,  ;whTch  soon 
reaching  the  outside  of  the 
house,  drew  forth,  from  the  im* 
mense  assemblage  there,  shout- 
ing, waiving  of  hats,  and  such 
demonstrations  of  gladness  as 
can  be  much  more  easily  ima- 
gined than  described :  a  cry  of 
*'  the  Queen!  the  Queen !'*  was 
heard.  In  a  few  minutes,  the 
soldiers  flew  to  their  arms.  The 
drums  beat  a  ratfcd  salute.  The 
Soldiers  presented  their  muskets 
with  uncommon  noise,  and  with 
joy  beaming  on  their  counte- 
nances. In  the  midst  of  this 
scene,  her  Majesty,  accompanied 
l)y  her  zealous  and  ever-con- 
stant friend,  Lady  Ann  HImil- 
"TON,  came  out  and  entered  her 
carriage  amidst  the  enthusiastiq 
congratulations  and  benedictions 
of  the  people,  who  acc6mpfeni6d 
ber  a  considerable  part  of  the 
'way  towardSs  her  house  at  Ham- 
mersmith.' '  The  soldiers,  having 
'piled  their  arms,  took  of  their 
hat^  and  caps,  and  gave  ihtee 
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dieer»,  the  sound  of  which 
could  not  but  reach  the  ears  of 
those  who  had  stationed  them 
there  for  Ihcfir  protection.        •  •  * 

It  wWobst&rved,  th^t  het  jila** 
jesty  appeared  deeply  affected; 
and  that  hter  eyes  were  ftill  of 
tears  wh^  she  got  into  her 
carriage.  This  was  perfectly 
natural.  It  was  at  once  a  mark 
of  the  goodness  of  her  heart,  and 
of  the  falsehood  and  crueHy  of 
her  enemies. 

The  news  flew  like  lightning 
into  every  part  of  the  metropolis. 
It  was  now  growing  hte  in  the 
afternoon;  but  the  firing  of 
guns  and  of  cannons  soon^read 
the  intelligence,  and  bid  the 
victorious  people  prepare  for  a 
regular  ce/lebration  of  tbei^ 
triumph.  Theinnumerablestage 
coaches  which  leave*  London 
every  evening  for  ail  parts  of 
the  Kingdom;  carried  white  flags 
on  their  tops  with  bunches  cff 
laurel ;  wMle  the  horses,  and 
the  whips  of  the  coachmen, . 
were  decorated  with  bows  and 
streamers  of  whSte  ribband. 
Away  went  the  tidings,  carry- 
ing pleasure  lo' every  honest 
heart  in  the'  kingdoiA,  and  c8- 
vering  with  mouirning  the  seV- 
vile  wretches*  whd  thoug;l(t 
that  their  oWn  "security,  'their 
own  poweir  to  continue  t6  fatten 
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<}fl  Ibe  people  depended  upon 
the  destruetion  of  one  >  wfaom 
they  knew  to  be  innocent  of 
the  crimes  Uid  to  faer  chaige, 
tnd  whom  thej  also  knew  to 
be  ih»  devoted  victim  of  the 
Ibalest  itnd  mostatrodoas  con* 
ipiracy  that  ever  exists  against 
human  being. 

Short  as  the  time  for  prepa- 
ration was,  the  whole  of  Lon^ 
don  and  all  tts  surrounding  vil- 
lages were  in  a  blaze  of  illumi- 
nation on  that  very  night,  Fri- 
^9kj,  the    memorable   tenth  of 
November.     On  the  l^turday 
n^ht,   on   the   next  Monday 
night»  and  even  on  the  Tues- 
da^f  night,  this,  immense  space, 
containing,  with  the  c^cumja- 
cent  vip^ges,  a  hundred  square 
miles,   nearLj  the  whole  of  it 
opvered  with  buildings  and  vei^y 
amaU  i^udens,  exhibited  such  a 
^cene  of  n^oicipg  as  I  believe 
never  was  before  witnessed  in 
4fais  world    The  scette  did  npt 
at  all  resembto  tbf|se  tbatt  have 
foc^nerly  wilnessed.  Upop  those 
occasions    it  was  the  Ck>vmi 
.  .ment  that  .gave  the  word  ta 
r<yoioe*    The.  prindpal  streets 
Qt^ed  to  )M9  grandly  iUoininated. 
The  iw»  of  the  people  feUveiy 
U^Ueinte^tin  the  thing.

Very  dUEarent  indeed  w«a  tbi( 
thhig  now.  The  etreets  Dvere 
filltd  with  peq[>le.  It  was  dir^ 
i]|>  teoae's  ancles  on  the  boiae 
road,  and  on  the  causeways  it 
was  uncommonly  dirty,  in 
spite  of  this  wo«mii«s  well  as 
men  crowded  every^atreet.  The 
whole  popolatiQU. seemed  to  he 
on  .isoiv  and  not  a  ftice  eeild  I 
4iee  that  had  not  a  smile  npoa  it 
You  oenld  read  in-  people's 
ftLces  the  gladness  of  their  hearty 
There  was  4bis  charaetensti^ 
aAKMre  %ll.  things  worthy  of  at- 
tention, namely,  tha  deai^n- 
strations  of  joy  vaere  c^mined 
to  the  labouring  classes;  or 
rather,  the   want  jof  demon- 
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straiionB  of  joy  i|ras.  cooQoed  to 
the  AristOGfacy^  the  Banker^, 
the  Con^ijji^nj  him)  t^e  tax- 
eaters  qf  every  4j^*coptioii,-rr 
All  the  immeDse  streets^  oor 
ciipied  \fy  indf^en\  for«  in,- 
stancoi;  that  sey^n  mi^es  id 
length  kon^  Whitecbajpel  tp  tb^ 
ead  of  Edgeware-rpad^  wh^re 
the  hpotes  are  wholly  occqpie^ 
by  ^be  industrious  classes.  Tl^ei^

in  the  air  there  was  continaal 
light'blaKiDgf  over  this  immense 
spaed. 

Tbe  means  were,  in   short, 
proportioned  to  tfad  end.  It  was 
^THE   PEOPLE'S    TRIUMPH 
'bver  those  who  had  so  long 
triiimphed  over  them.    It  was 
truly  cnrions  to  observe  how 
'  qufck  was  the  communication 
'  of  the  feeling,  and  of  the  sense 
*  of  victory.    On  the  very  even- 
injg  of  the  defeat  of  our  enemies 
an  the  labourers  in  the  gardens 
and  on  the  roads  were    seen 
with  laurel  leaves  in  their  hats, 
and  with  sprigs  of  laurel  fas- 
tened on  the  bridles  of  their 
''cart  horses.      The    boys    and 
children    were    all    decorated 
with  laurel,  with  white  ribbands 
or  with  paper  in  imitation  of 
white  ribbands:     Every  crea- 
ture seemed  fblly  sensible,  that 
a  share^of  the  victory  belonged 
to  him.    The  coaches  and  other 
'fine  carriages  of  the  arrogant, 
haughty    and    hisolent    tribes, 
excited  a  sneer  as  they  passed 
along    undecorated    with    the 
marks  of  joy.    The  good  hu- 
mour of  the  people  was  ex- 
cessive. They  suffered  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  the  Duke  of  Wel- 
lington, Castlereagh,  the  Duke 
of  Northumberland,  whom  Can- 
ning, in  one  of  his  poems,  calls 


"  Duke  Smiik^on;**  they  suf- 
fered their  houses  to  remain  un- 
molested. It  ^as  truly  a  curious 
conttrast  to  come  from  the  joyote 
scenes  in  Southwark,  Bishops- 
gate-street,  Cheap$ide,'  Fleet- 
street  and  the  Strand,  Holborn 
and  Oxfordnitreet ;  to  come  from 
these  to  the  gloomy  mansions 
just  mentioned,  and  to  see 
grouixs  of  big  ugly  men  ^taiid<* 
Ing  about  them,'  apparently 
with  bludgeons  and  dirks  under 
their  clothes,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  hear  the  noise  of  the 
feet  of  troopers^  horses  parading 
backwards  and  forwards  before 
the  doors ;  to  ueh  this ;  to  view 
this  contrast,  was  certainly  not 
a  thing  to  'm^ke  a  man  in  love 
with  the  office  of  Lord  Chan* 
cellor.  Secretary  of  State,  or 
"  Great  Captain  df  the  age." 
The  labourer  who  had  gone 
without  his  dinner  and  supper, 
and  who  Was  to  gO  dinnerleas 
the  next  day,  and  to  sit  withoat 
a  candle  for  a  week  in  ord&r  1o 
garnish  his  wfaidow  with  cattdtas 
and  with  festoons  of  ribbarnds 
and  laurels ;  suoh  k  labourer's 
situation  ought  to  have  been  an 
object  of  envy  with  the  inha- 
bitant of  any  great  and  glooMy 
mansion  on  the  tenth,  eleventh, 
or  thirteenth  of  November. 
The   India^hottse,'  the  Stodc 
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exchange,  the  BANK;  all 
were  in  deep  g'loom.  Also  the 
lar  greater  part  of  the  lait^* 
yera;  theBiihopshere  and  there 
'  put  in  a  saving  candle.  I  saw 
but  one  Parson's  house,  and  that 
had  just  one  candle  in  it.  Again 
I  say  it  was  the  people's  tri- 
umph. Never  were  there  seen 
in  this  world  greater  zeal, 
greater  prudence  at  the  same 
time,  and  greater  generosity 
than  the  people  have  displayed 
upon  this  occasion  ;  and  never 
was  the  display  of  these  quali- 
ties more  completely  and  abun- 
dantly rewarded.  Yet,  all  these 
exertions  on  the  part  of  the 
people  might  have  fidled,  if 
they  had  had  a  flckle  or  timid 
person  to  struggle  for.  They 
had  just  the  contrary.  To  me, 
who^  of  course,  knew  before  but 
very  little  of  the  qualities  of  her 
Mi^esty;  having  never  even 
heard  of  her  astonishing  travels 
and  voyages :  to  me  the  prompt 
departure  from  St.  Omers,  the 
descending  of  the  pier  at  Calais 
at  midnight,  and  the  dashing 
through  the  mud  to  get  on 
board  of  an  English  packet- 
boat,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
lang$  of  a  Bourbon  police ;  the 
putting  to  sea  vrith  a  head  wind, 
and  beating  through  the  surf  to 
get  on   shore  at  Dover;  and 


those  memohtble  words  upon 
her  landing,  that  she  had  come 
to  place  herself  under  the  pro- 
tection of  Englishmen :  to  me 
tKese  were  a  sufficient  guaran- 
tee, that  no  fickleness,  no  ti- 
midity would  ever  come  to  ren- ' 
der  the  efforts  of  the  people  use- 
less. I  was  very  sure  that  the 
woman  who  could  do  those 
things  was  never  to  be  fright- 
ened by  big  wigs  and  big  talk. 
Her  Majesty  has  proved  herself 
to  be  the  bravest  woman  df 
whom  we  have  ever  heard.  Her 
life,  whenever  it  shall  be  well 
and  truly  written,  will  be  one  of 
the  most  interesting"  as  well  as 
the  most  ntoful  works  that  evefr 
were  given  to  the  world.  She 
has  all  that  is  good/  as  well  as 
all  that  is  great  in  her  charac-  '  ^'^ 
ter.  It  is  singular  enough  thiit 
the  pretended  firiends  of  Royalty 
should  seek  her  destruction; 
when  she  has  done  more  to  sus- 
tain the  character  of  Royalty 
than  all  the  Kings  and  Queens, 
the  records  of  whom  fill  the 
pages  of  our  history. 

Having  given  a  sketch  of  the 
rejoichags  in  the  Metropolis,  1 
must  now  not  omit  to  say  some-- 
thing  of  the  countiy.  As  fiira(» 
the  news  of  the  second  reading' 
of  the  Bill  had  reached,  an  opi- 
nion had  been  conceived  that  the?

The  reception  gi^en  to 
the  wr^chei^  when  they  arrived 
at  Dover*  The  detestation  t)f 
the^^ftd'Of  their  employeni,4^ 
strongly  evinced  by  yon,  was 
Ane  of  the  JwmsM  of  that  series 
of 'V^n^d  Sfcts  i>n  fhe  p%3ti  of 
Ihe  peoqple^  which  Ads,  and 
wUch  alone,have  preserved  her 
llijesty  from  destruction.  Ifithe 
wrtJchcM.  had^  been  snSNred  -to

vilkii^  the  streela  in  LondoD> 
ioadting  th«(  (^neen  even  nndea 
oaf  vary  «peas.    Bat«  you  havn 
ing  given'  the  f^m,  having 
laoght  the  niM^on  how  to  daat 
withaaiM^  wietehes»  the  InteUn 
gence  having  reached  the  Me-> 
tfopoUs,  even  London  coold  not 
aSMrd  a  hole  to  bide  them  in 
in   safety.     Their    employers 
were  compelled  to  take  them 
in  disgnise  to  another  sea^pof  t ; 
pack  them  off  bad(  to  the  con* 
^nent ;  ^nd>  at  last,  to  steal 
them  into  tho  country  by  night ; 
bring  them  up  the  Thames  mil- 
der the  cover  of  darkness,  and 
in  heals  wiih  muflled  oars ;  and^ 
to  crown  tho  whole,  put  ikem 
into  a  if^eciep;  of  fortress,  {ruard^ 
ed>y  soldiers  on  the  land  side^ 
and  by  a  gun^at  on  the  side 
of  the  water!    For  this,  the 
most  diigraoefal  |kart  of.  ihe 
whole  of  this  disgcacebil  trani- 
action;  fortbis,  which«  of  ito 
self,  has  from  the  beginniog;  i^ 
Hected  >Qoh  dishonour  on  % 
enemies  of  Abe  Queen^  for  Una 
we  aia  indebted  to  the  pvecple 
of  Dover,  who  ace,  therefore, 
entitled-to  the  Lntended*maxk  of 
her  Mijoilty's  Ikvonr.    TfaeAU 
lomqrrOeneral,  in  his  calumni- 
on*  and  saucy  cypening  speech, 
said»  «4oeeringly,i    that   these 
''gOMf  p€^e,''    whom  4he 
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**  Dover  rioten"  hid  so  mal- 
tretted,  would  in  a  very  short 
time  be  able  to  walk  the  streets 
of  London  in  perfect  safety. 
Tins  is  not  the  trst  time  that 
the  devil  has  over-reached  even 
a  lawyer.  They  have  not  walk 
ed  the  streets  yet ;  and  the  dif- 
ficulty now  is^  I  should  imagine, 
how  they  are  to  be  gfot  oC 
either  by  water  or  by  land. 

The  Attorney-General  and 
Castlereagh  may  talk  as  long  as 
they  please  about  a  "  Dwtr 
"  rioV  I  always  called  it,  and 
1  still  call  it,  a  most  meritorious 
act.  It  discovered  great  and 
just  indignation  at  the  thought 
of  bringing  a  set  of  wretches 
here  to  be  paid  and  fed  by  us  as 
the  wages  of  perjury  to  take 
away  the  life,  or  at  least,  die 
reputation  and  happiness  of  a 
long  persecuted  and  most  in- 
jured woman,  and  that  woman 
a  Queen,  whom  it  was  our  duty 
to  defend  and  protect  against 
all  enemies  whatever.  Casile- 
reagfa,  sweet  soul,  even  re- 
proached yon  for  a  want  of  hos- 
pitality !  Hospitality  in  his 
'taouth!  Hospitality^inhim,who 
seized  on  General  €K>urgaud, 
and  sent  him  out  of  the  country 
by  force !  Hospitality  from  him, 
*'  English  hosfritoKty/'  who 
drove  back  from  our  shor^  the 


Cbuntess  de  MonthMon  and  hbt 
baby ;  though  her  landing  was 
necessary  to  pireserve  the  life  of 
that  baby,  which  actually  died 
in  consequence  of  her  not  beii^ 
permitted  to  land !  Hospitidity 
ftom  him  who  is  the  upholder  of 
Uiat  AKen  Act,  which  is  the  im- 
poverisher  of  our  sea-ports  and 
which  makes  our  once  free  conn- 
try  little  better  than  a  prison  at 
large.  When  these  gentlemen 
were  talking  about  English  hos- 
pitality, as  violated  by  the  peo- 
ple at  Dover ;  they  forgot  the 
English  hospitality,  which  they 
had  shewn  to  England's  own 
Queen !  They  forgot  that  they 
had  refosed  her  a  vessel  to  come 
in,  a  house  ito  reside  in,  and  had 
sent  a  messenger  to  tell  her  ihtti 
she  should  be  frosecuied  if  the 
dared  to  set  her  foot  tm  EnglM 
ground !  This  was  their  way 
of  shewing  BbgHsfa  hospitality. 
But,  tender  souls,  they  could 
cry  out  that  there  was  a  want 
of  hospitality  when  you  set  your 
faces  against  a  set  of  wretches 
brought  to  swear  away  the  lifb 
or  character  of  your  Queen. 

It  will  be  long  remembered 
as  a  signal  proof  of  the  £scem- 
ment,  as  well  as  of  th^  justice  oT 
the  people  of  Dover,  that  tfiey 
took  the  most  ready,  effectual 
and  sensible  means  of  prevent- 
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iogr  tlib  flagrant  scftada],  now 
brought  upon  tbe  gov6rnoient 
and  aristocracy  of  tbe  countiy. 
,They  went  the  right  way  to 
workr  They  and  those  who  fol- 
lowed their  example  actually 
drove  the  vermin  into  the  sea 
and  out  of  the  country.  This 
was  enough  to  convince  any 
men  of  common  sense  and  com^ 
mon  honesty,  that  the  nation 
would  not  endure  the  intend- 
ed sacrifice  of  the  Queen.  But 
our  pretty  gentlemen  must  needs 
go  on.  They  had  succeeded  so 
often  before.  They  had  had 
green  bags  and  secret  commit- 
tees and  dungeon  bills  and  gag- 
ging bills ;  they  had  so  long  gone 
on  ?^th  suooess,  that  they  must 
needs  bring  their  witaesses  back 
again,  though  they  actually  saw 
that  the  country  was  literally 
too  hot  to  hold  them.  They 
taiU  have  their  reward,  this  time. 
Never  will  they  again  bring 
forth  a  green  bag ;  and,  indeed, 
never  vrill  they  be  able  to  carry 
on  the  affoirs  of  this  country. 
They  w6uld  not  listen  to  the 
warning  voice  of  the  peof^; 
they  would  bring  in  a  Bill  to 
pi^tect  their  mcrale,  in  spite  of 
tbe-zpeople  themselves.  They 
would:  <y)tn(>ol  the  people  to  ret 
ceke.  lessons  of  mpralHy  from 
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The  people  said,  vre  di)netvr«it 
to  hear  it.  We  have  go^iour 
Queen  and  we  Vi^  k^K*  We 
know  her  to  be  a  virtuous  viro- 
man.  We  want  no  investiga- 
tions: we  have  had.enougfaof 
them  already.  But  the  pretty 
gentlemen  said,  you  shall  have 
an  investigation,  for  the  good  of 
your  morals ;  and  we  will  have 
Barbara  Krantz  here  and  Pow^ 
ell's  friend  Dement,  to  teadi 
you  morality.  I  have  always 
said  that  this  was  tbe  foolishest 
set  of  men. that  Gk>d  ever  suffer* 
ed  to  let  Jive;  and  who  vrill 
now  dispute  the  truth  of  the  as- 
sertion ? . 

But,  I  must  return  to  the  newy 
from  the  country,  whieh  haa 
most  amply  repaid  the  metro* 
polis  for  the  sounds  of  joy  which 
it  has  sent  forth.  To  mention 
particular  places  would,  indeed^ 
be  endless ;  but  here  and  there 
incidents  have  taken  place  which 
I  cannot  pass  over.

Give  ns  a  free  press,  and  we 
want  no  law  to  int^fere;  bat, 
that  part  of  the  press  which  is  in 
fitvour  of  the  Qneen,  is  liable  to 
prosecution ;  and  I  can  see  no 
reasbnt  why  that  part  of  it 
which  is  against  her,  should  not 
be  proseeated*

of  a  Tory  melancholy  east,  and 
tBt^  talent  not  lying  in  the  way 
of  the  pathetic,  I  shall  give 
tiism  in  the  words  of  the  Cou- 


rier himself,  who  iv  si  gendeman 
that  addresses  himself,  particu- 
larly of  latter  days,  to  the 
htwri9  of  his  readers  : 
''  On  Saturday  last  the  M ar-^ 
quis  of  Buckingham  passed 
through  Aylesbury,  on  his  road 
"  to  Stowe.  Though  nai  in  fctir 
'  own  carriage  the  people  rfnr- 
^'  covered  him.  An  immense 
^'  concourse  collected  rooad  the 
"  carriage,  whilst  he  was  cbaog' 
"  ing  horses,  and  addressed  to 
"  his  Lordship  the  loudest  re* 
"  proachea  on  the  conspicuous 
''  part  he  has  thought  H  his 
"  duty  to  take  against  her  Ma* 
**jestff  during  the  late  inquiry. 
"  The  post-boys,  when  mounted, 
"  were  dragged  from  their 
"  horses  ;  and  at  last,  with  the 
"  greatest  difficulty  h\s  Lordship 
"  was  rescued  from  his  perilous 
"  situation,  and  was  permitted 
"  to  proceed  to  Stowe  amidsC 
''  the  most  deafening  groans," 
I  must  stop  here  to  eond^rie 
a  little  with  the  noble'Marquis, 
who  seems  to  have  fallen  ia 
with  a  set  of  true-born  radicals  f 
Not  to  travel  in  his  own  car- 
riage, and  yet  to-  be^  discovered 
by  the  peopre,  must  have  been 
truly  mortifying !  And,  in  Buck** 
inghamshire,  too !  To  be  placed 
in  a  state  of  perU  ;  and  to  bo 
rescued,  probably  by  vile 
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diaolc  hands!  The  rabble-roat 
rascals  surely  could  not  know, 
that  it  was  the  descendant  cf 
"  RoLLO,  first   Duke^  of  Nor- 
mandy/' thai  they  were  thus 
bandiing !  TFey  could  not  know, 
that  it  was  a  Planitagenet  whose 
person  they  were  placing^  in  a 
state  of  peril!  Alas!  All  respect 
ibr  antiquity  is  disappearing: ! 
all  veneration  for  noble  blood, 
in  spite  of  Sidmouth's  circular 
and  the  Six  Acts.    Even  these, 
and  Sidmouth's    letter  to   the 
Manchester  IVf  i^istrates  andYeo- 
manry  into  the  bargpain,  and  a 
hundred    other    eflbrts    made 
within  the  last  three  years  and 
a  half,  not  forg^etting:  the  exam*- 
pies  made  in  the  Old  Bafley  in 
May  last :  in  spite  of  all  these 
endeavours  to  keep  alive  in  flie 
1k>soms  of  the  people  their  re- 
verence for  noble  families;  in 
spite  of  an  these,  we  see  even 
in  Buckinghamshire  this  noble 
Marquis  actually  mobbed  and  put 
in  peril.    Perhaps  these  people 
did  not  know  aofy  thing  about 
the  numerous  favours  which  we 
Eng'lishitien  have  received    at 
the  hands  of  the  noble  Marquis 
and  his  fttmily,  during  the  last 
live  and  thirty  years.    I  have 
not  room  'here,  nor  a  fiftieth  part 
of  .the-  room,  whi^h  wo^d  be 
necessary  for  a  bare  enMBora* 


tion  of  those  favours.  One  day 
or  other  I  may  give  it.  In  the 
mean  time,  I  beg  the  noble  Mar-* 
quis  to  be  gpraciously  pleased  to 
accept  of  my  hearty  condolence ; 
and  in  a  spirit  of  condolenea 
equally  ardent  I  now  turn  to  the 
Right  Rev.  Father  in  God,  the 
Bishop  of  LandaiT,  of  whose  mis- 
adventure the  Courier  speaks  hi 
the  followmg  most  approprhrte 
and  most  feeling  terms : 

*'  On  Monday  evening  last, 
"  a  most  disgraceful  outrage 
*'  was  committed  at  Ewelme  (in 
"  the  county  of  Oxford),  by  a 
'<  furious  rabble  collected  to- 
•'  gether  tor  the  purpose  of  com' 
*'  pdling  the  inlmbilants  to  illu- 
"  minate  their  houses.  Finding 
"  the  Rectory-House  not  lighted 
'*  up,  they  proceeded  with  the 
*'  utmost  fury  to  demolish  Mmost 
.**  every  window,  besides  very 
"  much  damaging  other  parts 
"  of  the  premises.  The  Bishop 
"  OF  Llavdapf  was  then  occa- 
'*  pjnng  the  house,  and  had  but 
"  just  come  off  his  journey  eon^ 
"  siderahty  indisposed  in  con- 
"  sequence  of  his  long  and  tin- 
"  remitting  attention  to  his  late 
"  painfid  duties  in  the  House  of 
"  Lords.  He  Ventured  out,  how- 
'*  ever,  to  expostulate  with  the 
*'  ribters,  and  in  endectrtmring 
<j  to  upprehend  one  of  the  most 
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'*  active  of  the  party,  his  Lord- 
**  ship  wa$  most  grossly  ill- 
*'  treated,  pelted  mth  ^oi%es, 
"  and  exposed  to  great  personal 
"  danger.  Such  is  the  return 
"  which  the  misguided  and  in- 
''  fatuated  populace  of  a  seques- 
"  t^red  village  have  made  to 
"  their  foithful  pastor,  who,  for 
**  seven  years,  has  lived  as  much 
'.'  among  them  as  his  other  du- 
"  ties  would  admit,  in  the  excr- 
*'  ci<o  of  continued  benevolence 
*'  to  them  and  to  their  families, 
"  and  earnestly  endeavouring  iq 
*'  befriend  them  in  every  way. 
"  A  more  striking  instance  can 
"  hardly  be  given  of  political 
*'  d€lu$ion  and  popular  phronzy, 
*'  overpowering  in  the  minds  of 
''  men  every  feeling  of  grati- 
"  tude,  veneration  and  affection 
'f  towards  their  best  friends  and 
V  benefactors/' 

This  narrative'  is  distressing 
^ongb,  to  be  sure*  That  the 
people  of  a  little  obscure  vil- 
lage should  pitch  upon  a 
Bishop,  and  actually  pelt  him 
with  stones,  and  this  in  Eng- 
land, too,  is  really  something  so 
outrageous,  as  to  become  al- 
viost  ridicttlous.  I  am  sure  1 
was  more  than  twenty  years 
old  before  I  looked uponi^Bi* 
shop  as  aay  thing  jhort  ot  a 
being  ofa  superior  order.  Wbea 


the  old  Bishop  of  Winchester 
laid  his  haiMJs  upon  my  head, 
though  I  wi^  a  sturdy  boy,  I 
am  sure  I  looked  upon  him  as 
something  more  than  a  roaa 
Every  man  of  my  age  will  say 
tliat,  in  the  country  places  in 
England,  this  was  the  sort  of 
feeling  generally  -  entertained 
towards  Bishops; and  yet  we  find 
this  transaction  take  place  in  a 
sequestered  village  in  England. 
Now,  what  can  have  been  tho; 
causo  of  this  wonderful  change?, 
Wonderful  it  really  is.  If  I 
were  disposed  to  pbilosophisot 
upon  the  subject,  I  could,  1 
think,  account  for  this  change ; 
and,  sincerely  and  from  the 
bottom  of  my  heart,  /  lam$ki 
Ike  change  ,*  though  1  dare  say 
the  dmrier  will  do  me  the 
honour  not  to  believe  me.  For 
people  to  be  happy  in  society, 
there  must  be  authority  lodged, 
somewhere;  but  the  obedieooa 
to  that  authority  must  beyicMed 
cheerfully  and  not  frqm  (bar :  i^ 
must  be  g^ven«  not  taken  by* 
force.  Our  goveromeat  baa 
bqei^  goi^g  gradually  on»  takk^

Nagntrates;      Tax  gatherers, 
Bankers,   Loan-jobbers,  Stock- 
jobbers have   become    Magis- 
trates.   The  sword   has    been 
seen   gleaming   evefQr    where. 
The    people  see  that  the  re- 
liance,   wMeh    was    formerly 
placed  on   their  affections,  is 
now  placed  only  on  their  fears. 
The  knowledge  of  this  is  a  chal- 
lenge to  every  drop  of  blood 
in  Unw  hearts ;  and  thus  it  is 
that  they  come,  by  degrees,  to 
have  a  dMIke  to  every  thing 
beating  the  name  of  authority. 
That  man   most   understand 
iieiy  Utile  mdeed  of  haman  na- 
tare,  who  dees  not  perceire, 
that  there  can'be  no  real  harm 
in  a  oomNHiBify  where  the  su- 
perior, is  fMttM  and  loved  by  the 
inferior.    IhaVe  not  the  small- 
fi$t  doubt,  that  tiie  Bishop  has, 
as  is  Ipere  related,  been  in  the 
cpnttant   ecercise   of  benevo- 
lence  towards   these    villages 
and  their  iMiiliee;    bat,  alas! 
he  has  not  pefceived,  perhaps, 
that  he  might  ^ve  them  the 
whole  of  the  income  of    his 
Biahpprick,  without,  gaining  a 
tiioiwandtti  part  of  the  love, 
wUch,  under  anether  state  of 
things,  he  would  hi^e  poi»esa- 
cid  withoat  giving  tfaem  a  single 
furthing.

bible  societies.    The  Courier  as- 
cribes this  vice  to  such  publica- ' 
tions  as  the  Old  Times^  ijie  Re^ 
publican,  the  Deisi,  end  similar ' 
productions.     I    could   almost 
pledge  my  life  that  not  one  of 
the   villages   of  Eufetme  ever 
heard  of  the  two  latter  (I  never 
heard  of  the  tfairdf  till  withia 
this  month),  and  scarcely  a  man 
of  them  can  hare  the  means  of 
reading  the  former.

cially on  the  subject  of  rumour- 
ed changes  in  the  mtnisfry. 
This  last,  howoTer,  is  a  sub- 
ject of  such  great  importance, 
that  it  would  require  much 
more  time  than  I  have  at 
ftresent,  to  do  any  thing  like^ 
justice  to  it  I  shall,  therefore, 
teserre  it  for  my  next  Register, 
to  be  discussed  in  the  form  of  a 
loiter  addressed  to  Lard  Grey, 
who  has  acted  so  truly  noble  a 
part  upon  this  occasion,  and 
without  whom  there  can  be  no 
new  mijuatry  that  would  not  be 
too  coxutemptible  to  be  worthy 
of  notice. 

in  tho  mean  while  the  Queen's 
lawadviflors  are,  I  dare  say,  as 
iuisy  as  the  Devil  in  a  high  wind. 
The  ol^ect  of  Mr.  Broagham 
will  be,  and  is,  to  turn  the  pre- 
tent  triumph  to  his  own  account ; 
and  there  is  no  doubt  .that  it 
■ught  .be  made  to  turn  greatly 
Id  his  advantage.  Bat,  what  is 
to  be  ^peded  is,  that  he  will 
waat  to  make. too  much  of  it 
tkiias.gQt,  iM  he  tmagines,  the 
aake  in.hit-  handa;  and.  be  is 
iiinning  up  ,xnlo  a  corner  with 


it,  looldng  at  the  rest  d^or  Ut 
shoulder,  and  crying,  **  Meep  of, 
greedy  guts  V*  lie  majr  have  a 
ftiirish  slice  of  the  cake  if  he  will ; 
hot  he  wants  it  all  to  hunseUl 
He  would  fain  begin  til  bile; 
he  is  licking  his  lips,  and  his 
mouth  waters;  but  he  wants  to 
hwe  it,  as  well  at  to  eo/  it  It 
was  this  eormorant-like  ambi- 
tion that  foiled  himatSt.Omess, 
and  again  in  Portman*8treet 

It  issuppoeed,  and  I  thiiik  it 
is  very  likely,  that  he  is  the 
agent  of  those  persons  called 
Whigs,  for  bringing  Ihem  ibIo 
power  by  means  of  her  Bf  ^esty. 
Nothing  would  be  more  practi- 
cable than  this,  provided  due 
consideration  were  had  with  re- 
gard to  the  peoplew  But,  in  the 
first  place,  Mr.Brongham  is  an 
unfortunate  agent  His  extreme 
eagerness  to  get  on  himself 
weighs  heavily  against  him; 
the  public  have  no  coDideace 
in  him,  and  it  is  impossible  that 
the  Queen  can  have  much. 
However,  there  is  one  ofaatade, 
which  must  be  removed  before 
any  new  Ministry  can  be  foma- 
ed,  tbat  would  have  a  chance  of 
darataon ;  and  that  is,  the  r^<k- 
Ml  ^the  Whig  Lordg  io  gwe 
ne  R^orm  of  PmUttrnmi  ^ 
oHfkiwl.  A  man  so  eagier  inr 
fktibt'  and  dssniBalfam  as  ifr. 
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Broui^ham  i«,  in  bis  full  gallop 
towards  the  end  of  his  journey, 
overlodtt  things  which lesseag^r 
persons  clearly  perceire.    Lord 
Grey,  who  merited;  upon  this 
occa^ionj  the  largest  portion  ol 
popular  applause j  and  who  is 
reaHy  the  only  man,  who  has 
any  pretensions  to  be  placed  at 
the  head  of  a  new  Ministry,  led 
London  with  as  much  haste  as 
did  those    Noble   Peers,   who 
hare  liad  itfaeeps'  heads  and  bul- 
locks' entrails  thrown  into  their 
earriages.    The  newspapers  of 
this    morning    (Friday)    say 
that  the  people  at  Aylesbury 
ftongsheeps^  heads  into  the  Mar- 
quis ,  of   Backittgham's    coach, 
and  that  the  people  of  Watford 
Amg  entrails  into  that  of  the 
Earl  of  Bridgwater.   Lord  Grey 
had  nothing  to  do  but  to  shew 
biaiselC  to  call  forth  the  most 
enthnsiaiitic     applauses.       He 
might  have  almost  ordered  the 
Ministers  to  quit  their  places  ui 
twenty-fonr     hours.      But    of 
what  Qse  woald  this  have  been  ? 
be  knew  very,  well  that  no  Ml 
sistry  ooiddcaory  on  the  go- 
Tefnmeat  of  i  the  country  upon 
the  preaent  systefn ;  and  he  saw 
ma  hope,  of  bringing  any  consi- 
derable number  of  the  borough- 
lioUtoi:s  to  cQpsent  to' a  change 
ofsystomT.    A  Miniistry,  :fonkie4 


without  a  change   of  sjfsCeni^ 
would  become  heir  to  all  the 
means  of  destruction  prepared 
by  the   present   set    of  men. 
Ueir  to  all  Canning's  impudent 
declarations  against  reform    of 
any  kind ;  heir  to  all  the  sen* 
tences   passed    upon    the    Re-> 
formers  who  are  now  in  dnn- 
geons,    and  the    executors    of 
those  sentonces ;  heirs  to  PeeVa 
BM,   and  to  all  the  troubles 
and   turmoils  which  will  arise 
out  of  the  miseries  created  by 
that  Bill.    Such  a  man  as  Mr. 
Brougham,  who  sees  a  remedy 
for    all    dangers    by   a    mere 
glance  at  the  Criminal  Cdde ; 
who  sees  a  cure  for  every  evil 
in  the  spy  system,  the  dungeon, 
the  rope,  and  the  axe:  such  a 
man  is  ready  to  dash  into  place 
and  power,  little  caring,  and, 
indeed,  never  thinking,  about 
difficulties  sudi  as  those  above 
mentioned;     but    Lord    Orey 
does  think   about   them,    and 
must  think  about  them.    He  is 
at  present  safe  in  oharactor  at 
any  rato ;  and  he  does  not  wish 
to  arrive  at  the  end  of  his  life 
by  being  dragged  through  the 
kennel   of  odious,   disgraceful 
and  discomfited  political  power. 
AU    the:    workings    of   Mr. 
Brougham  will  be  of  no  avail. 
There   can   be  no  patching  up 
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•f  tUg  horrible  system.    If  the 
Law  Adviaevs  were  to  attempt 
to  make  a  league  with  the  pre- 
seat  set,  the  set  would  only  be 
(hereby  rendered  the  more  odi- 
ous,   and    the    Law    Advisers 
would  participate  in  the  odium. 
I  should  not  be 'at  all  surprised, 
if  those  who  wrote  the  answers 
to   the  people  of  Nottingham 
and    Preston^   winch   answers 
had     well     nigh     ruined    the 
Queen :  I  should  not  be  at  all 
surprised  if  they   were  to  at- 
tempt, by  obtaining  a  compro- 
mise   wHfa     her    Majesty,    to 
get    themselves     into    power 
with  the  present  people,  hav- 
mg  made   the  discovery,    that 
Castlereagh,  Canning,  Liverpool 
and    the  Chancellor,  are  very 
good  sort  of  men,  as  they  have 
already  discovered.    I  am  told, 
that  Powell,  Demont,  Majocchi, 
Cnchi,  and  Rastelli  are  not  tn- 
dictablefor  perjury,    I  should 
not  be  at  all  surprised  at  this ; 
but  I  am  very  certain  that,  by 
such  an  accession  of  colleagues 
the  overthrow  of  the   present 
set   would    only   be   rendered 
more  ^eedy  and  more  signal. 
I  have  so  bad  an  opinion  of  law- 
yers as4)oUtician8  that  I  should 
scarcely  be   sorry   to  see  the 
thing  take  place;  for,  after  that, 
6veA  fools,  stark  fools,  could 


never  again  place  confidence  in 
men  of  this  description. 

However,  while  we  keep  o^r 
eye  upon  these  Law  Advisers  we 
may  rest  perfectly  tranquil  as  to 
the  result  of  their  efforts.  What 
they  want  is,  to  keep  up  the  sys- 
tem in  all  it's  parts,  funding, 
taxing,  gagging,  spying,  hang- 
ing and  quartering.  They  vroM 
no  more  voluntarily  give  their 
consent  to  a  Reform  of  the  Par- 
liament, to  any  Reform  of  the 
Parliament,   than    they   would 
give  their  consent  to  pleading 
without  a  fee ;  or  than  Mr.  Den- 
man  would  givb  his  consent  to 
the  putting  of  a  stop  to  tfiat 
everlasting  cause  ;4hat  perenhtal 
spring  of  briefs,  the  wonderoos 
case   of  Sir  Francis    Burdeit ; 
which  always  comes  on  at  a  time 
when  the  Court  is  so  extremdf 
bus^  as  to  be  compelled  (o  post- 
pone it  at  the  end  ofasiwhours 
hearing,    and  with  regard  to 
which  case  the  complaisance  of 
the  Attorney  General  is  soeh  as 
passelh^all  undersUnding. 

Again,  I  say,  we,  my  feieads, 
need  entertain  no  apprehensions 
for  the  rasu^^  They  ^May  in- 
trigue and  cajole  add  Wf%gle 
as  long  as  they  plea^e.^-rTbey 
never  can  aceomplish  any  iMag, 
that  shall  hal«  any  domliefi, 
without  some  malferial  change 
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in  this  inlolerable  system.  Lord 
€frey>  wbo  Ad  more,  te  hit  one 
^ipeee^^  to  mto  the  Queen  thui 
i|ll  ber  Lawyers  and  all  her  wit- 
nesses put  together,  fled  at  once 
from  this  scene  of  useless  in- 
triune.  He  saw  clearly  what 
(POwer  he  had  ;  byt  he  also  saw 
ih^i  that  power,  great  as  it  was, 
was  .not  sufficient  to  enable  him 
to  encounter  this  hydra  of  diffi- 
culties, without  such  a  change 
in  the  systen^  as  he  probably 
^w  no  h^pe,  of  bringing  others 
to  agree  to.  This  is  a  large  and 
most  interesting  subject.  The 
question  is  simply  this :  whether 
Uie  present  system  shall  be 
iftken  i9  pieces  quietly;  or 
whether  it  shall  be  knocked  to 
pieces  in  the  midst  of  confusion. 
I  must  confess  that  the  patience, 
the  Uidustry,  the  talent,  the  ex- 
pjarienee,  and  even  the  courage, 
nepessary  to  accomplish  the  for- 
mer, are  such  as  to  make  a  man, 
almost  any  man,  turn  from  the 
task  and  resign  himself  up  and 
take  his  chance  in  the  storm. 
Nevertheless,  1  am  of  opinion, 
that  the  thing  might  be  accom- 
plished, and  that,  too,  without 
the  smallest  risk  to  any  of  the 
Lliwfu}.  estabUshments  of  the 
qountry.  I  have  long  ago,  oy^r 
and  over  again,  stated  my  opi- 
nions as  to  the  measures   that

ought  to  be  adopted  for  this 
purpose;  bnt,in  my  nextM^gfK- 
l^r,  1  will  offiar  sttcfa'  addit|oiill 
reasons  as  recent  events  and 
present  circumstances  suggest. 
If  we  can  have  a  change  of  the 
Ministry,  founded  on  t  changie  Of 
system,  it  will  be  ourduiy^to 
petition  his  Majesty  for  sipcbia 
change ;  but  to  get  one  set  of 
bawling  lawyers  instead  of  ano- 
ther set  of  bawfing '  lawyers ; 
one  set  of  slock-brokers  instskd. 
of  another  set  of  stook-brokevs,; 
one  set  of  place  and  pension- 
hunters  instead  of  another  set  of 
place  and  pension-hunters:  to 
endeavour  t6  obtain  sueh'  a 
change  as  this,  woidd  not  oniy 
take  from  the  people  of  Eng- 
land all  the  reputation  that  they 
have  noVv  gained,  but  would 
mari£  them  out  for  a  race  of  the 
most  complete  idiots  tJiaf  ew 
drivelled  out  life  upon  the  fa9e 
of  the  earth. 

Why  is  it  that  the  present 
men  retain  their  places  f6r  a 
single  day  ?  Why  is  it  that  ^ley 
retain  their  places  so*  tranquilly., 
while  sheeps'  heads  and  bol- 
locks' entrails  are  hurled  at  their 
supporters?  It  \i  because  no- 
body sees  akiy  hope  df  bistter 
things,  froqi  any  se^  of  probable 
successors.  This  is  the  cause 
and    Die  only  caube  of  the  si- 
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l^nce  J  of  the  people  as  to  this 
wuiktt^  with  regard  to  which 
tbey  :Woiild  nthefwise  naturally 
'  be  as  active  and  zealous  as  thoy 
have  been  in  the  cause  of  her 
Mi^ty  the  Queen.  If  similar 
<aeal  were  ^splayed  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  Ministers,  does 
any  man  believe  that  they  would 
darp  to  attempt  to  retain  their 
oiBces  ?  Their  security  in  oiftce 
depends  entirely  upon  the  ge- 
neral conviction  that  their  sue* 
cessors  would  be  no  better  than 
themselves;  and  ibis  con vietioii 
it  founded  on  the  fact,  that, 
amongst  those  who  must  na- 
turally be  looked  to  as  their 
Bveeessors,  the  people  have 
Irand  nobody  even  to  talk  of 
a  change  of  ^stem.  Let  suc- 
cessors appear  with  an  offer  to 
.give  us  somethmg  like  justice, 
ftBd  ih^  Ministers  would  soon 
md  that  their  power  was  gone. 
Whether  this  will  happen  or 
not ;.  whether,  with  all  the  ex- 
perience whiQh  they  now  have 
before  tfiero,  any  of  those  per- 
sous    who  may  be  thought  to 


le^ 


aim  at  the  Mi^istry^  wiU,  at 
last,  make  an  appefd.  to  the 
people,  it  more  than  1  can  say-; 
but  I  positively  assert,  that  with- 
out such  an  appeal  all  their  in- 
trigues and  all  their  triciks  will 
prove  to  be  yanity  and  vexatson

In  conclusion  I  will  joat  ob^ 
serve,  that  efforts  are  making  to 
produce  an  opinion  that  the  ton 
of  Mm,  Jlunm  (who  the^  uy 
is  about  to  ret«m)  it  ^Jri^md^ 
the  Queen !  What  may  be  the 
precise  object  of  this  I  cannot 
say.  I  should  not  be  much  lur* 
prised  if  it  were  Mr.  Broqgbaai 
who  is  putting  off  this  sprig 
of  the  old  actress.  The 
Lawyer  may  imagine  that  lie 
can,  somehow  or  other,  edfe 
himself  in  with  this  gentleman 
who  so  candidly  uttei;ed  praise^ 
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on  her  Majesty,  after  having 
assisted  In  keeping* her  name 
out  of  the  Liturgy,  and  while  he 
positively  'asserted  thcU  he  ne^ 
ver  would  consent  t6  lie  fiaeing

However,  be  in  no  apprehen- 
sion from  any  intrigue  of  this 
sort  The  sixth  of  June  last  can 
never  be  recalled.

This  is  the  fourth  (tme,  within 
my  political  life,  that  an  oppor- 
tunity has  been  offered  your 
Xiordstiip  for  totally  destroying 
tbe  power  of  the  Pitt-faction  and 
iij8t6m';  that  accursed  systeni, 
under  which  the  country  has,  at 
lait,  ai^dved  at  a  state  of  misery, 
iBUcb  as  kio  county  on  earth  ever

With 
such  striking  proof  of  the  con- 
trary before  their  eyes,  such 
person$  must  l^e  insincere,  when 
they  ascribe  the  present  security 
of  the  ministers  to  the  power  of 
the  Crown.  Indeed,  they  know 
better:  they  know  the  real 
causes ;  but,  they  try  to  disguise 
tliem  from  themselves,  thinking 
that  they  thereby  disgpuise  them 
firom  others.

wiihoiit  the  makkig  of  Reform 

in   some   shape  6t  other,  any 

Dew  Ministry  would  be  a  tbon- 

satid    timeis   more  odioot  than 

the  present. 

And   here  let  me  beg  your 

lor4Miip  not  to  take  upon  trust 

those  ^ho  represent  the  Reform- 
ers   to  be  a  mere   disaffected 

feuf ;  a  low  and  deluded  crew. 

It    may    very    well    suit    the 

porposes    of    such     men     as 

Lord  Liverpool,  Lord  Sidmouth, 

Lord  Castlereagh  aAd  Mr.  Can- 
ning'  thus  to  represent  them ; 

and,  without  any  extraordinary 

degree  of  penetration,  one  may 

^discover  reasons  for  Mr.  Scar- 
lett, Sir  James  lVtackint<]lsh,  Mr. 

Baring,  Mr.  Ricardo,  Mr.  Pas- 
coe  Orenfell  and  others  who 
are  ranged  on  what  is  called 
the  opposition  side,  represent- 
ing xA  in  the  same  light.  One 
can  easily  discover  very  good 
reasons  for  this;  but  it  would 
now  be  wilftil  blindness  to  affect 
to  believe  such  representations ; 
seeing  that  the  question  relating 
to  her  Majesty  the  Queen,  has 
in  its  progress  so  clearly  demon- 
strated the  contrary. 

The  rtefbrmcrs  have  so  long 
been  called  a  despicable  rabble, 


or,    at   best,   a    deluded  herd, 
that  tome  men  really  seem  to 
have  believed  the  representa- 
tion to  be  true.    His  Majest^\ 
for  instance,  does,  I  dare  say, 
look   upon  them  in  this  light; 
and  the  borough-holders  have, 
from  their  desire  not  to  believe 
the  truth,  entertained  wHh  re<- 
gard  to  them  the  same  opinion. 
It  has  been  imagined  that  the 
nick-name  of  Radical  has  re^ 
presented  nothing  more  than  a 
pitiful    faction,   partly   knaves, 
and  partly  visionary  fools.    To 
be  sure  the  He  direct  was  given' 
io   this  idear  by  the  asseKion  of 
the   absolute  necessity  of  ang- 
roenting  the   military  fbrce  in 
the    amount    of  ten   thousand 
men;   by  the  erection  of  new 
barracks;  by  the  passing  of  the 
dungeon  law  in  1817;  by  the 
issuing  of  Sidmouth's  drculojr ; 
by  the  passing  of  the  Six  AetB  / 
and  by  all  the  prosecutions  and 
sentences  against  persons  de- 
nominated Radicals.    It  was  no 
trifling   matter   to  adopt  mea- 
sures   like    these;    and    their 
adoption     clearly    proved   the 
stupid  folly  of  every  one  that 
could  be  made  to  believe  that 
the  Reformers  were  a  contempt^ 
ible  faction. 

It  ta  very  true,  indeed,  that, 
as  to  outward  appearances,  the 
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cause  of   Reform  was  heartily 
espou^d  by  few  persoos^  com- 
paratively speakiog,  other  than 
those  of  the  labgjti^gp  clafses. 
Bat^  when>  was  it  otherwise? 
When  M'ere  not  those;  who  had 
least  to  lose,   the  foremost  in 
openly  ^spousing:  &  pubUc  cause  ? 
How  strikingly  was  this  exem- 
plified   on  the  arrival  of  ber 
Majesty !     But  of  this  I  .  will 
speak   liereafler.      There  is  a 
reason^  my  lord,  in  the  nature 
of  tilings,   why  the  lahonrii^ 
clssseii    should  stand  foremost 
hfc  every  iuicb  struggle.    There 
is  a  beautiful  passage,  applica- 
ble to  this  subject,  iji  Rousseau's 
Social     Compact^    the,  precise 
Words  of  .which  I  do  not  recol- 
lect, but  I  dare  say  your  lord- 
ship does;  and  they  are  really 
worth  turning  t9  at  this  time. 
He  is  speaking  of  the  degrees 
of  4tependence  tn  society.    He 
shews  that  there  is  no  class  so 
Independent    as    that,    which 
relie*  for  its  well-being  on  the 
sweat  of  it's  brovy  ;  and  even  » 
aa  to  this  class  he  prefers  the 
artizaa   before  the  labourer  in 
the  fields.    His  reasons  are  so 
8oiid>   so  incontrovertible,  and 
sd  true,  that  they  have  always 
been  present  in  my  mind,  when- 


sery«|ioB  of  my  whole  life, 
wdieh  has  afforded/  by  the  bye, 
no  smiall  scope,  for  obdervaTioii 
of  this  kind,  has  fttUy  cdnfimM 
this  doctrine  of.  that  celefaraied 
writer.  It  is  with  the  conn 
mon,  the  labotirisg  artisan  that 
all  great  revolutions  kcve  be^  : 
gun,  and  that  all  gmtt  mM 
salstary  refoms  have  erigioat-  ' 
ed ;  that  is  to  say,  that  the 
overt  aclM  have  originaled,  by 
which  those  reforms  have  been 
finally  accomplished. 

Therefore,   it  is   to  deceive 
one  Vself  to  soppose^  that  a  cavse 
js    bad    or  weak,  merely  be- 
cause it  be  not  <^»en^  espeused^ 
by  the.  great  i^id  the  rich,  and 
even  not  by  the  middlmg  classes 
of    the    community.     Until   a  . 
country  arrives  at  actual  miiitaiy 
desj)otism   these  latter  are  the 
classes  which  finally  decide  alt 
great  questions ;  but  we  are  not 
to.  conclude,   that,  because  we 
do  not  see  these  classes  in  opek 
activity,  they  are  nnconcemed  . 
spectators:  and  much   less  are 
we  to  conclude  that  they  are 
Jt  OS  tile  to  a   cause  openly  es- 
Voused  by  none  but  the  laiboar- 
ing  classes.    The  iarmer  is  ge- 
neraUy    a  tenant ;   the  trades» 
man  has  his  opulent  customers. 


ever  it  haa  been  (irawn  to^nb-  and  he   is  known  to  those  cus- 
jecta  of  this  nature.    The  ob-ltomers..     lie   is  aiso  a  tenant 
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niAeljr'nioe  tioiea  out  of  a  hnn*' 
dred.    Tbe  wfg§M  imiiier  and 
coach*  iM»<er«re  known  to  those 
who  bfve  money  to  hire  wag- 
gons   and  :to  ride  in  coi^bes. 
The    inn-keeper   is  known  to 
those  who  have  money  to.  ride 
in  chaises  and  to  eat  and  sleep 
at  his  hoose.    Every  ale-hpose 
keeper  is  dependent  on  the  ab- 
solute will  of  the  Magistrates 
for  his  licence.    In  our  misera 
ble  state  of  things  there  are  tbe 
ilfscounlt  by  the  Bank  and  by 
Bankers.  While  every  man  who 
has  a  farm  in  bis  possession  ;  or 
who  rents  a  house  of  any  thing 
of  va]ue«  is  in  some  degree  under 
the  beck  of  tlie  tax-gatherer 
Think,   roy    lord,    of  the  de- 
pendence created  by  the  raiung 
and  the  expending  of  fifty  mil 
lions  of  taxes  every  year ;  and 
of  more  than  four  millions  more 
of  taxes  actually  divided  amongst 
the   tax-gatherers   themselves! 
Think  of  the  workings  of  this 
immense  mass  of  influence ;  and 
you  will  find  that  it  is  next  to 
impossible  that  any  man  in  the 
middle  classes  of  society    tan 
think   himself  wholly   safe   in 
openly  espousing  any  cause  to 
which  the  government  is  hostile 
Therefore  it  is  that  the  Re- 
formers have,  to  (nUwffrd  ap' 
ptarance,  consisted  of  fcw^pcr- 


sons    not    of     the    labooring 
classes.      But,    foolish    hntoedf 
are  those  who  suppose  thai  the~ 
middle  dassea  d6  not  wish  for  a 
Reform  of  the  Parliament— 
These  are  millions,  indeed,  who' 
have  been  afraid  to  act  with  Htm 
Radicals;    but    these   mlHtmi 
have  not  acted  against  then. 
Their    fears  have   made   theas 
stand  aloof,  and  content  tbeas- 
selves    with  ioMing   Hi   sno-' 
cess.    They  have  not  acted  a» 
Radteab  ;  but  they  will  not  a<| 
to  turn  out  the  Ministers  /ar 
any    thing  9hart  of  Mefarm! 
They   have  been  made  afUud* 
openly  to  join  «#  ,v  bvi  nothing' 
will  induee  them  openly  to  join' 
any  body  of  men  who  persisi  in 
refusing    us  Reform  altogether. 
Lord  Liverpool  said  (at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  session, 
I  think  it  viras)^  that  there  was  a 
g^eat  mass  of.  disaffection  ex- 
isting in  the  country ;  but  that 
the  middle  classes  were  perfectly 
sound.    Does  he    think    them 
sound  now?    Perhaps  be  may 
have  changed  bis  opinion,  but, 
then,  what  becomes  of  that  se- 
curity which  be  acknowledge 
rested  solely  upon  that  sound-: 
ness? 

It  is  truly  curious,  my  loirf,  to 
Ol^serv^  thp  progress  of  the  <ile- 
teLopcn^ntofpubiicopiakifi  witl| 
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rtgafd  tb  Ihe  cAse  of  her  Miyeftly 
IbeQueeD;  aDdthegraduidacrd 
regtilsr  tncrease  of  tlutt  popular 
cotmleteiicd  and  sopport,  which 
(though  I  never  leave  oat  o( 
sight  the  able  speech  of  your 
lordship)  was  the  roek  of  her 
Mi^y's  salvitioii.  I  witnessed 
her  ilrrival  in  London  in  a  mi- 
seral^le  half  broken  doWn  car- 
riage eoTeced  With  diBt,  fbl- 
lowed .  by  a  post  chaise  and 
a  calttih ;  the  whole  exhibiting 
al)  the  ittarks  of  poverty,  oot- 
cutt  mmry  Jfcnd  wretchedness. 
I  saw  Xk/A  members  of  the  Hoose 
of  GteiBibM  and  the  House  of 
Lordly  who  were  walking  ap 
Pariiaoient^streetandWhitehall, 
as  she  scrambled  along  amidst 
the  iMd  carts  and  dniys,  over 
that  veiy  bed  of  gravel,  which 
had  that  mormng  been  laid  to 
renter  the  Motion  of  hisr  hus- 
band's state  carriage  to  the 
Honse  of  Lords,  soft  iod  easy ; 
I  saw  the  Omms  of  those  noble- 
i  And  gentlemen  at  that  mo- 
1;  andlendeavouredtnvaii^ 
to  read  in  their  fes^irea  inN;vard 
feoKiIgs  snch  as  I  thought  ought 
to  have  exbted  in  their  bosoms. 
I  was  close  behind  her,  too, 
when  she  passed  the  house  in 
St  James's-street,  the  render 
voes  of  those  who  are  eallM  th^ 
op|MMitk>n.    Many  of  tbiem  were 


dissembled  on  the  balcony.  They 
did,  indeed, slowly  take  att  their' 
hats;  but  they  hmg  down  their 
heads  at  the  same  timO)  and 
seemed  ashamed  that  they 
yielded  this  ordinary  mark  of 
respect  at  the  command  of  those 
who  are  denominated  the  rab- 
ble, and  whom  Castl^reagh  has 
called  the  basest  popi^aoe.  At 
Shooter's  Uill  one,  and  only 
one  private  carriage,  and  that 
a  trad^man's,  attended  to  meet 
herAkajesty.  Before  she  reatohed 
London,  there  were  many  post 
chaises  and  hackney  coaches, 
and  a  considerable  body  of 
tradesmen  on  horseback;  but 
the  ftr  greater  pitrt  of  the  car- 
riages consisted  of  carts,  of  one 
description  and  another;  while 
the  persons  assembled  at  varions 
places  to  greet  h^r,  consisted 
almost  entirely  of  labourers  and 
artizans  and  their  wives  and 
children.  This  was  the  descrip- 
tion pf  the  body  that  surrounded 
her  when  she  alighted  in  South 
Audley-^treet ;  and  this  Was  the 
descriptton  of  that  immense 
multitude  that  surrounded  her  in 
Pdftman-street,  while  the  depu- 
tation from  the  House  of  Com- 
mons were  preseniiog  to  her 
a  paper  intendhig:  tb  ^t  h^r 
out  of  ihli  country;  this  was 
the  des<^ripVion  of  that  mnltl-  * 
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tttde,  wh^r  while  the  depvtatimi 
wms  in  Ibe  h^me,  nnuie  the  air 
liBf  with  the  try  %f,  '*  Htm 
them  cut!  tum  tk$m  cmlV' 
This  was  the  desrHJitioii  6f  that 
nsltitudfe,  from  whose  indi^a'^ 
iRMi  the  depntatfaMi  escapecl  by 
lea{)iag'  all  (bar  into  the  saftie 
carrii^,  into  the  dodirs  of  which 
the  spUAe  actmflly  flew  like  th^ 
bttkia  of  an  extensire  battery  all 
directed  to  one  sh^e  point. 

From  tint  infonielit,  whe« 
*'  (}d9tkreagh*9ta»99tp&f)Ulae€^' 
gate  the  "^iseftt  adrioe  that  ei^r 
was  giTen  to  bemAn  being*, 
her  Mft^y  has  been  rimng'  in 
the  love  and  admiralion  of  the 
whole  nation;  and  eveiy  day 
b«i  added  to  the  opiiileDd»  tis 
well  as  to  the  nomber  of  her 
fklenda.  At  the  Inoeemt  of  her 
arrtViof  in  London^  she  had  too 
offfn  and  me^e  Mendi  except 
the  mere  li^arini^  daises,  in 
tkne  tbeiriendafaip  tewfe^rds  her 
went  OS  gainiiig>  epwards,  till, 
at  Usi,  It  bronifht  ei^ry  things 
Qfider  its  power,  except  tisabaBe, 
the  wnit»,  and  thenotoriotely 
wibked. 

thkB  is  the  me  Wslory  ef  the 
pi^gtMs  of  hei^  Ms^eity^s  Cause ; 
afli  ^sm  y(^t  tcMship  dlaeo^f 
no  reiiMm  IM^  formppofeing', 
tMt  th«  eaose  of  PM'Kam^tttaiy 


at  the  ternlinatibri  of  s  stniihu^' 
pfogreis.    Th^  cause  of  her  Ma- 
jeity  was  of  a  'natare  to  pfodaoe  - 
t  mere  tnstadaftaiieius  effect  than 
the  canse  of  Rltfbrm*    It    ap^ 
pealed  more  inAnediately  to  the 
heart;  aad,  %faet#aiof  ihinite* 
importance,  every  trtmsim  atad 
espedaily   every  Inaiiied   wo- 
man,   clearly    onderstobd   the 
merits  of  the  case,  while  every 
reaUy  vrrtnom  wotea»  made  the 
caose  her  own.     These  were 
great   advintag^,    vviiseh   her. 
Majesty's  oautoe  possessed  tiver 
that  of  Roform ;  bet,  stiff,  the 
ptagress  tt  the  tWo  b^e  a'gifeat  ' 
simiE&rity  beiwden  them;   and- 
thai-man  most  be  bUdd  ifeideM^ 
who  does  not  pereeive  ihbt  the  ^ 
latter  has  derii^d^ery-gpfc^ai 
lisststanoe  from  thb  icfmnr; 

The  causes  of  this  ate  evi* 
dent  enoegh.    Thet^  was,  in* 
the  first  plude,  a  striking  simileri*  ^ 
ty  in  many   reibpeets  between  ' 
the  nmde  of  persecution  in  the  > 
two  cis^ft,    besides    the    very 
powerful  circumstance  thai  the 
pefsecntors    were    the     sfeUie 
ideAtidii  perseils.     It  wlis  im- 
possible to  hear  of  the  Mttan 
Cottimisston;  it  was  iiAt>4esiMe 
to  faeM*  of  thii  worhe  of  eodhe, 
Pow^>  Browne, Bah>ti'  dHhnp-  : 
tedti  and  the  rest  of  that  trft>e, ' 
i^hetrt  fooking  bad^  to^  Oli^6r>.i 
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Oastles  aixi  Bdwank.  It  was 
impossible  to  hear  of  Italian 
witnesses  cbmingi  wilfaoat  shad 
deringp  at  the  thought  of  the  ex^ 
blbitions  in  Derb^rsbire  and 
mor&  recently  in  London.  ItwaA 
impossible  to  hear  of  Green  Bags 
and  Secret  Committees  with- 
out sending  the  memory  back 
to  1817  to  re-risit  the  dungeons 
of  numerous  men,  shut  up  in 
prison  upon  the  warrant  of  a 
Secretary  of  State,  without 
being  confronted  with  their  ac- 
cusers and  without  •vei'  being 
brottglit  to  trial  from  the  irst'to 
the  last  The  Bill  of  P^ins  and 
Penalties,  slanderous,  odious 
and  detestable  as  it  was,  and 
OTident  as  were  its  ii.tentiovis, 
could  not  tail  to  carry  our  re- 
collection back  to  the  time 
when  the  dungeon  bill  was 
passed,  while  evidence  was 
tendered,  and  refused  to  be  re-' 
ceived,  in  proof  of  the  falsehood 
of  the  facts  upon  which  it  was 
professed  that  that  Bill 
founded. 

All  these  ctrcomstances  of 
similarity  tedded  to  identify  the 
cause  of  her  Majesty  with  the 
cause  of  Reform;  and,  now  the 
icIentiScation seems  tobe sought 
to  be  estaUisfaed  by  our  eneiuiei^ 
themselves,  by  their  pertiMcioos 
hosltllty  to  the  whole  tipdy  of 


the  people.  They  have  now 
actually  eompdtod  hmidreds  of 
tboutonds  of  those,  who  mm 
either  neutral,  or  Vrho  are  in  a 
state  of  hostility  with  regard  to 
us,  to  join  themselves  to  us,  as 
the  only  means  of  oblaintog 
protection.  Thousands  upon 
thousands  of  men,  who  weie 
altogether  bosfSe  to  Itefbrm; 
hsive  now  heed  so  ill«treRted,  s# 
persecuted,  and  are  now  itii^er 
such  a  state  of  persecutkm  on 
liecount  of  their  adtivity  in  the 
cause  of  her  Majesty,  that  lliey 
are  driven  to  seek  for  «  Reform, 
as  the  only  means  of  delhrering 
them  from  tlie  bands  of  Iheir 


But^  that  whidi  has  toost  con- 
tributed  to  the  strengthening  of 
our  cause  upon  this  octesioo,-isV 
that  there' has  bten,  dwnngtiiis 
struggle  for  h<^r  Shgesty,  gra- 
dually smking  into  the  |wft- 
lie  mind  a  convicthSm,  that 
there  is  something  radieaUf 
wrong  in  the  cbtiductiki|^  of  the 
goveftHBOnt  In  all  oases  wb^to 
gi^at  evils  arite,  and  command 
a  great  portion  of  public  it- 
tentibo  and  interest,  the  pe<^ 
are  set  (o  tbe  work  of  reJlooHott. 
They  dd  not  conlcvit  themselves 
^ith  a  mere  conteniplation  of 
Uie  evil  They  enquire  into  its 
ocfUfCKiT  aiidvinlli«M<l;t|)#X^KI^ 
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U  hade  to  those  eauses.  Tlie 
ftapple  aaw,  ind#ed»  that  Gooke> 
PosveU  and  Browne  were  sent 
•coitwhy  the  Miatttecs,  They 
aaw  that  it  was  the  Mlnitters 
who  brought  in  the  Oreen 
Bbiga.  They  were  ang^y  with 
iba  Miiiialeri;  and  they  wished 
thm  Iftikiitera  to  be  paaifhed; 
or,  at  least,  to.  be  alepped  (rom 
proceeding  against  the  Queeo. 
tt«t  4iow  were  the  people  to 
«*ep  the  Hiaistert  f  When  they 
came  to  relect  they  fiMind  that 
tiiay  had  no  power  to  step 
tlw  Miaisiers.  They  then  K>ok- 
.ed  about  them  for  the  way  to 
'fo  to  work  to  eheek  the  Mini- 
:sters  in  a  proceeding,  which  itti 
TQnecn  as  well  as  tbemaelTes 
'Ineg^aided  as  the  most  uojnst,  in 
Mititig',  emel  and  eowardty  that 
•«ver  was  l^eaidoC  in  the  world 
Jhit,  inthns  looking  aboat  them 
4ef  assistanee  against  the  Mini- 
-aleaB^they  eould  Had  none.  In 
41^tr  haste  they  first  looked  to 
Om  Parliament.  But,  they 
ibuad  the  House  of  ix>rds  pro- 
sapators,  judges  and  jarors  in 
the  oasew  They  then  tvrned 
alM>rt  roand  to  the  other  .house, 
containing  the  "  r^eiejUatweM 
''of  the  peoples"  but,  alas! 
'  ihey  there  found  that  the  Mini- 
:stiKs  had  •»  aiormo«e  wufforiiff 
.^Hknroide! 


There  needed  nothinl:  ferther ! 
The  mind  of  the  people ;  the 
mind  of  those  who  were  not 
ReforoMrs  before,  rushed  to  the 
proper  conelusion  at  once.  And 
thus,  while  the  cause  of  Reform 
has  scarcely  been  mentioned, 
during  the  last  four  months,  it 
has  gained  more  proselytes  than 
it  ever  gained  before  m  tea  years ; 
and,  at  thismomeat,  if  the  middle 
classes  of  the  people  were  pott- 
ed, there  would  be  found  a  hun- 
dred to  one  in  tMroar  of  a  Par- 
liamentary Reform. 

The  mind,  when  it  tidces  a 
torn,  travels  at  a  great  rate. 
Every  one  can  now  see  thai  if 
there  had  been  a  Reformed  Par- 
liament, the  Queen  never  would 
have  been  persecuted  or  oppres* 
sed ;  and  every  one  can  now  see 
that  all  the  miseries  of  the  na- 
tion would  have  been  prevent- 
ed by  ^eh  Reform.  When  the 
passions  are  deeply  ^igafed, 
when  strong  feeling  ensts, 
when  men  are  looking  about 
tbem  for  the  cause  of  what  gives 
them  offonok,  their  eyes  and 
eurs  are  open  to  stalemealB  le* 
lating  to  that  aaose. 
are  the  iMimber  and 
manly  great  is  the  inteeeat  of 
the  foots,  which  have  been 
broDlght  to  light  by  tUi  ^aas- 
action.      The     people     hate 
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eiHirM  ai  IhMe  fiMU,  9fKt  tiey 
h^v^  nil  tontW  to  Xbe  wnne

.sham,  lor  men  to  pretend  to 
^Usapprove  of  the  conduct  of 
these  BTmisters  when  the  very 
means  they  make  use  of  to  get 
their  own  seals  in  parliament, 
ese  the  cause,  and  the  only  cause 
•fihe  Ifinisters  pursuing  that 
eon^Luct  There  may  be  men ; 
there  may  be  such  devils  in 
human  shape,  as  to  delight  in 
persecution  and  cruelty,  ibr  the 
mere  pleasure  of  executing  them. 
It  is  baiely  possible,  too,  that 
tbeee  may  be  men  so  deptaved 
as  to  take  pleasure  in  being  de- 
ieated;  while  the  cause  of  the 
.delesiatkin  produces  them  no 
iifber  advantage  whatever. 
Thpsigb  this  be  next  to  impos*- 
siUe;  though  it  be  against  re»» 
son  and  experience ;  though  it 
be  in  defiance  of  a  love  of  self 


preservation,  which  is  the  Int 
law  of  nature ;  we  must  not  only 
believe  the  thing  possible,  but 
we  must  recognise  the  botoriety 
of  the  fkct,  before  we  can 
believe  that  the  present  Mi- 
nisters have  pursued  that  con- 
duct  which  we  detest  in  them, 
from  mere  efcotee ;  from  a  asers 
love  of  being  detested  No  such 
a  thing.  They  have  a  certain 
system  of  government  to  carry 
on.  They  would,  if  they  could, 
carry  it  on  without  being  hated ; 
but,  they  must  carry  it  on  or 
quit  their  places;  and  those 
places  they  do  not  like  to  ^ait. 

The  condosion,  therefore,  is, 
that  a  uhange  of  men  merely 
can  be  of  no  use  whatever ;  and 
that,  as  to  make  any  other 
change,  of  any  benefit  lo  the  na- 
tion, without  a  Relbrm  of  the 
Parliament,  is  utterly  impossi- 
ble, so  it  would  be  foOy  for  any 
one  to  petition  for  a  dismissal  of 
the  Ministess,  unless  upon  the 
express  condition  of  obtaiaiiig 
such  reform. 

This,  therefore,  is  the  great 
obstacle  to  a  change  of  the  16- 
nistry,  which  obstacle  wHl  m  all 
probability  exist,  until  theseamn 
have  brought  the  nation  hto  a 
state,tittle  calculated  fordiscms- 
ing  this  or  any  other  anl^ect 
Ait  to  the  sort  of  Reform  that  is 
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wanted,  I  do  not  know  that  I  am 
justified  in  wasting  an  inch  of 
my  paper  in  describing-  it.  Our 
wishes  have  long  been  before 
the  nation  and  before  the  Par- 
liament. The  state  of  the  re- 
presentation is  upon  the  records 
of  the  House  of  Commons  with 
your  nam^  attached  to  it;  and 
the  alterations  which  we  now 
want  are  upon  the  records  of 
the  same  House^  in  a  petition 
amongst  the  many  signatures 
to  which  mine  is  one,  that  peti- 
tion being  presented  in  Febru- 
ary, 1817.  We,  as  well  as  our 
aihersaries, understand  the  mat- 
ter well.  But,  there  is  one  point, 
ono  on  which,  though  it  has  been 
ofiendwelt  on,  I  will  hero  say  a 
few  words. 

The  nick  name  of  Radical 
has  been  invented  and  used  for 
ihe  base  purpose  of  exciting  a 
prejudice  against  all  Reform, 
at  the  same  time  that  it  is  in- 
,  tended  to  convey  an  idea  that 
.  the  Radicals  want  something 
more  than  a  Reform  of  the 
Commons  House  of  Parliament. 
Those  who  have  Wen  guilty  of 
this  miserable  attempt  at  mis- 
representation, know  very  well, 
^ that,  what  we.  contend  for  is,  a 
House  of  Commons  annually  cho- 
sen^and  in  the  choosingof  which, 
a  vote  might  be  given  by  every 


man  liable  to  beaf  arms  in  de- 
fence of  the  country,  including 
those  who  are  actually  soldiers 
and  sailors.  This  is  what  wo. 
have  prayed  for.  Thu  is  what 
many  of  us  have  been  ruined » 
many  of  us  imprisoned  and  many 
of  us  killed  for  seeking.  This 
is  what  we  say  we  have  a  right 
to.  We  have  produced  authori- 
ties and  arguments  to  prove  our 
right,  as  well  as  to  prove  the 
expediency  and  safety  of  the 
thing  itself;  and  we  have  been 
answered  by  abuse,  by  reproach^ 
by  calumnies,  by  the  dungeon 
and  by  stripes.  No  answer  of 
any  other  kind  have  we  receiv- 
ed ;  except  by  some  stupid  at-  ' 
tempts  at  ridicule,  by  saucy 
felbws  fatted  and  decked  out 
by  the  fruit  of  our  labour,  and 
by  the  impudent  observation 
that  we  ask  too  much,  and 
shall  therefore  have  nothing. 
Those  who  make  this  observa- 
tion do,  however,  i}retend 
sometimes,  that  they  are  for  a 
moderate  reform.  But  these 
gentlemen  take  care  never  to 
tell  us  what  they  mean.  "And 
they  take  stiH  more  effectual 
care  never  to  propose  to  exer- 
cise.even  this  moderation.  The 
people  have  never  said  that 
they  would  refuse  any  thing. 
Let  these  moderate  Reformers 
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then  make  us  a  distinct  propo- 
sition.   I,  for  my  part,  should 
be  for  a  change  of  the  Ministry, 
if   the    new    Ministers    would 
pledge  themselves  to  a  reform 
in  almost  any  shape ;  and  espe- 
cially if  they  would  break  up 
fifty  rotten  boroughs,  and  give 
the  representatives  amongst  fif- 
teen, twenty,  or  thirty  of  the 
great  northern' towns  and  vil- 
lages ;   but  I  cannot  insult  my 
own  understanding  by  calling  it 
m  Reform  in  Parliament  to  dis- 
franchise one  villainously  rot- 
ten borough  in  seven  years,  and 
by   calling    those    Reformers, 
who,  while    so  many  worthy 
public  spirited  men  are  pining 
in  dungeons  for  their  laudable  en- 
deavours to  put  an  end  to  bribe- 
ry and  corruption,   can  find  not 
one  single  prisoner,  whose  prison 
doors  they  will  exert  themselves 
to  open,  except  Sir  Menassah 
Lopez,   who  was  justly  suffer- 
ing the  punishment  due  to  bri- 
bery and  corruption  the  most 
notorious   and    most  flagrant  1 
In  answer  to  this.  Lord  John 
JRussell  may  say :  ^'  Well,  then! 
"  let  Castlereagh  and  Sidmouth 
"  and  Canning  still  continue  to 
"  rule    you !"     With  all   my 
heart.  Lord  John !    I  would  ra- 
ther they  than  you:  unless  you 
will  first  pledge    yourself   to 


change  that  system  by  which 
they  rule.  And  besides,  Lord 
John,  it  is  yourself  you  spite, 
and  not  us.  Our  lot  they  can- 
not make  worse  than  it  is: 
yours  they  not  only  may,  but 
certainly  will.  Rescued  all  to- 
gether we  may  be;  bat  they 
cannot  continue  to  grind  us, 
without  reducing  you  to  very 
dust.  The  people  they  can  ne- 
ver wholly  destroy  ;  but  there 
are  thos^  whom  their  measures 
may  finally  totally  annihilate. 

It  appears  to  me,  my  lord, 
that,  independent  of  the  caase 
of  the  Queen,  there  are  ample 
materials  in  play  to  produce 
a  Reform  of  the  Parli.^nient 
The  distresses  of  the  nation  will 
of  themselves  produce  this  Re- 
form.  Whether  they  will  pro- 
duce it  without  convulsion  is 
more  than  I  can  say.  I  think  it 
likely  that  the  Reform  will  take 
place  in  the  midst  of  confusion, 
if  it  be  now  put  off  for  any 
length  of  time.  This  fatal  ca- 
tastrophe might  be  prevented 
at  this  time ;.  but  if  this  occasion 
be  suffered  to  pass,  no  other 
will'  probably  be  offered.  At 
any  rate>  it  is  very  certain  that 
the  people  will  not  stir  for  a 
change  of  the  Ministry  without 
a  distinct  pledge  upon  this  sub- 
ject.   Let  that  pledge  be  gmn, 
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and  the  Ministers  will  not  be  in  l  €pDR^8s,    too  taucb   to  be  ex- 


power  many  days  from  the  time 
of  g'iving  it: 

To  expect   that  the  people 
will  effect  the  chang'e  of  Mi- 
nistry first,  in  expectation  of 
receiving  Xhe' fledge  afterwards  y 
is  out  of  the  question.     If  there 
be  an  intention  to  perform,  to 
give  the  pledge  costs  nothing. 
But,  the  obstacle  is,  that  there 
is  no  ground  for  any  man's  giv- 
ing the  pledge.    He  who  gives 
it  must,  I  am  afraid,  expect  to 
be  disavowed  by  those  borough- 
holders  who  belong  to  his  own 
party;  and  I  frankly  acknow- 
ledge, that  I  believe,  that,  be- 
fore  your  Lordship  gave  such 
a  pledge  you   musi  make  up 
your  mind  to  be  deserted  and 
disowned    by    every  borough- 
holder  in  the  kingdom.    I  ac- 
'  knowledge  that  this  is  too  much 
for  us  to  expect  your  Lordship 
to  encounter.    The  people,  the 
people  alone,  would  carry  you 
through ;    would  beat  you  tri- 
umphant   through    every    dif- 
ficulty to  the  salvation  of  the 
country.     They  would  enable 
you  to   compel    the   borough- 
holders  to  yield ;    but,  as  this 
most  cost  you  the  loss  of  all 
friendship  and  connexion  with 


pected.  All  would  be  easy ; 
hideous  as  are  the  perils  of  the 
country,  every  thing  would  be 
speedily  put  to  rights,  all  dan- 
gers would  be  quickly  removed; 
but,  as  the  borough-mongefft 
have  been  the  great  cause  of 
these  perils,  so  1  am  afraid,  they 
will  be  the  cause  of  preventing 
their  removal.  On  their  own 
heads  be  the  consequences.  The 
labouring  classes  of  people  in 
particular  cannot  experience 
much  addition  to  their  suffer- 
ings. The  opulent  and  the 
great  now  begin  to  taste  of  the 
danger ;  and  if  destruction  come 
upon  them,  let  them  acknow- 
ledge that  it  is  the  work  of  their 
own  hands. 

As  to  any  intrigues  that  may 
be  citrried  on  for  getting  the 
Queen  out  of  the  country  ;  and 
for  patching  up  a  Ministry  upon 
that  or  any  such  basis,  they  are 
too  contemptible  to  be  worthy 
of  notice.  The  difficulties  of 
the  government  are  so  great, 
and  are  increasing  so  fast  upon 
its  hands,  that,  as  an  object  of 
ambition,  a  man  must  be  little 
short  of  mad  t6  aim  at  the  Mi- 
nistry. As  to  the  emoluments 
of  office,  or  the  patronage  of 
those  amongst  whom  you  have  office,  they  could  be  but  of  very 
lived  all  yotur  life^  it  is^  1  freely  I  short  duration.    So  that  there 
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appears  to  bo  no  rational  object 
offered  in  tbe  post  of  Minister  to 
any  man  who  takes  a  jnst  view 
of  our  present  situation.    The 
commission  of  First  Lord  of  the 
Treasury    would    scarcely    be 
worth  the  cost  of  tbe  parch- 
ment and  the  wax;  but  it  is 
very  well  worth  while  for  the 
borough-holders  to  consider  the 
wide  difference  that  there  may 
be,   in  the  consequences,   be- 
tween a  voluntary  and  a  com- 
pulsory surrender.    There  is  yet 
time  for  the  former;  but  time 
flies  swiftly;  and,  tfiey  should 
recollect  that  yesterday  never 
returns.    It  is  yet  in  their  power 
to  conciliate  the  people ;  but  a 
time  may  come  when  it  will  be 
too  late  for  conciliation;   and 
when  transactions,  which  mi^'ht 
DOW  be  buried  for  ever  in  obli- 
vion, may  be  revived  and  made 
the  ground  of  proceedings  that 
would    otherwise   never    have 
been  thought  of.    Howev^,  it 
is  really  their  affair  much  more 
than  the  affair  of  the  people, 
who  will  have  a  Reform,  at  no 
distant  day,  let  the  borough- 
liolden  do  whatever  they  may. 
The  Borough  of  Southwark 
■  has,  I  perceived,  |9e(th'onec{  the 
King  to  dismiss  his  Ministers ; 
and  the  petition  is  worded  in  a 
way,  which  is  worthy  of  parU- 1 


cularnotice.    The  petition  does, 
indeed,  express  an  opinion,  that 
a  Reform  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons ought  to  take  place  ;  bat, 
it  has  this  saving,  or,  rathcr« 
damning,  observation,  subjoin- 
ed:  "  That,  sooner   or  later, 
"  such  Reform  is  inevitable,  bat 
"  whether  such  Reform  be  tm- 
"  mediately  effected,  or  not,  it 
"  is  indispensable,  to  the  wel- 
"  fare,  the  security  and  the  ho- 
"  nour  c*  the  country,  that  tbe 
"  government  should  no  longer 
"  remain  in  the  hands   of  the 
"  present  Ministers."  This  is  the 
view,  which  Sir  Robert  Wilson 
takes  of  the  matter.     This  is,  I 
suppose,  the  view  of  it  taken  at 
Brookes's.    But,  Sir  Robert  is 
a  very  keen  man ;  that  is  to  say, 
he  is  keen  upon  the  scent.    Sir 
Robert  is  active  as  well  as  am- 
bitious.   He  is  not  a  lazy  fellow, 
who  lies  snorting  out  his  com- 
mands to  others,  and  who  thinks 
all  the  world  made  to  admi- 
nister to   his   pomposity.     Sir 
Robert  is  willing  to  bestir,  hint' 
self,  and  I  like  him  for  that  He 
does  not  want  to  cut  across,  and 
thus,  without  toil,  come  in  at 
the  death,  and  participate  un-  . 
worthily  in  the  spoil.    Bat,  tbe 
worst  of  it  is,  that  Sir  Robert,  in 
his    keenness,    over-runs    his 
game.    A  little  less  ha^e  would 
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'  have  enabled  Sir  Robert  to  per- 
ceive, that  the  converse  of  this 
passage  of  the  Borough  Peti- 
iioB  would  have  been  nMich 
nearer  the  truth:  that  is  to  say : 
^  Whether  the  Minbters  retain

Hbnrt  Hunt, 
Esq  ^— Mr.  Chit^  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  Court  to  a  com 
plaint  of  this  gentleman,  as  to 
the  mode  of  his  treatment  in  the 
gael  of  Ileheftter>  where  he  now 
feiMifiieeirtned  «nder  the  sen 
tence  of  the  Court  The  aflMa- 
Tit  on  wMch  the  application  was 
founded.  Was  coudied  in  these 
terns  >-^ 

''Henry  Hunt,  of  Middleion 
Cottage,  hi  the  County  of 
Hants,  but  now  a  prisoner  m  his 
Ma^mltf9  gaol  of  Dchester,  in 
the  County  of  Somerset, 
makefh  oath  and  saith,  that  on 
the  lAtfi  of  Nbj  last,  be  was 
senteneed,  by  this  Honourable 
Court,  to  be  imprisoned  in  U- 
chester  gi^ol,  for  two  years  and 
six  monuis,  when  upon  this  de< 
ponenl  inquMng  of  Mr.  Jvstioe 
Bayley,  what  was  to  be  the  na- 
ture of  his  imprisonment,  and 
whether  it  Was  to  be  solitary, 
the  Leacped  Judge,  in  veply,  in 
timaled»  that  the  Court  made  no 
such  order,  neither  had  the 
Court  any  intention  of  indicting 
mij  further  punfehment  than 
t^Mtofaafe  custody;  and  the 
LMrned    Judge    emphatically 


added,  if  the  deponent  should 
have  any  reason  to  complain  of 
his  treatment^  that  ^an  appfic^ 
tion  to  the  Court  would  be  ^at**  ' 
tended  to.  This  deponoit  fur- 
ther saith,  that  on  his  arrival  at 
the  gaol,  on  the  17th  day  of  May; 
at  ten  o'clock  at  night,  be  was 
placed  by  the  gaoler  in  a  ooV^ 
damp  ward,  or  cell,  with  two 
prisoners  habited  in  the  jail 
drese,  where  there  were  three 
straw  bags  placed  upon  thrae 
gaol  trucks,  one  of  which  was 
pointed  out  by  the  ^^er  as  the 
place  of  rest  for  thu  deponenti 
That  for  the  first  fortnight  this 
deponent  was  allowed  neither 
ilre-irons  nor  fender;  that  fbr 
seren  weeks  he  was  confined

L  the  health  of  this  depoaeati 
the  effect  of  which  hestill  feeia. 
That  during  this  time  his  friends 
were  excluded,  except  at  three 
separate  hours  of  the  day,  and 
not  allowed  to  see  lusa  at  aU 
after  lour  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon. That  in  con^uence  of 
this  prohibition,  this  depooeai 
suffered  great  peauuaiy  losses, 
his  affairs  being  left  in  a  very 
deranged  state,  this  deponent 
npt  Whig  expected  Uatany 
•entenee^of  impriseiuBeiit  sreabl 
have  been  passed  «p#Q  hiM« 
That  on  the  6th  of  July  a  body 
of  Magistrates  attended  whii 
is  called  the  Oaol  Sessions,  hM 
ib  the  prison,  and  they  made  an 
order,  after  consultii^  the  koqier 
of  the  gaol,  that  the  friends  of 
this  deponent  should  be  admit- 

ited  to  see  him  in  his  ward  ffem 
nine  oMockin  the  mondng  till 
sunset,  with  which  order  tbii 
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deponent  expressed  himself  per- 
fectly satisfied.     This    refi^ula- 
tion  continued  to  be  put  inTorce 
to  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  this 
deponent,   the  yisiting*  Magis- 
trates, Aaron  Mbody^Esq.and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Colston;  as  well  as  the 
keeper  of  the  g^ol  and  all  his 
officers,  till  the  14th  of  August, 
when,  as  this  deponent  is  in** 
fcrrmed,  and  verily  believes,  upon 
the  suggestion  of  Francis  Drake, 
Esq.  of  Wells,  who  is  a  Magis- 
trate of  the  county)  and  one  of 
the  Grand  Jury  at  the  Assizes^ 
an  order  was  made  (without 
any  reason  being  assigned,  and 
without  there  being  any  suffi- 
cient cause)  to  exclude  all  fe- 
male Visitors  from  the  ward  of

Was  never  even  permitted  to  see 
them  to  take  leave  of  them; 
Ihat  since  that  time  this  depo- 
ieftti  has  been  treated  in  the 
most  cruel  manner,  and  amongst 
^ther  things  he  has  been  fre- 


quently locked  up  for  hours  to- 
gether in  hjs  dungeon  in  soli- 
tar^    confinement   in    the  day 
time.    In  consequence  of  this 
treatment,  this   deponent   has  . 
not  only  suffered  ^reat  mental 
torture  and  bodily  inju|y,  butW>^ 
lias  sustained  great  pepuni^y 
losses,  by.  being  thus  deprived 
of  ail  communication  in.pmrscii^' 
with  his  family,  who  have  the 
sole  care  and  management  pf 
the. little  remidning  part  of  bis 
property  th|tt,  he  has  saved  ilrom 
the  ravages  and  wreck<>of  fais  - 
fortujQe,  occasioned  by  the  per- 
secutions he  has  endured ;  thaa 
inflicting  .on    this  depooeot  4i 
punishment  much  more  xuinoqs 
than  any  fine  the  Court  oonlfi . 
have  imposed.   .This  depofient 
fiirther  saith,.that  his.  vmrd,  who 
is  solely.  dependAAt  upon  iiim 
for  protection  and  support,  be- 
came at  this  time,  by  the  daaUi 
of  her  gr^dmotber,  entit^d  to 
certain  estates    in, Ireland,  ^f 
the  yearly  value  of  SOCtf*  and 
upwards,  which  was  bequeath-  . 
ed   her    by    the    will   of  ber 
grandfjEkther,  and  she.  having-  re- 
ceived a  letter  ftom  her  late  se- 
lation's  agent,  siting  Uiat  tfie 
said  estates   were  seized  and 
usurped  by  a  person  in.  no  wi^  . 
entitled  to  them,  she.  came  to  Ilr 
chester  with  her  deeds  and  par 
pers,  and  the  Mrills  of  her  late 
mother  and  gi;andfather,  in.  or- 
der ig  consiSt  and  advise  with 
this  deponent  how  to  proceed 
so  as  to  counteract  such  illeeii 
proceedings ;  yet,  although  uis 
deponent  informed  the  iaid  .vi«' 
siting  Magistrates. of  this  feet, 
she  was  not  permitted  to  have 
access  to  him ;  in  consequence  . 
I  of  which  cruel  treatment,  this 
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depooeot's  ^u.€d  ht^  already 
suffered,  and  will  ultimately  suf- 
fer ^at  pecuniary  loss,  as  ^he

And  this  deponent  saith,  that 
he  hath  never  violated  mbj  ef 
the  rules  and  regulations  laid 
down  for  him  by  the  said  Ma- 
gistrates^ nor  has  there  ever 
been  any  complaint  made  a- 
gainst  this  deponent,  and  that 
when  this  deponent's  fismily  and 
firiends  visited  him,  they  never 
violated  any  rules  or  regirtatioiis 
of  the  gaol,  but  oondocted 
themselves  with  the  strictest

10,  notwithstanding  which 
statutes,  no  Sheriff  or  Under 
Sheriff  has  ever  been  to  the

bas  been  imprisoned  therein ; 
mud  this  deponent  further  saith^

this  deponent  is  informed,  and 
verily  believes,  that  a  person  by 
tbe  name  of  Edmond  Broderip, 
of  Wells,  an  agent  of  the  above- 
named  Francis  Drake,  Es^.  did 
interfere  and  prejudice  this  de- 
ponent at  the  said  Sessions; 
add  this  deponent  further  saith,

TheCbief  Justice.— The  Court 
does  not  possess  the  power  to 
alteclts  judgment.

MANCHESTER  MAOISTEATES. 


Aftor  some  oomrersaiion,  Mr. 
Cbitty  was  mUowed  to  take  tbe 
•Billowing  rule  to  shew  cause 
''  why  -Henry  Hrnnt,  a  prisoner 
in  Ikhestergaol,  should  not  en- 
joy the  same  privileges  as  other 
^persons  confined  for  misde* 
meanours.'' 

The-  Chtidf  Justice  said,  the 
Court  must  be  satisfied  as  to 
tbe  troth  of  the  affidavit  before 
they  could  make  the  rule  ab- 
solute, and  directed  Mr.  ChiUy 
to  make  the  proper  inquiries. 


I  have  only  to  observe,  that 
this  SoARLBTT  is  ouo  of  the 
Whig-Opposition! 

Mr.  SoARLBTT  spoke  in  ag- 
gravation  of  the   punishment 
The  libel  was,  he  said,  of  a  most 
dangerous  character,  as  it  inier- 
fered  with  the  adminiatrcUion  of 
justice ;  and  e^>ecially  at  Man- 
chester, where  the  population 
were  second  only  in  amount  to 
those  of  the  metropolis,  while 
they  were  90  much  ^eri&r  in 
iv^ormaH&n,  bb  to  become  more 
easily  the  dupes  0/  artful  amd 
tnfiammatoty  wrUers.    In  the 
libel  of  which  the  prisoner  stood 
convictdd,  it  was  slated,  that  the 
Chairman  of  tbe  Sessions  atMan- 
ch^ter  received   601.  a  week, 
while  the  salary  of  that  officer 
was  only  4001.  a  year.    It  was 
observed  too,  in  this  curious  do- 
cument, that  the  judgeft  of  the 
land  were  lookii^  for  an  in- 
crease of  salary,  although  each 
had    already    some   thoasandb 
ayear,  while  an  honest  indiatri- 
ous  weaver  had   oidy  12e.  a 
week.     The  Learned  Gentle- 
man submitted,    thAt   if  smek 
comparisons  were  tooted,  ii 
could  hardly  he  known  whm^e 
they  would  stop.—\s   to   the 
Magistrates  of  Manchester,  on 
whose   part  he  appeand,  be 
wished  it  to  be  understood*  that 
they  were  actuated  soMy  by 
a  sense  of  the  duty  whwh  they 
owed  to  their  character,  as  we^ 
•s  to  the  cause  of  public  justice, 
and  iy  iw  feeling  wheOever  of 
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per^aruU  re$erUm€nt,  With  re- 
spect to  the  aikgations  in  Mr. 
Chapman's  affidavit,  he  should 
only  say,  that  he  did  not  find 
that  any  such  allegations  were 
mi^e,  as  they  might  have  been, 
when  the  criminal  information 
was  granteid  by  that  Court  But 
as  to  the  object  of  that  of  the 
other  affidavits,  the  Court  would 
no  doubt  feel,  that  a  publican 
tion  was  not  to  be  allowed  to 
send  forth  libels  with  impunity, 
naerely  because  that  publication 
was  edited  by  any  pewtecer  or 
shoeblack. 

Mr.  Chapbian  here  addressed 
the  Court  with  great  feeling,  and 
energy.  If  it  were  not,  he  said, 
that  he  did  his  duty  at  Man- 
chester, as  became  a  free  Eng- 
lishman, a  fair  tradesman,  and  a 
parishioner,  as  he  should  always 
endeavour  to  do,  the  Magistrates 
of  that  town,  whose  (£acacter 
he  need  not  describe,  would, 
be  was  persuaded,  have  never 
instituted  the  present  prosecu- 
tion against  him.  But  if  the 
imprisonment  which  the  Court 
Boigbt  inflict  should  not  pat  an 
end  to  his  life,  Ae  AouU  notjtail 
to  struggle  for  revenge  against 
those  perseaUors  wIm  kad  com- 
menced this  prosecution  ag€dnst 
him,  because  he  would  not  siA- 
scribe'to  Aeir  insolent  domini^ 


on,  who  had  purs%^  him  with 
unrelenting  virulence  for  years, 
as  he  could  prove  by  the  affida- 
vits of  some  ef  the  most  respect- 
able inhabitants  of  Manchester. 
Through  those  persecutors,  he

Those  perseoutors  had 
already  done  bim  quite  enough 
of  iiyury  to  satisfy  the  most  vin- 
dictive spirit  Through  the 
order  of  the  Manchester  J(U- 
gistrates  alone,  he  had  reason  to 
believe,  he  w«s  so  grossly  iUr 
treated  in  Lancaster  gaol ;  bat 
he  could  have  shown  much  moae 
of  ill-treatment  in  his  affidavits, 
if  he  had  not  been  called  upon 
to  curtail  tbose  affidavits  accoid- 
ing  to  the  rule  of  that  Court 

He  was  sentenced  to  two 
months  imprisonment  in  Cold 
Bath  Fields  Prison.

I  have  a  peculiar  satisfaetion 
in  receiving  ibis  impressive, 
loyal,  BBd  affectionate  address 
firom  the  members  of  the  trade 
of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  of  the 
cities  of  London  and  Westmin- 
ster, the  borough  of  South- 
wark,  and  their  vicinities. 

My  accumulated  safiTerings 
have  been  principally  occasion- 
en  by  the  perfidy  of  that  faction 
which  has  so  long  exercised  the 
fiinctioDS  of  government,  with 
no  other  effect  than  that  of  add- 
ing to  the  sum  of  the  public 
bmrthens,  and  deducting  from 
the  stock  of  national  liberty.

The  corruption  of  the  present 
system  is  of  this  khid.  It  vrill 
not  suffer  integrity  within  its 
confines.  If  it  does  enter  it 
must  soon  depart,  or  it  lan- 
guishes and  dies. 

All  human  institutions  have 
a  natural  tendency  to  degene- 
rate from  their  first  purpose,  to 
be  perverted  in  their  agency  or 
corrupted  inr  their  principles. 
Hence  the  necessity  of  p<feTpe- 
tual  vigilance,  and  of  timely  re- 
form. The  word  rejbrm  has 
nothing  alarming  in  itselt  In 
itself  it  only  means  to  remove 
from  a  bad  state  to  a  better ;  to 
get  rid  of  what  is  morbid  and 
gangrened;  and  to  introddto 
what  is  vigorous  and  salutary. 
All  timely  reforms  are  safe,  be- 
cause they  have  not  to  contend 
with  inveterate  abuses,  or  long- 
established  interests.

It  is  the  almost  infinite  divi- 
sion of  labour  that  renders  all  the 
products  of  human  in^nuity  so 
excellent  in  their  kind,  so  ex- 
quisite in  their  ornaments,  and 
so  admirable  in  their  greneral 
execution.  The  subdivision  of 
labour,  united  for  the  produc- 
tioo  of  some  common  obfect,  as 
that  upon  a  watch,  or  atiy  other 
piece  of  ingenious  mechanism, 
perfects  the  operatioBs  of  art 
while  it  multiplies  its  products. 

The  same  subdivision  of  la- 
bour wbidi  so  grei(tly  improves 
any  one  particular  art  or  manu- 
facture, tends,  when  practised 
on  a  larger  scale,  and  in  all  the 
different  operations  of  intellect- 
ual contrivance  of  manufacturing 
industry  or  mechanical  skill,  to 
perfect  the  whole  social  scheme. 

The  detached  parts  of  society, 
like  the  detached  parts  of  tmy 
particular  manufacture,  can  do 
little  by  themselves  in  a  state  of 
isolated  existence.  It  is  their 
union  that  constitutes  their 
strength;  and  without  which, 
no  great  efi^t  can  be  produced. 
The  concentrated  interest  of  so- 


ciety, which  may  be  called  the 
public  welfore,  is  eomp<md  of' 
many  detached  interests:  If  these 
interests  are  kept  in  a  state  of 
dissention  or  disunion,  or  if,  ow- 
ing to  a  corrupt,  vitiating,  tlhd 
vitiated    government,    one   or' 
two  of  these  detached  inters  > 
este  are  supported  at  the  expense 
of  all  the  rest,  the  general  pros- 
perity must  be  impeded  in  pro- 
portion, and   the  whole  body 
politic  will  be  in  disorder. 

This  is  the  present  state  of  so- 
ciety in  this  country.  Some  par- 
ticular interests  are  supported  at 
the  expense  of  all  the  rest. 
Hence  the  general  interest  is 
sacrificed  to  particular,  or  the 
public  good  to  private  emolu- 
ments. To  what  is  this  owing  ? 
---To  the  government  of  a  fac- 
tion. The  government  of  a  foe- 
tion  always  implies  the  benefit 
of  the  few,  but  the  detriment  of 
the  many.

I  am  much  obliged  to  the 
Journeymen  Bakers  of  London 
Qnd  its  vicinity,  for  this  loyal^ 
and  affectionate  address. 

The  present  moral  and  politi- 
cal aspect  of  the  public  mind  is  ' 
highly  gratifying  not  only,  to 
every  lover  of  his  country  but  of 
his  species.  An  individual  in-, 
stance  of  injustice  and  oppres- 
sion has  produced  in  all  classes 
of  the  community  the  most  de^ 
termined  resolution  to  protect 
the  injured  and  persecuted  in- 
dividual. The  sentiment  of 
justice  and  humanity  was  never 
so  strongly  manifested.  While 
power,  inits  most  gigabtic  form, 
and  its  most  terrible  aspect,  is 
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tbreal^ng  my  ieearily,  I  {lave 
feU  not  the  smallest  alarm. 
With  tbe  siq>port  of  conscioiis

It  has,  at 
the  sai^e  time,  generalized  a 
tone .  of  liberty  among  the  mid 
die. and  the  sabordinate  ranks  of 
tb€{  coiQmunity,,  . 
.  The  pi^s^t  excitement  in 
the  public;  mind,  to  which  no 
former  pefiod  can  furnish  any 
thing  Uke  a  parallel,  is  a  com- 
plesc  .feeling  aritm^  out  of  the 
hatred  of  oppression  on  one 
sUe,  and  the  tope  of  liberty  on 
the  .otheF«  Aoth'  are  kindred 
sentiments.  One  adds  to  the 
atfength  of  the  other.  .The  one 
will  not  eodore  tyranny:  and 
the  <ilhar  tends  to  establtsh-that 
political  freedoini  wltboet  which 
them  is  nothing  elevating  in 
the  sentiments  or' cheering  in 
tbe  Boisial  state  .of  man.  /

sire.  1  like  ei^en  an  (u^'ourti- 
m$rU  of  it ;  and  the  degree  of 
Ihis  ny  liking  is  in  direct  pro- 
portion to  its  lei^h.  Saturdays 
And  Sundays  are  my  most  com* 
IbrtaUe  days,  during  *  session 
of  parliament;  and  I  look  for 
Baster  and  Whitsuntide  as  I  used 
to  look  for  the  fair-days  of  the 
town  in  which  I  was  bom«  A 
new  knife  was  not  more  charm- 
ing to  me  then,  than  a  day  of 
silence  at  St.  Stephen's  is  now. 
This  taste  has  increased  with 
.py  age  and  experience.  I  al- 
ways feel  gratitude  to  the  King 
when  he  releases  ''my  Lords 
and  Gentlemen''  from  their  la- 
bours; and  the  less  the  cere- 
mony ho  uses  in  doing  it,  the 
greater  is  my  gratitude.  On 
my  passage  home,  last  Novem- 
ber,  I  had  fondly  indulged  the 
hope  of  having  to  enjoy  two 
whole  manth9 ;  but,  alas !  I 
learned,  even  before  I  landed, 
that  parliament  was  to  meet 
the  very  next  day  but  one! 
'^  Heave  anchor,  aj^d  let  us  go 
^  back,"  was  upon  the  tip  of  my 
tongue !  God  bless  his  Majesty, 
I  say,  for  proroguing  this  par- 
liament; and,  if  he  have,  on 
the  subject,'   any' petition  from 


roe,  .it  will  be,  that  he  wttl  be 
graciously  pleased  never  to  call 
it  together  again. 

What  good,  1  again  ask, 
would  be  accomplished  by  re- 
assembling this  parliament! 
What  good  of  any  kind ;  and 
especially  what  good  as  to  the 
objects  Vhich  your  lordship  hu 
in  view! 

In  the  first  place,  I  really  do 
not  see  what  the  parliament  hss 
to  do  with  this  matter ;  or,  at 
least,  what  it  has  to  do  with 
the  matter  until  regular  appli- 
cation be  made  to  it  by  message 
firom  the  Qiieen,  or,  which  is 
much  better,  by  petition  fron 
the  people.  The  parliament,  in 
settling  the  Civil  List  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session,  made 
provision  for  the  Queen,  just  at 
much  as,  and,  indeed,  more  than 
a  man  makes  provision  for  his 
son's  wife,  when  he  settles  an 
income  upon  his  son.  It  was 
not  a  bachelor  King,  or  a  wi- 
dower King,^  that  the  nation 
was  providing  for.  It  did  not 
contemplate  the  maintenance  of 
a  Court,  the  Drawing  Rooms  of 
which  should  be  held  by  a  man. 
The  nation  knew  that  it  had 
a  Queen  as  well  as  a  King;  and, 
in  its  munificence ;  in  its  boood* 
less  munificence,  it  made  pro- 
vision for  both  in  the  settlemeA 
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of  tbe  Civil  List.    The  Grant  ii 


has  notbiDo^  to  do  with  the^ ; 


enonnooa,  if  we  take  4nto  con- 
•ideration  the  present  low  price 
Of  prcrvisions  and  labour ;  per- 
fectly enormous  ;  and,  therefore, 
who   was  to  imagine  that  her 
pMteni  Majesty  was*  not,  in  the 
smme .  manner  as  her  kite  Mv 
*  jetty,  to  have  her  maintenance 
y  ont  of  that  Civil  List.    Upon  the 
late  Qaeen,  indeed,  the  parlia* 
ment  settled,  af  once,  certain 
manors  for  her  life;    made  a 
provision  for  her  in  case  of  her 
husband's^  death  taking    place 
befbre    her's,    and    did    every 
thing,  in  short,  indicative  of  the 
nation'^  generosity.    To  make 
comparisons  might  be  thought 
odiOttB;  but  I  am  very  certain 
that  her  late  Majesty  was  not, 
by  the  people  of  this  nation, 
h^ldin  greater  estimation  than 
her  present  Majesty  ;  and  I  wetl 
know   that  she  was  not  more 
worthy  of  every  mark  of  our 
respect  and  affection. 

To  make  these  additional  and 
Tolnntary  settlements  upon  her 
Majesty,  may  require,  and,  in- 
deed, do  require,  the  interven- 
tion of  parliament ;  but,  as  to 
the  plachotg  of  her  Majesty  in 
a  palace;  as  to  the  providing 
tbe  pecuniary  means  for  the 
maintenance  of  her  state  and 
dignity;  surely  the  parliament 


at  least,  until  prayed  id  inter- 
fere by  the  people  in  the  way  of 
Petition,  or  till  regularly  called 
upon  by  her  Majesty  after  fruif* 
less  applications  to  her  husband.* 
It  never  can   be  that  this  op- 
pressed and  ruined  people  v^ilf 
approve   of  a  separate    main- 
tenance ;    of  separate  place  of 
residence  ;  of  these  things  sup- 
plied   from   any    other    source' 
than  that  of  the  Civil  List;  whkJi 
has  been  granted  to  the  IRng, 
in  quantities  so  abundant, '  for 
the  use  of  her  Majesty,  as  well 
as  for  the  use  of  himself.  There 
are  palaces  in  abundance ;  amf 
are  these  to  be  occupied  by  ju- 
nior branches  of  the  Royal  Fa- 
mily, while  her  Majesty  is  placed 
in  hired  lodgings,  at  a  new  and 
heavy  expence  to  the  nation  f 
But,  there  are  several  palaces 
wholly  unoccupied.    Why   are 
these  to  stand  empty,  while  the 
nation   is   called  upon   to  fur- 
nish a  place  of  abode  for  theit 
Queen  ? 

Supposing,  however,  that  the 
intervention  of  Parliament  were 
necessary  with  regard  to  her 
Majesty's  affair9,  where  is  the 
likelihood  .that  the  present  Par- 
liament, re-assembled,  undeHhe 
present  circumstances  and  under 
the  present  Ministers^  would  do 
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ftny  tiling  towards  t^  aocom 
plUhmeiit  of  tbe^obti^ts,  which 
yoar  lordahip  profeasev  io  have 
in  view  ?  You  well  know  thM, 
ia  ihk  same  Parliament;  tbe  Mi« 
nisters  have  foond  aBii^ofity  in 
taoh  Hoase^  disposed  to  refuse 
to  do  that  which  yoo  profess  to^ 
have  a  desire  to  see  done.  Can 
justice  he  done  to  the  Queen  in 
your  lordship's  view  of  the  mat^ 
ter,  without  pladbgher;  Royal 
name, in  the  Liturgy,  a^d  was* 
there  npl  in  the  House  to  whichf 
j^^r  lor^&biplifeloogfsa  n^iority 
q^i^qre  thaathnyetoone  against 
%{M:ppositiQa.  for  adopting  that 
f^easure  ?  A  ueasureji  the  adop- 
tion of  which  is  absolutely  ne- 
cesfsary  to  the  last  .great  and 
pn^ise-worthy  object  of  your 
|oi)dship,  namely,  that  of  re- 
%iotin(:. tranquillity  ta  the  c<ym* 
^4  It  is  true  that  n^any  other 
ti^asures  are  necessary  to  the 
t^oration  of  public  tranquilkty  \ 
hut  this  is  one  measure;  and 
have  net  the  present  Ministers 
declared,  in  terms  the  most  ex«

TIms  is  the  light,  my  lord,  in 
wMeh  I  view  the  question  of  the 
I^tv^Y  ^d  this  made  me, 
()DQim.thehegiaaiBg,  declare,  that 
every  pointy  sunk  into  insignifi* 
eance  when  compared  with  that 
of  th6  Liturgy.  The  people, 
who  never  fail  to  |iee  in  ks.trve 
light,  every  matter  which  is 
ftkly  laid  before  them,  have  not 
Ailed  to  give,  upon  the  present 
occasbn,  proof  of  th^jr  usqal 
diaoemment  They  perceive 
bow  vi(ally  important  the  ques- 
tion of  the  Liturgy,  is  to  her  Ma- 
jesty. Even  their  very  habits 
have  been  their  teaohers  here. 
They  have  been  accustomed, 
from  the  moment  they  could  use 
their  tongues,  to  sound  the 
name  of  the  Queen  in  the  per- 
fbrmance  of  the  most  solemn  of 
their  duties.  It  is  not  easy  to 
account  to  them  for  this  sudden 
cbange  in  this  respect.  They 
tasow  nothipg,  or  at  least  they 


ought  nev^  to  have  known  any  . 
thing,  of  that  which  has  been 
at  work  to  eA^ct  this  change. 
The  I^ng  has  astounded  them. 
From  their  wonder  they  have: 
been  awakened  to  reAecti<m  and 
inquiry.  These  have  led  toconr . 
elusions  in  their  minds,  by  no 
means  favourable  to  the  stabi- 
lity of  the  thffone  and  its  asso- 
ciate estaUishmeiits.  'in  many 
places  the  consequence  has  aU 
reedy  been  a .  partial  desertion 
of  the  .  chittches;    anfl   where 
these  consequences  may  end,  it 
is  not  yet  given  to  any  of  us  to 
know^ 

The  main  object  vrith  Degard 
to  the  Queen  4»eiDg,  then,  to 
place  her  Majesty's  name  in  the 
Liturgy  viritbout  loss  of  time,  i 
come  back  to  my  question : 
How  could  the"  re-assembling 
of  this  Parliament  possibly  tend 
to  the  accomplishment  of  this 
ohject?  Yonr  Lordship  can* 
not  imagine  that  the  imme 
House  of  CkHnmons,  who  voted 
three  to  one  against  the  placing 
of  her  Ifi^ty's  name  in  the 
Liturgy,  and  that,  too,  when 
they  had  de<dar6d  that  no  in- 
quiry into  her  conduct  oaght  te 
take  place,  would  now  vote  for 
placing  her  name  in  theUtnigy, 
when  the  other  House;ofB»rlia- 
ment  has,  by  a  deddod  t^ifor

ritj,  dedared  that  the  charge 
agaiiMit  ber'were  well  founded. 
It  is  true  that  the  Bin  did  not 
poM  there;  and  that  the  Queen 
oa|*ht  to  be  regarded  as  com- 
pletely acquitted  of  the  charges. 
The  MiniBters  did,  in  fact,  aban* 
don  the  KU.  They  were  afraid, 
after  all,  to  strilve  the  Mow. 
Like  noisy  and  heetoHn^  shy^ 
oocte  they  proceeded  to  the  mo- 
ment of  the  onset,  and  tbengtive 
np.  lliey  ptdled  ofT  the  coat ; 
they  pulled  off  the  waistcoat, 
tfaey  even  proceeded  to  the 
Aird  stage,  and  stripped  into 
buff;  bnt,  though  numerously 
baelced,  atfd  surrounded  with 
bot€le-4iolders,  they  did  not  dare 
to  step  into  the  ring.  They 
coolly  put  on  again  the  shirt, 
the  waiiteoiiet  and  the  coat ;  got 
off  the  ground  as  fast  as  they 
eodd ;  but  still  th^  retain  their 
friends  and  supporters.  How, 
then,  can  your  Lordship  ima- 
gine, that  this  present  Parlia- 
mcut,  if  re^asserabled,  would 
^o  justice  to  her  Majesty,  and 
w^d  take  elRcient  steps  lor 
that  other  great  and  laudable 
object  tbat  you  have  in  view, 
namely,  the  tranquillizing  of  the 
coittlryf 

In  order'  to  see  what  chance 
there  is  of  their  adopting  tran- 
quiUisiBg  weasures,  let  us  look 


at  their  declaration,  at  the  open- ' 
ing  of  the  Session.    The  King 
had'  been    advised,   by    these- 
same  Ministers,  to  make  com« 
plaints  to  them  relative  to  the 
conduct  of  a  certain  part  of  his 
subjects ;  and  to  state  to  them ' 
his  determination  to  employ  the^ 
means  that  a  iormer  Parliament 
had  put  into  his  hands  in  order 
to  crash  or  chastise  the  disaf- 
fected.   This  met  with  the  un- 
qualified  echo   of  the   ParHa-* 
ment.      No^  conciliation    was" 
talked  off;  no  relaxation  of  the 
system  of  sway  was  proposed  ;• 
the  fxx  terrible  acts  remained  in 
full  force  as   they  do  to  this 
hour ;  .aikl  this  Parliament  stands 
before  us  with  an  act  of  Parlia- 
ment in  force,  which  authornces 
any  justice  of  the  peace  to  take 
up  and  to  bind  over,  not  only  to 
answer  the  charge,  but  to  keep 
the  peace  and  be  of  good  beha- 
viour in  the   meanwhile,   any 
man  that  such  justice  may  deem 
to  be  guilty  of  having  written, 
printed,  or  published,  or  of  hav-' 
ing  uttered  any  thing^hich  that 
justice  may  deem  to  tend  to  bring 
into  contempt  either  House  of 
Parliament !     This    Parliament 
also  sees  in  existence  another 
act  empowering  any  judge  to 
banish  for  life,  any  man  that 
may  a  second  thne  be  guilty  of 
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d0ifif  any  thiogy  as  writer, 
priater,  or  publidier,  tending  to 
briny  either  House  of  Parlia- 
meoi  into  contempt  i 

No^  only  did  thia  present  Pan- 
liament  see  these  acts^  in  exist- 
ence; but.  net  one  sipgle  man 
of  either  House  was  found,  dur- 
ing a  SeasioQ  of  nearly  six 
months^  to  u^  so  nMich  as  one 
word' tending  to  remove  these 
onpasalieled  restraints  upon 
thoae     weU*known     libevties^ 


which  have  so  long  been  the  this  Parliament  ? 


greatest  and  only  true  gloi^  of 
the  country. 

What,  theni  again  and  again, 
I  ask  ^  whati  then,  wouM  be 
the  use  of  re-assepnblingrat  this 
time,  (bis  Parliament?  What 
hope  is  there  that  such  re-as- 
s^^liqg  would  t^nd  to  your 
lordship's  obje^  of  ^anqwMtP- 
i^  tho  fsofintry.

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at  all>  it  most  not  only  be  car- 
ried on  by  tiie  present  means^ 
but  by  the  present  men  and 
Xhm  blood  relations.  Nobody 
else  ifii  the  world  can  nnder- 
stand  its  details ;  and  they  un- 
derstand them  inaiinetivdf. 

It  was    ctbserved    by    some 
speaker  at  the  late  Sonthwark 
Meettag^,  ^at*  nobody    could 
deny  that   there    was  a  great 
deal  of  difference  between  such 
n»n  as  Lord  Erskine  and  Lord 
Offty,  and  soch  men    as   Lord 
Ehfam  and  Lord  Liverpool.  No- 
body does  deny    it.     Nobody 
wishes  to  deny  it.    And  nobody 
need  deny  it,  in  order  to  make 
pat  the  position  that  a  change 
of  men    would  be  of  no  use 
without    a  change    of  system. 
For^ .  thoi^h   the   two   former 
Lords  ha^e  most  nobly  acted  in 
the    case    of  the    Queen,  and 
though  they  both  opposed  that 
Bill    which   has'  provided    the 
sentence  of  banishment  for  us ' 
though  they  both  opposed  the 
banishment,  the  introduction  of 
winch,  instead  of  transportaUon^ 
Lord  Eldon  said  had  spoiled  the 
BiU !  though  they  both  most  man- 
fblly  and  most  ably  reprobated 
the  new  doctripe,  sent  forth  in 
S^dmonth's  Circular,   which  of 
tself  put  an  end  to  all  real  li- 
berty of  the  press ;    though,  in 


short,  the  two  former  have  so 
many  claims  to  our  confidence 
and  to  our  gfatitude    for    the 
greater  part  of  their   conduct 
during  these  last  four  terrible 
years ;  still,  I  say,  that,  without 
a  change  of   the    system,  and 
particularly  without  a  change  of 
the  Representation  in  the  Com- 
mons' House,  an  adminia^ation 
virith  these  two  Lords  at  its  head 
could  take  not  one  measure  cal- 
culated to  restore  the  country  to 
tranquillity.    Nay;  1   distinctly 
say,  that  1  should  be  sorry  to  9ce 
them  come  into  power  wiUiout 
such  change;   and  in  this,  my 
Lord,  I  am  fully  warranted  by 
the  conduct  of  Lord  Grey  him- 
self, who,  in  voting  for  the  di- 
vorce clause  in  the  Bill  iigainst 
the  Queen,  frankly  and  honestly 
acknowledged,  that  he  was  ao» 
tuated  by  the  desire  to  maketiM 
xJtkm^toohadioheeindured,  This 
was  not  only  good  policy,  but 
good  morality ;  just  as  mudi  as 
it  would  be  good  morality  for  f 
father  to  mix  jalap  in  the  wine  of 
his  son  in  order  to  disgust  him 
with  the  odious  habit  of  drunk- 


enness. 

To  what  conclusion,  then,  my 
Lord,  do  we  come,  at  last.  To 
the  old  concluaon,  ihat  no  good 
to  the  country  can  come  from 
any  source  without  a  Reform  of 
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the  CommonB'  Houde  of  Parlia* 
Blent,  to  wbich,  as  aloDg  the 
branches  to  the  tnink,  and  down 
the  trunk  to  the  root,  we  trace 
all  the  fruil,  the  ruin,  the  misery 
the  immorality  that  have  fallen 
upon  a  country,  once  so  happy 
and  so  free. 

Base  are  the  men,  who,  by 
their  sorry,  jests,  or  their  vile 
abuse,  would  turjn  us  aside  from 
this  inquiry.  "What,"  they 
exclaim,  "  would  Reform  give 
"  you  sunshine  in  November,  or 
"  make  the  grass  grow  in  Janu- 
"  ary."  No,  you  fool-rogues ; 
and  we  do  not  ask  you  for  sun- 
shine in  November  in  England  ; 
nor  would  we,  if  we  could,  have 
the  grass,  grow  in  January.  But 
if  you  ask  us  whether  Reform 
would  speedily  reduce  the  list  of 
paupers  to  a  mere  nothing;  if 
you  ask  us  whether.  Reform 
woidd  put  a  stop  to  the  wide 
spreading  rutn:  of  industrious 
farmers  and  tradesmen  ;  if  you 
ask  us  whether  it  would  send  to 
labour,  to  4>eg  or  to  starve^ 
myriads  of  wretches  who  live 
by  jobbing  in  the  stocks  in  a 
constant  and  dani^  defiance  o^ 
the  laws;  if  jrou ask  u^  whether 
it  would  render  a  standii^  army 
m  time  of  peace  useless ;  whe. 
thar  it  wonld  send  men  of  ex- 
perience, talent  and  honour  to 


represent  our  Sovereign  at  Fo- 
reign Courts ;  whether  it  wduid 
give  a,  new  spur  to  industry,  en- 
courage real  talent  and  genius, 
award  to  the  labourer  the  en- 
joyment of  the  sweat  of  his 
brow;  if  you  ask  us,  you  fool- 
rogues,  whether  a  Reform 
would  do  these  things,  we  say 
YES,  and  an  infinite'  number  of 
other  things,  the  want  of  which 
is  felt  by  every  creature  in  this 
kingdom  who  does  not  live  upon 
the  wages  of  corruption. 

Base  are  the.  vermin  who,  by 
a  sorry  mockery  of  seriousness 
in  asking  us  what  we  anticipate 
from  Reform,  would  persuade  us 
that  we  should  get  nothing  by 
the  change.  If  the  Rich  Rijf- 
fians  of  Coventry  had  not,  by 
the  assistance  of  a  brutal  imd 
bloody  banditti,  kept  me  from 
shev^ing  myself  within  thname 
walk  vrith  your  Lordship,  and 
filled  up  the  seats  of  that  in-^ 
suited  City  by  such  men  as  ElKce 
and  M6ore,  your  Lordship  sho«ld 
have  heard,  long  aga,  and. id  a 
very  <fistuict  and  formal  manoelr^ 
k  detail  of  (he  mea^urbs  necei- 
sary  to  liiakethis  country  onoe 
more  worthy  of  the '  name  of 
England.  Asit  ia^  I  perAmnmy 
duty  towards  my  country  to  the 
best  of  my^  judgment,  and  nvilfa , 
my  limited  means,  always  happy 
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ib  the  .i^fleelioii,  tfmt,  let  epne 
whmt  will  come,  do  mitchi^f  can 
iiappento^therKiDgov  peoplei 
ithati  liave  not  endeavoured  lo 
ftefont. 

Of  this,  my  lovd,  be  assured, 
Jlhat^tb  whatever  pertinacity 
you  may  ding'  to  the  Borough  of

ST.  PAUL'S. 

.  This  took  place  oa  Wednes- 
day the  ^Oth  of  November.  It 
was  what  the  people  call,  a 
'<  Queen's  Day ;"  that  is  to  say, 
,it  was  a  Ane  day ;  and  really,  if 
.one  were  disposed  to  be  'super- 
stitions, one  might  easily  aseribe 
tO'  sometUag  other  than. mete 
tbe  very  singalar  eir- 
Uiat,  in  this  rainy 


seasott  of  the  year,  scarcely  s 
drop  of  wet  has  fallen  on  the 
days  selected  for  exUbitionsaBd 
processions  relative  to  her  Ma- 
jesty. Upon  this  occasion  it 
is  worth  recording,  that  the  At- 
torney-General began  Us  open- 
ing Speech,  that  most  foul  sad 
viperous  attack-  upon  her  Msjes- 
ty,  which,  however,  I  verfly 
believe  was  imposed  upon  him  by 
his  instructors.  It  is,  I  say, 
worth  reeor^Ungy  that  he  begaa 
this  attack  just  at  tke  moment 
when  a  dreadful  peal  o/*  tftutH

The  people, 
iodeed,  together  with  the  Press, 
have  had  much  to, do  in  , the 
deliverance  of  her  Majestjc;

ever, while  the  Queen  has  often

€Utions;  and,  seeing  and  feeling  {gratitude  towards  the  People 
have  not  been  totally  watiting  |  and  the  Press,  it  was  perfectly 
to  assist  me;    but,    in  looking  right  that  she  should  algo  ratum 


back  to  the  persecutions,  the 
plots,  the  conspiracies,  employ- 
ed against  her  Majesty,  I  do 
really  think  that  if  you  could 
find  any  thing  to  surpass  them, 
you  must  resort  to  the  archives 
of  Hell  itself;  and,  therefore, 
her  deliverance  from  all  these 
<!id,  in  my  sincere  opinion  and 
sober  judgment,  call  for  a  pub- 
Tic  thanksgiving  to  God. 

His  late  Majesty  made  a  pub- 
i\c  procession  to  St.  Paul's  to 
return  thanks  to  God  for  his 
deliverance  from  a  state  of  tem- 
porary derangement  of  mind. 
The  deliverance  was  one  from 
^reat  suffering  and  human  de- 
gradation: but,  was  the  occar 
sion  calculated  to  excite  greater 
gratitude  than  the  deliverance 
of  the  Queen,  against  whom 
ibe   iflfernal    regionr  seem  to 


public  thanksgiving  to  God. 
Her  enemies  say,  that  she  migLt 
have  done  this  in  her  eloAet ; 
and  the  late  King  might  have 
returned  thanks  in  hie  closet. 
The  Queen  had  not  only  a  pre- 
cedent for  what  she  did,  btit  she 
followed  the  c^xample  of  one, 
whom  the  present  Ring,  in  his 
first  speech,  m  King,  declirea 
that  he  will  keep  coDstantly  in 
his  eye  as  an  object  of  inaiutian ; 
so  that  her  Majesty  has,  in  thia 
case,  the  example  of  her  royal 
father-in-law,  stamped  with  the 
recognition  of  her  own  husband 
and  sovereign. 

As  to  a  description  of  the  pto^ 
cession,  ujvon  this  occasion,  to 
do  any  thing  like  bare  justice 
to  it  would  require  ten  timei 
the  space  of  this  whnde  Register. 

A  thousand  or  two  of  horsemen ; 
3  N 
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several  thoi^and  ofmeDoufoot; 
scores  of  flags  of  various  descrip- 
tions; probably  half  a  million 
of  spectators ;  these,  togctlicr 
'with'  evory  possible  demonstra- 
tion of  joy  at  l}ie  event,  of 
attachment  and  love  towards 
'her  Majesty  and  of  devotion 
to  her  cause  and  her  person, 
without  one  single  breach  of 
the  peace,  and  without  even 
the  appearance  of  a  soldier  or 
'man  in  arms  upon  any  spot  of 
the  whble  procession  of  seven 
miles,  from  Hammcrsnuth  lo  St. 
Paul's ;  these  thin^s^  while  they 
ipoke  the  praises  of  the  people, 
'and  clearly  showed  thciV  good- 
nature, "5:00^  temper  and  order- 
ly disposition,  would  have  been 
a  lesson  to  any  body  but  tF»e 
'  present  Ministers  of  England, 
\x\d  would  have  made  any  rulers 
blush  extept  those  who  are  com- 
'Vihing  to  trample  or  rip  out  the 
ehtraih  of  the  people  of  Naples. 
'The  day,  though  fine,  was 
Very  cold,  and,  tliereforo,  her 
Majesty  went  to  the  Cathedral 
with  her  carriage  closed;  but, 
with  that  gracious  condescen- 
sion wjii.ch  miirksher  character ; 
whfch  her  haughty  enemies 
hate  in   her^  find    which   has 

Eeatly  contributed   to    endear 
r  to   th^  nation;    with   thj^t 
condescension^  which  is  at  once 


a  mark  of  goodness  and  of  wis* 
dom.,  and  for  boUi  of  which  her 
Majesty  is  as  far  distinguished 
above  ofher  females  of  rank  ss 
she  is  in  point  of  station ;  with 
that  gracious  condescension, she 
returned  with  her  carriage  left 
quite  open,  so  as  to  be  seen  by 
every  spectator,  even  by  such 
as  were  upon  the  pavement.  It 
gave  nie  lingular  pleasure  to 
see  her  Majesty  accompanied  by 
iMdy  Anji  Hamilton,  to  whom 
the  pleasure  upon  the  occasion 
could  scarcely  have  been  less 
than  that  which  must  have  been 
felt  by  her  Majesty  herself.  This 
Lady  has  been  always  the  true, 
faithful  and  constant  friend  of 
the  Queen.  She  has  adhered 
to  her  literally,  "  through  good 
''  report  and  evil  report.'*  She 
has  set  at  defiance  the  frowns 
of  power,  and  all  the  artifices 
of  fraud.  She  has  scorned  alike 
the  men';'!cs  of  enemies  and  the 
blandishments  of  friends  whea 
either  has  been  employed,  or 
when  both  have  been  exerted 
at  once  to  withdraw, her  from 
her  generous  attachment.  Her 
Majesty's  carriage,  was  followed 
by  some  others,  and  particular^ 
ly  by  that  of  Mr.  Alderman 
Wood,  to  whom,  with  Lady 
Ann,  the  nation  owes  a  great 
debt  of  gratitude  ou  this  ac* 
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count.  Her  Majesty  has  plone 
much,  and  will  da  aiill  inaro  for 
tis;  bat  sbo  could  have  done 
hothitig.  without  sincere  and 
faithful  .frieuds,  and  of  those 
friend^  this  lady  and  gontiemon 
fcertalril};^  claim  the  prc-emi- 
nence^ 

Mr*  Thorpe,  the  Lord  Mayor 
of  London,  has,  upon  this  occa- 
sion, a^  I  dare  say  he  will  upon 
every  occasion,  acted  a  part  wor- 
thy of  the  Chief  Mag^istrate  of 
this  great  city.  He,  together 
wjith  the  Sheriffs  and  the  Li- 
very, showed  every  mark  of  ho- 
nour to  the  Queen;  and  tooli 
efTectual  measures  to  prevent 
the  iotermeddling  of  the  Go- 
vernment at,  Whitehall,  by  send- 
ing of  its  soldiers  into  the  city. 
I  wiU  presently  notice  the  con^ 
duct'  of  a  pari  of  the  Aldermen, 
But  first,  let  me  observe,  that 
the  Lord  Mayor  and  Corpora- 
tion wanted  to  have  the  posses- 
sion'of  the  Cathedral  for  the 
4ay^  in  order  that  they,  might 
have  the  power  of  preventing 
such  a  press  of  the  people  into 


as  it  must  necessarily  have  been 
if  the  floors  had  been  thrown 
open  to  the  jpublic.

building  of  such  immense  space  contrive  to  get  the  Queen  safe

telt;  and  I  am  also  sure  that 
iRb  thmg  would  have  been  ut^ 
terly  impossible  if  it  had  not 
{>een  for  that  universal  good  hu- 
inoixr  and  satisfoction,  which 
was  universal  througphout  the 
metropolis,  and  which  never 
was  eqnialled  upon  any  former 
pdbtic  occasion. 

Yet  even  in  the  City  of  Lon- 
don there  were  not  wanting^ 
Ikien  lo  brood  over  their  discon- 
ienty  and  to  spit  out  their  spite, 
even  on  an  occasion  like  this. 
Ttie  Queen's  Chamberlain,  when 
iier  Majesty  Had  resolved  to  go 
publicly  to  St.  Paul's,  caused  the 
same  to  be  communicated  to  the 
Lord'^Mayor,  who  assembled  a 
Court  of  Aldermen  to  lay  the 
communication  before  them.

The  following  article  is  from 
the  Morning  Chronicle  of  this 
day,  30th  of  November.  It  is 
not;  perhaps,  demi-official ;  but 
it  is  worth  the  reading;  and 
worth  some  attention  from  us 
Reformers.  Wheir  the  reader 
has  gone  through  it,  he  will 
find  a  remark  or  two  of  mine  on

This  case  excited  an  unusual 
degree    of   inte|:est,    and    the 
Court  was  excessively  crowded 
at  a  very  early  hour.    The  de- 
fendapt  appeared  in  Court  to 
conduct  his  own  cause;    and, 
after  a  short  period  passed  in 
trying  a  question  of  no  public 
interest,  this  case  was  called  on. 
Mr.  Chitty  opened  the  plead- 
ings.   This  was  an   action  for 
libel.    The  declaration    stated 
and  was  founded  upon  Qve  se- 
veral libels,  and  it  was  only  ne- 
cessary to  direct  their  attention 
to  the  first  count,  which  charge 
ed  that  the  plaintiff  composed 
and  wrote  a  certain  letter,  re- 
flecting upon  the  character  of 
Mr.  Henry  Hunt,  ^hd  read  at 
the  Westminister  Election  such 
letter,  stating  that  it  was  Mr. 
Cobbett's,  and  that  Mr.  Cobbett 
charged  him  (the  plaintiff)  in 
his  Register,  with  forging  that 
letter.    The  other  counts  reflect 
upon  the  conduct  of  the  plain- 
tiffin  this  transaction.    The  de- 
fendant says  that  he  is  not  lia- 
ble, and  the  damages  are  Udd 
at  two  thousand  pounds. 

Mr.  Brougham. — Gentlemen 
of  the  Jury — ^In  opening  the 
pleadings,  my  learned  friend  hsd 
occasion  to  tell  you  who  it  » 
that  defends  this  action,  and  it 
is  only  necessary  to  hanie  Wl- 
liam  Cobbett,  in  order  to  bring' 
before  yoji  a  person,  who  is,  per- 
haps, the  man  of  all  others  engag- 
ed as  a  writer  in  a  d^ily  or  week- 
ly paper,  whose  attack  upon  the 
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character  of  ad  individnal  is  most 
to  be  dreaded ;  a  mftn  whose 
talents  it  is  hardly  posstbte  to 
over-rate,  except  by  sajing^, 
thatgfreet  as  they  are,  they  aro 
equalled  by  the  steal  \^\i}\  which 
he  has  e ver exercised  t!i  em  ;  find 
that  zeal,  great  as  it  is,  sitill  less 
remarkable  than* the  wantofscru- 
puloasness  with  which  ho  ha^  so 
zealously  exerfcised  those  jjowers. 
But  though  the  name  1^  enough 
to  tell  you  who  defends  this  bc* 
ti  >n,  it  is  necessary  that  I  sboald 
state  to  yoii  who  il  is  that  brf %^& 
it,  and  who  that  indrviduat  is 
against  whom  those  talents  hnve 
been  ttius  zealously^  so  Utib 
scrupulously,  and  so  uurcmil- 
tingly  e)^erted.  He  is  n  j^^entle* 
man  comparatively  little  known 
to  }on,  a  native  of  the  sister 
kingdom,  a  person  of  ^ood  fa- 
mily, filling  the  situation  of  a 
respectable  practitioner  in  the 
law,  and  pow  a  member  of  one 
of  the  Inns  of  Court,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  qualifying  himself  for  a 
higher  station.  After  residinf^ 
for  some  time  with  iiSj  and  tak- 
ing part  in  the  political  circum- 
stances of  the  day,  he  occ*ismn- 
ally  exercised  ,  the  ri^^hi  of  his 
elective  franchise  as  an  c;Iector 
of  Westminster,  zealously,  1  be- 
lieve conscientiously,  I  am  sure 
rightly,  and  never  wrongfully 
with  respect  to  any  individtml 
whatever.  Mr.  Cleary  hecame 
ci)nnected  in  the  band  of  politi- 
cal union  with  Major  Curt  wright, 
an  individual  with  'regard  to 
whose  opinions  on  such  subjects 
no  matter  what  sentiments  were 
entertained,  who  w;is  univer- 
sally admitted  to  be  n  mim  of 
inflexible  integrity,  uiiifnpeuch- 
able  character,  and  midc  via  ting 


inconsistency.     [Mr,  Brou|rham 
was  here  interrrrplcd  by  a  very 
general  laugh,]     I  beg   Major 
Cartwright's  pardon  j,   1   nieai)t 
consistency;  1  hadnotthealight- 
est  intention  ofimpiitin^^  to  him 
what  is  certainly  applicable  to 
others,  who.se   inconisistency  is 
as   remarkable   as   the  Major's 
im  mo  lability.     I   was  sitating  to 
yon,  Gentlemen,  that  Mr.  dea- 
ry bec^imo  devoted  to  the  opi- 
nions of  Major  Carlw right,  and 
after  an  intimacy  of  some  stand- 
ing between  them,  during  which 
he  had  enjoyed  a  large  portion, 
of  that  hoipitality  for  vvliieh  the 
Major  is  di^iingniiihed,  U  hap- 
pened not   unnaliirally  that  Mrl 
Cleory  should  have  been  fornid 
the  foremost  in  the  r^nks  of  his 
supporters.      Accordingly,    we 
find  him  one  of  the  most  active 
of  the  Major's    frlefids  at   the 
Westminister    Election,    While 
in  Ihc'discbarge  of  his  duty  in  a 
public  capacity  arose  the   dis- 
cussion,   out    of    which    these 
puhlieations    proceeded,      A  ri- 
ot hor    fjf    the    candidates    was 
™Jr.  ilimt,  and   it  plciised  Mr. 
llnnt  to  atti^ck  Mr,  CIciiry  in  a 
way,  in  which  he  thonrjht  the 
lar^^est  tatUude  or  discusbioti  at 
contei^ted  elections    con  Id    not 
jiiVlify.     Mr.  Hunt  read  a  pri- 
vate Tetter,  wriUcn   to   him  in 
corifidence  by  Mr.   Cleary,   in- 
tended  for  his  eje  alone,   and 
having'  used   it   in  this  way, — 
Cleary  read  ant>lhor  letter  in  re- 
talitition,  purporting  to  be  a  let- 
ter from  Mr.  Cobbett,  but  which 
Mr.  Cobbett  now  disowns.     U 
will  be  hardly  necessary  ff>r  nio 
to  read  UVis   k-tter,  a:^  it  will  be 
read  liereaftcr.  tnal  I  shall  only 
say  that  il  wits  written  as  far 
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bmck  as  April,  1808.  I  oertainr 
ly  acknowledge  thai  to  roe  at 
least  it  is  difficult  to  discover 
why  Mr.  Hunt  should  coroplaio 
of  Mr.  Cleary's  conduct,  aftei^ 
the  use  which  he  bad  so  unjust- 
ly made  of  a  private  letter  of 
Mr. deary's;  but wh^ Mr. Cob- 
bett  should -^  complain  of  this, 
against  whom  Mr.  Cleary  had 
said  not  ono  word,  but  on  the 
eontrary  spoken  of  him  ^  the 
stay  and  prop  of  their  common 
cause,  in  terms  not  merely  re- 
spectful but  reverential,  that 
Mr.  Cobbetl  should  turu  round 
'with  vehemencet  I  will  not  call 
it  ferocity,  is  not  easily  account-^ 
ed  for,  at  least,  it  would  not  be 
easily  accounted  for  on  any  other 
mode  of  conducting  an  argu- 
ment than  that  which  those  po- 
liticians so  pertinadously  pur- 
sue. The  letter  which  had  been 
thus  read  by  Mr.  Cleary,  un- 
doubtedly represented  Mr.  Hunt 
to  be  -a  vei^  different  person 
from  that  gentleman,  whom  Mr. 
Cobbett  was  then,  at  a  consider- 
able distance  in  point  of  time  I 
admit,  in  the  habit  of  eulogis- 
ing. But,why  should  Mr.  Hunt, 
of  all  mankind,  be  rendered  un- 
manageable by  such  treatment  ? 
Was  this  the  only  instance,  and 
was  he  the  only  man  whom  Mr. 
Cobbett  had  violently  abused^ 
and  as  speedily  afterwards,  la- 
vishly praised  F  It  was  not,  you 
v^ill  recollect.  Gentlemen,  the 
retraction  of  a  single  year,  or  a 
single  month,  or  a  single  day  on 
the  part  of  Mr.  Cobbett,  and  all 
who  are  in  the  habit  of  minis- 
tering to  their  own  pleasure  by 
the  perusal  of  this  Gentleman's 
productions,  for  it  is  most  un- 
questionably a  pleasure  of  a  cer- 


tain kind,  and  see  the  display  of 
great  talents  on  a  subject,  how- 
ever unworthy  ;  1  say  that  all 
such  readers  must  be  aware  of 
the  sudden  changes  that  the' 
opinions  of  this  able  writer  qq- 
dergo  witiv  respect  to  Uie  cha- 
racters of  public  men  and  public 
measures.  Almost  every  Dunir 
ber  of  The  WeM^  Regiater  is 
distinguished  by  this  variation. 

The  Chief  Justice— We  aie 
confined  at  present^  Mr.  Broug- 
ham, to  those  parts  of  the  pub- 
lication which  are  set  forth  as. 
libels  upon  the  plaintifr  in  this 
action. 

Mr.  Cobbett— My  Lord,  I 
wish  that  the  most  extensive 
scope  may  be  allowed  to  the 
Learned  Gentleman. 

Mr.  Brougham — It  is  cer- 
tainly my  wish,  my  Lord,  te 
confine  myself  within  those  li- 
mits which  your  Lordship  justly 
observes  ought  not  to  be  passed 
over.  Well,  then,  GeDtlenen, 
because  Mr.  Cleanr  produced 
this  letter,  which  Mr.  Cobbett 
had  written,  because  he  bsd 
used  it  in  the  manner  which  1 
have  already  described,  Mr. 
Cobbett  proceeds  to  attack  him 
as  what?  As  the  person  who 
forged,  or  caused  to  be  forged, 
the  letter  so  read  by  Mr.  Cleary ; 
and  as  you  know  what  Mr.Cob- 
bett^s  manner  is,  knowing  the 
levity  with  which  things  of  so 
public  a  nature  are  apt  to  be 
read,  and  how  soon  they  are 
forgotten,  tp  dwell  sjnilemati- 
cally  upon  the  same  subject,  and 
never  once  to  let  go  his  grip 
until  he  has  made  his  impres- 
sion; sometimes  varying  the 
form,  and  very  often  using  the 
identical  words,  so   that  firom 
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the  very  repetition  they  acquire 
force;  in  that  his  peculiar  man- 
ner dees  he  heal  in  this  ease  with' 
his  •  anfbrtonate  Tictim-*^ntfl 
every  one  who  reads  Mr.  Cob- 
•  t>ett's /l^^gi^l^  necessarily  mixes 
np  the  name  of  Cleary  and  fbr- 
gery,  until  they  at  lensih  be- 
come associated,  and  the  j^ir- 
pose  of  the  calamny  is  thus  com- 
pletely accomplished.  After 
hatin£^  dw^lt  on  this,  the  most 
pemiciotis  of  all'theae  libels, 
it  wonld  be  uietess  for  me  to  oc- 
ctipy  your  time  in  allnding'  to 
the  others,  which  however  se- 
rioits  or  severe,  are  less  calco- 
lated  to  do  mischief  to  the 
plaintiffs  character.  Bnt  I  may 
teH  yon,  that  I  haVe  not  stiated 
the  worst  part  of  -this  libel,  be- 
cause yon  will  ^find  in  another 
'part  of  it  that  which  alone  was 
wanting^  to  complete  the  ca- 
Inmily :  the  motives  of  the  for 
gery  are  there  assigpned.  After 
talkh^  of  a  petition  which  had 
been  signed  very  gtsnerally  as 
thetefl^ct  of  his  own  exertion. 
Ml*.  Cobbett  proceeds  to  stale 
that  this  forgery  could  have  ori- 

finated  in  no  other  motive  that 
e  could  divine,  than  that  of  a 
reward  from  Sir  Francis  Burdett, 
his  opulent' and  base  employer. 
So  that  this  charge  involves  the 
basest  and  the  worst  motive  by 
which  the  vilest  man  on  earth 
could  have  been  influenced. 
And  now  1  ask  yon,  Gentlemen, 
if  ever  a  worse  libel  was  pub- 
lished than  thait  which  I  have 
how  described  to  you? — I 
shall  not  occupy  your  time  in 
dwelling  upon  the^  peculiar 
shade  of  criminality  by  which'  it 
is  marked,  and,  perhaps,  I 
should  have  better  eonsutted  the 


interests  of  this  ease  bad  I  read 
those  libek  to  yon,  and  simply 
silked  you  what  woold  you  have 
folt  had  you^  been  Iheir  ot^foctv 
and  what  would  vou  hate  given 
that  none  such  bad  ever  been 
writlen  of  you,  and  IheiH^lin^ 
upon  you  ta  try  by  such  a  en- 
terion  the  case  before  you  ?  But 
as  Mr.  €)obbettis  liers  to  defend 
himself,  it  becomes  necessary  lo 
say  a  very fow  words  ifritbrespeet 
to  the  clmrge  itself.  Yoa  will 
observe  the  great  adrantage 
that  defendants  are  placed  nndef 
who- deal  in  general  abase,  in 
vague  and  undefined  censure, 
which  is  incapable  of  jastiAea^ 
tion ;  but  here  is  the  case  of  a 
defendant  charging  an  iiidivi* 
dual-with  uttering  a  forged  letM 
ter,  knowing  it  to  be  forged, 
and  the  evidence  is  within  his 
own  reach  to  substantiate  4hat 
charge.  If  the  letter  is  not  Mr. 
CobbeM's,  he  had  an  opporto* 
nity  of  jnstilVing  upon  the  to* 
cord,  and  thus  defeating  the 
action  &t  once,  by  proving  thai 
it  was  a  forgery,  and  slewing 
that  Mr.  Cleary  bad  ntteted  it, 
knowing  it  to  be  a  forgery. 
What  htk  he  done!  he  baa 
merely  pleaded  the  general 
issue,  thus  admitting  that  the 
letter  is  not  a  forgery,  thoarh 
he  has  hitherto  repeatedly  de« 
nied  that  it  was  his  liaiid»-wfiC* 
iBg,  and  has  asserted  that  it^iraa 
forged  by  Cleary,  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  gaining  a  rewatd  or  a 
bribe  ftrom  his  base  emj^oyer. 
Now,  gentlemen,  to  anticipate 
wbtft  may  be  the  line  of  his  de« 
fence  would  be  quite  impossible. 
All  topics  are  open  to  him ;  but 
I;  tnist  that  you  will  not  listea 
to  him  on  one  tppic,  sbouU  iisr 
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happen  to  dw«H  Qpoa  it.  If  you 
hear  aay  thing  smd  about  bee^ 
dom  of  diseas8ioD>  if  one  woid

cate of  that  freedom  of  dis- 
russion,  of  its  champion  or 
its  liberty^  will  require  Ipss  tiiao 
i  do^  namely,  that  it  shonkl  be 
restrained  by  no  other  fettars 
than  truth.  Gentlemen,  IwiU 
give  to  Mr.  Cobbett,  and  to  all 
who  write  for  the  public,  the 
amplest  means  of  attaddog  all 
opinions,  of  violently  assaulting 
tiK>seestablisbmentsunder  which 
these  opinions  have  been  che- 
rished, they  shall  have  the  ^ise 
o€  every  weapon  they  please 
lor  the  purpose  of  eliciting 
troth  without  stint  or  control. 
1  will  not  quarrel  vrith  the  wea- 
pons they  use  any  more  than  I 
will  with  the  subjects  which 
they  attack;  their  vulgarity 
shall  pass  for  stren^hf  their  ri* 
baldfy  shall  bo  wit,  their  buf- 
fbon^y  playfhlness,  they  shall 
libel  all  men  as  well  as  all 
things,  they  shall  month  after 
ao»th^  or  day  after  day,  black- 
en or  illustrate  those  characters 
they^  please;  there  must  beibet 
one  limit  to  their  langoi  and 
that  is  truth— one  control  to 
Iheb  aberrations,  and  that  b 
tslsehood.  They  must  not  range 
nnd^  the  dominion  of  tlut 
spirit  of  mischief,  but  if  they 
assert,  they  must  be  prepared 
fo  prove,  and  if  they  do  not 
pirove,  they  must  be  held  guilty, 
not  of  invective,  but  of  calumny. 


Are  vre  to  be  told  that  the  only 
propeiiy  which  is  not  defended 
by  law  is  character,  that  ihk 
whiish  every  honourable  man 
prizes  more  highly  than  all 
other  evrthly  boons,  is  to  beesoie 
the  sport  and  sarcasm  of  every 
coward  calumniator?  Are  we 
to  be  told  that  an  unbounded  li« 
cense  is  allowed  to  fritter  down 
the  fair  fame  of  every  honeit 
individual  I  If  Mr.  CobbeU  on 
leave  any  doubt  on  your  roiadi 
that  .such  a  law  would  not  he 
fatal  to  the  press,  give  as  snail 
damages  as  you  ^ease  against 
him,  but  if  all  be  says  tendi 
only  to  confirm  you  in  the  con- 
viction of  a  contrary  opinion, 
then  I  only  ask  that  you  should 
revert  to  that  criterion  to  which 
I  have  before  alluded.  Place 
yourselves  in  my  client's  situa- 
tion, and  say  what  would  yoa 
not  give^  rather  than  suffer  un- 
der such  unmerited  calumny! 
I  onl^  ask  that  yoo  should  awud 
against  the  defendant  such  da- 
mages as  you  would  give  to  one 
whose  peace  of  mind,  not  to  say 
whose  health,  has  been  incn- 
rably  injured  by  these  publi- 
Qation&

**  Baronet.     Talk  of  miracles, 
**  indeed  ;  of  miracles  wrought 
"  by  fasting  and  praying ;  what 
*'  are  these  compared   with  a 
•*  handful  of  Bank-notes  1    The 
'<  very  act  of  joining  the  Bare- 
**  net,  this  act  on   the  part  of 
**  Cleary,  who  had  spoken  of 
**  him  as  of  a  coward  or  traitor, 
"  wa^  base  enough ;  but  to  be- 
"  come  his  chief  a^ent  in  the 
**  annoying  and  assailing  of  Mr. 
'/  Hunt,  was  truly  detestable.. 
"  However,  this  man  must  be 
*'  regarded  as  being  of  hitaself 
"  nothing  at  alL      He  was  a 
"  mere  hired  Secretary  of  the 
**  Hampden  Club ;  and  he  has 
•*  now  been  the  mere  servant  of 
"  Burdett  as  completely  as  old 
**  John  the  porter  is  the  Baro- 
**  net's  servant*    To  view  this 
"  Cleary  inany  other  light  would 
'*  be  not  only  ridiculous,  but  it 
**  would  be  to  do  great  ii^us- 
**  tice.    Cleary  is  a  thing  here

*'  ed  and  beheaded.  It  was,  m 
"this  case,  you,  my  dear  Sir, 
**  to  hang  whom  the  Reformer, 
**  Cleary,  ought  to  have  volun- 
*'  teered  his  services." 

''  That  the  fourth  assertion  is 
"  true  I  have  no  donbt  1  have 
''  have  no  doubt  that  Cle^^ry

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EVIDENCE. 

JOHN  WRIGHT  swore  that 
the  letter,  which  was  produced, 
was  in  Mr.  Cobbett's  hftndrwrit-* 
log  ;  thai  he,  Wright,  was  Mr. 
Cobbett's  agent  in  1808;  that 
he  then  received  the  letter  from 
him.  The  letter  was  then  read 
as  follows.  It  is  addressed  to 
Mr.  John  Wright,  No.  5,  Pan- 
ton*square,  London.

"  think,  be  the  day.  If  I  find 
**  all  to  be  good  men  and  true, 
"  We  will  make  such  a.  stir  as 
"  has  not  for  some  time  been 
« made.  All  the  gentlemen 
'*  whom  I  meet  with  are  loud  in 
**  Sir  Francis  Burdetfs  praise. 
"  His  motion  about  the  cashier-^ 
"  tng  of  officers,  has  gained 
•*  him  thousands  of  valuable 
*'  friends.  So  bent  was  I  upon 
"  ceiling  for  a  purgation  of 
"  that  damned  House,  that  I 
**was  resolved  to  petition 
**  ALONE,  if  any  one  would

"  The  nation  is  heart-sick  of  it, 
**  It  is  imj^ossible  for  bothfac-

"  motives,  if  we  proceed  as  we

'*  men  of  bad  character.  There 
^  is  one  Hunt,  the  Brisiol-mah

*^man,  having  deserted  his 
''  own — a  sad  fdlow !  nothing 
"  to  do  with  him,*-^Adieu,

'' P.  S.l-I  will  write  to  SJr 
"  J,  Astley.  I  am  very  sorry  fpr 
"  his  misfortune  indeed.  I  want 
"  very  much  to  see  some  man 
*'  who  has  planted  upon  a  large 
'*  scale.  Cutting  upon  a  large 
^*  scale  is  the  order  of  the  day 
"  here." 


[Th*  part  in  Italicks  is  the 
apiy  part  that  appeared  in  th« 
New  York  papers,  as  having 
been  read  on  thd  Hustings; 
the  only  part  put  into  the  Lon- 
don papers ;  and  the  ofdy  part 
seen  by  Mr.  Cobbett,  when  he 
asserted  it  to  he^f&^ery.  The 
person,  to  whom  the  letter  mis 
addressed,  was  not  mentioned:]

Ac- 
knowledged that    the  original 
letter  had  been  kept  and  exhi- 
bited at  Sam  del  Brookes's,  glass- 
man,  in  the  Strand.    Said,  that 
he  had  been  applied  to  to  lei 
Mr.  Cobbett's  son  see  the  letter, 
and  that  he  had  refused.    Gave 
as  a  reason,  that  he  feared  it 
would  be  snatched.    Said  it  was 
kept  and  shown  in   a  double 
glass  case.    Did  notkno w  whe- 
ther Mr.  Brookes  and  the  whole 
of  the  Rump  would  have  been 
able  to  prevent  it  being  snatch- 
ed.   Denied-that  hee  ver  threat- 
ened   to   show  Mr.  Cobbett's 
private  fetters'  if  Mr.  Cobbett 
did  not  retrain-  from  exposing 
certain  pec^rfriary    attempts  of 
the  witness! 

JOHN  PAUL  swore  to  the 
hand-writing  of  the  letter^  and 
said  that  Ke  saw  it,  amongst 
others,  some  years  ago.

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of  the  Court.  It  was  Tery-eaty 
for  a  praetwed,  disci plioed  bar 
mter  like  Mr.  Brougham  to 
deal  in  sueh  asperiieos,  and  he 
(Mr.  Oebbett)  was  not  pre^ 
pared  to  My  that  he  should  an- 
swer that  gfentleman  in  the  way 
in  which  he  ought  to  be  an* 
awered ;  but  he  would  do  his 
best,  before  he  entered  upon  the 
case,  to  remove  some  of  the  im- 
putations which  so  much  pains 
had  been  taken  to  prctduce. 
The  learned  Counsel  had  begun 
by  his  feeble  eflbrts,  as  he  had 
thonghi  £t  to  term  them,  to  de- 
scribe the  man  whom  tlie  Jury 
h^  to  deal  with.  The  Jury 
Ddost  have  expected  to  see  a 
sort  of  monster  arawn  forth  into 
the  light;  but  he  trusted  he 
shoMld  convince  them^  one  and 
all,  that  among  the  ihany  libel- 
lers who  had  attacked  him  (iVIr. 
C),  Mr.  B.  by  no  me^ns  de- 
served the  least  distinguished 
situaition.  Mr.  B.  had  ascribed 
to  hhn  talent  and  zeal,  and  had 
said  that  he  was  to  be  dreaded. 
To  be  dreaded!  dreaded!  It 
was  not  a  very  high  oempli- 
ment  to  tell  a  man  that  he  was 
to  be  dreaded.  Some  of  the 
persons,  however,  who  had 
stood  in  the  witness-box  to-day 
oottld  have  told  the  Jury,  could 
have  given  satisfactory  evidence, 
that  he  was  not  a  person  to  be 
dreaded  ;  but  that  he  was  too 
gentle,  too  liberal,  too  generous, 
and  too  easy  to  be  duped  ;  and, 
moreover,  of  all  those  facts  Mr. 
Brougham  was  well. aware.  Mr. 
Brougham  had  described  him  as 
a  man  without  scruple ;  as  a  kort 
of  libeller  surpassing  all  other 
men.  From  first  to  last  he  had 
jMMP.a  wrtter,  and  often  a  pub- 


jHsher  of  his  own  'writings  ;  he 
had  been  a  writer  tot  twenty- 
eight  years  in  England  and  iu 
America;  And' yet,  with  all  hi» 
over-zeal — and  he  wished  to 
Heaven  some  peo^plb  had  re^ 
ceintly  shown  as  much  zeal  as  he 
was  taxed  with ;  but^  with  tftl 
his  excess  of  zeal  and  lack  o;f 
scruple,  he  had  hover,  in  the 
course  of  twenty  years*  writing 
in  England,  been  subjected  to 
an  action  for  libel,  until  the  pre- 
sent action  had  been  brought 
by  a  set  of  conspirators ;  and 
conspirators  he  would  pro\« 
them  before  he  had  done  with 
them.  Mr.  Broughnm  ought  to 
have  known  that ;  indeed  he  did 
know  it ;  and  therefore  his  zeal, 
for  once,  for  his  client  had  caused 
him  to  overstep  that  which  he 
knew  to  be  true.  In  England, 
he  repeated,  he  had  never  had 
an  action  against  him;  an.^,  in 
America,  only  one  ;  that  was  for 
a  libel  upon  a  physioian.  The 
physician  (fatiicr,  by  the  by,  of 
ihe  present  American  ambassa^ 
dor  in  London)  had  filledgcd  that 
he  lost  practice  to  the  amount 
of  20,000  dollars  per  annum'; 
and  5000  dollars  damages  had 
been  given  against  him  (Mr. 
Co'bbett) ;  but  the  people  had 
paid  the  money ;  and  he  (MK 
Cobbett)  had  done  a  service  to 
the  country  by  rescuing  the  peo- 
ple from  his  %next>rable  lav  Mi. 
Twenty  years  had  he  been  writ- 
ing in  England ;  he  had  not  suf- 
fered the  grass  to  grow  nndqt 
his  feet,  scarce  a  week  had  pass- 
ed but  bfi  had  written  some- 
thing; and  yet  he  had  never 
before  had  an  action  against  hinl 
for  libel.  There  was  not  a 
Newspaper,  not  a  Magazine-^ 
3  Q 
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BO,  not  eym  th^  JSvonge^tcoJ — 
that  could  say  as-mtich;  and^  to 
mark  him  opt  as  a  lib^Uer  !  T|io> 
learned  QeDtleman  bad  drawn. 
1^   pictore    both    hid60U».  apd 
fahe.    But  there  had  beea  cri- 
minal  prosecutions  1    Well.    In 
the  first  <^ase  of  criminal  prose- 
cution against  him  in  England, 
the  MB.  had  proceeded  from  a 
Judge ;  it  had  been  handed,  to 
hkn  py  a  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment ;  it  had  been .  certified  to 
)ie  true  by  a  Marquis  and  ano- 
ther   Member   of    Parliament. 
Agreeably  to  the  original  con 
tract  between  the  parties,  the 
judge  not  coming  forward  to 
prove  the  truth  of  the  libel  (as 
fie  might  have  done,  because 
there  was  an  action  also  on.  the 
same  libel),  the  MS.  was  given 
up ;  there  was  a  trial  at  bar^ 
where  the  Court  was  prepared 
to  hgld  that  the  smallest  altera- 
tion of  the  MS.,  even  of  a  let- 
ter, would   have    prevented  a 
x^onviction  ;  the  Judge  wasx^n- 
victed ;    and   instead    of    two 
years'  imprisonment  and  a  fine 
of  IfiOOL,    and   securities    for 
half  a  dozen  yeSrs^  and  so  forth, 
the  Judge  got  a  snug  pension  of 
1,200{,  a-year  for  his  life.    As 
for  the  prosecution  by  the  At- 
torney •General,   he  (Mr.  Cob- 
bett)  could  only  say  that  it  had 
done  him  no  harm,  jt  had  given 
him  leisure  indeed,  and  he  had 
written  and  revised  many  things 
duriK^    his    confinement.     He 
)iad  gone    into,  prison'  sound  ; 
^        and  he  had  come  out  sound ; 
'  and  hb  seven  years  of  reeogoi* 
^ance   had  expired.    Look    at 
the  Timet  and  the  Chj^onide, 
and  the  other  newspapers  ;  look 
at  the  Maga:unes  and  the  Re- 


views; even  tt»e  Edinkurgh 
Review,  with  aU  iU  clish-ma* 
clav^,  had  not  been  fre^ ;  bat 
i^.hlid  crept  out  of  co«»eqaeii€es 
by  those  softeniog  arts  whkh 
tbo  northern  Gentleman  luow 
so  well  how  to  adopt,  wUe 
southern  stupid  ioola  ran  their 
heads  into  a  gaoL  With  re« 
sp^t  to  the  protection  of  pri^ 
vate  chai^cter,  that  sufedect.  had 
been  improperly  iotix)doeed.«-' 
Cleary  was  not  a  private  io- 
djividual ;  he  ,.was  a  tAiblic  oba* 
racier,  a  poliiiciil.cbluracter;  ba 
bad  been  miXfOd  up  wi^h  Mi^ 
Cartwright,<wl>em  h#  bad  h»ped 
to  hfive  seeQ  put  inta  the  box 
by,  Mr.  HrouglMUB.  Cteary, 
the  associate  of/  Major  Cart- 
wright!— yea,*  as  a  bug  might 
be  said  to  be  a  man's  bed-M- 
low. .  In  the  apeeob  of  the 
learned  Gentleman,  the  plaintiff 
Cleary.was  described  as  inti- 
mately connected  .  with  Msjer 
Cart w right,  and  as  having  been 
introduced  to  him  by  a  great 
number  of  friends,  all  of  whom 
r^arded  Qeary  aa  an  eotlm- 
siast  in-the  cause  ef  &eforK.  He 
was  to  be  not  only  a  brother, 
but  a  bed-fellow,  of  the  IU' 
former's.  If,  thon,  the  conoexieD 
between  Cleary  wd  Major  Cart- 
wright  was  to  be  put  iote  the 
fore-ground  of  th^  pbttntift's 
case;  if  that  was  to  be  made 
a  leading  part,  and  to  form  9t 
chief  ingredient  in  the  plaintiff's 
claim/or  damogas-— b<^w  did  ift 
happen  that  the  vonerable  Ma- 
jor, who  was  then  in  Court,  bsd 
not  been,  pui  into  the  box  a$  a 
mtnes^?  He  (Mr.  Cobbett)  had 
flattered  hintself,  that,  howavsr 
tight^bound  the  rest  of  the  wit* 
nesdes  might  pkqk^,  the  oppai* 
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tunity^oulditill  remain  to  hiin 
of  exU^oting  from  Major  Cart- 
vright  the  ^true  h»tory  of  the 
cat6.    It  had  been  ropresented 
that  tfae  friends  of  Cleary  had 
Buceeeded    id    prerailtng   upon 
^MajorCartwright  to  deceive  and 
kflbpt  the  plainiiif,  as  qaalifled 
to  move  in  the  first  ranks  of  re* 
form.     It  was  alsd  represented 
that  he  was  quite  disintereated, 
and  looked  to  no  other  reward 
than  the  success  of  the  common 
cause.     Now*  had  the  evidence 
of  Aiftjor  Cartwright  been  called 
for  that  individual,  whose  evi- 
dence was  all  important  on  this 
partiealar^  they  (the  gentlemen 
of   the  Jury)    would    perhaps 
have  heard  a  different  acoonnt 
Major  Cartwright  would   have 
proved  more:  he  would  have 
informed  them  that  Cleary  was 
ao}'thing    but    a  private    cha- 
racter ;   tliat,  as   to  what  had 
been  said  about  invading  fami- 
ly  happiness,   Cleary  was    the 
last  man  whose   private  circle 
or  whose  domestie  fire^side  was 
liable  to  interruption.    In  order 
to  shew  how  improbable  it  was 
that  the  harmony  of  this  man's 
home  shoald   be  distjurbed  by 
the  writings   in    qae8tioi>,    he 
iwould  for  a  moment  or  two  ad- 
vert to  his  first  appearance  on 
the  stage  of  English  politics.  In 
the  year  181^  h^oame  over  from 
Ireland,   where   he    had  been 
clerk  Jo  a  scrivener,  and  became 
what  the  French  called  sous  «e- 
cretaite.     Instead  of  imitating 
many  of  his  worthy  countrymen 
in  indostrioosly  sweeping  the 
crossings,  or  ainung  at  the  post, 
lor  which  be  XMr.Cobbett)  did 
not  mean  to  dispute  his  quahfioa* 


appointed  under  secretary  tbtii^ 
Hampden  Club,  at  the  ^b^crip^  ' 
tion  ofiHoe  of  which  the  deJieind- 
ant  bad  seen  him  stuck  «p  Uke 
Matthew  at  the  receipt  of 
custom  f  For  what  he  did; 
or  did  not,  in  that  office,  it 
could  be  proved  by  Major  Cart- 
wright,  in  dh'ect  contradiction 
to  the  plaintiff's  statements)  thai 
he  received  pay.  His  (Mr.  Cob* 
bett's)  son  had  also  beea  sub* 
poBnaed,  and  why  was  he  not 
put  into  the  bdx  ?  Had  be  been 
he  might  liave  confirmed  o^ 
supplied  the  testimony  of  th* 
Major,  and  have  satisfied  them 
^  to  the  purity  and  distnter* 
estedness  of  Mr.  Cleary.  *  In  the 
paper  of  March  6th,  this  patriotic 
Irishman  Xvas  fairly  stated  to  have 
complained,  in  his  TMr*  dob* 
bett's)  house  inCathenne-strcoti 
that  the  Club  owed  him  money- 
although  he  had  since  sworn 
that  nothing  could  be  offered  to 
a  gentleman  like  him,  and  had 
also  sworn  that  he  was  a  g^* 
tleman. 

Mr.  Brougham*  objected  to 
this  part  of  the  defendstnt's  ad* 
dress,  as  including  facts  not  siipr 
ported  by  evidence,  and  which 
the  Court,  therefore,  weuld  feel 
itself  bound  to  restrain,  as  mat* 
ter  tending  to  prepossess  th4 
minds  of  the  jury. 

Mr.  CosBETT  said  he  had  no 
control  over  the  learned  gentle- 
man, nor  did  he  petceive  why 
the  learned  gentleman  sbonkl 
endeavour  to  control  Inm ;  it 
was  at  the  discretion  of  the 
learped  gentleman  either  t«  re- 
ject or  td  take  fbr  gusmtpd  the 
<;irdinbstances  now  stated^,  •  and 
by  refetting  to  his  owtitploaaw*^ 


iions,  of  a  %ht  little  fellow  of  J  inereVyVia-  4he  exerdiso.  of  4hat 
a  footman,  he  contrived  to  get'  discretion,  ho  would  perhaps  be 
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Mt  following  tho  fashion  of  his 
own  part  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Brougham  insisted  on 
the  Talidity  of  his  objection. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  re* 
marked  that  tl^e  rule  was  ex- 
tremely, clear. 

Mr.  CoiiBETT  resumed. — Ho 
was  truly  surprised  that  the 
learned  gentleman  should  be  so 
Ibll  ^f  objections,  after  the  foil 
swing  which  he  had  himself  in- 
dulged in.  He  had  been  about 
to  proceed  with  his  account  to 
the  Jury  of  this  Cleary's  pro- 
gress after  bis  arrifal  in  this 
oouiitry.  It  might  be  easily  sup- 
posed that  he  was  soon  enlist^ 
under  the  banners  of  Major  Cart- 
wright,  and  little  wonder  would, 
arise,  at  hearing,  that  he  very 
soon  after  assumed  the  capacity 
pf  an  apostle  of  reform,  with 
a  bundle  of  lectures  in  bis  pocket, 
and,  in  the  comfortable  convey« 
anee  of  a  horsie  and  gig,  he  com- 
menced his  travels  through  the 
country. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice. — 
*'  I  think,  Mr.  Cobbett,  you  are 
now  descending  too  much  into 
particulars.'' 

Mr.  Cobbett  assured  the 
Courts  that  his  only  object  was 
to  satisfy  the  Jury  that  the  plain- 
tiff was  unworthy  of  any  da- 
mafi^^s. 

The  Lord  Chib^  Justice. — 
'*  My  only  doubt  is,  whether  you 
acb  not  .entering  more  minutely 
thaa  any  supposed  necessity  of 
the  case  rec^ires,  into  circum- 
stances whieh  the  Court  and 
Jury  cannot  receive  upon  your 
«msupported  statement. 

-Mr.  Cobbett  said  his  iiitenr 
tioa  was  to  show  that  this  very  { 
Cleary  had,  notwithstanding  his{ 


professions,  declared  himislf 
ready  to  be  the  executioner,  and 
had  perhaps  led  to  the  lexeeQ- 
tion,  of  the  unfortunate  msa 
who  perished  ^pon  the  scaffold 
in  Derbyshire; 

The  Lord  Chirp  Ju  stick.— » 
''  I  cannot  Ibten  to  this ;  what 
relevancy  has  it  to  the  qaeslioa 
fatefore  the  Court  ? 

Mr.  Cobbett  said,  he  was 
prepared  to  show,  that  the  plain-* 
tiff  was  paid  for  travelling,  with 
a  view  to  the  institntion  of  coun- 
try Hampden  Clubs.  Of  these 
societies,  as  well  as  of  all  other 
political  clubs,  he  had  never 
disguised  his  disapprobatioB. 
For  his  own  part,  he  had  nev^ ^ 
during  the  whole  course  of  bis 
life,  encouraged  or  assisted  the 
formation  of  one  single  aestof 
this  kind.  The  plaintiff  had  told 
his  family,  prior  to  his  own  going 
abroad,  and  to  the  Westminster 
election  in  theyearl818,  at  their 
residence  in  Catherine-street, 
that  Si^  F.  Burdett  was  a  deserter 
from  the  public  cause  ;  that  be 
was  a  coward  and  a  mean  fellow, 
and  had  not  paid  to  him  (Cleary) 
the  money  which  he  had  been 
promised.  This  fact,  also,  the 
Major  might  have  established  in 
evidence,  had  he  been  called  oa 
the  other  side. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice 
here  observed,  that  no  justifica- 
tion had  been  put  on  the  record ; 
it  was  extremely  unpleasant  to 
him  to  restrain  the  defi^sdant, 
but  the  Court  was  bound  to  act 
in  all  cases  upon  general  rules. 

Mr.  Cobbett  d^lared  he  had 
no  wish  to  consume  onneeessarily 
the  time  either  of  his  Lordship 
or  of  the  Jury. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice.-** 
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**  My  ttme  is  nothing;  I  only 
desire  that  the  principles  upon 
which  the  Court  acts  should  be 
elearly  understood/' 

Mr.  CoBBETT,  adrertingr  to 
what  the  learned  (Counsel  had 
said  with  respeet  to  the  West^ 
minster  Election,  at  which  the 
present  eontroversy  originated; 
observed,  thai  if  Major  Cart- 
wright  had  been  placed  in  the 
witnesses'  box,  as  he  should 
have  been,  he  could  have  shewn 
that  Cleary  was  not  the  person 
entitled  to  eomplain,  as  he  was 
actually  the  aggressor  in  publish- 
ing a  private  letter,  improperly 
obtained  from  a  treacherous 
agent,  for  the  purpose  of  scanda- 
lising a  particular  candidate  at 
that  election,  and  involving 
him  (Mr.  Cobbett)  in  a  quarrel 
with  this  candidate.  If  Miyor 
Cartwright  had  been  adduced  as 
awitoess,  he  should  also  have 
ehewn  that  which  the  Major 
would  no  doubt  have  had  the 
justice  to  admit,  that  he  had  al- 
waya  and  decidedly  disapproved 
of  these  political  clubs,  to  pro- 
mote the  establishment  of  which 
Cleary  was  specially  employed. 
He  disapproved  of  such  clubs, 
l>eeattse  he  could  not  help  re- 
f^arding  them  as  so  many  little 
laests,  over  which  the  agents  <>f 
Xjiovemment  might  at  any  thne 
cast  their  nets.  At  the  West* 
minster  Election,  alluded  to  in 
this  case,  it  would  be  recollect 
ed,  that  Major  Cartwright  and 
Mr.  Hunt  were  candidates,  as 
well  as  8ir  F;  Burdett.-<^CIeary 
was  at  the  outset  an  advocate 
for  the  Major,  but  he  afterwards 
joiaed  the  standard  of  the  Ba^ 
ronet  and  the  Rump,  and  to 
iham   he     endeavoured    with 


others  to  persuade  Mr.  Hunt  to 
yield  his  pretensions ;  but  faith, 
Mr.  Hunt  would  not  resign.^* 
Thence  a  controversy  arose, 
and  Mr.  Hunt  thought  proper  to 
read  a  letter  of  Cleary's,  in 
which  the  latter  expressed  his 
readiness  to  become  the  hang^ 
man  of  the  unfortunate  Derby 
people,  who  composed  one  of 
the  nests  formed  by  himself,  and 
over  whieh  Oliver  threw  his  net. 
But  whatever  were  the  mists  of 
this  controversy,  or  the  provoca* 
tion  received  by  Cleary,  he, 
who  was  at  the  time  in  Ameriea, 
had  no  concern  whatever  with 
it,  and  it  was  obviously  unjust, 
as  a  jury  of  honest  men  must 
feel,  that  he  should  suffer  for^ 
the  conduct  of  others;  yet 
Cleary,  with  the  consent,  or 
tather  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Rump  Committee,  thought  pro*- 
per  to  inflict  this  suifering  upon 
him.  To-day,  as  well  as  on 
other  occasions,  complaint  was 
made  of  him  for  having  called 
the  letter  alluded  ^to  a/orgsry, 
and  it  was  urged  by  the  Luarned 
Counsel,  that  he  had  (as  much 
as)  been  guilty  of  diarging 
Cieary  of  uttering  a  i^t^e^^ 
note.  But  here  he  must'  ob*^ 
serve,  in  order  to  repel  ther  iiyi* 
pression  which  the  Learned 
Counsel  sought  to  make,,  that 
there  was  a  very  material  differ- 
ence between  uttering  a/orgMi 
note  and  a  forged  letter.  The 
Learned,  Oentleinan  dwelt  with 
the  dexterity  of  an  advocate 
upon  the  crime  of  uttering  a 
forged  bank  note,  which  was  a 
felony,  but  in  candour,  what 
comparison  was  there  between 
an  act  whieh  incurred  the  pe» 
nalty  of  death,  and  the  uttering 
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a  forged  letter,  to  which  no 
.punishment  was  attached?  If  his 
/Mr.C/s)  son  had  been  potioto 
,the  box,  he  would  have  deposed 
.th94  he  had  applied  long  since 
Ao  see  this  letter,  in  order  to  see 
.whether  it  were  genuine  or 
not^  as  some  of  bis  friends  bad 
said  it  was.  Only  a'  part  ot 
Ahis  letfter  was  read  at  the 
Westminster  hustings  by  Cleary, 
aAd  froni  that  part  he  had  no 
xeoollection  of  such  a  letter^ 
and  this  could  not  excite  any 
surprise,  when  it  was  remember- 
ed that  the  letter  purported  to 
have  been  written  so  far  back 
as  1808.  If  the  postscript  as  to 
Sir  Jacob  Astley  had  been  pub- 
lished, that  circumstance  might 
have  brought  it  to  his  recol- 
lection, and  if  so,  he  should 
have  no  hesitation  in  avowing 
it  But  that  a  letter  written  in 
a  burry,  about  ten  years  before 
it  was  adduced  fit  the  hustings, 
should  have  e$caped  his  me- 
mory^ was  not  matter  of  surprise. 
^t  it  was  evidently  a  blame- 
able  matter  publicly  to  read  a 
letter  of  this  nature  with  re- 
spect to  an  individual  with 
whom  Ym  was  at  the  time  living 
npon  friendly  terms — ^whom  he 
was  then,  indeed,  recommend- 
iog  to  the  confidoBce  of  his 
country.  Whether  Francis 
Place  or  Wm.  Adams,  of  the 
Westminster  Rump,  or  Ih^ir  co- 
conspirators, thought  it  feir  or 
not  to  make  such  a  use  of  a 
private  letter,  he  most  suppose 
that  the  Learned  Counsel,  as 
;well.  as  all  honourable  men, 
oould  not  help  regarding  auoh 
a  breach  of  private  confidence 
as  a  most  atrocious  act.  But 
the  charge  of  forgei^y  was  alone 


pressed  forwai^  by  4^e  mm- 
bers  of  the  oonspiracy,  while 
the  breach  of  c&njidenct  wts 
thrown  into  the  back  groniML 
There  were,  hofwever,  forgeries 
of  omission  aB  well  as  of  toom- 
missi6n;  and  it  was  indisput- 
able, that  j  the  publloation  of  a 
mere  ex  trac  t  of  the  letter  alUided 
to  dBd  amount  to  the  crime  of 
foirgery,  for  in  a  garbled  state 
that  letler  toas  not  his.  But  had 
his  son,  whom  the  other  side 
had.  summoned'  as  a  witness, 
been  put  in  the  box,  this  affair 
would  have  been  fully  exptaia- 
ed. .  However,  as  the  case  ap- 
peared, the  publication  of  this 
letter  was  clearly  a  dishowMir- 
able  action.  Adamo  had  de- 
posed, that  he  tfaaaght  tim 
letter  me4UiU  for  ptibidoatitm) 
but  who  that  read  the  whoio  9t 
it  could  entertain  such  an  im- 
pression? Place  did  not  go  so 
far  as  Adams,  saying,  tlmi  he 
thought  this  letter  only  meant 
f6r  the  eonsideratioB  of  the 
Committee.  The  leUer  caution- 
ed that  Committee  against  Mr. 
Hunt,  who  was,  as  it  stated, 
travelling  about  the  country 
with  a  certain  fonale,  who  was 
not  his  wife.  Now,  upon  Ibis 
point  be  oovld  not  forbear  Irooi 
expressing  his  approbation  to  a 
certain  extent  of  the  defence, 
lately  set  up  by  OoL  French,  oa 
a  similar  charge  against  him. 
That  officer  pleaded  the  affec- 
tion and  fidelity  which  he  had 
experienced  for  a  series  of  years, 
from  the  female  with  whom  be 
was  accused  of  associating,  and 
his  plea  made  a  due  impression 
in  his  defence.  Still  he  wooM 
not  be  understood  to  plead  for 
the  association  of  Mr.  Hunt  ^nih 
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iht  female  «1liiiled   to.     Bat 
be    would   aik    wbetfaer    Sir 
F.  Bardett,  who  had  lor  sodie 
weeks  ei^yed  the  hospHtdity 
«f  Mr  Huat,  nader  |he  same 
roof  and  in  the  company  of  tbis 
iemale^  were  entitled  to  make 
ikai  aMeciation  the  nMojeet  of 
public  oOMUre  ?  But  ^ther  per- 
aons  should  have   been  alent 
•t^tt  this  snlj^ct  as  wcil  as  Str 
P.   Bnrdett    Was   it  possible, 
tadoad,  that,  any  other  persons 
than  Wrigkt,  Jackson,  Cieary, 
Adams,  and   Place,  could  ap 
piove  of  the  propagation  of  such 
loensuve  ?  Could  those  who  con- 
demned the  cottdnct  of  Majoe- 
chi,  Demont,  and  Ompteda,  ap- 
prove of  such  a  breach  of  con- 
lidenoa  as  thai  of  which  he  bad, 
in  this  inataaoe,  so  much  right 
to  complain?    \Vhat  was  there 
more  hertefal  in  these  Italian 
wretches,  than  in  the  Aien  whom 
^  we  have  this  day  seen  in  the 
box  ?    Had  ihe  jWy  looked  at 
their  oountencmee^  ?    And  bad 
such  a  set  been  seen  aft  Dover, 
would  not  the  honest  people 
there  have  flung  them  into  the 
aea  ?   The  learned  Counsel  had 
alleged  that  Ompteda  had  bro- 
ken  open    the    locto  of   the 
.  Queen's   private  drawer ;   but 
the  BaroO'  oeuld  not  have  ex* 
peded  to  find  Bergami  there. 
.  No.    K  Ompteda  had  broken 
the  looks,  and  he  could  readily 
believe  an  Hanoverian  Minister 
willtag   to    do    any   thing    to 
which  the  devil  hfmself  could 
be  disposed,  he  must  suppose 
Um  to  do  so  with  a  view  to  find 
the  Princess's   letters.     But,  if 
'   there  had   happened    to   be  a 
Wright  in  her  Royal  Highnesses 
coDfldeoee,  Ompteda  i^ed  not 


have  ^cked  Bodks,  ifor  tie  imig4)t 
have  obtaiaed  private  letters  by 
the  same  means  that  were  re- 
sorted ,to  in  this  ease  by  Place, 
AdamSy  and  Oleary.  We  had 
lOso  heafrdof  Vilmereati  and  Co- 
lonel Browifte,  and,  with  regnfd 
to  tibem  also  he  might  say  some- 
thing,  if  he  were  not  inter- 
rupted. 

The  J«dge  observed  that  Mr. 
Cobbett  had  gofte  far  enough 
for  his  pnnM>se. 

Mr.  CoaaETT  resumed,  ob- 
serving that  these  two  person- 
ages had  seduced  the  derk  of 
the  Queen's  law  agent  to  give 
up  some  of  her  confidential  pa- 
pers, and  thus  more  accurately 
imitated,  rather  than  formed  the 
example  for  Place,  Adams,  and 
Cleary.    Th*8  the  reprobation 
which  the  learned  Counsel  so 
profusely,  but  so  justly,  ap|51i^d 
to  the  Milan  Commission,  inight 
be  transferred  to  the  conspiracy 
of  which  he  had  reason  to  com- 
plain on  the  present  occasion. 
The  learned  Counsel  had  said 
that  his  client  was  so  much  agi- 
tated   by    the    alleged    Kbels, 
that  they  were  but  too  likely 
to  interfere  with  his  capabilities 
to  become  a  practical  barrister, 
to  which  object  his  present  stu- 
dies were*directed.    Now,  con- 
sidering   the    scarcity    of    the 
gentlemen  of  the  bar,  and  the 
difficulty  of  procuring  law  for 
love  or  money,  he  must  say  that 
he  should  feel  seriously  respon- 
sible if  he  had  the   misfortune 
to  o^ccasTon   a  deduction   ft'om 
that  learned  profession  of  such 
an  eminent  personage  as  Mr.  T. 
Cleary  (a  laugh)  !   It  wKS  held 
to  be  a  crime,  even  by  poach- 
ers,   to  destroy  yeunjg  bWds; 
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and  how  €ri«i4na],  then,  moat 
he  bo,  it  ho  really  kad  crushed 
a  lawyer  in  the  egf^  !  (Loud 
laughing,  in  which  the  Court 
and  the  Jury  cordiaUy  fMriiei- 
fcUedJ,  He  should  be  really 
sorry  to  conuBii  such  a  crime, 
althoufifh  so  frequeotly  and  so 
severe^  provoked  by  Cleary; 
for  this  personage  had  published 
several  libels  upon  him  before 
his  return  froin  America,  in  the 
composition  of  which  libels  bis 
faithful  agent,  Jackson,  refused 
to  say  thMl  he  did  not  assist. 
Ouf  of  those  libels,  which  was 
the  principal,  was  addressed  to 
Major  Cartwright,  as  the  pub- 
lication purported,  by  the  Ma- 
jor's consent.  Cleary,  indeed, 
boasted  that  he  had  four  or  five 
times  killed  him  (Mr.  Q.)  with 
his  pen  while  in  America ;  aiKl 
the  first  communication  which 
he  received  from  that  literary 
warrior  upon  his  return  to  E^- 
land,  was  acliallenge  to  fight  a 
duel,  threateping  him  with,  a 
stamp  of  cowardice  if  he  refused 
to  attend  to  the  challenge,  but 
com[>lacently  adding,  that  if  be 
himself  were  too  old  to  meet 
the  challenger,  that  challenger 
would  meet  his.  eldest  son,  for 
whom  he  professed  a  great  re- 
gards 

Mr.  BaouoHAMobserved,that 
there  would  be  no  end  to  this 
latitude  if  the  defendant  were 
Allowed  to  proceed. 

The  Ju^ge  said  that  if  the  de- 
fendant did  not  mean  to  adduce 
evidence  to  these  statements, 
they  must  be  thrown  out  of  the 
consideration  of  the  Jury. 

Mr.  CoBBETT  said  that  Cleary 
had  sent  him  two  challenges, 
the  first  oU  the  28tli  of  Septem- 


ber, and  the  aeoond  shortK 
afterwards,  in  which  be  stated, 
that  he  (Mr.  CobbeU)  had  done 
him  no  harm,  and  yet  but  a  few 
days  elapsed  when  Cleary  made 
an  affidavit  before  his  Loidtfaip 
that  he  had  suffered  aa  iajury  lo 
a  certain  extent  for  which  he 
(Mr.  CobbeU)  was  held  to  bail. 

Mr.BRooGHAU  again  protest-' 
ed  against  the  statements  which 
Mr.  Cobbett  was  making,  ob- 
serving that  he  understoMi  Mr. 
Cobbett  intended  to  produce  no 
evidence. 

Mr.  CoBBKTT  maintaioed,  tiMt 
the  interruptions  of  the  leained 
Counsel  were  net  justifiable. 

The  Judge  said,  that  itwa« 
his  duty  to  teH  the  defendant  that 
he  was  not  ^t  liberty  to  stale 
that  which  he  did  not  mean  to 
prove. 

Mr.  Cobbett  observed,  that 
he  was  not  stat'mg  any  thing  bat 
that  which  was  quite  notorioas. 

The  JuDG£  remarked  then, 
that  the  notoriety  precluded  the 
neeessity  of  the  statement. 

After  some  further  controver- 
sy- 
Mr.  Cobbett  said,  that  he 
woula  put  the  cases  to  which  he 
had  alluded  h^pothetically,  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Jury, 
which  the  Judg«  admitted,  ai 
the  Counsel  for  the  plaintiff  had 
put  many  cases  hypotheticaUy, 
to  which  he  had  not  attempted 
to  adduce  any  evidence.  Mr. 
Brougham,  however,  contending 
that  he  was  entitled  to  comment 
upon  hypothetical  cases.  But 
this  position  was  not  admitted 
by  the  CourL 

Mr.  Cobbett  proeeeded,  and, 
under  .the  shelter  of  suppo^tfon, 
recited  all  the  misconduct  with 
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which  he  charged  Clc»ry, 
Wright  and  Jackson.  He  teeo- 
ik>ned  that  he  had  released 
Wright  from  a  prison,  fed  and 
clothM  him,  aiid  considering 
him  as  a  creature  of  liis  own, 
commuDicatGd  confidentially  for 
several  years.  He  regarded  him 
as  grateful;  although,  fi.ndii^ 
him  supple,  he  ought  not  lo  have 
trusted  him.  In  the  course  of 
his  connexion  ^ith  him.  how- 
ever, ho  wrote  to  him  probably 
2000  letters  up<>D  the  most  con- 
fidential matters  with  regard  to 
his  family  and  business, and  upon 
turning  him  off  when  he  had 
good  reason  to  suspect  hhn,  this 
maf  retained  a)l  those  letters, 
instead  of  giving  them  up  as  be- 
came an  honest  map.  To  Jack- 
son he  was  introduced  by  Lord 
Cochrane.  To  him  also  he  gave 
that  confidence  which  his  un- 
suspecting nature  was  but  too 
liable  to  gcaot  Yet  this  man, 
to  whom  he  never  gave  any  of- 
fence, was  found  to  use  his  own 
Register  for  the  purpose  of  pub- 
lishing attacks  upon  his  charac- 
ter, and  to  league  with  his 
knowp  enemies,  Clearv,  Wright, 
Place  and  Adams,  with  a  view  to 
injure  him.  Of  Molineux,  who 
was  also  a  member  of  this  con- 
spiracy, he  should  only  declare, 
as  be  could  most  solemnly,  that 
be  never  wrote  the  orderto  the 
stationers,  to  which  that  witness 
deposed.  What  then  was  to 
be  thought  of  the  turpitude  of 
this  corps,  or  what  security  could 
there  be  for  any  man  or  his  fa- 
mily, if  such  breach  of  confidence 
m  that  of  which  Wright  stood 
convicted  could  possibly  be  sanc- 
tioned? But  he  cared  not  a 
.  farthing  about  this  man's  expo- 


sure or  hit  private  letters.  So 
indeed  he  had  always  told  hk 
children.  For  whatever  foolish 
letters  he  miglit  have  written, 
he  felt  coafidcnt  that  he  had 
never  written  any  thing  i^hieh 
ctHild  justify  any  one  in  saying- 
thai  William  Cobbett  was  jioi 
an  honest  man.  But,  when,  be 
said  this,  he  meant  the  9critH  4f( 
bis  letters ;  ail,  and  ever^  fmri 
of  ^verff  0ne.  The  leaitiefi 
Counsel  had  shown  his  wish'l4> 
dwell  upon  the  letter  read  at 
Covent  Gard^  hustings',  as  a 
proof  in  his  conception.,  that -h^ 
(Mr.  C.)  was  not  consnt^ni  in 
hia  principles  or  opinions  of  nion  \ 
but  notwithstandiDg  this  lettoiv 
written  when  he  knevv  nothing 
of  Mr.  Uiint,  ^^tc^p't  from  cdra- 
mon  jeportv  he  would  say  that 
that  gentleman  possessed  great 
merits,  although  the  learned 
Counsel  shewed  9uch  a  disposi^ 
tion  to  ab'Jise  him. 

Mr.  Brouoham  denied  that 
he  had  said  a  word  about  Mr. 
Hunt;  he  should  indeed:  Bo 
ashamed  to  abuse  any  roan  m 
Mr.  Hunt's  situation. 

The  JuDok  said,  that  he  dick 
not  hear  the  learned  Gentleihao 
mention  Mr.  Hunt.  •  -t 

Mr.  CoBBrrT  admitied  thair 
Mr.  Hunt  was  not  named  in  the 
way  of  reprobation  ;  but  it  wa.<i 
impossible  to  mistake  the  teamed* 
gentleman's  allusion,  or  the* 
inferences  which  ho  wished  lo' 
have  dr^Lwn.  Adverting  to  the 
learned  gentleman's  allusion  4o 
his  supposed  versatility  of  opi- 
nion, he  admitted  that  he  had 
changed,  but  it  was  jgenerallv 
from  good  td  better,  or  at  least 
from  bad  to  good — while  the 
learned  gentleman's  chopping 
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idl>OQl  va»  quite  of  a  dMferenl 
d«senp<ioD,  a«  •|i{>eaired  fh>iii 
hb  ranunciatioa  of  his  written 
jAeig€\xk  tevocHT  of  Radical  Re^ 
foitn,  which  he  had  lodged  in 
the  handsof  Ihat  faithfet  gentle- 
vum,  Mr.  P.  Plaoe  (one  of  hid 
oton  wilnesBf  this  vepff  dag !) 
who  AotigAl  proper  to  give  it 
le  the  p^Ue.  What  was  the 
Mnf  e  of  this  talk  aboot  incon* 
^ieteneyf  Which  of  the  Jury 
had  not  changed  their  opknon 
of  things,  and  eaipeciaily  of 
mem  f  Which  of  them  had  not 
had  a  clerk,  or  a  senrant,  whom 
lliey  had  once  prMsed,  and  af- 
terwards (bond  worthy  of  re- 
piobatk>n?  OihMo  praised  /ago 
in  tim  niddfo  of  the  play,  bat, 
ai  lastt  he  called  hiiH, "  eureed, 
damned,  logo!"  just  as  he 
(the  defendant)  did  with  regard 
to  Wright.  Bat  what  evil  ge- 
Bku,  what  malignant  spright, 
could  have  instigated  the  hou. 
aadilearaed  gentleman  to  adopt 
this  cant'  about  inconsistency  ! 
Him>  whose  shocking,  incon- 
sistent, whose  change'  Arolm 
good  to  b(Md,  had  been  so  com- 
pfiately  toposed  by  the  vene- 
nble  Major,  and  who,  in  pre- 
tending that  his  wretched  client 
waSiCWiftee^  with  the  Major, 
Pealiy  appeared  to  be  actuated 
by  moti>ves  aomewhat  vindic- 
Uwoy  seeming  resolved,  in 
repayment  for  the  lash  laid 
OB  his.  shoulders  1^  the  M»- 
jor»  to  fasten  his  client  on 
the  Mi^r's  back  for  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life !  This  was 
a.  conspiracy  as  foal  as  any  they 
bul  heard  of  lately,  although 
not  so  important  as  to  the  par- 
ties against  whom  it  was  di- 
reeiad,    Now,  a»  to  the  ques- 


tion of  damages;  die  inpa- 
denee>  the  audacity  of  such  a 
man  as  the  plaintiff  asking  for 
damages,  was  unparalleled. The 
plaintiff  had  begun  the  attack ; 
he  had  poured  forth  pampMel 
after  pamphlet  against  him  fthe 
defendant),  to  which  he  had 
made,  by  the  bjr,  no  reply. 

Mr.  Brougham — ^I  must  make 
the  same  observation  as  1  have 
made  before.  If  Mr.  Cobbett 
has  any  evident:^  to  prove  this,  I 
have  nonobjection  to  his  arguing 
upon  it 

The  Chikf  Josticis  observed, 
the  defendant  should  confine 
himself  to  what  had  been 
proved,  or  What  he  intended  to 
prove. 

Mr.  Ck)BBETT  profieeded.— 
The  plaintiff  had  taken  him  to 
the  Judge's  chambers.  He  (the 
defendant)  did  not  impute  to 
the  Judge  that  he  had  acted  an- 
fairly;  Judges  were  bat  men; 
they  were  obliged  to  believe 
men  on  their  oaths;  but  this 
was  a  very  extraordinary  pro- 
ceeding. The  Jury  knew  that, 
according  to  the  new  law,  or 
according  to  the  modern  inter- 
pretation of  the  law,  when  a 
^vmn  now-a-davs  was  prose- 
cuted for  a  seditions  libel,  he 
might  be  brought  before  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace,  who,  accord- 
ing to  an  oath  made  before 
him,  might  bind  the  party  over 
till  the  time  of  trial;  and  mean 
time  to  keep  the  peace.  IPbat 
was  tight  enough  m  alf*  con- 
science; yet  that  was  for  an 
offence  against  the  State;  a- 
gainst  "  the  peace  of  our  Lord 
the  King,  his  crown  and  di^ 
nity.''  But  now  it  appeared  that 
tfaete  was  a  law  somewhere, 
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and  ff  be  had  been  learned  hi 
the  law,  he  mig^ht  have  been 
able  to  fish  it  out  for  them, 
that,  if  a  paper  were  written 
against  a  nrmn,  wWch  he  chose 
to  call  a  libel,  he  mi^^rht  go  be- 
fore a  Jodge,  and  swear  that 
he  had  sustained  injury  from  that 
publication,  though  he  had  the 
moment  before  declared  that  he 
had  recieived  no  damage  at  all, 
and  at  the  same  time  swear, 
that  the  person  who  had  writ- 
ten the  paper  was  going  to 
leave  the  country ;  it  was  law, 
that  on  the  strength  of  these 
declarations  the  writer  might  be 
carried  to  a  lock-up  house  till 
he  gave  security  to  answer  for 
it  as  if  for  a  bona  fide  debt.  This 
was  the  first  time  he  (the  de- 
fendant) Imd  ever  heard  of  such 
a  law,  and  he  believed  it  never 
had  beenf  lilw  in  England  ;  that 
at  least  fW  an  hundred*  years 
such  a  'thing'  had  been  nevt^ 
heard  of.  Jackson  w61iW  not 
swear  that  he  did  not  know  that 
he  (the  defendant)  had  issued 
the  prospectus  of  a  Daily  Paper; 
that  he  had,  in  conjunction  with 
his  son,  taken  a  house  in  the 
Sti*and  for  that  purpose  i  ind* 
that  he  wasf  living  with  his  fe- 
mily  at  liotley.  All  this  was 
well  known  to  every  dneVho 
read  the  newspapers ;  and  no 
man  did  or  could  suppose  that 
he  had  come  across  the  Atlantic, 
and  would  tlien  immediately*  go 
back  agaih.  -  His  intention  of 
staying  here,  and  his  pfans  of 
business,  were  as  notorrous  as 
the  Queen's  going  to  St.  Paul's 
on  Wednesday  se'nnight';  his 
oflice  was  as  notorious,  at  least, 
as  St.  Clement's  church  in  the 
Strand.    Yet,  knowing  air  this, 


CTeaiy  had  gone  to  a  Judg^  to 
swear  that  he  ahprchend^dthdl] 
fie  should  quit  the  country,  Wai* 
ever  act  so  malicions  or  base*?  It 
was  then  Bpread  the  next  day,' 
through  all  the  respectable  news;-' 
papers,  thatCobbett  Was  arrested' 
for  debt  by  Cleary. 

The  Chief  Justicb.— This  is. 
not  stated  in  evidence. 

Mr.  BiiouoHA;Ai.-^Hri  Clearj 
made,  the  ii9iia/.afflda«vitcf  d«M. 

Mr.  GoB«ETT,-i— It  might*  \b^ 
presumed,  from  th<^  circimil* 
stances  of  the  case,  that  It  liitisi 
have  got  abroad*.  It  did,  in  fa6t,' 
g^et  abroad ;  it  was  publisT^^cf 
in  the  country  papers,  and, 
among  the  rest,  m  the'Hahip- 
shire  Parson's  Ptiper,  \therfe  ft 
was  read  by1iis(the  defbnddnVs) 
wife ,  at  Bo tley.  Talk  of  featry- 
ing  war  into  the  bosom  of  pjrii^ 
families !  Could  any  act  like  this 
be  asocibed/  to  WiilhiiryG^^be^ 
in  the  long  course  of  his j;)ublic 
life?  And  he; "the  mtM  Mr. 
Cleary,  came  To*  'be  protected' 
agaiuBl  the  f\eriaim  WilKam 
Cobbett !  Feebleness  was  often 
taken  for  mildness; — but  they 
should  recoifect  that  thefMbK^trf 
aniiha^  were^  often  the^'mo^ 
malicious^ — reptiles  the  •'  Awsil 
crawling  were  the  mos^v^nMn- 
oos.'  He  begged  the  Jutv'tJO 
look  at  th6  tvhole  transaefioff 
hoiieMly,  #0*1  the  biegiiwirtgno 
thfe-  end  ;  that  thfey  wonM  mt 
he  madl^'  the'*  iinstromdnls  <>t 
rolybi^g  him' and  hi^  ft^ily* 
thougfh  he  woOldi  rathet  thAt 
shouki  t^  the  HaBe  iti^W 
buckle  to  th6'  learned  gei^e- 
man  or  Ws  di^ti — He  beg^e^ 
they  wonl(t  not  give  theit  ariric- 
tion  to  the  ba^»l  treachery  d?«Jp 
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kiiowD;  he  begged  them  to 
ihiuk  once  agaio  of- the  toun- 
ttnancea  of  the  witnesses  before 
^if  decision;  afterwards,  no 
doobii  they  would  be  fi^lad  to 
forget  them  for  ever  (alaug/i.) 
He  begged  them  to  mark  with 
reprobatioo  this  abominable  sys- 
tem of  espionage,  this  spy  sys- 
tMi,  ta  shew  the  natural  ab- 
horrence of  Englishmen  at  what 
Inraa  btte,  and  to  let  their  deci- 
tioB  stamp  the  infiuny  of  those 
who  had  been  guilty  of  such 
a  breadi  of  privcUe  confidence. 

The  Chief  Justice  summed  up 
the  evidence^  and  charged  the 
Jury*  .  ^ 

The  Jury  retired  for  about 
three  quarters  of  an  hour,  and 
then  brought  in  their  verdict:

.  If  my  adversaries  had  felt 
^y  regard  for  a  free  govern- 
ment, they  would  never  have 
set  aside  all  the  forms  of  the 
eonstitution,  and  trampled  on  all 
the  rights  of  individuals,  for 
the  purpose  of  gratifying  the 
purposes  of  power  or  minister- 
ing to  the  appetite  of  revenge* 

M^  enemies  have  now  done 
their  worst,  and  we  are  at  li- 
berty to  fon  tern  plate  the  ca^o 
ibey  have  attempted   to  esta- 


blish, and  the  effect  they  hate 
produced.  Never  was  thdre  so 
much  assertion  and  so  little  proof 
— «uch  an  accumulation  of  eri' 
minating  remarks,  and  such  a 
variety  of  even  specious  evi- 
dence t  If  we  take  away  from 
this  mountain  of  accusation  ali 
the  circumstances  that  have 
been  misrepresented,  all  the 
minutisd  that  have  been  exag^-' 
gerated,  what  do  we  leave  it 
but  an  mflated  mass  of  the 
most  palpable  falsehoods  and 
glaring  perjuries  that  ever  were 
heaped  together  by  power,  in* 
stigated  by  unmitigated  malig- 
nity, and  assisted  by  unbounded 
wealth? 

In  the  midst  of  the  many 
painful  circumstances  connected 
with  this  unparalleled  proceed-* 
ing,  there  is  one  on  which  1 
may  congratulate  the  country: 
it  has  produced  a  degree  of  ex- 
citement througbout  the  com- 
munity of  the  most  virtuous  and 
ennobling  kind;—- it  has  called 
forth  the  most  generous  senti- 
ments and  the  most  disinterest- 
ed efforts.  All  the  great  prin- 
ciples, a  regard  for  which  most 
elevates  the  human  characterr 
are  on  the  side  of  my  advo- 
cates. Truth,  justice,  humanity, 
and  that  which  they  never  fail 
to  accompany^! berty,  are  mar- 
shalled in  the  same  ranks  against 
falsehood,  cruelty,  and  oppres- 
sion. The  best  principles  of 
huhian  nature  are  conflicting 
against  the  worst ;  it  is  not  a 
mixed  question,  in  which  there 
is  any  obscuration  of  the  wrong, 
or  any  ambiguity  with  respect 
to  the  right :  it  is  not  a  questioii 
of  casuistry  J  which  may  con- 
found the  simple  and  puzzle  the 
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wise ;  it  ifl  a  case  of  individual 
oppressioD,  in  which  power  is 
labouriiig  to  trample  upon 
right  i  hence  all  the  moral  sen- 
timents of  the  people  are  on  the 
side  of  the  Qneen.

To  punish 
by  a  retrospective  lawj  is>  in 
fact,  to  punish  without  law ;  for 
it  is  just  the  same  thing  to 
punish  without  law  as  to  punish 
by  a  law  which  was  not  made 
till  the  offence  was  perpetrated. 
I  think  that  the  Bill  of  Pains 


and  Penalties  has  been  so  uni- 
versally condemned,  and  so 
warmly  reprobated,  that  no 
party  m  the  state  will  ever  at* 
tempt  a  similar  outrage  upon 
the  venerable  fabric  of  the  eon- 
stitntion<

I  have  deeply  sympathized  with 
that  pride  which  Britons  feel 
when  they  talk  of  a  Jervis,  a 
Nelson,  or  a  Duncan. 

My  fondness  for  maritime 
affairs,  and  my  predilection  for 
the  honest  virtues  of  tbesonsof 
the  ocean,  ^ve  induced  me,  at 
a  former  period  of  my  life,  to 
breed  up  many  young  men  for 
the  naval  service.     1  am  con- 


vinced that'  Britain  must.cte- 
clioe  in  the  senle  «f  natipnal 
greatness,  in  pBoporiion  as  $be 
ime%  her  naivol  pffe--einiiieiiQe. 
But  the  !jpmpki  of  EngiMid 
oug^ht  never  to  foftget  tliait  tiie 
power  of  the  British  navy  is 
greatly  def^eodent  on  the  f>roe- 
perity  of  British  oommevce;  and 
that  this  commerce  itself  is  in- 
fintteiy  connected  with  the  in- 
terests 0f  Uberty.  Commevde 
will  not  long  remain  in  that 
country  from  which  liberty  has 
vanished.  A  nation  of  slaves 
can  never  be  great  either  in 
commerce  or  in  arts.  In  pro- 
portion as  Britain  loses  her 
liberty,  her  commerce  will  de- 
cline; her  naval  strength  will 
be  diminished ;  and  her  former 
glqry  will  become  gradually 
extinct.

This  trial  has  brought  certain 
things  to  light;  that  is  to  say, 
has  made  them  evident;  has 
produced  proof  of  their  exist- 
ence, of  which  existence  we  had 
before  only  conjecture  and  sus- 
pi^on  for  our  guides,  or  rather 
as  the  grounds,  of  our  conclu- 
sions. The  matter  of  the  trial 
itself,  as  well  as  the  speeches  of 
Mr.  Scarlett ;  the  conduct  of 
the  witnesses,  and  of  the  abet- 
tors  and  supporters  of  the  thiqg; 
altogether ;  these  '  all  demand 
some  attention ;  an^  I  beg  leave 
to  irpuble  you  with  some  short 
observa^tiohs  with  regard  to 
them. 

In  the  first  place,  with  re- 
gard'to  the  alleged  libels  them- 
selves, I  have  only  to  repeat 
here'what  I  stated  during  the 
trial,  namely,  that  here  the 
thing  cannot  drop.  I  shall  by 
and  bye  speak  more  fully  upon 
what  Mr.  Scarlett  said  with  re- 


gard to  my  wish  to  shyt  ike  re- 
sponsibility  from  my  own  shoul- 
ders to  those  of  my  eldest  son, 
and  I  shall  also  speak  upon 
the  foulness  of  his  imputations 
with  regard  to  that  son,  who, 
upon  his  own  oath,  tendered 
himself  as  a  d^endant.  I  shall 
offer  no  conjecture  here  as  to 
the  reasons  which  induced  Mr. 
Scarlett,  and  that  client  who  is 
so  well  worthy  of  him,  and  of 
whom  he  is  so  well  worthy,  to 
be  so  extremely  pertinacious  in 
wishing  to  have  me,  and  me 
only,  lor  a  defendant.  I  de- 
clared, and  I  declared  the  truth, 
that  I  was  fiidther  printer,  pub- 
lisher; nor  proprietor  of  any 
one  of  the  articles  for  which 
I  was  sued ;  and,  in  my  view  of 
the  matter,  the  evidenee  ftilly 
bore  OiUt  this  declaration. 

Now>  gentlonen,  observe 
that,  there  were'  three  Regis- 
ters the  first  pnblished  in  Ja- 
nuary 1817 ;  the  second  in 
March  1819,  and  the  third  in 
January  1820.  With  regard  to 
the  first,  I  would  not  swear 
that  I  did  not  write  the  article, 
but  I  should  be  full  iis  reluctant 
to  swear  that  I  did ;  with  regard 
to  the  second,  which  puts  for- 
ward Wright  by  name,  points  out 
his  place  of  abode,  and  imputes 
to  him  Certain  specific  crimes,  1 
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wrote  no  part  of  that  which 
constituted  what  is  called  the 
libel.  With  reg^ard  to  the  thirds 
it  merely  calls  Wright  the  tool 
of  the  Rump,  and  is  no  more  a 
libel  than  any  part  of  the  Litur- 
gy is  a  HbeL,  Part  of  it  was  dic- 
.  tated  by  me  to  my  son  John. 
He  said  he  thoug'ht  the  whole 
of  it  was ;  and  I  do  not  know 
whether  it  was  or  was  not. 

It  is  the  second  of  the  three> 
to  which  I  wish  to  draw  your 
attention.  .  I  sent  home  to  my 
Son  William  an  article  entitled 
"  CroumandAnchor  Farce :"  ap.d. 
a  farce  it  certainly  was.  At  the  ex- 
hibition of  that  farce,  it  came  out 
that  this  Wright  waip  the.  man 
who  hadcommumcated  to  Cleflr^ 
a  private  letter  of  mine  to  ^read^ 
on  the  hustings  at  Coyent-gar- 
den.  In  commenting  upon  the 
farce,  I  alluded  to  this  commu- 
nicator of  the  letter  ;  but  t  en- 
tered into  no  particulars  with 
regard  to  him,  and  I  neither 
named  him  nor  pointed  outhis^  ^ 
fidce  of  abode.  If  you  will  look 
into  the. Register  here  alluded 
to,  you  will  find  pretty  satis- 
factory proof  of  this  fact ;  for  in 
one  part  of  it  I  say  thai  I  will 
••  take  another  opportunity"  of 
shewing  who  and  what  this  man 
IS.    But  this  manuscrijpt  by  no 


Mother,  who  were  boiling  with 
impatience  to  have  soiQeffaii)i|^ 
d'one  of  a  more  direct  nature. 
My  sons, .  therefore,  put  their 
pens  to  work,  and  produced  thajt  [ 
which  has«  at  length,  led  to  this 
judicial  proceeding. 

This  is  the  true  state  of  the.i 
case.    The  motives  to  do.  the  i 
thing,  and  the  doing  of  the  thing 
also  were  fairly,  and  with  a  scru- 
pulous regard  to  truth,  stated  by 
my  Sons  in  iheir  evidence.     It 
was  also  truly  stated  by  my  son 
William,  that  he  acted  whdlW 
for  himself  and  for  hi*  own  be- 
nefit, during^  my  absence;  that  ^ 
is  to  say,    after  he  himself  ar- 
rived in  Eng*land  from  America. 
He  truly  stated,  that  it  Wlis  lefft 
entirely  to 'himself,^  either  to    * 
publish  or  not  to  publish  any    * 
.thing  thai  1  W%ht  send  himi  '^ 
Whatever  I  sent*  or  might  sen<i,   ^ 
he  was  to  consider  as  his  own;"' 
to    be    altered,    amended,    or  "* 
wholly,  rejected,    according  to  * ' 
his  own  judgment  and  takte.    ^ 
And  observe,  that  the  evidence  '  ^ 
that  was  produced  to  shew  the'  * 
contrary  of  this,  was  a' letter 
from  me  to  my  faithful  Jackson, 
who  had  been  recommended  to  ' 
me  by  Lord  Cochrane,  as  a  maa    • 
in  whpse  hands  I  might  trust 
my  life  ;    the   evidence  was  a

that  all  that  I  had  written  about 
Wright  wan  true.  Bear  in  mind 
that  Uolhg  had  been  sued  by 
Wright  at  the  time  when  I  came 
hojnei;  that  he  was  preparing^  to 
justify;  that  I  had  the  books 
and.  ptheiC, documents;  that  it 
waa  Ter][  natural  for  me  to  say 
that  /  would  prove  the  truth  of 
vihol^had  &tf«n  jmbliehed;.  bat 
waa^.it  natural  for,  me  to  say 
(ejj^n  it  the  (^hing  had  been  so), 
that  /  myself  had  written  the 
Oii^gf  Dolby  ^wore,  that  I  said, 
I  yf(p^^^pfoyp.ihe^T}iih(fwhat 
J  Aa(f  taritten  about  li^righl^ 
Dolby  being  asked,  whether  1 
ha^  faid,  that  it  woe  I  who  had 

wriliea  the  article  in  question, 
said;-'^ind  ;  btit,  if  yoii  had  said 
"  the  contrary,  it  would  have 
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"  excited  astonishment  in  every 
"  one  present.** 

This  was  the  evidence.  This 
evidence  of  Dolby  and  of  Jocib- 
son  was  the  only  evidence  to 
prove,  that  /  had  caused  the 
publication.  I  shall,  by  and  by, 
speak  of  the  law  of  the  ease  in 
this  respect,  but,  I  must  first 
explain  the  real  facts  a  little 
niore  ftilly. 

The  article  consists  of  three 
or  four  facts  loosely  stated,  with- 
out dates  and  without  precise 
sutns  being  named.  Now,  ob- 
serve, /  had  all  the  books  and 
other'  documents  with  me.  I, 
therefore,  if  I  had  written  the 
article  myself,  had  all  the  means 
of  making  a  grand  iirray  of 
particulars,  and  I  leave  you  to 
guess  wl^etber  I  was  likely  to 
hf  ve  forborne  tb'do  this.   When 

the  action  was  commenced 
against  Dolby ;  or,  at  least, 
when  it  was  coming  on  for 
trial^  it  was  necessary  for  my 
sopi  William  to  mieike  affidavit 
ihiat  the  proofs  were  with  me, 
and  that,  he  expected  me  home 
before  December.  Such  was 
the  truth ;  and  I  arrived  at  Li- 
verpool the  latter  jend  of  No- 
vember, bringing  the  books 
and  documents  with  me;  and 
there  1  was  at  the  Angel  Inn 
in  the  Strand,  with  the  other 
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gentlemen  who  were  witnesses 
in  the  case,  at  the  time  when 
the  action  against  Dolby  was 
coining  on  in  December  last; 
but,  when  we  were  all  pre- 
pared, Wright  suddenly  with^ 
drew  the  Record,  and  then  com- 
menced his  action  against  me, 
instead  sOf  cooamencing  it,  as 
he  oiight. to, have  done,  against 
my  son  who  alope  had  employ- 
ed Dolby  who  liad  never  had 
any  communication  with  me  in 
the  course  of  bis  life,  but  who 
haid  been  paid  by  my  son  to  be 
the  publisher  of  the  Re^ster, 
for  my  son,  and  not  for  me  1 
Dolby  had  written  me  a  letter 
to  America;  but  I  had  not  even 
answered  that  letter. 

!From  these  facts,  which  are 
all  indisputable,  it  must  clearly 
appear  to  every  man  that  I  did 
not  even  write  the  statement 
with  respect  to  Wright,  for,  as 
I  said  before,,  if  I  who  had  all 
the  books  and  documents  with 
me,  had  written  the  statement, 
it  b  manifest  that  I  should  iiave 
gone  into  particulars  of  dates 
and  sums,  which  my  sons  were 
unable  to  do  for  the  want  of 
those'  do^ments.  ^p\x  ,mu^t 
needs  think  that  my  desire,  was 
strong  enough  to  do  the  .thing 
well ;  and  havJQg  all  the  do: 
cuments    in    my   hands,    and

9W4a$,  on  a  cold  winter's  day, 
roiling  down  Wrigkfs  fore- 
liead.  Now,  the  transaction 
to  took  place  in  the 
.  I,  who  had  the  pa- 
pets  with  me,  know  Ute  time, 
aiid«hould«  of  coarse,  not  have 
made  um  of  this  little  eolouring. 
If  I  had  stated  time,  I  should 
hlwe  stated  the  right  time; 
ov,-ai  any  rate,  should  not  have 
pot  wmter  instead  of  summer. 

But,  it  is  asked  why  I  did  not 
nkBW  JQStiQr  and  go  into  the 
wjiole  justification.  1  was  not 
aware  of  the  forms 'of  proceed- 
ing. To  prepare,  arrange  and 
have  evAiy  thing  in  order  in 
that  rsgslar  and  scrupulous 
manner  which  the  Um,  very 
wisely,  requites,  dknianded  a 
gfeat  deal  mCfft  time  than  I  had 
to  bestow.  The  Coventry  elec- 
tion almost  immediately  succeed- 
ed the  bringing  of  the  action; 
at  the*  time  when  I  might  have 


been  making  due  preparations, 
her    Majesty  arrived.      Her's 
was  a  cavse  of  a  vast  deal  more 
importance  than  mine;    and  as 
you  may  have  heard,  perhaps, 
I  have  taken  some  little  part  in 
that  cause.     At  any  rate,  the 
fact   is,  that  I  never  did,  and 
never  would  bestow   an    hour 
nor  even  five  minutes  upon  this 
thing.      I   knew    that   I    was 
neither  writer,  printer  nor  pub- 
lisher;   and  I   was   not  to  be 
persuaded  that  any  jury  was  to 
be  made  to  believe  that  I  was 
either;  and  even  if  they  were, 
I  was  determined   to   run  that 
risk  ratiier  than  enter  into   a 
justification  upon  this  loose  pub- 
lication, destitute  as  it  was,  of 
all  the  particulars  necessary  to 
bring  the  matter  fully  and  fairly 
before  the  public 

But,  nou? Mr.  Scarlett,  Wright 
and  the  Rump  will  be  furnished 
with  a  real  defendant.  I  said 
that  the  matter  could  not  stop 
here.  Wright  has  now  be- 
come a  public  character,  he  is 
now  proved  to  have  been  in 
connection  with  the  Rump.  He 
is  now  seen  fUrnishing  them 
with  tfa&  meanis,  which  (as 
i4<iams  swore)  were  inade  use 
of  in  order  to  counteract  my  at- 
tdtks  on  Sir  Frands  Burdettl 
It  "Crar  a  long  time  pretended ;  it 
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was  preteodttd  m  print  over  and 
over  again  by  Cleary,  that  he 
read  the  letter  in  REVENGE 
for  Mr.  Hunt'8  having  read  a 
letter  of  his ;  bat  now  we  have 
it  upon  the  oath  of  Adame, 
over  and  over  again,  th^t  the 
Surnp  got  the  letter  from 
Wright,  and  gave  it  to  deary 
to  be  read  upon  the  hustings ; 
for  whcU !  Why,  because  I  had  at" 
tacked  Sir  Francis  Burdett ;  amd 
in  order  to  shew  my  ineonsist- 
ency!  And  while  Adams  swore 
this,  he  smiled  so  sweetly  upon 
Sir  Francis,  who  liad  been  sumr 
moned>  as  I  suppose^  as  one.  of* 
the  witnesses  for  Wright,  ^d 
who  sat  by  the  side  of  Mr. 
Brougham  just  opposite  tfa 
witness  box.  Away  then  with 
the  story  about  my  letter  being 
read  by  deary  in  revenge  for 
Mr.  Hunt's  having  read  a  letter 
of  this  hero  of  the  white 
oharger.  Here  we  have  it 
proved,  that  Cleary  was  the 
mere  instrument  in  the  hands  of 
the  Bump,  and  that  the  main 
object  was  to  take  vengeance  on 
me  for  what  are  called  my 
'*  attacks"  on  Sir  Francis  Bur- 
dett! 

Wright,  therefore,  is,  as  1  said 
before,  a  pMic  character  in 
Westminster.  He  belongs,  in 
some  measure,  to  that  celebrated 
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body;  that  nice  little  suvgeor- 
poration,  which  has  been  kind 
enough  to  take  upon  itself  the 
offioe  of  regulating  the  political 
concerns  of  the  City  of  We^ 
minster ;  and  especially  that  part 
of  its  conceras  ^hich  relates  ^to 
the  choosing  of  members  to.  re- 
present that  City  in  Parliament. 
This  being  the  situation  'Of 
Wright;  being  so /olosely  coil- 
neeted  with  this  Corporatioit, 
my  son  will/  doubtless,  think 
himself  bouiMl,  as  speeoUy  as 
convenience  will  permit,  to  d» 
justice  to  this  celelnrated  pet* 
sonage,  from  whom  cane  the 
letter,  or,  rather,  the  part  of  iba 
leiter  relating  to  Mr.  HmU  aod 
the  lady.  Besides,  Mr.  Searlm 
has  had  the  modesty  to  assert 
in  open  Court,  that  the  connec- 
tion between  me  and  Wright 
began  by  Wright's  lending  me 
twenty  pounds;  and,  as  proof 
of  this,  the  careful  peiBonage 
produced  in  Court  a  private  Iet« 
ter  morf  than  twenty  years  old  I 
He  produced,  I  think,  between 
four  and  five  hundred  private, 
letters,  some  of  them  not  more 
than  .  three  inches  square !  all

However,  bis  no  less  worthy 
advocate  and  eulogist,  Mr.  Scar^ 
leit^  baviBg  repreaenitd  him  as 
lendhig  me  twent'^  p&unds ; 
Wright  havings  acknowledged, 
4ipoD  the  trial  of  Cleeiry,  that 
be,  Wright,  about  a  year  age, 
abewed  a  private  letler  of  mine 
Id  Mr.  B^migham;  this  same 
Wright  baviiig'  upon  his  oath 
itoclared  that  he  )gave  the  letter 
to  the  Rwmipijl^  be  arade  fise of 
la  order  to  omxfUeraitt'my  writ- 
ing0agam9t  Sir  Franeis  Bur^ 
^Uit ;  "dw  Baroaet  himself  bar- 
kif  been  forooght  id  to  Court 
«^o»tbisoecasion;  Wtighthe- 
\mg  uaoifestly  the  souree  f/om 
wbieh  weire  drawn  what  we>re 
tbraght  to  be  the  meads  of  an^ 
liopfiiig'  me  and  of  giving  pain 
to  my  iaimly  in  my  absence;  the 
letter  having  been  exhibited  at 
fireoks'9  m  Ae  Strand,  v^here 
it  was  to  be  seen,  according:  to 
p^lic  advertisement ;  Brooks's 
in  the  Strand  itaving'  been  the 
bonae  where  was  exhibited,  or 
left  to  be  shewn,  the  coj>ff  cf  a 
frimUe  iHter  from  Sir  Francis 
ffurdett  to  me  (the  original  of 
which  I  never  got),  purporting 
to  be  an  answer  to  a  private  let^ 
ter  from  me  to  Sir  Francis^  re- 
lating SQ]ely  to  pecuniary  mat- 


ters, and  which  anawer  contain* 
ed  an  injnrions  misinterpreta- 
tion  of  the  meaning  of  my  letter 
to.  Sir  Francis:  thes^'  things 
standing  thus;  Wright  befog 
thus  closely  connected  and  niix* 
ed  up  with  all  these  matters 
and  all  these  pai^ies,  it  is  right, 
it  is  fitting,  it  ia  Just,  it  is  abso- 
intely  necessary,  Ihaft  he  be 
known  in  hitf  real  character,  in 
order  that  from  it  yon  may 
jodge  cotreetly  on  the  subject. 
Of  Mmiietf  he  is  little.  As  a 
proof  of  my  having  thought  lit* 
tlesfbout  him  or'  his  actions,  1 
never,  for  seven  long  years,  af» 
ter  he  ceased  to  'fee  in  my  ser- 
vice, made  even'  an  allusion  to 
him;  thong'h,  on  many  occa* 
sions,  most  earnestly  implored 
to  do  it.  I  heard  that  he  was 
seen  very  frequently  with  Sir 
Francis  Burdett,  with  Lord  Srs- 
kine,  with  Mr.  Vaniilttart,  and 
even  with  Lord  Calstlereagh.  I 
supposed  that  it  might  be  (as  1 
stfTl  suppose  it  waff)  about  the 
printing  of  their  speeches  in  par* 
If amentary  debates,  or  some  such 
matter.  At  any  rate,  it  was  no 
bnsiness  of  mine,  and  I  left  those 
gentlemen  to  do  as  they  liked. 
Aa  to  my  private  letters,  if  any 
one  could  read  them,  that  maa 
yrhB  unworthy  of  my  notice,  or, 
at  least,  his  good  opinion  was  a 
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thing  which  it  was  my  d^ty  to 
hold  in  contempt.  But  now, 
Wright  assumes  anoth^  place ! 
He  now  stands  surrounded  apd 
completely  mixed  up  with  the 
parties  above  mentioned.  ,They 
are  of  some  public  importi^nce ; 
theif  put  themselves  forward  in 
an  ostelti^ble  manner.  He  6e- 
longa  to  them;  with  him  all  the 
above  parties  have  taken  the 
fVaternal  hug.  Let  me  and 
mine  undergo  all  the  disadvan- 
tage to  be  expected  froin  his  ep- 
mity;  and  let  all  the  above 
parties  participate  in  the  honour 
reflected  upon  them  by  his 
friendship.        « 

Having  now  placed  the  main 
matter  fairly  before  you,  I  shall 
next  advert  to  some  circum- 
stances that  transpired  at  the 
trial,  and  to  some  of  the  singu- 
lar notions  and  doctrines  put 
forth  upon  this  occasion  by.  Mr. 
Scarlett,  having  first,  however, 
requested  you  to  go  back  with 
me  to  the  origin  of  th^se  law 
suits. 

You  will  bo  ])lea8ed  to  bear 
in  mind  that,  as  it  now  appears 
in  evidence  (for  I  have  never 
yet  seen  the  original  letter  my- 
self), a  private  letter  of  mine 
was  read  by  Cleary  on  the  hust- 
ings of  Covent  Garden,  at  the 
election  of  1818.    I  should  say 


a  pari  of  a  private  letter ,^  /or  na 
one  has  sworn  thfit  the  whole 
was  read.  A  part  only  of  it  at 
any  rate  was  published  in  the 
newspapers  the  next  d^y.  The 
former  and  the  latter^  parts  pf  jt 
were  left  put  My  ,nan^e  yf^s 
put  fit  the  bottofD,  ^he  ^ate 
was  put  at  the  tcy[>,  fiyi  tbe 
naipe  of  the  person  to  ^yrhqm  it 
v^as  fuldre^Ksed  w^s  not,nket^on^ 
ed.  The  letter  in  this  state  (in 
print)  reached  mp  in  Am^erica. 
I  declared  it  to  be  ajbrfery; 
and  I  now  declare  it  to  have 
been,  in  that  state,  a  forjg^ery  ; 
because  if  you  leave  put  a  part 
of  any  written  thing,  you,  ijk 
fact,  qlt^  the  thipg ;  it  is  nQi 
the  same  thing ;  it  is  a  coMiUer- 
feit,  it  is  9i  forgery.  Besides,  in 
thi^  case,  and  as.  far  as  relates,  to 
m^  declaration  of  the  thing  that 
came  out  to  America,  and  was 
first  published  in  London,  all 
the  circumstances  which  woqld 
have  led  to  a  recollection  of  the 
letter,  were  left  out;  so  that 
I  Tiaturally  regarded  it  as  a 
forgery. 

However,  the  imputation  ef 
forgery  was  nothing  in  siicb  f^ 
case.  It  was  the  4>re»ch  of  pri- 
vote  confidence,  and  the  inde- 
scribably baseness  towards  th$ 
lady.  Towftrds  myself  it  waa 
bad  enough^  and  especially  99 
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the  circumstance  of  distance  of 
time  was  kept  out  of  view  in  the 
reading  at  the  hustings.  Seve- 
ral persons  who  heard  the  read- 
ing have  declared  to  nie  that 
they  have  no  idea  of  any  date 
being  mentioned.  One  gentle- 
man told  Mrs.  Cobbett  (who 
arrived  in  England  soon  after 
the  letter  had  been  read)  that 
he  had  understood  it  to  be  a 
letter  from  me  to  deary.  In 
the  hubbub  of  the  moment^  per- 
haps the  far  greater  part  of  the 
people  so  understood  it,  and  as 
WrighVs  Tiame  was  not  menti- 
oned,  how  was  any  body  to  un 
derstand  it,  as  being  a  letter  to 
any  body  but  Clearyl  I  had 
Wright  in  the  box,  on  the  trial 
with  deary.  He  swore  that 
he  was  on  the  hustings  at  the 
time ;  but  he  would  not  swear 
that  the  whole  of  the  letter  was 
read,  nor  would  he  swear  that 
his  otvn  name  was  mentioned ! 
Adams  was  also  at  the  hustings, 
and  he  would  not  swear  that  the 
%ehole  of  the  letter  was  read  ; 
nor  would  he  swear  that 
Wright^s  name  was  mentioned. 
In  fact.  Gentlemen,  it  is  as  clear 
as  day-light,  that  only  a  part  of 
the  letter  was  read ;  that 
WrighVs  name  was  not  men- 
tioned; that  the  date  of  ten 
years  before  was  skipped  over ; 


and  that  the  immense  multitude 
that  stood  before  the  hustings 
were  led  to  believe  that  it  was 
a  letter  that  had  come  to  Cleqry 
from  me;  and  that  I  was  speak- 
ing of  Mr.  Hunt  and  his  way  of 
life,  in  terms  of  the  strongest 
reprobation  in  private,  while  1 
was,  in  public,  holding  him 
forth  as  a  man  worthy  of  admi- 
ration, and  in  particular  of  the 
support  of  the  Electors  of  West- 
minster. 

This,  therefore,  was  a  most 
atrocious  act  towards  me  and 
towards  Mr,  Hunt;  but  what 
was  it  then.  Gentlemen,  with 
regard  to  the  lady  ?  She,  at  any 
rate,  had  not  "  attacked  Sir 
''  Francis  Burdett  r  She  had 
said  nothing  against  him,  and 
done  nothing  against  him !  She 
had  not  been  guilty  of  the  un- 
pardonable sin  in  vengeance  for 
which,  private  letters,  ten  years 
old,  were  to  be  raked  up  and 
promulgated.  ildam«  said,  upon 
his  oath,  on  the  trial  with 
Wright,  that  he  had  not  been 
acquainted  with  Mr,  Hunt  since 
the  year  1808 ;  but  did  he  not 
know  that  Sir  Francis  Burdett 
had  ?  1  reminded  Adams  of  a 
circumstance,  which  I  thoi^ht 
would  have  brought  to  his  re- 
collection an  instance  of  parti- 
cularly intimacy  with  that  gen- 
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tlemaQ,  even  in  1816.    It  did 
not,  but,  at  any  rate.  Sir  Francis 
Burdett,   himself,  was  upon  a 
very  intimate  footing  with  Mr. 
Hunt  from  1810  to  1815,  this 
was  five  years  out  of  the  ten 
that  had  passed  since  the  letter 
was  written.    He  had  been  at 
Mr.  Hutu's  house   for  a  fort- 
night or  three  weeks  at  a  time. 
He  had  been  out  shooting*  with 
,Mr.  Hunt.    In  short,  they  had 
been  very  intimate.    He  knew 
the  lady  very  well.    He   had^ 
very  frequently  been  under  the 
same  roof  with  her ;  and  after 
all  tins,  the  Rump  Committee 
bring  out  a  letter,  written  by 
me  before  I  had  ever  seen  the 
lady,  and  before,  I  believe,  I 
had  seen  Mr.  Ht^t  more  than 
two  or  three  times;  and  they 
publish  a  part  of  that  letter,  in 
which  I,  without  sufficient  time 
to  deliberate,  had    alluded  to 
that  lady  in  a  way  in  which  no 
human  being  can  suppose  I  ever 
would  have  alliided  in  any  pub- 
lic document  or  speech. 

Now,  look  at  this  transaction, 
then,  as  connected  with  the  con- 
duct of  Sir  Francis  Burdett 
upon  the  occasion.  He  knew 
what  pain  the  promulgation  of 
this  letter  was  calculated  to  give 
to  the  lady.  He  knew  very 
well  all^the  efiects  that  this  pro- 


mulgation   was    calcdlated    to 
produce.    1  by  no  means  accuse 
him,  and  I  never  have,  of  hav- 
ing given  even  his  assent  to  the 
reading  of  the  letter.    But,  he 
who  has  complained  so  bitterly 
of  breach  of  private  confidence, 
in  a  case  of  his  own,  and,  in- 
deed, 60  justly;  he  that  could 
then  be  so  feelingly  alive  in  his 
own  case,  ought  to   have  had 
some  feeling  for  the  lady  in  this 
case.    Granted  that    the  deed 
was  done>  before  he  knew  any 
thing  about  it    I  sincerely  be- 
lieve that  it  was  so  ;  but  ought 
he  to  have  been  silent  upon  the  • 
subject    after    the    deed    was 
done  1  Could  he  bear  of  this  deed 
being  done  by  the  Rump  and 
Geary  without  shunning  them 
as  he  would  shun  a  pestilence  ? 
Could  he  endure  to  sit  in  a  seat 
in  Parliament  obtained  by  such 
men  and  such  means  ?  Did  he 
think  it  consistent  with  his  ho- 
nour still  to  lean  on  this  despi- 
cable Rump  for  support,  to  ride 
in  a  car   preceded    by  deary 
on  a  white   charger,  while  a 
banner  with  the  word  "  purity** 
upon  it  waved  over  his  head  ? 
Remember,  Gentlemen,  that  the 
Chief  Justice  declared  the  pro- 
mulgieition  of  this  letter  under 
such  circumstances,  to  be  on  ocr 
worthy  of  the  severest  reproka*' . 
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Hon ;  tod  rememfoer  also^  that/ 
%fler  tfaie  coraifiission  of  this  act 
Sir  FlWDciss  Burdett  not  only 
e^titiaued  to  receive  the  ca- 
reises  of  the  RtAnp ;  bat,  at  the 
Crown  aad  Anchor  farce  m  the 
succeeding^  November,  he  ex- 
pressly exculpated  the  Rwnp 
and  Cleaty  from  all  blame  in 
the  tmnsaotion,  and  even  noti- 
ied  to  the  meeting  Irom  his 
own  lips  that  a  faC'Simile  of 
Ae  letter  t#otiM  be  puilished ; 
thus  doing  ail  that  lay  in  bis 
power  to  eirctflate  widely  and 
to  perpetuate  the  stigma  upon 
tbat  lady,  under  whose  roof  he 
had  been  received  and  ianier- 
tained  with  hospitality  and  kind-i 
De«s! 

Ib  it  mf^  favU  if  these  things 
be  revived!  Is  it  My  fault  if 
that  which,  never  ought  to  have 
tfiken  place  was  not  speedily 
lorgollen  after  it  did  take  place  ? 
Oh  I  no !  it  is  Wright  aUd  the 
Kumpf  and  Okary  knd  Jaclut&n, 
tbeie  are  the  woi^rs  up  of  the 
nijRtteh  I  am  tem>  as  I  have 
been  all  through  the'  thkig, 
purely  upod  the  DSPfiNSlYE 
The  begrabing  was  the  promul* 
'  galBon  of  the  letter.  Wright 
gave  the  letter ;  the  Rn$kp  r^ 
eeived  it  and  gav6  it  to  dbary ; 
and  AdaniBf  one  of  th^  Rump, 
now  deebttiis  up«n  Ms  oatti^  as 


hideed  Wright  declared,  too, 
that  the  motive  ibr  the  publica- 
tion of  the  letter  was  to  coun- 
teract the  effect  of  my  "  £rf- 
''  tacka  upon  Sir  Francis  Bur^ 
'*  dett."  So  that,  to  this  we  come 
at  last,  the  lady's  heart  was  to 
be  wrung;  she  was  to  become 
the  subject  of  scandal  with 
every  scandalous  tongue  in  the 
kingdoni;  she  who  was  inno- 
cent of  all  offence  against  Sir 
itTrancb' Burdett,  was  to  suffer 
this  in  order  to  get  vei!igeanoe 
on  me  because  I  had  dealt  iny 
blovrs  upon  the  Baronet !  And, 
if  you  can,'in  the  annals  of  ina- 
ligniiy  and  oowardi^,  ItHl  any 
thihg  to  equal  this,  1  beg  you 
to  refer  me  to  the  page. 
'  I  beg  you  to  bia'ar  in  mind 
thieit  this  was  ibe  toot  of  aO  the 
evil.  Of  both  these  law-suits, 
of  some  most  fbriohs  aiuiaults 
up|>n  the  Barobcft;  of  some 
ndt  less  tbrlous"  upon  the 
Rump:  ani  I  venture  to  an- 
ticipate oAer  consequences  of, 
a  vast  deat  more  importance  to 
more  than  obe  of  Che  parties. 
The  branches  which  have  come 
from  this  root  have  already  ex- 
tended pretty  widely,  and  yet  I 
fiincy  thai  we  are  not  got  yet 
nearly  to  the  extremities.*— 
Amongst  the  godd  cbxisequences 
wHl  be  the  total  Extinction  of 
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the  RumfK:  aad  I  confers  to 
jrou  th^t  I  thinly  that  worth  a 
great  deal, 

/"  Gentlemen,  Ml.  Sgajuustt 
said,  upon  the  trial,  that  1  en- 
deavoured, by  the  mean*  of 
MhuMing  and  cowardice^  to  get 
out  of  the  responsibility.  1  as- 
8erte4  then,  as  .  1  repeat,  here, 
that  I  was  not  th^  defendatki  ; 
but,  at  the  sfune  time,  there  was 
no  attempt  made  to  depi^ye  the 
plain^ff  of  a  defi^ndanf.  On  the 
contrary  there  wa^  ^y.^on,  who 
was  writer  as  /j^ell  as  pub)isl^ec, 
and  who,  of  course^, admitted 
by  hi»own/>atb  the  foil  e;xtent 
of  respqnsibility.  There  cx^d 
be  DO  danger  that  1  coul^i  #aTe 
myi^lf  fron^  t,haf  to  wh^b  he 
wo)dd  not^  be.  expend  \,  aad  .who 
but  a  inonsfe|[  cfuv.,beli^,y^»  or 
pretend  to.  t^elieiie,  that  I  wished 
to  escape  fironi.peeiuiiary.diffi^ 
culties.l^y  in^posing  tbem^upon 
him  ?  The  thing  is  ridic^knis  as 
weU  as  monstpous. 

I  have,  truly  ^le<t  before^ 
my  reasons  for  decl^i^ng  t^  go 
into  a  justificatioain  the  frial^f 
this  potion.  But  suppose  it  tpb^ve 
bee^  a  mere  whim  ^ .  or  a  ^^re 
desire  to  pul  the  thing^^t  pn 
accojont  of  the  Jury  or  any  thjing 
else  ^  pray,  have  npt  I  as  good 
.a  right  to  indulge  myself  in.  this 
way  as  Sir  Fjr^noi9.Bur4ett,ha$  t

hand  in  Leicestershire ;  and  what 
signifies  it  whether  it  was  tried 
in  Leicestershire  or  London  ?  Yet, 
do  I  call  it  shuffling ;  do  I  call  it 
cowatdice  in  him  to  mYike  use  of 
his  purse  (in  the  employment  of 
lawyers  and  attorneys  I  mean) 
to  endeavour  to  put  off  the  evil 
hour?  Certainty  1  do  not.  A  man 
is  to  take  every  advantage  in  sueh 
a  ease,  which  is  offered  to  him 
by  the  forms  and  delays  of  the 
law.  But  then  what  sort  of  per- 
son is  this  I  He  is  not  to  be 
attacked  by  the  pen.  Vengeance 
of.i^  sorts  is  to  be  resorted  to 
in  the  repelling  of  such  attacks. 
Private  letters  are  to 'be  brought 
forth  and  read  and  garbled ;  he 
is  to  be  permitted  to  publish  his 
oyir^  letters  in  aaswer  to  pri- 
vate letters,  and  those  answers 
are  to  ^ojfttain  misinterpretatiom 
of  ^e  letters wiiith. they  pro- 
fess, to  answer ;  he*  is  to  send 
forth  through  the  Rump,  sudi 
puUioaiions  as  the  Leicester- 
shire letter;  he  is  to  have  i^l 
the  credit  of  great  boldness  and 
resolution  and  devotion  to  the 
cof  ntry ;  he  is  to  be  canonized 
wl^e  yet  alive  as  a  martyr-  in 
the  cause  of  freedom  ;>  he  i»  to 
have  three  terms,  and  half  a 
do^n  lawyers,  for  the  purpose 
of  endeavouring   to  set  aside 


of  which  is,  to  send  him  to 
a  prison ;  and  after  all  this,  he 
is  to  ^it  and  receive  the  ex- 
treme unction^  of  flattery  from 
the  very  same  mouth,  which  is 
the  very  next  moment  em- 
ployed in  vomiting  forth  upon 
me  the  charge  of  shuffling  and 
cowardice,  because  I  endeavour 
to  shew  that  my  Son,  instead  of 
myself,  is  the  proper  defendant 
in  an  action  for  damages  !  Why 
this  person  is  by  far  the  most 
sacred  that  I  have  ever  heard  of. 
The  King  is  nothing  to  compare 
to  htm.  The  King  can  do  no 
tprong,  to  be  -sure.  One  person, 
and  one  only,  has  contended 
A«t  the  King  can  commit  no 
Act  of  hnmorality  or  of  folly; 
and*  really  to  this  length  the 
flatterers  of  the  Baronet  would 
seem  to  carry  bis  i^rivileges. 
Even  what  1  am  now  writing 
will  be  called  "an  attack  upon 
Sir  Francis  Burdett  ;'*  though 
it  it  absolutely  necessary  as  an 
answer  to  the  srtupid  imputa- 
tions of  his  eulogist.  There  is 
no  length  to  which  this  wretched 
Rtrnip  do  not  seem  disposed  to 
carry  their  flatteries  with  regard 
to  this  gentleman,  of  which  we , 
shall  see  a  further  propf  by 
and  by. 
Not  only  is  this  sacred  per- 
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sonage  to  be  allowed^  without 
imputation  of  blame,  to  avail 
himself  of  all  the  advantages 
which  the  delays  of  the  law 
afTord  him ;  but  he  is,  in  the 
meanwhile,  not  to  have  a  word 
dropped,  if  he  keep  aloof  from 
the  scene  of  action,  and  remain 
as  quiet  as  a  mouse,  while  Ma- 
jor Cartwright,  who  is  placed 
in  exactly  the  same  state  of  pe- 
ril, boldly  and  fearlessly  puts 
himself  forward  with  more  ac- 
tivity and  energy  than  ever. 
What  a  contrast  might  have 
been  drawn  here  during  the 
last  six  months!  How  often 
might  1,  if  I  had  been  so  dis- 
posed, have  dwelt  upon  this  con- 
trast !  How  clearly  might  I  have 
shewn,  that  my  former  "  at- 
tacks," as  they  are  childishly 
called,  were  neither  more  nor 
less  than  the  historical  statements 
correct  in  substance,  and  only  a 
little  exaggerated  in  the  co- 
louring !  Yet,  during  those 
six  months,  1  have  not  alluded 
even  to  the  tranquil  state  of  Sir 
'  Francis,  or  to  his  absence  from 
the  scenes  of  action.  I  have 
seen,  as  well  as  other  people, 
the  great  difference  between  his 
conduct  and  that  of  Major  Cart- 
wright  ;  but  not  a  syllable  have 
I,  in  print,  said  upon  the  sub- 
ject.   If  retirement  and  silence ; 


if  the  delays  of  the  law ;  if  any 
or  if  all  of  these  could  preserve 
him  from   a  prison,  he   had  a 
right  to  avail  himself  of  them ; 
but  his  eulogists;  and  those  who 
reciprocate    countenance    and 
support  with  him,  are  not,  be- 
cause I  endeavour  to  throw  the. 
burthen  of  an  action  upon  the 
real  defendant,  and  thereby  to ; 
obtain    the      best     means    of 
causing  justice   to   be  don^^to 
all  the  parties;    his    eulogists 
and  supporters,  who  bring  forth 
my  private  letters  in  vepgeance 
for    my    pretended    "  attacks" 
upon  him ;  these  people  are  not,  } 
upon  such  grounds,   to  accuse ,, 
me  q{  shuffling  and  cowardice 
without  my  bringing  forth  his  \ 
conduct  in    illustration   oi.v^y*^ 
arguments   in  defence   «gai^gt  ; 
the  imputation.  , 

But,   since   these  " -o^iocik^*' ^^ 
have  been  so  much  tallied  of; 
and  as  they  are  now  put  for-.^ 
ward  again  as  a  justification,  fpr   , 
the  ransacking  of  a  man's  pri- 
vate letters  written  ten  years,  . 
before ;  since  this  is  the  cas^^  .  ^ 
since    this    stalking-horse    has    ; 
been  again  brought  forward  in 
order  to  hide  all  the  baseness  of 
the  transactions  at  the  West* 
minster    Election  ;    since    the 
Rump,    Geary,    Wright,    and 
Jackson,  are  all  to  be  placed 
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behind  this  stalking-horse,  lei 
us.'^eUtl^men,  see  a  little  what 
tho6e  terrible  "  attacks*'  were, 
and  enquire  whether  they  were 
well  or  ill  founded.  I  say  that 
thcf  Winner  of  them  was  more 
hai^h'  than  I,  upon  reflection 
and'  with  time  to  cool,  could 
wi^h.*  I  am  ready  to  say,  and  1 
haV^H^ery  often  ilaid  this  same 
thihg*,'  and  to  repeat  it  as 
oft^tf  *as  may  be  necessary. 
Mii'pcatlett  said,  in  his  re- 
ply, ihst  I  .expressed  my  eor* 
rotb  for  these  "  attacks,"  and 
begged  pardon  of  the  Baronet. 
I  obntrti^icted  him  at  the  mo- 
m^ttt.'  I  told  him  ihat  what  he 
war  KUIkig  Was  not  true :  liVhat 
I  did  liay,  gentlemen,  was  this : 
tbAt^the  attacks,  as  they  had 
beett'lAned,  upon  Sir  Francia 
Bmdett,  were  things  which 
oiigtit  to  have  been  forgotten 
as  M>o1ti'li6  possible  ;  that  they 
oaglit  to  have  been  obliterated 
f)roU&*  th^  memory,  and  that,  for 
my  *6Wn  part,  1  had  by  no  means 
felt  a  desire  to  renev^  them ;  that 
th^^  Woiild  have  been  forgotten 
long  'ago,  had  ft  not  been  for  the 
wotldhgs  of  a  little,  dirty,  med* 
dling*'  biischievous  crew,  who 
sougfKt'  a  gratification  of  their 
own'*  base  pasiidns  in  keeping 
theiii^'allve  ^,  and  that  I  thought, 
alt^f  ill/  that  the  Baronet*  hav- 


ing also  time  to  reflect,  was  a 
man  with  a  piind  too  hopotttable 
not  to  reprobate  the  acts  of 
treachery  of  which  he  had  seen 
SQch  an  ample  exhibition. . 

This  is  as  nearly  as  possible , 
what  I  said ;  yet  the  delicacy  of 
Mr.  Scarlett's  mind  could  sog« 
gest  the  imputation  of  cow- 
^rdxce  to  be  applied  even  tQ 
this  instance  of  my  candour 
and  liberality )  though  it  nmst 
have  been  manifest,  to  every 
man  that  I  had  been  actuated 
by  no  motive  o^ler  than 
that  of  wishing  to  do  nothing 
that  could  by  possibility  tend, 
under  his  present  peculiar  cir- 
oumstances,  to  depriye  him  of 
any  pprtion  of  public  feeling 
which  might  exist  in  his  fiivour. 
However,  since  these  pretend- 
ed and  much-talked  of  "  at^ 
tacks*'  are  again  brought  for- 
ward as  the  means  of  annoyapee 
to  me,  I  am  imperiously  called 
ujpon  again  to  advert  to  those 
"  attacks,"  and  to  inquire  whe« 
ther  they  were  in  the  main  just 
or  unjust. 

No  w,gentlenen,obfierve  these 
*'  attacks*^  were  made  2  during 
two  periods ;  the  first  between 
May  18A7  and  May  1818.  .  This 
set  of  "  a^ocA^'^  were  founded 
on  the  .pt^lic  conduct  of  Sir 
Prancis.      The    second   set  of 
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•'  cUtacks"  began  after  May 
181S,  and  ended  in  the  aunnier 
of  1819,  This  last  set  of  *'  at- 
tacks**  took  place,  you  will  ob- 
serve, after  the  reading  of  my 
letter  npon  the  hnstings ;  after 
deary  had  ridden  upon  the 
white  charger ;  after  the  Baro- 
net had  given  his  full  counte- 
nance to  that  transaction  by 
aaying  that  Cleary  was  not 
blameable,  and  by  announcing, 
at  a  public  meeting,  that  a  fac- 
simile of  the  letter  would  be 
published ;  and  also  after  Sir 
Francis  had  caused  to  be  pub' 
UsJud  (first  having  had  it 
ehewnin  manuscript  at  Brooks's) 
a  private  letter  from  him  to  me, 
relating  to  money. which  I  owed 
him }  after  he  had  caused  to  be 
published  this  answer  (no  copy 
of  which  I  ever  received  from 
him) ;  after  he  ht^l  caused  to  be 
published  this,  together  with 
my  private  letter  to  him  relating 
to  the  same  debt,  and  which 
private  letter  to  him  contained 
a  frank  statement  of  the  whole 
of  my  affairs:  it  was  after  all 
tfaiathat  the  second  set  of.at- 
jtacks  began.  Was  it  possible 
for  them  to  be  much  too  harsh  ? 
If  tbe  Lord  Chief  Justice  was 
aound  in  his  doctrine  when  he 
•aid,  upon  the  tricj  with  Cleery, 
that  the  breach  af  private  cqn& 


dence  in  t&o/  case,  justified  very 
severe  terms  of  reprobation ;  it 
such  was  the  opiniop  gravely  def 
livered  by  a  Judge  in  his  charge 
what  bounds,  I  pray  you,  wer» 
to  be  set  to  the  terms  in  whieb 
I  was  to  ''  attack"  Sir  Framii 
Burdett,  after  that  conduct  of 
his  of  which  I  have  just  giTM 
you  a  description? 
Therefore,  gentlemen,  electora 
of  Westminster,  who  aufler 
yourselves  to  be  sported  with 
by  a  Rump.  Committee,  you  are« 
in  estimating  those  things  which 
are  called  "  attadis"  upon  Sir 
Francis  Burdett,  to  leave  who}]y 
out  of  the  question  all  tbi^ 
"  attacks'*  which  have  take]^ 
place  since  the  election  of  1818 ; 
for,  whatever  they  have  beez^ 
they  have  been  fully  merited. 
And  when  did  these  "  atlackg'! 
cease  ?  And  under  what  circum- 
stances have  they  been  wholly 
discontinued  ?  Gentlemen^  pray 
attend  to  these  questions.  The 
"  attacks"  ceased  the  moment  jl 
set  eyes  on  his  letter  to  tha 
elec^or»  of  Westminster;  for 
which  letter  he  has  since  been^ 
as  1  was  very  sure  he  would  foe^ 
brought  into  great  peril.  From 
that  hoar  to  this  have  I  made 
any  "  attack"  upon  Sir  Franci»f 
B\jrdett  I    Twice,  I  think  it  jf, 

be  haa  been  named  bjr  me.inth^

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way  of  defence  of  myself  agttinst 
what  t  deemed  ao  "  attacks*  on 
liit  part;  or  oa  the  part  of  the 
meddliDg  fools  who  seem  to 
aim  at  his  destruction  ;  but 
have  I  attacked  faim  ?  Have  I 
aaid  a  syllable  about  his  tin* 
aeoountable  absence  and  silence 
duAng  the  last  six  most  inte* 
retting  months?  Nay,  was 
not'  the  one  single  occasion 
when  be  did  step  forward  in 
Pariiamenti  eagerly  caught  at 
by  me  as  the  ground  of  bestow- 
ing the  highest  praise  on  his  con- 
duct ;  and  did  I  not,  by  the  re- 
publishing of  his  speech  on  that 
occasion,  manifestly  not  only  not 
to  my  own  pecuniary  advantage, 
and  manifestly  also  to  my  loss, 
do  as  much  as  in  me  lay  to  in- 
sure to  bim  every  particle  of 
praise  that  was  his  duel  Did 
this  conduct  bespeak  rancour, 
malignity,  enmity,  revenge,  as 
•xistmg  in  my  breast ;  or  did  it 
'bespeak  just  the  contrary  of  all 
these  I 

''    It  is  to  the  first  set  of  "  at- 

tackM,"  therefore,  that  I  noW  re- 

'quest  you  to  turn  your  attention 

for  a  few  minutes;  and,  while 

'1  do  not  pretend  that  cool  re- 

Hiection  would  justify  them  as 

*to  their  manner,  to  the  utmost 

''*extettt,  1  think  I  shall  be  able 

*to  T^roduce  to  70U  proof  unde- 


niable of  the  justice  of  the  mat* 
ter  of  those  '•  attacks ;"  t  thiok 
that  what  baa  happened  in  year 
own  city  not  many  days  ago, 
has  made  good  to'the  very  let- 
ter, the  matter  of  those  "  ol- 
tacks:'    , 

Those  attacks  embraced  two 
points :  Jlr9t,the  making  use  ot 
a  junto  called  the  Rump,  for  in- 
suring to  himself  and  an  onder- 
ling  of  his  own  choosing,  seats 
for  the  City  of  Westminster; 
and  ti\%o  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
cluding from  those  seats  every 
man  not  devoted'  to  him,  and 
not  willing  to  be  his  onderling, 
however  gfesit  the  industry  and 
talent  of  such  man.  If  you  want 
any  proof  of  the  truth  of  these 
allegations;  if  you  want  any 
thing  more  in  this  way  tbaa 
that  which  hais  passed  before 
your  eyes,  and  which  is  per- 
ceived  by  every  man  in  the  na- 
tion, it  would  be  waste  of  time 
^o  attempt  to  give  it  you.  Ai 
to  this  poini,  the  matter  is  set- 
tled by  the  evidence  of  facts* 

The  second  point  was,  to  ex- 
press the  whole  in  two  short 
propositions,  "  that  the  Baronet 
*'  was  a  man  of  talk  and  not  of 
"  do':  that  ho  called  open  the 
"  people  to  support  him,  and 
"  that  when  the  people  stirred 
**  he  tCQuld  not  move,*'

Now,  Gentlemen,  I  will  not 
•aliempl  to  refer  you  to  the 
paeU  I  mean  to  DOthiDg*  that 
has  not  pasacd  witliin  tbia 
month.  I  will  not  waste  your 
time  by  cariying  you  back  to 
1817,  or  even  to  the  langour 
and  lassitude  and  still*Iife  of  the 
last  summer.  I  will  confine  my- 
self to  the  space  of  one  single 
month ;  and  if  you  do  not  find 
within  that  space  proofs  in  am- 
ple justification  of  my  "  otlackH," 
in  the  capacity  of  historian,  you 
will  be  reduced  to  the  absolute 
neeessity  of  acknowledging  me 
to  be  a  propfeef.  To  which  lat- 
ter character,  however,  I  have 
not  the  impiety  to  aspire. 

Now,  then,  observe,  her  Ma- 
jesty, who  bad  triumphed  over 
ber  enemies,  was  the  object  of 
universal  congratulation  on  the 
part  of  the  people.  Numerous 
addresses  were  instantly  pro- 
pared  and  voted.  More  than  a 
hundred  and  fifty  had,  I  be- 
lieve, been  actually  presented ; 
some  of  them  from  two  hun- 
dred miles  distance ;  some  even 
from  Scotland.  The  city  of 
liOi^on  had  met,  had  gone  up 
and  addressed  her  Majest}'.  The 
city  of  Westminster  did  not  stir ! 

The  borough  of  South wark  had 
ipetaad  adk(fe«sad  >er  Majesty. 
,lEveri  the  parishes  in  Westmin- 
ster itself  had  m^tor  wore  meet- 


ing, and  one  of  your  Meoibeili 
had  presided  at  one  of  thoffo 
meetings,  but  the  City  itac^ 
did  not  stir!  This  City  that 
used  to  take  the  lead  iu  every 
good  thing ;  thisgreat^  populous 
and  really  public-spirited  City 
remained  dumb  as  a  wool-pack, 
while  even  the  very  villages  in 
Somersetshire  and  Cornwall 
were  sending  up  addresses  to 
the  Queen !  Talk  of  support- 
ing her  Majesty,  indeed  !  What 
support  would  that  persecutod 
and  gallant  lady  have  received 
from  the  people  of  England, 
towards  whom  she  so  gracious- 
ly expresses  her  boundless  gra- 
titude, if  the  people  of  England 
had,  upon  this  important  occa* 
sion,  waited  for  the  example  of 
WeMtminster ! 

Oh  I  Gentlemen,  see  what  tt 
is  to  have  suffered  yourselves  to 
be  subjected  to  the  government , 
of  a  Hump!  Thank  me  for  the 
endeavours  I  am  now  making 
to  rescue  you  from  this  state  of 
indescribable  abasement.  Four 
hearts  were  good.  You  felt  for 
her  Majesty.  You,  round  your 
fire-sides,  congratulated  the 
Queen.  But,  having  submitted 
yourselves  to  the  government  <Jf 
a  Rump;  that  Rump  bein^  tto- 
toriousiy  the  mere  instrumeat  M 
one'm'an  ;  'that  man*  not  chdos- 
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mg  to  step  forward ;  there  yoii 
stood  a  mark  for  the  finger  of 
scorn  to  the  whole  kingdom  ! 
At  last,  K>n^e  spirited  tradesmen, 
resolved  flot  to  share  iu  meriting 
tiiis  scorn,  signed  a  requisition, 
took  it  to  the  High  Bailifi*,  and 
called  a  meeting,  the  result  of 
which  was,  an  Address  to.  her 
M^esty,  and  a  Petition  to  the 
King. 

Lot  us  now  see,  then,  what 
passed  at  this  Meeting.

As  r  Jiad  the  honour  to  ob- 
serve to  your  Lordship  in  my 
first  l^tte^r,  the  people  can  see 
no  use  of  a  change  of  the  Mi- 


mstfy^  n^^con^p^^d  with  a 
ohaoge  of.  tbe.&ystem.  .Indeed, 
it  is  necessary  to  believe  this,  in 
onterto  tate  from  the  opposi- 
tion a  presuHq>tion  of  complete 
worthlessness  of  character.  For, 
it  is  notorious  that  there  is 
every  reason  in  the  world  for 
the  removal  of  the  present  Mi- 
nisters, upon  the  supposition 
that  a  mere  change  of  men 
would  not  be  absurd  and  even 
mischievous.  The  feeling  with 
regard  to  her  Majesty,  is  wholly 
without  a  parallel,  whether  con- 
sidered as  to  its  ardour  or  its 
extent.  In  1814,  wlten  Napo- 
leon had  been  sobeluied^  when  a 
twenty-two  years  wfur  had  been 
brought  to  what  wns  regarded  a 
most  glorioua  termination ; 
when,  thmigh  for  varioas  rea- 
sons, all  parties  joined  in  rejoic- 
ing, Wli^n  the  government,  the 
aristocracy,  the  CbUrch ;  when 
thesg  took  the  load  ;  when  the 
army  and  even-  the  fleet  were 
called  forth  to  join  in  the  shoats; 
wben.  nearly  three  baodred 
thpusand  pojunds  of  the  public 
money  was  expended  in  tfi- 
uippbal  exhi|>iti(ais  and  ealer- 
taiiimetnts ;  even  at  that  tim^ 
the  demonstca^io^  of  joy^  V^^ 
the  expressions  of  congratpla- 
^ion  were  nothing  in  compari- 
son to  what  they  have  been  in 
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consequence  of.  the  triumph  <)f 
her'Majesty.    At  that  time  the 
cities  aii4  towns    inhabited  in 
p^rt,  at  lea^t,  hy  the  opulebt^ 
and  acting  u«de[r  the  urginga  of 
thecons^tutedaatlioritie«>  dis* 
•plaiyed  si^ns  of  joy;  but.  now 
these  f^ggks  have  shewn  theon- 
selves  iftf^he  very  villcig^^  and 
,  tliat^  too,  where  th^  principal 
^(j^eraon.has  frequently  been  no 
•  more  than  a   common  famen 
So  (ar  from  waiting^  to  be  ur^ed 
by  persons  in  authority^  the  peo* 
pie  have  acted  in  almost  every 
case  contrary  to  the  well  known 
wishes  of  such  persons ;  andj  in 
%^umerojds  instances,  in  open  de- 
fiance of  them. 

No^,  my  L^rd,  it  is  not  to 
be  belieyed  that  those  wl^o  have 
thus  rejoiced  at, her  Mi^t/s 
triumph,  must  not  hold  in  re- 
probittion  the  conduct  of  the 
,  Ministers ;  and  that  they  must 
not  wish  to  see  those  AIiDblers 
disgiUc^d  by  being  at  any  rate 
deprived  of  their  power.  They 
do  not,  perhaps,  think,  with  a 
certain  Member  of  Parliament, 
that  the  Mimsters  ought  to  be 
hanged,  or«  at  any  rate,  that 
they  ought  to  ]^e  hanged  while 
.it  is  improper  or  unnecessary.to 
impeach  them;  but  that  the 
^ople,  wlio  still  suspect  that 
the  Ministers  meditate   some^ 


tiling  against  the  Queen,  to 
whose  applications  those  Hiius* 
ters  turn  a  deaf  ear ;  that  the 
people  do  and  must  wi^h  these 
Ministers  to  be  dismissedj  is  a; 
thing  not  to  be  denied., 

Wha^,  then,  can  be  tbs  cause 
of  their  stubborn  silence  upon 
the  su^ct  o(  tl^t  disinissio%l 
Yoi^  have  the  cause  very  satis* 
factorily  e|:plained  in  the  peti- 
tion of  bliddlesex,  and  in  thfit 
of  tbq  Common-Hall  of  London, 
a^d  also  ^in  I  that  ff  tlie  City  of 
Westminster.  >  f*^  Ott>^,  la^-o 
''  Change  of  $he  Ministry^'. 
say  the^  p^eople;  but  "  give  ,us 
'*  no  change  that  will  nol  ta.- 
*f  cure  50  UB  a  reform/'  ^  In  iljip 
county. of  Durham,  I  pere^ive» 
nothing  was  said  about  a  change 
in  the  Ministry ;  and  nothing  ^ 
proposed  to  be  smd,  Iperceiv^» 
in  the  county  of  Berks.  Why  is 
this ;  because  if  the  proposition 
to  dismiss  the  Ministers  h#d 
been  made,  some  one  (th^ 
meeting  being  a  public  one) 
would  have  proposed,  as  was 
done  at  Leeds,  to  make  Reform 
a  condition  for  the  change  of 
Ministry,  and  would  therebty 
have  defeated  the  purpose  of 
those  who  had  brought  forward 
the  proposition  /or  praying  fbr 
the.  change,  which  aiAvally  took

assert  that  there  must  be  some- 
thing radicallff  wrong  iq  a  sys^ 
tem  uad^r  which  good  harvests 
as  well. as  bad  harvests  are  an 
o^ic^ton.  to  a  patioo  ^  Is  it  ^  be 
presomptQOUs  to  discard'  as^  uor 
worthy  of  atiention  t)ie  opinions 
of  men*  who  de<^ed  t)^  dis- 
tress to  have  arisen  from  a  mid^ 
den.  transition  from  war .  io 
peace,  and  who,  at  the  end  of 
six.  .years  of,  p^ape,  have  seen 
nothing  but  a  constant  increase 
of  distress,  and  have  then 
avowed  that  they,  have  np.  re- 
medy to  administer,  and  no 
remedy  even .  to  suggest  1  Is  it 
to^be  presuroptuous  to  venture 
to  set  forward  one's  QpijD\|Qns  in 
opposition  to  those  of  men,  who 
ta^  one  part  of  the  people  to 
fiurnish  another  p&rt  with  the 
means  •  of  emigrating,  at  the 
very  same  tim^  that  they  pass 
lavirs  to  prevent  the  importation 
of  food,  and,  of  course^  the  e;r- 
portation  ^  mcmufactures  in 
exchange? 

-  I  think  it  is  not  to  be  pre- 
sumptuous to  do  tins.  I  have 
all  along  disapproved  of  the 
measure  w}iich  have  been 
adopted  with  respect  to  tins 
great  matter.  Ip  my  last  letter 
I  .took  the  liberty  to  call  your 
lordship's  attention  to  what  was 


passing  in  the  United  States' of 
America  •relative  to  the  suiiyept 
inqj^jiti^R;  and  I  shall,  by  and 
bye*  bfve,  to  notice  th^,  recent 
9pe^ch  of  ^e.  President,  and 
aga^  tojBkY^iVviysoK  of  it.in  U10. 
way  of  •illiiBMmtiPA.   ^ ' 

But,  in  justice  to  myself  as 
well  as  injustice  to  the  sifbject, 
t  must  first  trace  the  cause  frdm 
its  root  to  the  extremity  of  tlie 
branches.  It  was  in  the  year 
IT97  that  the '  first  step  was 
taken  towards  our  present  state 
of  ruin  and  misery.  It  was  then 
that  that  memorable  Order  "of 
Council  was  isstfed,  out  of  whieh 
have  grown  twelve  acts  of  Par- 
liament, the  last  of  which  goes 
by  the  name  of  Mr.  Feel's  Bill ; 
to  which  acts  \ve  have  to  as- 
cribe a  long' train  6f  srifTferfng 
and  a  hideOus  mass  of  pi-eseht 
danger. 

The  first  of  these  acts  sus-  . 
ponded  cash  payments  at  the 
Bank;  the^  last  of  them  has 
enacted,  that  cash  payments 
shall  be  resumed ;  and  has  pro- 
vided for  the  adoption  of  certain 
measures  preliminary  to  th#t 
resumption^  Here  is  the  gresrt 
cause  9f  the  distress;  and  now, 
in  justice  to  myself,  1  will  simply 
set  down  a  very  short  acoonnt 
of  my  ondeavonrJf  toprevont  tlie 
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•xbteDce  of  this  cause  of  cala- 
mity filKl  of  danger. 

At  a  very  early  period  after 
mj  return  to  England  in  1800r 
I  dearly  perceived  the  dangers 
of  this  paper  system;  and  I  per* 
eeived  not  less  dearly  that  pay- 
ments in  cash  conld  never  be 
resumed,  vrithout  a  destruction 
of  a  great  part  of  the  debt,  or, 
vrithout  produdng,  first,  general 
rtiin  and  misery  I  and  last,  a  con- 
vulsive revolution.  During  the 
years  from  180a  to  1810,  it  was 
very  seldo^i  that  a  month  parsed 
over  my  head  without  an  endea- 
vour to  inculcate  these  opinions, 
for  the  inculcation  of  which 
opinions  I  was  repaid,  in  speech, 
in  print,  and  in  conversation,  by 
every  species  of  abuse,  and  in 
eertain  other  ways,,  by  the  ser 
▼erest  of  persecution  and  pu- 
nishment short  of  absolute  kil- 
.  ling.  If  ever  man  was  martyr 
to  any  thing,  I  was  a  martyr  to 
these  opinions,  which  c»re  now 
put  forth  as  their  own  by  thou- 
sands upon  thousands  of  men, 
vfho  then  persecuted  me,  or  who 
heartily  applauded  the  persecu- 
tors. 

I  now  come  to  the  memorable 
epoch  of  1810,  when  the  discus- 
sion upon  this  grand  subject, 
uj^jon  the  decision  as  to  which  I 
well  knew  the  &(e  of  England 


v^as  to  turn,  assumed  a  more 
regular  and  oflScial  form.    The 
party  to  which  your  lordship 
belonged,  took  the  matter  up, 
on  the  motion  of  the  Tate  Mr. 
Horner,  and  obtained  a  com- 
mittee of  enqnhry,  which  com- 
mittee was  catted  the  BnUion 
Committee,  and  which  Commit- 
tee reported,  that  an  aet  ought 
to  be^mssed  to  compel  the  Bank 
to  resume  cask  payments  at  the 
end  of  two  years  from  that' time. 
The  Ministerial  party  contended 
that  tlie  Bank  was  able  at  any 
time'  to  resunlie  cash  payments ; 
but  that  it  would  be  inexpedient 
that  it  should  do  this  until  peace. 
Thus  stood,  in  1810,  the  opi- 
nions, dedarations,  and. propo- 
sitions of  the  two  parties  in  Par- 
liament.    Each  party  had   its 
partizans  out  of  doors «    More 
than  two  hundred  ^  pamphlets 
were  published  on.irtie  subject ; 
I  stood  alone,  and,  )n  my  work 
wriiteA  at  that  time,  ^ntitfod 
Paper  against  God,  I  asserted, 
and  I  think  I  proved  to  demon- 
stration,  this  pos^on  :    "  that 
*'  cash  payments  never  could  be 
"  resumed,  without  a  large  re- 
^<  dnction  of  the  interest  of  the 
•'  debt,  or,  without   the  utter 
"  ruin  of  all  persons   actively 
*'  engaged  in  trade  of  every  de- 
'*  bcriptioo,  and  in  ag'ricutture/ 
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In  repayment  Tor  this  new  and 
extraordinary  eflbrt  of  mine,  1 
had  U>  feceive  a  frosh  and  eX- 
traordinary  qMantlty  of  the  foul- 
est abuse  that  ever  wras  poured 
forth  upon  mortal  man ;  but,  at  1 
hare  most  satisfactorily  experi- 
enced, abuse,  misrepresentation, 
calumny,  have  no  efieci  m  en- 
feebling the  body,  or  in  relaxing 
the  efforts  of  the  mind,  espe- 
cially when  the  lat^r  ifr  s|ip- 
ported  by  a  eoiucioiisness  of  it's 
rectitude.  I  knew  I  was  right : 
I  knew  that  time  was  constantly 
working  for  me  and  against  my 
calumniators:  in  that  know- 
ledge I  was  gay,  while  1  knew 
that,  thek  bosoms  were  filled 
with  apprehension,  or,  at  least, 
were  the  habitations  of  uncej^- 
taiojy^  -     * 

/freace  came ;  that  long-look- 
y  ed-for  peace;  that  peace  which 
/     was  to  remove  every  obstacle  to 
the    resumption  of    cash  pay- 
ments, and  upon  the  arrival  of 
which,  even  the  law  positively 
said,  cash  paym^Qls  were  to  be 
resumed  ?    Now  was   the  time 
when  that  which  one  party  had 
proposed  to  adopt,  and  which  the 
oUier  party  had  said  would  at 
once  take  place  in  peace  without 
^  any  danger;  now  was  that  long- 
looked-for  time  arrived,  and  it 
came  too  with  the  unexpected 


good  luck  of  the  restoration  pf  . 
the  Bourbons,  and  of  tbe  chaili- - 
ing  of  th0  "  art^  enemy^f  awr 
"  Jtnanc^s*'  to  a  rock!    Now,,. 
then>- arrivefl  :the  timt  for  tlia  ' 
cadb  paymenU  to  be  fessmed," 
or  tor  roe  to  exult  in  piy  trl- 
.umph,  and  to  repay  my  c^lwif-.. 
niat«rs  with  aoorti !    Were  cash 
payments   resumed,    ipy  lord  ?  . 
Oh!  no!  iwy  pftrajphji^y  w^  ful- 
filled.    An  aot"W«i  passed-  -to  ' 
continue  the  suspension  tor  a 
yi^r.    When  that  year  expired^   y 


linother  act  was.  passed  to  eop 
tinufe  it  for  another  year.  When 
that   year    was   expired,  ^d-.. 
th^  1^   was.,  pftssed  to.  cod-** 
tinue  cash    payments   tor  two* 
years  longer !   1.  could  hold  no  . 
longer !   Triumph:  would;  burst- 
Ibrth,  whether  1  #04i1d  or  not, 
and  out  it  came  ifl'the  following  . 
words,  which  I  insert  here,  l|ow-'> 
ever,  not  so  JB«ch  in  jnstide'  to  ' 
myself,  as  in  the  way  of  j;)resfent 
warning  to  iny  coup^rj^^^ijisiefy- 
man  in  which  country  I /bibaeech" 
to  p»y  attention  to  thesa  Words>^ 
for  1  am  sure  every  one  of  them 
has  full  as  much  interest  in  the 
thing  as  1  have  myself. 

"  jThe  Parliament,  and,  in- 
*'xieed,  the  conntry,  were,  as,  to- 
"  this  question,  divided  into 
"  two  parties :  one  said,  that 
*Mhe  Bank  woutcf  be  able  to-* 
"  pay  in  specie  in  two  years*:. 
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*'  the  other,  said,  that  the  Bank, 
"  was  always  able  tc^ay,  but 
"  thatit  w^uldnot  be  prudent 
"  ta  sidRir  the  Bank  to  pay»  till 
"  peace^me.  I  gave  ii  as  my 
*'  opinion,  that  peace  woald  not 
"enable  the  Bank  to  pay;  or,

"  it's  duration.    Not  only  is  Na 
"  poleon  down^  bat  he  is  in  our 
''  kan()s;   he  is  banished:  tQ  a 
**  rock,  .of  which  we  have  the 
"sole  command  and  pcjSSession ; 
''he  is   as   completeljr  in  the 
"  power*  of  our  Government  as 
",  if  they  had  him  in  the  Tower 
"  of  London.    Therefore,    this 
"  great  obstacle  to  gold  and  sil- 
"  ver  payment*  is  swept  away: 
"  The  Capets^  out  the  Baurbana^ 
**  as  they  call  themselves,  are 
"  restored.    Spain  has  regained 
"that,  beloved  F«r€binand,   in 
"  whose  cause  we  w^re  so  seal^ 
"  ous,  and  he  has  restored  the 
"  Iriquisition    and  the   Jesuits. 
"  TteFope,  to  the  great  joy  of 
"loyal,  protestanist  is  agi^M  ia 
"'  the^cbair  of  Saint  Peter ;  ha9 
"  again  resumed  his  keys  and 
"  faM  shepherd's  crpok.  In  short, 
"  our  govemmant,  so  far*  from 
"  dreading  any    enen^y,   is   in 
"  strict    cMiance    with    eve^-y 
"'  sovereign  in  Europe. 

'  "  Now,  then,  are  come  the 
"  halcyon  days.  Now  John  Bull 
"  is  to  sit  down  iu  peace  under 


his  own  ^ioe  aivd  Jiis  own  6^- 
"  tree  with  no  one  to  make  fiim 
"afraid.  Now  there  will  be, 
"  there  ooabe^  no,need  of  m« 
"  mies  or  navies  Now,  then, 
"  my  good  neighbours,  we  shall, 
"  surely,  see  gold  and  silver  re- 
"  tarn*  Wiiich.of.yoQ.will  bH 
"  any -thing  on  tbeaarmi^veof 

this  proposition  ?  My  opinion 
"  is,  that  we  shall  not  see  it  re-- 
"turn;   thatwa  shall  not  see 
"  tb^  Bank  pay.  in  gold  and  sil* 
"  ver  ;  that  we  shall  not  hear 
"  the  Minister  say,  that  the  Old 
"  Lady  is  ready  with  her  cash. 
"  Iq  ^hort»  my  opiaion  is,  that 
"another  and.  another  Ajct  of, 
"  Parliament  will  convince  even . 
"  the  most  stupid  and  credulous, 

that,  as  long  as  the  <Mvidetids 

on  the  Natioufd  Debt  are  paid, 
"  so  long  will  they  be  paid  in 
''  Bank  Notes,  so  long  vdll  the 
"  law  protectiajg  the  Bank 
"  against  demands  in  raid  BH>ney 
"  remain  in  fuU  force :  for,  the, 
"  man  that  needs  more  than  two 
"  more  Acts  of  Parliament  to 
"  produce  this  co^iction^  his 
"  mind,  must  be  a^  idiot. 

"  Let  us  wait,  th^n,  with  pa- 
"  tience  for  two  years  more ; 
"  but,  let  us  keep  oar  ^e  stear 
"  dUy  fUed  en  tba  movemefit« 
"  of  the  Ministry  and  the  Bank.^ 
"  Let  us  listen  quietly  to  ait' 
*'  they  say,  withoot  scteming  io 
"  take  any  notice  of  what  ^iciy^re 
"  about.  If  the^  dg  pay  in  cash. 
"  at  the  end  oi  two  years,  and 
"  still  contiaoe  to  pay  the  divi- 
"  dei3d9>  or  th^  iaterast.of.  the 
"  debt,  I  will,  frankly,  aokppw- 
"  ledge,  that  I  ought  to  pass 
"  for  an  ignorant  pretender  all 
"  the  remainder  of  my  life.  If 
*'  they  do  noi^puy  ia,ca,sb)attbe, 
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*'  end  of,  two  years  more,  thep, 
''  what  they  ought  to  pass  for  I 
"  shall  leave  my  readers, to  de- 
'*  cide. 

"  As  to  giving  them  a  longer, 
'*  tether,  that  is  wholly,  out  of 
«  >he  question.  Twelve  years, 
'^  is  the  average  lengtt^it  is  said, 
"  of  the  life  of  n^tn.  I;  have,  at* 
"  ready  given  ihem  four*  I  will 
"  allow  them  two  more;  but, 
"<as.  the  grey;  ha^  begin  to 
"  thicken  very  fast  upon  my 
"  head,  as.  n]\y  4soi^s  and  daugi^* 
*'  ters  begin  to  walk,  faster  than 
**  their  wber  and  mother,  I  cer- 
''  tainly,  shall  not  lengthen  the 
"  tether;  but,  atthaen^.of  two 
"  years  from  this  first  day  of  the 
*'  month  of  September,  1B15^  I 
"  sha^W  if  Isti^  bold  a  pen,  and 
"  the  Oid  I^^  does  not  pay 
"  the  dividends  in  cash,  assume 
"  it  a$  a  notoriously  admitted 
''  fact,  that  she  nw^r  toUl .  ami 
"  never  am." 

I  mufit'eonfess  that  1  did  rercl 
a  little  jUpon  this  occasion;  but^ 
if  1  had  I  ^^ veiled  ^^  ^in^es  as 
much  afti did,  1  should  have  been 
fully  justified  in  so  doing.  I 
laughed  at  the  confusion  of  my 
enemies,  of  my  stupid  find  base 
traducers;  but  I  had, a  right  to 
laugh. ,  It  wasj  after  all^  but  a 
moderate  iMitisfaotiaa  for.  the  sar- 
casms of  the  Bdinburgh  Re- 
viewers and  for  the  revilings  of 
the  Lomloq  pres&c 

Well,  my  Loid«  The  two 
years  expired,  and  this  new  pro- 
phecy was  fuitilLed.  No  cash 
p;i^ments    came,   but    another 


Act  was  P44ml:  to  continue  the. 
suspension  for  another  year; 
hjowever,  this  Act  provided  that 
ithe  -Bank,  might  resume!  Yes* 
this  Act'  graciously  pem^tted^ 
the  Bank  to  resume^  upon  giv- 
ing due .  notice^  of  its  intention, 
to  the  Speaker  of  the.  House  of 
Commons.  This  Act  Waste  ex- 
pire in. July,  1819;  but,  alafVt 
befoce  that  timaArcived^  another  *i 
Act  was  passed  continuing  the 
suspension  until  the  first  of  May^ 
1W3J  _ 

Oh,  delusion!  Was  there  ever 
delusion  like  this  since  .the  v^otii 
begun?  Twenty-six  years  of 
putting  off,  and  twelve  Acts  of  ^ 
Parliament  q)pointing  the  time 
of  resumption  1  Call  the  Re- 
formers a  set  of  deluded  people, 
indeed!  Have,  their  leaders 
ever  been  deluded  themselves, 
or  have  they  ever  attempted  to 
delude  others  to  an  extent  like 
this! 

So  muchlbr^hef>a^,my  Lord^ 
and  now  we  come  to  the  present 
and  the  future.  TM  last  of 
the  twelve  Acts  was  what  is  call- 
ed Mr.  Peel's  Bill ;  and  this  Bill, 
in  only  four  pages,  decides  the, 
fate  of  England,  if .  it  be  perse- 
vered in ;  and  it  does  as  much 
for  the  public  character  of  its 
ruler^  whether  it  be  persevered 
iu  or  not    This  Bill  is  not  like 
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the  former  Acts,  merely  to  sits- 
'  pend  the  pAymept  of  cash  at  the 
Bank;  but  it  prpvides  for  pay- 
ments in  bullion,  between  the 
timie  of  passing*  it,  and  the  first 
of  Ma},  18^.  The  aubstanoe 
of  the  provisions  are  as  follow. 
From  1st  F'ebruary  to  1st  Octo- 
ber, 18%,  th^  Bank  is  to  pay  its 
notes,  in  sixty  ounce  pieces  of 
gold,  at  eighty-one  shillings  an 
ounce.  From  1  st  October,  1 820, 
to  1st  of  May,  1821,  it  is  to  pay 
in  sixty  ounoe  pieoes  at.seyeaty'- 
nine  shillings  and  sixpence  an 
ounce.  From  1st  May,  1821,  to 
IstMay,  1823,  it  is  to  pay  in 
sixty  ounoe  pieces,  at  seventy- 
seren  shillings  and  ten-pence 
halfpenny  an  ounce.  From  the 
1st  May,  1823,  it  is  to  pay  in 
specie  as  H  did  in  former  times ! 
Tbe  moment  1  saw^a  news- 
paper account  of  this  Bill,  I  said, 
and  I  put  the  saying  into  piint, 
that  if  this  BUI  were  cairied  in- 
to complete  effect,  without  a  re- 
daction of  the  interest  of  the 
c^ebt,  /  would  atiffcr  myself  to 
be  broiled  alive,  1  now  deli- 
berately repeat  ibe  sayiim.  To 
parry  this  Bill  into  effect,  is  ^ven 
physically  impossible ;  and  yet 
if  a  stop  be  put  to  its  progress, 
where  will  then  be  those  two 
Houses  of  Parliament  who  pass- 
ed it  by  an  unanimous  vote  ? 

Here  is  the  cause,  my  Lord. 
Here  is  the  great  cause  of  the 
distresses  of  the  country.  Here 
is  the  cause  of  the  falling  off  in 
the  means  of  the  land-owner ; 
''of  the  ruin  of  the  farmer  and  the 
trader;  of  the  swelling  of  the 
poor-rates  and'  the  filling  q(  the 
poor-houses;  and  of  the  starva- 
tion in  the  midst  of  plenty  of  the 
jQurneymanand  the  labourer.  It 


is  to  be  observed,  however,  that 
the  distress  begun  before  the 
passing  of  this  Bill.  It  begnn 
the  moment  th^t  peace  was  seen 
to  be  certain;  and  it  did  so  be- 
ginyybecause  the  paper  money 
maker?  knew  that  they  would 
be  called  upon,  or  that  ^i^y 
would  be  liable  to  be  called  iip- 
on  for  cash,  when  the  peace  arr 
rired.  Tbe  renewal  of  tbe  Sus- 
pension Act,  from  time  to  time, 
did  not  give  them  Sufficient  con«- 
fidence  to  enable  them  to  keep 
their  paper  out  in  the  forfi^ 
quantity,  and,  there^f^'  the 
distress  beg-un  long  bef^>%0 
passing  of  Mr.  Pe^'s  BiN.  But 
this  Bill  has  insured  a  regular 
increase  of  the  ^(r^^  tiiiSl  t)^ 
month  of  May,  182i|  a^d  w^n 
that  time  arrives,  if  tfie  Bill'li^ 
not  before  repealed,  it  has  in- 
sured the  blowing  up  of  the 
system,  if  not  a  convulsive  re- 
volution. It  is  not  necessary 
for  me  to  explain  to  y#vLeff<t- 
ship  the  manner  in  which  this 
Bill  operates.  Not  that  I  should 
be  afraid  of  offending  yob  by  go- 
ing in  to  such  matter;  because 
your  Lordship  would  well  know 
th^  I  meant  the  explanation  for 
ofters  and  not  for  you.  It  wHl 
be  sufficient  just  to  state  some 
of  the  effects  of  this  BilL  Be- 
fore this  Bill  arrive  at  the  ter- 
mination of  its  provisions,  it  will 
eaose  wheat  to  sell  for  fonr  shil- 
lings a  bushel  or  I^ss.  It  wili 
ruin  every  man  who  has  bar:; 
r^owed  money  even  to  tbe  foufl6 
part  of  the  amount  of  his  pro^ 
perty.  It  will  ruin  erery  man 
who  trades,  to  any  considerable 
extent,  on  borrowed  capitaL  It 
will  ruin  every  man  who  has 
taken  a  lease  of  a  fana  for  tinier 
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years  to  come.  It  will  ruin  a 
great  many  thousands  of  (Persons 
who  have  annuities,  rent  charges, 
ground  rents,  marriage  settle- 
ments, and  other  things  to  phy. 
it  will  disable  the  government 
from  raising  taxes  sufficient  for 
more  than  half  the  demands 
upon  it.  it  will  totally  ruin  com- 
merce and  manufactures.  It  will 
convey  three-fourths  of  the  es- 
tates of  the  nobility  into  the 
hands  of  fundhoiders  and  stocic- 
jobb^rs. 

Now,  my  lord,  I  was  very 
confident  in  my  predictions  in 
iSia  and  in  1819.  1  am  not 
less  conftdent  now.  '  But,  / 
never  »haU  ste  this  Bill  car- 
ried  into  full  effect.  Oh !  no  ! 
This  is  one  of  the  things  that 
a  parliament,'  which  has  been 
called  omnipotent,  cannot  do. 
This  is  one  of  the  things  that 
it  cannot  do,  though  it  passed 
the  bill  by  an  onanimous  vote. 
It  can  do  many  things  that  1 
shall  not  take  tb6  liberty  to 
mention.  It  can  pasralawto 
prevent  the  people  hearing 
even  my  prophecies;  but  it 
cannot  prevent  the  prophecies 
from  being  fulfilled. 

Gaging  Bills,  and  Dungeon 
Bills,  and  Banishment  Bills, 
and  eren  Censorship  Bills,  it 
can  cause  to  be  carried  iiito 
effect ;  but  to  cause  to  be  car- 
ried into  effect  Mr.  Pocl's  Bill, 
is  beyond  the  stretch  of  its 
power.  Before  I  come  to  speak 
of  the  diflicnllies  which  this 
Bill  presepts  to  a  change  of  the 
Ministry,  give  njo  leave,  my 
lord,  to  draw  your  attention 
fdr  a  few  minutes  to  the  Ame- 
rican President's  speech,  which 
has  jost  been  received  and  pub- 


lished in  this  country.  In  my 
last  letter  to  your  lordship,  i 
took  occasion  to  assure  you,  . 
that,  what  vrks  called  distress 
in  that  country  was  by  no 
means  Removed,  nor,  upon  the 
point  of  removal ;  and  that  i 
imiagined  that  loans  in  time  of 
peace  would,  in  that  country, 
as  well  sis  in  this,  be  resort- 
ed to. 

iti  another  part  of  this  num- 
ber, your  lordship  will  find  the  ' 
whole  of  the  President's  speech, 
or  messag^^J'^You  will  fin(i  that  . 
the  American  debt  amounts  to 
about  a  hundred  millions  of  , 
dollars,  which  requires  about 
six  millions  of  dollars  to  pay 
the  interest  of  it.  You  will 
find,  that  last  year,  they  made 
a  loan  of  three  millions  of  dol^ 
lars ;  and  that  the  whole  of  the 
income  Tin  eluding  the  three 
millions  Dolrrowed)  was  si^- 
teen  niillions  seven  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  while  the 
expenditure  Was  sixteen  mil^ 
lions  eigfft  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  Here  is  a  deficiency 
of  more  than  three  millions  of 
doUars  upon  an  expenditure  of 
sixteen  millions.  How  difle- 
rent  is  ^his  state  of  things  from 
that  of  1817  !  In  that  year, 
there  was  a  large  surplus,  and 
the  President  then  anno)inccd 
his  intention  to  recommend  to 
the  Congress  to  shew  its  ge-  * 
nerosity  towards  the  old  men 
who  had  served  in  the  war  of 
the  revolution. 

Having  thus  stated  the  sim- 
ple facts,  let  me'  now  beseech 
your  lordship's  attention  for  a 
moment  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  President  endea^vours  to 
plaibter  them  over  *,  and  I  think  ' 
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you  will  fiDd^  that,  when  re*, 
publican  rulers  ido.t^ko.  the 
trowel  in  hand,  thej  can  plaU- 
tet*  as.  well  as  the  rest, of  us. 
The  passag^e  which  I^m  abaut 
to  quote,  is  rather  lon^;;  but, 
if  the  instruction  it  g^ves  do 
not.  compensate  for  its  length, 
a  man  mu3t  have  very  httle 
lauff hter  in  him  that  dpe^  not

It 
amounts  to  the  full  ef  our  doc- 
trine, that  the  AiVig  can  do  no 
wrong,  and  it  goes  a  great  deal 
further,  too,  for  it  does  not  leave 
the  people  ej^^^  i^omhial  t^ 
sponsibility  in  any  set  of  persons 
whatever.  But,  let  us  hear 
now^  whence  the  "  pressures" 
^have  poriie ;  "  we  tAice  them. to

.  the  Atlantic.  By  and  bye,  how- 
ever, Mr.  Monroe  comes  to  soAie- 
thing  like  common  sense,  and 


speaks  of  the  vast  ifurease  of  the 
drculcUing  medium  that  took 
placd  at  one  time,  and  of  its 
great  suhsequent  diminution. 
This  is  sense ;  and  why  could  it 
not  have  been  uttered  clearly 
apd  simply,  and  noi  be  attea^ted 
to  be  buried  in  a  heap  of  nont 
aense. 

The  last  part  of  the  abore 
quoted  passage  is  one  ^o(  the 
n^ost  CO  mplctt;  instanceV  .,  that 
ever  came  under  niy  view  of 
the  artof  bewildcmig.  The  so- 
lemn acknowledgments  to  God 
do  very  little  credit  to  iLo  Pre- 
sident's taste  ;  while  the  whole  ^ 
piece  (jre^cnts  a  confu^HUi  of 
ideas,  a  de^ance  af  lo^  ai^d  of 
grafvimar,  s^iieh  as  I  tiod  it  im- 
ppssiblo  to  pass  over  unnoticed, 
though  1  have  Yen^.^reat  re- 
^p^ci  (or  tlie  character  of  Mr. 
Monroe. 

The  truth  is,  thai  ho  is  a  very 
honest  toan ;  much  too  honest 
eyer    to   Kave  approved   of    a 
funding  system ;  bui  that  he  is  / 
fairly  entangled  in  it ;  ai^  that.  ^    s 
meaning  to  be  President  M^^cfuA  v .    ^ 
time,  he  dares  not>sp^igc  of  il 
in  the  tenns^whi<;h  it- merits.  ^ 
foe,  if  he  ^'^eire  to  do  this,  that        '^ 
c2iucus,  on  whom  his  r6-electioQ  ^ 

depends,  would  take  care  that 
ho  should  never 'fill  the  Pre-

It  is  from  the  government, 
then,  that  the  "  pressures'' have 
come;  and  it  was  the  ^[overn- 
ment  that,  by  estublishu:^  the 
National  Bank  in  1816^  entailed 
this  curse  .of  paper  money  upon 
America.

But^  my  Lord,  tTie  interesting 

Joint  for  us  is  the  proof  that  wie 
ere  have  of  the  fatal  ejects  of 
paying  in  gold  what  u?as  ipr- 
rowed  ilk  paper,  pven  in  a  coun- 
try like  America.  They  do 
there  actually  pay  in  specie  now. 
'  There  are  no  internal  taxes 
.wi»rtb  notice.  All  the  taxes  of 
a  considerable  farm,  including 
poor-rates^  road-rates,  axid 
achool-rateSijamount,  in  a  whole 
year,  to  not 'more  than  seven  or 
eight  days  wages  of  a  commOh 
labourer;  and. yet,  in  a  country 
thus  situated,  ^ith  a  superabun- 
dance of  land ;  with  a  degree  of 


ease  and  comfort  amongst  ,the 
coinmon  people  unknown  ^n  any 
other  country ;  with  an  orderly, 
peaceable,  sensible  population  : 
with  all  these  advantages,  ^and 
with  only  a  debt  of  t^liji^Ut 
twenty-ejght'  million;  ^  stjpr^i^, 
the  change  from  paper  to  ^^ 
has  produced  what  the  Presi- 
dent calls  "  pressures,"  Yet,

it  was  to  put  an  end  to  all  ilue- 
4iiation»  io  prices,  to  all  uncer- 
tainty in  pecuniary  transactions/ 
to  alt  danger  in  the  making  of 
contracts  for  the  future.  W  ben 
the  Regent  came  to  proro^e 
the  Parliament,  the  Speaker  ad- 
dressed him  (ipon  the  subject  of 
this  great  work  of  the  session, 
of  which  work  he  spoke  in  terms^ 
pi  lofty  euloficium,  and  teuJere< 
the  Bill  to  the  Prince  as  a  sig-oal 
proof  of  the  wisdom,  the  fore- 
sight, and  the  providential  care 
i)f  his  Pariiament ! 

Why,  my  Lord,  to  repeal 
this  Bill  would  be  an  act  to 
make  every  Member  of  the  Par- 
liament ashamed  to  show  l^is 
face.  It  is  impossible  to  con- 
ceive bow  the  Members  could 
vit  and  look  at  one  another  dur- 
iag  th0  progress  of  auofa  repeal; 
and  especially  when  th^y  re- 
ji?ctod  that  they  bad  recently 
passed  a  law  for  the  banuhing 
of  any  one  doing  any  thing 
tei^og  to  bring  either  House 
of  Parliament  into  contempt. 
But,  shame  and  disgrace  would 
t>e  very  fiir  indeed,  from  being 
tbe  most  serious  part  of  the 


confie<tiienccs  that  would  attend 
the  repeal  of  this  Bill.  The  re- 
peal would  cause  money  to  fall 
in  \'alue  and  prices  to  rise.  The 
injury  which. would  hence  arise  to 
those  who  had  recontly  lent 
money  or  let  lands, '  or  con- 
tracted to  receive  annuities,  is 
manifest  enough.  It  wooM 
lowor  the  value  also  of  every 
debt  due  to  tradesmen,  manofeo* 
turers  and  merchants.  It  would 
rob,  for  one  year,  alt  yearly 
servanta  of  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  their  wages.  Your  Lord* 
ship  will  bear  in  mind  that  th« 
merobants  of  this  eonntry  are 
great  creditors  to  foreignert* 
who  probably  owe  them,  upon 
an  average,  forty  or  fiftv  mil* 
lions  of  money.  Let  this  Bill 
be  repealed,  and  they  will  r^ 
ceive  about  three-foortbsof  what 
i^  now  due  to  them.  All  theae, 
however,  though  they  ens  evilir, 
'  though  the  cataloguaofthma 
i^Iit  be  greatly  augmented^ 
^tc  nothing  at  all  when  com- 
pared to  this ;  that  the  repeal  of 
lkt§  Bill  would  be  an  open  dn 
daralion  of  national  bankrupt* 
ctf,  and  a  aentence  passed  upon 
us  of  perpetual  papcr^mon^.'^ 
Away  would  go  not  only  Iha 
hopes  but  the  possibility  of  a  re* 
turn  to  casb^payments.  £v#rj 
creature  would  perceive  the  roV 
tenness  of  tbe.  system.  No  mntk. 
would  put  by  a  bank  note  evaa 
for  a  month.  The  BanV  wou)4 
not  dare  to  offer  bqllion  a(  al* 
most  any  price.  A  fondness  fbt 
real  money,  and  an  eagtmesi  ta 
iioi  at  it,  would  instatitty  seiaf 
upon  every  mind ;  two  pri6$$ 
would  be  the  not  distant  conse* 
queneo  ;  aiui  the  moment  thoy 
became  only  a  little  in  vogue^

The  number  of  persons,  whoti) 
intere&ts  would^e  de^ly  itffecV- 
ad  by  such  a  measure  ;  the  agi- 
tation which  the  bringing  for- 
ward of  such  a  ^ubjtict  would 
occasion, .  would  call,  forth  pQ 
much  feeling,  woidd  occasion 
such  a  stir,  would  excite  so  much 
passion,  that  confi^oa  most  ior 
stanUy  succeed,  unless  the  mea* 
stire  were  a(j[opted  with  '  Ihp 
sanction  of  men  sent  int^tbeParr 
liament  by  the  great  masses  df 
the  people.  The  ifeeasure  is  ab- 
solutely necessary. '  Thisjtatiofpi 
cannot  be  saved  from  revolotio* 
without  it ;  but  never  can  it  h6 
adopted  unless  the  great  axi4 
active  masses  of  the  people  bt 
previously  conciltalcd  and  traiH- 
quillised.  ,  This  is  a  measuro 
where  particular  intere&ts  muH 
give  way  to  the  general  good 
and  security.  Ther^  villi  ^ti 
fact,  be  two  great  bodies  eon* 
tending  one  against  'the  otben 
If  the  people  join  whh  thgi 
one,  all  will  be  safe,  all  wiM 
be  right.  If  they  join  with 
the  other,  combustion  and  ra^ 
volution  are  the  consequences ; 
and  join  with  that  other  they 
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sentedm  Parliament  id  their  sa- 
tfeWctkw. 

'Any  Mbistry  wbo  wilP  adopt 
IkiS'iiieflMire,  accompahied  'with 
ft  Reform  '  of  tho  ParRttnei>t, 
win  hav6  the  cordial  srw>port  of 
the  Whole  nation,  an' insignifi- 
cant few  only  excepted.  For 
my  own  part  I  should  like  to 
$6e  H  done  by  Ihe  present  air 
well  as  ahy  other  -Ministers; 
and,  indeed,  I  should  prefer  it ; 
and;  ft>r  this*  reason^  that  the 
cbango  would  be  tn6re  hiarkcd 
as  a  change  of  measures,  and 
woald  take  away  the  confusion 
that  wodld  arise  from  a  change 
of  men.  I  allow  that  it  is  an 
tindertaking  of  immense  diffi- 
culty; 'I'have  never  represent- 
ed it  as  an  easy  matter.  I  spent 
nearly  a  whole  year  in  Long 
Island,  putting  together  my 
thoughts  upon  the  subject  — 
When  I  came  to  place  them 
upon  paper,  I  found  the  difficul- 
ties much  greater  and  more  nu- 
merous than  I  had  anticipated. 
Yet  I  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that  the  measure,  al!  precautions 
being  duly  taken,  was  perfectly 
practicable'  and  destitute  of 
every  tinge  of  injustice  or  harsh- 
ness. That  I  might  not  have 
to  accuse  myself  of  reproacldng 
others    -with    not    doinsr    that 


sure  was  unable  to  discover  thd 
means  of  doing,  I  wrote  down, 
in  the  shape  of  a  single  Bill,  the 
means  of  quietly  effecling  a/?e- 
form,  of  securing  the  peopleU 
concurrence  in  a  reduction  of  the 
debt,  and  of  restoring  tranquiU 
lity  and  prosperity  to  the  cotte'^ 
try.  ■  I  had  no  other  object^  iii 
endeavouring  to  obtain  a  seat  iii 
Parliament,  than  that  of  laying 
this  JBill  before  the  country,  i 
failed  in  that'  endeavour,  and^ 
therefore,  I  have  been  unable  to 
ilo  that  which  it  Ws  my  intent 
tion  to  do;  and  for  not  doing 
which  I  certainly  have  no  bhime 
to  take  to  myself.  Had  "thmt? 
measure  heeh  proposed,  1  verily 
believe  that  the  people  oif  this 
country  would  now  have  seen 
their  way  through  the  dismal 
glooAi  in  which  they  are  enve- 
loped.

Unques- 
tionably all  thia  has  been  well 
meoffd :  but  I  am  satisfied  that 
it  i<.  «oe  of  the  most  danger- 
oHs  steps  that  m^t  was  taken. 
If  th*  QonvictM>B  take  place 
upoA  the  charge  of  high  trea- 
son, a  charge  preferred  by  the 
friends  efkeform,  and  the  ex- 
penees  4MHnie  by  pHbKe  subserip- 
Hon^  wllo  in^  liltiire  abaii  dara 
to  cottplain  of  any  d^^iree  of 
aeverily  that  soMiy  be  exercised 
by  the  Oovernmeht  against  the 
presa? 

Of  ttie  Plaeanls  I  said;  and  I 
say  $^\,  that,  aa  for  as  I  hare 
read  of  them,  I  .h«ve  no  faalt 
to  tad.  They  were*  ealeiilated 
to  do  no  good  to  «bb  MMitry, 
eortaittl)r ;  but  it  is  AoC  ^r  me 
to  qdarrel  with  thent^ir  thMf 
They  vmre  inllamiMtoiry;  aftd  is 
it  for  me  to  disltke  them  on  that 
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account  I .  Some  of  Ihent  were 
calculated  to  throw  imputations 
on  the  gentlemen  of  the  Queen" ^ 
PiiUe  Commillee  f  botooiild  not 
those  gei^lemen  have  foUowed 
the  example  of  her  Majesty  her- 
self I  Gould  they  not  hare  imi- 
tated her  magnanimity  ?  Could 
they  not  endure  in  silence  a 
thousandth  part  as  much  as  she 
suffered  to  pass  without  a  word 
of  complaiBt  ?  They  did  not,  1 
think,  snffidently  reflect  on  the 
possible  consequences.  1  hope 
they  will  reflect  before  it  lie  too 
late. 

However,  I  seriously  object 
to  the  prosectttiofl  of  Franklin 
for  High  Treaseo.  It  appears 
to  me  a  most  monstrous  stretch 
of  the  law ;  ^md  I  do  most  ear- 
nestly hope  that  a  judge  and 
jury  will  be  found  to  prevent  the 
horrible  precedent  from  being 
established.  It  ia  a  point  of  im- 
portance, too,  to  ascertain  what 
part  the  printer  is  to  act  here ! 
This  is.  a  matter  of  very  serious 
weight.  Here  is  a  great  ques- 
tion of  morality  as  well  as  of 
law ;  a  question  of  good  faith, 
a  question  of  fidelity,  a  question 
of  priyate  confidence ;  and  if  all. 
these  are  to  be  set  at  nought  for 
the  sake  of  arriving  at*a«ispi- 
cion  (for  it  seems  to  amount  to 
ne  more)  of   Franklia  tidying

WheD, 
theft/*  we  take  into  view  the 
prospefoiK  and  happy  condition 
ofoev  cotntfy,  in  all  tbe<  gttmt 
circamstances  which  constitute 
the-  Mieity  of  a  nation*— every 
itidividnal  in  the  i^ll- enjoyment 
of  all  Ms  rigiita-^he  Union 
blessed  with  plenty,  and  rapidly 
rising:  to  greatness,  luider  a  na-> 
tional  government,  which  ope- 
rates with  'complete  e0»ct  in 
every  part,  without  being  felt 
in  any,  except  by  the  ample  pro- 
tection whichh  aUbrds,  and  nn- 
der  stale  gorvernmenfc  which 
perform  their  equal  share,  ae- 
oording'  to  a  wise  distribation  of 
power  between  them,  in  pro- 
raotlng'ihe  public  happtness— 
it  is  tmposdible  to  behoM  so 
gTatifying",  so  glorions  a  speo- 
tacle,  withoet  bein^  penetrated 
with  the  most  profotind  and 
grat^l  acknowledgements  to 
the  Stipreme  Author  of  all  good 
for  snch  manifbld  and  inestima- 
ble blessings.  *  Deeply  impress- 
ed with  these  sentiments,  1  can- 
not regard  the  pressures  to 
which  1  have  adverted  other- 
wise than  in  the  li;ght  of  tnild^ 
and  in^fntcftt^  admonitions; 
warning  us  of  dangers  to  be 
shunned  in  future ;  teaching'  us 
leasoiis  of  economy ,  correspond- 
ing" with  the  simplicity  and 
purity  of  our  Institut^o^w,  and 
best  adapted  to  their  snpport; 
evincing'  the  conneciwm  and  de- 
pendence  which    the    various 


part»  of  otu*  bappy  Union  have 
on  each  other,  thereby  augment- 
ing* daily  our  ^cial  incorpora- 
tion^ and  adding,  by  its  stpong 
ties,  new  strength  and  vigoiu 
to  the  political;  .opening  a 
wider  range,  and  witb  qew  en^ 
couragement  to  the  indnstiry 
and  enterprise  of  our  fellow- 
citiisens  at  home  and  abroad; 
and  more  especially  by  the 
multiplied  prooft  wiirch  it  ha« 
:accumulaled  of  the  great  per- 
fection of  our  most  excellent 
system  of  government,  the 
powerful  instrument,  in  the 
hand€  of  an  aU-mcrcifid  Crea^ 
(or,  in  securing  to  us  these 
blessings. 

Happy  as  oar  situation  is,  it 
does  not  exempt  us  from  solici- 
tude ttfideare  for  the  fbtme.  On 
the  contrary,  as  the  blessings 
which  we  enjoy  are  great,  pro- 
pbrtlonably  great  slKHild  be  our 
vigilance,  xeal,  and  ac^vHy  to 
prese^pvc*  them.  Foreign  wars 
may  again*  expose  us  to  new 
wrongs,  which  would  impose  on 
us  new  duties,  tor  which-  we 
ought  to  be  prepared.  The 
state  of  Europe  is  unsettled,  and 
how  long  peace  may  be  pre- 
served is  altogether  uncertain ; 
in  addition  to  which,  we  have 
interests  of  our  own  to  adjust, 
which  will  require  particular  at- 
tention. A  correct  view  of  onr 
relations  with  each  Poww  will 
enable  you  to  form  a  just  idea 
of  existing  difficulties,  and  of 
the  measures  of  precaution  bedt 
adapted  lothem. 

Respecting  onr  relations  with 
Spain,  nothing  explicit  can  now 
be  communicated.  On  the  ad- 
journment of  Congress  ia  May 
last,  the  Minister  Flentpotentiary 
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of  tbe  United  States  at  Madrid 
WIS  iostrocted  to  inform  tbe 
Government  of  Spain,  that  if  his 
CatboHc  Majeatj  should  then  ra- 
tify tbe  Treaty,  this  Gevern- 
meat  wovM  accept  the  fatiflca^ 
tioR,  60  far  at  to  submit  to  the 
deciftion  of  the  Senate  the  ques** 
tien  wbethev  snob  ratification 
should  be  reoeived  in  exchange 
for  that  of  the  United  States 
heretofore  >  giren.  By  letters 
from  the  Minister  of  the  United 
States  totheSecretavyofState, 
it  appears  that  a  commuBication, 
in  oonlbrmity  i^ith  his  instroe- 
tkniB,  bad  beea  made  to  the  Go- 
vernment of  Spaui/and  that  the 
Cortes  had  the  subject  under 
consideration.  The  result  of  tbe 
d^berations  of  that  body,  which 
is  daily  expected,  will  be  made 
known  to  Congress  as  soon  as  it 
is  reotired.  Tbe  frifendlysenti- 
meot  wMcb  was  expressed  on 
the  pasrt  of  the  United  States, 
in  tbe  Message  of  the  9th  of 
May  last,  is  still  entertained  for 
Spain.  Among  the  causes  of 
regret,  heweyer,  which  are  in- 
separable from  the  delay  attend- 
ing tfafis  transaction,  it  is  proper 
to  8tate>  that  satisfactory  informa- 
tion has  been  receired  that  mea- 
sinreshave  been  recently  adopted 
by  designing  persons  to  convert 
certain  parts  of  the  province '^of 
East  Florida  into  depots  for  the 
reception  of  foreign  goods,  firom 
whence  td  smuggle  them  into 
the  United  States.  By  opening 
a  pott  within  the  limits  of  Flo- 
rida, imtYliedifately  on  our  boun- 
dary, where  there  was  no  settle- 
meiit,  the  object  could  not  be 
misaud^rstood.  An  early  ac- 
commodation of  difl)3rences  Will, 
it    19  hoped,  prevent  all  such 


fraudulent  and  pernicious  prac*  ' 
tices,and  place  the  relations  df* 
tbe  two  countries  on  a  very  ami*- 
cable  and  permanent  basis. 

The  commercial  relations  be- 
tween the  Ubited  States  and  the 
British  colonies  in  the  West  In-' 
dies,  and  on  this  Continent,  have 
undergone  no  change;  the  Brt^ 
tish  Government  still  preferring 
to  leave  that  commerce   under 
the  restriction  hereUyfbre  impos- 
ed on  it,  on  each  sid^.    It  is  sa-* 
tisfaotory  to  recollect,  that  the* 
restraints   resorted   to    by   the 
United   States   were   defensive' 
only,  intended  to  prevent  a  mo- 
nopoly under  the  British  regula- 
tions, in  favour  of  Great  Britain; 
as  it  likewise  is,  to  know  timt 
the  experiment  is  advancing  in* 
a  spirit  of  amity  between    the 
parties.    The  question  depend- 
ing between  the  United  SNAtes 
and   Great   Britain,  respecting 
the  eonstmction  of  the  Urst  Arti- 
cle of  the  Treaty  of  Ghent,  has 
been  referred,  by  both  Govern- 
ments, to  the  decision  of  the  Em- 
peror of  Russia,  who  has  accept- 
ed the  umpirage.     An  attempt 
has  been  made  with  the  Govern-^ 
mentof  Prance,  to  regulate,  by 
Treaty,  the  commerce  between' 
the  two  countries,  on  the  princi-' 
pie  of  reciprocity  and  equality. 
By  the  last  communication  from 
the  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of 
the  United  States  at  Paris,  to 
whom  full  power  had  been  given, 
we  learn   that  the  negociation 
had  been  commenced  there,  but' 
serious  difficulties  having  occur-' 
red,  the  French  Government  had 
resolved  to  trmftsfer  it  to  the  Unit- 
ed   States,  for  which    purpose 
the  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of 
France  had  been  ordered  tc^  re- 
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pair ,  to  this  cily,  and  whose 
arrival  might  siion  be  expected. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  important 
interest  may  be  arranged  on  just 
oonditioDS,  and  in  a  manner 
equally  satisfaetory  to  both  par* 
ties.  It  is  submitted  to  Congress 
to  decide,  until  such  arrange- 
ment is  made,  how  far  it  may 
be  proper,  on  the  principle  of 
the  Act  of  the  last  Session, 
which  augmented'  the  tonnage 
duty  on  Friench  vessels,  to  adopt 
other  measures  for  carrying  more 
completely  into  effect  the  policy 
of  that  Act. 

The  Act  referred  to,  which 
imposed  now  tonnage  on  F/ench 
vessels,  having  been  in  force 
from  and  after  the  1st  day  of 
July,  it  has  happened  that  se- 
veral vessels  of  that  nation  which 
had  been  dispatched  from  France 
before  its  existence  was  known, 
have  entered  the  ports  of  the 
United  States,  and  been  subject 
to  its  operation,  without  the 
previous  notice  which  the  ge- 
neral spirit  of  our  laws  gives  to 
individuals  in  similar  cases.  The 
object  of  that  law  having  been 
merely  to  countervail  the  in- 
equalities which  existed  to  the 
disadvanta^eof  th^United  States 
in  their  commercial  intercourse 
with  France,  it  is  submitted  also 
to  the  consideration  of  Congress, 
whether,  in  the  spirit  of  amity 
and  conciliation  which  it  is  no 
less  the  inclination  than  the  po« 
.  licy  of  the  United  States  to  pre- 
serve in  their  intercourse  with 
other  powers,  it  may  not  be  pro- 
per to  extend  relief  to  the  indi- 
viduals interested  in  those  cases, 
by  exempting  from  the  operation 
of  the  law  all  thoi^e  vesselb  which 
have  entered  our  ports  \vitlK>ut 


having  had  the  meant  of  previ- 
ously knowing  the  existence  ef 
the  additional  duty. 

The  contest  between  Spain 
and'tlie  Colonies^  accordingr  to 
the  most  authentic  infomatien, 
is  maintained  by  the  latter  wkb 
improved  success.  The  unfor- 
tunate divisions  which  were 
known  to  exist  some  time  since 
at  Buenos  Ayres,  it  is  nnder- 
stood,  still  prevail.  In  no  part 
of  South  America  has  Spain 
made  any  impression  on  the  Co- 
lonies, while,  in.  many  parti, 
particularly  in  Venezuela  and 
New  Oranada,  the  Cok>nies 
have  gained  strength  and  ac- 
quired reputatk>n,  both  for  the 
management  of  the  war,  in 
which  they  have  been  success- 
ful, and  for  the  order  of  the  in- 
ternal administration.  The  tote 
change  in  the  Government  of 
Spain,  by  the  re-establishment 
of  the  Constitution  of  1819,  is 
an  event  which  promises  to  be 
favourable  to  the  Revolution. 
— Under  the  authority  of  the 
Cortes,  the  Congress  of  Angos- 
tura was  invited  to  open  atoe- 
gociation  for  the  settlement  of 
differences  between  the  parties, 
to  which  it  was  replied,  that 
they  would  willingly  open  the 
negociation,  provided  the  ac- 
knowledgment of  tfa^  inde- 
pendence was  made  its  baiis> 
but  not  otherwise.  Of  farther 
proceedings  between  them  we 
are  uninformed^ 

No  facts  are  known  to  this 
Government  to  warrant  the  be- 
lief that  any  of  the  powers  of 
Europe  will  take  part  in  the 
contest :  whence  it  may  be  in- 
ferred, considering  all  circom- 
btanccb  which  must  have  weight 
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ID  prodnclng  tfaeresuU,  that  ftn 
adjustment  wiU  liaally  take 
place,  on  the  basis  proposed  by 
the  Cbionies.  To  promote  that 
result^  by  friendly  counsels,  with 
other  powers,  including'  Spain 
herself,  has  been  the  uniform 
,  policy  of  this  Government.  In 
iookiDg'  to  the  interior  concerns 
of  our  country,  you  will,  I  am 
persuaded^  derive  much  satis&c* 
'  tioo  from  a  view  of  the  several 
objects  to  which,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  your  official  duties, 
your  attention  will  be  drawn. 
Among"  these,  none  holds  a  more 
important  place  than  the  Public 
Revenue^  from  the  direct  opera- 
tion of  the  power  by  which  it  is 
raisea  on  the  people,  and  by  its 
infloenoe  in  giving  effect  to  every 
other  power  of  tl^  Government. 
The  Revenue  depends  on  the 
resources  of  the  country,  and  the 
lacility  by  which  the  amount  re- 
quired IS  raised,  is  a  strong  proof 
of  the  extent  of  the  resources, 
and  o^  the  efficiency  of  the  Go- 
vernment. A  few  prominent 
facts  will  place  this  great  in- 
terest in  a  just  light  before  you. 
On  the  30th  of  Sept.  1815, 
the  (toded  and  floating  debt  of 
the  United  States  was  estimated 
at  119,686,568  dollars.  If  to 
this  sum  be  added  the  amount 
of  6  per  cent  stock  subscribed 
to  the  Bank  of  the  United 
States,  the  amount  of  Mississippi 
Stock,  and  of  the  SiSock  which 
was  issued  tobsequeiitly  to  that 
date,  the  balances  ascertained 
to  be  due  to  certain  States,  for 
military  services,  and  to  indi- 
viduals  for  supplies  furnished, 
and  services  rendered,  during 
the  late  war,  the  public  debt 
may  be  #stim%(ed  i»  amountiiig, 


at' that  date,'  and  as  afterwards 
liquidated,  to  one  hundred  and 
ftfly-eight.  millions  seven  hn- 
dred  and  thirteen  thouihnd 
forty-nine  dollars.  On  the  80th 
of  September,  18M,  it  amount- 
ed to  ninety-one  millions  nine 
hundred  and  ninety-three  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  dollars  having  been  re- 
duced in  that  interval,  by  pay- 
ments, sixtyHiix  millions  eight 
hundred  and^veoty-nine  thou* 
sand  one  hundred  and  sixty-Ave 
dollars.  During  this  term,  the 
expenses  of  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  were  like- 
wise defrayed,  in  every  bran^ 
of  the  civil,  military;  and  naval 
establishments;  the  public  edi- 
fices in  this  city,  have  been  re- 
built, with  considerable  addi- 
tions; extensive  fortifications 
have  been  commenced,  and  are 
in  a  train  of  execvtion ;  per- 
manent arsenals  and  magaziniss 
have  been  erected  in  various 
parts  of  the  union ;  our  navy 
has  been  considerably  augment- 
ed, and  the  ordnance, '  mu- 
nitions of  wtar,  and  stores, 
of  the  army  and  navy,  which 
were  much  exhausted  during* 
the  war,  have  been  replenished. 
By  the  discharge  of  so  large 
a  proportion  of  the  public  debt, 
aiid  the  execution  of  such  ex- 
tensive and  important  opeta- 
tions  in  so  short  a  time,  a  just 
estimate  may  be  formed  of  tfao 
great  extent  of  our  national 
resources.  The  demonatraliaii 
is  the  more  complete  and  gra- 
tifying, when  it  is  reeolleded 
that  Uie  direct  tax  and  excise 
were  repealed  soon  after  the 
termination  of  the  late  war, 
and  that  tb«  refenve  applied  to 
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.  these  '  purpcifis  -  bts  been  de- 
:n«ed  Aknofit  wholly  frem  other

It  is  known 
that  the  i^arobases  were  made 
when  the  price  of  every  artide 
had.  risen  lo  its  greasiest  height, 
and  that  the  instalments  are 
heooming  doe  at  a  period  «f 
great  depcesslon.  it  is  pre- 
sawed  that  some  plan  may  be 
devised,  by  the  wisdon  of 
Congress,  oempatible  with  the 
pubUc  interest^  which  would 
afford  great  relief  to  these 
purchasers.

With  the  Indians  peace  ^has 
been  preserved;  and  a  progress 
made  in- carrying  into  cfibct  the 
act  of  Congress,  making  an  ap- 
propriation for  their  civilization, 
wilh  the  prospect  of  favourable 
results.  As  connected  equally 
with  both  these  objects,  our 
tradeVith  those  tribes  is.thought 
to  merit  the  attention  of  Con- 
gress. In  their  original  state, 
game  is  their  sustenance,  and 
war  their  occupation :  and,  if 
they  find  no  employment  from 
civilized  powers,  they  destroy 
each  other.  Left  to  themselves, 
their  extirpation  is  inevitable. 
By  a  judicious  regulation  of  our 
trade  with  Ihein,  we  supply 
their  wants,  administer  to  their 
comforts,  and  gradually,  as  the 
game  retires,  draw  ,them  to  us. 
By  maintaining  posts  far  in  the 
interior, -we  acqbire  a  more  tho- 
rough and  direct  control  over 
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then ;  wiiU^ut  which  it  is  coq- 
ioUntiy  believad  that  a  com- 
pMe  change  in  ihcir  mabners 
-^an  nerer  be  .acoompliBhcd.  By 
JNich  |908t8,  aided  by-  a*  proper 
regulation  of  oar  trade  with 
ibain,  and  a  jvdieiew  civil  admi- 
ttttitralbn  over  theai,  to  be  pio- 
vided  ibr  by  law,  we-  shall,  it  is 
peesaned,  be  enabled  not  only 
to  protect  onr  own  settlewentft

Council  of  the  Nation  '  still 
give  their  confidence  to  the 
Ministers ;  you  knoW  well,  that, 
in  that  Great  Ckmncil,  they  have 
a  decided  majority ;  and,  while 
you  assert  that'  the  Ministers 
have  lost  the  confidence  of  the 
great  body  of  the  people,  you 
see  the  Ministers  supported  by 
a  great  minority  of  the  Parlia- 
ment ;  and  yet  you  affect  to  la- 
ment, and  you  aetoally  oom- 
plun,  that  this  very  Parliament 
has  been  prorogued  I  Such  is 
the  inconsistency,  and  sueh  must 
ever  be  the  ineonsiateney  of  sel- 
fishness and  insinoerity. 

The  third > far agresph  aeenses 
-the  Ministets  of  profnae  exfen" 
diture,   and  of  having  obsti- 
nately rejeded  every  preposi- 
tion for  effective  retrendkment 
or    economy.    These  two   last 
words  have  IcNOg  been  placed  m 
the  slang-Kiifitionary.  vAs  used 
<by  the  opposition,  they  mean 
nothing.  '*B«t,  to  ootee  to-the 
point; vrill' these,  gentlemen  tell 
me  of  any  proposition  fotr  ^ec» 
iive  retrenotHttMit  thathaa  ever 
beeU'  made  to  the  Ministen  by 
the  Whig  patty  ?   i  rempemher, 
indeed,  a  motion  of  Lofd  Mil- 
ton jGor  docking  Mr.  Cno>^«BR 
in  the  amowt  oC  S^aponoda  a- 
year.    I  remember  a  jnotiMi  for 
getting  rid  of  the  salary,  df  the 
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tiArdt  Secretary  df  Stt^Ui,  whoie 
oiBc6  aba  mnetktes  iiW  ahii<^t 
Itt  deeenftfalry  as  those  of  the  Lord 
Chaneetlor,  or  one  of  th^  Jiid^^ 
fidi  I  r^meniber  no  motidd  of 
Lord  Millon  ft>r  pontdg^aitdp 
to  the  paytnedt  of  ^,500  pooodi 
a-yetir  to  the  ExecutoYs  of 
BimxB;  and  i  temembor  that 
the  Very  first  BUI  (or  at  least, 
the  second)  which  Hhe  Whig 
Ministry  passed,  wiis  to  enable 
Lord  Gre'ntiUe  to  hold  his  sine- 
cure of  4,000  pounds  a«^ear  4s 
Auditor  of  the  £)Cche<ider,  and 
to  hold  tbt  place  of  finit  Lofd 
of  the  Treasury,  at  the  same 
time ;  those  offices  being*,  nntil 
then,  legally  incomt>atible,  in 
the  same  pdrk>n  !  But,  1  rem^m* 
ber  still  more  (and  the  pension 
list  Witt  t^n  the  ttofy),  that  the 
Whigs  g^ranted  several  pensions 
to  farUgheri,  and  I  know  that 
these  were  granted  in  direct, 
flagrant,  daring  yiolation  «f  the 
kk'w  i  and  of  that  yery  law,  too, 
WUch  really  did  plkce  his  Ma- 
jesty's fomily  upon  the  Throne. 
And  yet,  ob!  slioctting  inconsis- 
tency, the^  very  petrsons,-  who 
'Compldfi  of  the  wasteful  ex- 
pendituri  of  the  present  liinia- 
tets,  profess  to  call  this  violated 
law,  th&t  Confutation,  the  in- 
vaders of  which  they  etpress 
their  detenniifatibn  to  resist  anci  I 


repel !  However,  to  pass  over 
particular  instafnces  of  wdslefid- 
deto,  let  me  again  ask  tbtie 
gedt]e«ben  what  hiah  am6iigtt 
ah  the  high  and  mighty  Wbi^ 
ever  tendered  to  the  Miniiiiets 
k  proposition  for  effective  re- 
trenchment. At  ho  time  have 
they  proposed  to  lesson  tlie  in- 
terest of  ihkt  Debt,  which  in- 
terest forms  more  ihan  three- 
fifths  of  the  expenditure.  At 
no  time  have  they  proposeJi  to 
take  froih  a£ll  the  other  branches 
put  together,  more  than  ode 
million  of  mone/y.  I  shall  sup- 
pose, however,  that  their  loose 
talk,  taken  for  propositions, 
might  embrace  the  sum  of  five 
tdillions.  Would  this  afibrd  re« 
lief  f  Would  even  this  do  any 
thing  towards  relieving*  the  na- 
tion I  It  is  notorious  that  it 
would  not.  It  is  notorious  that 
sudi  a  redueHod  ceuld  be  at- 
tended with  very  little  benefit, 
whife  loans  are  adnually  con- 
tracted to  double  the  ameuiit 
It  is,  therefore,  not  true  thsit 
propositbds  for  eflbctive  re- 
trenchment have  been  made  to 
the  Midisiers,  and,  of  coane,  it 
cannot  be  true  that  tb^  have 
resisted  such  propositions. 

The  faurlh  paragra^  k  in 
such  loose  and  general  lehns  as 
to  elude  <Bvery  thing  narrower

Thiff  /{«*hA  pctrdgrdpfi,  theTe- 
Ibre;  is  the  oflbpring  ofa  sad  want 
of  menkny/JbihM  to  that  sickly 
tast<§,  Tt^h  indkces  men  to 
seek,  in  the  ntitnber,  that  which 
they  cannot  ifnd  in  the  strong^ 
of  their  iteiili  of  afecasation. 

The  jifA  pardgraph  is  v^or- 
thy  df  remark  only  for  the  very 
Billy  pfaraie  of  *'free  Bntifirh  sol- 
diery/' aihd  for  the  flagrant  flO^- 
hoocf,  that  the  ifldependence  of 

e^pedlilly  that  it  was  retftordd 
''ey^iy  by  tfaitt  solclfery;'' 
wheoi  it  !^  notorious,  as  an  his- 
toricidfiiet;  dnd  when  the  dis- 
mal trttth  is  written  in  oor  rum 
and  tflafvation,  that  it  Was 
brought  ubout  *'  diiefly/'  or,  at 
l^ast,  tha^  Pranoe  i^as  sobdiied 
ehielly  ;  tliat  the  Bourbons,  the 
Pope,  attd  the  Inqnisitioa  were 
restored,  chiefly;  not  by  British 


sMdi^ry,  l)iit  by  Bi¥tish  iu6ii'ey ; 
by  that'  syAem  of  ^dper  cbiti ; 
that  systelti  of  dhtfvil^itibti; 
that  sysiein  of  entatlnietit  ik 
Ain,  beggary,  aiid  f^blfeiioift*, 
th^  eflbi^  of  which  sy^teih  we 
dow'so  sorely  feel ;  and  WbliiA 
tyttem,  let  it  ileVer  be  fok^goi!- 
ten,  was  upheld  and  canned  oik 
by  •'  itiit  Great  Coimcll  of  tile 
'*  Nation,"  to  call  for  a  Refoi'iii  iii' 
Which,  is  to  iherit,  frotii  th^ 
li^viewers,  the  appelUtibbs  of 
designing  Ahi^mtkedhMs.  Ttib 
rest  of  th&  dhh  paragraph  ii 
niere  loose  acctistitSon,  tonveyed 
in  equivocal  expr^s^ous;  itii 
its  amount  ii(  deither  more  nBt 
less  than  taASng  for  tall(  «ake. 
Bbih  partreis  in  the  ParlialuM 
approve  of  t>ie  War  l^gp&iift 
Napoleon-,  bdth parties dxuh^d 
in  tbe  termination  of  the  Wai* ; 
both  pahies  rejdiced  dt  the  res- 
toration df  the  BbnrUbns ;  atid 
i^hsit  i'ight  have  tbtse  Wlfo  ap^ 
proved  of  this  act  of  fdi'e^ 
against  the  p^t)le  of  Pranc^'tb 
xx>mplain  of  ilny  act  df  tbiee  tb« 
wards'  any  other  people ! 

In  the  sixth  aihd  seventK  jHu 
rAgritphs,  we  And  d  paircel  bf 
words,  which  i(nu>ant  to  a  chiirge 
against  the  Minkters  of  having 
a  dislike  to  see  the  dxl^teilce  of 
popular  rights  add  privilegfei;^ 
and  of  having  imposed  uhd^cel- 
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»ary  rostriciions  on  their  exer* 
cise  and  enjoy  meat;   we  find, 
also,  that  the  Ministers  are  here 
accused  of  having  ascribed   to 
disloyalty  in  the  people,  discon- 
tents, which  arose  chiefly  from 
their  own  mis-government    It 
would  lead  us  very  far,  indeed, 
if  we  were  to  follow  the  Whigs 
through  all  the  transactions  of 
iai7  and  1819.    But,  since  the 
Edinburgh  Reviewers  ehuse  to 
allude,  in  their  teiUh  paragraph, 
to  Lord  FiTZWiLLiAM,  and  since 
Mr.  Jeffrey,  in    his   speech^ 
named  that  nobleman,  in  parti- 
cular, as  a  person  to  be  placed 
in  contrast  with  the  present  Mi- 
nisters, it  may  not  be  amiss  to 
observe  that  Lord  Fitzwilliam 
was  one  of  the  Committee  in 
the  House  of  Lords,  who  pro- 
posed the  Pungeon  Bill  of  1817, 
who  voted  for  that  Bill,  and  for 
the  Gagging  Bill  also ;  that  his 
son,  Lord  Mii.tqn,  was  one  of 
the  Committee,  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  who  proposed  both 
Dungeon  Bill  and  Gagging  Bill ; 
that  this  Lord  himself  voted  for 
the  Gagging  Bill;  that  certain 
Members  of  the  Lower  House, 
very  intimately  connected  with 
Lord  FiTzwiLtiAM;   not  only 
voted  for  both  Bills,  but  really 
seemed  to  wish  for   Bills  stUl 
more  harsh.    Since   the  Edin- 


burgti  Reviewers  will  force  these 
ob&ervationB  from  m,  while  their 
main  object  is  to  get  a  change 
of  the  Minifttry,  it  is  perfe^y 
right  that  they  should  have  the 
benefit   of  snch.  obaervatioos. 
But,  is  it  not  monsiroos  for  the 
Whigs  to  accuse  the  Ministers 
of  imposing  these  restcicttass  on 
the  exercise  of  popular  pnvilc^;es, 
when  it  is  well  known  to  every 
one  that  the  Whigs,  in  vira)ence 
of  language  towards  those  whe 
were  the  objects  of  these  restric- 
tions, have  (ar  surpassed  e^om 
the  most  virulent  of  the  Minir 
sters?    Archimposier,wr€ichei 
Mcribbler,  Uasjiht$nd€9    dtma* 
gi^w,   ddu4€d  wretches, .  de- 
signing kmai^s,  if^^n^m^HoTjf 
mlknns,  bmnkrufS  in  character 
and    im    fortune:    these    are 
amongst  the  phraaes  that  ca«ie 
soglibly  from  the  lips  of  the  gen? 
tie,  the  jttst,  the  manly,  the  li- 
berty4oving  Whigs.     To    r^r 
proach  the  Minister^,  ih^r^^ire, 
with  th^  moAsnres  here  ^Kilied 
to,  without,  at  the  s^u;^  ^e, 
reprobating  the  con4«M)t.of  the 
W^igs,  is  a^  a^t  of  the^gffaites^^ 
injustice.    And,  base,  indi^,  as 
well  as,  foolish,  is  the  man  that 
would  pray  to  bia  M<U#sty  to 
make  any  change  which  shouM 
do  no  more  than  pojt  one  set  qf 
these  men  in  the  places  of  the 
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other.    There  Is  a  feci  connect- 
ed   with    this    subject,  which, 
though  I  have  cursorily  noticed 
it  betbre,  is  deserving  of  more 
particular    attention ;    namely, 
that    Sir    James    Mackintosh, 
during  the  debate  on  the  Ba- 
nishment Bill,  proposed  a  clause 
which  would  have  made  a  ter- 
rible  addition  to   the   dangers 
created  by  that  Bill.    He  pro- 
po^  to  maVe  it  sedition,  and 
to  bring  the  offender  within  the 
scope  of  the  Bill,  if  such  offender 
wrote  or  published   any  thing 
"  tending  to  excite  his  Majesty's 
•'  subjects  to  do  any  act,  Which, 
*'  if  done,  would,  by  the  existing 
.*' law,  be   treason  or  felony." 
This  proposition  was  rejected, 
not  by  the  Whigs,  but  by  the 
Ministers  themselves.    Now,  if 
this  clause  had  made  part  of  the 
Bill,  every  proprietor  of  a  news- 
paper would,  eveiry  day  of  his 
life>  h«ve  been  rendered  liable 
to  banishment!  There  is  scarce- 
ly a  Morning  Chronicle  that  is- 
sues from  the  press  which  does 
not   contain  something,  which 
might  be  so  twisted  as  to  be  in- 
terprefed  to  have  this  tendency. 
The  word  tendency  is  quite  sufr 
fcifent.   *When  the  report  of  a 
speech  is  published,  the  speaker 
df  which  plainly  compares  the 
THng  to' Nero,  is  it  possible  to 


say,  that  this  has  not  a  tendency* 
to  make  somebody  commit  trea- 
son?   When   articles  are  pub- 
lished   reprobating  in  the  se- 
verest terms,  the  punishment  of 
certain  felonies,   can   any  one 
deny  that  this  has  not  a  tendency 
to    make  men  commit  felony  1 
In  short,  if  the  Ministers  had  . 
consented  to  pass  the  Act  in  thi£f 
form  there  must  have  been  an 
end  of  the  press  altogether.     If 
I  say  that  it  is  cruel  to  hang  a 
poor  starving*  wretch  for  steal- 
ing victuals,  or  for  stealing  a 
sheep,  which  I  havje  said  a  hun- 
dred times,    and  according  to 
which  saying  I  have  always  acf-^ 
ed,  never  having  even  looked 
afler  any  of  the  stealers  of  my 
sheep ;  if  I  say  this,  my  words 
have  certainly    a   tendency   to 
cause  these  acts  to  be  deemed 
not  very  criminal,  and  have  there- 
fore a  tendency  to  cause  felony 
to  be  conamitted.    But  am  I  to 
be  banished  for  this  ?  if  F  am. 
Sir  James  Mackintosh  ought  to 
be  banished  also,  instead  of  re- 
ceiving the  nauseous  adulation 
of  fools,  for  what  are  called  bis 
humane  endeavours  to  aoften  the 
criminal  code.      It   is  in    this 
work  of  softisning  that  we  dis- 
cover   the  true    spirit   of  the 
Whigs.    Sir  James  Mackintosh 
was  at  the  head  of  a  committee 
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of  tyhe  House  of  Coinmons,  who 
inui|^  a  ri^ppjrt  up<^a  t^i?  suhjecl; 
apd,injts  very.fir^t  Sf^ptepce,  that 
re^tt  «ayf ,  that  the  Comnpittee 
^Y^  oot  thoH^rbt  prpper  to 
i^e^dlje  ^yith  of&pce$  ^ik^  that 
^f  ff^<fition*  or  Qthejrs  committed 
^OfW  t^e  Sl/aUe.  So  that  i^U 
^e  \opg  train  of  new  penaltiot 
and  oew  pqajshmeatd,  with  re- 
f^wr^  to  the  press,  enacted  with 
in  the  last  thirt,^  years,  thoug^h 
^qy  oiliest  have  been  s^en  by 
S|ir  Jaoies  Mackintosh,  were, 
^oyhtless,iregard^d  as  not  being 
at  all  too  severe !  This  is  in  the 
true  ajpirJit  of  the  Whigs,  who 
ar,e  always  running  about  to 
l^np^liojrate  the  condition  of 
thieves,  pick-po<;ket9,  boqse- 
br^ak^ers,  highwaymen,  strum- 
l^ts,  and  bawds;  but  who 
never  thiqk  of  taking  oQ*  pu- 
nishment, even  to  the  weight 
of  a  feather,  against  political  of* 
Renders.  During  the  last  s^s^ipn 
of  Parliafnent,  tbejtr  cpuld  B^e 
i\^e  Jails  full  of  these;  tljey 
could  be.ar  of  their  manifold  suf- 
fering and  the  suinorings  of 
their  wives  and  children ;  hoi' 
the  only  olyect  that  could  warm 
their  jium&ni^y  ioto  action  wa^ 
Sir  M(iJUissahLopee,  for  whose 
jpfi^don  they  could  sue  with  all 
the  tenderness  of  pbilanthro|)y 
and  With  all  thp  ardpr  of  friend- 
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ship  1  In  some  of  t}ieir  publica- 
tions they  t^y^  i)QW  declared, 
th^t«  if  theif  get  ifUo  pUict^  tbey 
Mull  empty  the  jiuls  of  tb^se  po^ 
litic^  offenders.  L0t  those  that 
phoose  believe  them,  i  do  not. 
Indeed  Xhe  man  is  an  idiot  who 
can  believe  them.  If  I  am  to 
judge  from  their  past  language^ 
tjiey  wotild  be  far  more  bitter 
towards  the  frienc^  of  Reform 
than  the  Minsters  themielves 
bay^  been.  To  ^arry  on  the 
present  sjstem  they  must  make 
use  of  the  present  means.  The 
thing  would  be  the  fiame  in  sub* 
stance;  only  it  m^t  be  ren- 
dered more  odious  by  th^  bra* 
tality  of  it's  manner.  Having 
mentioned  Sir  James  Jfodbtn- 
tofli  by  name,  I  will  just  add  a 
word  or  two  relating  to  him,  in 
tbe  way  of  biography.  He  was^ 
at  tbo  bf^inning  of  tbe  Fren^ 
Revolution,  a  loud  eulogist  in 
favour  of  that  change,  fipt,  be 
unfortunately  beK;f^ll^  |a  an- 
thor.  He  wrote  a  boo)^,  in  an- 
9wer  to  Burks ;  bu/;  just  after- 
w;ard8,  out  canie  anqther  afiswer 
.to  Burke,  called  thp  SigfUs  of 
^an^  whjch  sent  Hftkin*^h> 
book  to  the  TnunlHPI^ejr^a ! 
Nq  f^^inga  i^^  so  ten4#r  as 
those  of  a  diUl  aj|f|iof.  Mackin- 
tofh  wa?  st^ii^  ,to.ti)e  aoul^t 
seeing  this  inff  pt  of  (ris  overlaid 
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in  thi6  vfj^y  by  Paine,  of  whom 
he  bec^am^,  he|icefbrj^h,  a  mortal 
eo!9My,  aod,  fpr  Paine's  sake,  pn 
en^my  oC  Reform.  He  has,  ap- 
cordin^fy,  i^prited  the  frieD<jl- 
ship  apd  ^onA^ence  of  the  bp- 
rough^iyhigs,  &,Dd  9^t%  in  Parlia- 
m^^p^t  in  ope  of  the  snug  seats  of 
the  Borough  of  Knaresborongh, 
Thi9  miun's  speeches  .for  surpas^^ 
in  bitterness  against  the  ]^- 
form^rs,  %Dy  thpg  ever  attered 
by  the  Ministers,  or,  even  by, 
t^e  ipost  virul^pt  of  t)ieir  paf- 
tizaps. 

The  eighth  paragraph  treaty 
o^  spies  and  ifrfarmers,  a  sub- 
ject w^ich  the  Edinburgh  Re« 
viewers  have,  indeed,  tr^at^ 
v^ith  great  caution,  but  whicli 
they  migM  as  wpU,  alt  circum- 
stances comi^ere^,  ppt  have 
treated  of  at  a)l.  They  seem  to 
l^ye  l^faan  a^are  th;9^t  they  were 
ti^pfding  upon  tender  ground  ; 
and  well  they  might ;  for  they 
could  hardly  have  forgotten  the 
n^pior^lp  declaration  of  Mr. 
Brfnf^ko'n%,  whieh,  that  I  vtkKy 
escape  the  charge  of  garbling, 
1  will  bere  insert,  at  full  lepgih, 
as  I  find  it  reported  in  the  Par- 
lilMnenti^ry  Debates ;  and,  my 
jCciends.  I  reiquest  you  to  give  it 
your  particutar  attention. 

**  Ife  by  no  meims  beamed 
"  Opvernmc)^   for    emjpleying 


Bdwavds  as  a  spy,  or  for  ac(t- 
ing  on  his  infprmftt^on  i  or  feir 
withhplding  hipa  as  a  witne^ ; 
or  for  abtstaining    l^ppi  pw- 
*'  secuting  him.    For  ihp|se  ftimr 
"  things  h^  did  not  blan^e  tbpfp. 
As  long  09  such  men  as  Thj^- 
tlewood  and  the  others  existi^, 
Gavemp^ent  y>ere  in  his  bpi^ 
nion  not  only  justified  in  er^ 
pioyiitg  persons  to  watch  their 
''  pro^etdings,    but   ^ould   be 
^'  nighlj   culpable  if   they  ne- 
glected to  do  so*    The  ne- 
"  cftssity  for  the  employment  of 
*f  spies  was  lamentable  ;  but  eo 
"  was  the  employment  of    the 
"  eg^ei^tioner  of  the  law,  As  long 
"  aj>  cfipies  can  tin  lied  to  be  per- 
'*  pe^at^d,    so    long  must  thoy 
**  continue  to  be  punished.  Both 
"  occupations  %vere  odious;  but 
'^  in  h\s  opinion   np  man  wnft 
"  entitled  to  blame  JGove^nvient 
'*  for  efjf^ploying  the  odiovs  tn- 
"  former  y^ho  was  not  prepj^i^ 
"  to  blatji^  them  equally /or  ^- 
"  ploying     the   odious    €a;ecu'* 
"  tioner.    There  was,  howeyer,i 
''  one  limitation  to  this  doctrin^. 
"  He  who  employed  spies  took 
^*  upon  himself  a  most  difficult, 
"  delicate,   and  responsible  of- ' 
'*  Jice.    He  was  deeply  answpr- 
"  able  to  the  country  and  to  the 
"  administration  of  justice,  if  he 
"  did  not  take  the  greatest  care 
**  to  seUi^t  such  men  as  would 
"  only  give  information,  and  not 
*'  instigate  to  the  commission  of 
''  crime.    The  eonstenee  of  snok 
"  wretches  as  Thistlewood  .and 
"  Ings  rendered  the  employment 
*'  of  spies  necessary  ;  out  let  it 
"  be  at  the  same  time  remem^ 
**  bered,  that  the  existence  of 
*'  such  wretches  ks  Thistlewood 
'*  ajQ^  Ings  rendered,  the  em- 
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"ploymetit  of  instigators  to 
*'  crime  equally  annecessarj.— 
''  Having  etplaiped  himself  so 
"  far,  the  House  would  perhaps 
'^  permit  him  to  add,  that  al- 
*•  though  he  did  not  blame  Go- 
"  T^rnnient  either  for  having 
*'  employed  Edwards  as  a  9py — 
*'  for  having  acted  on  fcwtnfor- 
"  mofton— for  having  toitk'- 
*'  drawn  him  as  a  untness — or, 
*'  for  having  abstained  from 
*'  prosecuting  Wii>— yet,  if  it  did 
"  appear  from  the  evidence  now 
'*  adduced  that  that  individual 
"  went  beyond  his  commission 
''  as  an  informer,  that  he  em- 
"  ployed  himself  as  an  insti- 
*'  gator,  and  that  he  .  incited 
*^  others  to  the  perpetration  of 
"  a  separate  and  gntve  offence, 
'^  not  comprehended  in  the  acts 
"  which  had  been  the  recent 
^  subject  of  criminal  investiga- 
"  tion,  justice  would'  njt>t  be 
"  satisfied  unless  he  was  broug-ht 
"  to  trial  for  sudb  new  and  seri- 
"  ous  offence,-  or  unless  very 
'*  ample  grounds  were  stated  to 
"  the  House  for  tvdwing  such 
*<  a  proceeding." 

It  is  not  worth  while  to  be- 
stow much  time  upon  this. — ; 
"  Such  men  as  Thistleujood  and 
Ings"  must  always  be  presumed 
to  be  in  existence.  No  one  will 
deny  that;  and,  therefore,  ac- 
o^rdingv  to  Mr.  Baough a  v,  who 
is  both  a  Whig  and  an  Edinburgh 
Reviewer,  spies  and  informers 

ought  always  to  be  employed.' 

The  attempt  to  confound  the 

spy  wiih  the  executioner  of  the 


law,  and  even,  by  impliea^n, 
with  the  judge,  is  so  offensive 
to  comoion  sense  as  to  be  on- 
worthy  of  sertOQs  exposure. 
However,  to  do  justice  to  these 
petitioners,  I  ought  to  observe, 
that  they  do  not,  by  any  means, 
proQOOttce  an  unqualiied  .con- 
demnation of  a  spy  system*'^ 
They  complain  merely  of  the 
employment  of  "an  unpreee^ 
dented  number  of  spies  and  in- 
formers !"  Thus,  you  see,  it  is 
not  of  the  establishment^  itself- 
that  they  complain:  they  only 
complain  that  the  establishment 
is  too  high !  Hence  we  are  to 
condudet,  of  course,  that  they 
wo!|ld  keep  up  the  establish- 
ment by  all  means,  only  upon 
a  reduted  scale!  A  reehietian 
of  the  standing  army  of  spies 
and  infbrmers :  and  really  I 
should  not  be  at  all  astonished 
to  meet  with  this  item  id  th^ 
next  string  of  propositions  lor 
"  economical  reform  !*'  Doabtr 
less  a  reduction  to  any  amount, 
of  this  esiablishmedti  would  be 
a  benefit ;  but,  I  take  it«  that 
sneh  benefit  is  not  sufficient  to 
make  us  join  in  a  damosrous- 
demand  t4»the  King  to  turn  out 
his  IVfinisters,  and  to  put  the 
Whigs  in  their  plaice. 

In  the  ntfUA  paragraph  we 
con^e   into  the   thick   of  that 
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« trivmpttant  Wkigism^"  which  I 
'was  said  to  t>rcvail  at  Edrrtburgh 
opon  this  occasion.  There  is  a 
littte'  of  incomprehensibility, 
(not  tcraccnse  snch  grave  gen- 
tlemen of  shocking"  nonsense) 
In  this  paragraph ;  it  being,  in 
my  mind,  very  difficult  to  see 
ho"w  a  '*  peaceful  and  loyal 
^' disposilion**  should  tend  to 
inake  |)^ople  readily  listen  t6 
•'  talumnious  repreBeniations," 
This'  appears  to  be  a  nx»w  dis- 
cover^ in  morals.  IftheEdin- 
\)UTgh  Reviewers  bad  said  that 
foHy,  that  Hmiditif,  thai  self'- 
ishne98  had  rendered  people 
Tcady  to  listen:  to  such '  mis- 
representations, there  would 
have  been  sense  in  the  assertion ; 
hut,  as  the  tfling  now  stands,  it 
xce!l  mcnts  tho  contempt  of  his 
Majesty  ;  because  it  is  a  down- 
right insult  offered  to  bis  under- 
standing. "  However,  in  the  tail 
of  this  paragraph  we  have 
)  Whigi'sm  in  its  full  swing.  Here 
is  the  old  charge,  so  often  pre- 
iferred'by  the  Ministers ;  namfely, 
••  that  the  leas  instructed  of  the 
**  people  have  listened  to  the 
"  acductions  of  the  few  wicked 
"  arid  'designing  peradrCa,  who 
"  were  hostile  to  our  free  con- 
"stTtUtibft,  or  whb  expected  to 
^^'mdke  profit  of'  a  season  of 
^  tumult  and  disorder:^    VLtth 


is  all  the  old  snm  of  accusatioii 
against  the  Reformers.  UfercTt 
is  without  the  deduction  of  a 
single  fraction ;  '  w^thont  the 
omission  of  one  jot  of  th^  fltllo^ 
hood  or  the  male^'olence.  HeH) 
we  are  ng'ain  asserted  to  be  a . 
few ;  anrd  again  as  seeking  fb^ 
profit  from  tumult  and  disordei^. 
This,  however,  is  no  mor6,  or 
rather  it  is  less  than  we  haVe 
been  accused  of  by  Lord  John 
Russell,  and  that^  too,  mider  hit 
own  hand,  and  with  his  owA 
name  signed  to  the  accttsation. 
He  accuses  us  of  a  design  to  pift 
those  at  the  top  who  are  now  t^ 
the  bottoms  and  of  putting  thos6 
at  the  bottom  that  are  now  A 
the  top;  a  design  which  I  b^ 
Hove  has  had  an  existence  \ti 
none  of  our  minds ;  and  whicfc 
is  a  phantom  conjured  up,  pro- 
bably by  Lord  John's  conscious* 
ness,  that  he  himself  would  bi 
likely  to  derive  little  adviAlta^e 
from  being  placed  ftiirly  on  thi 
race  course  of  talent.  But,  tty 
frtendr,  not  td^wa^e  words  lip^n 
petulence  and  impertiiYence*^tikb 
this;  does  not  this  part  of  tba 
petition  give  fall  sanction  to'  th'a 
measures  of  the  Ministers  againit 
the  Reformers?  And  does  it  not 
tend  to  shew  his  Majest/ttfit 
the  petitfoners  have  in    view 

nothing  but  thfe  pottdession  oC

power  and  cavolamcnt?  .  And. 
.wbat  are  we  to  get;  what  is  the 
j^reat  mass  of  the  people  to  get 
by  the  introduction  into  office  of 
a  set  of  meo>  who,  even  before 
they  enter  office,  hold  the  very 
language  of  those  who  would  be- 
come their  predecessors  1  They 
ha^vc  the  audacity  here  to  accuse 
us  of  seeking  plunder  in  a  sea- 
son of  tumult  and  disorder.  Is 
this  false  .  or  is  it  true  ?  If  false 
how  can  we  sufficiently  ex- 
press our  contempt  of  these 
place-fiunters?  If  true>  what 
^ound  have  they  to  find  fault 
tyith  the  measures  of  the  Mini- 
a tera  ?  For^  can  any  measures  be 
too  severe  towards  us,  if  we  be 
actually  seeking  to  plunge  the 
nation  into  tutnuU  anddisorder, 
with  a  view  of  making  profit  of 
such  a  state  of  things?  This 
petition,  therefore,  which  affects 
to  find  fault  with  the  measures 
jpf  the  Ministers,  contains,  if 
.those.,  petitioners  be  not  the 
ibftlest  of  calumniators,  the  best 
of  eulogiums  on  those  very 
,iiida»uce9. 

The  tenth  paragraph  alludes 
to  the  dismis&ion  of  Lord  FiU- 
junlliain  from  his  office  of  Lord 
Lieutenant  Mr.  Jeffr^  did, 
as  I  observed  before,  mention 
this  particularly  in  his  spoccl|. 
And|  now  let  us  sec*  uLat  the 


charge  amounts  to,  and  .npoa 
vifhat  it  ia  grounded.  -  It  is  aaid 
that  this  dismission  took  plaoi^ 
on  the  part  of  the  Hiai|tera^  ia 
order,  to  deter  persona  of  rank 
and  condition  from  "  concorring 
".  in  the  reasonable  complaints 
•'  of  th^  people/'  Now,  then, 
what  are  the  complaints  of  the 
people?  They  have  all  beea 
f^ummed  up  in  this  one  phrase ; 
the  want  of  a  Reform  in  tk$ 
Commons'  House  of  Poriia" 
meTit.  Here  are  all  the  ecun- 
plaints.  If  the  Ministets  wera 
to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  give  this 
Reform,  would  there  then  be 
any  complaint  at  all  ?  Is  it  not 
reasonable^  (hat  thoee  milliona 
of  men,  arrived  at  full  age,  poy* 
ing  their  full  share  of  the  taxes, 
and  called  upon  to  come  Unrtb 
in  arms  and  fight  for  the  de* 
fence  of  the  couqtry :  is  it  not 
reasonable  that  these  menibould 
have  a  voice  in  the  choosing  of 
those  who  are  to  form  one  of 
the  three  branches,  who  make 
the  laws,  imposing  taxea  apon 
them,  and  calling  them  forth  in 
arms  to  render  services  and  risk 
life?  Is  this  not  reasonable! 
If  this  be  denied  them,  is  not 
that  denial  matter  of  rsasonabU 
complaint ;  and  if  it  ^^  matter 
of  reasonable  opmplaint,  ha4 
Lord  fits%HHi<nn,  or  h^  any 
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iVbig  Lord«  or  tuyAVhigp.  of  any 
size»  *'  conciirr^ff"  in  that  com- 
plaint  ?    My  frieDds,  you  know 
"well   that  the  contrary  is  the 
casci   and   you    mnst   perceive 
clearly  enough,  that,  in  the  dis- 
mission of  Lerd   Fitzwiiliam, 
there  was  nothing*  for  the  peo- 
fie   to  complain  of,  any  more 
than  there  was  in  the  dismission 
of  the  DokeofNorfolk/rom^Aur 
very  qficCf  only  because  that 
Noble  Duke  gave,  as  a  toast  at 
a  dioner,  ^'  the  ^vereignty  of 
'•  the  people  r    Let  the  Whigs 
chaw  this.    Let  them  furbish  up 
their  memories ;  and  when  the 
keeo-set  Mr.  Jeffrey  is  going  a 
Porough-hunting  again,  let  him, 
before  he  bursts  into  fhll  cry  on  the 
**  (tpproved  pttblic  services**  of 
Lord  Fitzwilliam,   reflect   that 
Lord  FitzwilUam  teas  one  of  the 
Ministry  who  thus  dismissed 
the  Dyke  of  Norfolk  1    In  short, 
there  was  nothing  in  this  dis* 
inissioQ    of    Lord    Fitewilliam 
ivhioh  wiui  unjust  or  improper, 
according  to  Lord  Fitzwilliam's 
own  prtnciples-ancj  practice.    It 
W&s  merely  a  master  of  party 
policy  and  power.    It  waa  le- 
gal ;  audit  was  in  no  wise  in- 
teresting to  the  people. 

The  eleventh  paragraph  ac- 
cuses the. l^fpisters  of  having 
disced  a  spirit  of  d^^cord,  and 


produced  d%suiki4m.  It  is  ver^r 
certain  that  discord  prevails ; 
that  there  is.  disunion  betweoQ 
the  privileged  classes  and  tbo 
non-privilegod.  It  is  also  very 
true  that  concord  and  co-ope- 
ration between  these  daaseai 
are  necessary  to  the  peace  and 
prosperity  of  the  country;  that 
these  things  are  so,  nobody  caii 
deny ;  but  I  deny  most  ptfitive- 
1y  that  the  discord  and  disunion 
have  arisen  from  anv  causes  not 
created  by  the  .Whigs  as  much 
as  by  Che  Ministry.  The  caitt^ 
of  the  discord  is,  that  tho  peopla 
have  not  what  they,  deem  their 
share  in  the  choosing  of  Memr 
hers  of  Parliament.  And  again 
I  ask,  are  the  \yhigs  ready  to 
give  them  that  share/  No; 
and  Mr.  Canning  very  truly  said 
at  Liverpool,  that  the  Whigs 
would  be  the  last  to  consent  to 
the  giving  of  such  share.  The 
Ministers  merely  carry  on  the 
system.  It  is  a  system  which 
has  two  great  branches,yim(/mg 
and  boroughs;  and  have  the 
Whigs  ev.er  proposed  to  change 
this  system  ?  By  no  i^eans ; 
and  they  do  not  propose  it  now. 
They  like  the  system ;  aiui  merQ*^ 
)y  want  to  take  the  manage* , 
ment  of  it  out  of  the  hands  of 
o^ors;  and,  v^hjlej  .thi^.  is  the 
case,  js  it  not  i^mpu^f^ijce  unpai^ 
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Mleled  for  Aw  to  aceiile  the 
l^Kbbt«rs  of  dilftisivig  dtscdrd  and 
of  preventing  Mie  restoration  of 
peace  andpro^rity. 
•  In  the  '  twelfth  paragraph 
tomes  the  charge  with  respect 
to  the  ptosecutioo  other  Ma- 
jesty the  Qdeen.  The  proceed- 
ing^ that  have  been  carried  on 
ligAinsf  her  Majesty  are  pretty 
accuratcQy  characterised ;  but 
Ire  perceive  that,  even  here;  to 
oust  the  Ministers  is  the  thingp 
tihieffy  at ^ heart.  They  areac-^ 
feased  bf "  incapacity*'  and  "  iit-* 
Kemton;''  as  discovered  in  this 
Ifftik.  tlifs  is  jdst  the  tone  of 
the  ViMgi  (With  the  e^tcepllbn 
WLtord'  Grey  and  one-  or  tWo 
bthersyinParKametift.  AodoVd^ 
ingto  these  gentlenien,  it i;ras 
iiot'tfae  dliitg  fZ^eff  that  vras  so 
Very  bad  as  'the  fMwher  vfdo^ 
(ng  it  Mr.*  Jefflrey,  in  his 
kpe^ch-/  said,  *'  Yfto^  he  would 
**  not'  enter  w^pon  #W  qn^sii^n  of 
*'  giMt  •  or  ifif^dtne^  6f  Ac 
»  Queen,''  He  had  noi  had  Iti* 
3w«-e;  be-saJd/^O'Wadfe  throttgh

Now,  sikrfely,  this  last  assertion 
most  be  a  great  mMRke^  ht, 
ilvAiM  the  petitiohenf  have?  be- 
lere  sairf  ^f  the  Minfeters  be 
tnx6,  'these  latter  are  the  Mfest 
in  the  world  tb  manage  Ihk^if- 
fWrfr  of  -h  distressed  andf  dfifiisd 
peopte.  To-  retrieve  ^bdh-  a 
people's  ^fllfrs;  the  Mliitlttrs 
may  "be 'unit:  to  ehattge  dis* 
tress  anddisunionlnto  phM)>e- 
rPty  and  cbnqord,  they  ms^  be 
unfit;  bat  fcnrely  they  mtisiflm 
the  Attest  men  m  the  world -for 
ctfrrying  ori  aflkhis'in  stwii  a 
state.
